Sir  :  I  have  received  the  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  directing 
the  Secretary  of  War  "  to  report  to  the  Senate  any  information  in  his  pos- 
session touching  the  necessity  of  establishinfir  suitable  depots  for  the  preser- 
ration  of  the  gun{K>wder  belonging  to  the  United  States,  and  whether  the 
pablic  service  requires  the  estabushment  of  such  depots." 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  the  report  of  the  chief  of  the  Ord- 
nance Bureau,  on  the  resolution,  which  report  contains  all  the  information 
on  the  subject  which  it  is  in  my  power  to  communicate  to  the  Senate. 

The  subject  is  so  fully  treated  in  the  enclosed  report,  and  in  that  made 
bj  the  board  of  officers  m  the  year  1841,  that  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  add 
anything  to  th^  remarks  contained  in  these  two  reports,  except  that  I  con- 
cur with  these  officers  in  the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  to  provide  safer 
depositories  for  the  large  quantities  of  gunpowder  that  it  is  necessary  to 
keep  on  hand,  than  those  wtiich  now  exist.

Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  reference  to  this  office  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Senate,  directing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  report  to  that  body  "  any  in- 
fofmation  in  his  possession,  touching  the  necessity  of  establishing  suitable 
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depots  for  the  preservation  of  the  gunpowder  belonging  to  the  United  States^ 
and  whether  the  public  service  requires  the  establi£ment  of  such  depots." 

The  subject  of  establishbg  a  depot  for  the  reserved  powder  not  iiranted 
for  ordinary  use,  in  one  receptacle,  and  where  the  least  possible  injury  would 
result  from  explosion,  engaged  the  attention  of  the  War  Department  some 
ten  or  twelve  years  since.    An  inquiry  into  the  propriety  of  establishing  such 
a  depot,  together  with  an  examination  of  a  proper  site  therefor,  iTvas  in- 
trusted to  a  board  composed  of  the  general-in-chief  of  the  army,  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  the  inspector  of  armories  and  arsenals.    The  report  of  that 
board  was  published,  and  is  to  be  found  in  Executive  Document  No.  2,  2d 
session  27th  Congress,  vol.  1,  pages  341  to  344.    The  measure  then  recom- 
mended by  the  board  has  lost  none  of  its  importance  since.    The  public 
service  requires  the  establishment  of  such  depots  more  now  than  then  ;  for 
the  increase  of  population  in  the  vicinity  of  the  stores  of  gunpowder  at  the 
arsenals  has  increased  the  risk  of  personal  safety,  and  also  the  hazard  to 
which  the  stores  are  exposed  by  such  contiguity.    This  proximity  of  maga* 
zines  of  gunpowder  has  also  been  complained  of  by  property-holders  in  the 
immediate  vicinity,  as  injurious  to  the  value  of  their  property.     This  incon- 
venience and  danger  have  caused  remonstrances  against  the  evil  in  some 
cases,  and  petitions  for  the  removal  of  those  deposites  of  gunpowder.    So 
great  was  the  anxiety  of  the  people  in  the  neighborhood  of  St.  Louis  arsena}, 
that  it  became  necessary,  about  a  year  ago,  to  adopt  measures  for  removing 
the  powder  magazines  from  that  arsenal  to  the  reserved  military  lands  some 
seven  miles  from  the  city.    One  magazine  has  ahready  been  built  on  the 
site  selected,  and  a  second  commenced.    The  two  will  store  about  10,000 
barrels  of  powder,  as  much  as  it  may|be  advisable  to  provide  in  that  part  of 
the  country  at  present.     The  site  will  readily  admit  of  additional  magazines 
should  it  become  desirable  to  increase  the  deposite  in  that  quarter. 

The  place  suggested  by  the  board,  whose  report  I  have  before  referred 
to,  as  a  site  for  the  depository  to  supply  the  southern  and  a  part  of  the 
Gulf  coast,  is,  in  my  jud^ent,  altogether  suitable.  Two  larse  magazines 
capable  of  storing  convemently  5,000  barrels  each,  of  gunpowder,  would  be 
sufficient  there,  one  of  which  should  be  erected  soon. 

The  views  of  the  board  in  regard  to  the  main  depot  are  full  and  judicious^ 
and  leave  nothing  to  be  added  on  that  subject.  The  amount  of  storage 
ultimately  to  be  provided  will  not  probably  he  required  for  many  years,  and 
under  the  present  circumstances  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  da 
more  than  purchase  the  land  and  erect  two,  or  at  most  three  magazmes. 

The  total  supply  of  powder  which  it  is  estimated  should  be  [provided 
and  kept  in  store  for  all  military  purposes,  including  supplies  for  the  forts 
erected,  in  progress,  and  proposed,  may  be  stated  in  round  numbers  at 
&0,000  barrels.  We  have  now  at  the  arsenals,  independently  of  the  sup* 
plies  in  charge  of  the  trbops  in  garrison  and  in  the  field,  about  a  million  and 
a  quarter  of  pounds  of  powder  m  casks,  and  about  half  a  million  of  pounds 
made  up  into  ammunition  for  cannon  and  small -arms — ^in  all  about  one  and 
three-quarter  millions  of  pounds,  or  17,500  barrels.  In  addition,  there  are 
supplies  of  nitre  and  sulpnur  at  the  arsenals  sufficient  to  manufacture  about 
four  millions  of  pounds,  or  40,000  barrels  of  powder.  These  materials  can 
be  kept  in  their  present  depositories  without  danger. 

I  enclose  a  statement  showing  the  quantity  of  powder  now  in  store  at 
the  arsenals  in  the  vicinity  of  some  of  our  large  cities,  and  near  to  dense  and 
increasing  population.  ^  . 
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I  may  state,  in  this  coimexioii,  that  my  attention  has  recently  been  called 
to  the  necessity  of  having  a  fire-proof  magazine  for  the  storage  of  the  powder 
required  for  the  Pacific  coast.  The  provision  now  made  for  this  purpose 
is  temporary  and  unsafe,  and  I  propose,  as  soon  as  I  can  obtain  the  necessary 
data,  to  submit  an  estimate  for  a  permanent  fire-proof  magazine  to  be  located 
at  Benicia.

Sir  :  I  have  received  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  directing  th« 
Secretary  of  War  "  to  inform  the  Senate :  First,  whether  any  of  the  officers 
of  the  United  States  army  have  been  contractors  to  furnish  suppKes  to  the 
government  of  the  United  States ;  Secondly,  if  such  cases  exist,  what  were 
the  rates  of  such  contracts  as  compared  with  those  of  other  persons  con- 
tracting for  the  same  things,  to  be  delivered  at  the  same  time  and  places  ; 
Thirdly,  the  names  of  the  officers  making  and  sanctioning  such  contracts  ; 
and  lastly,  as  to  the  measures,  if  any,  which  have  been  taken  by  the  depart- 
ment in  such  cases." 

In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  report,  that  some  two  months  since,  it  was 
reported  to  me  that  certain  officers  of  the  army,  stationed  in  California,  had 
been  engaged  in  purchasing  articles  of  supply  for  the  army,  and  selling 
them  at  a  profit,  to  the  government.  On  investigatmg  the  matter  I  found 
that  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hooker  had  been  summoned  before  a  court- 
martial,  ordered  by  Brevet  Brigadier  General  Hitchcock,  commander  of 
the  10th  military  department,  charged  with  "  conduct  unbecoming  an  offi- 
cer and  a  gentleman,"  in  being  engaged  in  such  transactions. 

The  evidence  in  the  case  established,  beyond  all  doubt,  that  the  accused 
and  2d  Lieutenant  Brevet  Captain  Alfred  Gibbs  did  contract  with  2d  Lieu- 
tenant Greorge  H.  Paige,  second  infantry,  acting  assistant  quartermaster  at 
the  post  of  Sonoma,  in  California,  to  deliver  to  him  at  said  post  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  tons  of  hay  at  the  rate  of  $35  per  Ion,  and  that  the  hay  was 
delivered  and  paid  for  at  that  price,  and  that  they  realized  on  the  whole 
transaction  a  profit  of  about  $12  per  ton ;  also,  that  the  accused  did  con- 
tract to  deliver  to  the  same  officer,  at  the  same  place,  one  hundred  cords  of 
▼ood,  at  $8  75  per  cord. 

Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hooker  was  "fully  and  honorably  acquitted." 
This  decision  is  only  to  be  explained  on  the  supposition,  that,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  court,  it  is  not  "  unbecoming  an  ojfficer  and  a  gentleman,"  to 
engage  in  such  transactions.  ^.^^^^^^  ^^  GoOglc

The  proceedings  of  the  court  were  submitted  to  Brevet  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Hitchcock,  by  whose  order  the  court  had  been  convenedy  and  the 
sentence  was  confirmed  by  him.  In  justice  to  that  officer,  however,  1  here- 
with append  an  extract  from  his  order,  confirming  the  sentence,  in  -wfaich^ 
while  he  seems  to  admit  the  right  of  officers  to  make  such  contracts,  he 
strongly  condemns  the  practice. 

As  regards  the  prices  at  which  these  articles  were  contracted  for,  as 
compared  with  those  of  other  persons  contracting  for  them  at  that  post, 
about  the  same  time,  the  Quartermaster  General  reports  to  me  that  the  price 
for  hay  had  varied  considerably ;  as  high  as  $50  50,  $60,  $62,  and  W75 
per  ton  had  been  paid  for  it ;  but  in  the  same  month  in  which  this  contract 
was  made,  Assistant  Quartermaster  Allen  had  purchased  hay  at  $15  less 
per  ton.  The  price  paid  for  the  wood,  as  compared  with  that  previously 
paid,  does  not  appear  high.  It  was  proven,  however,  before  the  court-mar- 
tial, that  public  notice  was  given  for  proposals,  and  that  in  both  instances 
the  officers  were  the  lowest  bidders. 

As  there  was  no  law  or  regulation  prohibiting  officers  of  the  army  from 
contracting  with  the  government,  and  as  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hooker 
had  been  "fully  and  honorably  acquitted  by  the  court,"  not  only  of  the 
charge,  but  of  every  specification,  I  did  not  feel  that  I  should  be  justified 
in  recommending  to  the  President  ^the  adoption  of  a  course  which,  under 
other  circumstances,  I  might  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  recommend. 

Brevet  Captain  Gibbs,  who  was  associated  with  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hooker 
in  one  of  these  contracts,  presented  himself  In  person  at  the  department, 
frankly  acknowledged  his  error,  but  solemnly  protested,  that  when  he 
engaged  in  this  transaction  he  was  not  aware  that  it  would  be  considered 
improper.  For  this  reason,  and  on  account  of  his  youth  and  previous  high 
character  as  an  officer  and  a  gentleman,  I  considered  that  he  would  be  sum- 
ciently  punished  by  a  reprimand. 

I  deem  it  but  just  to  both  these  officers  to  add,  that  this  erroneous  opinion 
as  to  the  propriety  of  these  transactions  was  not  confined  to  themselves. 
They  appear  to  have  been  known  to  all  the  officers  at  the  post.  Major  P. 
Kearney,  who  commanded  the  post,  and  whose  duty  it  was  to  watch  over 
the  disbursements,  signed  the  contract  as  an  attesting  witness ;  and  two 
other  officers  (Paymaster  Leonard  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Campbell)  were 
sureties  for  its  faithful  performance. 

I  came  to  the  conclusion,  however,  that  some  means  should  be  speedily 
adopted  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  such  an  abuse.  As  soon,  therefore,  as  I 
was  informed  of  these  transactions,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Committees 
oh  Military  Affiiirs,  both  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  recom- 
mending that  a  law  should  be  passed  prohibiting  similar  abuses  in  future« 
A  copy  of  this  letter  is  herewith  transmitted. 

Several  weeks  having  elapsed,  and  not  finding  that  any  action  had  been 
taken  on  the  subject  by  either  committee,  I  issued  a  regulation,  a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  transmitted.  I  do  not  consider,  however,  that  this  regu- 
lation supersedes  the  necessity  of  an  act  of  Congress.  Besides  that  a  law 
c^irries  with  it  a  higher  sanction  than  a  mere  regulation  of  the  department, 
the  sentence  of  a  court-martial  for  violating  the  latter  would  be  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

Since  the  receipt  of  the  n*solution  of  the  Senate,  I  have  learned  of  other 
operations  of  this  kind,  iu  which  both  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hooker  and  Brevet 
Captain  GiLbs  were  engaged.     The  department  i?  now  investjgatine  them. 
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It  has  been  also  reported  to  me  that  Captain  Alexander  W.  Reynolds^ 
assistant  quartermaster  stationed  at  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  purchased 
applies  from  two  individuals  vrho  were  acting  in  the  capacity  of  forage- 
masters  under  him,  and  in  one  instance  purchased  three  horses  from  himself* 
That  matter  is  also  undergoing  an  investigation.

Extract  foom  the  order  of  General  Hitchcock. 

**  The  general  commanding  feels  called  upon  to  express  the  opinion  he 
entertains,  that  a  general  practice,  were  it  to  be  entered  into,  of  officers  of 
the  army  coming  into  competition  with  citizens  in  proposing  for  and  enter- 
ing into  contracts  with  oflicers  of  the  disbursing  departments  of  the  army 
for  furnishing  army  supplies,  could  not  fail  to  be  productive  of  the  most 
mischievous  consequences.     It  is  calculated  to  beget  a  division  of  interests 
among  officers  within  the  army,  detrimental  to  harmony,  and  to  create  and 
justify  an  opinion  in  the  countrv  that  the  army  itself,  through  its  members, 
may  pursue  an  interest  altogether  separate  from  that  of  the  government, 
with  the  danfijer  of  pursuing  that  interest  when  contrary  to  that  of  the  gov- 
ernment.    That  particular  cases  may  occur  in  which  individual  officers  may 
derive  a  profit  from  such  contracts  without  loss  to  the  government,  and 
ercQ  to  the  pecuniary  advantage  of  the  government,  is  not  denied ;  but  the 
consideration  of  dollars  and  cents  under  such  circumstances  would  be  more 
than  coimterbalanced  by  the  dangers  to  be  apprehended  from  a  general 
practice  of  entering  into  such  contracts ;  and  it  would  be  far  better,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  general  commanding,  for  officers  to  abstain  from  the  exer- 
ase  of  a  right  of  this  nature,  not  prohibited  by  regulation,  and  to  look  for 
indemnity  for  the  forbearance,  to  the  peculiar  constitution  and  character  of 
the  profession  of  arms,  and  the  high  social  aspect  of  the  army  of  which 
tbey  are  the  members."

ftft:  A  great  abuse  in  the  army  has  within  a  few  days  past  come  to  my 
kaowledge,  which  requires  legislation  to  correct  it. 

An  oitiGer  of  the  army,  stationed  in  California,  purchased  at  various  times 
^  quantity  of  hay  and  fuel  for  the  purpose  of  selling  these  articles  at  a 
profit  to  the  government,  and  actually  sold  them  to  the  acting  assistant  quar« 
termaster  at  the  post,  at  a  heavy  advance  and  a  very  large  profit.  Thn« 
We  find  an  officer  of  the  army  availing  himself  of  his  position  to  enter  into 
campetition  with  the  government  in  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  very 
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post  at  which  he  is  stationed ;  and  that,  too,  in  a  country  where  supplies  of 
all  kinds  are  procured  with  difficulty  and  only  at  extravagant  prices. 

The  officer  was  charged  with  these  acts  by  another  officer,  before  a  court- 
martial,  and  was  acquitted.  The  fact  charged  was  proven  beyond  a  doubt, 
and  the  decision  of  the  court  appears  to  have  been  based  on  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  law  prohibiting  such  conduct.  Another  officer  was  concerned 
in  one  of  these  contracts,  and  several  were  witnesses  to  it. 

The  consequences  that  would  flow  from  this  practice,  if  it  were  to  become 
general,  are  too  manifest  to  require  illustration.  Frauds,  peculation,  and 
abuses  of  all  kinds,  equally  destructive  of  the  public  interests  and  of  the 
character  of  the  army,  would  be  the  inevitable  result. 

I  therefore  respectfully  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to 
prohibit,  by  law,  all  officers  of  the  army  from  being  directly  or  indirectly 
concerned  or  interested  in  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  army,  under  pain 
of  dismissal  from  the  service.

The  department  has  learned  with  great  surprise  and  regret  that  certain 
officers  in  California  have  been  engaged  in  purchasing  articles  of  indispen- 
sable necessity  to  the  service,  such  as  fuel,  hay,  &c.,  and  selling  them  at  a 
profit  to  the  quartermaster's  department.  Such  transactions  are  injurious 
to  the  public  service,  and  highly  derogatory  to  the  character  of  the  army. 
All  officers  are  therefore  prohibited  from  purchasing  any  articles  that  are 
required  for  the  use  or  consumption  of  the  army,  with  a  view  to  selling  the 
same,  or  from  being  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  such  purchases.  All 
officers  or  agents  of  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  departments  are 
prohibited  from  ]>urchasing  from  officers  of  the  army. 

Any  officer  violating  this  regulation  will  be  forthwith  reported  to  the 
President,  and  his  dismissal  from  the  service  recommended.

Sir  :  In  obedienc*!  to  your  order  of  the  Ist  of  November  last,  "we  have 
carefully  tested,  as  far  as  facilities  afforded  would  admit,  the  four  varieties 
of  coal,  viz :  Elk  river,  from  Norfolk,  Va. ;  Mount  Carbon,  ifrom  Illinois ; 
a  sample  furnished  by  Edgell,  Mulforth  &  Co.,  of  New  Orleans ;  and 
Tucaloosa  coal,  samples  of  which  were  furnished  for  that  purpose, — as  to 
their  respective  evaporative  powers,  and  value  for  manufacturing  and  other 
puimoses,  and  have  the  honor  to  muke  the  following  report : 

The  boilers  of  one  of  the  engines  in  this  yard  having  been  used  in  test- 
ing the  evaporative  powers  of  three  of  the  samples,  (that  of  the  Tuscaloosa 
coal  being  too  small  in  quantity  to  admit  of  its  application  to  a  flimace 
test,)  great  care  was  taken  in  weighing  and  calculating  the  quantity  of  coal 
•and  water  used,  and  all  the  other  points  and  elements  necessary  in  calculating 
the  accompanying  table  of  results. 

Each  of  these  coals,  with  the  exception  of  that  from  Mount  Carbon, 
Illinois,  was  tested  for  three  days  of  ten  hours  each,  the  small  quantity  of 
the  Mount  Carbon  coal  admitting  or ^  of  one  day's  trial. 

Results  of  trials  of  this  nature  varying  according  to  the  extent  of  fire 
surface,  and  the  forms  and  arrangements  of  different  boilers  employed  in  test- 
ing, in  order  to  form  a  correct  estimate  of  the  value  of  these  coals,  a 
quantity  of  Cumberland  coal  from  Colonel  Young's  mine  (known  as  '^  At- 
kinson and  Templeman's"  in  Professor  Johnson's  experiments,  and  reported 
by  him  as  being  superior  to  all  others)  was  first  tested ;  and  determining 
its  value  as  a  standard  of  comparison,  the  three  samples  under  examination 
were  successively  tested  under  the  same  boilers,  and  their  relative  values 
ascertained  as  per  accompanying  table,  in  which  two  columns  will  be  found 
lo  contain  an  exhibit  of  the  mean  of  Professor  Johnson's  experiments  with 
Cumberland  coal,  in  comparison  with  the  relative  calculated  value  of  the 
•several  descriptions  of  coal  tested  by  us. 

Proceeding  thus  far  in  the  examination,  there  remained  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity only  of  the  Elk  river  coal  to  admit  of  further  trial  by  fiimace  ;  smiths' 
forges  were  therefore  used  in  testing  the  properties  and  value,  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  of  the  residuum  of  the  several  parcels  furnished,  concern- 
ingwhich  we  have  to  state  as  follows: 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  pounds  of  Elk  river  coal  was  consumed 
in  the  rcverberatory  furnace  in  the  brass  foundry,  in  smelting  five  hundred 
pounds  of  pig-copper,  in  twenty*five  minutes  time,  the  metal  coming  out  in 
very  good  condition  for  casting. 

The  same  quantity  of  copper  was  smelted  in  thirtv-two  minutes  by  the 
consumption  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  pounds  of  Colonel  Young's 
Cumbenand  coal,  being  ninety-seven  pounds  less  than  was  U4ed  of  the  Elk 
river  coal,  and  seven  minutes  more  time  in  consuming,  by  which  their  com- 
parative value  for  furnace  use  in  brass  foundry  will  be  seen. 

Using  the  cammon  smith's  forge,  the  four  descriptions  of  coal  appeared 
to  Hiffor  very  little  in  their  resper tivo  properties  and  value,  all  of  them 
burning  very  freely,  producing  an  unusual  amount  of  smoke,  and  consum- 
ing and  wasting  from  crumlumg  of  cinders,  upon  stoppage  of  the  blast, 
much  more  rapidly  than  either  the  Cumberland  or  Virginia  coal  u.se<i  in 
thisvard,  and  prove  to  be  very  inferior  to  them. 

These  coals  worked  very  well  in  the  forge,  and  will  ainswer  for  smiths' 
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use,  those  frem  Mount  Carbon  and  Tuscaloosa  being  esteemed  the  best  of 
the  four  kinds  for  manufacturing  purposes.

Extract  of  a  despatch  from  Commodore  David  Geisinger,  commanding 
United  States  squadron^  East  Indies. 

[No.  lo.]  United  States  Flag-ship  Plymouth, 

Whampoay  January  27,  1849. 

Sir  :  In  my  communication  No.  12, 1  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  de- 
partment of  my  intention  to  despatch  the  United  States  ship  Preble  ta 
Shanghai,  and  the  intermediate  consular  ports,  about  the  first  proximo. 
The  Preble  was  accordingly  under  sailing  orders,  and  on  the  eve  of  depart- 
ure, when  I  received  a  communication  from  the  Hon.  J,  W.  Davis,  United 
States  Commissioner  to  China,  that  induced  me  to  change  her  destination. 
She  will  proceed  forthwith  to  Nangasacki,  Japan,  and  will  probably  be  ab- 
sent about  three  months. 

The  enclosed  correspondence  between  Mr.  Davis  and  myself,  to  which  I 
hare  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention,  will  fully  inform  you  of  the  par- 
ticulars of  the  shipwreck  of  the  American  whaler  Lagoda,  of  New  Bedford, 
and  of  the  detention  by  the  Japanese  authorities  of  the  survivors  of  her 
crew. 

Commander  Glynn  is  instructed  to  proceed  in  the  Preble,  under  his  com- 
mand, to  demand  the  release  of  these  prisoners,  and  they  will  doubtless  be 
surrendered  to  him  at  once.  He  is  also  instructed  to  make  known  to  Mr- 
Levjrssohn,  the  Dutch  superintendent  of  trade  at  Decima,  the  high  appre- 
ciation in  which  his  humanity  and  generosity  towards  these  sufferers  are 
held.

Sir:  I  beg  to  inform  your  excellency  that  the  Netherlando-Indian  gov- 
f*rnment  has  just  received  a  communication  from  Japan,  the  purport  of 
which  I  am  instructed  to  bring  to  yaur  excellency's  notice.  i 

On  the  12th  of  August,  lo48,  the  superintendent  of  the  Dutch  trade, 
residing  at  Decima,  heard  it  rumored  among  the  Japanese  that  a  vessel  had  | 

been  wrecked  near  Matsmai,  and  that  eighteen  persons  of  the  crew  had 
landed  on  the  said  island.     The  report  was  soon  confirmed  by  positive  in-  I 

formation,  stating  that  the  shipwrecked  mariners  would  be  brought  down  to  | 

Nangasacki ;  and,  according  to  their  custom  in  such  cases,  the  Japanese 
authorities  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of  several  of  their  officers, 
in  order  to  investijgate  all  circumstances  relative  to  these  foreigners,  and 
to  provide  for  their  maintenance. 

The  Japanese  craft  on  which  the  sailors  (being,  as  it  subsequently  ap* 
peared,  only  fifteen  in  number)  had  been  embarked  at  Matsmai,  reached 
the  bay  of  I^angasacki  on  the  2d  of  September,  and  they  were  landed  on 
the  following  day,  bemg  immediately  transported  to  a  temple,  situated  near 
the  city,  which  had  been  arranged  for  their  residence.  The  boat  and  the 
chairs  employed  on  this  occasion  were  closely  shut  up,  and  a  wooden  wall 
had  been  drawn  up  around  the  temple,  t6  prevent  any  communication  be- 
tween the  people  and  these  foreigners. 

On  being  informed  of  their  arrival,  the  Dutch  superintendent,  Mr.  Le- 
vyssohn,  applied  to  the  governor  of  Nangasacki  for  leave  to  provide  the  dis- 
tressed parties  with  such  articles  of  clothing  and  refreshment  as  he  could 
tiispose  of;  which  permission  was  granted,  although  not  without  some 
delay. 

Meanwhile  the  Japanese  interpreters,  belonging  to  the  committee  which 
had  been  appointed,  had  endeavored  to  obtain  information  from  the  sailors 
concerning  their  appearance  in  Japan,  but  found  it  impossible,  without  aid, 
as  none  of  them  understood  the  Dutch  language.  The  governor  of  Nan- 
easacld  accordmgly  requested  Mr.  Levyssohn  to  attend  at  his  house  on  the 
oth  September,  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  his  assistance  on  the  occasion. 

All  the  shipwrecked  mariners  were  present  at  this  meeting,  and  Mr. 
Levyssohn  actmg  as  interpreter,  many  questions  were  put  to  them  by  the  i 

Japanese  head  officers,  er  upper  Banjoos.     By  the  sailors*  statement,  it  ap-  ' 

peared  they  are  named  as  follows  : 

John  Bawl,  native  of  New  York,  aged  25  years,  chief  mate ;  John  Waters, 
native  of  Salem,  aged  22  years,  second  mate ;  E.  Goldthwait,  native  of 
Salem,  aged  20  years,  seaman;  Jacob  Boyld,  native  of  New  York,  aged  21  I 

y^ars,  seaman ;  Melchor  Biifan,  native  of  New  York,  aged  23  years,  seaman  ;  ' 

Mn  Martin,  native  of  New  York,  aged  19  years,  seaman ;  Robert  McCoy, 
native  of  Philadelphia,  aged  22  years,  seaman ;  Henry  Barker,  native  of 
Oahu,  Sandwich  Islands,  aged  40  years,  seaman ;  James  Hall,  native  of 
Oahu,  aged  25  years,  seaman ;  Manna,  native  of  Oahu,  aged  25  years,  sea- 
man ;  Makeaf  native  of  Oahu,  aged  28  years,  seaman ;  Steam,  native  of 
Oahuj  aged  26  years,  seaman ;  Jack,  native  of  Oahu,  aged  22  years,  sea- 
man; IBram,  native  of  Oahu,  aged  27  years,  seaman ;  Maury,  native  of 
Oahu,  aced  35  years,  seaman.  I 

The  above  named  persons  further  stated  that  all  of  them  belonged  to  the 
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crew  of  the  American  whaler  "  Lagoda,"  commanded  by  the  late  Captain 
John  Brown ;  which  vessel  left  the  port  of  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts, 
on  the  25th  of  August,  1846,  and,  after  having  been  engaged  in  her  pur- 
suits in  the  regions  between  New  Zealand  and  Kamtschatka,  subsequently 
touched  at  Oahu,  Sandwich  Islands,  to  change  a  portion  of  her  crew; 
She  then  sailed  to  California,  and  towards  the  beginning  of  February,  184S, 
proceeded  to  the  Kuril*  isles  and  Japan  Ssea.  On  the  2d  of  June,  the  "La- 
coda,"  having  by  that  time  collected  1,300  barrels  of  oil,  during  a  thick 
fog,  had  the  misfortune  to  strike  on  a  shoal  in  the  Japan  sea,  (whereabouts 
not  mentioned.)  The  ship  went  to  pieces  shortly  after  her  having  been 
abandoned  by  the  crew,  in  five  boats,  two  of  which  soon  were  swamped, 
drowning  Captain  Brown,  the  officers  Wilson  and  Weesel,  and  ten  i^hilors. 
The  remaining  three  boats  had  to  encounter  very  boisterous  weather,  but 
succeeded  in  keejwng  together,  and  in  reaching  the  coast  of  Matsmai  on  the 
fifth  day  after  the  vessel  had  been  wrecked.  The  survivors  of  the  ship- 
wreck were  detained  by  the  Japanese  authorities  at  Matsmai,  and  from 
thence  transported  to  Nangasacki  in  a  government  junk. 

At  the  period  of  their  arrival,  the  Netherlands  merchant-ship  "  Josephine 
Catherine"  was  in  the  harbor,  and  permission  had  been  asked  of  the  court 
of  Yedo  to  allow  the  distressed  seamen  to  take  their  passage  in  the  said 
.  vessel  to  Batavia,  which  opportunity  the  Dutch  superintendent  would  have 
been  most  happy  to  afford  them ;  unfortunately,  however,  the  distance  to 
the  place  to  which  the  matter  had  to  be  referred,  requiring  at  least  forty 
days  to  receive  answer  to  any  letter,  even  sent  up  by  express,  prevented 
the  answer  from  Yedo  to  arrive  in  time ;  and  it  being  impossible,  under  the 
existing  regulation  at  Decima,  to  dely  the  departure  of  the  Dutch  trader 
beyond  the  period  fixed  by  the  Japanese  laws,  the  "  Josephine  Catherine" 
had  to  leave  Japan,  without  having  been  able  to  take  the  shipwrecked 
seamen  of  the  "  Lagoda"  on  board. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  Mr.  Levyssohn  will  continue  to  interest  himself  as 
much  as  his  position  will  admit;  but  as  the  Dutch  intercourse  with  Japan 
is  restricted  to  the  sending  of  one  vessel  annually,  it  could  not,  before  the 
latter  end  of  this  year,  afford  an  opportunity  for  eventually  transporting  to 
Java  the  distressed  parties.

We  have  done  nothing  to  be 
shut  up  here ;  we  are  not  certain  whether  they  intend  to  let  us  go  at  all,  or 
not.     If  not,  our  American  navy  cruising  on  this  side  will  hear  of  it,  and

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claim  us  as  American  citizens.    If  they  are  ignorant  of  this,  please  to  inform 
them  of  it,  and  the  consequences.

Sm :  I  respectfully  submit,  herewith,  a  copy  of  a  despatch  I  received 
on  yesterday,  from  Robert  Browne,  esq.,  consul  for  his  Majesty  the  King 
m'  the  Netherlands,  at  Canton,  stating,  as  you  will  perceive,  that  fifteen 
seamen  belonging  to  the  American  whale  ship  "  Lagoda,"  recently  wreck- 
ed near  the  coast  of  Japan,  are  now  in  confinement  by  the  authority  of  that 
government,  near  Nangasacki. 

I  bring  this  subject  to  your  notice,  satisfied  that  you  will  promptly  detail 
such  a  portion  of  the  squadron  under  your  command  as  will  obtain  the 
release  of  the  prisoners  above  mentioned,  if  possible.  Your  own  mature 
judgment  will  readily  suggest  the  details  of  any  operations  you  may  think 
necessary  to  adopt  for  the  fulfilment  of  this  object. 

From  the  kindness  already  manifested  by  the  Dutch  superintendent  of 
trade  at  Decima,  near  Nangasacki,  I  am  satisfied  you  may  rely  upon  him 
for  any  friendly  aid  that  it  is  in  his  power  to  give.

Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  to  day, 
covering  a  despatch  from  Rooert  Browne,  esq.,  H.  N.  M.  consul  at  Canton, 
in  reference  to  the  American  whaler  Lagoda,  on  the  coast  of  Japan,  and 
ite  confinement,  by  authority  of  that  government,  of  fifteen  seamen  near 
Nangasacki,  and  requesting  me  to  detail  a  portion  of  the  squadron  under 
niy  command  t6  obtain  the  release  of  these  prisoners,  if  possible. 

In  reply,  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  I  have  it  in  my  power  to  order 
the  United  States  ship  Preble,  Commander  James  Glynn,  on  that  duty 
forthwith,  although  she  is  now  under  sailing  instructions  for  a  different 
senice. 

I  am  highly  gratified,  from  the  perusal  of  Mr.  Browne's  despatch,  to 
notice  the  generosity  and  humane  attention  shown  by  Mr.  Levyssohn^  the  ' 
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Dutch  superintendent  of  trade  at  Decima,  and  will  be  mindful  to  instruct 
Commander  Glynn  to  make  known  to  him  how  highly  we  appreciate  his 
conduct.

Sailing  instructions  to  Commander  Glynn. 

United  States  Flag-ship  Plymouth, 

Whampoa,  January  31,  1849. 

Sir:  When  the  United  States  ship  Preble,  under  your  command,  is  in 
all  respects  ready  for  sea,  you  will  proceed,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible, 
to  the  Say  of  Nangasacki,  in  the  island  of  Kiu-siu,  one  of  the  Japanese 
group. 

The  object  of  your  visit  is  to  obtain  the  release  of  fifteen  seamen,  the 
survivors  of  the  shipwrecked  crew  of  the  American  whaler  "Lagoda,**  of 
New  Bedford,  who  are  represented  to  be  in  confinement  near  the  city  of 
Nangasacki,  by  authority  of  the  Japanese  government. 

You  will  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  despatch  of  Mr.  Robert  Browne, 
consul  of  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  at  Canton,  to  the  Hon- 
orable J.  W.  Davis,  United  States  Commissioner  to  China,  detaiUng  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  wreck  of  the  "Lagoda,"  and  the  confinement  of 
the  survivors  of  her  crew.  You  will  perceive,  from  this  despatch,  the 
active  efforts  made  by  Mr.  Levyssohn,  the  Dutch  superintendent  of  trade 
at  Decima,  to  obtain  the  release  of  these  prisoners;  and  on  your  arrival  at 
Nangasacki,  you  will  make  known  to  him  the  high  appreciation  in  which 
his  humanity  and  generosity  towards  our  suffering  countrymen  are  held, 
and  the  sincere  pleasure  it  afforded  me  to  communicate  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States  information  of  his  disinterested  conduct. 

Should  these  seamen  have  left  Nangasacki,  or  should  they  be  delivered 
up  to  you  on'  demand,  you  will  prqceed  thence  to  Shanghai.  On  the 
other  hand,  should  it  be  objected  by  the  Japanese  authorities  at  Nanga- 
sacki, that  these  prisoners  cannot  be  delivered  up  without  previously  ob- 
taining authority  from  the  court  at  Yedo,  you  will  at  once  proceed  to  the 
bay  of  Yedo,  and  avail  yourself  of  the  earliest  means  of  entering  into  com- 
munication with » the  imperial  court.  You  are  instructed  to  make  a  firm, 
temperate,  and  respectful  demand  of  that  court  for  the  immediate  release 
and  surrender  to  you  of  the  above  mentioned  prisoners.  Should  your 
demand  be  complied  with,  you  will  return  without  delay  to  Nangasacki,  to 
receive  these  prisoners  on  board,  and  proceed  on  your  cruise. 

The  great  destruction  of  shipping  on  the  Chinese  coasts,  caused  by  the 
numerous  typhoons  of  the  past  season,  together  with  rumors  that  have 
reached  here  from  time  to  time,  creates  an  apprehension  that  some  of  the 
vessels  of  our  extensive  whaling  fleet  may  hav«  been  cast  away  on  the 
coast  of  Japan,  and  that  others  of  our  countrymen  may  be  exposed  to  a 
fate  similar, to  that  of  the  sufferers  of  the  "Lagoda."  You  are  therefore 
Sstructed,  wliile  near  Yedo,  to  inquire  of  the  Japanese  government  whether 
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it  has  any  knowled^  of  other  American  seamen  being  in  confinement 
"witliin  the  limits  of  the  empire. 

Should  you  ascertain  from  that  government,  or  from  any  other  reliable 
source,  that  there  are  other  American  seamen  in  confinement  in  Japan,  you 
will,  of  course,  demand  their  release  and  surrender. 

In  your  correspondence  or  intercourse  with  the  Japanese,  your  conduct 
will  be  conciliatory,  but  firm.  You  will  be  careful  not  to  violate  the  laws 
or  customs  of  the  country,  or  by  any  means  prejudice  the  success  of  any 
pacific  policy  our  government  may  be  inclined  to  pursue.  Nevertheless, 
joa  may  be  placed  in  situations  and  circumstances  which  cannot  be  fore  - 
seen,  and  on  which  special  instructions  cannot  be  given  you  in  anticipation. 
In  all  such  cases,  every  confidence  is  reposed  in  your  discretion  and  ability 
to  ffuard  the  interests  as  well  as  the  honor  of  your  country. 

On  your  passage  to  Nangasacki,  should  it  prove  entirely  convenient,  and 
circumstances  are  favorable,  you  can  touch  at  Napa  Keang,  on  the  south- 
west part  of  the  island  of  Loo  Choo.  You  will  there  have  an  opportunity 
of  communicating  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bettleheim,  and  may  gain  from  him 
much  valuable  information.  But  you  will  bear  in  mind  that  expedition  in 
reaching  Nangasacki  is  not  to  be  sacrificed  for  the  sake  of  touching  at  this 
island  for  an  uncertain  purpose. 

Having  discharged  the  duty  directed  in  the  foregoing  instructions,  you 
will  proceed  to  Shanghai,  and  communicate  with  J.  N.  A.  Griswold,  esq., 
the  United  States  consul. 

You  will  return  from  that  port  to  Macao,  touching  at  Ningpo  and  the 
other  intermediate  consular  ports  on  your  way  back,  if  it  will  not  prolong 
70\ir  cruise  unreasonably. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  you  should  perform  thiS  cruise  in  as  brief  a 
space  of  time  as  practicable.  I  have  informed  the  department  that  it  will 
require  about  three  months  to  perform  thi^  duty.  I  do  not  think  you  need 
exceed  that  time,  and  would  advise  you  that  the  presence  of  the  Preble 
here  at  the  earliest  moment  is  of  much  importance  to  the  public  service. 

Whenever,  during  your  absence,  an  opportunity  offers,  you  will  report  to 
me  the  progress  of  your  cruise,  and  on  your  return  to  Macao  will  make  me 
a  detailed  report  thereof. 

The  protection  of  our  valuable  whaling  fleet,  and  the  encouragement  of 
the  whale  fishery,  are  objects  of  deep  interest  to  our  government.  You 
■will,  therefore,  should  an  opportunity  present  itself,  be  prompt  to  aid  and 
promote  these  objects,  and  on  all  occasions,  during  your  cruise,  will  afford 
to  American  commerce  and  interests  the  fullest  protection  in  your  power. 
Wishing  you  a  safe,  agreeable,  and  successful  cruise.

Shanghai^  May  11,  1849. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  of  the  Plymouth  at 
this  port  on  the  9th  instant.  The  Preble  reached  here  from  Japan  on  the 
2d  and  was  dropping  down  the  Woosung  river,  on  her  way  to  Macao,  as 
the  Plymouth  paissed  up. 

The  Preble  had  visited  Nangasacki,  in  pursijance  of  ray  instructions  of 
January  31st,  and  relieved  from  confinement  the  seamen  of  the  American 
whaler  "  Lagoda,"  and  an  adventurer  named  Ranald  McDonald,  who  left 
the  whaler  Plymouth,  Captain  Edwards,  of  Sag  Harbor,  New  York,  on  the 
coast  of  Japan,  and  was  also  in  confinement  there.  I  shall  leave  in  a  few- 
days  for  Macao,  and  on  my  arrival  there  will  be  enabled  to  inform  the  de- 
partment more  fully  of  the  result  of  the  Preble's  cruise.

Extract  of  a  despatch  from  Commodore  David  Geisinger,  addressed  to  the 

Secretary  of  the  Jfavy. 

fNo.  29.]  United  States  Flag-ship  Plymouth, 

Macao  Roads,  June  18,  1849, 

Sir  :  Transmitted  herewith,  for  the  information  of  the  department,  are 
copies  of  the  depositions  of  the  seamen  brought  by  the  Preble  from  Japan, 
and  of  the  memoranda  made  by  Commander  Glynn  of  his  various  interviews 
with  the  Japanese  officials,  at  Nangasacki,  &c. 

The  honorable  Secretary  will  perceive  that  the  cruise  of  the  Preble  was 
altogether  successful.  The  release  and  surrender  of  these  seamen,  under 
these  circumstances,  is  probably  the  first  instance  in  which  the  stubborn 
policy  of  the  Japanese  has  yielded  to  the  demand  of  foreigners.  I  have 
only  to  regret  that  Commander  Glynn  did  not  conform  to  my  instructions, 
directing  him  to  make  known  to  Mr.  Levj'ssohn,  the  Dutch  superintendent 
of  trade  at  Decima,  "  the  high  appreciation  in  which  his  humanity  and 
generosity  towards^ our  suffering  countrymen  were  held,  and  the  sincere 
pleasure  it  afforded  me  to  communicate  to  the  government  of  the  United 
States  information  of  his  disinterested  conduct,"  instead  of  promising  that, 
in  Justice  to  Mr.  L.,  he  would  make  his  kindness  public  on  his  return  to  the 
United  States. 

The  original  representation  of  the  seamen  of  the  Lagoda,  that  they 
were  shipwrecked  mariners,  was  an  expedient  to  obtain  sympathy  and  the 
means  of  rescue.  The  truth  is,  they  deserted  the  ship,  and  allege,  as  their 
excuse,  the  harsh  treatment  they  experienced  on  board.  Nevertheless,  the 
cruelty  and  suffering  to  which  they  were  afterwards  subjected  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  government,  and  afford  an  occasion 
to  enforce  upon  the  Japanese,  if  necessary,  an  observance  p£  the  rig^hts  of 
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charitable   hospitality  towards  those  who,  by  act  of  Providence,  are  cast* 

away,  or  come  in  destitution  upon  their  shores. '

Before  me,  James  Glynn,  commanding  the  United  States  ship  Preble,  per- 
sonaDy  appeared,  this  ^JOth  day  of  April,  1849,  Robert  McCoy,  who,  being^ 
duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows  : 

lam  twenty-three  years  of  age;  I  was  born  in  Philadelphia.  On  or 
about  the  5th  day  of  June,  1S48,  three  boats  of  us,  which  had  belonged  to 
an  American  whale  ship,  having  on  board  at  this  time  the  following  named 

?ersons — in  the  first  boat,  Robert  McCoy,  John  Martin,  Jacob  Boyd, 
lelchar  Biffar,  and  John  Bull;  in  the  second  boat,  Ezra  Goldthwait  and 
four  Sandwich  Islanders  ;  and  in  the  thirci  boat,  five  Sandwich  Islanders — 
were  near  the  islands  of  Japan.  In  the  afternoon  we  made  a  small  island 
in  the  straits  of  Sangar,  near  Matsmai.  One  of  the  boats  separated,  but 
rejoined  us  in  the  evening. 

Second  day. — Made  the  island  of  Yesso,  and  landed  at  a  small  village, 
where  we  asked  for  water  and  food.  The  people  gave  us  water,  but.  no 
food.  We  asked  permission  to  sleep  in  the  village,  but  it  was  refused. 
The  wind  being  from  the  southward,  we  stood  to  the  northward,  and  after 
sailing  about  three  miles,  came  to  another  town.  Two  of  the  boats,  pulled 
by  Sandwich  Islanders  alone,  (except  one  white  man,  Goldthwait,)  stood 
in  for  the  shore,  but  seeing  people  run  to  the  beach,  stood  out  again  to  sea. 
The  third  boat,  manned  by  whites,  ran  in  and  beached  their  boat,  the  natives 
rendering  them  assistance.  By  this  time  it  was  dark.  We  asked  for  foo^, 
and  they  supplied  us.  They  gave  us  permission  to  sleep  there  all  night,, 
and  built  us  three  tents  of  mats. 

Third  day. — An  officer  asked  us  why  we  had  come  there.  We  told 
him  we  were  driven  there  by  a  southerly  wind,  and  when  a  fair  wind  should 
blow  would  go  away.  We  got  permission  to  stay  for  the  fair  wind,  pro- 
mising to  take  immediate  advantage  of  it.  About  nine  o'clock,  people  and 
5^oliUers  came  down  to  the  tents,  and  guarded  us  from  going  about  or  mto  the 
country.  They  erected  calico  screens  all  about  us.  The  soldiers  were 
wmetl  with  swords  and  match-locks.  The  officers  were  cased  in  armor, 
and  wore  japanned  hats.  In  the  afternoon  they  sent  us  three  bags  of  rice 
(about  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  one  hundred  and  eighty  pounds)  and  three 
bnndles  of  wood. 

We  remained  imtil  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day.  The  number  of 
soldiers  constantly  increasing,  we  were  afraid  to  trust  ourselves  alone  any 
longer,  and  put  to  sea,  using  our  oars,  pulling  against  the  wind,  and  stand- 
^^g  to  the  southward.  We  returned  to  the  neighborhood  of  the  village 
where  we  first  landed,  and  moored  the  boats  to  some  rocks  opposite,  and 
took  breakfast.  After  breakfast  we  pulled  away  to  the  southward  till 
about  noon,  mooring  to  some  rocks  near  the  shore — no  tillage  in  sight* 
*^e  had  not  been  there  ik)ng  before  we  saw  numbers  of  people,  some  armed. 
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and  others  on  horsebacC.  One  man  came  and  motioned  for  us  to  ffo  away, 
or  to  go  to  some  village  near  by.  We  pulled  around  a  point  of  land  and 
saw  a  village.  We  saw  people  on  horseback,  but  did  not  land,  but  kept 
on,  perceivmg  a  boat  pullmg  off  as  we  came  opposite  to  the  town,  the  boat- 
men of  which  asked  us  to  go  ashore,  and  remain  there  until  the  wind  should 
be  fair,  and  then  to  go  away.  We  went  in  accordingly,  and  found  three 
mat  enclosures,  having  no  tops,  ready  for  our  reception,  which  had  been 
prepared  since  we  came  in  sight.     Staid  here  all  night. 

Fifth  day, — ^Remained  until  about  three  o^clock  p.  m.  The  wind  then 
being  fair,  we  asked  to  go  away  in  our  boats.  They  told  us,  "  not  now," 
as  one  of  the  Japanese  officers  had  something  to  say  to  us.  We  were 
anxious  to  go,  but  they  would  not  permit  us  to  do  so.  We  understood 
the  people  to  offer  us  a  larger  boat,  saying  that  our  boats  were  too  frail, 
and  we  might  perish.  Most  of  us  preferred  our  own  boats,  but  the  soldiers 
took  our  things  out,  and  carried  them  back  to  our  tents.  We  finally  con- 
cluded to  accept  the  offer,  thinking  if  we  did  not  they  would  force  us. 
They  then  took  our  things  and  tallied  them,  and  carried  us  all  to  a  house 
in  the  village.  We  remained  in  this  house  two  days — nothing  of  interest 
occurring  in  the  mean  time.  They  then  gave  us  to  understand  that  in 
twenty  days  we  should  have  a  boat ;  the  first  promise  was  three  days ; 
now  we  were  put  off  twenty  days  longer. 

I  think^  about  five  days  after  this  they  informed  as  that  the  house  we 
were  in  was  a  poor  one,  and,  as  we  had  to  remain  twenty  days,  they 
would  put  us  in  a  finer  building.  In  the  afternoon  we  were  all  removed  to 
this  other  house,  both  sides  of  the  streets  being  lined  with  soldiers,  armed, 
as  before,  with  swords  and  match-locks.  On  arriving  at  this  house,  we 
discovered  that  it  was  intended  for  a  prison.  It  might  have  held  their 
people,  but  it  could  not  hold  us.  A  guard  was  constantly  kept  upon  us, 
and  we  were  not  allowed  to  walk  about.  Until  the  expiration  of  the 
promised  twenty  days,  we  remained  quiet  and  patient.  They  then  came 
and  told  us  that  they  had  no  junk  yet,  but  in  twenty  days  more  would 
build  us  a  good,  large,  and  strong  one. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  twenty  days  they  informed  us  that  in  January 
we  should  have  the  junk,  and  be  permitted  to  go  away.  We  placed  no 
confidence  in  this  promise,  but  asked  for  our  own  boats;  they  were  good 
enough  for  our  use,  and  they  were  at  least  better  than  trusting  ourselves  in 
their  hands  any  longer.  This  they  refused,  and  we  despaired  of  ever  get- 
ting permission  to  go  away. 

I  and  John  Bull  agreed  with  two  others  to  escape  from  the  house,  some- 
time about  the  middle  of  July,  at  night.  Myself  and  John  Bull  cut  through 
the  roof  of  the  privy,  and  got  out  on  top  and  escaped.  We  intended  to 
take  a  Japanese  boat  and  cruise  about  the  straits  of  Sangar,  in  expectation 
of  meeting  with  some  whale  ship,  but  got  lost  in  the  woods  during  the 
darkness.  The  next  day  at  noon,  being  hungry  and  on  our  way  to  the 
coast,  came  suddenly  upon  a  village,  and  turned  about  to  go  away,  when  a 
Japanese  came  up  and  asked  if  we  would  not  take  something  to  eat.  We 
were  glad  of  the  opportunity.  He  gave  us  some  food  and  sackee.  We 
asked  for  the  road  to  Matsmai,  (which  was  distant  about  a  day's  journey 
on  horseback.)  He  told  us  we  were  wrong  and  must  travel  westward, 
which  would  take  us  to  the  town  from  whence  we  had  escaped.  We  re- 
mained in  this  small  town  about  three  hours,  when  a  great  number  of 
soldiers,  in  charge  of  officers,  arrived  and  arrested  us,  taking  us  back  to 
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tbe  house  we  had  escaped  from,  and  putting  us  again  in  the  room  with  our 
companions.  Shortly  afterwards  we  quarrelled  among  ourselves,  and  John 
Bull  was  separated  from  us  by  the  Japanese  soldiers  who  had  us  in  charge. 
On  the  25th  July  I  escaped,  in  company  with  John  Martin,  by  cutting 
through  the  roof  of  the  large  house.  Our  escape  was  quickly  discovered, 
and  my  companion  not  running  as  fast  as  I  did,!  took  to  tbe  sea,  stripping 
myself  and  swimming  out.  John  Martin  did  not  venture  further  than  the 
surf,  and  was  soon  arrested.  They  beckoned  for  me  to  come  in,  but  I  had 
got  to  a  rock,  and  would  not  return  to  the  shore.  They  sent  to  a  neigh- 
boring village  and  got  a  small  boat.  They  came  to  the  rock  for  me,  but  I 
was  washed  from  it  by  the  surf,  and  I  swam  towards  the  beach,  when  they 
threw  me  a  rope  from  the  shore  and  hauled  me  in.  I  was  very  much 
exhausted,  and  had  swallowed  much  water.  I  was  carried  up  to  the  town, 
into  a  small  house.  A  doctor  was  sent  for,  and  gave  me  some  medicine. 
John  Martin  was  also  taken  to  the  same  house.  In  a  few  hours  they  took 
us  to  another  house.  We  remained  there  until  the  next  evening,  about  six 
o'clock,  when  we  were  put  into  a  cage,  with  open  bars  on  three  sides  and 
partly  boarded  on  the  fourth  side.  The  same  day  they  sent  for  John  Bull, 
and  put  him  in  the  same  cage.  We  were  fed  through  a  hole  ju^t  large 
enough  to  pass  a  cup.  Before  being  placed  in  the  cage,  an  officer  came  and 
informed  us  that  we  should  go  away  in  eleven  days  to  Nangasacki,  where 
our  boats  would  be  given  up  to  us,  and  where  we  could  have  permission  to 
make  our  way  to  Lorea. 

At  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  we  were  taken  out  of  the  cage  and  carried 
to  a  junk  lying  off.  When  we  got  on  board  they  had  two  cages  con- 
structed between  decks  for  us — one  for  me,  and  John  Bull,  and  John 
Martin.  This  cage  had  wooden  bars  in  front  and  on  top.  It  was  about  five 
fet^t  high,  six  feet  long,  and  four  broad.  The  other  cage  was  about  twelve 
f'^t  long,  about  ten  wide,  having  the  whole  height  between  decks.  Before 
we  went  on  board  the  junk,  we  had  some  wrangling  in  the  cage  between 
ourselves,  when  the  soldiers  wished  to  take  out  John  Martin.  vVe  did  all 
we  could  to  prevent  them,  but  were  overpowered.  They  took  him  just 
outside  of  the  cage,  in  our  sight,  and  tied  him  to  a  post,  beating  him  with 
ropes.  When  we  saw  this,  we  stripped  ourselves,  and  told  the  soldiers 
that  they  might  kill  us,  but  we  would  not  submit  to  having  our  companion 
whipped  at  a  post  so  unmercifully  and  cruelly.  They  then  desisted,  and 
put  Martin  back  into  the  cage.  In  our  cage  on  board  the  junk  we  had 
but  one  small  window  from  which  to  get  air,  and  the  weather  being  very 
warm,  we  were  almost  suffocated.  In  about  seventeen  or  eighteen  days 
the  junk  arrived  at  some  small  town  on  the  island  of  Nippon,  where  they 
eot  water.  We  remained  some  seven  oc  eight  days,  and  then  sailed  for 
Nangasacki,  and  arrived  there  on  or  about  the  first  of  September. 

On  the  second  of  September,  a  Japanese  interpreter,  named  "  Morreama," 
came  orf  board  the  junk  with  some  chiefs,  inquired  what  country  we  came 
from,  and  asked  ma  if  we  were  well.  They  wanted  to  take  us  on  shore, 
hut  we  declined,  all  agreeing  that  it  was  better  to  take  our  own  boats  and 
go  to  sea.  We  continued  to  ask  for  our  boats  ;  but  they  said  they  could 
^o\  give  them  to  us ;  that  they  had  no  power  to  do  so,  but  must  first  write 
^0  the  Emperor. 

They  told  us  that  they  would  put  us  in  a  good  house  on  shore,  and  that 
in  a  month  and  a  half  we  should  be  put  on  boajd  the  Dutch  ship  and 
5ent  to  Batavia.  ^  ^  t 
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They  then  took  us  to  the  town-house,  (each  one  in  a  separate  cagOy^ 
where  we  ar^l^^ed  at  nighty  They  gave  us  some  supper.  They  then  told 
me  to  come  in,  and  a  man  was  placed  on  each  side  of  me.  I  looked  down 
and  perceived  a  crucifix.  They  made  me  trample  upon  it,  and  they  made 
all  the  others  trample  upon  it — first  putting  the  left  foot  on  the  cross,  and 
then  the  right  foot. 

We  were  afterwards  told  that  if  we  had  refused  to  do  this  we  would 
have  been  put  into  a  small  iron  house,  from  which  we  would  never  get 
away.  The  crilcifix  was  made  of  brass  or  composition.  After  this  cere- 
mony we  were  all  made  to  squat  down.  The  interpreter  then  said  that 
the  governor  would  soon  arrive  to  ask  us  "  why  we  had  come  to  Japan  ?'* 
and  that  when  he  did  appear  in  the  town-house,  we  must  bow  our  heads* 
We  shortly  afterwards  heard  a  hissing  noise,  and  the  governor  of  Nan- 
gasacki  came  in ;  but  not  one  of  us  bowed  ourselves  to  the  ground,  as  re- 
quested. He  questioned  us,  and  we  told  him  we  were  cast  upon  the  coast 
of  Japan,  in  consequence  of  being  shipwrecked.  He  said  very  little  more. 
We  then  went  into  a  small  house  adjoining,  and  shortly  after  were  carried 
about  a  mile  outside  of  Nangasacki,  to  a  small  house  situated  on  the  side 
of  a  mountain,  to  a  temple  or  priest^s  house,  where  we  were  imprisoned. 
There  was  a  wall  on  the  outside  of  this  temple,  some  parts  of  it  eight  feet 
and  some  about  fifteen  feet  in  height.  Within  the  wall  was  a  board  fence 
about  thirty  feet  high,  and  within  these  two  enclosures  was  our  prison-house> 
together  with  offices  for  the  police.  They  had  access  to  us  at  all  times, 
only  separated  by  a  wooden  railing,  under  the  same  roof  which  covered  the 
prison  and  offices. 

On  the  second  day  after  this,  we  were  again  taken  to  the  town-house, 
the  court  of  justice,  near  the  residence  of  the  governor.  W^e  were  ques- 
tioned again  as  to  our  reasons  for  coming  to  Japan.  We  gave  the  same 
answer  as  before,  that  we  were  shipwrecked  and  cast  upon  the  shore. 
The  interpretations  were  very  incorrect,  and  the  business  was  postponed 
until  the  next  day.  On  the  third  day  we  were  told  that  the  Dutch  super- 
intendent of  trade  would  meet  us  at  the  town-house  that  day.  We  were  * 
taken  to  the  town-house  accordingly,  ai^  found  the  Dutch  superintendent 
waiting  for  us.  He  asked  us  what  was  our  object  ii)  coming  into  the  Japan 
sea.  We  told  him  we  came  in  pursuit  of  whales.  He  then  asked  us  if  we 
came  "  in  search  of  any  other  kind  of  fish ;"  if  whaling  was  our  only 
object,  and  if  we  did  not  also  come  to  spy  out  the  country.  We  told  him, 
No  ;  we  only  came  for  whales.  Hcl  asked  if  we  ate  the  whales.  We  said. 
No  ;  we  made  oil  of  them,  &c.,  &c. — with  much  more  such  conversation. 
We  were  then  dismissed,  and  taken  back  to  our  prison. 

The  next  day  we  were  once  more  taken  into  the  town-house,  and  ques- 
tioned as  before.  The  Dutch  superintendent  was  not  present  at  this  inter- 
view. .  The  interprefter  said  that  he  doubted  our  story,  and  believed  that 
we  were  mere  spies,  and  came  to  examine  the  country,  and  nothing  else. 
We  were  then  dismissed,  with  the  promise  that  the  Emperor  should  be  con- 
sulted as  to  our  going  home  in  the  Dutch  ship.  We  then  returned  to  our 
prison.     This  interview  took  place  on  the  6th  of  September,  1848. 

In  a  few  days  afterwards,  the  Dutch  superintendent  sent  us  some  coffee, 
sugar,  Holland  gin,  and  some  flasks  of  wine.  He  also  sent  some  white 
cotton  cloth  to  John  Bull,  who  was  destitute  of  clothing.  We  remained 
patiently  in  the  prison  nntil  the  promised  time — one  month  and  a  half — had 
expired.     We  then  received  a  letter  from  the  Dutoll  superintoident.  .which 
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stated  that  permission  had  not  been  received,  and  that  the  next  day  the 
Dutch  ^hip  would  drop  down  and  anchor  in  the  roads,  where  she  would  re- 
main twenty-five  days. 

This  letter  we  were  required  by  the  Japanese  to  give  up.  Before  the 
expiration  of  this  month  and  a  half,  we  had  another  oifBculty  amocf!;  our- 
selves. The  above  letter  alluded  to  this,  and  advised  us  to  remain  quiet, 
as  our  quarrelling  would  only  make  our  situation  worse.  We  were  re- 
<7uested  to  give  an  answer  to  this  letter.  We  replied  in  writing,  stating 
that  we  could  place  no  confidence  in  the  Japanese,  and  requested  him  to 
write  to  some  American  consul,  who,  if  he  had  heard  of  our  situation,  we 
had  no  doubt  would  get  an  American  man-of-war  to  come  and  take  us 
away.  In  the  mean  time  we  were  very  much  disquieted,  and  almost  gave 
up  hopes  of  any  relief  from  our  troubles.  The  Japanese  then  informed  us 
that  they  expected  every  day  an  answer  from  the  Emperor.  In  six  days 
more,  seeing  no  release  come,  about  the  1st  of  November,  at  night,  I  re- 
quested one  of  my  shipmates  to  assist  me  in  escaping,  and  try  to  reach  *the 
Dutch  ship,  then  lying  in  the  roads ;  but,  instead  of  going  with  rae,  he  in- 
formed on  me,  thinking  that  if  I  escaped  alone  the  superintendent  would 
certainly  conclude  we  were  all  spies,  and  that  they  knew  of  and  helped  my 
escape. 

That  night,  however,  I  got  under  the  hoa^e  from  the  yard,  and,  by  tear- 
ing off  one  of  the  boards,  got  through  the  board  fence,  and  from  thence 
escaped  over  the  outside  wall  and  into  a  grave  yard.     I  travelled  all  night, 
often  falling  down ;  and  in  the  morning  finding  that  I  could  not  reach  the 
ship,  retreated  to  the  mountains,  where  I  hid  myself  away.     I  remained  in 
the  mountains  until  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when,  it  coming  on 
to  rain,  I  made  for  the  bay.     The  whole  country  being  now  up  in  alarm,  I 
was  discovered  and  captured.     They  then  took  me  to  a  small  town.     They 
put  me  in  a  cagOy  a  sort  of  sedar  chair,  and  took  me  to  the  city  of  Nan- 
gasacki,  where  my  hands  were  bound  behind  me  ;  and  then  I  was  conveyed 
to  the  yard  of  my  former  prison,  and  questioned  as.  to  the  reasons  of  my 
running  away  by  the  Japanese.     I  candidly  told  them  that  I  had  escaped 
for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  reach  the  Dutch  vessel.     I  was  then  asked  if  I 
^as  not  a  spy.    This  question  was  asked  me  on  all  occasions.     They  then 
placed  me  with  ray  shi|)mates  ;  but  I  was  confined  in  stocks^  and  being  slill 
wet,  asked  for  dry  clothing,  but  the  Japanese  refused  me.     I  was  also  tied 
with  cords  to  the  grating,  and  the  ends  of  the  cords  were  passed  through 
the  grating  into  the  guard-room.     I  remained  in  this  way  all  night,  and  the 
next  mommg  was  conveyed  to  the  town-house.     I  was  again  questioned  if 
I  was  not  in  Japan  as  a  spy.     I  was  then  separated  from  mj  companions, 
and  put  in  a  Japanese  common  prison  by  myself,  situated  m  the  heart  of 
the  city,  formerly  the  site  of  a  Catholic  church.     I  was  in  this  prison  about 
three  weeks.     At  the  expiration  of  this  time,  thinking  that  the  Dutch  vessel 
W  sailed,  I  was  in  despair,  and  refused  to  take  any  of  the  food  which  was 
hrougkt  to  me. 

The  governor  sent  an  officer  the  next  day  to  ask  me  why  I  did  not  eat. 
I  told  him  that  as  the  Dutch  vessel  had  gone,  I  intended  to  starve  myself 
to  death.  They  told  me  that  I  must  eat ;  that  the  Emperor  had  not  yet 
pven  permission,  but  when  he  "  thought  good"  it  would  come  speedily.  I 
<lid  not  eat  anything  for  three  days.  On  the  fourth  I  was  taken  to  the 
town-house.  I  had  been  there  but  a  short  time  when  I  perceived  my  com- 
panions coming.    I  %'as  placed  in  a  separate  cage.    There  we  met  the 
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Dutch  superintendent,  who  informed  us  that  permission  had  not  yet  come 
from  the  Emperor ;  that  the  Dutch  ship  had  already  remained  five  or  six 
days  longer  than  the  appointed  twenty-five  days — this  being  the  16th 
day  of  ISovember.  He  was  sorry  that  permission  had  not  arrived,  and  in- 
formed us  that  he  had  written  to  the  United  States  consul  at  Batavia,  and 
the  letter  would  go  in  the  Dutch  ship  about  to  sail.  The  Japanese  asked 
the  Dutch  superintendent  to  ask  me  why  I  did  not  eat.  I  told  him  that  I 
would  rather  die  than  stay  where  I  was  ;  that  I  had  lost  all  hope.  He 
told  us  to  cheer  up — that  we  were  not  among  savages — and  not  to  be 
afraid.  We  were  then  dismissed — I  to  my  prison,  and  my  companions  to 
theirs. 

The  Dutch  superintendent  promised  to  interfere  in  my  behalf,  and  to 
have  me  restored  to  my  shipmates.     The  interpreter  said  if  I  was  patient 
I  should  return  to  my  companions.     In  four  days  from  this  time  I  was 
taken  to  my  former  prison  and  confined  with  my  shipmates.  »  I  found  that 
since  my  escape,  my  companions  were  not  allowed  the  liberty  of  the  yard. 
On  the  night  of  the  14th  of  December,  we  (the  white  people)  had  com- 
pleted our  arrangements  for  an  escape  by  burning  through  the  floor  and 
digging  under  the  board  fence.     John  Bull  went  out  first  to  reconnoitre,  to 
see  that  everything  was  clear.     While  he  was  out  the  Japanese  came  in  at 
the  usual  time  to  put  out  the  fire ;  and  we  were  at  one  time  afraid  that  Bull 
was  missed  by  them.     They  began  to  count  our  numbers ;  but  we  so  ar- 
ranged it  as  to  make  it  appear  that  we  were  all  present.     They  were  evi- 
dently suspecting  us,  marching  up  and  down  before  the  grating,  always 
looking  in  a?  they  passed  by.     I  saw  Bull  running,  and  I  called  all  who 
were  read^  to  come  on.     I  jumped  in  the  hole  and  got  through,  but  Jacob- 
Boyd,  bemg  a  large  man,  got  jammed  ;  but  he  eot  out  at  last,  though  not 
without  raising  an  alarm,  and  our  guards  were  mstantly  on  the. alert,  pre- 
venting the  others  from  following.     I,  Bull,  and  Boyd  succeeded  in  getting 
to  the  road,  and  made  for  the  bushes.     We  clambered  to  the  top  of  the 
mountain  overlooking  Nangasacki ;  then  we  made  the  best  of  our  way  to 
the  southward  and  westward,  wnth  a  \iew  of  reaching  the  seashore.     About 
two  o'clock  that  night  we  got  to  the  seashore.     On  the  opposite  side  of  a 
imall  bay  we  saw  boats,  and  attempted  to  go  around  to  them ;  in  doing 
which  we  had  to  pass  through  a  village,  wnere  a  dog  gave  the  alarm^ 
whifh  drove  us  back.     We  travelled  very  hard.     We  rambled  about  until 
daylight,  when  we  hid  in  the  bushes,  within  a  stone's  throw  of  one  of  the 
main  roads.     We  remained  here  one  whole  day.     In  the  evening  we  left 
the  bushes,  to  see  if  we  could  get  something  to  eat.     We  found  some  tur- 
nips growing  in  a  field,  which  we  pulled  up  and  ate.     In  a  short  time  we 
saw  a  light  and  walked  towards  it.     The  light  came  from  a  house,  and 
seeing  but  one  or  two  persons  in  it  we  ventured  to  ask  for  something  to 
eat.     They  told  us  to  wait  and  they  would  give  us  some.     We  had  been 
there  but  half  an  hoUr  when  the  Japanese  soldiers  came  in  and  arrested  us 
whilst  we  were  eating.     They  tied  our  hands  in  front,  and  then  carried  us 
to  the  prison  we  had  left  the  night  before,  there  tying  our  hands  with  addi- 
tional ropes,  so  tightly  as  to  break  the  skin  on  the  wrists  and  arms.     We 
were  boimd  each  with  a  cord,  passed  first  around  our  backs,  under  the 
arms,  crossing  the  breast,  then  over  the  shoulders,  twice  around  each  arm, 
brought  together  behind  the  neck,  and  tied ;  both  parts  passed  down  the 
back  to  the  cross  wrists,  and  then  hauled  taut,  tricing  the  hands  up  behind 
as  high  as  could  be  endured  for  a  moment.     Li  this*  conditiop-wc  remained 
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'  tour  hours,  ami  we  could  not  take  our  arras  down  when  we  were  untied 
without  assistance.     They  then  brought  in  three  pair  of  stocks.     One  was 
fifteen  feet  long,  weighmg  about  two  or  three  hundred  pounds,  made  of 
wood.    This  big  one  was  for  me.     The  other  two  w^ere  of  the  ordinary 
size,  about  six  feet  long.     We  lay  in  the  yard  all  night  without  any  cover- 
injr,  so  that  we  were  completely  wet  through  with  the  dew.     Next  morn- 
ing we  could  scarcely  walk,  when  we  were  taken  out  of  the  stocks,  to  go 
to  the  town-house.     Before  going  there  we  told  the  Japanese  that  if  the 
Americans  should  ever  hear  of  our  cruel  treatment  they  would  come  here 
and  punish  them.     They  told  me  that  the  year  before,  at  the  city  of  Yedo, 
a  common  soldier  had  knocked  down  an  American  commodore,  and  that 
the  Americans  had  taken  no  notice  of  it :  then  why  should  they  take  any 
notice  of  us,  Ave  being  but  poor  sailors  ? 

This  circumstance  was  only  understood  by  me,  I  suppose ;  I  alone  un- 
derstanding Japanese.     But  I  immediately  mentioned  it  to  my  shipmates. 

We  were  then  taken  to  the  town-house,  and  there  charged  with  beinjg^ 
spies.    They  asked  my  shipmates  who  did  not  escape,  why  they  did  not 
inform  of  the  escape  of  us  three.     They  replied  that  they  'did  not  know 
anything  about  it.     The  governor  said  he  doubted  this  statement,  and 
called  us  all  spies^  and  ordered  us  to  be  taken  to  the  common  Japanese 
prison  in  Nangasacki.     We  were  accordingly  taken  to  this  common  prison 
—we  three  being  separated  from  the  rest.     In  this  prison  there  were  tw^ 
separate  cages,  and  these  two  in  a  larger  one.     We  could  see  each  other, 
and  hold  a  conversation,  being  separated  about  the  distance  of  six  feet. 
The  cage  in  which  I  and  the  two  others  were  placed  was  about  eighteen 
feet  by  eight ;  the  other  cage  was  about  eight^een  feet  by  twelve.     They 
were  very  offeij^ive  and  filtny,  and  full  of  vermin.     The  mats  were  filled 
with  lice,  with  which  we  soon  became  completely  covered.     A  small  tub, 
about  ten  inches  long  by  four  wide,  we  used  for  washing  our  hands  and 
faces ;  and  even  after  our  clothes  were  given  us  we  had  no  means  for  wash- 
be  them.     We  asked  'for  our  combs,  but  they  would  not  give  them  to  us. 
After  being  in  prison  three  months,  they  allowed  us  one  coarse  comb  for 
each  cage.     No  fire  or  lights  were  allowed,  nor  would  they  give  us  even  a 
needle   to  sew  up  our  old  clothes.     The  night  after  being  placed  in  this^ 
prison,  about  twelve  or  one  o'clock,  I  heard  a  noise  among  my  shipmates 
in  the  adjoining  cage.     They  appeared  to  be  calling  upon  the  .Japanese  for 
a  light.     The  Japanese  guards  called  me  to  interpret,  to  know  what  was 
wanted,     fl  can  imderstand  nearly  everything  said  to  me  in  Japanese  with- 
out difficulty.    I  am  better  acquainted  with  the  Japanese  language  than 
Morreama,  the  interpreter,  is  with  the  English.J     I  told  them  that  one 
of  the  men  had  hung  himself,  and  was  dead,  was  cold,  and  that  my  com- 
panions wished  for  a  light.     A  light  was  taken  to  the  other  cage,  but  they 
^ould  not  pass  it  inside.     Being  unable  to  distinguish  anything,  and  feeUng 
the  body  cold,  my  companions  sent  the  light  away,  and  allowed  the  body 
to  remain  until  morning,  when  it  proved  to  be  that  of  Marrii,  or  Maury,  a 
native  of  the  Sandwich  Islands.     The  body  was  found  dressec^  Li  .    the 
act  had  been  premeditated. 

The  Japanese  put  the  body  in  a  square  box,  and  told  us  that  they  would 
bury  him  in  the  Dutch  burymg-ground,  where  an  American  had  been  buried 
two  years  ago. 

This  man  was  found  hung  on  the  night  of  the  17th,  and  the  body  %vas 
taken  away  by  the  Japanese  on  the  evening  of  the  19th  of  Pecember.

The  weather  at  this  time  becoming  cold,  and  the  snow  and  rain  beating  % 
in  upon  us,  we  asked  for  our  own  clothes,  having  nothing  left  but  what  we 
stood  in.     They  refused.     One  of    my  companions — Ezra  Goldthwait — 
shortly  after  this,  took  sick,  and  finally  became  delirious.    We  again  pleaded 
for  our  clothes,  and  particularly  pleaded  for  the  sick  man,  as  we  thought  he 
was  dying  for  the  Avant  of  them  ;  if  they  would  not  give  the  rest  of  us  our 
blankets  and  clothes,  not  to  refuse  to  give  the  sicK  man  his.     This  request 
they  also  refused.     Goldthwait  becoming  worse  and  worse,  the  request  \ras 
repeated  again,  and  again  refused.     Finally,  on  the  night  of  the  22d,  they 
brought  for  the  sick  man  a  light  summer  coat,  belonging  to  one  of  the 
sailors,  which  was  spread  over  nim.     The  next  day  (the  z3d)  they  passed 
in  all  our  wearing  apparel,  and  one  blanket  for  the  sick  man.     On  the  24th 
of  January,  Goldthwait  died.     At  the  time  of  Goldthwait's  siekness,   the 
storms  were  beating  into  the  house  from  every  direction,  except  from  the 
eastward.   He  had  but  a  thin  shirt  and  a  pair  of  trowsers  on.     He  lay  on  a 
sort  of  cotton  bed,  on  a  mat,  without  covering.     We  suspected  foul  play  in 
the  treatment  of  Goldthwait.    In  this  we  were  rather  confirmed  by  the  case 
of  John  Waters,  which  occurred  not  lone  afterwards.     About  sundown  on  the 
25th  of  January,  the  Japanese  came  and  took  away  the  body  of  Goldthwait. 
We  asked  permission,  as  we  did  in  the  case  of  Maury,  to  bury  our  companion. 
Our  request  they  denied,  and  ridiculed  the  idea. 

Some  time  after  this — perhaps  in  the  month  of  March,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, about  sunrise — the  Japanese  guards  told  us  that  our  heads  were  to  be 
cut  off,  and,  seeing  some  strange  soldiers  assembled,  we  thought  the  threat 
was  true.  Soon  after,  a  Japanese,  bound,  in  charge  of  soldiers,  passed  in 
view.  He  stopped  where  we  could  see  him,  when  his  sentence  was  ap- 
parently read  to  him,  and  he  was  then  taken  to  a  place  we  could,  not  see, 
We  shortly  afterwards  heard  a  scream,  and  then  saw  a  boy  pass  along, 
carrying  the  head  of  a  Japanese  in  his  bands. 

Not  long  after  this,  John  Waters  was  taken  sick,  apparently  in  the  same 
manner  as  Goldthwait,  and  took  medicine  for  about  the  space  of  two  weeks 
from  the  Japanese  doctor.  During  this  period  he  was  constantly  getting 
worse,  until  he  became  delirious.  Seeing  this,  his  shipmates  would  not 
give  him  any  more  medicine.  From  the  time  of  his  ceasing  to  take  the 
medicine  Waters  began  to  recover,  and  was  gradually  restored  to  health. 

Some  time  in  the  month  of  March  I  discovered,  from  the  conversation  of 
one  of  the  Japanese  guards,  that  there  was  another  American  in  prison  at 
Nangasacki,  and  was  cautioned  not  to  mention  it,  as  it  would  cause  the 
guard  to  lose  his  head. 

On  the  eveninj;  of  the  17th  April,  I  think  half  an  hour  before  sundown, 
we  heard  a  single,  distant  gun.     A  few  moments  afterward  one  of  my 

fuards,  with  whom  I  had  become  intimate,  came  to  me  and  told  me  that  he 
ad  also  heard  a. gun,  and  stated  that  he  thought  some  foreign  vessel 
was  approaching  the  harbor;  and,  if  it  was  so,  we  should  know  by  soon 
hearing  other  guns  from  the  forts  in  the  harbor,  which  would  be  fired  to  . 
alarm  the  neighborhood,  and  to  put  the  community  on  their  guard.  While 
we  were  yet  conversing  upon  this  subject,  we  heard  the  guns  in  the  harbor 
fire,  to  the  number  of  about  eight.  Two  of  the  pieces  seemed  to  be  large, 
but  the  others  gave  only  a  slight  report.  My  Japanese  friend  then  told  me 
it  was  certain  a  ship  was  commg.  My  shipmates  commenced  cheering,  and 
my  Japanese  friend  asked  me  to  Iceep  tnem  quiet,  for  fear  that  the  Japanese 
officers  might  suspect  that  he  had  given  the  information.    TJifit  evemng  the 
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officers  cautioned  the  guard,  as  I  was  told,  not  on  any  account  to  let  the 
prisoners  know  that  a  vessel  was  coming. 

The  next  morning  (the  18th)  I  asked  a  relief  guard  why  the  guns  I 
heard  the  evening  before  had  been  fired.  He  answered  that  they  were 
rusty,  and  were  being  cleaned. 

On  the  morning  of  the  19th  my  friend  was  on  guard  again,  and  told  me 
that  a  vessel  had  anchored  in  the  harbor.  He  thought  it  might  be  an  Ameri- 
can ship.  I  heard  nothing  more  that  day.  On  the  20th  I  heard  nothing. 
On  the  21st  my  Japanese  friend  was  agam  on  guard.  He  informed  me  that 
tiie  interpreter  had  gone  on  board  the  ship,  and  asked  the  reason  of  her 
coming  here.  He  said  that  the  captain  of  the  ship  had  told  the  interpreter, 
at  once,  that  he  came  here  for  some  shipwrecked  seamen.  He  also  said 
that  the  ship  had  actually  anchored  in  the  bay.  He  added  that  his  demand 
would  have  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Emperer  before  the  men  could  be  given 
up,  and  that  forty  or  fifty  days  would  elapse  before  an  answer  could  be  re- 
ceived. He  (the  guard)  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  ship  would  remain 
here  daring  that  period.  My  idea  was  that  the  ship  would  not  stay  here 
so  long.  He  assured  me  she  would,  as  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Emperer,  the  governor  not  possessing  power  to  act  other- 
wise. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  24th,  the  interpreter,  ^^Moreama  Einaska,''  with 
several  high  officers,  (one  of  them  being  second  in  rank  to  the  governor,) 
came  to  the  prison,  and  informed  us  that  we  must  give  up  all  the  clothes  in 
our  possession,  except  one  suit  each,  to  the  Japanese,  that  they  might  be 
sent  to  Ae  Dutch  factory,  and  from  thence  to  the  vessel,  and  also  told  us 
that  we  should  be  sent  the  day  after  to-morrow  to  the  town-house,  thence 
to  be  delivered  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Dutch  factory,  and  from  the 
factory  we  should  be  taken  by  him  to  the  ship. 

This  was  the  first  positive  mformation  we  had  received  of  the  arrival  of 
the  ship— my  friend,  from  whom  I  had  my  previous  report,  always  caution- 
ing me  to  keep  them  secret.    On  the  25th  nothing  of  mterest  occurred. 

About  nine  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  April  we  were  taken 
from  the  prison  and  conveyed  to  the  town-house,  where  we  met  for  the  first 
time  Macidonald.     In  the  town-house  were  assembled  many  of  the  high 
officers,  including  the  recent  governor  and  his  successor,  who,  we  were  m- 
iormed,  had  arrived  at  Nangasacki  since  the  ship.    The  recent  governor 
offiriating,  informed  us  that  we  were  to  be  delivered  to  the  Dutch  superin- 
tendent at  Decima,  and  that  he  would  transfer  us  to  the  ship.    We  were 
then  taken  to  the  island  of  Decima,  and  delivered  over  to  the  Dutch  super- 
intendent.   On  entering  a  house,  we  were  informed  by  one  of  the  gentlemen 
attached  to  the  Dutch  factory  that  no  Japanese  compliments  were  required 
there  firom  or  to  any  one.    We  were  then  provided  with  an  excellent  dinner, 
^d  told  to  amuse  ourselves  about  the  island  until  they  were  ready  to  go 
^th  us  to  the  ship. 

In  about  two  hours  afterward,  the  boats  being  ready  to  receive  us,  we 
all  went  to  express  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  Dutch  superintendent  for  his 
kindness  on  this  occassion,  as  well  as  on  many  others.  We  th^n  lefl  Decima 
for  the  ship. 

When  we  were  removed  by  authority  of  the  governor,  we  were  always 
placed  in  a  cagOj  which  is  a  chair  holding  but  one  person,  squatted  down 
upon  his  heels.  They  are  about  three  feet  long,  two  wide,  and  three  feet 
high,  suspended  from  a  single  wooden  bar,  carried  upon  the  shoulders  o 
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two  persons.  The  Japanese  military  officers  are  clad  in  a  kind  of  mail, 
wearing  japanned  hats.  All  the  soldiers  wear  a  similar  kind  of  hat.  All 
the  military  wear  two  swords,  one  long  and  one  short  one ;  in  addition  to 
which,  some  are  armed  with  match-locks,  and  others  with  bows  and 
arrows. 

When  we  arrived  here  from  Matsmai,  we  saw  no  military  display  in  the 
harbor,  nor  any  of  the  calico  screens,  nor  saw  any  canon  in  Japan,  until 
we  saw  them  from  this  ship.  ' 

Our  food  generally  was  sweet  potatoes  and  rice  for  breakfast ;  rice,  ^nd 
occasionally  a  little  fish,  never  to  exceed  two  to  four  ounces  each,  for 
dinner  ;  and  for  supper  we  sometimes  were  furnished  with  a  kind  of  boiled 
seaweed  with  our  ritte,  and  weak  tea,  without  sugar,  three  times  a  day. 

I  never  heard  that  an  American  commodore  had  been  knocked  down 
by  a  common  soldier  at  Yedo  until  I  heard  it  from  our  guard  at  Nan- 


I  was  told  on  one  occasion  by  our  guard  that  one  of  a  party  of  Ameri- 
cans, who  had  been  in  the  same  prison,  in  1846,  broke  out  and  escaped  into 
the  country ;  and  whilst  the  soldiers  were  recapturing  him,  in  defending 
himself,  he  struck  one  of  the  chiefs  on  the  head  with  a  stone,  when  he  was 
cut  down  and  overpowered.  He  died  from  his  wounds  a  few  days  after- 
wards, being  left  alone  in  his  prison.

Before  me,  James  Glynn,  commanding  the  United  States  ship  Preble, 
personally  appeared,  this  30th  day  of  April,  1849,  John  Bull,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  and  having  had  the  accompanying  statement  of  Robert  McCoy 
read  to  him,  declares  the  same  to  be  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief,  and  further  deposes  as  follows: 

I  was  born  at  Kempville,  New  York ;  I  am  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

Previously  to  going  on  board  the  junk  at  Matsmai,  Martin  was  taken 
from  the  cage  in  which  he  had  been  put  with  McCoy  and  myself,  and 
beaten  with  the  bight  or  loop  of  a  rope  about  the  size  of  my  finger — the 
Japanese  striking  him  over  the  body  and  face  indiscriminately. 

John  Bull  further  deposes  and  says,  that  after  having  escaped  from  the 
prison  ©n  the  night  of  the  14th  December,  with  McCoy  and  Boyd,  we 
three  were  arrested  the  next  day  at  a  farmer's  house  by  Japanese  soldiers, 
and  walked  to  the  city  of  Nangasacki ;  were  taken  to  a  sort  of  justice's 
office,  where  we  were  examined,  and  then  conveyed  through  the  city  to 
our  former  prison — a  distance  of  about  six  miles. 

That  on  another  occasion,  after  lying  all  night  in  the  yard  of  the  prison 
in  stocks,  (together  with  McCoy  and  Boyci,  who  were  also  lying  in  the 
^ard  in  stocks,)  without  having  had  any  covering  during  the  night,  the 
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oext  morning  all  hands  were  told  to  be  ready  to  go  to  the  town-house. 
Oq  being  taken  out  of  our  stocks,  we  told  the  Japanese  guards  that  their 
cruelty  to  us  would  be  told  the  Americans,  v;ho  would  come  here  and 
take  vengeance  on  them.  Our  guards  replied,  sneeringly,  that  they  knew 
better,  and  that  the  Americans  did  not  care  how  poor  sailors  were  treated  ;, 
if  they  did,  then  they  should  have  come  and  punished  the  Japanese  at 
Yedo,  where  a  Japanese  soldier  had  ii.s'alted  an  '^AiLerican  cliicf.''  I 
was  told  this  on  other  occasions  afterwards  by  the  Japanese  guanls.  I 
never  before  heard  of  the  circumstance  referred  to  by  the  Japanese 
guards. 

That  after  the  death  of  Maury  (who  was  found  hung  in  the  next  cage 
on  the  17th  December)  the  Japanese  took  the  body  away  on  the  evening 
of  the  19th,  first  putting  it  in  a  square  box. .  We  all  asked  permission 
to  bury  our  companion.  They  refused  us,  laughing  and  scoffing  at  our 
request. 

That  about  the  latter  part  of  December,  the  weather  became  cold  and 
raw,  and  the  snow  and  rain  beat  into  the*cages.  About  this  time  Ezra 
.  Goldthwaity  from  perfect  health,  suddenly  became  sick,  and  entirely  lost 
his  appetite.  His  mouth  became  black,  and  throat  and  mouth  very  dry  j 
he  could  not  swallow,  and  had  a  singular  wild  appearance  in  the  eyes.. 
About  this  time,  or  four  or  five  days  from  his  first  being  taken  sick,  her 
hecame  delirious.  He  continued  thus,  with  short  lucid  intervals,  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  about  ten  days  from  his  first  sickness  and  loss  of 
appetite.  Just  before  his  death  he  refused  all  food,  and  died  frothing  at 
the  mouth.  Immediately  after  his  death,  his  body,  about  the  pit  of  the 
stomach  became  black  and  blue,  probably  within  four  hours  afterwards. 
He  had  been  attended  by  Japanese  doctors,  who  sent  him  medicine  from 
time  to  time.  I  made  an  entry  at  the  time  of  Goldthwait's  death,  which 
occurred  on  the  24th  January,  being  the  first  of  the  Japanese  new  year. 
The  request  of  myself  and  shipmates  to  bury  our  companion  was  refused  in 
the  same  manner  as  they  did  to  our  former  request  to  bury  Maury,  laughing 
and  scoffing  at  us. 

That  about  March,  our  Japanese  guards  came  to  the  cage  early  in  the 
morning,  and  told  us  that  our  heads  were  about  to  be  cut  off.  I  heard  the 
guard  say  so.  Shortly  afterwards,  I  saw  some  soldiers  leading  along  by 
the  front  of  our  prison  a  Japanese,  with  bound  hands  and  blindfolded". 
Soon  after  I  heard  some  one  cry  out  "  Oh  !'*  and  I  asked  the  guard  what 
this  cry  meant.  He  said  that  they  had  cut  off  the  head  of  a  Japanese. 
Under  favorable  circumstances,  I  can  understand  a  good  deal  of  Japanese. 
That  one  day — about  a  week  or  ten  days  since — I  heard  six  or  seven, 
signal  guns  fired  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  shortly  after  I 
heard  two  more  guns.  The  reports  of  these  last  were  loud,  and  I  supposed 
that  they  must  be  heavy  guns;  much  larger  than  those  I  first  heard.  The 
same  evening  one  of  our  friends  among  the  Japanese  guard  told  us  he  had 
no  doubt  there  was  a  ship  off  the  port.  Next  day  we  were  assured  of  this, 
and  told  that  we  would  have  to  wait  forty  or  forty-five  days  before  we 
could  go. 

That  we  continued  to  hear  reports  from  day  to  day  ;  and  two  days  be- 
fore combg  on  board  the  ship,  "Morreamo,"  an  interpreter  and  a  high 
thief,  came  to  the  prison  about  four  or  five  o'clock  in^he  afternoon,  and  in- 
formed us  that  a  ship  had  arrived  from  our  country  to  take  us  away,  and 
il»t  we  should  my^  pass  ©w  things  out,  to  be  sent  to  Decima^nd  frpm 
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thence  to  be  taken  to  the  shipi.and  that  day  after  to-morrow  we  \rere  to  go 
to  Decima  ourselves,  to  be  given  up  to  the  Dutch  superintendent  of  trade, 
who  would  transfer  us  to  the  ship. 

That  on  the  26th  we  were  taken  to  the  island  of  Decima,  and  there  the 
superintendent  informed  us  that  we  had  been  given  to  him,  and  that  he 
could  do  with  us  what  he  had  a  mind  to,  but  that  he  would  send  us  to  the 
ship.  On  the  island  we  were  given  a  good  dinner,  and  treated  to  wine. 
We  were  told  to  occupy  ourselves  about  the  island  until  everything  was 
readv  to  take  us  to  the  ship. 

That  on  one  occasion  the  Dutch  superintendent  gave  me  in  particuiar 
«ome  clothing.  I  twice  wrote  letters  to  him,  asking  him  to  befriend  us. 
The  Japanese  received  them  from  me,  read  as  mudi  as  they  could,  and 
handed  them  back,  refusing  to  deliver  them,  and  the  last  time  told  me  not 
to  write  again. 

That  on  one  occasion  at  Matsmai,  I  was  separated  from  my  shipmates 
and  put  in  a  grated  crib,  which  was  about  six  feet  in  height  in  front  and 
three  feet  high  in  the  rear,  six  'feet  long  and  four  feet  wide.  They  took 
hammer  and  nails  and  nailed  me  in.  f  am  five  feet  ten  and  a  half  inches 
in  height,  and  I  could  stand  upright  in  no  |)art  of  this  box.  I  was  kept  in 
this  box  about  ten  days;  never  once  out  of  it  all  this  time.  I  "was  not  per- 
mitted to  speak,  and,  once  hallooing  to  my  shipmates,  the  Japanese  jammed 
me  with  a  stick,  after  which  I  did  not  attempt  to  speak.  At  this  time  I 
was  so  sick  that  for  the  first  four  days  I  was  not  able  to  eat  anything. 
From  this  I  was  removed  to  another  cage,  in  which  I  found  two  more  of 
my  shipmates.  Here  we  remained  about  twenty-five  days.  From  thence 
we  were  taken  to  the  junk  which  carried  us  to  JHaneasacki. 

That  on  the  17th  of'^December,  when  I  was  placed  in  the  prison  at  Nan- 
gasacki  with  my  shipmates,  McCoy  and  Boyd,  the  entrance  of  the  cage  in 
iwhich  we  were  confined  was  so  small  that  we  were  obliged  to  crawl  in  on 
onr  hands  and  knees ;  and  that  whenever  I  was  brought  into  the  presence 
of  the  higher  Japanese  officers  I  was  always  made  to  get  down  upon  my 
knees,  brmg  my  hands  together  on  the  grround  before  me,  and  to  bend  my 
head  down  to  touch  them.  This  was  usually  recognised  by  a  nod.  This 
attitude  of  humiliation  was  more  particularly  imposed  upon  me,  as  I  was 
supposed  to  be  the  chief  of  the  party.

Before  me,  James  Glynn,  commanding  the  United  States  ship  Preble, 
personally  appeared,  this  80th  day  of  April,  1849,  Jacob  Boyd,  who,  being 
5uly  sworn,  and  having  had  the  accompanymg  statement  of  Robert  McCoy 
read  to  him,  declares  the  same  to  be  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
^ud  belief,  and  further  declares  as  follows : 
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I  was  bom  in  Springfield,  Essex  county,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey^ 
and  am  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

Jacob  Boyd  further  deposes  that,  before  going  ashore  from  the  junk  at 
Nangasacki,  an  interpreter,  "  Morreama,*'  finding  that  we  insisted  on 
having  our  own  boats,  told  us  that  we  should  have  them  in  three  days,  and, 
more  than  that,  woidd  be  saluted  from  the  Dutch  ship  and  from  the  forts 
on  onr  departure. 

That  "Morreama'*  came  into  a  little  ante-room  for  prisoners,  near  the 
toini-house  at  Nangasacki,  where  we  were  assembled,  and  told  us  that  in 
ffoing  into  the  door  of  the  town-house  he  wanted  us  to  step  on  something* 
We  inquired  what  it  was ;  and  he  said  an  image,  or  an  iron  plate.  In  going 
in  they  pointed  it  out  to  me  on  the  gravelled  walk,  and  I  perceived  that  it 
was  a  crucifix.  Seeing  I  was  not  willing  to  step  on  it,  two  of  the  Japan- 
ese took  hold  of  me  and  forced  me  to  tread  on  it.  First  I  merely  trod  on 
one  edge,  but  they  pulled  me  back,  and  made  me  trample  on  it  with  both 
feet. 

That  on  one  occasion,  in  the  morning,  after  lying  in  the  yard  of  the 
prison  all  night,  in  stocks,  I  was  released,  together  with  my  companions, 
to  go  to  the  town-house.  Before  starting,  we  told  the  Japanese  that  if  the 
Americans  heard  of  their  cruelty  to  us  they  would  come  to  Japan  and 
punish  them.  The  Japanese  said  that  if  the  Americans  came  here  they 
would  serve  them  as  they  did  the  American  chief  at  Yedo.  They  said  that 
if  the  American  ships  did  come,  they  would  blow  them  away  by  aid  of  their 
priests. 

That  Maury  was  found  hung  on  the  17th,  and  the  body  was  taken  away 
hy  the  Japanese  on  the  18th  December,  in  the  evening. 

That  McCoy  told  me,  some  time  in  March,  that  his  friend,  the  Japanese 
guard,  had  told  him  that  about  two  years  ago  an  American  who  had  es- 
caped from  prison  was  discovered,  and  the  Japanese  attempted  to  take  him ; 
hut  he  resisted,  striking  one  of  the  chiefs  on  the  head  with  a  stone.  He 
was  finally  overpowered,  but  not  until  he  was  almost  cut  to  pieces  by  the 
swords  of  the  Japanese.  He  died  two  days  afterwards  in  prison,  no  one 
gomg  to  assist  him  or  to  dress  his  wounds.

Before  me,  James  Glynn,  comma nl'nj;;  the  United  States  ship  Preble, 
personally  appeared,  this  30th  day  of  April,  1849,  John  Martin,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  and  having  had  the  accompanying  statement  of  Robert  McCoy 
J'ead  to  him,  declares  tne  same  to  be  true  to  tne  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
Wief,  and  further  declares  as  follows : 

I  Was  born  in  Rochester,  New  York  j  I  am  twenty  years  of  age. 

That  after  being  put  into  the  cage  with  Bull  and  McCoy  at  M^tsmai,  we 
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were  told  by  a  Japanese  guard  that  they  would  let  us  go  in  fifteen  days. 
This  was  about  the  7th  ol  August. 

That  whilst  in  the  cage  we  got  up  a  sham  quarrel,  with  a  view  of  effect- 
ing an  escape,  when  the  Japanese  came  and  took  me  out.  They  tied  me  to 
a  post  within  four  feet  of  the  cage  and  in  sight  of  my  two  companions,  and 
beat  me  with  the  bight  of  a  rope  about  the  size  of  my  middle  finger.  Be- 
fore tying  me  to  the  post  they  threw  me  down  upon  the  ground  and  stood 
upon  me  in  this  condition,  striking  me  over  the  face  and  head,  or  any  other 
part  of  my  person.  They  kept  me  tied  to  the  post  about  an  hour,  and  then 
replaced  me  in  the  cage. 

That  on  one  occasion  we  threatened  the  Japanese  soldiers  with  the  ven- 

feance  of  the  Americans,  if  they  should  ever  hear  of  our  treatment.  I 
eard  nothing  particular  said  in  reply  at  that  time ;  but  not  long  after, 
when  we  were  in  our  regular  prison,  they  jeered  at  the  idea  that  the 
Americans  could  do  them  any  injury,  saying  that  we  were  here  now  and 
could  not  help  ourselves. 

That  at  Nangasacki  we  were  taken  into  the  town-house,  and  on  entering 
the  door  we  found  there  had  been  placed  on  the  floor  a  metal  plate,  with 
the  figure  of  our  Saviour  upon  it.  This  they  compelled  us  to  step  upon, 
both  feet  together.  I  saw  John  Bull,  who  was  right  before  me,  put  one 
foot  on  it,  and  they  hauled  him  back,  and  made  him  put  both  feet  on 
together. 

That  Ezra  Goldthwait  had  been  a  healthy  man  all  along,  until  he  took 
sick  at  once.  He  continued  to  grow  worse,  and  about  the  third  day  be- 
came delirious,  and  remained  so  until  a  few  hours  before  his  death.  At 
times  he  appeared  in  great  pain  about  his  heart  and  stomach,  and  would 
sometimes  froth  at  the  mouth.  His  tongue  was  swollen  until  it  cracked 
and  bled.  During  this  time  the  storms  of  snow  and  rain  were  beating  into 
the  cage  from  every  direction,  except  from  the  eastward.  We  made  re- 
peated applications  for  our  bedding  and  clothes,  all  of  which  they  refused. 
We  then  asked  them,  for  the  sake  of  the  sick  man,  whom  we  believed  to 
be  dying. 

A  short  time  before  Goldthwait  died,  (about  three  nights  before,)  the 
Japanese  passed  in  a  coat  belonging  to  another  man,  which  was  thrown 
over  him  by  me.  At  this  time  he  was  lying  on  a  sort  of  quilt,  on  a  straw 
mat,  oh  the  floor.  We  were  finally  obliged  to  take  away  what  clothing 
he  had,  and  had  no  other  to  replace  it.  During  his  sickness  the  Japanese 
doctors  attended  him  and  furnished  him  medicine,  which  we  gave  him.  He 
had  smuggled  a  Bible  into  the  prison,  though  the  Japanese  searched  us  when 
we  were. going  in.  This  he  requested  me  to  return  to  his  relatives  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  tell  them  that  he  died  in  Japan.  He  was  from  Salem, 
Massachusetts. 

That  Goldthwait  died  about  noon  on  the  24th  day  of  January.  The 
Japanese  came  the  next  evening  to  take  away  the  body.  They  put  it  in  a 
box  and  carried  it  away.  All  the  men  wished  to  attend  the  burial ;  but 
they  would  not  allow  us,  saying  that  it  could  not  be  done. 

That  I  have  always  thought  there  was  "foul  play*'  about  Goldthwait's 
death,  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese. 

That  on  or  about  the  first  of  March,  one  morning  early,  some  of  the 
Japanese  guards  came  to  the  prison  and  told  us  that  somebody's  head  was 
about  to  be  cut  off,  and  hinted  strongly  that  such  would  be  our  fate.  About 
that  time  I  was  quite  indifferent  to  this.     Only  one  could  look  out  of  the 
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hole  at  the  time,  and  I  could  not  see  vhat  was  going  on ;  but  McCoy  said 
that  he  saw  on  that  morning  a  boy  running  along  with  the  head  of  a  Ja- 
panese in  his  hand. 

That  a  short  time  after  this  occurrencei  John  Waters  was  taken^ick  sud- 
denly.   His  symptoms  were  much  the  same  as  those  of  Goldthwait. 

That  one  evening  about  dark  I  heard  what  appeared  to  be  the  firing  of 
^ogna]  guns.  I  inqmred  what  it  meant,  and  the  Japanese  told  me  that  it 
was  to  announce  the  approach  of  a  new  governor.  That  ni^ht  I  had  my 
ear  to  the  hole,  and  heard  one  of  the  Japanese  euards  (a  friend  of  McCoy's) 
whisper  to  him  in  the  other  cell  that  a  ship  had  come  ;  and  he  (the  guard) 
told  McCoy  not  to  mention  it,  for  if  the  gentlemen  of  the  town  heard  of  it, 
it  was  as  much  as  his  head  was  worth.  I  can  understand  a  little  Japanese. 
The  next  morning  one  of  the  guards  told  me,  secretly,  that  a  smp  had 
come,  and  asked  me  if  it  was  '^good."  The  guard  told  me  that  he  thought 
we  should  have  to  wait  forty-five  days,  until  ^e  governor  could  hear  from 
the  Emperor. 

That  two  days  before  I  i^nd  my  shipmates  left  the  prison,  '^Morreama," 
and  an  officer  next  in  rank  to  the  governor,  came  to  see  us  about  three  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon.  They  told  us  that  in  two  da^s  we  should  go  to  the 
Dutchman's,  and  that  we  would  be  given  up  to  hun,  to  be  taken  on  board 
ship.  That  same  evening  they  took  away  our  clothes  and  bedding,  and 
we  "bunked"  on  the  floor  mats. 

That  on  the  26th  of  April  we  went  to  the  Dutchman's  island,  Decima, 
where  we  got  a  good  dinner,  and  after  a  while  we  were  taken  to  the  ship. 
Tlus  dinner  was  the  first  good  meal  we  had  since  our  arrival  on  the  island. 
"  Good  man  is  that  Dutchman ;"  and  we  were  very  grateful  to  him.  I 
Could  not  eat  for  two  meals  after  hearing  that  the  ship  had  arrived,  though 
I  had  been  living  on  little  else  but  rice  and  boiled  seaweed. 

That  on  being  conveyed  to  the  common  prison  at  Nangasacki,  we  all 
had  to  get  down  on  our  hands  and  knees  and  crawl  in,  the  entrance  being 
so  small.

Before  me,  James  Glynn,  commanding  the  United  States  ship  Preble, 
personally  appeared,  this  30th  day  of  April,  1849,  John  Waters,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  and  having  had  the  accompanying  statement  of  Robert  McCoy 
read  to  him,  declares  the  same  to  be  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  and 
fether  declares  as  follows : 

I  was  bom  in  the  Sandwich  islands,  and  went  to  the  United  States  in 
1839,  where  I  continued,  or  on  board  of  American  merchant  vessels,  until 
I  came  to  the  Japanese  islands.    I  am  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

John  Waters  further  deposes,  that  a  little  while  after  the  death  of  Gold- 
Await  I  was  taken  sick  suddenly.  I  was  troubled  with  pains  in  the  stomach 
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and  belly.  During  about  two  weeks  I  took  medicine  from  the  Japanese 
doctors,  and  grew  worse.  My  mjessmates  advised  me,  on  seeing  my  weak 
condition,  to  stop  using  the  medicine  the  Japanese  brought  me*  I  quit 
taking  the  medicine,  and  from  that  time  began  to  get  better,  and  in  the 
course  of  two  or  three  weeks  was  restored  to  health.  That  when  I  was 
sick,  the  Japanese  guards  told  me  my  coffin  was  made  and  my  grave 
was  dug,  and  that  they  had  appointed  a  day  to  bury  me.  I  believe  that 
the  Japanese  intended  to  poison  me.

Before  me,  James  Glynn,  commanding  the  United  States  ship  Preble, 
personally  appeared,  this  30th  day  of  April,  1849,  Melcher  Biffar,  who, 
being  duly  sworn,  and  having  had  the  accompanying  statement  of  Robert 
McCoy  read  to  him,  declares  the  same  to  be  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowl- 
edge and  belief,  and  further  deposes  as  follows  : 

1  was  born  in  New  York  city,  and  am  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

Melcher  Biffar  further  deposes,  that  on  going  into  the  town-house  at 
Nangasacki,  there  was  a  crucifix  in  the  way,  and  we  were  told  to  step  ob 
it.  We  disliked  to  do  it.  They  then  told  us  that  it  was  no  harm ;  but  i£ 
we  did  not  do  so,  they  would  think  we  were  Portuguese^  and  it  would  be 
told  to  the  governor.  We  tried  to  avoid  stepping  on  the  crucifix,  but  a 
man  having  hold  of  each  of  our  arms,  forced  us  to  trample  on  it. 

That  when  my  shipmates,  McCoy,  Bull,  and  Boyd,  about  the  14th  of 
December,  who  had  run  away  the  night  before,  were  arrested  and  brought 
back  to  the  prison,  tied  with  cords  and  put  in  stocks,  they  were  left  to  lie 
in  the  yard  all  night.  I  wanted  to  give  them  some  covering,  and  so  did  the 
rest  of  my  shipmates,  but  the  Japanese  would  not  let  us  do  it. 

That  the  Japanese  officers  always  wanted  us  to  bow  to  them,  after  the 
manner  of  the  Japanese,  with  our  heads  to  the  floor.  This  we  told  them 
was  not  the  fashion  of  our  country,  and  we  could  not  do  it.  We  always 
treated  them  with  respect,  after  the  manner  of  our  own  country.  They 
were  very  particular,  when  visiting  the  prison,  to  make  John  Bull  bow  down 
to  them ;  he  being  supposed  to  be  the  chief  man  among  us. 

That  when  we  were  all  taken  to  the  common  prison  in  Nangasacki,  we 
found  two  cages  prepared  for  us — one  for  Bull,  McCoy,  and  Boyd,  and  the 
other  for  the  rest  of  us.  We  had  to  enter  our  cage  through  a  very  small 
opening,  getting  down  upon  our  hands  and  knees,  and  crawling  through. 

That  I  think  there  was  something  wrong  about  the  death  of  Goldthwait. 
We  all  thought  he  had  been  poisoned.  Up  to  the  moment  of  his  sickness, 
he  was  a  healthy  man,  and  of  a  lively  disposition.  The  Japanese  put  the 
body  of  Goldthwait  in  a  box  and  carried  it  away,  making  merry  on  the 
occasion. 

That  two  days  before  we  came  to  the  ship,  late  in  the  afternoon,  an  in^ 
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terpretejT  and  officer  came  and  told  us  that  we  were  to  be  sent  away.  We 
had  suspected  this  for  a  number  of  days,  but  we  had  no  certain  information 
of  the  fact  until  this  time.

Before  me,  Ja»es  Glynn,  commanding  the  United  States  ship  Preble, 
personally  appeared,  this  30th  day  of  April,  1849,  Ranald  McDonald,  who, 
being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows  : 

I  was  born  at  Astoria,  in  Oregon ;  I  am  twenty-four  years  of  age.  I 
shijmed  at  Sag  harbor  in  the  whale  ship  Plymouth,  Captain  Edwards,  on  a 
whaling  Toyage,  on  the  second  day  of  December,  lo45.  Being  off  the 
island  of  Japan,  I  left  the  ship  at  my  own  desire,  agreeably  to  a  previous 
understanding  with  the  captam.  He  was  to  furnish  me  with  a  boat,  etc., 
and  drop  me  off  the  coast  of  Japan,  imder  favorable  circumstances  for 
reaching  the  shore. 

HanaM  McDonald  further  deposes,  that  on  the  28th  of  June,  1848,  after 
losmg  sight  of  the  Plymouth,  I  hauled  on  the  wind,  standing  to  the  northward 
and  eastward  for  the  land.  In  entering  a  bay  I  observed  some  rocks  ahead. 
I  endeavored  to  tack,  but  failed.  I  then  wore  to  the  southward  and  westward, 
just  clearing  the  rocks.  I  kept  on  the  wind  until  I  cleared  them*  I  then  ran 
free  to  the  northward  and  westward,  standing  for  the  opposite  side  of  the  bay. 
I  passed  through  a  channel  in  the  reef,  and  anchored  under  a  shelter, 
where  I  tried  my  pistols  by  shooting  a  sea-lion.  I  then  got  under  way, 
and  stood  for  the  bottom  of  the  bay,  where  I  landed,  havmg  understood 
from  the  captain  that  it  was  inhabited ;  but  finding  no  inhabitants  I  made 
^  experiment  of  a  premeditated  design,  which  was  to  see  if  I  could  cap- 
^e  my  boat  and  right  her  again.  In  this  I  succeeded  to  my  satisfaction. 
I  then  ascended  tlie  heights  to  take  another  look  at  the  ship,  ^ith  a  view 
to  lengthening  my  absence  from  the  ship,  I  remained  two  nights  in  this 
tay.  In  the  mean  time  I  made  an  excursion  into  the  interior^  but  I  saw 
nothing  of  interest. 

That  knowing  there  were  inhabitants  on  the  island  of  Timoshee,  (or 
Dessey  of  the  Japanese,)  about  ten  miles  distant,  I  put  to  sea  on  the  third 
^J^yto  go  there,  vidth  a  view  of  representing  myself  as  destitute. 

That  between  the  two  islands,  about  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  I 
tumed  out  the  reef  in  my  sail,  capsizing  my  boat  intentionally,  making  no 
effort  to  save  anything  but  my  chest,  which  I  wanted  for  ballast,  and  for 
tnmming  my  boat.  My  rudder  was  let  go  also.  Unstepped  my  mast, 
^ghted  my  boat,  re-stepped  my  mast,  set  my  sail,  and  stood  towards  the 
land.  I  saw  a  vessel  that  day  about  six  p.  m.,  to  the  northward.  That 
Jught  1  spent  in  the  boat,  lying  off  and  on.  Next  morning  early  I  approached 
the  land,  and  was  becalmed.     I  first  discovered  smoke,  and  when  day 
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broke,  saw  some  natives  launching  a  boat.  They  came  towards  me,  vrithin 
a  hundred  yards.  On  my  beckoning  they  approached  me  timidly,  and  I 
jumped  into  their  boat,  fastening  the  painter  of  my  boat  to  theirs,  and  made 
signs  to  go  ashore. 

On  landing  they  took  hold  of  my  wrists,  one  on  each  side,  in  a  gentle 
manner,  put  sandals  on  my  feet,  and  led  me  to  a  house.  Here  a  breakfast 
was  provided  for  me  in  their  best  manner ;  and  they  also  gave  me  dry 
clothes. '  I  remained  in  this  house  eight  days,  when  four  Matsmai  officers 
arrived  from  Soya.  These  officers  took  me  to  the  capital  of  the  island, 
situated  on  the  seashore,  to  the  northward  and  westward.  There  I  was 
imprisoned.  At  first  my  apartment  was  ^uite  small ;  but  on  my  remonstrat- 
ing, they  enlarged  it  by  moving  the  partitions. 

After  remaimng  here  thirty  days,  an  officer  arrived,  and  took  me  to  a 
town  called  Soya«  on  the  island  of  Yesso,  distant  about  twentv-five  miles. 
I  was  placed  m  prison  in  Soya,  and  remained  there  about  nfteen  days, 
waiting  for  a  jimk,  which  I  was  secretly  told  they  expected  from  Matsmai. 
Thb  vessel  not  arriving,  I  was  placedf  in  a  small  boat,  and  after  a  day's 
journey  met  a  junk,  and  was  taken  back  to  Soya,  where  I  was  delayed  four 
or  five  days  longer;  after  which  I  was  put  on  board  this  junk  and  sent  to 
Matsmai.     On  the  passage,  stopped  to  set  wood  and  water.     On  board 
this  vessel  I  was  permitted  to  eo  about  abaft  the  mast.    I  arrived  at  Mats- 
mai, after  a  passage  of  fifteen  aays,  on  the  sixth  of  September.     Here  they 
put  me  in  confinement,  where  I  remained  imtil  the  1st  of  October.     Whilst 
here  I  learned  that  I  had  been  preceded  by  other  fifteen  Americans,  who 
had  made  attempts  to  escape.    Here  they  gave  me  sweetmeats,  and  in  all 
other  respects  treated  me  icindly.     I  was  given  a  rude  spoon,  which  had 
been  manufactured  and  left  by  one  of  the  party  of  fifteen  Americans  who 
had  been  imprisoned  here  before  me.     On  the  first  of  October  I  left  in 
another  iunk  for  Nangasacki ;  arrived  at  Nangasacki  on  the  15th ;  remained 
on  board  two  days,  and  landed  on  the  17th,    I  was  taken,  in  the  first  jplace, 
to  a  small  enclosure  adjoining  the  town  hall.     Here  I  was  met  by  an  inter- 
preter, (Morreama  Einaska,)  who  told  me  that  m  front  of  the  first  door  of 
the  town-house  I  would  see  an  image,  and  to  put  mjr  foot  on  it,  telling  me 
that  this  image  was  the  "devil  of  Japan."     In  passing  the  door  I  put  my 
foot  on  it,  but  was  not  able  to  see  it  clearly,  in  consequence  of  the  crowd, 
who  pressed  me  forward.     It  appeared  to  be  a 'metallic  plate,  of  about  a 
foot  m  diameter,  on  which  I  thought  I  could  see  a  representation  of  the 
Virgin  and  infant  Saviour.     In  the  town-house  I  was  requested  to  kneel, 
after  the  Japanese  fashion,  upon  a  mat.     I  attempted  one  knee,  but  they 
.insisted  upon  my  getting  down  on  both  knees;  \^hich  I  finally  assented  to. 
Soon  after  this  I  heard  a  hissing  noise,  and  was  told  by  the  interpreter  that 
the  governor  was  coming,  and  that  I  must  make  "compliments  to  him;" 
which  was  to  bend  low,  and  not  look  up.     I  made  a  low  bow  to  the  gover- 
nor, though  not  before  I  had  taken  a  look  at  him. 

The  Japanese  inquired  my  name,  my  place  of  birth,  and  port  from 
whence  I  sailed,  and  my  place  of  residence.  I  answered  them  Oregon, 
New  York,  and  Canada,  with  the  hope  that  in  the  event  of  an  Amencan 
or  English  vessel  arriving  here,  either  of  them  would  take  an  interest  in  me, 
and  that  I  might  be  restored  to  my  own  liberty,  and  for  the  opportunity  of 
giving  information  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  that  some  of  their 
countrymen  were  imprisoned  in  Japan,  and  in  all  probability  would  remain 
in  prison  for  life.     They  then  inquired  the  name  ot  the  ship  I  had  left,  the 
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name  of  her  captain,  and  my  reasons  or  motives  for  learing  the  ship.  I 
told  them  that  I  had  some  difficulty  with  the  captain.  They  finally  asked 
me  "if  I  believed  there  was  a  God  in  Heaven.*'  I  answered,  yes;  that  I 
l>eUeved  in  the  ^'  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
irlour  Jesus  Chriftt.'*  I  was  then  told  that  I  had  permission  to  leave  the 
hall;  and  I  was  then  taken  in  a  cago^  attended  by  a  number  of  soldiers, 
to  my  prison,  which  I  was  told  was  a  sort  of  temple  or  priest's  house. 
I  remained  in  this  prison  up  to  the  present  time.  During  this  time  I 
was  taken  to  the  town-hall  twice,  and  also  questioned  on  several  occa- 
aons  at  my  prison.  The  day  after  being  put  in  this  prison  I  asked  for  my 
books,  particularly  my  Bible.  The  interpreter  told  me,  with  a  good  deal 
of  fervor  or  interest,  "  not  to  speak  of  the  Bible  in  Japan ;  it  was  not  a 
good  book.*'  During  these  interviews  the  object  of  their  questions  ap- 
peared to  be  to  ascertain  if  I  had  any  influential  friends  at  home  who  would 
seek  for  me.  If  I  had,  they  would  send  me  away;  if  I  had  none,  then  they 
would  imprison  me  for  life  m  Japan. 

About  the  seventeenth  of  April  I  heard  signal  guns.  fAbout  three 
months  before,  I  was  told  that  when  the  Dutch  ship,  or  any  snip,  appeared 
approaching  the  coast,  the  guns  would  be  fired.)  I  was  told  by  my  guard, 
secretly,  that  these  guns  announced  the  approach  of  a  yearly  Dutch  ship, 
and  they  were  also  fired  to  call  in  the  troops  from  the  neighboring  towns 
and  districts.  On  this  occasion  there  were  fired  six  guns;  two  were  in 
dose  succession,  being  repeated  at  longer  intervals.  In  the  hands  of  the 
same  soldiers,  tiie  next  morning,  I  saw  sheets  of  paper,  with  writing  on, 
^bich  did  not  appear  to  be  a  letter.  On  inquiry,  he  told  me  it  was  a  list 
of  soldiers  who  had  arrived  at  Nangasacki  from  soine  neighboring  cities. 
The  number  he  gave  me  was  "three  thousand  five  hundred,  and  four."  I 
asked  how  many  soldiers  there  were  in  Nangasacki  on  ordinary  occasions. 
He  said  that  the  ordinary  number  was  six  hundred  and  fifty ;  but  on  thb 
occasion  he  thought  there  were  about  six  thousand,  besides  an  unknown 
number  of  attendants  or  followers — an  extraordinary  force. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  24th,  the  chief  "  Serai  Tatsnosen,"  accompanied 
by  the  interpreter,  "  Morreama  Einaska,"  came  to  me  in  my  prison,  and 
told  me  that  as  a  new  governor  and  a  number  of  gentlemen  had  arrived 
fi'om  Yedo,  they  had  concluded  to  send  me  to  the  Dutch  factory.  Afler  a 
"while,  they  asked  me  if  I  knew  the  reason  of  this.  I  replied,  *•  No."  Then 
they  told  me  that  a  vessel  had  arrived  from  my  coimtry.  As  I  had  hailed 
from  three  different  countries,  I  asked  if  the  ship  was  from  Oregon  ;  that 
having  been  assigned  as  tjie  place  of  my  birth.  They  said  "  No,  from  New 
York."'  I  told  them  that  was  the  place  I  sailed  from.  From  thence  I  was 
taken  to  the  Dutch  factory  at  Decima,  and  delivered  over  to  the  Dutch 
soperintendent  of  trade,  where  I  was  kindly  treated.  The  superintendent 
«ent  me  to  the  ship.  I  have  heard  other  cannon  fired  before  the  arrival  of 
the  Preble,  which  I  suppose  was  a  salute  on  the  arrival  of  the  winter  fleet 
of  Chinese  junks.  I  was  told  there  were  five  cannon  in  Soya,  but  I  never 
saw  any  except  those  I  saw  on  coming  from  Nangasacki.  The  troops  that 
I  have  seen  in  Japan  were  clothed  in  a  coat  of  mail,  with  hats  of  paper, 
iapanned,  broad-rimmed,  low-crowned,  and  fitting  close  to  the  head.  These 
hats  did  not  appear  to  be  worn  for  defence.  They  were  armed  with  two 
«words,  and,  in  addition  to  these,  with  bows  and  arrows,  and  also  with 
match-locks,  (the  ignited  match  being  carried  at  the  waist.)  i  never  saw 
any  mounted  cavalry,  but  heard  of  such  being  in  the  country.  The  raatch- 
loclra  tvAfA   w4fK   ttow   oK/\rf    KroAr^lioc   fn   f>»rf>   fifnr.t.   -orhick    was   brou&rht 
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against  the  cheek  in  firing,  as  shown  to  me  by  one  of  the  soldiers.  In 
firing,  they  kneel  upon  the  right  knee,  throwing  the  left  foot  forward,  keep- 
ing both  eyes  wide  open. 

The  common  people  appeared  to  be  amiable  and  friendly,  but  the  gov- 
ernment agents  were  the  reverse. 

During  my  imprisonment  I  had  a  number  of  scholars  among  the  Japanese 
interpreters,  which  probably  procured  me  more  kindness  than  I  would  have 
otherwise  met  with.  Morreama  speaks  better  English  than  any  of.  the 
Japanese  I  heard  attempt  it.  Two  or  three  of  the  other  interpreters  speak 
a  little  English.  I  was  told  that  there  was  an  abundance  of  mineral  coal 
in  Japan,  and  some  not  far  from  Nan^asacki. 

That  I  was  fully  under  the  impression  that  the  fifteen  men,  whoever  they 
might  be,  who  had  preceded  me  from  Matsmai,  were  still  in  Japs^,  and 
doomed  to  perpetual  imprisonment ;  and  that  I  believed  that  their  liberation 
depended  entirely  upon  the  success  of  my  efibrts  to  return  to  civilization^ 
and  send  them  relief. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  ship  there  appeared  to  be  a  general  excitement 
among  the  government  agents.  On  the  morning  ef  the  26th  of  4^pril,  the 
interpreter  came  to  my  prison,  and  exhibited  a  letter,  translated  into  Eng- 
lish, purporting  to  be  a  conununication  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Preble,  requiring  him  to  leave  the  harbor  of  Nangasacki,  on  the  reception 
of  the  fifteen  men. 

The  interpreter  wished  me  to  give  him  the  relative  rank  of  the  captain  of 
the  ship,  by  countmg  in  the  order  of  succession  from  the  highest  chief  in 
the  United  States.  First,  I  gave  the  people,  which  they  could  not  com- 
prehend, then  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Na- 
vy, commodore,  post  captain,  and  commander.  This  rank  appeared  to  be 
sufficiently  elevated  to  excite  their  surprise.

NOTES  MADE   AT  AN  INTERVIEW    HAD   BETWEEN   COMMANDER    JAMES  GLYNN 
AND  DIFFERENT  JAPANESE   OFFICERS,  AT  NANGASACKI,  JAPAN. 

[No.  1,  A.]  United  States  ship  Preble, 

JSTangasacki  Roads^  April  18, 1849. 
Memoranda  of  an  interview  with  a  Japanese  boarding  officer,  named  Mor* 
reamaj  who  spoke  in  English, 

This  Japanese  officer  appeared  on  board,  with  seven  assistants.  He  said 
his  object  was  to  acquaint  the  commander  of  the  ship  that,  ^^  by  the  laws  of 
Japan,  our  anchorage  must  be  a  certain  place,"  which  was  pointed  out  on 
the  chart,  until  he  could  communicate  our  arrival  to  a  high  chief  in  Nan- 
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To  the  above  Commander  Glynn  objected,  alleging  that  his  present  an- 
chorage, as  well  as  the  one  pointed  out,  was  very  unsafe,  and  that,  to 
secure  his  ship  in  case  of  a  blow,  it  was  necessary  that  he  should  anchor 
tnride  the  harbor^  and  he  intended  to  get  under  way  and  stand  in  immedi- 
ately on  their  departure. 

After  some  talK,  the  mutual  conclusion  was  that  the  ship  should  stand 
in  as  proposed ;  and  that,  when  she  should  be  abreast  of  the  island  of 
Happenberg,  the  chief  referred  to  above  should  point  out  a  safe  and  suitable 
anchorage  mside.* 

Before  leaving  the  ship,  immediately  when  the  affair  of  an  anchoring  was 
settled,  this  Japanese  officer  suggested  that  they  should  remain  on  board 
and  accompany  the  ship  inside. 

To  this  Commander  Glynn  gave  on  indignant  refusal,  and  the  subject 
was  immediately  dropped. 

The  officer  asked  Commander  Glynn — 

First.  With  all  respect,  may  I  be  informed  of  your  object  in  coming  to 
Japan? 

Anstoet.  I  come  to  Japan,  having  important  business  to  transact  with  the 
govemmtot. 

Second.  Did  you  receive  a  paper  ? 

Anstoer.  No ;  one  of  your  boats  came  alongside,  and  threw  on  the  deck 
of  this  ship  a  bamboo  stick,  in  which  was  stuck  a  paper.  If  this  paper 
was  intended  for  me,  it  was  not  the  propr  manner  to  communicate  with 
me,  and  I  ordered  it  to  be  immediately  thrown  overboard.  I  am  ready  to 
receive  all  communications  which  come  to  me  in  a  proper  and  respectful 
mauier ;  and  now  let  me  ask  why  you  chose  this  method  of  sending  me  a 
letter? 

Answer.  That  was  right,  that  was  right ;  but  our  laws  require  that  all 
ships  should  be  notified  of  certain  things  on  their  first  appearance  on  our 
coast.  But  this  was  a  common  man ;  he  had  his  orders,  as  well  as  I  have 
xnbe,  firoin  the  chiefs  over  me,  and  you  must  not  blame  him.

Memoranda  of  a  conference  between   Commander  James  Glynn  and  a 
Japanese  high  military  chiefs  named  "  Serai  Tatsnosen.^^ 

Question  by  chief — ^What,  may  I  ask,  is  the  cau5fe  of  your  appearance 
at  Nangasacki  ? 

Commander  Glynn  to  the  interpreter :  I  have  important  business  with 
^  government  of  Japan*  Before  replying  to  this  question,  I  want  to 
bow  if  this  officer  is  the  proper  person  for  me  to  communicate  with  ? 

Aiswer  by  the  interpreter.  Yes ;  he  is.  He  is  a  high  chief,  a  military 
^ef.    He  goes  to  the  governor. 

Answer  by  Commander  Cflynn  to  question  of  chief :  I  have  business  with 
^  governor  of  Nangasacki.  I  come  for  some  shipwrecked  American  sea- 
D^,  who  are  understood  to  be  now  in  Japan. 

•On  getting  abreast  of  the  isle  of  Happenberg,  the  same  Japanese  oflBcer  hailed  us  from 
«•  boit,  and  told  us  that  the  ship  had  « fUU  pennission  to  anchor  where  she  irisbed." 
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2.  From  what  part  of  the  world  do  you  come — ^from  North  or  South 
America  ? 

A.  North  America  ;  United  States  of  North  America. 

3.  From  what  port  in  the  United  States  did  you  sail  ? 
A.  From  the  port  of  New  York. 

4.  How  long  have  you  been  on  your  voyage  ? 

A.  Two  years  and  a  half.  [The  route  of  the  ship  was  shown  to  the 
interpreter  on  a  chart  of  the  world,  and  the  United  States  particularly  pointed 
out  on  a  map  of  North  America.] 

5.  What  is  the  name  of  your  snip  ?    Is  it  a  man-of-war  ? 
A.  This  ship  is  the  United  States  man-of-war  Preble. 

6.  What  is  your  name  and  title  ? 

A.  James  Glynn,  with  the  title  of  "  commander." 

7.  How  many  men  do  you  carry? 
A.  One  hundred  and  forty-one. 

8.  Have  you  verbal  or  written  orders  to  come  here  ? 
A.  Written  orders  from  my  superior  officer. 

9.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  your  written  orders  are  to  proceed 
to  this  place,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  your  countrymen  home  ?  and  is  that 
your  sole  object  ?' 

A.  Yes,  you  are  correct  in  so  presuming ;  and  if  there  are  any  other 
Americans  m  Japan,  in  prison  or  confined,  than  the  shipwrecked  seamen,  I 
come  for  those  also.  These  matters  satisfactorily  accomplished,  my  orders 
are  to  return  to  the  port  from  whence  I  sailed. 

10.  Do  you  stand  in  need  of  anything,  as  water,  firewood,  and  provisions 
for  the  use  of  your  ship  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  fuel  and  provisions,  very  much.  But  understand,  that  if  you 
furnish  these  articles,  I  must  be  permitted  to  pay  for  them.  I  am  told  it  is 
contrary  to  your  usages  towards  foreign  shipping ;  but  it  is  also  a  rule  of 
conduct  laid  down  for  me,  by  the  laws  of  my  country,  to  receive  nothing 
in  the  way  cf  presents,  I  cannot  depart  from  this  rule  in  the  slightest 
degree.  The  fuel  is  a  very  material  want ;  I  have  the  money  and  shall 
pay  for  it  when  furnished. 

11.  Where  did  you  first  become  acquainted  with  the  fact  of  there  being 
American  citizens  in  Japan  ? 

A.  I  first  heard  it  in  Canton,  China. 

12.  Did  you  hear  this  from  the  foreign  factories  in  Canton,  and  from 
what  individual  or  individuals  ? 

A.  No,  I  received  my  information  from  my  commodore  ;  and  out  of  the 
number  of  American  smps  of  war  in  China,  I  was  commanded  by  him  to  go 
to  Nangasacki  for  the*purpose  before  slated. 

13.  What  do  I  understand  by  the  title  "  commodore  V 

A.  A  great  chief,  who  commands  many  ships-of-war  larger  than  mine* 
A  commodore  is  superior  in  authority  to  myself. 

14.  Have  you  now  full  powers  to  negotiate  for  the  release  of  the  Ame- 
rican seamen  now  in  Japan  ? 

A.  Yes.  I  am  vested  with  full  powers  to  act  upon  the  matter  upon 
which  I  appear  in  your  bay  to-day. 

15.  When  did  you  leave  Hong  Kong  ? 
A.  Oh  the  22d  day  of  March,  1849. 

16.  What  is  the  name  of  your  commodore? 
A.  Payid  Geisinger, 
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17.  (On  perceiving  a  Chinaman  on  deck,  asked,)  Havfe  you  any  ship- 
wrecked Japanese  on  board  ? 
A.  No.  If  I  had  found  any,  I  should  have  brought  them  with  pleasure. 


JVo.  1,  B,  continued. — Questions  asked  by  Commodore  Jam^  Glynn  of  the 
high  mnndurin  or  chief  through  the  interpreter^  who  spoke  English: 

1.  Are  there  any  shipwrecked  American  seamen  now  in  Japan  ? 
A.  There  are. 

2.  Are  these  American  seamen  in  Nangasacki  ? 

A.  Yes.  They  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Nangasacki,  by  them- 
selves. 

3.  How  many  American  seamen  are  there  in  the  vicinity  of  Nangasacki 
in  confinement  ? 

A.  There  are  fourteen.  Originally  there  were  sixteen,  but  two  have  died 
since  they  came. 

4.  How  happened  it  that  the  men  died  ?  Were  they  properly  taken 
care  of? 

A,  Everything  that  we  could  do  was  done  to  relieve  them.  We  gave 
them  medicine  and  nursed  them;  but,  unfortunately,  our  efforts  failed. 
We  are  very  sorry  that  they  died,  but  could  not  do  anything  to  prevent  it. 

5.  You  say  that  originally  there  were  sixteen.  Will  you  state  at  what 
time  these  sixteen  came  or  were  brought  to  Nangasacki  ? 

A.  Fifteen  were  Wrecked  on  the  island  of  Matsmai,  as  we  understand, 
from  a  whaling  vessel,  and  came  to  Nangasacki  in  September — about  the 
middle  of  September  last — and  one  two  months  later,  in  November. 

6.  Will  it  be  necessary  that  my  demand  for  the  release  of  the  seamen  be 
referred  to  the  Emperor  ? 

A.  This  is  a  question  which  I  cannot  satisfactorily  reply  to  officially.  I 
am  in  hopes  it  will  not  be  essential.  1  will  gladly  and  heartily  contribvte 
my  influence  to  Itt  you  have  the  men  as  speedily  as  may  be. 

7.  Will  you  tell  the  governor  of  Nangasacki  my  reasons,  as  given  to 
you,  for  coming  to  Japan,  and  that,  too,  immediately  on  your  return? 

A.  Yes,  truly  and  faithfully. 

8.  Will  you  give  me  your  name,  and  also  the  name  and  title  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  Nangasacki  ? 

A.  (Given  in  writing.)  "SeraijTatsnosen"  is  my  name.  The  govemor^s 
name  is  "Edo  Tsocimano;"  title,  "Cami  Sama." 

9.  Is  it  customary  to  salute  ? 

A.  No ;  and  the  proposition  was  never  made  by  either  English  or  French. 
The  governor  can  only  decide  for  himself  on  this  subject. 

Note. — ^In  the  above  interview  three  papers,  (hereunto  appended  and 
marked  "A,"  "B,"  "C,")  containing,  generally,  the  regulations  of  the 
harbor,  were  left  to  be  copied,  and  a  promise  was  required  and  willingly 
aade,  that  they  sbould  be  faithfully  complied  with.

Memorandum  of  an  interview  between  Commander  James  Glynn  and  a 
high  military  chief  of  Jfanga^acki^  named  ^^Matsmora  SchaL^^ 

Chief  to  Commander  Glynn :  The  governor  of  Naneasacki  sends  me  to 
congratulate  you  upon  your  safe  arrival  in  the  bay  of  Jfangasacki,  and  is 
glaa  to  hear  of  your  good  health,  &c.,  and  also  that  the  governor  has  been 
told  these  things  which  were  communicated  by  you  to  th^  chief '^  Serai 
Tatsnosen,"  on  the  18th  instant. 

Commander  Glynn  to  chief:  I  receive  the  congratulations  of  the  gover- 
nor of  Nangasacki  with  pleasure.  Say  to  him  that  I  am  much  indebted  for 
his  politeness,  and  much  gratified  with  my  reception  in  the  waters  of  Japan* 
There  is  one  exception  only  to  what  I  have  said;  that  is,  my  objection,  as 
already  stated  and  submitted  to  the  governor,  in  regard  to  the  boats  an- 
chored around  my  ship.  A  free  intercourse  and  reciprocal  civility  between 
myself  and  the  people,  as  well  as  the  authorities,  will  tend  not  only  to  a 
better  acquaintance,  but  lead  to  a  more  correct  understandmg  between  us. 

Question  by  the  chief:  Why  are  the  United  States  men-of-war  sent  so 
far  from  home? 

Answer.  My  government  has  many  reasons  for  sending  men-of-war  all 
around  the  world.  Wherever  they  have  merchant  ships  or.  citizens,  they 
send  the  men-of-war  to  protect  them  from  injustice  or  oppression,  and  to 
relieve  their  necessities,  if  necessary.  It  is  to  relieve  my  distressed  coun- 
trymen that  I  have  come  here.  I  shall  go  to  some  other  place  for  similar 
purposes. 

2.  How  many  ships  of  war  has  your  government  ? 

A.  Sixty,  or  seventy,  or  a  hundred.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  particu- 
larize how  manv.  This  ship  has  been  absent  from  home  a  long  time,  and 
many  changes  have,  no  doubt,  occurred  in  the  interval.  I  give  you  the 
probable  number. 

3.  Please  to  give  me  the  dimensions  of  your  ship;  I  wish  to  send  them 
to  the  Emperor. 

A.  (In  writing.)  Length,  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  feet;  breadth, 
thirty- three  feet;  depth,  under  water,  sixteen  feet;  five  hundred  and  sixty 
tons. 

4.  How  old  are  you  ? 

A.  (The  age  was  given  after  some  humor.) 

[Here  a  letter  was  presented  by  Commander  Glynn  for  the  governor.] 

Qtiestions  by  Commander  Glynn. 

1.  Is  the  control  of  the  guard-boats  in  your  hands? 

A.  No ;  not  now.  I  wiu  first  carry  your  written  communication  to  the 
governor,  and  come  again  to  discuss  this  matter. 

2.  How  old  is  the  Emperor? 

A.  Though  I  have  been  to  Yedo,  and  have  seen  him,  I  am  unable  to 
give  his  age.

Questions  by  Commander  Glynn. 

1.  You  say  that  you  have  come  to-day  to  tell  me  that  the  governor  of 
Nangasacki  ^ot  my  written  communication  of  the  19th  instant.  Now,  I 
want  to  inquire  if  the  governor  has  sent  me  an  answer  ? 

A.  To-day  he  could  not  send  an  answer.  He  will  send  a  reply  ^^  another 
time — ^not  now/* 

2.  When  wiU  the  governor  send  me  an  answer  ? 

A.  I  cannot  say  when.  In  a  *' short  time"  I  think  the  governor  will 
send  an  answer. 

3.  What  d«  you  mean  by  a  "short  time?" 

A.  I  cannot  say,  for  I  don't  know  when  an  answer  will  come. 

4.  Tell  the  governor  that  if  I  can  get  the  shipwrecked  sailors,  I  wish  to 
depart  immediately ;  but  if  I  am  unsuccessful  in  getting  them,  then  I  am 
ordered  by  my  superior  officer  "to  do  something  else.*' 

A.  Whether  the  men  will  be  given  up  or  not,  I  cannot  say,  but  will  re* 
port  your  remarks  to  the  governor. 

5.  Three  days  ago  I  sent  a  written  communication  to  your  governor. 
What  b  the  reason  that  a  verbal  instead  of  a  written  reply  is  sent  to  rae? 
I  do  not  want  a  verbal  message  or  a  messenger.  I  must  have  a  written 
anfwer  to  my  demand  for  the  liberation  of  the  shipwrecked  seamen,  that 
I  can  show  to  my  superior  officer  and  to  my  government  the  official  reply, 
and  also  to  show  that  I  have  done  those  things  I  was  ordered  to  do. 

A.  By  the  usages  and  customs  of  Japan,  we  come  to  speak  to  you  now 
by  word  of  mouth. 

6.  (To  the  interpreter.)  Then  if  these  are  your  customs,  why  did  you  not 
tell  me  this  four  days  ago,  when  you  first  came  on  board?  I  would  have 
gone  to  the  governor  of  Nangasacki  myself,  and  learned  from  his  own  lips, 
and  not  from  a  messenger,  his  reply  to  my  business. 

A.  "You  are  in  the  right — in  the  ri^ht."  But  I  think  it  best  verbally 
to  tell  you  that  the  governor  got  your  letter,  and  that  he  could  not  send  a 
written  reply  to-day.  The  business  of  yours  is  not  yet  concluded;  but  as 
toon  as  it  is  finished  the  governor  will  send  you  a  written  answer — "perhaps 
in  a  short  time,  I  think.*^ 

7.  Again  I  ask,  what  is  meant  by  a  "short  time,"  Japanese  custom  ?  If 
it  is  one  month,  if  it  is  one  week,  it  is  too  long  a  time^  and  1  cannot  stay. 
The  ship  has  other  duties  to  perform,  and  three  diys,  I  think,  is  full  time 
for  the  governor  to  answer. 

A.  I  don*t  know  exactly  how  to  answer  your  question,  because  I  do  not 
know  when  the  governor  shdl  choose  to  reply,  but  I  think  soon. 

8.  Do  you  think  that  I  shall  be  compelled  to  wait  here  a  week  to  finish 
my  business  with  the  governor? 

A.  I  cannot  think  anything  at  all  about  it.   I  will  speak  to  the  governor. 

9.  That  is  not  what  I  want.  You  know  very  well,  if  your  only  choose 
lo  reply.     I  want  to  know  precisely  if  the  governor  intends  to  send  me  a  re- 
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ply — a  written  reply — which  I  should  have  had  in  three  days ;  or  docs  he 
mean  to  put  me  off  by  these  verbal  messages? 

A.  It  is  not  in  my  power  to  satisfy  your  on  this  point,  but  I  will  "speak 
to  the  governor  about  it." 

10.  Well  speak  to  the  governor,  and  bring  me  his  reply  to-morrow,  or, 
if  you  can,  to-day.  Understand  me,  let  me  luiow  to-morrow  it  the  governor 
means  to  send  me  a  reply  or  not. 

A.  I  will  come  or  send  to-morrow,  as  you  request. 

11.  Will  it  be  necessary  for  the  governor  to  refer  to  the  Emperor  of 
Japan  my  demand  for  the  restitution  of  the  shipwrecked  seamen? 

A.  I  am  really  unable  to  say ;  I  don't  know.  The  shipwrecked  men  arc 
in  Nangasacki. 

12.  Do  you  allow  these  men  to  walk  about? 

A.  No,  not  exactly.  Being  foreigners,  they  cannot,  according  to  our 
usages,  be  allowed  to  have  any  communication  with  our  people.  They  are 
in  a  place  by  themselves. 

13.  Are  these  men  confined  in  prison? 

A.  I  do  not  understand  what  you  mean  bv  prison.  The  men  do  not 
walk  about,  but  are  "  in  a  place  by  themselves. 

14.  Can  you  tell  me  if  these  Americans  have  been  informed  from  the 

fovernor  that  a  United  States  man-of-war  has  arrived  to  take  them  home  ? 
requested  the  governor,  in  my  note,  to  give  this  information. 
A,  Don't  know. 

15.  Do  you  know  if  the  governor  has  written  to  the  Emperor  of  Japan? 
A.  I  cannot  say ;  I  do  not  know. 

16.  I  am  very  confident  that  the  governor  has  written  to  the  Emperor, 
(see  question  No.  3,  April  19,)  and  I  think  that  you  are  acquainted  with  the 
same  fact.     How  long  will  it  take  to  go  to  Yedo  and  back  to  Nangasacki? 

A.  I  really  do  not  know. 

17.  What !  bom  in  the  country,  and  living  here  all  yo\ir  life,  and  being 
in  an  official  position,  cannot  you  tell  me  the  time  it  would  take  to  go  from 
here  to  Yedo  and  back? 

A.  I  think  thirty  days. 

18.  As  I  have  reason  to  believe,  as  I  said  before,  that  the  governor  has 
written  to  the  Emperor  concerning  our  vessel,  and  the  business  she  is  sent 
upon,  tell  me  how  many  days  will  elapse  before  an  answer  will  be  received. 

A.  Thirty  or  forty  days. 

19.  Ask  the  governor  if  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  wait  for  this  answer, 
previous  to  his  taking  any  action  in  respect  to  my  business. 

A.  To-morrow  the  answer  will  be  ^ven  to  you  about  3rour  reply  from  the 
governor,  &c.,  and  also  will  tell  you  if  the  men  will  be  given  up  here  with- 
out recourse  to  the  Emperor. 

20.  The  first  day  you  came  to  see  me  you  asked  if  the  ship  wanted  fael 
and  provisions.  Can  we  get  any,  by  being  permitted  to  pay  for  them? 
You  said  you  would  speak  to  the  governor,  but  I  have  had  no  reply.  I 
want  to  know  if  you  will  sell  us  fuel  and  provisions? 

A.  The  other  chief  told  the  governor  about  it ;  that  you  did  not  wish  to 
receive  any  presents,  but  woulcT rather  pay;  that  you  must  be  permitted  to 
pay,  and  that  this  was  your  law,  your  custom.  The  governor  has  not  said 
anything  about  it  as  yet.     I  will  also  speak  to  him  about  this  matter. 

[By  previously-asked  permission  of  the  governor,  the  interpreter  took  a 
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note  and  some  newspapers  from  Commander  Glynn,  directed  to  Mr.  Levys- 
aohn,  Dutch  superintendent  of  trade,  Decima. 

5  p.  m. — Received  a  communication  from  Mr.  Levyssohn,  speaking  semi- 
officially, in  regard  to  the  above  matter.     Copy  appended,  marked  D. 

Half-past  5  p.  m. — Replied  to  the  above,  per  bearer,  (the  interpreter.)

[No.  4.]  United  States  Ship  Prebi.e, 

Bay  of  Jfangasacki,  Jlpril  23,  1849. 

Memoranda  of  a  conference  held  in  the  cabin  of  the  Prchle  wi'h  "  Tats^ 
nostny^  a  military  chief fiom  J\^angasackt. 

Chief  to  Commander  Glynn. — ^I  am  happy  to  see  you,  sir.  The  ship- 
wrecked Americans,  as  I  stated  to  you  in  my  conference  of  (he  18th,  are  m 
Nangasacki.  I  have  come  to-day  to  say  that  Mr.  Levyssohn  called  upon 
the  governor  of  Nangasacki  in  relation  to  the  demand  contained  in  your 
letter  to  the  governor  for  the  release  of  your  countrymen.  Mr.  Levyssohn 
begged  the  governor  to  set  aside  the  usages  of  Japan,  which  must  (if  the 
governor  insisted  upon  them)  keep  the  Americans  here  until  a  period  of 
thirty-five  or  forty  days  should  elapse,  and  to  give  the  men  to  the  officer 
who  had  been  sent  for  them ;  that  he  (Mr.  hi)  would  take  the  men  and 
deliver  them  to  the  commander  of  the  Preble,  &c.,  &c.  1  have  come  to 
teD  yoa  that  day  after  to-morrow  Mr.  L.  will  call  and  see  you  on  board 
your  ship. 

Answer. — Sir,  I  am  obliged  to  you  for  your  politeness,  and  hope  you  are 
weU.  I  have  heard  what  you  have  said.  I  am  displeased  at  it.  I  cannot 
staj  here  from  day  to  day  under  such  pretences.  I  have  other  duties  to 
perform,  and  it  is  necessary  my  business  should  be  despatched  quickly. 
You  say  that  Mr.  Levyssohn  has  "  begged  the  governor,"  &c.,  &c.  1, 
too,  beg  that  my  shipwrecked  countrymen  should  be  restored  to  their 
homes.  But  understand  me,  I  came  here  to  treat  with  your  governor,  not 
with  Mr.  Levyssohn,  or  any  other  individual.  I  am  under  positive  orders 
to  demand  from  the  governor  of  Nangasacki  the  release  of  the  Americans 
in  his  hands.  I  want  to  know  decisively  if  I  am  to  get  the  men.  I  want 
the  chief  to  reply  to  my  question.  '    , 

Chief, — ^This  cannot  be.  Why  not  stay  a  few  days?  You  will  get  the 
men,  I  think. 

QwHion  by  Commander  Glynn. — Do  you  say  that  I  can  get  the  men  day 
after  to-morrow  ? 

AmvDer. — No;  not  day  after  to-morrow.  The  day  after  to-morrow  Mr. 
Lerjssohn  will  come  and  see  you  on  this  business,  ami  afterwards,  I  cannot 
say  how  long,  I  think  you  will  get  your  sailors.  Mr.  Levyssohn  will  send 
you  a  letter  to-day. 

Question. — ^Well,  vour  answer  is  very  far  from  satisfying  me.  It  is  neces^ 
Kwy  for  me  to  see  mr.  Levyssohn,  Then  I  will  go  now,  and  call  on  him  at 
Decima. 

Answer. — ^You  cannot,  for  he  is  sick. 

Question  (to  the  interpreter.) — ^Is  it  necessary  for  the  governor  to  get  pcr- 
mimon  from  the  Emperor  before  giving  up  the  men  ?     p.g.^.^^^  by  GoOqIc 
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Answer. — Yes. 

Commander  Glynn  to  the  interpreler. — **  Yes."  Well,  that  is  enough  for 
me  to  hear. 

Interpreter. — But  stop ;  pray  hear  me.  What  do  you  do  so  for  ?  (allud- 
ing to  the  gestures  of  Commander  Glynn ;)  it  is  not  good,  it  is  not  Japanese 
custom. 

Commander  Glynn. — Well,  it  is  my  custom.  It  is  the  custom  of  my 
country,  under  such  circumstances ;  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  send  to  the 
Emperor  before  giving  me  these  shipwrecked  men,  I  cannot  stay  here.  My 
government  knows  very  well  how  to  recover  its  citizens.  You  need  not 
point  to  your  chief.  I  am  as  great  as  he  is.  You  must  look  me  in  the 
face  when  speaking  to  me.  So  lar  as  I  am  concerned,  this  matter  is  settled. 
You  need  say  no  more.  I  do  not  know  any  one  in  this  business  except  the 
governor.  I  know  no  other  person ;  nor  do  my  orders  require  that  I  should 
speak  to  any  one  but  the  governor.  If  you  will  promise  that  on  the  day 
after  to-morrow  the  men  will  be  given  up,  then  I  will  stay.  If  this  pro- 
mise cannot  be  given,  then  I  have  no  further  business  here ;  my  errand  is  at 
an  end.  I  will  get  under  way  to-day — yes,  in  five  minutes — and  report  to 
my  government  that  you  decline  complying  with  my  demand  for  the  release 
of  the  men. 

Answer^  (with  much  trepidation.) — Mr.  Levyssohn  will  call  on  you  in 
two  (lays.  1  will  do  all  I  can,  and  exert  my  mfluence  with  the  governor 
to  give  you  the  men  soon.     **I  think^*  you  may  expect  it,  and 

Commander  Glynn. — Stop !  Your  policy  is  very  apparent.  Now,  I  do 
not  want  to  know  what  you  ^Uhink  ; ''  you  have  had  ample  time,  certainly, 
to  think.  I  can  think  also.  I  have  thought  a  great  deal.  It  is  time  that 
matters  should  come  to  a  crisis — that  something  definite  was  arrived  at. 
I  have  been  here  five  days — a  time  full  enough  for  the  governor  to  have 
come  to  some  determination,  and  to  have  sent  me  a  reply  to  my  letter. 
You  put  me  off  from  day  to  day  on  the  merest  pretences,  and  up  to  this 
moment  you  refuse  to  let  me  know  if  my  demands  are  to  be  denied  or  not 
I  want  a  "positive  promise"  as  to  whether  I  am  to  get  the  men  or  not. 
Under  such  a  promise  I  will  give  two  days;  more  I  must  not,  cannot  give. 
Will  you  give  me  this  promise  ? 

Answtr",—  I  cannot  promise.  "  I  think  '*  after  you  have  seen  Mr.  Levya- 
sohn,  you  will  get  the  men  soon. 

Commander  Glynn.-^l  understand  very  well  the  meaning  of  this  delay, 
nearly  as  well  as  you  do.  I  think  I  will  go  to  the  governor  myself ^  and 
there  can  be  no  better  time  than  to-day.     Can  I  see  him? 

Answer. — No ;  you  cannot  go  (o  the  governor.  I  will  tell  the  governor 
and  do  all  I  can  to  have  your  business  finished.  **In  two  days  you  cannot 
get  the  men — in  three  days,  I  think.'*  Day  after  to-morrow  Mr.  Levys- 
sohn will  speak  to  you.     He  has  talked  with  the  governor  about  it. 

Commander  Glynn. — It  is  useless  to  talk  to  me  in  this  manner.  I  want 
no  prevarication.  I  want  a  straight  up  and  down  answer.  I  have  already 
waited  five  days — four  days  too  long;  and  now  I  want  to  know  something 
more  than  "I  think.'*  You  give  a  direct  reply  to  my  question,  and  I  will 
^o  the  thinking.  I  will  stay  three  days — certainly  no  longer — but  yoc 
must  promise  me  now  that  in  three  days  you  will  deliver  up  the  mpn.  Do 
youpronise? 

Answer. — Yes ;  in  three  days  you  shall  get  possession  of  the  mctt— I 
mean  the  day  after  the  second  day  from  now.     Digitized  by  GoOglc 
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CommaTider  Glynn, — ^Very  good,  (offering  his  hand  to  the  chief,  who 
took  it.)  I  rely  upon  your  word — upon  the  solemn  promise  of  a  Japanese 
chief.  1  place  full  confidence  in  your  honor.  I  believe  that  you  will  fulfil 
your  promise. 

During  the  whole  of  this  conference,  there  was  a  constant  reference  by 
the  interpreter  to  the  principal  chief,  "Tatnosen,"  and  his  assDciates. 

The  cooference  ended,  the  chief  walked  around  the  ship,  in3pected  the 
crew  at  general  quarters,  &c. 


[No.  5.]  United  States  Ship  Preble, 

Bay  of  Jfangasackij  Wednesday^  April  2o,  1849. 

McmcTcnda  of  a  conference  between  Commander  James  Glynn  and  a  high 
military  chief  pf  Jfangasacki,  by  name  **  Mahmora  Schal,^* 

Chief  to  Commander  Glynn, — I  am  glad  to  see  you.  I  come  to  speak 
to  you  about  your  countrymen.  The  Dutch  superintendent ,  Mr.  Levyssohn, 
who  promised  to  come  to  see  you,  is  too  sick  to  leave  Decima. 

Commander  Glynn  to  chief — I  did  not  come  here  to  see  any  Dutch  officer 
in  regard  to  my  business.  1  come  to  treat  with  the  governor  of  Nan- 
gasRcki. 

Chief — Yes  ;  that  I  very  well  xmderstand,  and  the  governor  has  your 
business  "in  tune,"  and  will  finish  soon.  Now,  it  is  necessary  that  Mr. 
Levyssohn  should  see  you  first ;  but,  because  he  is  sick,  he  could  not  come 
to-day.  He  has  a  fever,  and  the  surgeon  of  the  factory  said  that  he  must 
not  go  out  in  the  rain.  Mr.  Levyssohn  wrote  a  letter  to  the  governor  this 
morning,  stating  that  he  could  not  come.  But  Mr.  L.  has  sent  to  you 
his  su^titute — one  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  factory — who  will  act  in 
his  (Mr.  L's)  stead.  He  is  now  alongside  in  my  boat.  Shall  he  come  on 
board? 

Commander  Glynn, — Certainly,  if  he  comes  as  Mr.  Levyssohn's  substi- 
tute, on  business  of  the  Japanese  government. 

[Here  Commander  Glynn  sent  for  the  officer  of  the  deck,  and  requested 
him  to  step  to  the  gangway  and  invite  Mr.  Bassle,  a  gentleman  of  the  Dutch 
factory,  to  come  on  board  and  walk  into  the  cabin.  The  Japanese  inter- 
preter, "  Morreama  Einaska,"  interfered,  stating  that  it  was  necessary  he 
should  eo  to  the  boat  himself,  and  give  Mr.  Bassle  "  permission."] 

Mr.  Bassle  brought  a  letter  to  Commander  Glynn  from  Mr.  Levyssohn, 
offering  a  quantity  of  provisions,  &c. 

Commander  Glynn  declined  receiving  them,  and  observed :  I  am  very 
sorry  that  I  am  compelled  to  send  Mr.  Levyssohn  my  declination  of  the 
provisions  he  has  so  kindly  sent  by  you  to-cjay.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to 
accept  of  a  present  of  any  description  from  any  "  prince  or  potentate." 
Such  is  the  law  of  my  country.  Mr.  Levyssohn  is  regarded  as  a  "  poten- 
tate," coming  within  the  meaning  expressed  in  the  law,  which  I  cannot 
disobey  or  violate.  These  are  the  persons  (pointing  to  the  chief  and  his 
associates)  I  look  to  to  supply  my  ship  with  provisions.  I  have  demanded 
provisioas  for  this  ship  from  the  officers  of  the  Japanese  government ;  they 
have  refused  me  supplies  because  it  was  incumbent  on  me  to  pay  for  them 
<A  delivervi  and  thi^  fact  I  shall  state  to  my  superior  officer. 
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Mr.  Bassle  here  handed  to  Commander  Gljnn  a  long  official  doGummty 
written  in  Dutch^  purporting  to  be  a  narnitive  or  history  of  the  ship^vrecked 
Americans,  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  Japan  witil  the  present.  This 
document  has  four  signatures,  with  seals  attached.  [Copy  of  this  docu- 
ment with  facsimiles  of  the  signatures  and  seals,  marked  **F.*'] 


Narrative  of  the  shipwrecked  seamen  in  Japan  ^  as  furnished  by  the  Japan- 
ese authorities  at  Jfangasacki,  Presented  to  Commander  James  Glynn 
by  Mr.  Bassley  on  the  25th  day  of  Aprils  1849,  and  orally  translated 
by  him.     (Tke  original  is  written  in  Japanese  Dutch.) 

Fifteen  men  from  an  American  whale  ship,  said  to  be  wrecked  near 
Matsmai.  As  customary,  the  men  were  taken  into  the  custody  of  Japanese 
officers,  and  the  edict  of  the  Emperor  orders,  that  all  foreigners  shall  be 
taken  to  Nangasacki ;  and  these  men  were  accordingly  placed  on  board  a 
vessel  and  transported  to  that  place.     (This  paragraph  was  supplied  by  me.) 

At  Matsmai  they  were  placed  in  confinement.  John  Bawl  and  Robert 
McCoy  escaped  by  breaking  through  a  water-closet.  They  ran  into  the 
mountains,  but,  after  a  short  time,  were  recaptured. 

John  Martin  and  Robert  McCoy  afterwards  made  a  successful  attempt 
to  run,  by  breaking  through  the  roof  of  the  house.     They  were  retaken. 

These  three  ir^r,  John  Martin,  Robert  McCoy  and  John  Bawl — were 
then  placed  in  a  ooat  by  themselves.  They  afterwards  asked  forgiveness. 
It  was  granted  on  their  promise  to  behave  better.  They  were  then  restored 
to  their  companions. 

On  the  27th  of  August  Robert  McCoy  again  escaped  by  breaking  through 
the  side  of  the  house.  He  was  retaken  and  put  m  solitary  confinement. 
He  was  questioned  as  to  his  reasons  for  running  away,  and  his  reply  was 
well  received  by  the  governor.  He  was  again  cautioned  as  to  his  conduct, 
pardoned,  and  placv  1  with  his  companions.  At  this  time  all  the  men  were 
warned  to  keep  still  and  to  behave  properly. 

Their  wants  were  supplied.  The  superintendent  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Americans,  requesting  that  they  w^ould  keep  quiet,  and  show  a  proper 
behaviour  towards  those  who  ^had  them  in  charge.  The  men  replied  in 
£ns;lish,  promising  that  they  would  behave  themselves. 

On  the  18th  of  October,  John  Bawl,  Robert  McCoy,  and  Jacob  Boyd 
escaped,  by  burning  through  the  floor.  They  were  retaken,  being  discovered 
in  a  farmer's  house.  They  were  questioned,  but  the  reasons  they  gave 
proved  unsatisfactory.  They  begged  to  be  forgiven,  it  was  again  granted. 
But  they  were  separated  from  their  companions. 

The  men  gave  so  much  trouble  that  the  Japanese  authorities  scarcely 
knew  what  course  to  pursue  towards  them. 

Sick. — Makea  was  taken  sick  with  a  fever  on  the  evening  of  the  6th 
Aiigust,  1848,  and  received  medical  advice. 

Robert  McCoy  was  seized  with  a  pain  in  his  stomach  on  the  19th  Au- 
gust, and  also  received  medical  advice. 

Makea,  James  Hall,  Manna,  and  Steam  took  cold  on  the  19th  August, 
and  recti\ed  medical  advice. 

John  Martin,  on  the  19th  August,  was  seized  with  a  pain  in  his  teeth, 
and  by  fever.     He  was  given  medicine.  ^  I 
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Mmutj  and  Hmniy  on  the  20th  August,  were  attacked  with  cold,  and 
receired  medical  advice. 

John  Waters,  on  the  Ist  October,  was  attacked  by  fever,  and  seized  with 
oamps  in  the  stomach.     He  got  well  by  the  use  of  medicines. 

Steam,  on  the  4th  October,  was  attacked  by  cold  and  swelling  of  the 
face.  He  recovered  of  this,  and  was  afterwards  seized  with  a  cough,  and 
threw  up  much  phlegm.     He  ^ot  well  by  using  medicines. 

Jacob  Boyd,  on  the  25th  of  January,  was  taken  sick  with  a  pain  in  hb 
stinuich.    He  recovered. 

John  Bawl,  on  the  8th  January,  was  seized  with  a  pain  and  swelling  of 
the  fiboe.  He  recovered.  He  was  afterwards  taken  with  the  same  kind  of 
disease,  but  used  medicine  and  got  well. 

John  Waters,  on  the  5th  January,  was  taken  with  a  cold,  but  recovered. 

Melcher  Biffar  was  seized  with  a  pain  in  the  &ce  on  the  19th  of  March. 

James  Hall  was  seized  with  a  similar  pain  on  the  24th  March.  These 
two  men  have  beoi  under  medical  treatment  ever  since,  and  are  yet  upon 
the  sick  list. 

Henry  Barker  and  Jack  have  not  been  sick. 

Ranald  McDonald  (the  sixteenth  man)  has  neyer  complained  of  bemg  ill.^ 

Deaths. — ^Maury  committed  suicide  by  hanging  himself  on  the  night  of 
12th  November,  whilst  his  companions  were  asleep.  This  statement  was 
made  by  the  men  to  the  officers,  who  instituted  an  inouiry  into  the  cause 
of  Maury's  death.  His  associates  begged  and  obtainea  permission  to  bury 
hiiD; 

Ezra  Goldthwait  and  James  Hall,  on  the  16th  December,  were  both 
seized  with  a  swelling  of  the  face.  They  recovered  of  this ;  but  on  the 
21st  of  December  Goldthwait  was  taken  clown  with  a  fever.  He  had  med- 
ical advice  and  attendance ;  but  became  worse  and  worse,  and  on  the  1st 
of  January  died.  His  companions  asked  and  were  given  permission  to 
bury  him. 

The  narrative  concludes  by  stating  that  the  wants  of  the  above  men  have 
been  at  all  times  supplied  to  them  by  the  governor  of  Nangasacki,  as  is  well 
known  to  Mr.  Levyssohn. 


[No.  6.]  United  States  Ship  Preble, 

Bay  of  Jfangasackiy  Jipril  26,  1849 — 1  p.  m. 
Mmnoraiuia  of  an  interview  with  a  high  military  chief  of  Jfangasackif 
named  Hagewara  Matasak,  with  Marreama  as  interpreter. 

Chief  to  Commander  Glynn^  (producing  from  his  pocket  a  paper,  to  serve 
as  prompter.)  To-day  you  will  get  your  countrymen.  After  they  come  on 
hoard  your  ship,  it  is  the  verbal  order  of  the  governor  for  you  to  go  away. 

Commander  Glynn. — ^I  receive  it. 

Chief. — Will  you  then  go  away  ? 

Commander  Glynn. — ^I  have  nothing  more  to  keep  me  here,  after  I  get 
the  men  I  came  for. 

Chief. — ^At  the  last  interview  you  spoke  of  going  to  Decima,  to  see  Mr. 
Levyssohn,  the  Dutch  director.  I  spoke  to  the  governor  ;  but  he  will  not 
give  you  permission,  as  it  is  against  the  laws  of  Japan. 
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Commander  Glynn. — ^Whcn  you  say  that  your  lamrs  would  cot  permit 
this,  you  have  said  enough.     Do  you  put  your  la'ws  in  a  book  ? 

Chief. — No,  no;  not  so.  The  French  and  Dutch  put  their  laivsin 
hooks,  but  our  governor  gives  us  the  law. 

Commander  Glynn, —  Did  the  governor  make  that  law  which  prohibits 
foreigners  visiting  the  Dutch  factory  at  Dccima,  or  did  the  Emptor 
make  it  ? 

Chief, — It  is  a  law  made  by  the  Emperor  of  Japan. 

Commander  Glynn, — Your  government  has  laws,  you  say.  My  govern- 
ment has  also  laws,  which  are  printed  in  a  book.  1  have  a  copy  of  them, 
(rr«iching  to  the  book,  Ingersoll's  digest,  and  handing  it  tothe  interpreter.) 
Will  you  accept  of  this  book  ? 

Chief, — No,  no.     I  cannot,  by  our  law,  accept  of  it. 

Commander  Qlynn. — Very  well.  If  it  is  against  your  laws  to  receive 
and  study  the  laws  of  other  nations,  it  is  a  great  object  for  my  government 
to  get  a  copy  of  the  laws  of  Japan.  Our  merchants,  who  send  ships  to  the 
Japan  seas,  are  very  anxious  to  acquaint  themselves  with  your  laws,  so  that 
they  may  know  what  to  expect,  if  shipwrecked  or  cast  upon  your  shores. 

Chief — No,  that  cannot  be.  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  give  the  laws  of  Ja- 
pan to  people  of  another  nation.  This  is  the  first  instance  of  a  request 
having  been  made  for  a  copy  of  our  laws. 

Commander  Glynn, — Very  well.  I  understand  you.  I  am  ready  to  re* 
ceive  the  men. 

Chief. — They  are  in  a  boat  near  the  ship.  You  can  go  very  well  after 
they  come  on  board.     The  wind  is  a  good  one :  it  is  fair.* 

Commander  Glynn. — Certainly.  I  will  go  when  I  get  the  men.  The 
sooner  they  are  on  board  the  better ;  I  am  waiting  for  them. 

Chief — I  will  give  an  order  for  the  boat  to  come  alongside. 

Commander  Glynn. — Do  the  Loo-Choo  islands  belong  to  Japan? 

Chief — Yes,  they  are  subject  to  our  Emperor. 

[Here  Mr.  Bassle  and  another  gentleman  from  the  Dutch  factory  at  Deo- 
ima  entered  the  cabin.     They  came  to  the  ship  in  a  boat  bearing  the  Dutch 


flag. 

Mr. 


Bassle  presented  some  papers  from  the  government  of  Japan,  writ- 
ten in  Dutch,  each  with  four  signatures.

Commander  Glynn  to  the  Chief — ^Who  are  the  individuals  who  sign  these 
papers  ?     What  is  their  rank  ? 

Chief — They  are  interpreters — chief  interpreters.  They  superintend  the 
body  of  interpreters,  and  also  see  that  they  do  their  duty. 

[The  above-referred-to  papers  were  verbally  translated  to  Commander 
Glynn  by  Mr.  Bassle.  One  of  them  purported  to  be  an  extract  from  the 
laws  of  Japan,  stating  that  "  shipwrecked  seamen  of  other  countries  who 
are  cast  upon  the  shores  of  Japan,  having  no  means  to  reach  their  homes, 
will  remain  in  Japan  and  be  treated  well,  and  sent  in  the  first  opportunity 
in  the  Dutch  ship  to  Batavia,  or  the  Chinese  ship  to  China  ;''  requesting 
that  this  might  be  made  known  to  the  American  government,  and  also  to 
desire  the  American  ships  not  to  cruise  so  near  the  coast  of  Japan.

SiK  :  Having  been  requested  by  the  governor  of  Nangasacki  to  translate 
your  letter  addressed  to  him,  dated  19th  instant,  desiring  that  sixteen  per- 
sons who  have  been  cast  upon  this  coast  from  American  vessels  may  be 
given  to  you,  to  be  returned  to  their  country,  and  being  impressed  that  it 
was  not  in  the  powef  of  said  governor  to  grant  your  request  before  a  special 
order  to  that  effect  had  been  received  from  the  emperor  of  Japan,  residing 
at  Yedo,  and  as  you,  for  that  reason,  may  probably  be  detamed  here  at 
least  forty  days,  I  have,  in  your  behalf,  as  welJ  as  in  behalf  of  the  remain- 
ing poor  shipwrecked  seamen,  applied  this  day  to  said  governor,  stating  the 
necessity  ©f  complying  with  your  desire. 

But  as,  according  to  old  custom — ^from  which  the  Japanese  seldom  den- 
ate — shipwrecked  seamen  have  always  been  given  to  the  Dutch  or  Chinese 
authorities  here,  in  order  to  be  returned  by  the  way  of  Balavia  or  China 
to  their  native  country,  I  have,  nevertheless,  proposed  to  the  governor  to 
deliver  these  men  to  me,  alter  having  had  an  mterview  withyou,  in  order 
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to  commuoicate  to  you  the  treatment  they  did  undergo  by  the  Japanese 
gO¥enunent,  and  regarding  the  desertion  of  some  of  them,  on  account  of 
which  they  were  and  still  are  closer  confined  than  hefore  they  tried  to  es- 
cape, and  at  the  same  time  to  acquaint  you  with  some  of  the  Japanese  laws 
and  regulations ;  after  which  meeting,  and  after  the  arrival  of  these  men 
at  Decima,  to  forward  them  to  your  snip  and  deliver  them  to  you.

CROISE  OF  THR   U.  8.  8LOOP-OF-WAR    PREBLE,  COMMANDER  JAMES  GLTNN,    TO 

NAPA  AND  NANGASACKI. 

The  Preble  left  Hong  Kong  February  I2th,  but  was  obliged  to  return  to 
port  almost  immediately,  on  account  of  the  smallpox,  and  did  not  finally 
leave  her  anchorage  until  March  92d ;  she  returned  May  20th,  having 
touched  at  Loochoo  island,  Nangasacki,  Shanghai  and  Amoy,  and  accom- 
plished the  main  object  of  her  visit  to  Japan.  From  her  commander  and 
several  ot  her  officers  we  have  gathered  the  following  particulars  of  her  in- 
teresting cruise : 

She  reached  Napa  about  the  10th  of  April,  where  she  remained  upward? 
of  three  days,  during  which  time  her  officers  availed  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity to  ramble  over  the  environs  of  the  town,  visit  the  capital  Shadi 
or  Shu-i,  and  see  a  good  deal  of  the  island  and  its  inhabitants.  Doctor  Be- 
telheim  came  otf  to  the  ship  as  soon  as  she  anchored,  and  received  the  sup- 
plies which  Captain  Glynn  had  kindly  brought  for  him  from  Hong  Kong. 
The  same  system  of  passive  opposition  is  still  kept  up  by  the  authorities  of 
Loochoo  towards  the  doctor,  who  is  thereby  prevented  from  having  mucii 
intercourse  with  the  people  ;  they  are  or.dered  to  avoid  him  whenever  he 
appears  in  (he  streets,  to  sell  him  nothing,  do  him  no  harm,  and  keep  awaj 
from  his  house  on  Capstan  Point ;  and  the  execution  of  these  demands  I8 
enforced  by  the  presence  of  an  underling,  who  accompanies  him  whenever 
he  stirs  abroad.  His  position  is,  therefore,  extremely  irksome,  and  the 
effect  of  regulations  like  these  upon  the  people  must,  naturally,  be  to  pro- 
duce dislike  towards  a  man  who  causes  them  so  much  inconvenience,  not- 
withstanding their  convictions  of  his  kindness  and  good  intentions.  The 
authorities  made  a  written  request  to  Captain  Glynn  to  take  him  from  the 
islan'I,  but  he  has  no  wish  himself  to  leave ;  on  the  contrary  he  has  repeat- 
edly requested  his  society  to  send  him  an  assistant,  confident  that  then  one 
of  the  mission  could  take  longer  excursions  into  the  country,  artd  even  visit 
the  northern  part  of  the  island,  while  the  other  remained  at  home.  We 
hope  Dr.  Beteiheim  will  be  enabled  to  keep  at  his  post,  until  a  reinforce- 
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ment  anives ;  if  he  should  lea^e  Napa^  it  will  be  doubly  difficult  for  aoh 
other  to  secure  a  footing  there. 

The  Loochooans  seem  to  be  placed  in  a  most  unlucky  position  between 
the  Japanese  and  Chinese  governments,  both  of  which  claim  a  sort  of  pa- 
ternal surveillance  over  them,  (which,  in  the  former,  takes  a  stronger  form 
of  almost  suzerain  authority,)  allowing  the  islanders  a  little  trade  with 
their  respective  ports  of  Fuhchau  and  Kagasima,  by  way  of  return,  and 
interfering  in  almost  everything  which  concerns  them.  The  Japanese  ce-  ' 
qaested  Captain  Glynn  to  keep  away  from  Napa  in  future  and  inform  his 
superior  they  must  send  no  more  vessels  there ;  and  it  is  said  that  Governor 
Su  has  intimated  to  Governor  Bonham  that  his  master  desires  British  men- 
of-war  not  to  go  thei^.  Meanwhile  the  Loochooans  themselves  are  evidently 
afraid  of  their  formidable  visitors,  or  even  to  deport  Dr.  Betelheim  against 
his  will ;  they  would  not  sell  the  Preble  any  supplies,  and  her  captam  re- 
fused to  take  any  unless  he  could  pay  for  them ;  though  on  one  occasion  a 
few  were  received  aboard  ship  during  his  absence,  to  pay  for  which  he  sent 
an  officer  who  left  the  money  on  shore  in  their  hands. 

From  Napa  the  Preble  sailed  for  Nangasacki,  and  made  land  April  17th. 
Her  appearance  was  announced  to  the  authorities  of  that  town  immediately, 
and  a  boat  was  seen  approaching  as  soon  as  she  anchored.     This  unusual 
haste,  as  well  as  the  repeated  mquiries  subsequently  made,  whether  there 
was  not  another  vessel  in  company,  were  not  fully  explained  until  Captain  • 
Glynn  learned  at  Shanghai^  that  the  ship  Natches  had  passed  through  the 
straits  of  Van  Diemen,  only  the  day  before  his  arrival.     A  Japanese  board- 
ing officer,  Moreama  Einaska,  hailed  the  ship  in  English,  to  say  she  must 
anchor  in  a  place  he  pointed  out,  until  the  governors  order  could  be  re- 
ceived ;  but  Captain  Glynn  told  him  that  place  was  unsafe,  as  well  as  his  * 
present  anchorage,  and  he  should  stand  in  until  he  gained  a  safe  berth  inside 
the  harbor.     When  the  ship  had  reached  the  offing  abreast  Happenberg 
island,  the  man  hailed  her,  saying,  ^*  You  may  anchor  where  you  please.^ 
Oo  coming  aboard  when  the  ship  was  first  hailed,  he  inquired  why  the 
Preble  came  to  Japan,  and,  that  question  being  evaded,  he  asked  the  cap- 
tain if  be  received  a  paper.     ^'  No.     One  of  your  boats  came  along  side, 
and  threw  a  bamboo  stick  on  deck,  in  which  was  thrust  a  paper  ;  but  if  it 
was  intended  for  me,  that  is  not  the  proper  manner  to  conununicate  with 
me,  and  I  ordered  it  to  be  thrown  overboard.     Why  do  you  choose  this 
method  for  sending  me  a  letter  V*    In  the  usual  style  of  Japanese  officials, 
after  a  thmg  has  been  done,  the  interpreter  replied,  *^  That  was  right ! 
That  was  ri^t!     But  our  laws  require  that  all  ships  should  be  notified  of 
certain  things.    This  was  a  common  man ;  he  had  his  orders,  as  I  have 
vane,  from  the  chiefs  over  me,  and  you  must  not  blame  him.''    The  paper 
here  alluded  to  contained  the  following  warning  to  ships,  where  they  are  to 
anchor,  and  what  questions  they  are  to  answer,  which  we  copy  verbatim :

UNDER  REPORTER,    [l.  s.] 

After  the  Preble  had  anchored,  a  military  officer  named  Serai  Tatsnosen 
came  on  board  to  learn  her  errand.  His  rank  and  credentials  were  care- 
fully examined  as  a  preliminary  step,  after  which  full  particulars  of  the  nation, 
object  and  character  of  the  ship  were  told  him  through  the  same  interpre- 
ter, Moreama  Einaska,  who  spoke  tolerably  good  English,  but  understood 
only  as  much  as  he  wanted  to.  This  chief  was  told  that  the  commander 
of  the  Preble  came  wilh  instructions  to  bring  away  sixteen  American  seamen, 
cast  upon  the  Japanese  coast;  this  announcement  called  forth  a  series 
of  questions  from  him  about  the  manner  in  which  the  shipwreck  and  number 
of  the  men  was  ascertained,  who  sent  the  Preble  after  them,  &c.,  &c.  Capt. 
Glynn  replied  in  general  terms,  and  endeavored  to  learn  how  long  his  caw^ 
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trymen  had  been  there,  what  treatment  they  had  received,  and  why  two  of 
them  had  died  ;  but  the  interpreter  parried  these  interrogatories  in  a  very 
trifling  manned.  A  promise  was  elicited,  however,  that  he  would  inquire 
of  the  governor,  H.  E.  Edo  Tsokimano,  whether  the  men  would  be  deliver- 
ed up  without  the  delajr  of  referring  to  Yedo.  The  standing  inquiry  was 
made  if  the  ship  was  in  need  of  anything,  but  the  chief  was  told  that  no 
provisions,  fuel  or  water,  could  be  received  unless  the  Japanese  would  re- 
ceive pay,  as  it  was  against  the  laws  of  the  United  States  for  a  national 
vessel  to  receive  anything  in  the  way  of  presents.  He  declined  the  propo- 
sal to  exchange  salutes,  saying  they  were  never  made,  nor  the  compliment 
ever  given  by  either  French  or  English  men-of-war. 

During  the  night  everything  was  quiet  in  the  harbor,  but  on  the  morning 
of  the  19th  a  large  number  of  boats  were  seen  under  the  land,  and  the 
forts  near  the  entrance  of  the  channel  up  to  the  town,  were  manned  with 
more  men.  These  forts  are  even  less  skilfully  built  than  the  Chinese,  the 
walls  consisting  of  small  unhewn  stones,  and  the  guns  placed  at  such  an 
elevation  up  the  hill  that  a  discharge  would  be  sure  to  turn  them  quite  over. 
Their  battlements  were,  however,  turned  to  a  much  more  peaceful  use  than 
to  train  guns  upon  to  drive  away  the  Preble,  for  during  her  stay  many  par- 
ties of  the  people  came  there  to  look  at  her,  as  a  substitute  for  the  prohibi- 
tion to  visit  her. 

A  military  officer,  Matsmora  Shai,  came  olf  to  salute  Captain  Glynn  on 
behalf  of  the  governor.  The  captain  observed  it  was  uncivil,  and  argued 
very  Uttle  confidence  in  his  promise  to  observe  the  regulations  of  the  port, 
to  place  a  cordon  of  armed  boats  around  his  ship,  while  free  intercourse  and 
reciprocal  civility  would  tend  to  a  better  acquaintance  and  mutual  good 
will  between  the  Japanese  and  other  countries.  "  Wh)r  are  American  men- 
of-war  sent  so  far  from  home?"  was  the  rejoinder,  as  if  nothmghad  been 
aid  to  him.  He  was  made  fully  acquainted,  however,  with  the  condition 
of  the  American  navy,  and  the  size,  armament  and  crew  of  the  one  then  in 
port ;  but  the  evasions  made  by  the  interpreter  to  the  queries  put  to  him, 
were  characteristic  of  this  suspicious  people — a  people  among  whom  the 
W'it  of  espionage  and  mutual  responsibility  has  well-nigh  destroyed  every- 
tliing  like  frankness,  truth  and  confidence.  No  one  of  the  officials  on  board 
wemed  to  know  anything  upon  any  other  subject  than  their  master's  mes- 
sage ;  for  though  one  of  them  had  been  at  Yedo,  and  seen  the  Emperor,  he 
could  give  no  idea  of  his  age,  nor  the  distance  there.  One  of  the  surest 
ways  of  succeeding  with  the  Japanese,  is  to  imitate  them  in  this  respect, 
and  convey  to  them  the  impression  that  you  are  obliged  to  carry  out  your 
orders,  and  know  nothing  beside  what  you  are  to  execute.  Before  this  chief 
left,  Captain  Glynn  gave  him  a  letter  to  the  governor,  in  which  he  made  a 
formal  demand  for  the  men,  and  requested  his  excellency  to  inform  them  of 
the  Preble's  arrival. 

The  same  officer  did  not  return  till  the  22d,  and  on  coming  aboard,  after 
salutations  had  passed,  he  was  asked  if  he  had  the  governor's  answer,  to 
which  he  replied,  "  it  would  come  another  time,  not  now."  He  was  toU 
that  neither  a  verbal  answer  nor  a  messenger  would  be  rece  rzi  as  8?,tisfac- 
tory ;  to  which  he  said  that,  according  to  Japanese  usage,  he  rad  come  to 
speak  by  word  of  mouth.  He  was  pressed  to  say  definitely  when  the  men 
would  be  given  up,  and  was  told  that  if  they  were  not  soon  handed  over, 
the  instructions  of  his  superior  would  oblige  Captain  Glynn  to  take  other 
measures,  for  he  must  get  them.     The  necessity  of  referri|igy(g^edo  was 
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constantly  thrown  into  account  for  the  delay  which  might  take  place  before 
they  came  on  board ;  but  when  about  to  leave,  he  said  an  answer  would 
come  from  the  governor  the  next  day,  and  an  intimation  whether  a  refer- 
ence must  be  made  to  Yedo.  An  example  of  the  caution  of  these  officials 
was  exhibited  when  they  were  requested  to  take  a  packet  of  newspapers  to 
Mr.  Levyssohn,  the  opperhoofd  of  Decima,  for  which  they  had  already  ob- 
tained permission,  but  not  to  take  a  letter  with  it ;  they  demurred  a  long 
time,  but  finding  that  the  papers  which  they  felt  bound  to  take,  could  not 
be  carried  away  without  the  letter,  the  chief  at  last  took  upon  himself  the 
immense  responsibility  of  carrying  them  both  ashore.  A  ridiculous  instance 
of  their  duplicity  was  also  shown.  The  captain  was  desirous  of  getting 
some  fossil  coal,  and  when  the  chief  went  over  the  ship,  he  was  purposely 
taken  by  the  forge,  and  asked  if  he  had  any  of  the  substance  ashore  there 
used  to  heat  iron.  "  No  ;  what  a  curious  stone  it  is !"  The  offit-er  wrapped 
a  large  lump  in  a  paper  for  him  to  carry  ashore,  but  he  begged  him  not  to 
rob  the  small  stock  remaining,  and  would  take  only  a  bit  of  the  rare  mine- 
ral, carefully  depositing  it  in  his  sleeve.  We  think  the  fool  must  have 
laughed  in  his  sleeve  at  his  supposed  success  in  making  the  foreigners  think 
the  people  of  Nangasacki  had  no  coal,  when  it  is  their  chief  fuel. 

A  semi-official  reply  was  received  from  Mr.  Levyssohn  in  the  afternoon, 
stating  that  he  had  been  requested  to  translate  the  letter  to  the  governor  of 
Nangasacki,  and  having  been  told  that  special  permission  from  the  court  was 
necessary  before  the  men  could  be  delivered  to  a  man-of-war,  he  had  inti- 
mated the  necessity  of  giving  them  up,  and  had  proposed  to  receive  them 
himself,  after  having  had  an  interview  with  the  commander  of  the  Preble. 
To  this  note  a  reply  was  immediately  made,  expressing  a  hope  that  the  pro- 
posed conference  would  take  place.  Meanwhile  the  cordon  of  guard  boats 
was  increased  and  drawn  nearer  the  ship  ;  torches  were  lighted  m  each  one 
by  night,  placed  in  pans  at  the  end  of  long  poles,  to  observe  if  any  person 
attempted  to  swim  ashore,  and  as  many  preca^utions  were  taken  to  prevent 
intercourse,  as  if  the  vessel  had  had  the  plague. 

On  the  2c]d  Serai  Latsnosen  returned.  He  remarked  that  Mr.  LeTyssohn 
had  had  an  interview  with  the  governor,  and  propased  to  obviate  the  need 
of  referring  to  Yedo,  by  taking  the  men  himself,  and  would  come  aboard 
in  two  days  upon  the  matter.  Captain  Glynn  told  him  this  mode  of  an- 
swering an  offccial  note  was  very  improper,  and  the  commander  of  the  Pre- 
ble could  only  confer  with  the  governor,  and  could  not  be  put  off  and 
delayed  in  this  manner  with  vain  excuses,  concluding  his  reply  by  asking, 
*  Am  I  to  get  thi-  men?"  "  This  cannot  be.  Why  not  stay  a  few  iays? 
You  will  get  the  men,  /  think.^'  This  last  phrase  formed  a  part  of.  almost 
every  remark  of  the  interpreter,  ami  when  questioned  if  the  men  would 
come  aboard  in  two  da^s,  he  said  again,  *^  I  cannot  say  how  long  it  will  be, 
I  think  you  will  get  your  sailors.  Some  little  hesitancy  was  exhibited 
by  the  Japanese  oHScials,  before  they  remarked  that  Captain  Glynn  could 
not  see  Mr.  Levyssohn,  for  he  was  ill ;  and  that  it  was  necessary  for  the 
governor  to  get  permission  from  Yedo,  before  giving  up  the  men.  Upon 
receiving  this  answer,  the  commander  of  the  Preble  sternly  told  the  chief, 
that  is  enough ;  the  ship  can  stay  at  Nangasacki  no  longer ;  its  commander 
has  business  only  with  the  governor  of  that  city,  and  knows  nothing  of  the 
Dutch  factory  in  this  business,  and  he  will  get  under  wei^h  in  a  few  hourSi 
and  have  to  report  his  reception  to  his  superior,  and  to  his  own  government 
which  had  sent  him  there,  and  well  knew  how  to  reoover4ts  citizens,  and 
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had  the  power  to  do  so.  Hearing  this  decided  language,  the  chief  seemed 
to  lose  his  imperturbable  nonchalance,  and  said  he  would  exert  all  his  influ- 
ence to  get  the  men  soon,  adding,  "  I  think  you  may  expect  it, " 

"  Stop  !  You  have  had  time  enough  to  think,  and  FU  do  the  thinking  now," 
replied  the  captain ;  "  do  you  promise  me  now,  that  the  men  shall  be  deliv- 
ered up  in  three  days  from  this,  for  I  will  stay  no  longer  V*  Thus  pressed, 
the  governor's  messenger  promised  that  in  three  days  they  should  be  handed 
over  to  the  American  commander,  whereupon  the  parties  shook  hands.  The 
chief  afterwards  walked  over  the  vessel,  inspected  the  crews  at  general 
quarters,  &c.,  and  then  took  his  leave. 

On  the  25th,  the  chief  Matsmora  Schal  returned,  and  on  taking  his  seat, 
remarked  that  Mr.  Levyssohu  being  too  sick  to  come  off,  had  sent  a  sub- 
stitute, who  was  in  the  boat  alongside,  and  he  wished  to  know  if  he  might 
come  on  board.  Captain  Glynn  directed  the  officer  to  go  to  the  gangway, 
and  invite  him  to  come  up,  but  Moreama,  the  interpreter,  interfered,  and 
«aid  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  give  him  permission  to  do  so.  This  gen- 
tleman, Mr.  Bassle,  brought  a  letter  from  Mr.  Levyssohn,  offering  a  quan- 
tity of  provisions,  which  Captain  Glynn  was  of  course  compelled  to  decline, 
as  he  had  already  told  the  authorities  he  must  pay  for  what  he  took.  Mr. 
B.  also  brought  some  Japanese  official  documents  in  Dutch,  with  four  sig- 
natures and  seals  attached  to  them,  which  he  orally  translated. 

One  of  them  was  an  informal  reply  from  the  governor,  through  the  op- 
perhoofd,  in  which,  after  reciting  the  names  of  the  sailors,  he  says  it  has 
been  represented  at  court  that  the  men  were  to  be  sent  away  by  the  next 
Butch  ship,  and  are  now  handed  over  to  the  superintendent,  to  be  surren* 
dered  to  the  American  man-of-war :  but  though  they  (the  sailors)  reported 
-that  their  ship  was  wrecked,  yet  the  law  of  Japan  strictly  forbids  any  per- 
son voluntarily  approaching  its  shore  ;  and  as  it  is  plain  that  long  voyages 
cannot  be  taken  in  boats,  in  future,  persons  coming  ashore  in  this  manner 
will  be  examined.  The  governor  adds  that  these  men  were  provided  for, 
and  yet,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  broke  out  of  their  residence 
several  times  and  escaped  into  the  country,  but  were  recaptured  and  par- 
don granted  to  them ;  and  concludes  by  requesting  the  superintendent  to 
inform  the  American  commander  that  whalers  from  his  country  are  not  to 
resort  to  the  Japanese  seas,  as  the  present  case  and  one  in  1847  show 
that  they  are  becoming  more  numerous. 

The  other  paper  seemed  to  be  a  report  of  their  guard,  and  contained  a 
notice  of  the  arrival  near  the  island  of  Lisili,  belonging  to  Yesso,  within 
the  prmcipality  of  Matsmai,  of  fifteen  North  American  whalers,  who  asked 
for  assistance  and  had  a  residence  given  them.  It  then  detailed  the  several 
occasions  on  which  these  men  had  broken  out  of  their  "  residence,**  and 
been  retaken,  and  been  forgiven  after  they  had  asked  pardon  ;  they  were 
instructed  to  behave  properly,  and  promised  to  obey  the  warning.  Their 
repeated  attempts  to  break  out  compelled  the  Japanese  authorities  tci  take 
them  away  from  the  temple  and  put  them  in  prison,  though  not  only  they 
themselves  promised  to  be  quiet,  but  the  Dutch  superintendent  had  cau- 
tioned them  to  remain  easy  until  they  were  liberated.  After  reciting  the 
time,  nature,  and  result  of  the  diseases  each  one  had  suffered,  it  concluded 
with  saying  that  their  incarceration  was  wholly  owing  to  their  own  restive- 
Hess.  Soon  after  the  reading  of  these  documents,  and  their  delivery  to 
Captain  Glynn,  the  party  left  the  ship. 
A  new  visitor,  Hagewara  Matasak,  came  on  the  26th,  with  Moreamap  to 
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announce  to  Captain  Glynn  that  the  men  would  be  given  up  according  to- 
promise^  and  inquiring,  with  some  earnestness,  if  he  would  then  sail.  The 
positive  assurance  that  this  would  be  done,  seemed  to  relieve  him  vastly ; 
and  he  then  proceeded  to  say  that  Captain  Glynn's  request  to  visit  Mr. 
Levyssohn  on  shore  had  been  communicated  to  the  governor,  who  had  re- 
fused to  grant  permission,  as  it  was  against  the  laws  of  Japan.  He  was 
told  that  this  was  enough  ;  and  the  question  was  then  asked  if  the  laws  of 
Japan  were  in  a  book  ?  "  No,  no,  not  so  ;  the  French  and  Dutch  put  their 
laws  in  books,  but  our  governor  gives  us  the  law.'*  "  Did  your  governor 
give  you  the  law  prohibiting  foreigners  visiting  the  Dutch  factory  at  Deci- 
ma,  or  did  the  Emperor  make  it  f"  asked  Captain  Glynn.  He  was  told 
that  this  was  an  imperial  regulation ;  and  when  a  copy  of  Ingersoll's  Di- 
gest of  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  was  offered  to  him  for  his  acceptance, 
he  again  quoted  law  to  decline  taking  it.  The  number  and  object  of  Amer- 
ican vessels  which  yearly  resorted  to  the  Japanese  waters  was  then  stated^ 
and  on  this  subject  the  chief  was  evidently  interested. 

After  this  conversation,  a  boat  bearing  the  Netherlands'  flag  came  along- 
side, and  Mr.  Bassle  and  another  gentleman  came  on  board,  bring^g  some 
papers  in  Dutch,  signed  by  the  four  head  Japanese  interpreters,  which  Mr. 
n.  orally  translated.  One  of  them  contained  an  extract  from  the  laws  ta 
the  following  effect : 

"When  shipwrecked  foreigners  have  no  means  of  returning  home,  they 
are  allowed  to  sojourn,  and  their  wants  are  provided  for  ;  ana  oi)  their  ar- 
rival here  they  are  to  be  sent  back  to  their  country  by  the  Dutch  superin- 
tendent, which  is  thus  fixed  by  the  law.  This  being  duly  considered,  it  is 
accordingly  not  allowed  in  future  to  land  in  the  Japanese  empire/' 

Shortly  after  this,  the  Japanese  officers  and  the  whole  party  took  their 
leave,  and  the  boat  containing  the  shipwrecked  mariners  came  alongside, 
and  they  on  deck.  Their  names  were  Robert  McCoy,  of  Philadelphia ; 
John  Bull,  of  Kempville,  New  York  ;  Jacob  Boyd,  of  Springfield,  New- 
Jersey  ;  John  Martin,  of  Rochester,  New  York;  John  Waters,  of  Oahu; 
and  Melchar  Biffar,  of  New  York,  Americans ;  Harry  Barker,  James  Hall, 
Manna,  Mokea,  Steam,  Jack,  and  Hiram,  Hawaiians ;  all  formerly  belong- 
ing to  the  ship  Ladoga  ;  and  Ranald  McDonald,  of  Astoria,  belonging  to 
the  ship  Plymouth.  The  cunning  of  the  Japanese  in  deferring  the  delivery 
until  they  had  finished  all  their  own  conferences,  and  placed  themselves  in 
security  aboard  thei/  own  boats,  was  very  evident,  as  thereby  all  charges 
brought  by  their  misused  prisoners  would  fall  harmless  upon  them.  They 
may  have  been  conscious  that  a  conference  upon  the  deck  of  the  Prebfe 
might  be  unpleasant,  and  they  placed  at  a  disadvantageous  equality  with 
those  whom  they  had  so  badly  treated. 

The  narrative  of  the  imprisonment  of  these  unhappy  mariners  shows  the 
cruelty  of  the  Japanese  government,  and  the  necessity  of  making  some  ar- 
rangement with  it,  involving  the  better  usage  of  those  who  are  cast  upon 
its  shores.  The  men  told  their  story  to  Captain  Glynn  in  a  straightfor- 
ward manner,  which  carried  conviction  with  it ;  and  we  are  happy  in  being 
able  to  furnish  the  following  account  compiled  from  their  depositions. 

It  appears  that  the  men  froih  the  Ladoga  deserted  her  on  account  of  ill- 
usage,  and  went  off  in  three  boats  about  June  5,  18^48,  near  the  straits  of 
Sangar.  They  cruised  along  the  coast  of  Yesso,  and  landed  to  get  food 
and  water;  but  being  refused,  put  to  sea  and  landed  again  about  three 
miles  north,  where  the  villagers  built  them  three  mat  sheds,  and  supplied 
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them  Tri th  food.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  an  officer  inquired  why  thej 
had  come  there,  and  gave  them  permission  to  stay  till  a  northerly  wind 
blew  to  carry  them  away  ;  and  meanwhile  ordered  a  calico  screen  to  be  put 
up,  and  guards  posted,  to  prevent  them  going  into  or  seeing  the  adjoinmg 
country.  These  soldiers  were  armed  with  swords  and  matchlocks,  and 
their  superiors  were  cased  in  mail  and  japanned  helmets  or  hats  made  of 
paper,  and  resembling  broad-brimmed  Quaker  hats ;  the  men  carried  the 
match  for  their  match-locks  at  their  waist. 

The  shipwrecked  sailors  were  supplied  with  about  one  hundred  and  sixty 
pounds  of  rice  and  some  fire-wood.  On  the  next  morning  they  put  to  sea 
agam,  pulling  and  sailing  down  the  coast,  everywhere  perceiving;  that  the 
country  was  aroused,  and  keeping  off  until  they  were  invited  ashore  by  a 
boat  from  a  village  near  where  they  had  first  landed ;  here  they  found  three 
mat  enclosures  run  up  for  their  reception,  since  they  came  in  sight,  and 
were  told  they  could  stay  there  till  the  wind  became  fair.  On  the  after- 
noon of  the  9th,  on  attempting  to  go  on  board  their  boats,  they  found  they 
were  prisoners,  and  the  reasons  assigned  for  detaining  them  were  that  an 
officer  wished  to  speak  with  them,  and  that  their  boats  were  so  frail  and 
small  they  would  all  perish,  but  that  in  twenty  days  a  larger  vessel  would 
be  furnished  them.  Their  luggage  was  all  brought  ashore  and  ticketed, 
and  placed  within  a  house  in  the  village.  Five  days  after  they  were  a^ain 
removed  to  a  prison,  and  so  ridiculously  afraid  were  the  Japanf^se  of  foreign- 
ers looking  at  their  possessions,  that  these  fifteen  unarmed  sailors  w^re 
conducted  to  their  lodging  through  a  file  of  armed  soldiers,  lining  both 
sides  of  the  street. 

Here  the  men  remained  quiet  till  the  twenty  days  were  up,  constantly  ia 
charge  of  a  guard,  and  restrained  from  walking  about ;  at  which  time  they 
were  told  na  vessel  would  be  ready  until  twenty  days  more  had  elapsed. 
At  the  expiration  of  this  second  period  they  were  informed  that  they  would 
not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  place  until  January,  and  their  application  to  be 
permitted  to  depart  in  their  own  boats  was  ref\ised.  Finding  that  no  de- 
pendence could  be  placed  in  the  assertions  of  the  Japanese,  McCoy  and 
Bull  made  their  escape  from  the  prison,  intending,  if  possible,  to  reach  the 
coast  and  get  to  sea  in  a  boat ;  but  they  were  captured  in  the  first  village 
they  approached  to  ask  for  food,  and  taken  back  to  their  comrades.  A 
vhile  after  their  return,  on  the  occurrence  of  a  quarrel,  the  guard  nailed 
Bull  into  a  grated  crib,  by  himself,  for  ten  days.  The  cage  was  too  low 
for  him  to  stand  up,  and  when  he  halloed  to  his  comrades,  violating  the 
'orders  of  his  keepers  not  to  speak,  he  was  jammed  at  with  a  stick,  to  com- 
pel^im  to  be  quiet;  for  four  days  out  of  these  ten  he  was  unable  to  eat. 

While  he  was  in  this  cage,  McCoy  and  Martin  made  their  escape,  but 
were  soon  arrested  on  the  coast,  though  not  before  McCoy  had  swam  out  a 
distance  from  the  shore ;  they  were  both  put  in  a  crib  or  cage  by  themselves,, 
after  they  were  brought  back,  and  Bull  added  to  their  company.  Here 
they  remained  twenty-five  days,  fed  through  a  hole  just  large  enough  ta 
admit  a  cup.  Martin  was  taken  out  once,  after  some  high  words  had  passed 
between  him  and  the  others,  and  throwA  on  the  ground ;  standing  on  him, 
the  Japanese  bound  his  arms,  and  then  raised  him  up  and  secured  him  to  a 
post,  where  they  beat  him  with  the  bight  of  a  rope,  over  his  face  and  head ; 
^r  which  he  was  returned  to  his  cage,  at  the  intercession  of  his  incensed 
companions,  who  endeavored  to  break  out. 
About  the  16th  «f  Auirust,  the  men  were  all  removed  on  board  a  junk» 
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the  three  just  mentioned  being  put  into  a  cage  between  decks,  only  five 
feet  high,  six  feet  long,  and  four  feet  broad ;  the  other  twel%^e   men  were 
stowed  in  a  seeond  cage,  twelve  by  ten  feet  square,  and  high   enough  to 
stand  up  in.     In  these  cribs  they  were  kept  during  the  passage   to  Nan^a- 
sacki,  where  they  arrived  about  September  1st.     Tliey  made  every  objection 
to  going  ashore,  and  asked  for  their  own  boats,  that  they  might  try  to  ceach 
China  in  them.    Moreama,  the  government  interpreter,  among  other  false- 
hoods, told  them  they  should  be  carefully  taken  care  of  ashore,  and  in  six 
weeks  forwarded  to  Batavia  in  the  Dutch  ship.     One  could  have  a  little 
more  patience  with  a  people  like  the  Japanese,  if,  to  their  cruelty  in  carry- 
ing out  regulations  which  they  suppose  necessary  for  their  national  safety, 
they  did  not  add  such  gratuitous  mendacity,  to  delude  the  unfortunates  in 
their  power.     The  men  were  questioned  on  board  the  junk,  and  then  car- 
ried to  the  "  town-house  of  Nangasacki,"  as  they  call  it,  in  cago  or  chairs. 
As  each  man  entered  the  door,  he  was  compelled  to  step  on  a  crucifix  in 
the  ground,  and  if  he  showed  any  dislike  to  tread  on  the  sacred  emblem,  a 
Japanese  attendant  on  each  side  pulled  him  back  or  lifted  him  up  until 
both  feet  had  rested  on  it.     McCoy  was  told  that  if  any  of  the  men  had 
refused  to  go  through  this  ceremony,  he  would  have  been  put  into  an  iron 
house,  from  which  death  would  be  his  only  exit.     Boyd  was  ])ulled  from 
•one  side  to  the  other,  as  he  showed  some  dexterity  in  dodging  it,  until  he 
was  forcibly  fixed  by  his  guani  upon  it.    When  in  the  town-house  they 
were  made  to  squat  down,  and  shortly  a  hissing  sotmd  announced  the 
governor's  approach.    They  told  him  in  brief  they  were  shipwrecked  Amer- 
icans; but  as  it  was  now  dark,  the  examination  soon  closed,  and  they  were 
carried  to  a  temple,  about  a  mile  from  the  town,  where  they  were  lodged 
in  a  room  surrounded  by  a  fence  thirty  feet  high,  beyond  which  was  a  wall 
•eight  or  ten  feet  high;  their  guard  lodged  under  the  same  roof,  separated 
from  them  by  a  grating.    These  accommodations  were  not  so  bad  and  strait 
'as  the  cages  and  junk.     In  a  day  or  two  they  were  all  again  carried  to  (be 
town-house,  and  questioned  more  minutely ;  but  McCoy  and  Boyd  had  by 
this  time  learned  enough  of  the  Japanese  language  to  know  that  the  inter- 
pretations of  Moreama  were  very  mcorrect.    Partly  on  this  account,  per- 
haps, the  examination  was  again  put  off  to  the  morrow,  at  which  time  the 
opperhoofd  from    Decima  was  present.     *'He  asked  us,"  says  McCoy, 
"what  was  our  object  in  coming  into  the  Japan  seas?    We  told  him  we 
came  in  pursuit  of  whales.     He  then  asked  us  if  we  came  in  pursuit  of  anj 
other  kind  of  fish;  if  whaling  was  our  only  object;  and  if  we  did  not  also 
'Come  to  spy  out  the  country?    We  told  him,  no,  we  only  came  for  wl^les. 
He  asked  us  if  we  ate  the  whales;  to  which  we  replied,  we  made  oil  of 
them,  &c.,  with  more  such  conversation,  after  which  we  were  carried  back 
to  our  prison." 

The  suspicious  rulers,  having  no  truth  in  themselves,  were  not  satisfied 
with  the  superintendent's  examination,  and  next  day  (September  6th)  this 
testimony  was  all  gone  over  again,  and  after  it  concluded  Moreama  told  ^ 
them  he  doubted  not  they  were  spies,  and  came  for  no  other  purpose  than 
to  examine  the  country.  The  Dutch  superintendent  kindly  sent  them  some 
coffee,  sugar,  gin,  and  wine,  and  a  piece  of  long-cloths  for  Bull  to  make 
himself  clothes.  After  six  weeks  had  elapsed,  he  sent  a  letter  to  them, 
stating  that  permission  had  not  yet  come  from  Yedo,  but  that  the  Dutch 
ship  would  tarry  twenty-five,  days  outside  of  the  harbor;  he  also  wisely 
4»utioned  them  against  quarrelling,  adding  that  such  unrijily  conduct  would 
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onlj  aggravate  their  condition.  In  their  reply  to  this  note,  the  dispirited- 
seamen  expressed  themselves  as  in  a  wretched  condition,  and  begged  him. 
to  make  kitown  their  case  to  some  Anierican  consul,  if  perchance  thereby 
a  man-of-war  might  be  sent  to  their  relief. 

Seemg  i\o  release  come,  the  im[)atient  McCo3r  escaped  from  his  prison  by 
tearing  off  the  boards  from  ih*i  fence  and  climbing  the  wall,  in  the  vain 
hope  of  getting  aboard  the  Dutch  ship,  lying  off  the  harbor,  before  she 
sailed,    fie  travelled  all  night  and  hid  himself  in  the  hills  during  the  next 
day  till  four  p.  m.,  when  he  at  length  made  for  the  beach — a  rain  storm 
indudng  him  to  hope  the  coast  was  clear — but  he  was  retaken  and  carried 
back  in  a  cago  to  his  old  quarters  and  questioned  as  to  his  designs  in  escap- 
ing, and  his  object  in  spying  out  the  land.     He  was  put  in  stocks  and  tied 
to  the  grating  during  the  night,  and  the  next  day  carried  to  the  town-house 
to  undergo  another  examination,  where  the  question  as  to  his  being  a  spy 
was  agam  asked,  though  he  told  his  keepers  his  only  desire  was  to  get 
aboardof  the  Dutch  ship.     He  was  taken  thence  to  the  common  prison  in 
the  heart  of  the  town — once  the  site  of  a  church — ^^and  kept  there  by  him- 
self about   three  weeks.    McCoy  had,  by  this  time,  acquired   so  much 
knowledge  of  Japanese  as  to  be  able  to  talk  with  the  people  and  his  guard 
on  the  most  common  subjects  ;  but  they  were  too  carefully  watched  them- 
selves to  be  free  to  tell  mm  anything  of  importance.    At  the  end  of  three 
weeks,  thinking  the  Dutch  ship  had  sailed,  he  despaired  of  ever  getting 
away,  and  refused  to  take  food.     His  ^ard  told  him  he  must  eat,  wr  that 
doubtless  the  emperor  would  give  permission  when  he  ''  thought  good"  for 
them  to  depart ;  and  the  governor  himself  sent  an  officer  to  inquire  the 
reason  of  his  abstinence.     On  the  fourth  day  (November  16th)  he  was 
taken  to  the  town-house  in  a  cago^  rather  faint  from  his  lon^  fast,  where 
he  again  saw  his  companions,  and  met  Mr.  Levyssohn.    This  gentleman 
informed  them  all  that  permission  for  their  departure  had  not  yet  come,  and 
that  the  ship  had  already  waited  five  days  beyond  the  twenty-five.     He 
added  that  he  had  written  to  the  American  consul  at  Batavia,  and  endea- 
vored to  cheer  up  the  spirits  of  the  disheartened  men  by  telling  them  they 
were  not  among  savages,  and  that  there  was  no  cause  for  fear,  even  if  the 
release  was  long  deferred.     He  also  obtained  a  promise  from  the  Japanese,^ 
that  if  McCoy  behaved  quietly  he  should  be  restored   to  his  shipmates ; 
which  was  done  four  days  after. 

AAer  a  month's  detention  another  escape  was  planned  by  burning  through 
the  floor  of  their  room,  and  digging  under  the  board  fence,  but  only  McCoy,, 
Boyd  and  Bull  got  out,  when  the  ?uard  heard  the  noise  and  stopped  the 
rest.  These  three  made  for  the  thicLets  behind  the  town,  and  directed  their 
course  south-westerly  to  the  sea  shore,  which  they  reached  about  two 
o'clock;  but  the  barking  of  a  dog  turned  them  from  their  course,  so  that 
daylight  surprised  them  before  they  could  reach  some  boats  they  saw  in  & 
distant  cove.  Hiding  themselves  in  the  bushes  during  the  day,  they  started 
the  next  evening  for  the  sea-side,  but  hunger  compelled  them  to  ask  a  peas- 
ant lor  food ;  he  kindly  invited  them  to  come  into  his  hut  and  eat,  and 
straightway  went  for  the  police,  who  arrested  and  pinioned  the  fugitives 
while  at  table,  and  returned  them  to  the  temple  after  an  absence  of  twenty- 
four  hours.  Here  their  arms  were  tied  up  behind  their  backs  so  tight  and 
high,  that  when  the  cords  were  removed,  after  four  hours  suffering,  the  poor 
fellows  could  not  let  their  hands  down  without  assistance.  As  a  further 
punishment  for  their  restlessness  they  were  fettered  in  large  stocks^  McCcw'a 
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being  much  the  heaviest,  (about  300  lbs.,)  and  laid  in  the  outer  jard  during 
Hie  night ;  in  the  morning,  wet  with  dew  and  stiff  from  their  constraint, 
they  and  all  their  companions  were  carried  to  the  town-house.  While  pro- 
ceeding thither,  they  imprecated  the  vengeance  of  their  country  upon  their 
tormentors,  who  tauntingly  replied,  "  ft  any  officers  from  your  cotmtry 
come  here,  we'll  serve  them  as  we  did  the  American  commodore  I^t  year, 
who  was  knocked  down  at  Yedo  by  a  soldier.  If  the  Americans  took  no 
notice  of  that,  why  should  they  look  after  you,  who  are  only  poor  sailors  ? 
You  are  here  now  and  can't  help  yourselves.  If  their  ships  come  here,  our 
priests  will  blow  them  to  pieces.* 

At  the  examination,  the  governor  remarked  he  was  now  more  convinced 
than  ever  that  they  were  spies  by  these  repeated^attempts  to  escape ;  and  in 
order  to  secure  them  from  injuring  themselves,  and   save   himself  from 
anxiety  by  their  trying  to  get  out,  he  sent  them  all  to  prison,  confining  them 
in  two  small  cages,  which  were  enclosed  in  a  larger  one.     McCoy,  Boyd 
and  Martin  were  kept  in  one  eighteen  bv  eight  fe^t,  and  the  rest  in  another 
eighteen  by  twelve  feet  square ;  both  of  them  offensive,  full  of  vermin  and  open 
to  the  weather,  and  to  be  entered  only  by  crawling  in.     The  only  furniture 
in  them  were  lousy  mats  and  a  small  wash-stand.     The  next  night  (Decem- 
ber 17th,)  Maury,  one  of  the  Hawaiians,  hung  himself  in  his  cage,  evidently 
by  design,  and  not  from  aberration  of  mind.     His  corpse  was  put  into  a 
square  box  and  buried  in  the  Dutch  burying-ground ;  and  when  his  com- 
rades asked  permission  to  accomi)any  the  body  to  its  burial,  their  request 
was  scofBngly  rejected ;  (hough  in  the  official  report  handed  to  Captain 
Glynn,  it  is  asserted  that  the  men  themselves  buried  him.    In  view  of  the 
increased  sufferings  brought  upon  them  all,  the  spirited  attempts  of  McCoy 
and  his  shipmates  to  break  loose  were  blameable,  especially  too,  after  one 
experiment  had  convinced  them  of  the  hopelessness  of  ultimate  Tescape  from 
the  country.     The  fate  of  an  American  sailor  belonging  to  a  ship- wrecked 
company  two  years  before,  who  had  been  cut  down  when  resisting  the 
police,  and  died  of  his  wounds  from  cruel  neglect,  should  also  have  served 
as  a  warning,  and  was,  perhaps,  told  th«m  with  that  object.     Though  here 
at  liberty,  we  are  not  going  to  judge  the  conduct  of  these  imprisoned  men 
in  their  natural  desii*es  and  attempts  to  be  free,  very  strictly. 

It  was  now  becoming  cold,  and  though  the  snow  and  rain  beat  into  the 
cages,  no  bedding,  not  even  their  own  clothes,  were  given  the  wretched 
men ;  even  their  entreaties  for  covermg  of  some  sort  for  Ezra  Groldthwait, 
who  was  taken  ill  about  Christmas,  were  refused.  This  man  had  been 
quite  well  hitherto ;  he  became  delirious  on  the  third  day,  with  such  symp- 
toms of  swelled  and  cracked  tongue,  pain  in  the  stomach  and  frothing  at 
the  mouth,  that  his  companions  in  misery  were  sure  he  had  been  poisoned. 
His  only  protection  was  a  thin  shirt  and  trowsers,  but  though  the  snow  beat 
upon  him  as  he  lay  on  a  quilt  in  his  cage,  his  cruel  keepers  refused  to  return 
him  his  own  blanket  till  three  days  before  he  died,  when  he  had  been  sick 
three  weeks.  A  physician  came  every  day,  whose  prescriptions  rather 
increased  his  malady.  This  poor  man  had  smuggled  a  Bible  into  his  cage, 
which  he  requested  Martin  to  return  to  his  relatives  in  Salem,  Massachusetts. 
He  died  24th  January,  the  Japanese  new-year,  and  was  buried  next  day, 
his  keepers  ridiculing  the  others  for  asking  permission  to  attend  the  funeral, 
just  as  they  did  when  Maury  was  buried.  Wot  long  after  his  death,  Wal- 
ters was  attacked  in  the  same  manner,  but  recovered  as  soon  as  his  com- 
panions refused  to  give  him  the  doctor's  prescriptions.    Hi^  guards  told  hiia 
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idiile  he  waa  sick  tliat  his  co^  was  made,  the  grare  dug,  and  the  daj 
appointed  when  they  were  to  bury  him. 

Their  food  during  this  time  was  rioe  and  sweet  potatoes  for  breakfast, 
rice  and  now  and  then  a  treat  of  three  or  four  ounces  of  fish  for  dimier, 
and  rice  with  boiled  seaweed  for  supper;  tea  was  furnished  for  drink. 
There  was  little  to  break  the  monotony  of  their  irksome  captivity.  They 
<:wM  not  read  the  Bible^  lest  it  should  be  taken  away  from  them;  and  they 
had  no  other  books,  nor  any  means  of  amusement*  A  Japanese  culprit 
was  decaptated  near  their  case  one  day,  but  as  only  one  could  look  out  of 
tbe  hole  at  a  time,  McCoy  alone  saw  a  lad  running  by  the  door  with  a 
head  in  his  hand;  the  guards  to  scare  them  intimated  strongly  that  such 
might  be  their  own  fate^  but  Martin  says  he  cared  very  little  about  the 
threat.  Mc:Coy  did  most  of  the  talking,  and  had  become  rather  intimate 
with  one  of  the  guards,  who,  as  a  great  secret,  told  him  there  was  another 
American  in  prison  in  Nangasacki.  He  also  learned  from  the  same  source . 
the  existeoce  of  the  war  between  his  own  eountry  and  Mexico. 

The  day  of  their  deliverance  was  now  approaching,  the  letter  sent  by 
the  Dutch  ship  having  reached  its  destination,  and  accomplished  its  purpose. 
On  the  evfsning  of  April  17th  they  heard  a  single  distant  gun,  and  soon 
after  one  of  the  guard  told  McCoy,  under  a  charge  of  secrecy,  he  was  sure 
it  indicated  the  approach  of  a  vessel ;  and  if  so,  tb^y  would  soon  hear  others 
from  die  forts  to  alarm  the  country  and  put  the  people  on  their  guard — ^which 
they  actually  did  while  yet  conversing*  His  shipmates  commenced  cheering, 
hot  by  request  of  his  good-natured  informant,  McCoy  asked  them  to  be 
^iiet,  lest  suspicion  should  be  aroused.  In  the  evening  he  overheard  the 
guard  cautioned  by  their  superiors  not  to  tell  the  p^'isoners  a  ship  had  com^ 
zfid  in  the  morning  when  he  asked  a  relief  guard  what  was  the  occasion  of 
the  firing,  he  was  told  they  were  scaling  the  guns.  His  friend  coming  on 
the  guard  on  the  21st,  McCoy  learned  it  was  an  American  ship-of-war 
<ouQe  for  them,  but  his  informant  added  that  her  captain  must  wait  until  an 
answer  was  received  from  Yedo  before  bis  countrymen  could  be  given  up 
to  him,  which  would  delay  him  between  forty  and  fifty  days,  as  the  governor 
had  ne  power  to  deliver  them  up  without  express  permission. 

On  the  24th,  the  day  after  Serai  Tatsnosen  had  promised  Captain  Glynn,, 
several  h^h  oiikers  came  to  the  prison,  and  Moreama  informed  the  men  that 
in  two  days  they  would  be  taken  to  the  town-house,  and  thence  sent  to 
Decima  to  be  delivered  over  to  the  Dutch  superintendent,  for  the  purpose 
of  bein^  transferred  to  the  ship  which  had  c-ome  for  them;  and  ne  then 
leqmred  them  to  give  him  all  their  clothes  and  bedding.  Accordingly,  on 
the  26th,  they  were  all  carried  to  the  town-house  in  cago,  where  they  met 
McDonald,  and  saw  the  new  governor,  who  had  arrived  at  Nangasacki  since 
the  ship. 

Ranald  McDonald,  the  other  sailor  delivered  up,  was  from  the  whaler 
Plymouth,  Edwards,  of  Sag  Harbor,  who,  in  a  spirit  of  adventure,  left  the 
ship  according  to  a  previous  arrangement  with  his  captain  in  a  small  boat, 
intending  to  cruise  suong  the  Japanese  coast,  or  cast  himself  ashore,  as  the 
winds  or  opportunity  might  favor.  His  boat  was  so  contrived  that  he 
-could  capsize  it  himself,  and  an  experiment  he  made  the  next  day  near  a 
reef  proved  that  it  could  be  done  without  danger  in  smooth  water.  He 
first  landed  on  an  uninhabited  island,  which  he  examined  throughout  in, 
hopes  of  finding  traces  of  human  beings;  but  seeing  none  he  left  it  for  the 
laiger  idand  of  Timoshe  or  Dessi,  about  ten  miles  distant;  whenaboutyhalf 
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way  over,  he  capsized  his  boat  and  righted  her,  and  then  coasted  along  the 
shore  till  night.  The  next  morning  he  saw  some  fishermep«  who  approached 
as  he  beckoned  to  them,  and  into  whose  boat  he  jumped,  holding  the  painter 
of  his  own  boat  and  making  signs  to  go  ashore.  On  landing  (July  2d, 
1848,)  they  put  sandals  on  his  feet,  and  gently  took  him  to  a  house  where 
a  meal  was  provided  for  him  and  a  suit  of  dry  clothes.  He  remained  with 
these  people  eight  days,  but  poor  as  they  were  and  kindly  disposed,  they 
were  under  too  much  fear  of  their  rulers  to  harbor  him  without  permission, 
or  keep  him  without  reporting  him;  and  accordingly,  at  the  end  of  this* 
period,  four  officers  from  Soya  arrived  at  the  house,  who  carried  him  to  the 
capital  of  the  island,  situated  on  the  seashore  in  a  northwesterly  direction, 
and  there  confined  him.  His  narrow  quarters  were  enlarged  at  hi^ 
remonstrance,  and  he  had  passed  a  month  here  quietly^  when  a  higher  officer 
arrived  to  take  him  to  a  town  called  Soya,  on  the  island  of  Yesso,  about 
twenty-five  miles  distant. 

Here  he  remained  in  confinement  a  fortnight,  waiting  for  a  junk  to  take 
him  to  Matsmai,  where  he  arrived  September  6th,  after  a  passage  of  fifteen 
days,  including  stoppages.  He  was  allowed  to  walk  about  the  vessePs- 
quarter  deck,  but  forbidden  to  hold  communication  with  the  men  or  go 
ashore.  We  cannot  find  any  of  the  islands  or  towns  mentioned  by  McDon-  • 
aid  on  our  maps,  but  the  length  of  time  employed  in  the  passage  to  Mats- 
mai leads  us  to  suppose  them  to  be  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Yesso. 
Though  confined,  he  was  treated  kindly  at  Matsmai — clothed  in  a  Japanese 
dress,  and  all  his  wants  supplied,  witn  the  addition  of  even  a  few  luxuries. 
Among  other  things  he  was  furnished  with  a  rude  wooden  spoon,  cut  out 
and  left  behind  by  one  of  the  crew  of  the  Ladoga,  who  he  was  told  had 
attempted  to  escape.  He  left  Matsmai,  October  1st,  and  reached  Nangasacki 
the  17th,  where  he  was  provided  with  a  lodging  in  a  temple. 

On  going  ashore  at  Nangasacki  be  was  carried  to  the  towa-hoose ;  but  be- 
fore going  in  Moreama  instructed  him  how  to  behave  when  in  presence  of 
the  governor,  and  ord{>red  him  to  step  on  an  image  in  front  of  the  first 
door,  which  he  said  was  the  ''devil  of  Japan."  This  plate,  about  a  foot 
wide,  was,  as  well  as  he  could  see,  a  rude  picture  of  the  Virgin  and  child,, 
but  the  crowd  pressing  in  prevented  him  examining  it  closely.  He  was 
compelled  to  kneel  in  court,  and  soon  a  hissin'g  announced  the  ^ovemor^ 
to  whom  he  was  obliged  to  make  the  Japanese  salutation — bendmg  down 
so  as  not  to  look  in  his  face.  On  being  asked  his  place  of  residence,  he 
told  them  Oregon,  New  York,  and  Canada,  in  hopes  to  be  delivered  to  the- 
first  American  or  English  man-of-war  which  misht  come,  and  thus  be  the 
means  of  restoring  the  other  men  to  liberty,  who  for  their  restlessness  he 
thought  would  be  jcept  prisoners  for  life.  Many  other  questions  were  asked 
him,  and  among  others  if  he  believed  there  was  a  God  in  heaven.  He  said 
'<  Yes,  I  believe  in  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ."  He  was  taken  away  in  a  cago  to  the  quarters  pro- 
vided for  him,  where  he  remained  over  six  months  until  the  Preble's  ar- 
rival. 

He  was  twice  taken  to  the  town-house  to  be  questioned,  and  also  often 
examined  in  his  room.  On  asking  for  his  Bible  and  other  books,  his  keeper- 
told  him  angrily,  "Don't  speak  of  the  Bible  in  Japan — ^it  is  not  a  good* 
book."  Mrl)onald  thought  one  object  of  these  interrogatories  was  to  find 
out  whether  he  had  any  friends  in  America  who  were  likeljr  to  exert  them 
selves  to  effect  his  liberation  when  they  knew  of  his         '  ' 
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Wis  chiefly  employed  in  te»cliiiig  Eaelish  to  a  few  natives,  among  whom 
Moreama  was  his  best  scholar,  thou^  he  thought  he  himselt  knew  more 
of  the  Japanese  lan^age  than  his  pupil  did  of  the  Eln^lish.  He  anciibes 
his  comparatively  kmd  treatment  to  lus  efforts  in  this  line,  as  his  scholars 
were  both  studious  and  inquisitive. 

The  arrival  of  the  Preble  caused  no  little  excitement  among  the  govern- 
ment peo))le,  and  the  next  morning  (April  18th)  his  guard  showed  him  a 
list  of  the  troops  which  had  come  iiito  town  in  consequence,  to  the  number 
of  tbree  thousand  five  hundred  and  four  men,  making,  with  the  ordinary 
nrrison  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  and  those  previously  arrived,  nearly  six 
thousand  troops,  besides  their  followers — an  extraordinary  force.  Tho 
day  before  his  liberation  he  was  requested  to  give  the  relative  rank  of  the 
commander  of  the  Preble,  tor  the  information  of  his  keepers,  which  he  did- 
by  coontinein  the  order  of  suc^ression  from  the  highest  chief  in  the  United 
States.  "First,"  he  says,  "  I  gave  the  people,  (which  they  could  not  com- 
prehend,) than  the  President,  Sec^tary  of  the  Navy,  commodore,  captain 
and  commander ;  this  rank  was  so  high  as  apparently  to  excite  their  sur^ 
prise."  His  information  perhaps  led  to  the  change  in  the  ofilicer,  Hage- 
waia  Matasak,  who  went  on  board  the  Preble  the  day  of  her  departure. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  whether  it  was  owing  to  the  change  of  officers,  and 
the  arrival  of  a  new  governor,  or  to  the  decided  tone  of  Captain  Glynn^ 
that  the  captives  were  given  up ;  but  it  is  probable  that  the  new  incumbent 
vas  quite  willing  to  accept  Mr.  Levyssohn's  offer,  and  rid  himself  of  so 
undesirable  a  visitor  as  a  foreign  ship  of  war.  The  men  were  then  taken 
to  Dedma,  where  they  were  fumidied  with  an  excellent  dinner — a  banquet 
to  them  after  their  fare  of  seaweed,  rice,  and  fish — and  allowed  to  amuse 
tfaehiselves  by  walking  aboiit  the  factory  grounds  while  the  boat  was  getting 
ready.  On  taking  leave,  they  returned  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Levyssohn  for 
Us  kindness  to.  them,  which  indeed  was  shown  to  them  in  so  many  ways 
tnd  at  so  many  times  as  to  call  for  their  acknowledgements,  and  that  of  all 
tbeir  countrymen  abriiad ;  and  we  hope  the  government  at  Washington  will 
communicate  its  sense  of  this  courteous  conduct  to  him  through  the  proper 
ckuinels  at  Batavia. 

We  are  sure  that  the  readers  of  this  melancholy  narrative  will  rejoice 
with  us  that  Commodore  Geisinger  had  it  in  his  power  to  respond  so 
promptly  to  the  voice  of  humanity,  and  send  one  oi  the  ships  of  his  squadron 
to  brmg  away  these  unfortunate  captives,  and  let  the  Japanese  know  that 
though  they  were  poor  sailors,  they  were  not  overlooked  by  their  country 
oa  that  account.  Praise  is  due  to  Captain  Glynn  tor  the  energy  displayed 
ia  executing  his  commission,  and  intimatbg  to  the  Japanese  rulers  that  he 
was  not  to  be  trifled  with  and  put  off  with  the  frivolous  excuse  that  they 
Bkust  first  ask  imperial  permission,  before  a  company  of  sailors  they  had  held 
ctpdye  for  nearly  a  twelve  month  could  be  given  up.

U.  S.  Ship  Preble,  Bevicia,  California, 

February  34, 1851. 
(lEirrLEMEN :  During  the  two  years  just  past,  I  have  been  constantly 
craising  about  the  north  Pacific  ocean,  and  have  visited  nearly  every  port 
of  any  commercial  importance  upon  its  eastern  or  western  shores.    In  all 
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these  places,  not  eren  excepting  the  secluded  territories  of  Japan,  I  have 
foond  the  strongest  interest  existing  on  the  prospect  of  establishing  a  line  of 
steamers  between  Asia  and  America.  The  constant  discnffiion  of  this  sub* 
ject  has  had  the  effect  to  call  my  attention  to  the  practicability  of  the  design, 
considered  merely  in  a  nautical  point  of  yiew,  and  the  result  is  certain  con* 
elusions  that  may  be  interesting  to  those  who  haye  not  been  so&Tored  with 
opportunities  for  obscrvmg,  and  which  may  proye  useful  to. those  who  might 
be  disposed  to  engage  in  the  project*  De^ly  interested  myself  in  the  suc- 
cessful execution  of  the  design,  I  would  gladly  c<mtribute  my  mite  of  opinion 
to  aid  others,  and  I  know  of  none  who  would  more  probably  be  able  to  use 
the  information,  if  it  was  good  for  anything,  than  your  firm;  or  if  not 
wishing  it  yourselyes,  would  know  better  how  to  make  it  available  to 
others.  Influenced  by  such  considerations,  I  have  concluded  to  inflict  upon 
you,  unsolicited,  some  of  my  speculations  while  drifting  about  at  sea. 

There  are  three  ^at  and  leading  points  of  consideration  to  be  i^eighed 
well  before  this  project  is  attempted,  and  its  final  results  must  depend  mainly 
upon  the  views  taken  of  these  points.  The  first  is  as  to  the  western  /er- 
minus  of  the  line ;  the  second  is  the  supply  of  fuel,  more  particularly  at  that 
end  of  the  line ;  and  the  third  is  the  best  route  to  be  pursued  in  crossing  the 
opean.  The  only  points  for  consideration  as  to  the  terminus  in  China  ap- 
pear to  be  Canton  and  Shanghai.  After  having  visited  them  both  and 
compared  their  respective  advantages,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  ^ving  the 
preference  to  Shanghai,  and  for  the  following  reasons  in  part :  It  is  the  most 
available  point  in  China  to  California;  it  is  more  nearly  central  to  the  whole 
empore,  and  therefore  better  adapted  as  a  commercial  depot  for  the  concen- 
tration and  distribution  of  trade.  I  have  been  assured,  upon  reliable  author- 
ity that  it  is  nearer  than  Canton  to  the  districts  producing  the  teas*  most  in

We  haye  compiled  from  the  North  China  Herald  the  fellowlDg  comparative  statement  of 
the  exports  of  tea  from  Shanghai  to  the  United  States  for  the  years  named,  which  correspond 
to  4mr  fiscal  year— ending  June  80.

Description  of  teas.

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demand  in  the  United  States,  and  that  they  can  be  exported  from*  thence  at 
a  less  expense.  That  trade  has  been  increasing  rapidly  since  the  port  was 
opened,  and  that  it  will  soon  sustain  a  steam  line  to  Canton.  I  know  that 
the  lower  classes  are  civilly  disposed,  and  that  there  are  unlimited  accom- 
modations for  the  residence  of  foreigners ;  very  important  advantages  over 
Canton,  where  the  reverse  is  notoriously  and  principally  the  case.  The 
neighboring  waters  are  not  so  subject  to  destructive  gales  as  near  Canton, 
nor  are  the  approaches  more  dangerous  or  difficult ;  the  climate  is  more 
congenial  to  the  constitutions  of  foreigners,  and  the  prevailing  diseases  are 
not  more  fatal.  Of  all  the  free  ports  opened  by  the  British  treaty  with 
China,  Shanghai  has  improveil  the  most  rapidly  and  regularly.  There 
are  not  wanting  those  who,  well  versed  in  the  causes  influencing  trade,  and 
not  particularly  interested  in  Shanghai,  are  quite  confident  that  it  will  soon 
take  the  lead  of  Canton,  now  that  Canton  has  lost  the  exclusive  privileges 
whidi  made  it  so  important  to  foreign  commerce. 

These  considerations,  when  taken  together,  would  appear  to  be  sufficient 
for  a  preference  being  given  to  Shanghai  over  any  other  port  in  China,  as 
the  great  western  depot  of  Pacific  steam  navigation. 

I  have  reason  to  know  that  a  fine  quality  of  bituminous  coal  may  be 
Obtained  in  unlimited  quantity  from  the  north  end  of  the  island  of  Formosa. 
More  than  a  year  since  I  procured  specimens  of  this  coal  at  Hong  Kong, 
which  had  been  imported  by  the  Chinese  junks  bringing  it  for  ballast.  It 
was  sold  there  at  seven  dollars  per  ton,  and  I  learned  that  it  could  be  fiir- 
nished  at  a  much  cheaper  rate  if  a  regular  demand  could  be  kept  up  for  a 
large  quantity.  The  captain  of  a  steamer  running  between  Hong  Kong  and 
Canton  had  used  it,  and  represented  it  as  being  quite  equal  to  the  coal 
imported  from  England.  It  would  be  a  prudent  precaution  to  secure, 
through  our  government,  by  means  of  our  commission  near  Canton,  a  gua- 
rantee from  the*  Chinese  authorities  that  all  aid  should  be  afforded  in  pro- 
curing and  forwarding  these  coals  to  the  place  of  deposit  selected.  The 
cost  of  delivery  at  Shanghai  will  probably  not  be  greater  than  at  Hong- 
Kong.  There  are,  too,  I  have  no  doubt,  abundance  of  coals  in  Japan  that 
could  be  delivered  at  a  comparatively  low  cost,  in  consequence  of  the  very 
low  rate  of  wages  in  that  country.  I  saw  an  exiled  or  expatriated  native 
of  an  island  not  far  from  the  city  of  Nangasacki,  in  Japan,  who  stated  to  me 
that  such  coals  as  those  from  Formosa  were  abundant  where  he  came  from. 
The  American  seamen  who  had  been  imprisoned  in  Japan,  and  who  were 
brought  away  from  there  by  me,  were  all  confident  that  bituminous  coal  was 
in  common  use.  They  did  not  see  it,  for  they  were  closely  confined  and 
could  see  nothing  but  their  enclosures,  and  a  little  open  space  of  sky  over- 
head. A  Japanese  vocabulary  in  my  possession  gives  names  for  "wood- 
coal"  and  "earth-coal,"  and  Kumpfar  and  Thornburgh  mention  it,  I  think, 
but  I  have  not  the  works  before  me. 

I  feel  quite  certain  upon  this  point,  but  here  again  it  will  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  intervention  of  our  own  government  to  obtain  permission  for  a 
supply.  Everybody  is  familiar  with  the  secluded  policy  of  the  Japanese, 
and  how  jealously  they  watch  all  attempts  to  encroach  upon  their  retire- 
ment; but  I  have  seen  enough  of  them  to  know  that  these  difficulties  could 
be  removed  by  negociation,  if  the  business  was  properly  managed.  But  it 
may  safely  be  assumed,  I  think,  that  we  know  now  of  ample  supplies  of 
f^l  within  reach  in  China,  without  any  dependence  upon  Japan,  or  from 
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further  expectations  of  what  may  be  brought  to  market  from  other  locaUties 
when  a  demand  for  the  article  shall  have  been  created.    The  next,  and 

gerhaps  the  most  important  consideration,  is  that  of  the  route  across  the 
^cific.  I  have  frequently  seen  references  made  to  the  establishment  of  a 
depot  at  Honolulu,  as  if  thia  route  really  might  be  adopted ;  and  in  the 
newspaper  allusions  to  a  treaty  pending  not  long  since  between  oiur  govern- 
ment and  that  of  the  Sandwich  islands,  it  was  set  forth  with  some  degre^ 
of  self-congratulation,  that  we  would  thereby  secure  a  depot  for  our 
steamers*  Whenever  such  may  be  required,  so  far  from  there  being  any 
necessity  of  securing  the  privilege  by  treaty,  those  islands  could  well  afford 
to  pay  highly  for  an  accommoaation  that  would  at  once  raise  them  to  a 
condition  of  value  and  importance  with  regard  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
world,  that  they  will  not  attain  without  the  agency  of  steam  in  a  century, 
although  the  form  of  government  may  be  changed  to  a  republic,  and  the 
national  resources  directed  by  the  ener^  and  wisdom  of  the  resident  Amer- 
icans, as  I  anticipate  it  will  be  at  no  distant  day.  From  San  Franciscf>  to 
Honolulu  is  2,100  miles ;  and  the  next  most  desirable  shipping  place  by  this 
route  will  be  at  the  Bonin  islands,  in  latitude  about  27^  IS., longitude  142^ 
£«  from  Greenwich,  or  at  the  distance  of  3,200  miles ;  from  the  Bonin  islands 
to  Shanghai  is  1,550  miles,  making  the  whole  distance  from  San  Francisco- 
to  Shanghai,  via  the  Sandwich  and  Bonin  islands,  6,963  miles,  which 
at  the  mean  rate  of  the  Liverpool  and  Boston  steamers,  as  given  for  1847, 
would  require  thirty-two  and  a  half  days,  without  including  stoppages. 
The  trade  winds  and  their  attendant  currents  would  accelerate  the  passage 
to  the  westward,  but  would  of  course  retard  the  return  voyage,  unless  the 
vessel  pursued  another  route. 

This  division  would  make  the  shortest  stages,  and  furnish  ^ve  harbors. 
Honolulu  is  notoriously  convenient,  and  Port  Lloyd,  in  the  Bonin  islands,, 
is  quite  equal  to  it.  The  Sandwich  islands  must  be  supplied  with  coals 
from  the  west  coast  of  North  America.  Freight  to  the  islands  would  be 
comparatively  low,  as  the  trade  will  probably  continue  to  be  mainly  in 
agricultural  produce  from  there.  You  know  the  resources  of  coal  here,  and 
vniat  the  cost  has  been.  I  am  informed,  however,  that  a  contract  has 
recently  been  made  for  the  delivery  of  any  quantity,  during  a  specified  num- 
ber of  years,  at  say  twelve  dollars  per  ton. 

The  Bonin  islands  have  been  rarely  visited,  and  perhaps  are  not  inha- 
bited at  the  present  day,  unless  it  be  by  some  runaway  whalemen.  Coals 
must  be  carried  there,  and  Formosa  would  furnish  the  most  convenient 
supply ;  but  the  voyage  is  too  distant  and  far  from  land  to  be  made  by 
junks,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  the  government  of  China  will  consent  to 
open  even  a  coal-port  to  foreign  commerce. 

This  consideration  may  render  it  necessary  to  find  a  harbor  nearer  to  the 
coal  deposits,  and  such  a  one  is  said  to  exist  at  Port  Melville,  in  the  Great 
Loo  Choo  islands.  Probably  there  will  also  be  found  ample  facilities  on 
^^Preble''  island,  recently  discovered  by  me,  and  a  little  nearer  to  the 
Sandwich  islands.  To  either  of  these  places  the  Chinese  or  Japanese  junks 
could  carry  coals,  but  it  will  increase  the  distance  to  be  steamed  from  Hono- 
lulu to  about  four  thousand  miles. 

It  has  been  proposed,  too,  to  establish  a  depot  of  coals  at  the  Fox  islands^ 
or  on  one  of  the  group  adjoming;  but  that  part  of  the  ocean  is  enveloped  in 
fogs  for  seven  months  in  the  year  so  impenetrable  that  the  Russians  of  the 
N.  W.  Fur  Company  never  attempt  at  that  season  to  approach>these  islands 
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or  navigate  any  part  of  that  sea ;  all  the  whalers  agree  in  their  representa- 
tions of  these  facts.  They  enter  the  sea  to  the  northward  of  these  islands 
in  May  and  June,  and  leave  it  again  in  August  and  September ;  these  fogs 
not  only  render  the  navigation  dangerous  if  not  impossible,  but  the  degree 
of  discomfort  which  they  produce  is  not  to  be  conceived  of  by  one  who  has 
not  encountered  them  ;  it  is  worse  than  the  heaviest  and  the  most  constant 
rain;  the  humidity  of  the  atmosphere  penetrates  in  all  directions  laterally, 
and  upwards  as  well  as  downward,  until  every  thing  like  bedding  and 
clothiog  is  completely  saturated  ;  no  passengers  would  willingly  encounter 
such  an  annoyance  the  second  time.  The  disagreeable  atmosphere  in  San 
Francisco  at  times  is  notorious,  and  cannot  be  forgotten  by  those  who  have 
felt  it,  yet  this  is  not  only  a  grAtly  modified  portion  of  what,  by  keeping 
far  enough  to  the  northward,  will  generally  be  found  to  exist  on  the  way 
over  to  Japan  nearly  the  whole  year  round.  The  opportunity  has  been 
presented  to  me  of  investigating  the  cause,  and  I  find  it  cannot  be  otherwise 
tLan  as  I  have  stated.  In  fact  there  is  a  great  ocean  stream  in  this  sea, 
like  our  Atlantic  Gulf-stream,  originating  in  the  tropics ;  the  temperature 
of  the  water  is  raised  so  high  that  as  it  flows  to  the  northward  and  comes 
in  contact  with  a  colder  atmosphere,  the  exhalations  are  condensed  and 
hang  over  the  stream  whenever  it  flows,  where  the  difference  of  tempera- 
ture of  the  air  and  water  attains  to  a  certain  amount.  This  stream  be- 
gins to  form  in  the  Bastal  passage,  it  then  flows  along  the  east  side  of 
Formosa  and  along  the  south  and  east  coasts  of  Japan,  till  it  divides  in 
about  latitude  40**,  one  branch  running  up  towards  Behring's  straits,  the 
other  south  of  the  coast  of  California  till  it  eventually  falls  into  the  north- 
east trade  wind  currents  to  go  again  the  same  general  round  of  the  north 
Pacific  ocean.  After  this  view  of  the  facts,  any  idea  of  a  depot  so  far 
north  must  be  abandoned  as  unprofitable,  if  not  impossible,  and  the  only 
chance  left  is  to  fill  up  with  coals,  and  dash  over  to  Asia  by  the  shortest 
practicable  line.  The  island  of  Nipshon  (in  Japan)  lies  directly  on  the 
line  from  San  Francisco  to  Shanghai,  and  the  passage  may  be  made  either  . 
to  the  northward  through  the  straits  of  Matsmai  or  south  by  Cape  Acoa, 
the  southeast  point  of  the  island,  the  distance  being  one  hundred  and  sixty 
miles  in  favor  of  the  northern  route ;  the  southeast  point  of  the  island  of 
Matsmai,  the  best  land  to  run  for  is  4,100  miles  from  San  Francisco,  while 
Cape  Acoa  is  4,474  miles ;  if  the  northern  rpute  be  taken,  the  fogs  must 
be  encountered ;  but  by  taking  the  southern  one  we  may  escape  them  per- 
haps entirely,  and  at  all  seasons  of  the  year ;  can  a  steamer  carry  coals 
iufficient  for  a  passage  of  such  a  length,  and  make  it  profitable  ?  If  this 
ean  be  answered  in  the  affirmative,  everything  else  follows  as  a  matter 
^f  course.  The  entire  distance  from  San  Francisco  to  Shanghai,  by  these 
routes,  are  5,509  and  6,373  miles  respectively. 

In  approaching  some  parts  of  the  coast  of  California,  Monterey  for 
instance,  it  is  fountl  that  within  the  fog  bank  and  off*  shore  a  few  miles, 
there  is  generally  a  clear  space  which  admits  of  running  in  boldly  with 

E roper  precautions ;  such  may  be  the  case  also  near  the  straits  of  Matsmai, 
Qt  80  little  is  known  of  the  coast  of  Japan  that  there  is  no  record  upon 
J^hich  reliance  can  be  placed  ;  whenever  I  approached  the  coast  of  Japan 
It  presented  indications  of  abounding  in  safe  bays  and  harbors,  fit  shelters 
for  steamers.  Our  best  maps  (Von  Siebold's)  represent  the  same ;  all  the 
European  writers  upon  the  country  dwell  with  admiration  upon  the  great 
6cilities  afforded  for  a  coasting  trade  by  its  naturally  sheltered>  straits  and 
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passages.  No  country  in  the  world  is  more  conreniently  separated  into 
sections  by  the  sea — and  vessels  appropriate  to  that  kind  ol*  navigation 
swarmed  upon  the  coast  as  we  approached  near  to  it  or  entered  the  great 
bay,  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  a  proper  place  may  be  found  for  a  depot  at 
any  part  of  the  coast  that  may  prove  most  convenient  to  be  struck  first. 
But  here  again  the  diplomatic  influence  of  our  government  will  be  required 
to  secure  the  privilege  of  establishing  a  depot  as  well  as  for  the  supply  of 
the  coal,  as  I  have  stated,  and  it  is  time  that  something  had  been  done.  I 
am  told  that  our  recent  papers  received  from  the  Atlantic,  state  that  a 
resolution  had  been  introduced  into  Congress,  directing  an  inquiry  into  the 
circumstances  connected  with  the  detention  and  imprisonment  of  the  crew  of 
an  American  whaler,  who  landed  on  the  c©ast  of  Japan,  and  who  were  deliv- 
ered up  to  me  upon  a  demand.  The  facts  of  that  case  are  of  a  character  to 
excite  the  indignation  of  the  people  of  the  United  States ;  it  was  attended 
with  some  circumstances  of  wanton  outrage  upon  the  feelings  of  the  men  that 
will  awaken  the  strongest  sympathy  for  their  abuse  and  sufifering.  I  was 
in  hopes  to  have  been  at  home  to  influence  this  investigation  during  its  or- 
^nization,  but  it  is  not  permitted,  and  I  am  too  far  removed  from  Wash- 
mgton  to  act  in  any  way  till  it  is  too  late.  But  the  nation  stands  upon  strong 
vantage  ground ;  we  want  accommodations  for  fuel,  and  a  depot  for  our 
steamers ;  we  have  a  good  cause  of  a  quarrel,  and  as  I  told  the  Japanese 
officer  who  received  my  demand, "  they  have  no  friends  in  the  wide  world  ;'* 
we  ask  for  redress — are  willing  to  take  it  out  in  the  facilities  they  can 
aflbrd  for  the  navigation  of  our  steamers.  They  wonH  willingly  come  to 
terms — make  them;  we  could  convert  their  selfish  government  into  i, 
liberal  republic  in  a  short  time ;  such  an  unnatural  system  would  at  the 
present  day  fall  to  pieces  upon  the  slightest  concussion.  But  it  is  better 
to  go  to  work  peacefully  with  them  if  we  can. 

From  around  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  ocean  I  have  seen  all  intelligent 
men  who  are  aware  of  the  success  which  has  attended  your  efibrts  to  estab- 
lish the  Panama  line  of  steamers,  look  to  you  with  confidence  to  forge  this 
last  link  of  a  conm^iercial  chain  that  is  to  circumscribe  the  northern  hemis- 
phere. I  have  been  proud  to  contemplate  this  silent  homage  paid  to  the 
talent  and  energy  of  my  countrymen ;  and,  as  an  old  acquamtance  not  in- 
different to  your  worldly  success,  I  have  hoped  to  see  you  executing  one  of 
the  most  magnificent  and  perhaps  profitable  projects  that  has  ever  entered 
the  mind  of  a  practical  man — that  of  diverting  the  commerce  of  half  the 
human  family  from  its  foreign  channels  into  the  bosom  of  his  own  country. 
The  steam  line  between  Asia  and  America  is  by  common  consent  considered 
the  very  foundetion  of  this  splendid  structure.  If  I  read  the  signs  aright, 
this  is  the  time  for  action.  Our  country,  the  whole  world  is  impatient  to 
secure  the  arrangement,  and  will  be  willing  to  grant  liberal  terms  to  who- 
ever will  undertake  to  complete  them.  The  prize  is  too  great  to  remain 
long  in  view  without  exciting  competition,  and  he  who  moves  first  will 
stand  the  best  chance  of  being  victorious  in  the  race.

Washi7igton,  October  28, 1832. 

Sir  :  *  t  *  *  *  We  have  it  in  contemplation  to  insti- 
tute a  separate  mission  to  Japan  ;  but  if  you  find  the  prospect  favorable, 
you  may  fill  up  one  of  the  letters  of  credence  with  the  appropriate  title 
of  fhe  Emperor,  and  present  yourself  there  for  the  purpose  of  opening  a 
trade.  But,  in  that  case,  you  must  not  go  in  a  national  vessel,  which  can- 
not submit  to  the  indignity  of  bein?  disarmed,  as  all  foreign  vessels  are,  in 
tbe  ports  of  Japan,  and  with  which  degrading  custom  a  Russian  frigate 
condescended  to  comply.  The  Peacock  may  convoy  you  in  a  coasting  vessel 
.bartered  for  the  purpose,  and  not  enter  until  jou  receive  the  assurance 
that  nothing  imbecoming  the  dignity  of  the  country  will  be  required.  But 
JOU  are  not  to  go  to  any  extraordinary  expense  for  this  purpose,  unless 
you  have  a  very  reasonable  prospect  of  ultimate  success ;  and,  at  any  rate, 
postpone  your  operations  in  that  cjuarter  until  you  have  completed  those 
contemplated  by  your  first  instructions.

Should  the  commissioner  incline  to 
make  the  effort  of  gaining  access  there,  you  will  hold  your  squadron  at  his 
dispc^ition  for  that  purpose ;  and  should  he  decline  to  do  so,  you  may 
yourself,  if  you  see  fit,  pei-severe  in  the  ilesign,  yet  not  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  excite  a  hostile  feelmg,  or  a  distrust  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States.     •     •    • 


[No.  17.1  U.  S.  Ship  Columbits,  off  the  Coast  of  Japait, 

July  31,  1846. 

Sm  :  This  ship  and  the  Yincennes  sailed  from  the  Chusan  islands  on  the 
7th  instant.  As  your  instructions  direct  me  to  ascertain  if  the  ports  of 
Japan  are  accessible,  I  proceeded,  upon  leaving  the  coast  of  Chma,  to- 
wards the  coast  of  Japan. 

The  Japanese,  as  you  know,  have  always  been  more  rigid  in  the  exclusion 
of  foreigners,  than  were  the  Chinese ;  the  onl]r  Europeans  admitted  to  trade 
are  the  Dutch  from  Batavia,  and  their  trade  is  confined  to  a  single  port,  and 
limited  to  one  annual  ship.  By  the  laws  of  Japan,  foieien  ships  are  not  per* 
mitted  to  anchor  in  any  port  of  the  empire,  except  that  of  Nangasacki.  Any 
attempt  to  penetrate  Japan,  made  at  that  port,  would  be  sure  to  encounter 
the  hostility  of  the  Dutch,  whose  exertions  have  hitherto  been  successful 
against  every  attempt  to  disturb  their  monopoly.  The  Japanese  officers  at 
Nangasacki  are  without  authority  to  treat  with  foreign  officers ;  thev  could 
not  accede  to  any  propositions  ;  they  could  only  transmit  them  to  the  seat 
of  government  at  Yeao.  The  distance  between  Yedo  and  Nangasacki  is 
three  hundred  and  forty-five  leagues,  and  the  journey  between  them  is 
«  usually  performed  in  seven  weel^,"  according  to  a  work  oh  Japan,  pub- 
lished at  rfew  York  in  1841.  I  concluded,  therefore,  to  proceed  direct  to 
the  bay  of  Yedo,  where  I  anchored  on  the  20th  istant,  the  Yincennes  in 
company. 

Before  reaching  the  anchorage,  an  officer,  with  a  Dutch  interpreter,  came 
on  board.  He  inquired  what  was  my  object  in  coming  to  Japan;  I  answered 
that  I  came  as  a  friend  to  ascertain  whether  Japan  had,  like  China,  opened 
their  ports  to  foreign  trade,  and  if  she  had,  to  fix  by  treaty  the  conditions  on 
which  American  vessels  should  trade  with  Japan.  He  requested  me  to  com- 
mit this  answer  to  writing,  and  I  gave  him  a  written  paper,  a  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  transmitted.  He  informed  me  that  any  supplies  I  might  require 
would  be  furnished  by  the  government.  To  my  mquiry  whether  I  would 
be  allowed  to  go  on  shore,  ne  replied  in  the  negative.  He  objected  to  our 
boats  passing  between  this  ship  and  the  Yincennes,  but  as  I  insisted  upon  it, 
he  vielded.  Upon  anchoring,  the  ship  was  surrounded  by  a  vast  number 
of  boats  belonging  to  the  government.  The  ship  was  soon  thronged  with 
Japanese ;  I  permitted  them  to  come  on  board  in  large  numbers,  that  all 
might  be  convinced  of  our  friendly  disposition,  as  well  as  of  our  ability,  in 
any  event,  to  take  care  of  ourselves. 

•On  the  following  morning  an  officer,  apparently  of  higher  rank,  came  on 
board ;  he  stated  that  foreign  ships  upon  entering  a  port  oLJapan,  al 
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landed  their  guns,  musketay  swonUr,  &c.  I  told  him  it  was  impossible  for  us 
to  do  so,  that  trading  vessels  only  could  be  expected  to  do  so,  and  I  assured 
him  that  we  were  peaceably  disposed,  so  lon^  as  they  were.  Heinformed  me 
that  mywritten  paper  of  the  preceding  day  had  been  transmitted  to  the  em* 
peror,  who  was  some  distance  from  Yedo,  and  that  an  answer  would  be  re- 
ceived in  five  or  six  days.  I  asked  him  why  we  were  surrounded  by  boats,  and 
he  replied  that  they  might  be  ready  in  case  we  wanted  them  to  tow  the  ship. 
This  of  course  was  not  true ;  the  object  of  course  being  to  prevent  our 
comfflunicating  with  the  shore.  When  our  boats  were  sent  to  sound  at 
some  distance  from  the  ship,  Japanese  boats  followed  them,  without,  how- 
ever, molesting  them.  During  our  whole  stay  these  boats  continued  about 
the  ship.  I  had  oh  board  copies  in  Chinese,  of  the  French,  English,  and 
American  treaties  with  China.  I  offered  these  treaties  to  the  Japanese  offi- 
<»r,  who  declined  receiving  them,  saying  that  he  could  not  receive  them 
without  the  permission  of  his  emperor,  I  offered  these  treaties  subsequently 
to  other  Japanese  officers,  who,  in  like  manner,  declined  to  receive  them. 

It  is  worth  while,  perhaps,  to  mention  that  on  the  first  day  the  Japanese 
undertook  to  water  the  ship,  they  sent  off  IBO  gallons,  and  on  the  second 
day  360  gallons;  our  daily  consumption  being  nearly  800  gallons,  I  told 
the  officer,  unless  they  watered  the  ship  properly,  that  I  would  send  our 
own  boats  on  shore  for  water.  He  said  there  would  be  trouble,  if  I  sent 
our  boats  on  shore.  I  replied  that  I  should  be  obliged  to  do  so,  if  they 
continued,  as  heretofore,  to  supply  us  so  inadequately.  The  result  was, 
that  on  the  third  day,  upwards  of  11,000  gallons  were  brought  off,  and  on 
the  following  day  nearly  10,000  gallons. 

On  the  25th,  not  having  received  any  answer  to  the  paper  sent  on  shore 
five  days  previously,  I  expressed  to  the  Japanese  officer  my  surprise  at  the 
delay,  and  reouested  him  to  inform  the  governor  of  Yedo  that  I  desired  an 
answer  as  early  as  possible. 

On  the  27th  an  officer,  with  a  suite  of  eight  persons,  came  on  board 
widi  the  emperor's  answer.  The  answer  was  translated  by  the  interpreter 
as  follows:  ^^  According  to  the  Japanese  laws,  the  Japanese  may  not  trade 
except  with  the  Dutch  and  Chmese.  It  won't  be  allowed  that  America 
make  a  treaty  with  Japan  or  trade  with  her,  as  the  same  is  not  allowed  to 
any  other  nation.  Concerning  strange  lands,  all  things  are  fixed  at  Nanga- 
sacki,  but  not  here  in  the  bay;  therefore  you  must  depart  as  quick  as  possible, 
and  not  come  anymore  in  Japan."  I  stated  to  the  officer,  that  the  United 
States  wished  to  make  a  treaty  of  commerce  with  Japan,  but  not  unless 
Japan  also  wished  a  treaty;  that  I  came  here  for  information  on  this  subject, 
^  having  now  ascertained  that  Japan  is  not  yet  prepared  to  open  her 
ports  to  foreign  trade,  1  shoidd  sail  the  next  day  if  the  weather  permitted. 
This  answer  was  at  the  officer^s  request  committed  to  writing  and  given  to 
bim.  The  emperor's  letter  I  forwarded  by  the  Vincennes  to  Dr.  Parker 
at  Canton,  for  translation,  and  requested  him  to  transmit  to  you  the  origi- 
nal and  the  translation  of  it. 

I  may  here  mention  that  Mr.  Wolcott,  our  consul  at  Shanghai,  informed 
me  that  he  had  sold  American  cottons  to  some  extent  to  Chinese  merchants 
for  shipment  to  Nangasacld.  In  this  way,  the  supply  of  American  cottons 
inJ^anmay,  perhaps,  become  equal  to  the  demand. 

While  at  Batavia,  in  October  last,  I  was  informed  that  the  Dutch  trade 
to  Japan  was  insignificant  in  amount ;  that  its  profits  scarcely  covered  the 
expenses  of  the  factory  and  of  the  customary  presents,  and  ^^(J^(]&{*^ 
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valued  their  intercourse  with  Japan  chiefly  because,  while  their  own  flag 
was  admitted,  all  other  European  flags  were  excluded  ;  a  distinction  grat- 
ifying to  their  national  pride.  This  account  of  the  Dutch  trade  seems  to 
be  confirmed  by  the  fact,  that  some  years  ago  the  Dutch  East  India  com* 
pany  voluntarily  relinquished  it  to  the  Dutch  government.  It  is  confirmed 
also  by  the  accompanying  letter  to  me  from  our  consul  at  Batavia,  Mr. 
Roberts,  a  well-informed  merchant,  who  has  resided  many  yeai's  in  the  East 
Indies. 

I  must  now  communicate  an  occurrence  of  an  unpleasant  character.  On 
the  morning  that  the  officer  came  down  in  a  junk  with  the  emperor's  letter,. 
I  was  requested  to  go  on  board  the  junk  to  receive  it.  I  refused,  and  in- 
formed the  interpreter  that  the  officer  must  deliver  on  board  this  ship  anv 
letter  that  had  been  entrusted  to  him  for  me.  To  this  the  officer  assented,, 
but  added,  that  my  letter  having  been  delivered  on  board  the  American 
ship,  he  thought  the  M^P^ror's  letter  should  be  delivered  on  board  the  Jap* 
anese  vessel.  As  the  Japanese  officer,  though  attaching  importance  to  his^ 
own  proposal,  had  withdrawn  it  as  soon  as  I  objected  to  it,  I  concluded  that 
it  might  be  well  for  me  to  gratify  him,  and  I  informed  the  inteipreter  that 
I  would  go  on  board  the  junk  and  there  receive  the  letter.  The  mterpreter 
then  went  on  board  the  junk.  In  an  hour  afterwards  I  went  alongside  the 
junk  in  the  ship's  boat,  in  my  uniform ;  at  the  moment  that  I  was  stepping 
on  board,  a  Japanese  on  the  deck  of  the  junk  gave  me  a  blow  or  push, 
which  threw  me  back  into  the  boat.  I  immediately  called  to  the  interpre- 
ter to  have  the  man  seized,  and  then  returned  to  the  ship.  I  was  followed 
on  board  by  the  interpreter  and  a  number  of  Japanese  officers.  They 
all  expressed  the  greatest  concern  at  what  had  occurred  ;  stated  that  the 
offender  was  a  common  soldier  on  board,  and  assured  me  that  he  should  be 
punished  severely.  They  asked  in  what  manner  I  wished  him  punished, 
and  I  replied  '^  according  to  the  laws  of  Japan."  I  stated  that  the  officers- 
were  greatly  to  blame,  as  they  ought  to  have  been  on  deck  to  receive  me. 
They  declared  that  they  had  not  expected  me  alongside,  and  I  was  subse- 
quently convinced,  that  owing  to  bad  interpretation,  they  believed  my  final 
decision  had  b^en  that  they  were  to  come  to  the  ship.  I  was  careful  to 
impress  upon  them  all  the  enormity  of  the  outrage  that  had  been  commit- 
ted, and  how  much  they  owed  to  my  forbearance.  They  manifested  great 
anxiety  and  apprehension,  and  endeavored  in  every  way  to  appease  me^ 
In  the  course  of  the  day,  the  governor  of  Yedo  sent  an  officer  to  inform  me 
that  the  man  should  be  severely  punished,  and  that  he  hoped  that  I  would 
not  think  too  seriously  of  the  affair.  The  conduct  of  the  man  is  inexplica- 
ble, especially  as  all  the  Japanese  in  and  about  the  ship  had  evinced  great 
good  nature  m  all  their  intercourse  with  us. 

As  I  was  convinced  that  the  outrage  had  been  committed  without  the  pro- 
curement or  knowledge  of  the  Japanese  officers,  as  every  atonement  that  I 
could  expect  or  desire  was  promptly  rendered,  I  should  not  have  deemed  it 
necessary  to  communicate  this  occurrence,  except  to  guard  against  any  in- 
correct statement  that  may  appear  in  the  public  prints. 

I  sailed  from  the  Bay  of  Yedo  on  the  29th.     The  Yincennes  parted  com- 
pany yesterday.     I  enclose  a  copy  of  her  orders.

[No.  12.]  Legation  of  the  United  States  to  China, 

Macao,  October  26, 1846. 
Sir  :  The  Yincennes,  sloop-of-war,  arrived  at  Hong  Kong  on  the  12th  inst* 
On  the  same  day  I  receired  a  note  from  Captain  Paulding  informing  me  of 
his  arrival,  and  of  his  intention  to  remove  his  ship  the  following  day  to  this 
place.  He  accordingly  came  to  anchor  in  Macao  roads  on  the  evening  of 
the  13th  instant. 

Captain  Paulding  brought  with  him  despatches  for  the  legation  from  Com* 
modore  Biddle,  enclosing  the  reply  of  the  Jaj>anese  government  to  the  pro* 
pcsals  made  by  him,  in  the  name  of  the  President,  tor  opening  commercial 
and  friendly  relations  between  the  United  States  and  Japan.  It  appears 
that  the  overture  was  positively  rejected,  and  that  the  commodore  was  even 
treated  with  some  degree  of  personal  indignity.  I  transmit  herewith  the 
origiiial  reply,  and  considering  it  as  doubtful  whether  the  language  would 
be  understood  at  the  deppirtment,  I  have  procured  a  translation  to  be  made 
here,  of  which  I  annex  a  copy.  The  document  is  written  partly  in  Chinese 
and  partly  in  Japanese,  which  is  said  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  usare  of 
the  couDtry  in  similar  cases.  It  was  first  translated  into  Chinese  by  a 
native  of  Japan  residing  here,  and  then  from  Chinese  into  English  by  the 
secretary  of  the  legation.  The  sense  is  no  doubt  accurately  given,  although 
it  is  possible  that  the  phraseolo^  may  not  be,  throughout,  a  literal  repre- 
sentation of  that  of  the  original. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  as  an  additional  proof  of  the  extreme  reluctance 
of  this  people  to  enter  into  commercial  relations  with  foreigners,  that  they 
appear  to  consider  the  mere  proposal  of  such  a  thing  as  an  offence,  and 
reject  it  not  only  with  decision,'  but  with  rudeness  and  incivility.  This 
docoment,  though  substantially  a  reply  to  a  communication  from  a  power* 
ful  foreign  govenment,  which  would  be  regarded  in  Christendom  as  of  the 
most  amicable  and  respectful  character,  has  been  prepared  with  an  evidently 
stadied  and  intentional  disregard  of  the  rules  of  courtesy  that  are  usually 
observed  in  the  written  intercourse  of  nations.  The  paper  is  addressed  to 
no  one  by  name,  either  within  or  without.  The  phrase  traaslated  explana^ 
tory  edict  is  written  on  a  cover,  which,  as  you  \vill  perceive,  was  not  sealed* 
There  is  no  signature  and  no  date  of  time  or  place,  or  other  indication  of 
the  quarter  from  which  the  document  proceeds,  excepting  that  it  purports 
to  speak  the  sentiments  of  the  nation,  which  can  regularly  be  done  only  by 
the  government,  and  is  called  an  edict,  a  term  which  can  properly  be 
applied  only  to  an  act  of  the  emperor. 

Commodore  Biddle  has  probably  informed  you  of  the  particulars  of  his 
visit  to  Japan  and  his  Jiegociations  there,  which  have  not  been  coramunica- 
to  this  legation. 

It  is  understood  that  the  commander  of  the  French  squadron  recently 
here,  also  made  an  attempt  about  the  same  time  to  open  a  negociation  with 
the  Japanese  government,  which  was  attended  with  about  the  same  degree 
of  SQCcess  with  that  of  Commodore  Biddle.  The  particulars  are  not  known^ 
but  it  is  rumored  that  Admiral  Cecile  was  personally  as  well  as  politically 
nmde  displeased  with  his  reception,  and  that  after  communicating  with  his 
government  he  may  probably  renew  his  visit  for  the  purpose  of  demanding 
satisfaction. 
Captain  Paulding  soon  after  his  arrival,  requested  my  of  inmn  as  torthe 
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course  which  he  ought  to  pursue  in  regard  to  the  continuance  of  his  cruise 
under  his  instructions  from  the  Navy  Department  and  from  Commodore 
Biddle.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  reply,  and  also  of  a  letter  to  the  captain, 
in  tvhich  I  hare  requested  him  to  take  me  on  board  the  Vincennes  and  con- 
Tey  me  to  Canton,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  imperial  commissioner.

Translation  from  the  Japanese  explanatory  edict. 

The  object  of  this  communication  is  to  explain  the  reasons  why  we  refuse 
to  trade  with  foreigners  who  come  to  this  country  across  the  ocean  for  that 
purpose. 

This  has  been  the  habit  of  our  nation  fr^m  time  immemorial.  In  all 
•^ases  of  a  similar  k*ind  that  have  occurred,  we  have  positively  refused  to 
trade.  Foreigners  have  come  to  us  from  various  quarters,  but  have  always 
been  received  in  the  same  way.  In  taking  this  course  with  regard  to  you, 
we  only  pursue  our  accustomed  policy.  We  can  make  no  distinction  be- 
tween different  foreign  nations — we  treat  them  all  alike;  and  you,  as  Ameri- 
•cans,  must  receive  the  same  answer  with  the  rest.  It  will  be  of  no  use  to 
Tenew  the  attempt,  as  all  applications  of  the  kind,  however  numerous  they 
may  be,  will  be  steadily  rejected. 

We  are  aware  that  our  customs  are  in  this  respect  different  from  those 
of  some  other  countries,  but  every  nation  has  a  right  to  manage  its  affairs 
in  its  own  way. 

The  trade  carried  on  with  the  Dutch  at  Nangasacki  is  not  to  be  regarded 
.•as  furnishing  a  precedent  for  trade  with  other  foreign  nations.  The  place 
is  one  of  few  inhabitants  and  very  little  business,  and  the  whole  affair  is  of 
OHO  importance. 

In  conclusion  we  have  to  say  that  the  emperor  positively  refiises  the 
permission  you  desire.  He  earnestly  advises  you  to  depart  immediately, 
imd  to  consult  your  own  safety  by  not  appearing  again  upon  our  coast. 


[Extract  from  No.  14.] 

Mr.  Everett  to  Mr.  Biicharuin. 

Macao,  China,  J^Tovember  9, 1846. 
The  Dutch  consul,  Mr.  Pah  Basil,  whom  I  saw  at  Canton,  mentioned 
some  facts  relatmg  to  foreign  intercourse  with  Japan  which  I  had  not  heard 
before  and  which  may  be  new  to  you.  The  Dutch  government,  as  you  are 
aware,  is  permitted  to  maintain  a  factory  at  Nangasacki  and  to  fit  out  a  ship 
every  year  from  Batavia  for  that  port.  They  are  also  allowed  to  despatch 
an  c  mbassy  every  third  year  from  Nangasacki  to  Yedo,  the  capital  of  the 
empire.  Last  year,  which  was  not  the  regular  one  for  the  embassy,  Mr. 
Pan  Basil  says  that  they  obtained  permission  to  send  an  cxjtraordinary  one. 
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including  a  ship  of  war,  which  in  general  forms  no  part  of  the  material 
used  on  these  occasions.  The  objec^was,  as  he  says,  to  endeavor  to  induce- 
the  Japanese  to  open  their  ports  to  all  foreign  nations ; — ^tbe  attempt  was 
unsuccessful.  But  Mr.  Pan  Basil  says  that  it  will  be  followed  up  next  year 
by  another  of  the  same  kind,  and  that  a  squadron  will  be  despatched  from 
Holland  for  the  purpose,  which  will  carry  out  the  kind's  second  son,  who 
is,  it  seems,  educated  for  the  navy.  He  is  to  take  Chma  in  his  way«  and 
inquiries  have  already  been  made  in  advance,  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
lie  can  be  lodged  during  his  residence  at  Canton. 

A  French  corvette  arrived  here  the  day  before  yesterday  from  Manilla, 
where  she  left  admiral  Cecile  repairing  his  frigate.  The  corvette  was  with 
the  admiral  on  his  late  visit  to  Japan.  The  commander,  who  called  on  me 
yesterday,  informed  me  that  they  entered  the  port  of  Nangasacki,  but  find* 
wg  themselves  immediately  surrounded  by  armed  boats,  and  not  permitted 
to  communicate  with  the  shore,  remained  only  twenty-four  hours.  It  does 
not  appear  that  they  were  fired  upon,  as  was  reported,  or  suffered  any  other 
actual  violence.

Mr.  Everett  to  Mr.  Buchanan. 

"  Macao,  China,  January  6,  1847. 

"  Sm :  Since  writing  my  last  despatches  I  have  received  yours  of  the 
22d  June  last,  inclosing  a  duplicate  of  the  full  power  for  negociating  with, 
the  Japanese  government,  which  I  took  with  me  when  I  embarked  on  board 
the  Columbus,  and  afterwards  transferred  to  Commodore  Biddle. 

"  The  attempt  of  the  commodore  to  open  a  negociati(jn  was  perhaps  not 
made  with  all  the  discretion  that  might  have  been  desired,  and  has  placed 
the  subject  in  a  rather  less  favorable  position  than  that  in  which  it  stood  be- 
fore.  It  is  not  impossible,  however,  that  some  new  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances may  present  itself  during  my  residence  here  which  may  increase 
the  prospect  of  success.  In  that  case  I  shall  with  much  pleasure  avail  my- 
self of  the  power  confided  to  me  to  renew  the  attempt  to  conclude  a  treaty.. 
This  result,  could  it  be  effected,  would  certainly  be  of  no  slight  importance 
to  the  foreign  relations  of  the  country.

Mr*  Parker  to  Mr.  Buchanan. 

"  Canton,  February  2o,  1848. 
"  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  correspondence  of  this  le- 
gation with  the  Chinese  government,  since  the  date  of  my  last  despatch. 
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I  also  enclose  a  copy  of  the  *  Straet's  Times,  Extra/  of  the  14di  ultimo, 
(which  has  been  unavoidably  deferred,)  containing  an  account  of  the  loss  of 
the  American  whaler  *  Lawrence,'  on  the  coast  of  Japan,  and  of  the  cap- 
tivity of  seven  of  her  men  by  the  Japanc^se,  whict,  if  not  otherwise  sup- 
plied, may  be  interesting  to  the  department.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that, 
while  Commodore  Biddle  was  with  two  men-of-war  anchored  in  the  bay  of 
Yedo,  shipwrecked  American  citizens  were  suffering  in  a  Japanese  prison, 
and  that  government  did  not  avail  itself  of  the  opportunity  to  return  them 
to  their  country  ;  and  while  Sir  I.  F.  Davis  was  at  Cochin  China,  in  Octo- 
ber last,  the  captain  and  crew  of  the  late  English  brig  *  Catherine,  *  were 
similarly  circumstanced  in  that  hostile  country. 

**  That  the  President  is  fully  impressed  with  the  expediency  of  negociat- 
ing  a  treaty  with  Japan,  that  shall  at  least  secure  from  that  gpvemment 
the  exercise  of  hospitality  ^d  humane  treatment  to  our  unfortunate  coun- 
trymen who  may  be  wrecked  upon  that  distant  coast,  is  evident  from  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Everett  was  empowered  to  attempt  it. 
^  "  The  fate  of  the  *  Lawrence '  and  her  men  is  probably  but  one  of  many 
similar  catastrophies,  with  this  difference,  that  none  of  the  others  were  so 
fortunate  as  to  return  to  narrate  their  sufferings  at  the  hands  of  the  cruel 
inhabitants  of  the  *  land  of  the  rising  sun,*  and  doubtless  it  will  be  con- 
sidered by  the  government  of  the  United  States  as  a  new  argument  and  a 
a  fair  pretext  for  repeating  an  embassy  to  Japan  so  soon  as  convenient  and 
pra^^cable." 


Batavia,  December  28, 1847. 

Sir  :  Under  the  impression  that  it  would  not  be  wholly  uninteresting  to 
you  and  your  readers,  I  take  the  liberty  to  send  you  herewith  for  publica- 
tion in  your  paper,  if  you  choose,  a  short  account  of  the  loss  of  the  Amer- 
ican whaler  "  jLawrence,"  and  my  captivity  together  with  six  of  the  crew 
in  Japan. 

The  "  Lawrence,"  under  command  6f  Captain  Baker,  sailed  from  the 
port  of  Poughkepsie,  N.  Y.,  on  the  10th  of  Jaly,  1845,  bound  on  a  whaling 
voyage.    On  the  27th  of  May,  1846,  in  latitude  44**  30'  N.,  longitude  163^ 
£.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Japan  islands,  we  encountered  a  heavy  gale,  at 
which  time  we  had  a  whale  alongside,  and  kept  the  ship  drifting  free.     At 
•  about  10  or  11  o'clock  at  night  she  struck  on  some  rocks,  and  immediately 
fell  over  on  her  starboard  side  and  bilged.     Captain  Baker  then  ordered 
his  boat  to  be  lowered,  and  taking  some  men  with  him  got  into  the  boat, 
saying,  as  he  left  the  ship's  side,  '*each  man  for  himself,"  or  some  other 
words  to  that  effect.     It  was  very  dark  at  the  time,  and  after  he  lefl  the 
ship  I  saw  nothing  more  ot  him.     The  first  mate,  Mr.  Myers,  then  at- 
tempted to  lower  his  boat  with  ei^t  men  in  her,  in  doing  which  he  acci- 
dentally slipped  the  bow-tackle,  which  plunged  her  bows  under  water,  and 
on  the  boat's  coming  up  under  the  counter  she  was  stove  to  pieces,  and  all, 
except  one  man  whom  I  aaved,  must  have  perished.    I  could  hear  their 
cries  in  the  water,  but  could  not  see  any  one  of  them,  as  it  was  so  dark. 
I  then  got  the  remaining  boat  ready,  and  left  the  ship  with  seven  men, 
who,  I  think,  were  all  that  were  left  of  the  crew.     We  took  with  us  a 
little  bread  and  water,  and  some  harpoons  and  cordage;  and  steered  about 
southwest.     On  the  second  day  all  the  water  and  food  we  had  were  coa- 
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turned,  and  from  tliat  day  to  our  making  the  land  we  had  nothing  to  sub- 
sist on.    It  snowed  all  the  time,  and  we  had  hardly  any  covering  on  our 
bodies  to  protect  us  from  the  piercing  cold.    One  of  the  men,  named  Hiram 
Yates,  who  was  sick  when  he  left  the  vessel,  died  on  the  third  day,  and 
we  buried  him  in  the  sea.     At  last  on  the  3d  of  June  we  perceived  land, 
ior  which  we  steered  and  entered  into  a  lar^e  bay,  where  we  could  discover 
JIG  marks  of  any  human  being.    We  landed,  and  caught  a  seal,  the  meat  of 
which  we  cooked  and  ate,  together  with  some  grass  we  found  near  the 
beach.    It  was  the  only  food  we  had  tasted  since  the  last  four  days.    We 
then  strolled  along  the  beach,  leaving  one  man  to  take  care  of  the  boat, 
'and  striking  inland  for  about  a  mile  we  came  to  a  bamboo  cottage,  with  a 
river  running  between  it  and  us.    We  hailed  repeatedly,  but  nothing  made 
•its  appearance.    We  then  sat  down  for  about  an  hour,  expeetine  to  see 
:somelx)dy  go  in  or  out  of  the  house,  but  as  this  did  not  happen,  and  it  was 
-  getting  dark,  we  returned  to  the  boat.    The  man  we  had  left  in  her  told 
us  that  during  our  absence  he  had  been  visited  by  two  men,  whom  he  in« 
vited  to  come  and  sit  with  him,  but  they  refused  to  do  so.     They  then  in- 
<quired  of  him  by  signals  how  many  of  us  there  were,  and  on  his  intimating 
to  them  our  number  they  appeared  frightened  and  ran  away.     The  next 
morning  we  got  into  the  boat  and  steered  for  the  mouth  of  a  river  on  one 
side  of  the  bay.    As  we  approached  it  we  saw  what  appeared  to  us  to  be 
a  fort  with  spears  glistening  in  the  sun  above  the  walls ;  but  on  coming 
.nearer,  we  found  it  was  a  piece  of  cloth  extended  about  three  quarters  of 
a  mile,  and  painted  so  as  to  represent  a  fort  with  guns.     Here,  as  we 
landed,  about  sixty  men,'  armed  with  swords  and  spears,  ran  towards  us 
•and  motioned  us  to  go  away.     We  however  continued  approaching  them 
4intil  we  got  very  near,  when  we  all  fell  on  our  knees  before  them.     One 
^f  them  came  up  to  me,  and  would  have  struck  me  down  with  his  sword, 
but  his  hand  was  held  back  by  an  old  man  who  stood  behind  him.     I  made 
fiens  to  them  that  we  were  harmless  people,  and  wanted  food.     After  much 
4alkii^  among  themselves  they  brought  us  some  rice  and  fish,  which  we 
«te.    They  then  agam  motioned  us  to  be  off.    I  took  them  to  our  boat, 
and  made  signs  to  mem  that  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  go  to  sea  in  such  a 
small  thing,  and  that  if  they  would  give  us  the  materials  for  building  a 
larger  one,  we  would  go  away  in  it.     Un  this  there  was  another  consulta- 
•tion  among  them,  and  one  of  them  wrote  something  on  a  piece  of  paper, 
and  sent  a  man  away  with  it.     In  about  half  an  hour  he  returned  with  a 
letter,  which  was  read  aloud  by  one  of  them,  and  we  were  then  ordered  to 
get  into  our  boat  again,  after  being  searched  and  deprived  of  every  thing 
^e  had  about  us.    They  then  got  another  boat  to  tow  ours  up  the  river, 
along  which  we  proceeded  in  this  way  until  we  got  into  a  lake,  on  one  side 
of  which  stood  a  house  covered  all  around  with  mats,  which  we  were  made 
'to  enter.     We  remained  in  it  until  night,  when  they  came  again  with  lan- 
'tems,  and  ordered  us  to  follow  them,  motioning  to  us  that  if  we  endeavored 
to  go  in  any  other  direction  we  would  be  killed.    We  followed  them  on 
foot  for  three  or  four  hours,  until  we  came  to  a  town  where  we  were  in- 
troduced into  a  brick  building,  that  appeared  to  us  to  be  the  prison  of  the 
town.    They  then  locked  us  all  up  m  a  small  eel],  and  kept  a  vigilant 
Watch  over  us  the  whole  of  the  night.    In  the  morning  we  were  blindfolded 
attd  led  to  the  house  of  the  governor,  where  we  were  questioned  and  ex- 
amined, and  asked  if  we  were  Englishmen ;  after  which  they  led  us  again 
to ;  oar  prison.     Not  a  day  passed  without  our  being  examinedi  and  aues- 
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tioned  regarding  our  country,  religion,  and  every  other  particular  that 
could  be  thought  of.  They  made  themselves  understood  to  us  by  signs^ 
and  principally  by  drawing  on  paper,  at  which  they  were  very  expert. 

In  this  prison  we  continued  for  about  eleven  months,  and  not  once  did  we 
set  a  single  foot  out  of  it  during  that  time.     Every  day  we  had  ml  allowance 
of  rice,  nsh,  and  water — and  once  they  gave  us  a  sort  of  liquor   called 
sukee.     We  drank  it,  and  it  naturally  revived  us,  and  made  us  feel  a  little 
more  cheerful ;  they  then  again  examined  us  and^  took  down  our  depositions  in 
writing,  thinking;  perhaps  that  under  the  influence  of  the  liquor  we  would 
give  them  whatever  information  we  had  before  endeavoied  to  suppress. 
About  this  time  all  the  men,  together  vnth  myself,  fell  sick;  and  what  with 
this,  the  miserable  situalion  we  were  in,  and  the  bad  treatment  we  met  with 
from  our  guards,  who  frequently  struck  us,  and  insulted  us  in  every  possible 
way  tljey  could,  we  gave  up  all  hopes  of  ever  getting  out  of  our  prisons 
alive.     We  got  better,  however,  and  were  informed  that  we  had  to  go  on 
to  Yedo  where  the  emperor  lived.     They  put  us  on  board  of  a  junk,  and 
stowed  us  all  in  the  hold,  a  dark,  filthy  place,  and  during  the  time  we  were 
in  her,  some  three  or  four  months,  not  a  single  moment  were  we  allowed  to 
step  on  deck  to  breath  the  fresh  air  or  see  the  light.     One  day  we  were 
made  to  wash  ourselves,  and  clean  clothes  were  given  us,  and  we  were 
conducted  into  the  cabin,  which  was  beautifully  fitted  up  with  silk  and  gold 
ornaments  ;  they  then  gave  us  each  a  carpet  to  sit  upon,  and  made  us  under- 
stand that  we  had  arrived  at  a  city  called  Matsmai,  where  the  emperor's 
son  lived,  and  that  he  was  coming  on  board  to  see  us.     By-and-by  we  heard 
a  great  stir  outside,  and  all  the  people  about  us  fell  on  their  faces  to  the 
ground,  and  we  were  made  to  do  the  same.    Shortly  after  the  prince  en- 
tered the  cabin,  accompanied  by  a  numerous  suit.    We  were  then  a^ain 
examined  before  him,  and  this  time  the  questions  were  put  to  us  by  a  Jap- 
anese who  spoke  Dut(h,  and  who  communicated  with  us  through  one  of 
onr  men,  MUrphy  Wells,  who  also  spoke  a  little  Dutch.     This  lasted  for 
about  an  hour,  after  which  the  prince  departed  ;  and  in  the  evening  we 
received  a  boy  of  sweetmeats,  which  they  said  was  from  him.     He  was  a 
very  young  man  of  handsome  appearance,  and  on  the  whole  seemed  kindly 
disposed  towards  us. 

The  next  day  we  continued  on  our  voyage,  and  were  again  lefl  to  the 
mercy  of  our  jailors.  We  then  arrived  at  another  city  when  we  were  ejich 
put  into  a  box,  the  lid  of  which  was  fastened  down  upon  us,  and  in  this 
way  we  were  carried  to  the  town-hall ;  here  we  underwent  another  exam- 
ination, the  questions  being  put  to  us  by  the  same  interpreter  who  acted  in 
that  capacity  at  Matsmai ;  their  chief  object  in  this,  as  m  all  the  examina- 
tions we  went  through,  was  to  find  out  whether  we  were  not  really  Eng- 
lishmen, and  I  am  of  opinion  that  had  we  confessed  ourselves  of  that  na- 
tion we  would  all  have  Jbeen  killed.  The  interpreter  told  us  to  beware  how 
we  tried  to  mislead  them,  as  they  would  find  out  who  we  were  when  we  got 
to  Nangasacki.  They  then  brought  a  box,  from  which  they  took  out  a  prmt 
of  the  crucifixion  and  told  us  to  put  our  feet  upon  it ;  on  our  hesitating  to  do 
so  the  guards  drew  out  their  swords  and  threatened  to  kill  us,  and  so  com- 
pelled every  one  of  us  to  trample  on  the  print  and  spit  upon  it.  A  couple 
of  epaulettes  was  then  shown  to  us,  one  an  English  naval  oflScer^s  and  one 
an  American,  and  we  were  asked  which  of  them  belonged  to  our  country ; 
after  this  we  were  again  conducted  to  prison.  One  day  we  were  again  sum- 
moned to  the  town-hall,  where  we  were  surprised  to  see  a  man  in  Eluropean 
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dress  sitting  among  our  judges ;  he  took  no  notice  of. us  at  first,  but  sat  writing 
and  talking  to  the  Japanese.  At  last  he  addressed  us  in  Dutch  to  whifh 
we  did  not  reply,  then  in  French  which  we  also  did  not  \inderstand ;  he 
then  spoke  English  and  said:  "If  there  are  any  John  Bulls  among  you, 
you  had  better  not  say  any  thing  about  it."  He  then  interrogated  us  con- 
cerning our  country,  our  religion,  and  the  circumstances  relative  to  our 
sWpwreck,  all  which  were  interpreted  again  to  the  Japanese  and  noted 
down  in  writing  by  them.  He  then  told  us  he  had  some  hopes  we  would 
all  be  set  at  liberty.  The  council  then  broke  up,  and  we  were  taken  again 
to  prison.  At  this  place  one  of  the  men  tried  to  escape  from  prison  and 
was  inhumanly  murdered  by  the  Japanese.  He  had  made  known  his  inten- 
tions to  us  previously  and  we  did  all  we  could  to  dissuade  him  from  it,  but  to 
no  purpose,  as  he  said  he  would  rather  die  than  suffer  so  much  any  longer* 
At  last,  after  seventeen  months  in  all  of  close  and  strict  confinement,  pri- 
vation and  ill-treatment,  we  were  liberated  and  sent  to  the  Dutch  factory* 
Here  we  were  received  by  the  director  of  the  factory,  Mr.  Levyssohn,  m 
whom  we  recognized  the  European  who  interrogated  us  at  the  town-hall, 
and  to  whose  active  and  humane  exertions  we  were  indebted  for  our  release 
—not  only  for  this,  but  also  for  the  kind,  generous  and  hospitable  treatment 
we  met  with  at  his  hands  during  the  rest  of  our  stay  in  Japan,  are  we  under 
deep  and  lasting  obligations  to  him.  Ten  days  after  we  were  put  on  board 
the  Dutch  ship  "  Hertogenbosch."  Here  we  received  the  best  possible 
treatment  and  attention  until  our  arrival  here,  when  we  were  handed  over 
by  the  authorities  to  the  United  States  consul,  who,  although  in  a  very  weak 
state  of  health,  extended  his  protection  towards  us,  and  furnished  us  with 
the  few  articles  of  clothing  we  were  so  much  in  need  of;  for  all  of  which 
we  feel  extremely  grateful.

"I  learn  from'  R.  Browne,  esq.,  H.  N.  M's  consul  at  Canton,  that  the 
Butch  ship  *  Delft*  has  returned  to  Batavia  from  Japan,  bringing  about 
thirty  foreign  sailors,  three  Americans  and  the  rest  English,  who  had  been 
wrecked  upon  the  coast  of  Japan :  for  further  particular;?  see  extract  (N6» 
7,)  from  Singapore  *  Free  Press'  of  January  10th."

"Accounts  from  Japan  received  at  Batavia,  by  the  trading  ship  which  ha9 
returned  this  month,  state  that  three  American  sailors  arrived  at  Nangasacki 
on  the  7th  of  August  last,  from  Maaime,  who  stated  that  having  on  the  5th 
of  October,  1846,  left  New  York  in  the  American  vessel  *  Pocahontas,' 
Captain  S.  Carter,  on  a  whaling  voyage,  they  had  been  some  time  after* 
^ard  left  at  New  Zealand  on  account  of  sickness,  and  on  the  29th  Decemf 
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ber,  1847,  they  had  again  shipped  in  the  whaling  ship  ^Trident/  and  b 
July,  1840,  had  been  left  on  the  Japanese  island  Otatoe,  north  of  Jazo* 

"According  to  the  same  accounts,  other  thirty-one  shipwrecked  sailors  of 
different  nations,  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  whale-fishing,  were  brought 
to  Nangasacki  on  the  dth  and  8th  October  last,  who  stated  that  they  be- 
longed to  the  English  ship  '  Edmond,'  Captain  W.  H.  Lovitt,  of  Hobart 
town,  which  had  been  wrecked  on  the  Japan  coast  near  Jazo.  One  of  the 
sailors  on  the  voyage  fell  overboard  and  was  drowned;  his  body, preserved 
in  salt,  was. brought  to  Nangasacki  and  buried  in  the  Dutch  cemetery  there ; 
all  these  sailors,  who  had  been  well  treated  by  the  Japanese  authorities,  were 
delivered  to  the  Dutch  chief  at  Decima  and  arrived  at  Batavia  in  the  Dutch 
trading  ship  *  Delft.'" 


James  Glynn  to  the  President.

Washington,  Jime  10,  1851. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  writing,  by  your  direction, 
the  substance  of  my  remarks  to  you  a  few  days  sii^e,  upon  the  project  of 
opening  an  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  the  empire  of  Japan. 
Soon  a  commercial  treaty  between  the  two  countries  will  be  demanded  by 
our  people,  and  already  a  depot  to  stop  at  in  Japan,  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  the  accommodation  of  a  line  of  steamships  contemplated  to  be 
established  between  California  and  China.  These  arrangements  must  be 
effected  soon  or  late,  and  if  not  peacably,  then  by  force ;  the  progress  of 
civilization  demands  them,  and  every  humane  man  must  desire  that  the 
necessary  changes  in  the  relations  existing  between  the  two  governments 
should  be  effected  with  as  little  violence  as  possible,  and  also  with  as  little 
delav. 

The  present  appears  a  favorable  time  for  entering  upon  a  negotiation 
vrith  Japan.  Recent  occurrences  have  attracted  the.  attention  of  the  two 
countries  toward  each  other,  but  as  yet  there  has  been  no  unkind  feeling 
grown  into  existence  between  the  two  peojt^le.  It  is  important  that  advan- 
tage should  be  taken  of  this  favorable  condition  of  things  which  cannot, 
reasonably,  be  anticipated  to  continue  much  longer,  at  least  on  our  part, 
where  our  interests  are  so  largely  involved  in  greater  accommodation  for 
our  commerce  ;  where  a  claim  so  reasonable  in  itself  is  met  by  arbitrary 
prohibition  ;  where  might  and  right  is  resisted  by  imbecility  and  injustice. 

There  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  trjue  organization  of  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment at  the  present  day,  and  it  is  difficult  to  determine  who,  or  what,  is  the 
actual  head  of  power  ;  but  a  sufficiently  comprehensive  direction  might  be 
given  to  a  communication  to  embrace  the  practical  as  well  as  the  nominal 
executive  of  the  government.  A  letter  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  directed  in  the  most  approved  manner,  should  be  sent  to  Japan, 
containing  the  most  positive  assurances  that  we  had  no  desire  to  interfere 
with  the  mternal  affairs  of  the  country,  and  particularly  with  their  religion. 
Our  only  object  to  be  free  trade  and  its  necessary  accommodations.  This 
communication  should  be  in  evei^y  respect  just  such  an  American  state  pa- 
per as  might,  under  similar  circumstances,  be  addressed  to  Austria  or  any 
other  European  government.  It  would  be  an  error  to  treat  with  the  Japan* 
€se  as  being  less  civilized  than  ourselves ;  it  would  give  them  too  much 
advantage,  as  if  we  should  clothe  them  in  armor  and  then  throw  away  our 
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most  effective  weapons  in  the  contest.  It  should  be  remembered,  in  draw- 
ing up  this  document,  that  it  may  be  desirable  on  some  future  occasion  to 
Justifjr  ourselves  before  the  world,  in  the  use  of  the  measures  towards  Ja- 
pan, besides  mere  argument  or  entreaty.  The  style  of  the  letter  should  be 
as  plain  and  natural  as  possible,  for  the  more  easy  translation  into  the  not 
Tery  well  understood  court  language  of  Japan,  out  of  that  country.  No 
complaints  should  be  made  at  present:  Even  the  detention,  imprisonment, 
and  maltreatment  of  our  citizens  coufd  be  used  to  more  advantage  on  a 
fiitare  occasion,  should  our  first  attempt  fail. 

Opposition  may  be  anticipated  from  Europeans  in  China,  and  particu- 
larly from  the  English,  unless  measures  are  talcen  to  neutralize  their  power. 
They  are  always  jealous  of  our  commercial  success,  and  they  are  getting 
alarmed  at  the  rapid  strides  we  are  making  towards  the  weak  side  of  their 
possessions  in  Asia.  A  reconciling  consideration  with  them  may,  perhaps, 
be  found  in  the  fact  that,  in  the  event  of  a  war  on  any  part  of  the  long 
line  of  their  present  India  mail  route,  they  could  communicate  through  the 
United  States  with  their  most  distant  colonies.  Satisfactory  assurances 
might  be  given  to  the  British  government  that,  in  the  event  of  our  effecting 
a  treaty  of  commerce  with  Japan,  it  should  contain  no  exclusive  privileges 
for  ourselves :  upon  these  assurances  we  might,  perhaps,  procure  instruc- 
tions to  be  given  that  the  agents  of  the  British  government  in  the  East  should 
not  oppose  our  projects ;  and  an  article  in  any  of  the  London  newspapers 
known  to  be  in  the  confidence  of  the  ministry,  stating  that  they  approved 
of  our  intentions  and  desired  our  success,  coiild  remove  difficulties  which 
might,  without  these  precautions,  very  much  impede  our  progress. 

The  Dutch,  too,  must  be  conciliated,  for  their  power  of  doing  injury  is 
very  great,  in  consequence  of  the  intimate  intercourse  which  they  alone,  of 
ail  the  civillsced  nations^  preserve  with  Japan.  For  more  than  two  centu- 
ries they  have  successfully  counteracted  every  attempt  to  share  with  them 
their  monopoly  of  the  trade.  It  is  said  not  to  be  so  profitable  at  the  present 
day ;  that  their  feelings  on  this  subject  have  undergone  a  great  change, 
and  even  that  the  king  of  Holland  had  advised  the  emperor  of  Japan  to 
open  his  ports  to  free  trade.  But  it  is  important  to  know  the  actual  feel- 
ings of  the  Dutch  government  upon  this  point.  The  individuals  immedi- 
ately employed  in  the  trade  will,  undoubtedly,  be  anxious  to  preserve  the 
present  establishment,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  it  sustains  an  exten- 
sive system  of  service  pensions,  graduated  upon  a  scale  of  time.  If  they 
are  not  to  be  converted  into  active  friends,  it  might  be  an  object  to  put  them 
in  a  friendly  state  of  feeling  towards  us;  which  might  be  effected,  very 
naturally,  through  Mr.  J.  H.  Levyssohn,  who  was  the  superintendent  of 
the  Dutch  factory  at  Japan  when  the  Preble  visited  Nangasacki. 

By  a  reference  to  the  documents  connected  with  that  expedition,  it  will 
he  seen  that  our  imprisoned  countrymen  were  indebted  to  that  gentleman 
for  a  contmued  series  of  attentions  to  their  interests  and  comfort,  from  the 
time  he  first  became  aware  of  their  presence  in  the  country ;  and  to  his 
lofluenee  with  the  local  authorities  I  felt  that  we  were  indebted  for  the  re- 
covery oi  the  prisoners,  without  a  tedious  delay  for  orders  (o  be  received 
from  the  seat  of  government.  I  had  written  him  a  letter  of  thanks  for  his 
Idndness,  but  before  sending  it  I  learned  that  he  declined  receiving  it  from 
ne  in  Japan,  but  that  it  would  be  acceptable  if  it  could  be  received  through 
^«  governor  of  Batavia.  It  was  never  sent,  however,  and  his' kindness  re- 
"nains  unacknowledged.     If  a  complimentary  open  Jettgr^fr^p  the  prop^

department  of  our  government  was  forvrarded  to  him,  through  our  consul 
at  Batavia,  to  be  handed  to  the  head  of  the  company  trading  to  Japan,  the 
transaction  would  probably  prove  sufficiently  public  and  gratifying  to  excite 
a  general  and  useful  interest  in  our  favor. 

Having  taken  these  precautionary  measures  to  make  friends  of  those  ^v^ho 
might  have  it  in  their  power  to  injure  our  cause,  the  next  thine  is  to  select 
a  proper  bearer  of  the  communication,  for  on  him  will  depend,  in  a  great 
degree,  the  result  of  this  first  attempt  to  change  the  foreign  policy  of  Japan* 
He  should  be  a  man  of  matured  judgment,  and  of  ready  tact  to^  compre- 
hend and  to  extricate  himself  from  any  unpleasant  position  he  might  find 
himself  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  placed  in  while  negotiating  with  a 
people  io  peculiarly  situated,  and  a  government  so  peculiarly  constituted  as 
is  that  of  Japan  :  he  should  have  patience  to  sustain  himself  under  trying 
circumstances  not  designed  to  annoy  him,  and  spirit  to  repel  every  attempt 
to  exact  from  him  any  humiliating  act  of  ceremonial  defence  to  the  native 
authorities:  he  sheuld  be  a  naval  officer,  knowing  what  a  man-of-war 
could  be  made  to  do  under  any  circums<tances,  and  what  he  should  do  with 
her  in  an  unexpected  emergency,  or  in  an  unlooked  for  turn  in  the  character 
of  the  negotiation.  While  he  is  the  peaceful  bearer  of  a  friendly  letter, 
he  should  be  studying  the  best  mode  of  conducting  hostile  operations  against 
the  empire,  if  they  should  ever  be  deemed  necessary  by  his  government ; 
and  with  this  object  he  should,  if  possible,  get  into  the  country,  claiming 
the  right  to  deliver  in  person  his  letter  to  the  highest  functionary  of  the 
local  government  to  whom  it  may  be  directed. 

The  bearer  of  this  despatch  had  better  proceed  by  the  way  of  Europe. 
With  our  ministers  in  England  and  Holland  he  could  confer,  and  through 
them  make  unofficially  the  explanations  necessary  to  secure,  as  far  as  pos^ 
sible,  the  friendly  feelings  of  those  governments  in  the  success  of  oiir  pro- 
jects. The  India  mail  route  would  furnish  a  ready  conveyance  to  Hong 
Kong.  Here  the  President's  letter  could  be  translated  into  the  court  lan- 
guage of  Japan,  and  the  interpreters  necessaiy  for  communicating  witt  the 
people  could  be  procured.  One  of  the  ships  of  the  East  India  squadron 
could  convey  the  messenger  to  Yedo,  and  from  thence  to  California,  if  the 
southwest  monsoons  continued  to  blow  in  the  China  seas ;  or,  if  they  had 
shifted  to  the  northeast,  the  ship  could  return  to  Hong  Kong,  and  the  mes- 
senger to  the  United  States  with  less  delay  through  Europe  again.  Our 
last  accounts  from  China  reached  us  in  sixty-four  days  through  the  India 
mail  route  ;  with  the  favorable  monsoons  the  passage  from  Hong  Kong  to 
Yedo  could  be  made  in  a  week,  and  from  thence  to  San  Franciseo,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  in  forty  days ;  or,  allow  five  months  for  actual 
journeying  by  land  and  water. 

Commodore  Biddle  visited  Japan  in  1846,  and  I  have  reason  to  bctlieve 
that  the  effect  of  the  visit  upon  the  people  of  that  country  has  been  very 
unfavorable  to  the  interests  of  the  United  States.  On  my  way  to  Nangasacki, 
in  the  Preble,  I  touched  at  Napa  Keang,  in  the  Loo-Choo  islands.  There 
foreigners  are  allowed  to  mingle  with  the  natives,  because  there  are  no 
means  to  prevent  it.  I  found  a  Christian  missionary  there,  and  from  him  I 
learned  that  very  exaggerated  reports  had  reached  the  islands  of  the  chas* 
tisement  which  had  bee.i  inflicted  upon  an  American  officer  who  had  visited 
Yedo  bay  in  a  "  big  "  ship,  and  it  was  the  impression  of  my  informant  that 
we  were  encountering  a  want  of  accommodation,  on  the  part  of  the  local 
officers,  in  consequence  of  the  flag  we  wore.    The  indignation  excited  by 
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tUs  iDformation  imparted  a  character  of  brusqueness  to  my  ii\tercourse  with 
the  authorities  at  Jfangasacki  that  I  have  not  regretted  since,  under  the  belief 
that  it  had  the  effect  to  create  in  Japan  another  feeling  towards  our  country, 
though  it  is  not  probable  that  the  fii-st  impression  is  entirely  removed,  fly 
relerence  to  Ex.  Doc.  No.  84,  31st  Congress,  (marked  A,)  herewith  trans- 
mitted, at  page  lo,  in  the  deposition  of  Robert  McCoy,  there  is  additional 
evidence  of  this  unfavorable  impression  of  our  country  in  Japan.  When  the 
man  was  critically  examined  upon  that  point,  he  deposed  (at  pa^e  18)  that 
he  had  never  heard  of  the  circumstance  before  he  heard  it  from  ms  Japanese 
guards ;  and  statements  to  the  same  effect  were  made  by  the  other  Ameri- 
can prisoners  brought  away  in  the  Preble. 

With  the  view  of  laying  before  you  all  the  information  in  my  possession 
upon  this  subject,  however  indirect  it  may  be  in  application,  I  transmit, 
herewith,  the  executive  document  referred  to  above,  and  a  statement  of  the 
visit  of  the  Preble  to  Nangasacki,  (marked  B,)  made  up  from  memoranda 
furnished  to  the  editor  of  a  paper  published  at  Canton,  (China.) 

Besides  some  other  information  not  to  be  found  in  the  public  document,  it 
contains  (at  page  326)  the  official  report  of  Commodore  £iddle,  relative  to 
Us  visit  to  Japan,  to  which  I  have  atiixed  a  copy  of  the  conmiunieation  re- 
ferred to  by  him  as  having  been  made  to  the  Japanese  government,  and 
which  I  have  obtained  from  the  letter  book  of  Commodore  Biddle,  in  con- 
«queDce  of  the  copy  which  he  had  forwarded  to  the  Navy  Department 
having  been  accidentally  destroyed  with  other  papers  by  fire,  while  out  of 
the  department  for  the  purpose  o(  being  bound. 

I  transmit  also  a  letter  (marked  C)  of  my  (»wn,  on  the  subject  of  a  line  of 
steamers  between  San  Francisco  and  Shanghai,  and  a  brief  notice  (marked 
D)  of  the  United  States  ship  Preble,  while  under  my  command  ;  from  which 
it  may  be  inferred  that  my  cruise  was  calculated  to  keep  the  subject  of  a 
trade  with  Japan  constantly  before  my  mind. 

I  have  tried  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  communication  received  by  Commo- 
dore Biddle  from  a  Japanese  officer  at  Yedo,  and  which  was  sent  to  Doctor 
Parker  at  Canton  for  translation,  and  then  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  I  learn,  upon  inqniry  at  the  Navy  Department,  that  there  is 
i^ason  to  apprehend  that  this  paper,  too,  was  cfestroyed  by  the  fire  previ- 
ously referred  to.  I  saw  a  copy  of  this  translation  upon  the  records  of  the 
legation  of  the  United  States  at  Canton.  It  is  without  doubt  a  true  copy 
<^a  correct  translation;  and,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  it  is  without  date  or 
filature,  or  any  other  characteristic  of  an  official  document.  In  the  opin- 
ion of  those  who  were  competent  to  judge  correctly,  the  original  paper  had 
heen  written  by  an  irresponsible  person,  to  meet  the  urgent  and  impatient 
demands  of  an  unwelcome  visitor.  The  ingenious  contriver  of  this  device 
vas  doubtless  confident  of  the  approbation  of  his  superiors,  as  the  affair  is 
^te  characteristic  of  Japanese  diplomacy. 

The  brief  translation  of  that  paper,  as  g^ven  in  the  official  communication 
of  Commodore  Biddle,  was  made  by  a  Chinaman  well  known  at  Canton  not 
^  have  been  competent  to  such  a  task.  In  the  translation  of  the  American 
legation  referred  to,  the  terminal  sentence  corresponding  to  "  you  must  de- 
part as  quick  as  possible,  and  not  come  any  more  to  Japan,"  was  rendered 
in  terms  so  much  more  objectionable,  that  it  suggested  a  particular  inquiry 
^  to  what  was  the  strict  sense  of  the  original.  I  was  assured  that  the 
•  niildest  construction  had  been  given  to  it  in  the  translation,  and  that  the 
original  was  absolutely  insulting  and  threatening.     It  is  not  difficult  to.un* 
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derstand  how  such  a  fact,  when  circalated  among  the  people  by  the  officers, 
in  a  spirit  of  ostentatious  vanity,  represented  to  be  common  among  them, 
and  taken  together  with  the  personal  insult  to  the  commodore,  whose  be- 
nevolent lenity  to  the  soldier  would  be  represented  as  evidence  of  a  want  of 
energy  and  decision,  would  produce  just  that  mistaken  impression  of  our 
character  which  would  encourage  the  petty  annoyances  encountered  at  Loo- 
Choo,  and  foster  the  contempt  of  the  guards  over  our  countrymen  in  Nan- 
gasacki. 

That  j)aper  may  assume  a  very  important  part  in  the  history  of  our  future 
intercourse  with  Japan  ;  perhaps  a  copy  of  the  original  may  have  been  pre- 
served by  some  one  in  Canton,  and,  if  possible,  should  be  obtained,  and, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  translation,  should  be  placed  upon  the  records 
of  the  government  for  future  reference.  If  I  am  correct  as  to  the  informal 
character  of  the  paper  given  to  Commodore  Biddle  as  official,  the  bearer  of 
the  contemplated  letter  of  the  President  may  use  the  fact  to  insist  upon  the 
delivery  in  person  of  his  despatch  to  the  government,  as  the  only  reliable 
means  of  communication,  where  deceit  haabeen  previously  practiced. 

I  append,  also,  an  extract  from  the  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  Commodore  Biddle,  in  the  Columbus,  to  visit  Japan.

Translation  of  a  verbal  notejrom  the  Charge  d^  Affaires  of  the  Netherlands. 

Washington,  April  14,  1847. 

The  government  of  Japan,  in  1843,  took  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that* 
in  the  first  place,  the  declaration  that  the  transportation  of  shipwrecked 
Japanese  to  their  country,  by  other  vessels  than  those  of  Holland  or  China, 
would  fail  in  its  object,  because  if  those  persons  should  be  transported  in 
vessels  belonging  to  other  nations,  they  would  not  be  received. 

In  the  second  place,  this  decree  renews  the  's^'^aming,  that  as  all  explo- 
ration of  the  Japanese  coasts  and  islands  is  prohibited  to  the  Japanese  by 
the  laws  of  the  empire,  these  laws  also  oppose  the  explorations  which 
foreigners  might  undertake  to  make.  The  Japanese  authorities  have  at 
the  same  time  expressed  the  desire  that  the  government  of  the  Netherlands 
would  take  upon  itself  the  charge  of  communicating  this  decree  to  the 
nations  whom  it  might  concern. 

This  is  the  first  time  for  more  than  two  centuries  that  the  government  of 
the  Netherlands  has  been  requested  by  that  of  Japan  to  make  a  political 
communication  to  other  governments. 

The  consideration  that  the  government  of  Japan  could  not,  in  the  existing 
state  of  things,  attain  its  object  in  a  different  manner,  has  alone  served  to 
determine  the  cabinet  of  the  Hague,  to  pass  over  the  other  considerations, 
which  might  naturally  appear  to  it  calculated  to  oppose  a  communication 
of  this  nature. 

The  reason  for  which  it  was  not  made  at  first,  was  that  the  necessity  of. 
80  doing  was  not  then  seen ;  because  in  1843  there  was  no  appearance  of

in  intention  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  government  to  open  intercourse 
with  Japan,  as  now  seems  to  be  the  case.  This  last  consideration  has  in- 
duced the  government  of  the  Netherlands  to  comply  with  the  desire  mani- 
fested by  the  government  of  Japan. 

The  Charge  d'Affaires  of  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Netherlands,  at  Wash- 
ington, has  die  honor  to  make  this  commmucation  as  aforesaid.

It  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety  that  foreign  vessels  are  excluded  from 
Japan,  by  the  government  of  that  empire.  It  was  nevertheless  determined 
in  1842,  that  if  such  vessels  should  be  cast  upon  the  shores  of  Japan  by 
storms,  or  come  there  in  want  of  provisions,  with  a  view  of  asking  for  sucn 
commodities,  water,  or  wood  for  fuel,  those  articles  should  be  granted  to 
them  on  request. 

For  fear,  however^  lest  this  determination,  prompted  as  it  has  been  by 
feelings  of  humanity,  should  give  rise  to  any  false  interpretation,  the  gov- 
ernment of  Japan  has  solicited  that  of  the  Netherlands  to  inform  the  other 
powers  that  the  above  mentioned  resolution  does  not  infringe  upon,  or  other- 
wise imply  any  modification  whatever  of  the  system  of  separation  and 
exclusion  which  w^as  adopted  more  than  two  centuries  ago  by  the  Japanese 
government,  and  since  the  establishment  of  which,  the  prohibition  against 
allowing  any  foreign  vessel  to  explore  tlie  Japanese  coasts  has  been  con- 
stantly m  force.    ^ 

The  Dutch  government  has  made  no  difficulty  of  complying  with  this 
request,  especially  as  the  government  of  Japan  has  no  other  means  of  making 
a  communication  of  this  nature,  and  in  pursuance  of  instructions  from  the 
cabinet  of  the  Hague,  the  legation  of  the  Netherlands  has  the  honor  to 
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communicate  the  above-mentioned  facts  to  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  State 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  information  of  his  government. 
April  30, 1851. 


Secretary  of  State  to  Commodore  Avlick. 

Department  of  State, 

Washington^  June  10,  1851. 

Sir:  The  moment  is  near  when  the  last  link  in  the  chain  of  oceanic 
steam  navigation  is  to  be  formed.  From  China  and  the  East  Indies  to 
Egypt,  thence  through  the  Mediterranean  and  Atlantic  ocean  to  England, 
thence  again  to  our  happy  shores,  and  other  parts  of  this  great  contment ; 
from  our  own  ports  to  the  southernmost  part  of  the  isthmus  that  connects 
the  two  western  continents ;  and  from  its  Pacific  coast,  north  and  south- 
wards, as  far  as  civilization  has  spread,  the  steamers  of  other  nations  and 
of  our  own  carry  intelligence,  the  wealth  of  the  world,  and  thousands  of 
travellers. 

It  is  the  President's  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  enable 
our  enterprising  merchants  to  supply  the  last  link  in  that  great  chain  which 
unites  all  nations  of  the  world,  by  the  early  establishment  of  a  line  of  steam- 
ers'from  California  to  China.  In  order  to  facilitate  this  enterprise,  it  is  de- 
sirable that  we  should  obtain,  from  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  permission  to 
purchase  from  his  subjects  the  necessary  supplies  of  coal,  which  our  steam- 
ers on  their  out  and  inward  voyages  may  require.  The  well  known  jeal- 
ousy with  which  the  Japanese  empire  has,  for  the  last  two  centuries, 
rejected  all  overtures  from  other  nations  to  open  its  ports  to  their  vessels, 
embarrasses  all  new  attempts  to  change  the  exclusive  policy  of  that  coun- 
try. 

The  interests  of  commerce,  and  even  those  of  humanity,  demand,  how- 
ever, that  we  should  make  another  appeal  to  the  sovereign  of  that  country, 
in  asking  him  to  sell  to  our  steamers,  not  the  manufactures  of  his  artisans, 
or  the  results  of  the  toil  of  his  husbandmen,  but  a  gift  of  Providence,  de- 
posited, by  the  Creator  of  all  things,  in  the  depths  of  the  Japanese -islands 
tor  the  benefit  of  the  human  family. 

By  the  President's  direction,  I  now  transmit  to  you  a  letter  to  the  Empe- 
ror of  Japan,  (with  an  open  copy,)  which  you  are  to  carry  to  Yedo, Ixis 
capital,  in  your  liag-ship,  accompanied  by  as  many  vessels  of  the  squadron 
under  your  command  as  may  conveniently  be  employed  in  thi^  service.  A 
Chinese  translation  of  this  letter  will  be  furnished  to  you  by  the  United 
States  Legation  at  Canton,  or  sent  to  your  anchorage  at  Hong  Kong  or 
Macao. 

At  one  of  the  latter  places  you  will  probably  meet  with  a  national  vessel, 
detached  by  the  commodore  of  the  squadron  in  the  Pacific,  (as  you  will 

Sirceive  by  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  correspondence  between  this  and  the 
avy  Department,)  to  carry  to  you  a  number  of  shipwrecked  Japanese 
mariners,  who  were  some  time  ago  picked  up  at  sea  by  the  bark  Auckland. 
These  men  you  will  take  with  you  to  Yedo,  and  deliver  them  over  to  the 
officers  of  the  emperor,  giving  them,  through  your  interpreter,  the  assu- 
rance that  the  American  government  will  never  fail  to  treat  with  kindness 
any  of  the  natives  of  Japan  whom  misfortune  may  bring  to  /ouiLshores,  and 
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tliat  it  expects  similar  treatment  of  such  of  its  own  citizens  who  may  he 
driven  on  the  coasts  of  Japan. 

The  letter  of  the  President  to  the  Emperor  of  Japan  you  will  deliver  to 
such  of  his  high  officers  as  he  may  appoint  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  it. 
To  them  you  will  also  explain  the  main  object  of  your  visit. 

llEneral  coal  is  so  abundant  in  Japan  that  the  government  of  that  country 
cui  have  no  reasonable  objection  to  supply  our  steamers,  at  fair  prices^ 
with  tnat  great  necessary  of  commerce.  One  pf  the  eastern  ports  of  I^iphon 
would  be  the  most  desirable  plaee  for  this  purpose.  Should,  however,  the 
government  of  Japan  persist  m  following  out  its  system  of  exclusiveness, 
you  might,  perhaps,  induce  them  to  consent  to  the  transportation  of  the 
coal,  by  their  own  vessels,  to  a  neighboring  island,  easy  of  access,  where 
the  steamers  could  supply  their  wants,  avoiding  thus  the  necessity  of  an 
intercourse  with  any  large  number  of  the  people  of  the  country. 
^  It  is  considered  important  that  you  should  avail  yourself  of  every  occa- 
sion to  impress  upon  the  Japanese  oiGcers  with  whom  you  will  be  brought 
in  contact,  that  tne  governiiient  of  the  United  States  (foes  not  possess  any 
power  over  the  religion  of  its  own  citizens,  and  that  there  is,  therefore,  no 
cause  to  app>rehend  that  it  will  interfere  with  the  religion  of  other  countriesf. 

The  President,  although  fully  aware  of  the  great  reluctance  hitherto 
shown  by  the  Japanese  government  to  enter  into  treaty  stipulations  with 
anv  foreign  nation — a  feeling  which  it  is  sincerely  wished  that  you  may  be 
able  to  overcome — has  thought  it  proper,  in  anticipation  of  this  latter  fa- 
vorable contingency,  to  invest  you  with  full  power  to  negotiate  and  sign  a 
treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  between  the  United  States  and  the  empire  of 
Japan. 

I  transmit,  herewith,  the  act  of  the  President  clothing  you  with  that 
power,  as  also  copies  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  China, 
with  Siam,  and  with  Muscat,  which  may,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  of  use  to 
you  as  precedents.  It  is  important  that  you  should  secure  to  our  vessels 
the  right  to  enter  one  or  more  of  the  ports  of  Japan,  and  there  to  dispose  of 
their  cargoes,  either  by  sale  or. by  barter,  without  beins;  subjected  to  ex- 
travagant port  charges ;  and  even  more  important  is  it  tnat  the  government 
of  Japan  should  bind  itself  to  protect  American  sailors  and  property  which 
Diay  be  wrecked  on  their  shores.  The  second  article  of  our  treaty  with 
Muscat,  and  the  fifth  article  of  our  treaty  with  Siam,  embrace  these  objects. 

Every  treaty  has  to  be  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  ratification,  as  you 
^  aware.  In  consideration  of  the  great  distance  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, and  unforeseen  difficulties,  it  would  be  prudent,  should  you  succeed 
la  effecting  the  object  proposed  to  fix  the  period  for  the  exchange  of  the 
ntifications  at  three  years.  y*.

Great  and  good  friend  :  I  send  you  this  Jetter  by  an  envoy  of  my  own 
appointment,  an  officer  of  high  rank  in  his  country,  who  is  no  missionary 
of  religion.  He  goes  by  my  command  to  bear  to  you  my  greeting  and  good 
wishes,  and  to  promote  friendship  and  commerce  between  the  two  countries. 

You  know  that  the  United  States  of  America  now  extend  from  sea  to 
sea ;  that  the  great  countries  of  Oregon  and  California  are  parts  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  from  these  countries,  which  are  rich  in  gold,  and 
silver,  and  precious  stones,  our  steamers  can  reach  the  shores  oi  your  happy 
land  in  less  than  twenty  days. 

Many  of  our  ships  will  now  pass  in  every  year,  and  some  perhaps  io 
every  week,  between  California  and  China ;  these  ships  must  pass  along 
the  coasts  of  your  empire;  storms  and  winds  may  cause  them  to  be  wrecked 
on  your  shores,  and  we  ask  and  expect  from  your  friendship  and  your 
greatness,  kindness  for  our  men  and  protection  for  our  property.  We  wish 
that  our  people  may  be  permitted  to  trade  with  your  people ;  but  we  shall 
not  authorise  them  to  break  any  laws  of  your  empire. 

Our  object  is  friendly  commercial  interoourse.  and  nothing  more.  Tom 
have  many  productions  which  we  should  be  glad  to  buy ;  and  we  have  pro^ 
ductions  which  might  suit  your  people. 

Your  empire  hath  a  great  abundance  of  coal ;  this  is  an  article  which  our 
steamships,  in  goin^  from  California  to  China,  must  use.  They  would  be 
glad  that  a  harbor  m  your  empire  should  be  appointed  to  which  coal  might 
be  brought,  and  where  they  might  always  be  able  to  purchase  it. 

In  many  other  respects,  commerce  between  your  empire  and  our  country 
would  be  useful  to  both.  Let  us  consider  well  what  new  interests  arise 
from  these  recent  events  which  have  brought  our  two  countries  so  near  to- 
gether, and  what  purposes  of  friendship,  amity,  and  intercourse  they  ought 
to  inspire  in  the  breasts  of  those  who  govern  both  countries.     Farewell.

The  United  States  ship  Preble,  Commander  James  Glynn,  airiTed  at  thif 
^n>  "^^  «^*tipHay  fro'^  %n  JNnolKo  Tia  Vidparw^     Her  mdae  has  been  • 
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Rfluikable  one.  Sailing  from  this  port  in  September,  1846,  as  convoy  to' 
Stereason's  regiment  of  Tolunteers,  the  served  with  great  activity  upon  the 
west  coast  throughout  the  Mexican  war.  At  its  termination  she  was  des* 
patched  to  China  with  Commodore  Gteisinger  on  board,  who  was  ordered, 
to  the  command  of  the  East  India  squadron.  On  her  wa]^  she  stopped  for 
a  short  time  at  several  ports  of  the  Sandwich  islands,  for  interest  and  nov* 
elty.  Hie  most  prominent  among  these  were  Hilo  and  Kealakakua.  Some 
three  weeks  were  employed  in  the  former  place  in  recruiting  the  health  of 
the  crew  after  their  long  and  arduous  service,  and  in  renovating  the  ship 
mantory  to  ^oing  into  the  malignant  climate  of  the  Asiatie  coast. 

An  o{^rtanity  was  here  offerea  to  those  on  board  who  were  desirous  to 
do  10,  to  visit  the  volcano  of  Eolunca,  the  second  largest  in  a  state  of 
activity  in  the  world,  its  crater  being  nine  miles  in  circumference.  The 
latter  place  is  interesting^  as  being  tluit  at  which  the  celebrated  circumnavi- 
gator. Captain  Cook,  was  killed  by  the  savages. 

In  nmmng  over  from  Mazatlan  to  the  Sandwich  islands,  diligent  search 
WIS  made  by  the  Preble  for  a  group  of  islands,  represented  in  hvdrograph- 
ictl  works  as  having  hesa  repeatedly  seen  between  the  naraUels  of  16^ 
and  IS**  north  latitude  and  near  the  track  of  vessels  bound  to  CaIifomia» 
hat  not  the  slightest  indication  of  land  was  discovered  in  that  vicinity. 

A  number  of  doubtfiil  islands  and  dangers  on  the  route  to  China  and  in 
Taijous  other  parts  of  the  north  Pacific,  were  also  sought  for  during  the 
<nii0e.  Of  these  researches,  &c.,  much  valuable  information  is  on  the  official 
lecords  of  the  ship. 

Reaclung  China  at  a  moment  when  matters  were  beginning  to  assume  a 
ytrj  ^ve  aspect  between  the  governor  of  Canton  and  the  United  States 
^pomissioner,  in  relation  to  the  reception  and  recognition  of  the  latter,  the 
tundy  arrival  of  the  Preble  with  the  tM>mmodore  contributed  in  no  smair 
degree  to  the  lestoration  of  harmony,  and  a  continuance  of  the  respect 
heretofore  shown  to  American  citizens  by  the  Chinese. 

Soiae  misundei  standings,  however,  between  other  foreigners  and  the  Chi- 
Me  made  it  expedient,  in  the  view  of  the  commander,  to  retain  the  Preble 
IB  bis  squadron,  and  she  whs  consequently  engaged  for  several  mont^  in 
waiting  JMbnilla,  <ind  the  various  southern  ports  of  China.  But  informa* 
tion  having  been  received  through  the  Dutch  government  at  Batavia,  of  the 
detention  and  imprisonment  in  Japan  of  sixteen  American  shipwrecked 
Mmen,  the  Preble  was  despatched  m  February,  1S49,  to  demand  and  oh- 
^  their  release.  She  had  scarcely  left  the  harbor  of  Hong  Kong,  how- 
ler, before  the  small-pox  made  its  appearance  on  board,  and  she  was  com* 
pelled  to  put  back  into  port  to  prevent  its  spreading  among  the  crew.  A 
detention  of  two  or  three  weeks  in  quarantbe  was  the  consequence  of  this 
^Qcky  occurrence,  before  it  was  thought  safe  to  pronounce  the  ship  free 
^<xn  contagion  and  again  venture  upon  the  proposed  cruise  to  thb  terra 
incognita.  On  her  way  to  Japan  tne  Preble  touched  at  the  Loo-Choo. 
Bhnds,  a  Idngdom  in  themselves,  yet  dependencies  of  Japan. 

For  gentle  dignity  of  manners,  superior  advancement  in  the  arts  and 
SBnend  intelligence,  the  inhabitants  of  this  group  are  by  far  the  most  in* 
^etestiDg  UDO^hted  nation  in  the  Pacific  ocean.  As  the  Preble  neared 
the  coast  of  Japan,  signal  guns  were  fired  from  the  prominent  headl^uids  to 
pn  warning  to  the  surrounding  country  (as  it  was  aftei:wards  ascertained). 
^  the  appewande  of  a  strange  ship.  As  she  entered  the  harbor  of  Nann- 
^^  the  PreUe  was  met  bya  number,  of  U^fge  boats,  which  ordered  Ih^ 
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off  and  attempted  to  oopose  her  further  ingress.    But  by  standing  t  ^ 

in  -with  a  fine  breeze,  tneir  ranks  were  soon  broken,  and  a  desiraUe  pontiba 
selected  for  anchoring.  Fleets  of  boats,  coyered  with  soldiers,  sh<^tiy  m£^ 
terwards  began  to  arrive,  and  from  that  time  until  the  Preble  left,  they 
poured  in  in  one  incessant  stream,  day  and  night. 

Each  squadron  of  boats  had  banners  ornamented  with  distinctiTe  syn&-» 
bols  and  devices,  which  were  transferred  with  the  troops  to  their  encam|^- 
ments  on  the  elevated  shores  surrounding  the  anchorage  of  the  P^d)le« 
From  these  heights  were,  at  intervals,  unmasked  batteries  of  heavy  artU- 
lery,  numbering  in  all  upwards  of  sixty  guns,  whidi  w^e  trained  upon  the 
Preble's  decks. « 

It  was  in  the  face  of  this  array,  and  with  a  cordon  of  boats  drawn  aroancl- 
the  ship,  that  negotiations  were  carried  on  for  the  release  of  American  prison-- 
av  from  an  ignominious  and  cruel  imprisonment  of  nearly  seventeen  months* 
Aninst  these  men  the  Japanese  uigel  not  the  slightest  charge,  except  the 
difficulty  they  had  had  in  building  prisons  and  cages  strong  enough  to  hold 
them.  Yet  they  were  treated  with  inhuman  barbarity,  and  when  first  con- 
fined were  made  to  trample  on  the  crucifix,  being  told  that  it  was  the 
^' Devil  of  Japan,"  and  that  if  they  refused  to  comply,  their  lives  woold 
pay  the  forfeit.  The  demand  for  their  release  was  at  first  treated  with  a* 
Well-afiected  haughty  indifference  b^  the  Japanese  authorities.  This  sub- 
sequently gave  place  to  an  evasive  diplomacy ;  but,  upon  being  perempto- 
rily told  by  Captain  Glynn,  in  language  that  could  not  be  misunderstood, 
that  they  must  immediately  deliver  up  the  men  or  means  would  be  found  to 
compel  them,  and  that  the  American  government  always  knew  how  to 
recover  and  protect  its  citizens  when  improperly  detained  or  abused  by  any 
nation  whatever,  they  quickly  changed  their  tone,  and  deprecating  any 
anger  or  excitement  on  the  subject,  the  lieutenant  governor  (who  had  con- 
ducted the  interview  in  behalf  of  the  Japanese)  promised  that  they  should 
be  sent  off  to  the  ship  in  two  days  from  that  time.  This  was  strictlj 
ftilfilled. 

The  Preble,  on  her  return  to  Hong  Kong,  stopped  at  the  consular  ports 
of  Shanghai  and  Amoyi  on  the  east  coast  of  China,  and  notwithstandmg  a 
delay  of  two  days  at  Loo-Choo,  nine  at  Japan,  seven  at  Shanghai,  two  at 
Woosung,  and  two  at  Amoy,  she  arrived  at  Hong  Kong  in  fifty-nine  days 
firom  the  time  of  starting.  This  was  one  day  less  than  had  been  given  her 
by  the  most  experienced  men  about  Canton  to  reach  Nangasacki  alone^  at 
that  season  of  the  year. 

Three  years  having  now  nearly  expired  since  the  Preble  left  the  United 
States,  preparations  were  made  for  her  return  home  by  the  way  of  the 
Gape  of  Good  Hope.  But  on  the  eve  of  sailing,  orders  were  received  from 
the  navy  department  for  her  immediate  return  to  the  coast  of  California. 
In  obedience  to  these,  she  therefore  sailed  on  the  10th  of  June,  1849,  fiir 
San  Francisco. 

On  the  18th  (sea  account)  of  the  same  month,  at  3h.  50m.  p.  m.,  land 
was  discovered,  which  afterward  proved  to  be  a  lar?e  island.  Its  extent,, 
however,  could  not  be  ascertained,  as  the  Preble  could  not  alter  her  course 
firora  that  in  which  she  was  standing  when  the  land  wais  first  made.  On  this 
course  (E.N.E.)  she  ran  thirty-seven  miles  parallel  to  the  coast  betate  it 
berai  to  trend  off  from  her  track. 

The  island  is  moontamous,  and  rises  to  a  remaiieabk  peak  near  its  smith* 
Western  extremity.   .The  position  of  this  pink, ««  detemsned  by  the  Plceble^ . 
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]S]]iIa«itiide26^irN.,aDd]oi»tadelS29''23'E.  The  ship  passed  qui«0< 
Bear  to  the  Jmd,  but  owuig  to  the  extreme  hasineai  of  the  attnoqdiere)  it 
was  ioipcmUe  to  determine  whether  it  was  inhabited  or  not.  There  wem 
Iiiir  dinerent  charts  of  this  part  of  the  ocean  on  board — one  English,  oae^ 
FreDGh,  and  two  of  American  compilation^^yet  none  of  them  had  uktB  island 
kid  down;  and  from  subsequent  inquiry  it  is  very  satisfactorily  determi- 
ned that  the  credit  of  its  first  discovery  is  justly  due  to  the  Preble,  and  it  is 
believed  that  Commander  Glynn  has  given  it  the  name  of  I^ble  island. 
All  on  board  were  desirous  of  making  a  reconnoissance  of  this  unknown' 
Undy  but  the  malignant  type  which  the  dysentery  had  assumed  among  the 
crew  entirely  forbade  any  delay.  This  epidemic  had  made  its  appearance 
the  day  befiire  sailing  from  Macao,  and  there  had  already  two  men  died  of 
k,  and  forty- two  others  were  upon  the  sick  report.  Its  ravages  were  so* 
feufol,  that  apart  from  tSie  number  that  had  died,  by  the  early  part  of 
August  there  were  upwards  of  fifty  ofiioers  and  men  in  fhehr  hammocks 
ModtT  medical  treatment.  In  addition  to  this,  the  system  of  every  person 
9>  the  ship  was  so  impregnated  with  the  disease,  that  there  was  no  telling 
at  what  mcHaeiit  any  pcHrtion  of  the  whale  ship's  company  mi^ht  be  pros- 
trated with  it.  Under  these, circumstances,  it  was  deemed  advisable  not  to- 
venture  into  the  ungenial  climate  of  our  western  coast,  but  to  bear  away 
ibr  the  Sandwich  islands. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Preble  at  Honolulu  a  hospital  was  at  once  estab-* 
lisbed  on  shore,  to  which  the  invalids  were  all  removed,  but  unfortunatelyi 
too  late  for  several  of  the  poor  fellows.  The  very  flower  of  the  ci*ew  were 
swept  oflF  by  this  fell  disease ;  and  as  a  body,  they  were  as  true-hearted  and 
Hoble  a  set  of  men  as  ever  trod  the  deck  of  any  ship.  Their  terrible  suflfep* 
ings  were  borne  with  heroic  fortitude,  and  the  composure  and  resignation 
with  which  they  contemplated  the  waning  moments  of  their  existence^ 
afforded  a  lessen  from  which  the  best  of  Christians  might  have  profited. 
May  Heaven  deal  lightly  with  their  faults,  and  for  their  virtues  bestow  a 
rich  reward ! ' 

While  the  Preble  laid  at  Honolulu,  a  difficulty  occurring  between  the 
comol  general  of  France  and  the  Hawaiian  government,  a  detachment  of 
soldiers  and  seamen  were  throvm  on  shore  from  the  French  raan-of-v^r, 
and  die  fort  taken  possession  of,  and  after  having  dismgunted  the  guns  and 
destroyed  the  ammunition,  they  retired.  The  Preble,  in  the  meantime, 
stood  ready  to  protect  and  shelter  the  American  residents  in  case  of  any 
collision  or  bombardment 

It  was  not  until  December  following  that  a  fragment  of  the  crew  were 
si^cieDtly  convalescent  to  admit  of  the  Preble's  venturing  to  CaKfomia 
intba  few  men  loaned  from  the  s^dron.  She  was  then  taken  to  San 
Francisco,  and  ultimately  to  Benicia,  thirty-five  men  having  been  left 
behmd  in  the  hospital  at  Honolulu.  The  temn  of  service  of  the  crew 
having  expired,  they  were  all  discharged  as  soon  as  they  recovered  suffix 
cioitly  to  leave  the  hands  of  the  phytidans.  The  health  of  many  of  the 
officers  was  so  much  inq»ired  that  diey  were  sent  home  by  way  of  the 
l^thnms.  The  dtip  w»  thus  left  entirely  vrithout  a  crew ;  the  copper  vwis 
literally  vram  off  her  bottom ;  her  hull,  mainmast  and  other  spars  ware 
Ulmg  to  pieces  vrith  deoay,  atid  there  was  not  a  sail  left  aboard  that  was 
fit  to  spread  to  a  naoderate  breeze*  In  July,  however,  she  was  patdied  ap^ 
tbemaidBlBil'fidiad,  aaaitofoU  sails  riven  her,  and  as  many  officers  and 
i&enas«tld  heaimiirfrQia  tiia  alRtti^  disatkkd  aqaadnd  pal  m  bottd,. 
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and  sh^  sailed  on  the  S^l  day  of  August  for  Valparaiso,  where  she  arrived 
in  forty-six  days,  making  one  of  the  quickest  pa^ges  on  record.  Here  tbe 
Prebk  was  detained  one  month  from  the  necessity  of  havbg  a  new  suit  of 
sails  made.  On  the  second  arrival  of  the  Preble  atHonolulu,  she  had  bten 
absent  from  the  United  States  two  years  and  eleven  months,  and  had  sailed 
73|833  miles — an  amount,  it  is  believed,  unequalled  in  the  same  space  of 
time  by  any  man-of-war  of  any  nation  that  has  ever  floated ;  and  up  to 
her  return  to  this  port  she  has  sailed  nearly  100,000  miles,  and  been  in 
eommissien  four  years  and  four  months. 

Kvery  port  of  any  importance  whatever,  in  the  north  Pacific  and  China 
seas,  and  upon  the  west  coast  of  South  America,  Mexico,  and  California^ 
has  been  viated,  and  many  of  them  several  times  during  the  cruise.  Unfre- 
quented parts  of  the  ocean  have  been  traversed ;  a  number  of  strange  po^ts 
have .  been  eotered,  where  no  national  vessel  had  ever  before  shown  our 
flag ;  and  our  commerce  has  received  succor  and  protection  from  the  Preble 
in  a  number  of  most  important  instances.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Preble  has  made  one  of  tne  most  interesting,  and  certainly  the  longest  cmiae, 
for  both  duration  of  time  and  distance  safled,  that  has  ever  been  made  hj 
an  American  man-of-war. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  fortv-five  persons  who  sailed  from  New  York  in 
the  Preble,  in  September,  1846,  but  one  commissioned  officer,  two  forward 
<^cer8,  and  five  men,  remain  on  board.  Of  the  others,  thirty  have  been 
transferred  to  other  vessels  or  permitted  to  retivn  home,  in  consequence  of 
sickness  ;  two  were  killed  by  accident  in  the  early  part  of  the  cruise;  fifty* 
seven  served  (»ut  their  terms  of  enlistment,  and  were  discharged  in  Califor- 
nia ;  the  others  run  for  the  **  diggings,"  preferring  to  serve  themselves  at  the 
leported  wages  of  sixteen  dollars  a  month,  to  serving  their  contract  and 
their  country  ftt  thirty  cents  a  day. 

For  the  satisfaction  of  the  friends  of  the  deceased,  the  following  list  is 
published  now,  though  some  part  of  it  may  have  appeared  in  print  before.

The  above  list  shows  a  mortality  of  more  than  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number,  which  is  larger  than  any  ship  in  our  service  has  ever  suffer- 
ed from  all  or  any  causes  during  our  cruise,  and  is  believed  to  be  not  only 
a  much  larger  average,  though  a  less  distinguished  loss,  than  was  sustained 
bf  any  one  body  of  men  in  any  one  action  during  the  whole  of  the  war 
with  Mexico. 

Hard  and  long  service  has  used  up  the  Preble  herself  almost  as  effectu- 
tlljr  as  it  has  the  crew.  The  Preble  has  on  board  four  men  charged  with 
miitiBy  and  mvder  on  board  the  bark  Glenn,  of  New  Haven.

I  charge  John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,  commissioner  for  the  survey  and  demark- 
ation of  tne  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  as  follows : 

CHARGE  FIRST. 

Conniving  at  the  conversion  to  private  uses  of  the  transportation  provided 
by  the  government  for  the  use  of  the  boundary  commission. 

Specification  1.  In  permitting  his  brother,  Geo.  F.  Bartlett,  commissary 
of  the  commission,  to  transport  a  large  quantity  of  ^ods  on  private  account, 
such  as  shirts,  shoes,  pea-jackets,  pantaloons,  oil-cloth  clothes,  playing 
cards,  tobacco,  &c.^  on  the  steamer  Galveston,  which  transported  the  mem- 
bers of  the  boundary  commission  from  New  York  to  Indianolia,  Texas, 
between  the  3d  and  24th  of  August,  1850,  thus  greatly  increasing  the 
amount  of  tonnage  paid  for  b;^  the  government. 

Specification  2.  in  permitting  Geo.  F.  Bartlett,  commissary  of  the  com- 
mission, to  transport  a  large  quantity  of  goods,  such  as  are  mentioned  in 
the  first  specification,  on  private  account,  from  Indianola  1o  El  Paso,  Texas, 
in  the  train  of  the  commission,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  necessary  supplies  of 
the  provision  of  the  commission,  say  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  barrels  of 
hard  bread,  and  to  the  exclusion  of  the  personal  baggage  of  many  of  the 
members  of  the  commission,  who  were  obliged,  for  want  of  transportation, 
(to  which  they  were  justly  entitled)  to  sacrifice  their  clothing. 

Specification  3.  In  permitting  Geo.  F.  Bartlett,  commissary  of  the  com- 
mission, to  practice  a  gross  imposition  on  the  members  of  the  commission, 
by  charging  them  a  heavy  advance  on  clothing,  &c.,  furnished  by  the  gov- 
ernment for  their  use,  and  intended  to  be  issuecY  to  th Jm  at  jjs  original  cost, 
and  appropriating  to  himself  the  advance  so  charged  as  a  fair  perquisite  ;  he 
being  a  regular  salaried  officer  of  the  commission,  and  therefore  entitled  to 
no  such  perquisite ;  thus  allowing  the  public  funds  and  property  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  be  used  by  the  commissary  in  a  mercantile  operation. 

CHARGE  SECOND. 

Unpardonable  mismanagement  of  the  public  ntercst  and  funds  entrusted 
to  him. 

^Specification  1.  In  permitting  the  train  of  the  commission  to  be  halted  at 
Victoria,  only  two  davs  march  irom  Indianola,  that  repairs  might  be  made 
to  tht  traia^  which  left  IndiuoU  in  perftet  order  and  could  bavt  required 


birt  little,  if  any,  impairs;  thus  subjecfiDg  the  fforermneiit  to  great  and  un* 
necessary  expense,  and  the  commission  to  a  delay  of  fourteen  days. 

Specijication  2.  In  permitting  an  unnecessary  delay  of  the  commission  and 
train  at  San  Antonia  (twenty  days)  at  an  enormous  expense,  and  for  the 
same  reason  as  before,  to  make  repairs  to  the  train,  and  with  as  little  truth 
as  at  Victoria. 

Specification  3.  In  retaining  in  the  service  of  the  commission.  Quarter- 
master James  Myer,  and  permitting  him  to  disburse  large  sums  of  public 
money  at  Victoria,  San  Antonio,  and  elsewhere,  after  he,  Mr.  Bartlett,  had 
been  furnished  bj'  Bre%H*t  Lieut.  Col.  McClellan  with  a  blank  voucher  of 
Quartermaster  Myer,  with  the  receipt  signed,  on  which  an  account  for  any 
amount  could  be  drawn  against  the  commissioner,  when  not  a  single  article 
charged  lor  had  been  furnished,  (see  blank  voucher  annexed  marked  H,) 
which  was  taken  by  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  McClellan  from  a  quire  of  them 
found  by  him  at  Victoria,  and  handed  to  Mr.  Commissioner  Bartlett  to  put 
him  on  nis  guard. 

Specijication  4.  In  retaining  in  service  Quartermaster  James  Myer,  after 
admitting  to  a  member  of  the  commission  that  he  knew  Myer  was  dishonest 
and  was  defrauding  the  government,  assigning  as  a  reason  for  retaining  him, 
"tLat  he  could  put  his  finger  on  no  act  of  fraud  that  could  give  him  good 
reason  to  displace  him,"  wnen  these  acts  of  fraud  were  committed,  many  of 
them,  near  the  commissioner,  Mr.  Bartlett,  and  could  easily  have  been  ascer- 
tained by  him,  by  comparing  the  price  paid  by  Myer  for  articles,  &c., 
iurnisbed  for  the  commission,  with  the  prices  at  which  they  were  turned  in 
by  him  to  the  commission. 

CHAR6S  THIRD. 

Conduct  unworthy  of  commissioner  of  the  United  States, 
Specification  1.  In  leaving  the  greater  portion  of  the  commission  and  the 
train  at  San  Antonio,  without  the  necessary  funds  for  their  support,  to  be 
conducted  by  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  McClellan  to  El  Paso,  a  distance  of  near 
eight  hundred  miles ;  and  after  he  had  reached  a  point  near  Fredericksbur^h, 
•ending  back  to  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  McClellan,  then  in  camp  on  the  San 
Pedro,  near  San  Antonio,  two  requisitions  on  the  Treasury  Department,  on« 
for  three  thousand  and  the  other  for  two  thousand  dollars,  in  favor  of 
Quartermaster  James  Myer,  of  the  commission,  with  the  accompanying 
letter,  marked  Aj^  asking  ferevet  Lieut.  Col.  McClellan  to  examine  the  esti- 
mate of  Quartermaster  Myer,  and,  if  he  approved  it,  to  hand  the  requi* 
sitionsto  him,  the  quartermaster ;  thus  having  complained  of  the  extravagant 
expenditures  of  the  quartermaster  of  San  Antonio,  and  after  having  con* 
demned  this,  my  estimate,  endeavoring  to  shift  the  responsibility  of  sup- 
plyin?  the  quartermaster  with  these  funds  from  himself  to  Brevet  Lieutr 
Col.  McClellan,  that  he,  the  conmilssioner,  might  escape  the  censure  of  th^ 
department,  which  he  says  in  his  letter  might  fall  upon  him ;  Mr.  Commis* 
aoner  Bartlett  knew,  at  the  time  he  sent  the  requisitions  and  the  estimate, 
that  it  was  impossible  for  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  McClellan  to  decide  correctly 
W)n  their  propriety,  as  he  had  no  returns  of  public  property,  forage  of  any 
kind  from  the  quartermaster,  and  could,  of  course,  Jbiow  nothing  of  what 
was  in  hand,  and  of  what  was  required. 

Specification  2.  In  deceiving  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  commissioa 
u  to  their  pay,  tellmg  them  at  Wushingtouj  JBfew  Yorkj  and  f  bewbtre^  tba| 
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the  pay  would  range  from  $1  50  to  ^  00  per  diem,  and  on  rcacWng  EI 
Paso,  d  distance  of  three  thousand  miles  from  their  homes,  fixing  the  pay 
of  a  number  of  the  same  members  at  $1  25,  and  some  at  even  less,  per  diem, 
and  this  after  having  been  applied  to  by  many  for  a  statement  from  him  of 
the  pay  they  would  be  allowed. 

CHARGE  FOURTH. 

Conduct  destructive  of  the  true  interests  and  tending  to  defeat  the  inten- 
tions of  the  government,  in  the  organization  of  the  boundary  commission. 

'Specification  1.  In  endeavoring  by  all  the  means  his  position  as  com* 
missioner  gave  him,  and  by  assuming  authority  not  belonging  to  him  or 
any  one  else,  to  degrade  the  officers  of  the  army  attached  to  the  commis- 
sion, by  placing  them  under  the  control  of  a  man  (the  quartermaster  of  tbe 
commission)  without  rank ;  first  by  his  letter  of  instructions  to  Quarter- 
master Myer,  dated  San  Antonio,  Texas,  October  10, 1850,  marked  C ;  and 
since  by  depriving  the  topographical  engineers  on  detail  in  the  commission, 
of  the  stationery,  drawing  instruments,  paper,  &c.,  procured  for  their  use 
by  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  MeClellan,  thus  putting  it  out  of  their  power 
to  reduce  to  maps  the  topographical  examinations  already  made,  or  to  be 
made  in  the  course  of  the  bounrlary  survey.  And,  also,  by  confining  them 
to  their  astronomical  duties  only,  thus  destroying  their  usefulness  as  topo- 
graphical engineers. 

CHARGE  FIFTH. 

Conduct  calculated  to  destroy  all  discipline  in  the  boundary  commission, 
and  to  produce  resistance  to  the  authority  of  the  officers  in  command  of 
the  main  body  of  the  boundary  commission,  on  its  march  from  San  Antonio 
to  El  Paso,  and  to  endanger  the  lives  of  the  members  of  the  commission. 

Specification  1.  By  giving  to  James  Myer,  quartermaster  of  the  com- 
mission, in  his  letter  of  instructions  to  him  dated  at  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
October  10,  1850,  the  sole  control  of  the  train  of  the  commission ;  the 
regulations  of  the  daily  marches,  &c.,  and  inducing  him  to  resist  the  au- 
thority of  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  MeClellan,  who  commanded  the  com- 
mission and  train,  which  he,  Myer,  says  in  his  letter  marked  B,  but  for  the 
presence  of  the  escort  of  regular  troop's  under  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Uraig,  he  would  have  continued  to  resist. 

CHARGE  SIXTH. 

Unpardonable  neglect  of  the  lives  of  the  members  of  the  commission. 

Specification  1.  In  neglecting,  on  the  march  to  San  Antonio  from  Indian- 
ola,  although  warned  that  a  desperate  man  named  Turner,  a  teamster  in 
the  train,  threatened  to  take  the  life  of  John  Tennant,  a  member  of  the 
co.nmission,  to  discharge  or  cause  to  be  discharged  said  Turner,  and  tbe 
CO  isequence  was  the  death  of  Tennant  on  the  day  or  the  day  after  the 
arrival  of  the  commission  at  San  Antonio. 

CHARGE  SEVENTH. 

Ccniict  unbecoming  the  station  he  holds  as  comxnisnoner  of  the  Unite  J 
StaUi,  on  til*  boundary  surrey.  o,:..e..,Google 
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Speeijleation,  In  using  in  a  letter  marked  O,  in  an  official  correspond- 
ence with  Brevet  Lieutenant  J.  McCleilan,  the  following  offensive  and  un- 
gentlemanly  language :  "  This  transaction  is  certainly  a  very  extraordinary 
one,  and  I  can  see  no  more  reason  why  you  should  appropriate  the  articles 
alluded  tojor  your  benefit y  or  withhold  them  from  the  commission  under 
the  plea  of  your  being  responsible  Jor  them,  than  o*her  public  property f** 
which  was  entirely  uncalled  for  by  anything  that  hi*d  passed  between  them 
in  their  correspondence  relating  to  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  McClellan 
taming  over  certain  public  property  to  him,  the  commissioner,  for  which 
he,  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  McClellan,  only  asked  the  prescribed  receipts, 
to  relieve  hiin  from  responsibility  for  the  property  so  turned  over  to  the 
commissioner. 

CHARGE    EIGHTH.. 

Unpardonable  negl^t  of  the  health  and  of  the  comfort  of  the  membera 
of  the  commission. 

Specification,  In  neglecting,  after  various  reports  had  been  made  to  him 
by  members  of  the  comraissi(m  of  deficiency  in  the  quantity  anti  quality  of 
the  rations,  (particularly  flour,  pork  and  beef — a  sampJe  of  the  flour  is 
enclosed  to  you,)  furnished  by  George  F.  Bartlett,  commissary  of  thi;  com- 
mission, to  attend  to  said  complaints  and  remedy  the  evil  complained  of, 
and  permitting  the  commissary  to  continue  to  issue  flour,  lieef,  pork,  &c., 
unfit  for  use,  and  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  members  of  the  commission ; 
and,  finally,  in  treating  said  complaints  with  open  and  avowed  contempt, 
(see  petition  paarked  L  and  correspondence  in  the  hands  of  J.  H.  Prioleau.)

I  am  perfectly 
astounded  with  the  additional  demand  of  Mr.  Myer,  as  I  gave  him  $7,000 
on  our  arrival  in  San  Antonio,  when  he  stated  to  me  that  $12,825  would 
be  necessary  to  make  all  the  purchases  he  required,  agreeably  to  the 
tnoexed  estimate :

Thinking  this  estimate  was  very  large,  I  gave  Mr.  Mjer  but  $7,000. 
Just  before  leaving  Mr.  Myer  said  he  should  be  deficient  yet^  and  requested 
more  money ;  and  the  least  he  said  he  could  get  along  with  was  $id,000, 
which  I  gave  him  in  a  requisition.  This  I  thought  very  large,  but  could 
meet  any  emergency  that  might  occur.  You  may  imagine  my  astonishment, 
then,  at  an  additional  demand  of  $8,000.     His  estic^te  is  as  follows:

It  appears  to  me  that  many  of  these  items  arc  embraced  in  the  former 
estimate,  particularly  corn  and  fodder.

$5,000  additional,  similar  purchase. 

I  have  written  to  Mr.  ^Iyer  in  reply,  that  I  cannot  see  the  necessity  of 
his  large  demand,  from  the  estimates  he  has  sent,  and  "have  referred  him  to 
you.  1  send  you  a  requisition  for  83,000,  and  a  second  for  82,000,  one  or 
both  of  which  you  are  at  liberty  to  give  Mr.  Myer,  in  case  his  estimate  is 
satisfactory  and  the  property  required  necessary,  taking  his  receipts  therefor. 
I  al?o  enclose  you  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  him.

Sir  :  I  hare  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  a  requisition  made  upon  me  this 
morning  for  additional  transportation,  to  be  furnished  immediately,  and 
which  appears  to  be  absolutely  necessary  to  the  advancement  of  the 
expedition.  I  find  the  funds  I  have  on  hand  inadequate  to  meet  this  further 
demand  by  S3,000  or  $3,500,  and,  in  order  to  guard  against  contingencies 
that  may  arise  on  the  way,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  request  of  you  an 
additional  sum  of  85,000,  malcing  in  the  aggregate,  §8,000.  It  is  hoped 
that  no  such  contingency  may  arise,  but,  travelling  as  we  will  be,  through 
a  section  of  country  infested  with  Indians,  and  the  stealing  of  animals  their 
principal  object,  it  may  be  that  circumstanqifs  will  render  it  necessary  for 
me  (as  has  been  the  case  with  the  government  train  on  the  same  route  over 
which  we  pass)  to  send  to  Mexico  for  additional  animals,  I  therefor  consider 
it  absolutely  necessary  that  a  draft  of  S^8,000  be  furnished  me  by  the  return 
express,  to  enable  the  expedition  to  meet  you  at  El  Paso  with  certain  safety. 
In  order  to  show  more  clearly  the  amount  of  my  present  Jiabilities,  and  that 
you  may  see  the  pressing  necessity  lor  the  requisition  I  make  upon  you, 
please  notice  the  rough  estimate  which  follows,  and  is  as  near  the  exact 
amount  as  possible.* 

You  will  please  take  into  consideration  the  contingencies  which  may  arise 
on  the  road  from  here  to  El  Paso,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  increase  of  expendi- 
ture arising  from  the  mounting  of  the  fifteen  men,  as  per  requisition  of 
Captain  Barry,  duly  approved  Iby  Colonel  J.  McClellan,  &c.

Sm:  I  was  utterly  omfounded  last  night,  to  receive  your  letter,  making 
an  additional  demand  for  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000) ;  and  without  a 
more  satisfactory  estimate  than  the  one  sent,  cannot  comply  with  the  re- 
quest. Your  estimate,  given  me  at. San  Antonio,  embraced  several  items 
which  are  repeated  ana  increased  in  this;  for  instance  corn  fodder  re- 
quired at  San  Antonio,  Leona,  &c.,  S2,7o0;  you  now  ask,  in  addition  to  this, 
85,250  for  the  same.  I  wish  to  give  you  all  you  require,  and  after  giv- 
ing you  th«f  last  88,000,  supposed  you  would  have  a  surplus  of  S5,W)0, 
after  payisc  all  demands  mentioned  in  the  previous  estimate.  At  the 
same  time,  I  sent  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  a  memorandum  of 
your  expenditure,  and  said  no  more  would  be  required.  ^  1  do  not  see 
where  wc  are  to  stop,  at  the  rate  we  are  now  going  on  in  your  depart-

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menty  and  fear  that  I  shall  be  censured  for  it.  X  see  no  additional  item 
in  your  estimate,  beyond  what  was  first  given.  You  had  an  item  of  51,000 
for  horses,  and  the  requisitions  of  Captain  Barry  and  Colonel  J.  McCIellan, 
for  horses  or  mules  for  fifteen  men  cannot  materially  increase  this,  particularly 
if  Spanish  horses  at  twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars  are  furnished,  which  I  deem 
the  best,  I  have  written  a  letter  to  Colonel  McClellan  on  the  subject,  and 
have  directed  him  to  furnish  you  with  additional  rec[uisitions  for  moDey, 
which  I  have  placed  in  his  hands,  on  your  presenting  him  with  estimates  for 
additional  purchases  in  your  department.  It  appears  to  me  that  I  shall  not 
be  justified  in  complying  with  your  increased  demand  without  understand- 
ing more  fully  their  necessity,  which  is  not  apparent  from  your  last  esti- 
mate. Colonel  McClelian  is  authorized  to  promote  your  wishes  as  far  as 
necessity  requires.

Sir:  I  hiv^  the  honor  to  respcctfuyy  protest  against  the  movement  of 
the  train  and  public  animals  from  the  usual  place  of  encampment,  con- 
nected with  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Craig,  which  change  of 
ground  has  in  an  insecure  position  the  property  of  the  commission  in  my 
charge,  and  for  which  I  alone  am  responsible  for ;  and  had  I  not  have  had 
every  reason  to  believe  that  I  would  have  been  forced  to  move  the  train  by 
the  military  command  of  Colonel  Craigy  I  could  not  have  permitted  it  to 
have  been  thus  removed  to  this  encampment. 

As  we  now  are,  with  the  waggons  packed  under  your  directions,  and 
being  distant  a  full  half  mile  from  the  encampment  of  the  escort,  we  are 
deprived  of  its  immediate  protection. 

The  public  animals  are  not  sufficiently  protected  by  the  change  in  the 
arrangement,  and  I  cannot  hold  myself  responsible  beyond  the  means  within 
my  command.

Sir  :  Your  note  of  this  evening  in  answer  to  my  protest  against  the 
exposure  of  the  animals  and  property  of  the  commission  has  been  duly 
received. 

In  reply  I  will  state  for  your  better  information,  relative  to  the  amount 
ind  extent  of  my  responsibility,  and  the  source  from  whence  it  is  derived, 
that  my  bonds  are  now  on  file  in  the  of&ce  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
and  by  my  oath  of  office  as  the  quartermaster  of  this  commission  I  am 
compelled  to  render  a  faithful  account  of  all  moneys  and  property  placed 
in  my  hands,  and  to  see  that  the  public  service  does  not  suffer  by  a  careless 
adnunistration  of  the  department  intrusted  to  me. 

Your  experience  as  well  as  my  own  will  prove  that  in  case  of  loss  or 
injury  of  public  property,  the  government  only  looks  to  the  proper  account- 
ing officer  or  to  his  securities  for  a  reimbursement,  unless  there  be  full  and 
proper  certificates  or  responsible  orders  to  support  and  explain  such  loss  or 
injury  to  the  public  interest. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  other  person  having  given  bonds  to  the  govern- 
meat  for  the  performance  of  the  quartermaster  s  duties,  or  the  security  of 
such  property  as  is  generally  intrusted  to  his  care,  besides  i^yself. 

You  will  readily  perceive,  then,  how  improper  it  would  be  for  me  to 
allow  that  part  of  the  public  interest  intrusted  to  my  care  to  be  hazarded 
in  any  maimer,  cither  to  my  own  injury  or  to  the  injury  of  the  government, 
without  using  all  the  means  in  my  power ;  and,  as  a  last  resort,  recording 
my  dissent  to  such  proceedings  as  must  prove  injurious. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  further  and  more  recent 
authority  (a  copy)  annexed  hereto,  which  covers  ail  the  ground  in  question, 
and  which  authority  shall  guide  me  in  my  further  efforts  to  protect  myself, 
as  well  as  those  interests  with  which  I  am  intrusted. 

Annexed  please  find  special  instructions  from  the  Honorable  Commis- 
sioner, John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,  relating  to  a  portion  of  my  duties,  as  they 
might  present  themselves  on  the  march  from  8an  Antonio  to  El  Paso.

It  is  a  disagreeable  duty  to  me  to  remove  an  officer  of  your  rank,  and 
one  who  has  so  long  occupied  a  distinguished  place  in  a  corps  which  em- 
braces so  many  gentlemanly  and  accomplished  officers.  I,  therefore,  beg 
leave  to  suggest  tor  your  consideration  and  adoption  a  plan  which  will  ob- 
viate the  necessity  of  my  so  doing. 

The  department  is  aware  of  the  state  of  your  health,  and  it  b  well 
known  to  the  members  of  the  commission  that  your  health  has  been  seri- 
ously affected  by  your  journey ;  so  much  so  that  you  may  be  prevented 
from  active  duty  on  the  commission.  I  would,  therefore,  propose  that  you 
request  permission  to  leave  the  commission,  on  the  score  of  ill  health, 
which  will  be  granted,  and  you  will  be  requested  to  report  yourselt  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  at  Washington.  I  suggest  this  plan  to  save 
you  from  the  odium  which  must  otherwise  follow  in  carrying  my  instruc- 
tions into  effect,  as  in  the  latter  case  I  shall  be  compelled  to  give  you  an 
official  notice  of  your  removal. 

I  take  the  earliest  opportunity  to  give  you  this  friendly  and  inoffensive 
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notiMy  33  the  organisation  of  the  several  parties  for  duty  cannot  take  place 
until  this  matter  is  settled.  You  wiU,  therefore,  oblipje  me  with  an  imme- 
diate answer,  which  Mr.  Murphy,  the  bearer  of  this,  will  bring,  or  transmit 
to  me  forthwith.

You  observe  that  **  until  I  know  the  char<res  and  specifications  against 
me;  by  whom  preferred,  and  the  name  and  residences  of  the  witnesses,  I 
cannot  fully  reply  to  your  note,  and  even  then,  my  course  will  not  be  de- 
termined on  until  I  am  furnished  with  a  copy  of  Secrc;tary  Stuart's  letter  of 
instructions  to  you,  and  the  course  you  are  to  pursue  in  regard  to  them." 

In  reply,  I  have  to  state  that  I  have  not  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
the  charges  preferred  against  you ;  neither  have  I  been  advised  by  whom 
they  are  preferred ;  nor  do  I  know  the  names  of  any  witnesses  or  parties 
connected  therewith.  1  cannot  see  your  purpose  in  stating  that  you  cannot 
reply  lully  to  my  note  until'  you  know  the  charges,  &.C.,  when  you  have 
already  been  furnished  with  a  copy  officially  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

I  cannot  acknowledge  your  right  to  request  me  to  furnish  you  with  a 
copy  rf  Mr.  Secretary  Stuart's  letter  to  me,  in  relation  to  the  charges.

Sir  :  On  the  4th  instant,  I  addressed  you  a  private  letter  informing  you 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  relieve  you 
from  your  present  position  of  chief  astronomer  in  the  boundary  commis- 
sion, and  that  my  instructions  left  me  no  alternative  but  to  comply  with 
them.  Anxidhs  to  avoid  this  unpleasant  duty,  as  we!l  as  to  save  your  feel- 
ings as  mufjh  as  possible,  I  ^ave  you  the  opportunity  of  resigning  your 
place  on  the  score  of  ill  health,  and  returning  to  Washington.  Your  note 
to  me  in  reply  led  me  to  understand  that  it  was  doubtful  what  course  you 
would  pursue.  I  therefore  wrote  you  again  under  date  of  10th  instant, 
and  at  tlie  close  of  my  letter  reiterated  that  "  unless  you  resign  your  position 
in  the  commission  voluntarily,  I  shall  be  compelled,  however  disagreeable  it 
may  be  to  me,  to  give  you  an  official  notice  of  your  removal.''  Although 
an  immediate  and  definite  reply  was  requested,  I  have  not  received  a  line 
from  you,  and,  as  a  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  without  being  apprised  of 
your  intentions,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  communicate  to  you  the  orders 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

I  am  directed  to  notify  you  that  a  report  has  been  lodged  against  you  in 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  in  Washington,  for  **  habitual  drunkenness 
and  covduct  vnbecomincr  an  ojicer  and  a  gentlemen,**  and  I  am  further- 
more directed  to  take  measures  to  cause  you  to  return  and  report  yourself 
to  the  department.  • 

Having  de(!]ined  to  avail  yourself  of  the  privilege  proffered  you,  no  other 
alternative  remains  but  to  relieve  you,  as  I  hereby  do,  from  the  duties  of 
chief  astronomer  to  this  commission.  You  may  therefore  consider  your- 
self no  longer  connected  with  the  boundary  survey.  I  am  further  "directed 
to  assign,  temporarily,  the  dutips  of  chief  astronomer  to  the  United  States 
topographical  engineer  next  below  you  in  rank,  until  the  arrival  of  the 
officer  to  whom  the  office  will  be  assigned.  Desirous  to  give  you  every  as- 
sistance to  which  your  rank  entitles  you,  I  will  assign  for  your  especial  use 
a  servant  and  cook,  at  the  expense  of  the  commission.  I  will  also  furnish 
you  with  subsistence  aud  quarters  until  an  opportunity  presents  to  return 
to  Washington,  beyond  which  time  I  shall  not  feel  myself  authorized  to 
fiirnish  them ;  but  must  be  governed  by  ordera  from  the  Department  of  the 
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Interior  as  to  jour  paj  and  expenses  after  that  fime.  Sereral  wagons  be* 
longing  to  the  commission  will  leave  in  two  or  thiee  weeks  for  San  Antonio, 
and  you  may  avail  yourself,  if  you  wish,  of  the  cpp  rtaiity  of  returning  to 
Washington.  A  number  of  men,  twenty  at  least,  wi  1  accompany  the  train, 
and  as  tbey  will  be  well  armed,  I  anticipate  no  dai  g.*r  ia  its  going  through. 
Lieut.  Whipple  states  to  me  that  you  wish  to  pt  re  ase  the  ambulance  in 
vhich  you  rode  here,  at  its  cost.  It  is  the  only  light  ambulance  owned  by 
the  commission  and  will  be  very  useful  to  us  wUle  in  New  Mexico.  If 
however,  you  wish  it,  I  will  either  assign  it  for  your  own  benefit  while  here, 
or  sell  it  at  its  original  cost.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
16th  instant,  in  which  you  say  that  you  have  not  received  a  line  in  reply  to 
Your  notes  of  the  4th  and  5tli  instant  to  me,  in  which  yon  advise  me  to 
Wave  the  commissicn  on  the  score  of  ill  health.  This  advice  I  could  take 
under  no  circumstances,  as  I  could  not  endeavor  to  avpid  charges  on  such 
crany  other  plea;  charges  of  the  kind  preferred  against  me  having  reached 
the  department,  I  have  no  alternative  but  to  meet  them ;  to  do  so,  I  deter- 
mined on  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Secretary  Stuart's  letter,  enclosing  a  copy  of 
them  to  me.  1  shall  therefore^  apply  to  the  commanding  general  of  the 
Hrmy  for  a  courl-martial,  to  be  held  at  this  place  at  as  early  a  day  as  prac- 
ticable, for  my  trial  on  the  charges  preferred ;  at  the  same  time  I  will  do  so 
with  regret,  as  the  witnesses,  who  will  generally  be  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  commission,  and  their  detention  by  the  court  will  cause  delay 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  survey  of  the  boundary  line. 

I  received  on  the  evening  before  last,  your  letter  of  the  16th,  relieving 
me  from  the  position  of  principal  astronomer  to  the  boundary  commission, 
and  I  now  only  have  to  protest  against  the  whole  course  pursued  towards 
lacin  this  matter.  It  is  the  first  time  an  officer  of  the  array  has  suffered 
punishment  before  conviction,  and  as  I  do  not  fe«r  the  charges  preferred 
against  me.  Twill  have  them  tried  and  give  their  author  an  opportunity  to 
substantiate  them.  I  will  do  as  I  told  you  in  my  note  by  Lieut.  Whipple;

Sir  :  I  have  been  prevented,  by  ill  health  and  the  faligue  of  the  tedious 
march  just  terminated  by  the  train  of  boundary  commission  along  the  south- 
ern route  from  San  Antonio,  from  making  an  oincial  statement  to  you  of 
the  misconduct  of  Quartermaster  Myers,  of  the  commission.  I  now  submit 
to  you  the  following  statement  to  that  effect : 

1st.  At  the  end  of  the  first  day's  march  from  San  Antonio,  viz :  a1  Leon, 
about  eight  miles  from  the  former,  I  found  that  our  train  was  nearly  desti- 
tute of  forage  ;  the  quartermaster  absent ;  and  I  was  informed  that  two  hun- 
dred and  tifty  bundles  of  fodder  had  been  procured  for  the  train.  This 
information  I  received  from  the  first  wagon-master,  who  then  returned  to 
San  Antonio  for  the  night.  This  quantity  was  utterly  insufficient  for  a  trnin, 
consisting  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  animals,  on  a  march  and  with- 
out pasture.  This  neglect  of  duty  was  unpardonable  at  the  commencement 
of  a  march  so  difficult  and  tedious  as  that  referred  to. 

2d.  At  the  commencement  of  the  march  from  Indianola,.  in  order  to  se- 
cure the  instruments  from  injury  as  much  as  possible,  I  placed  the  ambu- 
lances and  wagons  containing  them,  in  the  advance,  that  they  might  be  the 
first  to  pass  places  that  would  be  rendered  more  difficult  for  passage  by  the 

{previous  transit  of  the  heavily  loaded  wagons  of  the  train ;  on  reaching 
''orquette,  or  Yoquette,  or  Muddy  Creek,  as  variously  denominated,  having 
been  informed  that  it  was  a  boggy  crossing,  I  drove  to  the  |^oint  of  direc- 
tion followed  by  the  government  train,  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Craig,  and 
found  that  after  one-half  of  that  train  had  passed  over,  one  of  the  teams 
bogged  so  deep  that  the  mul&s  were  unable  to  draw  the  wagon  out.  I  then 
directed  Mr»  Barker,  our  guide,  who  had  so  lately  meviousrto^this,  passed 
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oTcr  the  whole  route  from  El  Paso,  to  find  another  cross  ng,  which  he  did 
immediately,  and  I  directed  the  leading  instrument  team  to  follow  me ;  be- 
bre  it  reached  the  point  I  had  directed  it  to—several  teams  of  the  commis- 
sion crossing  it  without  difficulty,  Mr.  Quartermaster  Myer  countermanded 
ny  order,  directing  the  instrument  and  those  teams  not  then  on  the  stream 
cr  creek,  to  follow  him  ;  and  with  much  difficulty,  after  the  rendering  addir 
tional  assistance  to  teams  under  his  guidance,  he  at  last  succeeded  in  having 
tlem  drawn  through  a  double  water  crossing,  near  and  partly  in  the  mudfJy 
course  taken  by  the  United  States  train  under  Colonel  Craig ;  thus  placing 
tbe  instruments  in  great  danger,  and,  at  the  same  time,  acting  in  disobedi- 
ence to  the  order  oi  his  superior  and  commanding  officer. 

3d.  On  the  march  which  brought  us  to  *•  Painted  Caves,*'  I  passed  ahead 
of  both  trains,  and  examined  the  whole  ground  on  which  we  should  encamp, 
then  near  dark,  and  selected  for  the  boundary  commission  train  a  spot  west 
of  second  crossing  of  Devil's  river,  clear  of  rocks,  and  near  the  entrance 
to  a  flat  on  the  bank  of  the  stream,  where  there  was  fine  grass,  on  which 
the  mules  could  have  grazed  with  perfect  safety. 

After  that  the  trains  had  arrived,  and  Colonel  Craig's  nearly  parked,  I 
sent  to  ascertain  what  prevented  the  train  of  the  commission  from  encamp- 
ing on  the  ground  I  had  selected  and  directed  for  it ;  to  which  I  was  replied 
from  the  quartermaster,  "it  was  going  to  encamp  with  Colonel  Craig's 
train."  I  immediately  sent  an  order  to  Mr.  Myer,  quartermaster,  to  move 
the  train  of  the  United  States  boundary  commission  to  the  ground  as  di- 
rected by  me;  upon  which  he  peremptorily  refused  to  obey  the  order.  I 
then  directed  Colonel  Craig  to  use  the  force  under  his  command  to  compel 
Mr.  Myer  to  move  to  the  position  indicated  by  me,  which  he  was  then 
forced  to  do ;  but  after  yieldincr  to  the  force  used  under  command  of  Colonel 
Craig,  and  not  to  my  orders,  thus  declaring  his  determination  to  persist  in 
resistance  to  my  authority,  he  enclosed  for  justification  of  the  course  pur- 
sued by  him,  a  copy  of  his  instmctions  from  you,  dated  at  San  Antonio, 
Octoler  10,  1850,  giving  him  the  sole  direction  and  order  of  the  train,  ariB 
of  all  persons  connected  with  it,  with  the  regulation  of  the  daily  marches, 
4c.  To  this,  neither  (Jolonel  Craig  nor  I  could  for  an  instant  submit.  I 
was  responsible  for  the  daily  march,  and  Mr.  Quartermaster  Myer  for  the 
public  property,  in  case  of  the  destruction  or  loss  of  any  part  of  it ;  he  had 
his  remedy,  viz :  A  board  of  survey  being  appointed  to  examine  into  at- 
tending circumstances,  and,  finding  that  the  (quartermaster  had  taken  every 
proper  means  to  prevent  suCh  loss  or  destruction,  he  must  from  their  report, 
la  accordance  with  same,  be  relieved  from  such  a  responsibility.  But  I  have 
Jet  to  learn  by  what  authority  fiuch  a  volition  and  ordinance  can  be  circu- 
lated, that  could  appoint  an  inferior  to  command  a  superior  officer.  The 
distance  between  the  trains  was  one  thousand  feet,  as  reported  to  me  by 
Mr.  Bull,  who  measured  it  on  his  survey,  and  not  half  a  mile,  as  stated  by 
Mr.  Myer ;  but  it  is  not  for  Mr.  Myer  to  complain  of  thfe  insecurity  of  the 
animals,  &c.;  when  at  the  camp  in  wild-rose  pass,  he,  Mr.  Myer,  parked 
the  train  at  least  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  Colonel  Craig's. 

And,  m  addition  to  this  charge,  that  he,  Mr.  Quartermaster  Myer  did,  at 
the  same  encamping  ground,  viz  :  "  Painted  Caves,'*  previous  to  submitting 
to  the  force  employed  by  Colonel  .Crai;^,  endeavor  to  stir  up  a  spirit  of  in- 
sul^rdination  and  opposition  among  teamsters  and  others,  with  the  mani- 
fest object  of  procuring  physical  resistance  to  the  withstanding  orders  given 
ly  a  superior  officer;  and  thus,  m  addition  to  the  chargg  of  j:eiponal  diso-' 
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bedience,  did  he  endeavor  to  create  sedition  and  mutiny,  vfaichf  bat  fbr  the 

superior  strength  of  the  military  escort  under  Colonel  Craig,  tended  to  en- 
danger life  among  the  members  and  safety  to  the  property  of  the  United 
States  boundary  commission.  ^ 

4th.  That  on  the  march,  and  when  encamped  near  the  river  Nueces,  t 
quantity  of  stores,  &c.,  were  taken  out  of  the  ox-team  by  Mr.  Myer,  and 
under  his  direction,  and  sent  from  it  in  a  team.  Whether  the  property  wan 
public  or  private,  it  is  reprehensible,  being  in  the  latter  a  defrauding  the 
government,  to  convert  into  private  purpose,  use  or  benefit,  the  means  of 
transportation  afforded  only  for  the  benefit  of  certain  proposed  national  ob- 
jects and  public  interests,  as  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  and  Mexican 
boundary  commission. 

6th.  That  after  the  enormous  expenditure  incurred  at  San  Antonio  for 
forage,  (as  shown  by  the  commissioner,  the  Honorable  J.  R.  Sartletf s 
letters  from  Frederickstown,  on  north  route,  and  enclosing  drafts  with  in- 
structions,) and  the  wamingby  many  at  San  Antonio  as  to  the  burnt  state  of 
the  pasture  Irom  thence  to  Kl  Paso,  he,  Mr.  Quartermaster  Myer,  did  not 
supply  the  working  animals  throughout  the  entire  time  when  com  formed  an 
item  in  transportation,  with  a  sufficiency  or  according  to  quality  issued  in  gov- 
ernment trains,  and  that  though  so  far  short  of  said  proportion  of  forage  for 
less  than  one-fourth  the  distance,  the  animals  had  to  depend  for  the  re- 
maining length  of  way,  upon  natural  resources,  which  were  either  destroyed 
by  fire,  or  quite  unable  to  support  them  for  the  march  ;  and  that  .he,  Mr. 
Quartermaster  Myer,  thus  increased  an  enormous  public  expenditure  by 
consequent  delay  to  the  advance  of  the  train. 

6th.  For  that  he,  Mr.  Quartermaster  Myer,  did  issue  or  cause  to  be 
issued  from  the  quartermaster's  office,  at  Socorio,  consequent  upon  the  ar- 
rival of  the  train  at  said  place,  and  upon  fulfilment  of  the  teamster's  con- 
tract with  him.  Quartermaster  Myer  checks,  or  drafts,  or  orders  in  pay- 
ment or  part  payment  of  wages  due  by  said  contract,  maiie  at  San  AntcHiio, 
hot  payaUe  at  any  specie  paying  bank  of  the  United  States,  and  as  directly 
contrary  to  and  in  disobedience  of  the  express  order  and  requirements  of 
the  Government  treasury  laws,  viz :  That  in^ n  engaged  in  service  con- 
nected with  the  State,  must,  on  completion  of  said  service  rendered,  receive 
therefor  payment  in  the  current  coin  of  the  country,  or  by  drafts  payable 
at  a  specie  paying  bank  of  the  United  States,  or  in  default  thereof,  the 
drawer,  issuer,  or  endorser  be  subject  to  the  penalty  awarded.

We,  the  undersigned,  officers  and  Riembers  of  Ihe  United  States  boundary 
commission,  now  quartered  at  San  Eleazario,  Texas,  respectfully  represent 
that  we  are  not  pioperly  provided  by  the  commissary  department  of  the 
commission  with  such  provisions  as  are  necessary  to  our  comfortable  sub- 
sistence ;  that  the  provisions  that  are  issued  are  insufficient  in  quantity  and 
inferior  in  quality.  We  were  quartered  here  after  the  arrival  of  the  train 
on  the  9th  day  of  December,  1850,  since  which  time  rations  have  been 
issued  three  different  times,  each  time  for  ten  days  subsistence  ;  that  the 
rations  thus  issued  consisted  of  sugar,  coffee,  salt,  soaip,  (all  of  which 
articles  were  found  sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality,)  rice  that  is  inferior 
in  quality,  and  we  believe  would  be  condemned  by  a  board  of  survey ; 
pork  that  we  are  informed  was  condemned  at  the  military  post,  and  which 
we  unhesitatingly  say  is  unfit  for  use  ;  flour  that  we  fincj,  on  comparison,  is 
much  inferior  to  flour  that  has  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  use  at  the  mil- 
itary post  here,  and  which  we  unhesitatingly  say  is  injurious  to  our  health 
and  unfit  to  eat.  We  have  received  but  half  rations  of  rice,  and  half  ra- 
tions of  beans. 

Fresh  beef  has  been  issued  every  third  day  at  Socorro,  and  we  say  with 
all  truth,  that  not  one  pound  of  the  beef  that  we  have  received  since  our 
arrival  was  such  as  should  be  eaten  by  man  regardful  of  his  life  and  health. 

We  also  further  state  that  no  bacon,  no  salaeratus  nor  hard  bread  has 
been  issued  to  us ;  that  we  have  frequently  appealed  to  the  commissary, 
Mr.  George  F.  Bartlett,  for  redress,  but  our  complaints  have  been  disre- 
garded ;  and  we  now  most  respectfully  ask  that  you  will  cause  such  orders 
to  be  issued  as  will  remedy  the  evils  complained  of.

Sir  :  I  have  enclosed  to  you  a  copy  of  charges  preferred  by  me  against 
Mr.  Myer,  quartermaster  of  this  commission,  together,  with  the  reply  of 
Mr.  Bartlett  thereto,  from  which  you  will  perceive  that  he  passes  unnoticed 
all  the  charges,  and  asks  me  if  there  is  matter  for  a  charge  in  Myer's 
having  a  supply  of  blank  vouchers  with  receipts  signed  to  prefer  the  charge, 
and  he  [Mr.  Bartlett]  would  notice  it.  Mr.  BartJett  knows  perfectly  well 
that  having  used  these  vouchers  would  alone  be  the  ground  on  which  a 
charge  could  be  founded,  and  that  he,  having  access  to  the  vouchers  of 
Myer,  should  have  preferred  the  charge.  I  handed  the  voucher  to  him  to 
put  him  on  his  guard.  Of  this  he  did  not  avail  himself,  and  I  will  be  grat* 
ified,  if  it  is  not  discovered  too  late,  that  it  should  cause  the  rejection  of 
Myer  from  the  commission,  and  thus  saving  some  of  the  funds  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

I  was  surprised  at  the  expression  in  Mr.  Bartlett's  letter,  "  if  there  is 
sutfinient  matter,"  &c.  This  sounds  strangely,  coming  from  a  man  who 
has  been  a  long  time  engaged  in  business,  that  laying  the  foundation  for 
fraud  against  the  government  should  not  be  matter  for  a  charge.  If  I  bad 
been  in  Mr.  Bartlett's  position  I  would  at  onc43  have  dismissed  Myer  from 
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tfie  commission,  and  thus  secured  the  government  against  one  of  the  plans 
for  defrauding  it  in  this  commission.

Jonathan  Chamberlain,  of  the  city  ot  Buffalo,  being  duly  sworn,  says : 

CHARGE  first. 

Specification  1.  I  was  attached  to  the  '^  United  States  and  Mexican 
fioondary  Commissioa,"  and  sailed  with  it  from  New  York  city  on  the 
'M  day  of  August,  1850,  in  the  steamer  Galveston,  for  Indianola,  Texas. 
I  went  out  as  superintendent  of  the  mechanics  attached  to  said  commission. 
I  attended  to  procuring  supplies  for  the  mechanics,  and  also  to  the  ship- 
ment and  debarkation  of  all  stores  and  subsistence  for  the  entire  commis- 
sion, and  personally  superintended  the  same.  I  saw  eyerything  taken  out 
for  the  commission  put  on  board  the  Galveston. 

In  addition  to  the  public  supplies  and  subsistence  belonging  to  the  com- 
mission, there  were  a  large  number  of  bales,  boxes  and  barrels,  which  I 
was  told  by  George  F.  Bartlett,  commissary,  and  also  by  JohnR.  Bartlett, 
commissioner,  contained  private  stores  belonging  to  said  George  F.  Bartlett, 
and  were  bought  with  his  private  funds.  Some  of  them  were  marked 
'^George  F.  Bartlett,  commissary,  private  stores,"  together  with  the  names 
of  the  contents.  Some  of  the  contents  as  appeared  by  these  marks  on  the 
outside,  were  sardines,  shot,  powder,  playing  cards,  nankeens,  Mexican 
sashes  and  cutlery.  I  was  also  told  by  the  commissary  Geoi^  F.  Bart- 
lett, what  were  the  contents  of  a  good  many  of  them,  among  these  were 
clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  nine  kegs  of  brandy,  tobacco  and  cheap  jewelry. 
All  these  articles  the  commissary  frequently  assured  me  were  purchased 
with  his  own  money,  and  he  had  a  right  to  charge  for  them  what  he  had  a 
mind  to.  These  articles  were  taken  on  board  the  steamer  Galveston  under 
my  supervision,  and  Commissioner  John  F.  Bartlett  was  present  on  several 
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occasions  while  ^hey  were  being  shipped.    There  were  several  tons  of  thete 

goods  called  "private  stores." 

Specification  2.  On  arriving  at  Indianola,  Texas,  the  regular  supplies 
and  subsistence  were  landed  together  with  the  goods  above  mentioned. 
The  main  body  of  the  commission  made  up  a  train  and  took  up  their  march 
for  EI  Paso.  By  the  instruction  of  Commissioner  John  R.  jSartlett,  this 
deponent  and  seven  or  eight,  others  remained  behind  at  Indianola  to  bring 
on  the  bulk  of  the  supplies  and  subsistence  and  the  private  stores  above 
mentioned^  vrhenever  means  of  transportation  rould  be  procured.  Previous 
to  leaving,  Commissary  George  F.  Bartlett  ordered  me,  when  wagons  were 
procured  ior  transportation,  first  to  load  and  forward  all  the  goods  inclucl- 
mg  his  private  stores,  and  if  anything  must  be  left,  to  leave  bread.  De- 
ponent accordingly  made  up  the  trai^  by  loading  the  commissary's  private 
goods  first,  and  then  loading  jmblic  stores  and  property. 

Deponent  was  obliged  by  reason  of  sending  these  goods,  to  leave  behind 
a  large  quantity  of  hard  bread  belonging  to  the  commission — over  one 
hundreil  barrels  and  one  barrel  of  hams.  In  consequence  of  sending  these 
also  the  menns  of  transportation  of  individual  baggage  was  much  reduced, 
so  much  so  that  Lieutenant  Strain  issued  an  order  restricting  each  man's 
baggage  to  fifty  pounds,  and  substituting  bags  for  trunks.  The  members 
of  the  commission  were  compelled  to  sacrifice  their  trunks  and  a  large 
amount  of  clothing  at  a  mere  nominal  price — often  at  one-tenth  of  their 
cost. 

Specification  3.  Immediately  after  the  arrival  of  the  commission  at  In- 
dianola, and  from  thence  until  the  16th  day  of  February,  1H51,  (when  this 
deponent  left  said  commission)  the  said  George  F.  Bartlett  continued  selling 
the  goods  belonging  to  him  and  hereinbefore  mentioned,  both  to  members 
of  the  commission  and  citizens  of  Texas  and  Mexico  at  exorbitant  prices. 
His  prices  were  not  uniform  for  the  same  articles  to  different  men.  To 
members  of  llie  commission  who  bought  on  the  credit  of  their  pay,  he 
charged  often  two  hundred  per  cent,  above  cost  in  New  York  city,  while 
to  citizens  and  others  not  connected  with  the  commission  he  would  sell  at 
the  same  prices  as  the  other  traders  were  selling  at  the  place  he  sold  at, 
and  as  much  more  as  he  could  get.  Deponent  further  says,  that  the  said 
commissary  often  sold  supplies  and  stores  belonging  to  the  government  at  a 
large  advance  on  their  costs,  and  frequently  employed  the  mechanics  belong- 
ing  to  the  commission  in  manufacturiing  articles  from  materials  belonging 
to  tlie  United  States,  and  then  sold  the  manufactured  articles  at  high  prices, 
including  p.iy  for  making. 

On  one  occasion  the  members  were  obliged  to  pay  three  dollars  for  the 
bags  abovementioned,  which  were  made  out  of  canvass  belonging  to  the 
United  States  and  not  costing  over  fifty  cents,  and  made  up  by  the  tailors 
employed  and  paid  by  the  U^nited  States  for  the  commission. 

The  commissary  also  refused  to  give  the  men  bills  of  the  goods  pur- 
chased, stating  the  articles  and  prices.  These  things  were  necessarily 
known  to  the  commissioner,  as  he  invariably  required  satisfactory  proof  of 
payment  of  the  commissary's  bills  before  he  paid  off  the  men.  The  com- 
mbsary  is  the  brother  of  the  commissioner. 

CHARGE  SECOND. 

Specific'alion  1.  On  arriving  at  Victoria  the  tram  was  halted  and  de*- 
layed  two  weeks,  and  the  reason  assigned  was  that  r^^irs  (^^^(^  iz^d^ 
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to  the  train.  As  superintendent  of  the  mecLanical  department  I  know  that' 
S')  repairs  were  needed  at  this  point,  and  that  no  necessity  existed  for  any 
delay  whatever.  ^ 

Sptcification  2.  On  arriving  at  San  Antonio  the  train  was  again  halted 
and  delayed  two  m  eeks  and  five  days.  The  reason  assigned  for  this  by  the 
commissioner  was  to  enable  me  to  make  npairs,  and  refit  the  train,  and 
shoe  the  mules.  I  was  asked  by  Comx^issioner  Bartlett  when  I  could  get 
ready  to  move,  and  I  told  him  in  five  days  from  the  time  he  would  give  me 
orders.  I  knew  of  no  repairs  of  importance  necessary  to  be  done  which 
could  not  have  been  done  on  the  road.  Deponent  thinks  no  reason  existed 
for  stopping  here  at  all. 

Sptcification  4-  While  at  Indianola,  and  also  while  at  El  Paso,  this  de- 
ponent was  told  by  Commissioner  J.  R.  Bartlett  that  he  was  satisfied  that 
Quartermaster  Myers  was  a  scoundrel*  and  had  cheated  and  was  cheating 
the  government.  This  was  after  I  was  informed  that  he  had  blank  vouch- 
ers in  his  possession,  with  the  receipt  signed.  Mr.  Commissioner  Bartlett, 
at  the  same  time  last  mentioned,  told  me  ths  reason  he  did  not  discharge 
Myers  was  because  he  could  not  point  to  any  specific  act  for  which  to  dis- 
charge him. 

CHARGE  THIRD. 

Spedficatton  1.  While  we  were  stopping  at  San  Antonio,  Commissioner 
J.  R.  Bartlett  left  the  comn»ission  for  El  Paso  and  took  the  northern  route. 
The  evening  of  the  day  we  left  San  Antonio,  (being  three  or  four  days  af- 
ter the  commissioner's  departure,)  on  arriving  at  evening  camp,  and  it  being 
beef-ration  day,  the  commissary's  clerk  came  to  me  and  stated  that  the 
commissioner  had  left  no  mone)r  to  purchase  supplies,  and  thev  had  no  beef, 
and  asked  me  to  loan  the  commissary's  department  money  to  buy  beef  with. 
I  accordingly  lent  him  twenty  dollars,  for  that  purpose,  and  the  commission 
had  beef-rations  that  night. 

Specification  2.  And  deponent  further  says,  he  was  directed  by  J.  R. 
Bartlett,  while  at  Indianola,  to  fix  the  pay  of  the  mechanics  belonging  to 
the  commission,  and  did  so,  and  handed  the  list  to  the  commissioner,  and  it 
met  his  approbation.  Deponent  also  informed  the  men  and  they  were  satis- 
fied. The  commissioner  afterwards  reduced  the  pay  of  these  mechanics 
materially  without  notice  to  them.  He  refused  to  pay  them  at  the  rates  fixed 
by  me,  or  any  sum  whatever  unless  they  signed  the  pay-roll,  which  their 
Yants  m  many  instances  compelled  them  to  do. 

CHARGE    SIXTH. 

And  deponent  further  says,  that,  having  been  informed  that  a  man 
flamed  Turi.er,  a  teamster  employed  in  the  commission,  was  a  desperate  and 
dnngerous  man,  and  had  already  killed  two  or  three  men,  and  being  also 
informed  by  John  Tennant  and  one  Beckwith,  also  connected  with  the  com- 
mission, that  Turner  had  threatened  to  take  John  Tennant's  life,  and  that  he 
would  probably  fulfil  his  threat.  Depontnt  wiMit  to  Commissioner  J.  R. 
Bartlett,  and  told  him  his  information,  and  asked  him  to  discharge,  or  cause 
to  be  discharged,  the  said  Turner.  Commissioner  Bartlett  replied,  *«  Do 
you  think  he  will  do  it  ?"    Deponent  replied,  "  Yes/*  and  then  left  him. 
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Turner  w«s  not  discharged,  but  continued  in  the  service  of  the  commission 
for  about  four  weeks  after  this. 

On  the  day  of  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  San  Antonio,  Turner  did  kill 
John  Tennant  in  public  camp  in  the  day  time.  Turner  was  a  Texian,  and 
considered  by  all  who  knew  him  to  be  a  desperate  and  a  dangerous  man. 

CHARGE  SEVENTH. 
# 

Deponent  further  says,  I  was  attached  to  a  mess  of  thirteen  or  four- 
teen; the  rations  issued  to  us  by  the  commissary's  department  were 
often  totally  unfit  for  use ;  hams  were  issued  to  us  which  were  rotten,  and 

Sork  which  was  damaged  and  unfit  for  use.     The  flour  issued  to  us  was 
lexican  flour — was  gritty,  black,  and  was  made  of  bran  and  all,  it  was 
imbolted  ;  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  make  eood  or  even  passible  bread  of 
it.     The  hams,  above  mentioned,  were  complained  of  the  same  or  next  day 
after  they  were  issued  to  us  ;  a  board  of  survey  was  tliereupon  ordered  by 
Lieut.  Whipple,  and  they  were  condemned  as  unfit  lor  use;  they  were  then 
returned  to  the  commissary  with  notice  of  their  condemnation.     Repeated 
complaints  were  made,  both  to  the  commissary  and  commissioner,  of  the 
bad  quality  of  the  provisions.     On  returning  the  condemned  hams  above 
spoken  of,  (which  were  our  meat  rations  for  ten  days,)  we  requested  the 
commissary  to  replace  them  with  good  ones,  which  he  refused,  and  we  were 
obliged  to  go  without  rations  of  meat  or  supply  them  at  our  own  expense. 
We  petitioned  the  commissioner  in  writing,  complaining  of  the  provisions, 
and  requesting  him  to  cause  good  and  wholesome  rations  to  be  issued  to  us. 
This  petition  be  treated  with  contempt,  and  stated  that  but  for  the  signature 
of  one  man  (Prioleau)  to  the  petition,  he  would  entirely  disregard  it.     The 
rations  issued  after  the  sending  of  this  petition  were  of  no  better  quality  than 
before.     We  frequently  weighed  the  rations  of  beef  issued  to  our  mess,  and 
found  them  short  weight.     Commissioner  Bartlett  and  his  brother,  the 
commissary,  each  wrote  letters  to  Prioleau,  which  I  saw,  stating  that  the 
reason  of  the  short  allowance  and  bad  quality  of  the  rations  was  owing  to 
Col.  McClellan's  ordering  a  large  amount  of  provisions  to  be  left  at  Leone 
station,  under  a  protest  from  said  commissary ;  all  of  which  was  false,  and 
must  necessarily  have  been  known  to  them  to  be  false  at  the  time  such 
letters  were  written.      No  provisions  whatever  were  left  at  the  Leone 
station,  except  whiskey,  and  the  true  reason  of  shortness  and  unwholesome 
state  of  the  provisions,  was  owing  to  the  commissary's  order  to  this  depart* 
ment  to  leave  bread  at  Indianola  to  make  room  for  the  commissary's  goods, 
and  which  order  and  deponent's  action  under  it  were  reported  to  the  com- 
missioner, J.  R.  Bartlett,  by  this  deponent,  and  deponent  was  informed 
by  the  quartermaster's  clerk,  at  Indianola,  on  his  return  from  El  Paso,  about 
the  26th  of  March,  1851,  that  such  bread  was  still  there  in  a  damaged 
state.

I,  James  W.  Fowler,  of  the  District  and  city  aforesaid,  being  first  duly 
sworn,  s^',  that  I  was  attached  to  the  United  States  and  Mexican  bouncl- 
ary  commission  and  sniled  from  New  York  with  the  main  body  of  the 
expedition  on  the  3d  of  August,  I80O,  and  rontinued  with  the  commission 
as  a  mechanic,  until  the  2'Jth  day  of  December,  1S50. 

CIIABGE  FIRST. 

^Specification  1.  I  assisted  at  Indianola  in  transferring  the  freight  to  land 
that  was  trfinsported  on  the  steamer  Galveston,  irora  New  York  to  Indian- 
ola, Texas,  and  also  in  removing  a  portion  of  the  same  freight  to  camp. 
I  also  assisted  in  loading  the  wagons  of  the  commission  when  the  train 
started  for  San  Antonio.  In  handling  this  property  I  observed  a  large 
quantity  of  boxes,  bales,  kegs,  trunks,  &c.,  that  at  the  time  were  said  to 
contain  the  private  stores  of  George  F.  Bartlett,  the  commissary.  Some 
of  these  boxes,  bales,  &c.,  were  marked  *' private  stores,"  "  glass,"  **pick- 
les,"  "pigs  feet,"  &:c. ;  those  marked  "glass"  I  understood  contained  wine, 
and  I  tested  the  contents  of  a  keg  marked  "pickles,"  by  inserting  a  wheat 
straw  through  a  gimlet  hole,  and  ascertained  that  it  contained  pure  brandy. 
These  private  stores  were  frequently  opened  and  exposed  for  sale  by 
George  F.  Bartlett,  the  commissary,  at  Indianola  and  other  places  on  the 
road,  and  they  consisted  chiefly  of  India-rubber  goods,  oil-cloth,  cfothing, 
ready  made  clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  Mexican  sashes,  playing  cards,  fish- 
ing tackle,  dirk-knives,  bowie-knives,  hardware  and  cutlery,  Colt's  revolv- 
ing six  shooters,  powder,  shot  and  ball ;  also  a  large  quantity  of  cheap 
jewelry,  such  as  brass  rings,  breastpins,  chains,  &.c. ;  these  things  were 
sold  to  members  of  the  commission  at  high  and  exorbitant  prices  by  the 
commissary,  George  F.  Bartlett,  and  he  also  frequently  sold,  at  different 
prices,  to  citizens  of  Texas  and  Mexico. 

At  Indianola  I  heard  Mr.  George  F.  Bartlett  request  Lieutenant  Isaac 
G.  Strain,  then  in  command  of  the  party,  to  issue  an  order  requiring  the 
toembers  of  the  commission  to  wear  blue  and  red  shirts,  with  blue  panta- 
loons and  white  hats,  stating  at  the  time,  that  he  had  a  large  quantity  of 
such  goods  on  hand,  and  he  wanted  to  dispose  of  them  so  as  to  lessen  his 
transportation ;  Lieutenant  Strain  did  issue  the  order,  and  the  men  •  were 
compelled  to  purchase  from  tho  commissary. 

An  order  was  also  issued  by  Lieutenant  Strain,  in  order  further  to  lessen 
the  transportation,  prohibiting  the  carriage  of  trunks,  and  restricting  the 
luggage  of  the  members  of  the  commission  to  fifty  pounds. 

1  was  employed  as  one  of  the  tailors  to  make  canvass  bags,  out  of  can* 
^ass  that  was  procured  for  the  commission,  to  be  used  to  mend  tents  and 
Wagon  covers,  and  the  bags  were  intended  for  the  men  to  carry  their  bag- 
gage in ;  about  thirty  of  them  were  made  and  given  to  the  members  of  the 
commission  by  the  commissary,  and  on  settlement  with  the  Commissoner  J. 
^  Bartlett,  each  man  was  charged  three  dollars  for  his  bag.    The  nrivatf 
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stores  of  the  commissary  were  taken  to  El  Paso  in  the  train  of  the  commis- 
sion,  and  from  the  number  of  boxes,  bales,  trunks,  kegs,  &c.,  that  were 
loaded  into  the  wagons,  I  should  suppose  they  amounted  to  at  least  fifty  tons 
in  weight ;  many  of  the  men  were  (Compelled  to  dispose  of  their  trunks  and 
clothing  at  a  luinous  sacrifice,  in  consequence  of  Lieutenant  Strain's  order, 
and  if  the  train  of  the  commission  had  not  been  burdened  with  the  transpor- 
tation of  the  private  stores  of  the  commissary,  the  means  of  transportation 
would  have  been  all  sufficient  to  have  taken  all  the  subsistence,  stores, 
and  personal  baggage  of  the  members  of  the  commission.  # 

Specification^. — -The  commissary,  George  F.  Bartlett,  charged  the  men 
high  and  exhorbitant  prices  for  the  government  clothing,  much  more  than 
their  original  cost  in  New  York,  and  different  prices  at  different  places ; 
and  some  he  charged  more  than  others.  It  was  generally  understood  among 
the  men  that  these  government  goods  were  to  be  furnished  us  at  the  originail 
cost  in  New  York. 

CHARGE  SECOND. 

Specificaiion  1  and  2. — The  train  of  the  commission  was  delayed  at  Vic- 
toria for  fourteen  days,  and  at  San  Antonio  for  twenty  days,  without  any 
apparent  cause  as  I  could  see  for  such  delay. 

CHARGE  THIRD. 

Specification  2.— Mr.  John  R.  Bartlett,  the  commissioner,  deceived  me  by 
his  statements  relative  to  my  pay  ;  he  told  me  at  Washington  that  the  pay 
of  the  mechanics  would  range  from  one  dollar  fifty  cents  to  two  dollars  per 
diem,  itnd  he  made  different  statements  to  different  persons.  At  Indianola 
he  had  the  mechanics  called  together  and  addressed  us,  and  stated  that  Mr. 
Jonathan  Chamberlain  was  authorized  to  arrange  and  fix  our  pay,  and  that 
he  would  allow  and  pay  whatever  he  set  us  down  at.  Mr.  Chamberlain 
set  my  name  down  at  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  per  diem,  or  fifly-two  dol- 
lars f jfty  cents  per  month.  At  San  Antonio,  Mr.  .1.  R.  Bartlett  told  me  that 
he  had  not  time  then  to  attend  to  the  matter,  but  that  our  pay  should  all 
be  satisfactorily  arranged  when  we  arrived  at  El  Paso.  At  El  i?aso  he  had 
my  name  on  his  list  at  forty  dollars  per  month  only,  and  refused  to  allow 
me  what  Mr.  Chamberlain  had  agreed  I  should  have,  and  on  settlement  he 
refused  to  allow  me  transportation  and  subsistence,  or  any  money  to  pay 
my  expenses  home.  After  having  been  deceived,  and  my  pay  reduced  in 
the  manner  it  was,  I  refused  to  remain  with  the  commission  ;  and  when  I 
went  to  settle,  Mr.  Bartlett,  the  commissioner,  had  me  charged  with  several 
articles  from  the  commissary's  private  stores  that  I  had  never  received, 
and  I  refused  to  settle  unless  they  were  striken  out  of  the  bill.  Mr.  Bart- 
lett said  he  would  not  allow  me  anything  unless  I  paid  for  those  articles ;  I 
refused,  and  told  him  I  would  go  back  to  Washington  and  present  the 
matter  to  the  department ;  he  then  struck  out  those  items.  I  then  settled, 
and  he  gave  me  a  draft  for  twenty  dollars,  and  the  draft  was  so  drawn  that 
1  could  not  get  the  money,  until  I  arrived  here ;  he  also  gave  me  an  order 
on  Mr.  Jacobs,  the  commissary's  clerk,  for  twenty  dollars  more.  Mr. 
Jacobs  did  not  have  the  money,  but  borrowed  it  for  me.  I  also  asked  him 
for  rations  to  take  with  me  m  crossing  the  plains;  he  refused,  and  said  I 
must  ffet  home  the  best  way  I  could.  i 
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Sptcijication  1. — I  was  present  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence  at  the 
Painted  Cave,  on  the  1st  day  of  November,  1850.  Colonel  J.  McClellan 
had  selected  a  place  lor  the  commission  train  to  camp,  a  short  distance  fr^m 
-when*  Colonel  Crai^  was  encamped,  and  when  he  sent  word  to  Myer,  the 
qnarlermJister,  to  drive  the  train  up  to  that  point,  he  refused,  and  the  order 
was  sent  the  second  time>  and  he  again  refused  to  obey  it.  Col.  McClel- 
lan then  ordered  Colonel  Craig  to  enforce  the  order ;  and  I  was  standing 
close  by^when  Colonel  Craig  spoke  to  Mr.  Myer  upon  the  subject,  and 
from  what  took  place  I  am  well  satisfied  that  Myer  would  have  continued 
to  resist  the  order,  if  the  escort  of  regular  troops  had  not  been  present, 
and  a  regular  fight  would  have  taken  place  between  the  teamsters  under 
Myer  and  the  members  of  the  commission. 

CHARGE  SIXTH. 

Specificaticn  1. — I  frequently  heard  Turner,  the  teamster,  threaten  to 
kill  John  Tennant,  and  at  one  time  I  heard  him  say  that  he  [Tcnnant] 
should  not  live  three  days.  At  the  camp  on  the  Ova  de  Oua  a  dispute 
arose  between  Turner  and  Tennant,  relative  to  the  issue  of  beef.  Turner 
threatened  to  kill  him,  and  put  his  hand  on  his  own  bowie-knife,  and  partly 
drew  it.  James  Myer,  the  quartermaster,  was  standing  by  and  saw  and 
heard  all  that  passed,  and  said  to  Turner,  "  Go  ahead,  and  I  will  see  you 
out  in  it;*'  and  he  told  all  the  Texan  teamsters  that  whatever  they  did  he 
would  stand  by  them.  The  next  .camp  after  this.  Green,  one  of  the  Texan 
teamsters,  shot  and  killed  a  Mexican,  and  was  furnished  with  a  horse  from 
the  quartermaster's  department  to  escape  on. 

Tennant  was  killetl  by  Turner  the  day  we  arrited  in  camp,  on  the  San 
Pedro,  near  San  Antonio.  Turner  was  regarded  by  all  as  a  desperate  and 
dangerous  man.

I,  James  H.  Lusby,  of  the  city  and  district  aforesaid,  being  first  duly 
sworn,  say  that  I  was  attached  to  the  tJnited  States  and  Mexican  boundary 
cofflinission  as  a  mechanic ;  that  I  sailed  from  New  York  city  on  board  the 
steamer  Galveston,  on  the  3d  day  of  August,  1850|  and  coutmu^  witli  tho 
commission  until  the  16(h  day  of  February,  1851. 
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CHARGE  FIRST. 


Specification  1.  I  assisted  in  removing  the  property  of  the  commission 
from  the  steamer  Galveston  at  Indiannla,  and  in  handling  the  property  I 
observed  a  number  of  boxes,  bales,  trunks,  kegs,  &c.,  that  were  at  "the 
time  supposed  to  contain  private  stores  of  the  commissary.  Some  of  the 
bales  and  boxes  were  marked  **  private  stores,"  "  glass,"  &c.,  and  some  of 
the  kegs  were  marked  *'  pickles."  In  handling  the  property  one  of  the 
boxes  marked  "glass"  was  broken,  and  it  was  ascertained  to  coniainwine, 
and  from  handling  the  kegs  marked  "  pickles"  some  of  them  leaked,  and  I 
discovered  in  this  way  that  they  contained  pure  brandy.  1  heard  the  com- 
missary, George  F.  Dartlett,  repeatedly  say  that  he  had  piivate  stores  with 
the  commission,  and.  that  he  would  supply  the  men  wilfi  whatever  they  re- 
quired. At  Indianola  an  order  was  published  requiring  the  mechanics  to 
wear  red  flannel  shirts,  blue  pantaloons,  and  white  hats,  and  in  consequence 
of  this  order  these  articles  were  immediately  purchased  of  the  commissary. 

Specification  2.  I  assisted  in  loading  the  wagons  of  the  train  at  India- 
nola, and  these  private  stores  of  the  commissary  were  loaded  in  with  the 
property  of  the  commission ;  and  from  the  large  number  of  boxes,  bales, 
trunks,  &c.,  handled  by  us  in  loading  the  train,  I  would  suppose  tl\pse 
private  stores  would  amount  to  at  least  fifty  tons. 

I  saw  these  goods  frequently  opened  upon  the  road,  and  the  commissary, 
George  F.  Bartlett,  with  his  clerk,  Mr.  Jacobs,  selling  and  disposing  of 
them  to  members  of  the  commission.  They  consisted  of  tobacco,  pea- 
jackets  and  ready-made  clothing;  boots  and  shoes,  oil-cloth  clothing,  India- 
rubber  goods,  Mexican  sashes,  playing  cards,  fishing  tackle,  hardware  and 
cutlery,  bowie-knives  and  dirk-knives,  Colt's  revolving  pistols,  powder, 
shot  and  ball ;  also,  a  Wrge  quantity  of  cheap  jewelry,  such  as  brass  breast- 
pins, rings,  chains,  &c.  These  things  were  sold  to  members  of  the  com- 
mission at  high  and  exorbitant  prices,  and  charged  to  them,  and  deducted 
from  their  pay  by  the  commissioner,  J.  R.  Bartlett,  on  settlement  at  EI 
Paso.  He  also  frequently  sold  to  citizens  of  Texas  and  Mexico.  I  pur- 
chased from  the  commissary  on  the  road  a  pea-jacket  that,  I  think,  I  could 
have  bought  in  New  York  at  SI  7o,  for  which  I  was  to  be  charged  by  him 
83  25 ;  but  when  I  settled  with  the  commissioner  I  was  charged  four  dol- 
lars for  the  same  jacket,  and  was  compelled  to  allow  it. 

CHARGK   SECOND. 

Specification  1.  The  train  was  delayed  at  Victoria  for  fourteen  days  and 
at  San  Antonio  for  twenty  days,  and  I  could  not  see  that  any  necessity 
existed  for  the  delay,  as  the  train  left  Indianola  in  perfect  order,  and  nothing 
Oi^curred  upon  the  road  to  impair  its  condition  before  reaching  San  Antonio. 

CHARGE   THIRD. 

Specificatvm  2.  Before  leaving  Washington  city,  I  had  a  conversation 
with  J.  R,  Bartlett,  the  commissioner,  relative  to  my  pay  as  a  mechanic, 
and  he  st4ed  to  me  that  he  was  not  acquainted  with  mechanical  labor,  or 
with  the  men  appointed,  and  he  could  not  fix  the  pay  then,  but  that  it  would 
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be  liberal  and  would  range  from  81  50  to  S2  00  and  upwards  per  diem — 
that  he  would  let  me  know  what  I  should  receive  at  New  York.    I  had  no 
opportunity  to  converse  with  the  commissioner  while  there.    While  we 
were  encamped  at  Indianola,  Mr.  Bartlett  had  all  the  mechanics  and  labor- 
ers assembled  and  addressed  them^  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  stated 
that  he  could  not  fix  our  pay,  that  he  was  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
the  men  and  the  value  of  their  labor  to  do  so  ;  that  Mr.  Chamberlain  was 
better  qualified  to  arrange  the  pay  than  he  was,  and  he  would  authorize 
him  to  make  the  list  and  fix  the  pay  of  all.     This  was  done  by  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain to  the  satisfaction  of  all  the  men.    At  San  Antonio  I  again  spoke  to 
Mr.  J.  R.' Bartlett  upon  the  subject,  and  he  told  me  to  see  Mr.  Chamberlain. 
I  also  spoke  to  Mr..  R.  C.  Murphy,  clerk  to  the  commissioner,  about  it, 
and  Mr.  Murphy  and  Mr.  Chamberlain  both  told  me  my  pay  was  fixed  at 
81  75  per  diem,  or  $52  50  per  month.     It  was  solely  on  account  of  this 
assurance  that  I  continued  with  the  commission.    But  when  I  arrived  at 
El  Paso  and   called  on  Mr.  Commissioner  Bartlett  for  a  settlement,  he  re- 
fused to  allow  me  more  than  forty  dollars  per  month,  and  he  had  my  name  set 
down  on  the  pay  roll  at  that  sum.     I  insisted  upon  $53  50  per  month,  but 
he  refused,  saying  that  the  list  had  been  altered  by  Col.  McClellan  and  Mr. 
Chamberlain.     This  statement  of  Mr.  Bartlett  I  afterwards  ascertained  to 
be  entirely  untrue.    I  was  convinced  of  the  untruth  of  the  statement  by 
the  affidivits  of  Mr.  Chamberlain  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Prioleau,  taken  at  San 
Eleazario  before  Chief  Justice  A.  C.  Hyde.    I  believed  the  pay-roll  to  be 
a  feke  one,  and  refused  to  sign  it  or  settle  with  Mr.  Bartlett  for  less  than 
?52  50  per  month,  and  I  stood  out  for  more  than  a  month.     Mr.  R.  C. 
Murphy  threatened  that  if  I  did  not  sign  the  roll  I  should  be  dimissed  from  the 
commission.     I  was  at  last  compelled  to  sign  the  roll  and  settle  in  order  to 
procure  means  to  get  home.    I  refused  to  remain  with  the  conunission  at 
ibrty  dollars  per  month.     On  settlement  Mr.  Bartlett  allowed  me  pay  at  the 
rate  of  forty  dollars  per  month  up  to  the  1st  day  of  February,  1851,  only,  and 
refused  to  allow  me  transportation,  subsistence  and  expenses  for  my  return, 
and  said  that  I  might  work  my  way  home  in  the  best  manner  I  could.     He 
gave  me  a  written  order  on  R.  C.  Murphy,  his  clerk,  for  $27  50,  the  balance 
Uiat  he  said  was  due  me,  and  when  I  presented  the  order  to  Mr.  Murphy 
he  said  that  the  order  was  very  good,  but  he  had  no  money  to  pav  it.    I 
was  then  twenty  miles  from  my  quarters  and  I  requested  him  to  allow  my 
expenses  or  furnish  me  quarters  there  until  he  could  procure  the  money, 
and  he  said,  *^  No,  go  and  give  it  to  a  lawyer  and  let  him  collect  it." 

I  returned  to  my  quarters  at  Socorro  with  the  order  and  induced  a  friend 
to  cash  it  for  me  at  that  place,  and  this  was  all  the  means  I  had  to  procure 
transportation  and  subsistence  and  pay  my  expenses  to  my  home  ;  and,  but 
for  the  kindness  of  Col.  McClellan  who  advanced  me  means,  I  could  not 
have  reached  my  home  until  some  months  later.

I,  Robert  H.  Caffee,  of  the  District  and  city  aforesaid,  being  first  duly 
SAvorn,say  that  I  was  attached  to  the  United  States  and  Mexican  Boundary 
Commission,  as  secretary  to  Colonel  McClellan's  corps,  that  I  sailed  from 
New  York  city  in  company  with  John  R.  Bartlett,  the  commissioner,  on  the 
13th  day  of  August,  1850,  and  joined  the  main  body  of  the  commission  at 
IndianoJa  about  the  29th  day  of  August,  1850,  and  I  continued  in  such  ser- 
Tice  until  the  16th  of  February,  18ol,  when  I  lelt  San  Eleazario  to  return 
to  Washbgton  city. 

CHARGE  FIRST. 

Specification  1. — On  the  passage  from  New  York  city  to  Indianola  I  bad 
repeated  conversations  with  Mr.  Commissioner  Bartlett  about  the  commis- 
sion, and  in  one  of  these  conversations  he  told  me  that  his  brother,  the 
commissary,  had  purchased  a  quantity  of  goods  with  his  private  fimds  to 
take  with  the  expedition,  and  that  he  would  be  able  to  furnish  any  that 
were  not  properly  provided  with  whatever  they  required,  at  any  time  on 
the  road; .all  the  property  that  was  taken  in  the  train  of  the  commission 
from  Indianola,  (except  what  was  under  the  immediate  charge  of  Mr.  Com- 
missioner Bartlett  on  board  the  Georgia)  was  transported  from  New  York 
to  Indianola,  Texas,  on  the  steamer  Galveston. 

Specification  2. — At  Indianola  Mr.  George  F.  Bartlett,  the  commissary, 
also  told  me  he  had  purchased  goods  with  his  private  funds  to  take  with  the 
commission  ;  and  I  saw  with  the  property  of  the  commission  at  Indianola 
a  large  number  of  boxes  and  bales  and  kegs,  that  I  supposed  to  contain  this 
private  stock  of  goods.  I  did  not  observe  the  marks  closely,  but  recollect 
seeing  either  there  or  on  the  road  some  that  were  marked  "private  stores," 
"glass,"  "G.  F.  B."  &c.  These  goods  were  transported  in  the  train  of 
the  commission  from  Indianola  to  £1  Paso.  One  hundred  and  thirty-four 
.  barrels  of  hard  head  were  left  at  Indianola,  and  many  of  the  members  of 
the  commission  sacrificed  their  trunks  and  clothing  under  an  order  to  reduce 
their  baggage  to  fifty  pounds  for  the  want  of  transportation.  The  train 
was  greatly  increased  in  consequence  of  the  necessity  of  transporting  these 
private  stores ;  a  number  of  ox-wagons  and  teams  were  purchased  at  In- 
dianola, and  at  San  Antonio  sixteen  Mexican  ox-carts  with  the  necessary 
teams  were  purchased  in  addition,  a  number  of  which  were  not  required  to 
transport  the  commission  property  and  baggage  alone.  At  San  Antonio 
about  eight  hundred  pounds  of  drugs  and  medicines  were  smuggled  into  the 
train,  the  private  property  of  one  Dr.  Henry  Nott,  and  were  taken  to  El 
Paso.  Dr.  Nott  accompanied  the  train  across  the  plain,  and  on  arriving 
there  took  his  drugs  and  medicines  into  the  city  and  opened  a  drug  store. 
In  ooDsequcnce  ottraasportiDg  these  <*  private  stores"  and  medicueS|to 
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the  exclusion  of  the  subsistence  stores,  the  messes  were  placed  upon  half 
rations  after  crossing  the  Pacas. 

I  saw  the  private  stores  »j»  ihe  coraiuissary  frequent iy  opene*!  upon  the 
road,  and  at  Socorro ;  these  goods  consisted  in  part  of  India  rubber,  bJank- 
ets,  overcoats,  &c.,  oil-cloth  clothing,  pea-jackets,  and  ready-made  clothing 
of  all  kinds;  fishing-tackle,  canteens,  liquor-flasks  with  drinking-cups,  bowie- 
knives,  Colt's  revolving  five  and  six-shooters,  powder  and  ball,  and  shot. 
He  also  had  a  large  quantity  of  hardware,  cutlery,  and  cheap  jewelry,  such 
as  brass  rings  and  breast-pins,  &r.  These  thinfirs  were  sold  to  the  members 
of  the  commission  at  exorbitant  prices,  and  charged  to  them  on  the  books 
of  the  commissary,  and  the  amounts  were  deducted  from  their  pay  on  set- 
tlement with  Commissioner  John  R.  Bartlett. 

Sptdjication  3.— "-The  commissioner,  John  R.  Bartlett,  also  told  me,  on 
the  passage  from  New  York  to  Indianola,  that  his  brother,  the  commissary, 
would  charge  a  small  advance  upon  the  public  goods  and  clothing,  and  that 
he  thought  it  was  no  more  than  right,  as  his  salary  was  small,  and  that  he 
was  entitled  to  a  small  advance  "  as  a  fair  perquisite."  The  members  of  the 
commission  were  charge  exorbitant  prices  for  many  articles  that  their  ru  ccs- 
sities  required  on  the  road. 

CHARGE  SECOND. 

Specifications  1  and  2. — The  train  was  delayed  at  Vlctoiia  for  fourtten 
days,  and  at  San  Antonio  for  twenty  days,  and  I  did  not  think  any  neces- 
sity existed  for  this  delay,  as  the  train  left  Indianola  in  perfect  order,  and  1 
knew  of  nothing  that  occurred  upon  the  road  to  impair  the  condition  of  tlie 
train  before  reaching  San  Antonio. 

Specification  4. — In  one  of  the  conversations  I  had  with  the  coni;:;!^- 
sioner,  on  the  passage  from  New  York  to  Indianola,  he  told  me  that  he 
regretted  that  he  had  appointed  James  Myer  as  quartermaster;  that  hi*  I  ad 
heard  a  good  deal  said  about  him  since  his  appointment ;  that  he  was  satis- 
fied he  was  dishonest,  and  that  he  intended  to  discharge  him  on  the  fust 
opportunity.  Myer  was  guilty  of  fraudulent  acts  in  the  purchase  of  public 
property  at  Indianola,  Victoria,  and  San  Antonio,  when  John  R.  Kartlett, 
the  commissioner,  was  with  the  train.  Myer  was  not  discharged,  but  was 
in  the  employ  of  the  commission  when  I  left  it  on  the  16th  of  Febiiinjy, 

CHARGE  THIRD.  ^ 

Specification  2. — On  the  1st  of  Auprust,  18)0,  Mr.  John  R.  Bartlett  came 
to  Washington  city  to  arrange  his  business  connected  with  the  comrnissjon. 
I  assisted  him  in  his  labors  during  that  day  ;  we  were  beset  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  persons  that  had  been  appointed,  particularly  the  mechanics,  all  desir- 
ous to  know  what  their  pay  would  be  nxed  at.  In  conversation  with  Mr. 
Bartlett  on  this  subject,  he  told  me  that  he  was  not  then  sufficiently  ac- 
quainted with  the  men  to  fix  their  pay,  but  that  he  would  do  so  on  the 
arrival  of  the  commission  at  El  Paso;  that  the  pay  would  be  liberal,  not 
less  than  $1  50,  and  from  that  to  $2  50  per  diem,  according  to  their  worth ; 
that  he  would  set  down  the  pay  of  all  alike  on  the  emolument  roll  at  $1  25, 
80  that  they  could  make  allotments  to  their  families;  this  sum  of  $1  25  was 
iiot  then  regarded  as  their  full  pay.  With  regard  to  my  own  salary,  he  tojd 
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me  thHl  lie  would  allow  me  Sl,200  per  annum,  but  that  the  expenses  had 
lH»cn  so  much  greater  than  he  expected,  and  the  commission  was  then  so 
much  larger  than  necessary,  that  he  would  put  my  name  on  the  roll  then  at 
$1,000;  that  he  had  no  doubt  a  large  number  of  those  appointed  would  de- 
cline going  or  leave  before  they  proceeded  far,  and  that  he  would  change  it 
to  $1,200  when  wc  reached  ElPaso;  with  this  assurance  he  refused  to 
comply  on  reaching  that  place. 

CHARGE  EIGHTH. 

Specification  1. — I  was  attached  to  Col.  McCIellan's  mess,  and  on 
the  arrival  of  the  train  upon  the  Rio  Grande  we  were  quartered  at 
Presidio  de  San  El^azario,  by  order  of  the  commissioner.  The*  main  body 
of  the  commission  were  quartered  at  Socorro,  including  the  commissary 
department,  with  the  property  of  the  commission,  five  miles  north  of  San 
Eleazario,  and  in  consequence  of  this  we  had  great  difficulty  in  procuring  any 
provisions  from  the  commissary  ;  he  refused  to  issue  to  us  at  San  Eleazario, 
and  we  were  required  to  send  every  ration  day  to  Socorro ;  and  the  pro- 
visions that  were  issued  to  us  were  of  the  worst  possible  kind,  and  totally 
unfit  for  use  and  injurious  to  health,  particularly  the  flour,  pork,  and  beef; 
the  flour  w;.s  blaclc  and  gritty,  and  full  of  bran  and  sand,  l  compared  that 
issued  to  us  with  flour  that  had  been  condemned  at  the  post  of  San  Eleazario, 
and  that  issued  1o  us  was  greatly  inferior  to  the  condemned  flour,  and  there 
would  have  l)eeri  no  complaints  had  the  flour  issued  been  equal  in  quality 
to  that  condemned  at  the  post;  some  of  the  commission  purchased  and  used 
the  condemned  flour.  The  pork  was  so  badly  spoiled  that  the  meat  had 
turned  green  near  the  bone.  The  beef  was  unfit  for  use,  and  it  was  fre- 
quently thrown  into  the  street.  I  complained  of  these  things  personally  to 
the  commissary,  and  he  refused  to  give  me  any  satisfaction,  or  even  to  treat 
the  complaint  with  common  respect ;  but  asked  me  why  I  did  not  make  the 
complaint  in  writing  <o  the  coinmiiisioner,  J.  R.  Bartlett.  I  told  him  I 
would  do  so,  and  procure  the  signatures  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
quartered  at  San  Eleazario  ;  and.  he  then  threatened  that  if  a  petition  of  the 
kind  was  sent,  all  who  signed  it  should  be  dismissed  from  the  commission. 
1  afterwards  drew  up  a  respectful  petition  to  the  commissioner,  setting  forth 
these  complaints  ;  it  was  numerously  signed,  and  forwarded  to  Mr.  J.  R« 
Bartlett.  (A  copy  of  the  petition  is  attached  to  this  deposition.)  The 
petition  and  complaint  was  treated  with  open  and  avowed  contempt,  both 
by  the  commissioner  and  the  commissary,  and  the  rations  issued  to  us  after- 
waids  were  no  better  than  before  the  com]ilaint  was  made.  I  again  saw 
the  commissary  at  Fort  Franklin,  where  he  stated  that  the  complaints  were 
false  and  unlounded.  I  told  him  that  I  had  drawn  up  the  petition,  and  that  I- 
had  told  him  I  would  do  it ;  that  the  contents  of  the  petition  were  strictly  true 
and  respectful,  and  that  he  knew  it ;  that  I  held  mj  self  responsible  for  their 
truth  to  him  or  any  one  else,  there  or  elsewhere.  He  then  said  that  he  did 
not  care  if  the  rations  were  bad ;  that  they  were  plenty  good  enough  for 
the  ^t  that  was  quartered  at  San  Elizario,  and  that  he  did  not  intend  to 
issue  any  good  provisions  to  that  place  until  the  commisioner  got  rid  of  that 
set.    This  was  said  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  persons.

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We,  the  undersigned,  officers  and  members  of  the  United  States  and  Mexi- 
can boundary  commission,  now  quartered  at  San  Eleazario,  Texas,  respect- 
fully represent  that  we  are  not  properly  provided,  by  the  cx)mmissary 
department  of  the  commission,  witli  such  provisions  as  are  necessary  to  our 
comfortable  subsistence. 

That  the  provisions  that  are  issued  are  insufficient  in  quantity,  and  infe- 
rior in  quality.  We  were  quartered  here  after  the  arrival  of  the  train,  on 
the  9th  day  of  December,  1850,  since  which  time  rations  have  been  issued 
three  different  times,  each  time  for  ten  days  subsistence :  the  rations  thus 
issued  consisted  of  sugar,  coffee,  salt,  soap,  (all  of  which  articles  were  found 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality,)  rice  that  is  inferior  in  quality,  and  we 
believe  would  be  condemned  by  a  board  of  survey ;  pork  that  we  are  in- 
formed was  condemn^  at  the  military  post,  and  which  we  unhesitatingly 
say  is  unfit  for  use ;  flour  that  we  find,  on  comparison,  is  much  inferior  to 
fiour  that  has  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  use  at  the  military  post  here,. and 
which  we  unhesitatingly  say  is  injurious  to  our  health,  andl  not  fit  to  eat. 
We  have  received  but  half  rations  of  rice,  and  half  rations  of  beans.  Fresh 
beef  has  been  issued  every  third  day  at  Socorro,  and  we  say  with  all  truth, 
that  not  one  pound  of  the  beef  that  we  have  received  since  our  arrival  here 
was  such  as  should  be  eaten  by  man  regardful  of  his  life  and  health.  We 
also  further  state,  that  no  bacon,  no  sala?ratus,  or  hard  bread  has  been  issued 
to  us;  that  we  have  frequently  appealed  to  the  commissary,  Mr.  George  F. 
Bartlett,  for  redress,  but  our  complaints  have  been  disregarded,  and  we  now 
most  respectfully  ask  that  you  will  cause  such  orders  to  be  issued  as  will 
remedy  the  evils  complained  of.

El  Paso  del  Norte,  J\Iarch  25, 1851. 

Dear  Sir  :  As  soon  as  I  had  sent  off  my  last  despatches,  (March  14th) 
I  be^an  personally  the  settlement  of  accounts  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission, paying  them  off  to  the  end  of  March.  In  doing  so,  several  of  the 
young  men  stated  that  there  were  chains  against  them  on  m}r  books,  for 
their  board-bills  at  Nicholson's  hotel,  in  Victoria,  Texas,  which  were  in- 
correct. Some  had  never  been  to  the  hotel,  and  others  had  paid  their  bills 
themselves ;  for  the  truth  of  which  I  was  referred  to  Mr.  L.  C.  Houghton, 
a  young  gentleman  in  the  employ  of  Colonel  McClellauj  who  stopped  at 
the  hotel  referred  to,  and  knew  certain  facts  connected  with  Nicholson's 
bill.  I  then  addressed  a  note  to  Mr.  Houghton,  requesting  information  on 
the  subject.  This  note,  with  Mr.  Houghton's  replj^,  is  annexed.  By  this 
it  will  appear  that  Caffee  had  many  items  inserted  in  the  bill  for  the  board 
of  members  who  owed  nothing  there.  The  amount  of  these  I  paid,  and 
charged  them  to  the  members ;  Caffee  supposing  it  would  be  charged  to  the 
government,  pocketed  the  money. 

My  recollection  of  this  is  as  follows :  it  is  strongly  impressed  on  my  mind, 
as  I  did  not  hesitate  to  mention  it  to  those  around  me. 

The  commission  was  encamped  at  the  Colette,  six  miles  from  Vfctoria ; 
Colonel  McClellan  remaming  at  Nicholson's  hotel,  at  that  place,  with  Caf- 
fee and  a  few  others.  Caffee  sent  Mr.  Houghton  to  me,  with  several  bills 
for  payment,  some  of  which  were  in  his  own  handwriting.  One  was  for 
"  board  for  members  of  the  boundary  commission,  S98;''  all  but  Colonel 
McClellan's  bill  for  his  pay  were  returned,  as  I  believe  that  fraud  was  in- 
tended in  them.  I  sent  word  to  Oaffee  to  give  me  the  names  of  the  gen- 
tlemen whose  bills  were  included  in  Nicholson's  bill  of  ninety-eight  dollars, 
and  return  the  others  in  a  more  business-like  form. 

Nicholson's  bill  was  returned  with  the  names.  The  hoard  for  Colonel 
McClellan's  party,  and  of  those  attached  to  the  astronnmic^al  corps,  then 
engaged  on  duty,  1  charged  to  the  government,  and  the  remainder  to  the 
individual  members. 

Another  of  the  bills  was  Rogers's,  '$105  Oo  for  grorcrics.  Caffee  said 
these  were  for  Colonel  McClellan.  I  accordingly  paid  it ;  but  it  appears 
from  Houghton's  letter  that  Caffee  kept  many  of  the  articles  himself,  and 
that  others  were  never  had,  Mr.  H.  says  they  did  not  come  into  the  Colo- 
nel's mess,  where  he  always  was.  This  bill  underwent  several  important 
alterations  by  Caffee,  before  I  would  pay  it. 

I  do  not  think  that  a  single  bill  has  passed  through  Caffee's  hands  with- 
out some  fraud  or  attempt  at  fraud  in  it.  On  one  occasion  he  involved  Dr. 
Bigelow,  who  was  entirely  innocent  and  ip^norant  of  Caffee's  operations, 
until  he  found  his  name  connected  with  Calfee's  in  the  frauds  of  the  latter* 
I  couhl  get  a  statement  from  the  doctor  to  this  effect,  as  he  has  spoken  of 
it  to  me,  but  he  is  at  the  copper  mines. 

If  it  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  say  more  to  substantiate  what  I  have 
said  regarding  the  dishonesty  of  Mr.  Caffee,  I  can  obtain  certificates  from 
three-quarters  of  the  members  of  the  commission,  not  only  to  this,  but  to 
his  general  character  as  a  most  unqualified  liar.  Please  file  this  away 
amonsT  the  Caffee  papers,  where  it  may  be  accessible  in  case  of  necessity.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  inquiry  about  Nicholson*s  bill  for  the  board  of  cer- 
tain members  of  the  commission,  I  will  state  what  I  know  on  the  subject. 

While  you  were  encamped  at  the  Colette,  near  Victoria,  I  took  out  to  you 
at  the  request  of  Mr.  Robert  H.  Caffee,  several  bills  against  the  commis- 
aon  for  payment.  The  only  one  you  paid  was  Colonel  McClellan's,  the 
others  you  said  were  incorrect  and  refused  to  pay  them,  returning  them  to 
Mr.  Caifee  for  correction.  One  of  them  was  Nicholson's  bill  referred 
to;  this  bill  was  for  $98,  it  included  the  board  bills  of  several  members  ol 
the  commission ;  but  in  order  to  obtain  a  larger  sum  from  the  commissioner, 
he  (Caffee^  had  the  names  of  several  members  of  the  commission  charged 
with  boara  who  had  never  been  there,  and  others  .who  had  paid  their  buls. 
I  remember  seeing  Mr.  Young  pay  his  bill,  yet  Mr.  Caffee  had  an  item 
inserted  against  him.  I  also  Know  my  own  bill  to  be  five  dollars,  yet  Caffee 
had  it  inserted  at  $7  50.  I  remonstrated  with  him  for  making  such  a  charge, 
when  he  told  me  that  it  was  no  business  of  mine,  that  the  commissioner  would 
pay  all  and  charge  the  government. 

The  astronomical  party  under  Lieutenant  Whipple  boarded  there ;  I  know 
their  bills  to  be  $7  50  each,  which  Caffee  had  inserted  at  $12  50  each ; 
Colonel  McClellan  would  not  certify  to  this ;  he  afterwards  reduced  the 
diarge,  but  left  in  the  bill  the  charges  against  the  others  who  did  not  owe 
Nicholson.  I  remember  telling  Mr.  Caffee  that  they  had  not  been  there, 
when  he  told  me  to  mind  my  oym  business.  As  to  Rogers's  bill  which  you 
also  declined  paying,  I  remember  that  several  articles  were  included  in  it, 
such  as  brandy,  fruit,  &c.,  which  Caffee  kept  himself,  remarking  to  me  that 
the  government  was  bound  to  furnish  all  these  articles  to  the  members. 

Mr.  Caffee  stated  to  Colonel  McClellan  that  the  way  he  had  managed  in 
the  vouchers  of  Mr.  Capers  to  get  more  money  from  the  commissioner  than 
the  amount  of  goods  purchased,  was  as  follows : 

Colonel  McClellan  ordered  sixty  gallons  of  oil:  Caffee  had  eighty 
charged,  but  was  not  to  have  but  sixty,  yrhich  would  have  given  him  fifty 
dollars.  Colonel  McClellan  ordered  three  lamps  at  three  dollars  ;  Caffee 
had  nine  charged  at  three  dollars,  giving  him  thereby  eighteen  dollars. 
None  of  the  groceries,  knives  nor  penoli,  amounting  to  S42  15,  charged  in 
Mr.  Capers*  original  voucher,  which  I  have  examined  and  is  now  in  yoiur 
possesion,  were  furnished.

/acts  connected  with  Rogers's  bill,  also  returned  to  Caffee  for  correction.

My  bear  sir  :  Hearing  from  an  intimate  friend  of  Colonel  McClellan 
that  one  of  the  charges  to  be  brought  against  me  by  him  was  in  my  per^ 
mitting  my  brother,  Geo.  F.  Bartlett,  commissary  of  the  commission,  to 
bring  with  him  sixty  bales  and  boxes  marked  private  stores,  containing 
clothing,  liquors,  &c.,  I  thought  best  to  write  a  note  to  Mr.  Jacobs,  the 
assistant  commissary,  for  information  on  the  subject.  I  knew  the  charge 
t6  be  false  and  malicious,  but  the  colonel  seems  determined  in  his  downfall 
to  carry  me  with  him,  and  to  catch  at  every  straw  that  presents  itself  to 
effect  his  purpose.     I  enclose  Mr.  Jacobs'  letter  in  reply. 

Colonel  McClellan  knew  all  about  the  clothing;  in  fact,  we  conversed 
on  the  subject  at  the  department,  and  made  out  lists  of  wliat  was  required, 
and  he  knew  that  I  bought  it. 

I  enclose  you  a  statement  sworn  to  by  Mr.  Ilouj^hton,  iji  relation  to  Caf- 
fee, showing  his  dishonesty.  This  is  not  the  only  dishonest  affair  of  his, 
and  I  can  bring  forward  twenty  affidavits,  if  necessary,  showing  that  he  is 
not  only  dishonest,  but  entirely  unworthy  of  credit. 

I  fear  no  one  but  Uars  in  any  charges  that  Colonel  McClellan  may  make 
against  me,  and  as  I  believe  Caffee  to  be  a  most  consummate  one,  t  annex: 
a  statement  in  reference  to  him  from  Colonel  McClellan.  I  sent  the 
voucher  referred  to  to  you  by  my  brother.  Please  place  this  document 
where  it  may  be  found.  There  is  no  justice  of  the  peace  nearer  than  twenty- 
five  miles,  or  I  would  make  oath  to  the  statement.

I  hereby  certify  that  on  the  evening  of  the  9th  of  October,  1850,  being  ■ 
the  evening  before  I  left  San  Antonio  for  this  place,  Robert  H.  Caffee,  then 
connected  with  the  Mexican  boundary  commission  as  secretary  to  Colonel 
J.  McClellan,  called  on  me  with  a  bill  of  Major  L.  G.  Capers  against  the 
commission  for  sperm  oil,  lamps,  powder,  &c.,  amounting  to  $364  15;  as 
these  articles  purported  to  be  for  the  astronomical  department,  and  were 
bought  without  my  knowledge;  and,  furthermore,  as  the  articles  were 
charged  at  high  prices,  and  were  not  required,  I  requested  Mr.  Caffee  to 
obtain  Colonel  McClellan's  approval  of  the  bill,  as  he  said  the  colonel  had 
ordered  him  to  purchase  the  goods. 

Caffee  expressed  a  great  reluctance  to  do  this;  said  when  I  went  to  see 
the  colonel  u  the  morning  he  would  approve  it ;  that  Major  Capers  was 
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evtremely  anxious  for  the  money  that  eveningf  and  that  he  had  promised  it 
to  him.  Aa  Caffee  had  endeavored  to  impose  upon  me  at  Victoria  with  a 
false  voucher,  I  positively  refused  to  pay  it  without  Colonel  M(;Clellan's 
approval. 

The  next  morning  I  went  to  see  Colonel  McClellan  as  I  was  leaving. 
Immediately  on  entering  his  tent  he  stated  that  Call'ee  had  presented  him 
Major  Capers's  bill  the  night  before,  for  his  approval,  which  he  bad  refused 
to  give  as  he  had  not  ordered  the  goods ;  and  secondly,  because  Caffee 
stated  to  him  that  the  bill  was  for  one  hundred  dollars  more  than  it  ought 
to  be,  and  more  than  the  goods  would  cost,  but  that  this  difference  they 
would  appropriate  to  themselves  for  the  purchase  of  brandy  and  choice 
stores.  Colonel  McClellan  then  denounced  Mr.  Chaffee  in  the  strongest 
tmns,  and  said  he  ordered  him  out  of  his  tent  for  making  such  a  proposal 
to  him  to  defraud  the  government.  He  further  ctated  to  me  that  he  had 
no  confidence  in  Mr.  Caffee,  and  his  sympathy  for  his  family  only  induced 
him  to  retain  him  ;  that  he  considered  him  dishonest  and  a  great  liar ;  that 
when  he  was  sick  at  Victoria  and  not  expected  to  live,  Caffee  had  taken 
his  keys  from  his  pocket,  opened  his  trunk,  and  taken  money  therefrom,  as 
well  as  some  papers.  Colonel  McClellan  made  no  secret  of  this,  but  spoke 
oi  it  freely  to  others.

In  reply  to  yours  of  this  date,  making  the  inquiry  relative  to  certain 
chdr|res  intended  to  be  made  against  the  commissary  clepartment  of  the 
commission  by  Colonel  McClellan,  I  without  hesitation  pronounce  them  to 
my  certain  knowledge  false.  The  charg^c  **  that  the  commissary  Itrought 
with  him  some  sixty  boxes  or  bales  from  New  York  on  his  private  account, 
Marked  *  private  stores' " — Colonel  McClellan,  as  well  as  every  other 
member  of  the  comtnission,  knew  that  the  boxes  an<l  bales  contained  goods 
belonging  to  the  commission,  such  as  boots,  shoes,  hats,  woollen  shirts, 
Mankets,  check  shirts,  etc.,  and  that  they  w^ere  government  property. 

f  told  the  gentlemen  of  the  commission  myself,  when  some  of  the  bales 
ami  boxes  were  opened  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  blankets,  shirts,  etc., 
that  they  belonged  to  the  ^government;  and  afterwards,  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  the  vexation  and  trouble  of  rendering  a  detailed  account  of  the 
L«ue  of  clothing  to  the  government,  the  arrangement  was  made  that  all 
^ke  clothing  should  be  charged  to  the  commissary  by  the  commissioner  at 
cost  prices,  with  the  addition  of  twenty  per  cent,  for  transportation,  and 
the  commissary  to  sell  to  members  of  the  commission  at  the  same  rate — i,  e. 
cost  and  twenty  per  cent,  addition ;  all  the  clothing,  boots,  shoes,  shirts, 
etc.,  have  been  sold  at  this  rate.  As  for  packages  being  marked  "  private 
stores,"  I  reply,  that  I  have  frequently  seen  the  wagons  unloaded  and  re- 
loaded, on  the  trip  from  the  coast  to  this  place,  and  have  never  seen  more 
t^han  one  or  two  small  boxes  marked  in  this  way.  The  only  j)rivate  stores 
that  the  commissary  had  were  consumed  before  the  steamer  Galveston 
^ched  Indianola,  and  consisted  of  two  boxes,  sent  aboard  by  a  mutual 
friend  to  the  commissary  and  myself,  and  contained,  one  box  about  six  bot- 
tles of  brandy  and  six  of  wine,  and  one  box  about  twenty  pounds  of  butter 
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and  sugar-biscuit.  The  brandy  was  consumed  in  less  than  a  week  after  we 
sailed,  owing  mainly  to  the  daily  morning  calls  of  Colonel  McClellan  for  a 
drink  of  the  same. 

The  commissary  had  one  trunk  and  I  think  one  box  of  private  property, 
containing  small  articles,  such  as  needles,  thread,  tape,  scissors,  tobacco 
wallets,  etc.,  and  this  was  all  the  private  property  in  the  train  belonging 
to  him,  except  his  personal  baggage ;  he  could  not  have  had  more  without 
my  being  aware  of  it,  as  I  had  the  superintendence  of  the  commissary 
stores  dui-ing  the  journey,  and  frequently  overhauled  the  wagons  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  duties. 

There  were  a  number  of  bales  and  trunks  in  the  train,  which  I  under- 
stood contained  goods  intended  for  presents  for  the  Indians.  I  do  not  re- 
collect precisely  the  number,  but  should  say  that  there  were  thirty  or  more 
bales  and  trunks.

While  I  was  connected  with  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary 
commission  as  secretary  to  Colonel  McClellan,  who  had  charge  of  the  as- 
tronomical party  of  said  commission,  and  while  encamped  nearhaii  Antonio, 
Texas,  on  tlie  9th  day  of  October,  1850,  Colonel  McClellan  requested  me 
to  go  to  Shu  Antonio,  to  Messrs.  Capers  &  Howard,  and  procure  some 
articles  for  the  uso  of  said  corps,  giving  me  at  the  same  time  a  memoranda 
of  the  articlis  rc.juired.  I  went  accordingly  and  selected  such  of  the  arti- 
cles as  they  thm  could  furnish ;  this  wiis  in  the  afternoon  of  the  9th  of 
October,  and  Mr.  Ilartlett  was  expect I't I  to  leave  early  the  next  morning 
by  the  northern  r'>ute  for  El  Paso,  and  it  was  nece^ary  to  have  the  voucher 
prepared  and  paid  before  his  leaving.  Major  Capers  proposed  to  procure 
and  furnish  the  additional  articles  required  before  the  main  body  of  the 
train  under  Colonel  McClellan  would  be  ready  to  leave,  but  not  knowing 
what  the  additional  cost  would  be,  he  said  he-would  increase  the  amount  ot 
the  voucher  one  himdred  dollars  and  place  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  Col- 
onel McClellan  for  the  use  of  the  astronomical  corps ;  and  if  the  whole  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  was  not  required  to  pay  for  the  additional  articles 
required,  he  would  hand  over  the  difference  to  Colonel  McClellan,  and  he 
could  act^ount  to  the  commission  for  it.  I  told  him  I  would  explain  the  mat- 
ter to  Colonel  McClellan,  and  I  presumed  it  would  be  right.  Major  Capers 
accordingly  prepared  the  vouchers  himself  (or  by  his  clerk)  for  £364  15, 
and  handed  it  to  me.  I  then  went  and  presented  the  voucher  to  Mr.  Bart- 
lett  for  paymens  when  he  requested  me  to  procure  Colonel  McCIellan's 
approval.     1  do  not  recollect  the  conversation  that  took  plai<e  between  us; 
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if  I  expressed  ''  great  reluctance"  to  do  as  he  requested,  it  was  only  because . 
of  the  short  time  left  before  his  departure,  and  the  necessity  that  existed 
for  him  to  pay  the  amount  before  leaving,  Colonel  McClellan  having  no 
funds  of  the  commission*  in  his  hands.  I  accordingly  went  immediately  *to 
camp  for  that  purpose  and  handed  over  the  voucher  to  Colonel  McClellan^ 
at  the  same  time  stating  that  it  was  for  one  hundred  dollars  more  than  the 
articles  then  furnished  amounted  to ;  but  before  I  could  explain,  Colonel 
McCIellaji  became  indignant  and  used  some  harsh  language  toward  me.  I 
disclaimed  all  intention  of  wrongs  and  said  that  the  arrangement  was  pro- 
posed and  the  voucher  prepared  by  Major  Capers  himself,  who  was  a 
sutler  in  the  army  and  knew  more  about  such  thin^  than  I  did ;  that  he 
proposed  to  ilirnish  whatever  additional  articles  might  be  required  before 
the  train  would  be  ready  to  leave,  and  if  the  one  hujidred  dollars  should 
not  be  exhausted,  he  wouhl  pay  over  the  difference  to  him ;  that  the  amount 
would  be  in  their  hands  to  his  credit,  for  the  use  of  the  astronomical  corps. 

I  never  saw  the  voucher  after  I  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  Colonel  McClel- 
lan that  evening,  and  afterwards  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  purchase.  On 
By  return  home,  I  learned  at  San  Antonio  that  the  bill  yet  remained  entirely 
unpaid. 

I  never  made  such  a  proposition  to  Colonel  McClellan  as  is  imputed  to 
me,  that  the  difference  should  be  "  appropriated  to  our  own  use  for  the 
purchase  of  brandies  and  choice  stores.'^ 

I  remained  with  Colonel  McClellan  through  the  entire  journey,  and  re- 
turned with  him  to  San  Antonio  in  the  same  ambulance,  and  from  thence  to 
Washington  city.

Deail  Sir  :  I  have  at  the  request  of  Mr.  CafTee  read  the  certificate  of 
Mr.  Bartlett,  dated  EI  Paso,  March  14,  1851,  and  addressed  to  your  de- 
partment. 

I  was  attached  to  the  bound  ry  commission,  and  was  with  that  portion  of 
the  train  under  the  command  of  Col.  McClellan,  until  after  our  arrival  at 
San  Elizario,  and  I  had  constant  and  almost  daily  intercourse  with  both  Mr. 
Caffee  and  Col.  McClellan4 

The  charge  set  forth  in  the  certificate  of  Mr.  Bartlett,  I  regard  as  en- 
tirely felse !  I  never  heard  a  Word  said  in  camp  imputing  dishonesty  to 
Mr.  Caffee,  in  connexion  with  any  voucher  against  the  commission,  or  any- 
thing else,  and  no  rumor  of  the  kmd  ever  obtained  circulation  in  camp,  or  I 
should  have  heard  it. 

Neither  did  I  ever  hear  that  Col.  McClellan  accused  Mr.  Caflfee  of  taking 
BDoney  from  his  trunk,  and  no  rumor  of  this  kind  was  even  spoken  of  in 
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camp ;  and  if  Col.  McClellan  had  made  **  no  secret  of  it,  but  spoken  freely  o 
it  to  others,"  I  would  most  certainly  have  heard  something  of  it. 

I  never  heard  of  Col.  McClellan  ordering  Mr.  Caifee  out  of  his  tent,  and 
had  a  circumstance  of  this  kind  occurred,  ft  would  have  been  known  to  all 
in  camp.  The  closest  relations  of  intimacy  existed  between  Col.  McClellan 
and  Mr.  Caffee  during  the  entire  time  I  was  with  the  commission,  and  no 
two  persons  enjoyed  more  the  confidence  of  the  other  members  of  the  com- 
mission, both  officers  and  men,  than  they  did.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  read  the  letter  of  J.  R.  Bartlett,  now  commissioner 
on  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  survey,  in  which  he  certifies 
that  I  had  in  a  conversation  with  him  at  San  Antonio,  Texas,  on  the  10th 
of  October,  1850,  charged  Mr.  Caffee  with  presenting  an  account  of  Major 
L.  G.  Capers  to  me  for  approval,  for  articles  purchased  by  my  order  and 
intended  for  the  use  of  the  astronomical  corps  under  Lieut.  Whipple,  in 
which  an  overcharge  of  $100  was  made,  which  sum  was  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  Mr.  Caffee  and  myself. 

Mr.  Uartlett  knows  perfectly  well  that  the  only  conversation  he  had  with 
Tne  at  San  Antonio,  in  relation  to  the  business  of  the  commission,  was  in 
the  presence  of  Lieut.  A.  W.  Whipple,  and  that  conversation  related  to  the 
pay  of  the  servants  of  Mr.  Bartlett,  Lieut.  Whipple,  and  myself,  at  which 
conversation  Mr.  Bartlett  fixed  their  pay  at  $40  each  per  month,  but  said 
he  would  pay  them  830  each,  as  commissioner,  and  the  remaining  $10  he 
wished  to  appear  as  if  coming  from  the  mess.  This  conversation  took  place 
in  my  tent  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1850.  Nothing  was  said  in  that 
conversation  relative  to  the  account  of  Major  Capers,  and  I  never  held  a 
conversation  at  San  Antonio  with  Mr.  Bartlett  relative  to  that  voucher  and 
Mr.  Caffee's  connexion  with  it,  and  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Bartlett  after  that 
day  until  some  time  after  our  arrival  at  San  Elizario,  when  he  called  upon 
upon  me  at  my  quarters. 

Mr.  Bartlett  states  that  in  the  conversation  of  the  10th  of  October,  1850, 
I  stated  that  while  I  was  sick  at  Victoria  Mr.  Caffee  had  taken  money  from

my  trunk.  I  never  made  such  a  statement  to  Mr.  Bartlett  or  any  one  vise ; 
and  the  only  time  Mr.  Caifee  had  access  to  my  trunk,  at  Victoria,  was  to 
deposit  in  it  9251  drawn  by  him  for  me  from  Mr.  Bartlett,  a  short  time 
before  leaTing  the  place,  which  was  done  in  the  presence  of  L.  C.  Houghton 
and  myself. 

Mr.  Caffee  presented  the  voucher  of  Major  Capers  for  my  approval,  on 
the  9th  ,of  October,  1850,  and  immediately  told  me  that  it  was  for  $100 
more  than  the  articles  then  furnished  amounted  to  ;  without  waiting  for  an 
explanation  I  became  somewhat  indignant  and  used  some  harsh  language 
towards  him  ;  but  I  did  not  order  him  from  my  tent  as  is  stated  by  Mr. 
Bartlett,  neither  did  Mr.  Caffee  propose  that  we  should  appropriate  the 
SlOO  to  the  purchase  of  "  brandy  and  choice  stores."  When  Mr.  Caffee 
explamed  to  me  the  purpose  and  intention,  I  became  perfectly  satisfied  that 
he  intended  nothing  wrong.  Mr.  Caffee  continued  with  me,  messing  with 
my  mess,  during  the  entiie  journey,  occupied  the  same  quarters  with  me  at 
San  Elizario,  returned  with  me  to  Washington  city,  and  still  retains  my 
confidence.

Sia :  At  the  rrouest  of  Robert  H.  Caffee  I  have  read  the  letters  of  Mr. 
I.  R^  Bartlett,  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  commissioner,  dated 
El  Paso,  March  14th,  18ol,  and  addressed  to  your  department ;  and,  as  an 
act  of  justice  to  him,  I  will  state  that  I  was  employed  as  a  mechanic  on 
the  commission  and  was  with  that  portion  of  the  tram  under  the  command 
ot  Colonel  McClell.in  until  after  wc  arrived  at  San  Elizario,  and  I  had  con- 
stant and  almost  daily  intercourse  with  both  Colonel  McClellan  and  Mr. 
Caffee.  They  were  almost  constantly  together.  While  in  camp  Mr. 
Caffee  messed  with  Colonel  McClellaii's  mess — frequently  rode  in  the 
same  ambulance  with  him,  and  they  occupied  the  same  quarters  at  San 
Elizario. 

The  charges  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Bartlett  I  believe  to  be  entirely 
^Ise,  for  I  never  heard  a  word  of  the  kind  in  camp,  and  I  never  heard 
JUiything  said  either  by  Colonel  McClellan  or  any  other  person  imputing 
<lishonesty  or  improper  conduct  to  Mr.  Caffee,  either  in  connection  Avith 
any  voucher  against  the  commission  or  anything  else,  and  no  rumor  of  the 
kiwi  was  ever  circulated  in  camp,  or  I  should  have  heard  it.  I  never  heard 
Aat  Colonel  McClellan  accused  Mr.  Caffee  of  taking  money  from  his 
trunk ;  and  no  circumstance  of  the  kind  was  ever  spoki.  n  of  in  camp,  for 
i^  Colonel  McClellan  made  "no  secret  of  it,  but  spoke  freely  of  it  to 
others,"  as  is  stated  by  Mr.  fiartlett,  it  would  have  been  talked  about 
tmong  the  men,  and  I  should  have  heard  something  of  it.  I  do  not  believe 
Colonel  McClellaa  ever  ordered  Mr.  Caffee  out  of  his  tent,  for  if  such  a 
^^^^comstance  had  occurred  it  would  have  been  known  to  all  in  the  train. 
'^  Colonel  and  Mr.  Caffee  always  appeared  to  be  intimate  friends,  and 
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-were  h  great  deal  togother,  and  no  two  members  of  the  commission  enjoyed 
more  the  confidence  of  the  others  than  they  did.

Dear  Sir  :  You  have  doubtless  been  informed  that  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  relieve  you  from  your  present  position  of 
chief  astronomer  in  the  boundary  commission,  and  that  my  instructions 
from  that  department  leave  me  no  alternative  but  to  comply  with  them. 

It  k  to  me  a  disagreeable  duty  to  remove  an  officer  of  your  ranlo  and  one 
who  has  so  many  gentlemanly  and  accomplished  officers ;  I  therefore  heg 
leave  to  suggest  fer  your  consideration  and  adoption  a  plan  which  will  ob- 
viate the  necessity  of  my  so  doing. 

The  department  is  aware  of  the  state  of  your  health,  and  it  b  well  known 
to  the  members  of  the  commission,  that  it  has  been  seriously  affected  by 
your  journey — so  much  so  that  you  may  be  prevented  from  active  duty  on 
the  commission.

You  observe,  that  "until  I  know  the  charges  and  specifications  against 
me,  by  whom  preferred,  and  the  names  and  residence  of  the  witnesses  to 
substantiate  them,  I  cannot  reply  fully  to  your  note ;  and  even  then  my 
course  will  not  be  determined  on  until  I  am  furnished  with  a  copy  of  Mr- 
Secretary  Stuart's  instructions  to  you  in  relation  to  the  charges  and  the 
course  you  are  to  pursue  in  regard  to  them."

iSir:  On  the  4th  instant  l!  addressed  you  a  private  letter,  informing 
you  that  it  was  tlie  intention  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  relieve 
you  from  your  |)iesent  position  as  chief  astronomer,  &c.,  in  the  boun- 
dary commission,  and  that  my  instructions  left  me  no  alternative  but 
to  comply  with  them.  Anxious  to  avoid  the  unpleasant  duty,  as  well  as  to 
save  your  feelings  as  much  as  possible,  I  gave  you  the  opportunity  of 
resigning  your  place  on  the  score  of  iil-health,  and  returning  to  Washington. 
Your  note  to  me  in  reply  led  me  to  understand  that  it  was  doubtful  what 
course  you  w^ould  pursue. 

I  therefore  wrote  you  again  under  date  of  the  10th  instant,  and  at  the 
close  of  my  letter  I  reiterated,  that  "unless  you  resign  your  position  in  the 
commission  voluntarily,  I  shall  be  compelled,  however  disagreeable  it  may 
be  to  me,  to  give  you  an  official  notice  of  your  removal."  Although  an 
immediate  utid  definite  reply  was  requested,  I  have  not  received  a  line  from 
you ;  and  as  a  siulicient  time  has  elapsed  without  being  apprised  of  your 
intentions,  it  only  lemains  lor  ujc  to  conimunicate  to  you  the  orders  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

I  am  directeil  to  notify  you  that  "a  report  has  been  lodged  against  you 
in  the  Departmeht  ot  the  Interior  in  Washington  for  habitual  drunkennesSy 
and  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  and  fi  gmileman,^^  I  am  furthermore 
directed  to  take  measures  to  cause  you  to  return  and  report  yourself  to  the 
department. 

Having  dtcHned  to  avail  yourself  of  the  privilege  which  I  proffered  you,  no 
alternative  remains  for  me  but  to  relieve  you,  as  I  hereby  do,  from  the  duties 
of  cliiet  astronomer  to  this  commission.  You  will  therefore  consider  your- 
self no  longer  connected  with  the  boundary  survey.  I  am  further  directed 
to  assign  temporarily  the  duties  of  chief  astronomer  to  the  United  States 
topographical  engineer  next  below^  you  in  rank,  until  the  arrival  of  the 
omeeplo  whom  the  office  will  be  assigned. 

Being» desirous  to  give  you  every  assistance  to  which  your  rank  entitles 
you,  I  will  assign  for  your  especial  use  a  servant  and  a  cook,  at  the  expense 
of  the  commission.  1  wull  also  furnish  you  with  subsistence  and  quarters 
until  an  opportunity  presents  to  return  to  Washington,  beyond  wliich  time 
1  shall  not  feel  myself  authorized  to  lurnish  them,  but  must  be  governed  by 
orders  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior  as  to  your  pay  and  expense. 
Several  wagons  will  leave  here  (belonging  to  the  commission)  in  about  two 
weeks  for  San  Antonio,  and  you  may,  if  you  wish,  avail  yourself  of  the 
opportunity  of  returning  to  Washington.     A  number  of  men,  at  least 
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twenty,  will  accompany  the  train,  and  as  they  will  be  well  armed,  I  antici- 
pate no  danger  in  its  journey  through. 

Lieutenant  Whipple  states  to  me  that  you  wish  to  purchase  the  ambu- 
lance in  which  you  rode  here,  at  its  cost.  It  is  the  only  light  ambulance 
owned  by  the  commission,  and  will  be  very  useful  to  us  in  N«w  Mexico. 
If,  however,  jou  wish  it,  I  will  either  assign  it  for  your  own  benefit  while 
bere,  or  sell  it  to  you  at  its  original  cost.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowled^  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
16th  instant,  in  which  you  say  that  you  have  not  received  a  line  in  reply  to 
jour  notes  of  the  4th  and  10th  instant,  to  me,  in  which  you  advise  me  to 
''leave  the  commission  on  the  score  of  ill  health:''  this  advice  I  could  take 
under  no  circumstances,  as  I  would  not  endeavor  to  avoid  charges  on  such 
or  any  other  plea.  Charges  of  the  kind  preferred  against  me  havmg  reached 
the  department  in  Washihgton,  I  have  no  alternative  but  to  meet  them :  to 
do  80  I  determined  on  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Secretary  Stuart's  letter  enclosing 
a  copy  of  them  to  me.  I  shall  therefore  apply  to  the  commanding  genend 
of  the  army  for  a  court-martial  to  be  held  at  this  place  at  as  early  a  daT 
as  practicable,  for  my  trial  on  the  charges  preferred ;  at  the  same  time  I  will 
do  80  with  regret  ai^  the  witnesses  will  generally  be  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  commission,  and  their  detention  by  the  court  will  cause  delay 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  survey  of  the  boundary  line. 

I  received  on  the  evening  bdbre  last  your  letter  of  the  6th,  relieving  me 
from  the  position  of  chief  topographical  engineer  and  astronomer  to  the 
boundary  commission ;  and  I  now  only  have  to  protest  against  the  whole 
course  pursued  towards  me  in  this  matter:  it  is  the  first  time  an  oflRcer  in 
the  army  lias  suffered  punishment  before  conviction,  and  as  I  do  not  fear 
tbe  charges  preferred  against  me,  I  will  have  them  tried,  and  give  their  au* 
thors  an  opportunity  to  substantiate  them. 

I  will,  as  I  told  you  in  my  note  by  Lieutenant  Whipple,  take  the  small 
ambulance  at  its  original  cost,  the  amount  of  which  [you  can  deduct  from 
what  will  be  due  me  in  the  settlement  of  my  accounts,  which  will  be  sent 
to  jott  in  a  few  days.

for  the  determination  of  the  Mexican  boundary  line. 

J  have  «ko  to  report  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  McClellan  for  injuring 
by  his  own.  example,  and  by  his.  redoiarks  publicly  made  in  the  presence  of 
thjB  subordinate  members  of  the  party,  the  necessary  discipline  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  boundary  coonniasion ;  in  the  latter  case  by  blamine  and  applying 
off^^ve  epithets  to  the  eonmiisaiQnef  (at  that  time  absent)  for  not  bavin? 
employed  a  certain  class  of  subordinate  employees  in  the  commission,  with 
si^rior  accommodations  *  on  board  the  American  steamship,  Galveston, 
sejEected  by  the  commission  to  carry  the  main  body  of  the>  commission  to 
Matagorda  bay,  in  the  State  of  Texas. 

Also :  inasmuch  as  he.  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  McClellan,  endeav- 
ored, by  his  remarks  among  the  subordinate  members  ef  the  commission,  to 
depreciate  the  authority  of  the  commissioner  and  other  officers  of  the  par-

I  was  acauainted  with  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  J,  McClellan,  between 
the  dates  or  August  1  and  Septejnber  11,  1850.  His  habits  were  regular, 
taking  no  more  stimulant  than  those  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  expedi- 
tioh,  and  even  less  than  some  of  them.  His  physical  condition  during  that 
period  was  rather  feeble,  but  not  in  such  degree  as  to  incapacitate  him  from 
tb^  business  of  his  station. 

Bfy  opportunities  for  knowing  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  AlcClellan  du- 
ring that  period  of  time,  was  from  daily  personal  communication  with  him. 
He  suffered  from  chronic  ophthalmia,  or  mflammation  of  the  eyes,  and  was 
occasionally  under  the  charge  of  either  myself  or  Dr.  Johnson. 

Iwas  on  boaiid  the  ship  Galveston,  on  her  trip  from  New  York  to  Indi- 
anoia,  Texas,  between  the  dates  of  August  3  and  23, 1850,  and  the  conduct 
of -Colonel  McClellan,  as  an  officer,  was  honorable,  courteous  and  humane. 
His  conduct  as  a  gentleman  was  characterized  by  integrity,  urbanity  and

Although  I  was  daily  associated  with  Colonel  McClellan  doriag  tlie 
above  period  of  time^  I  heard  not  one  word  of  disrespect  towards  Hon.  J* 
R.  Bartlett,  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  commissioner,  uttered  hj 
him. 

The  example  of  Colonel  McClellan  was  to  sustain  necessary  disdplixiey 
rather  than  destroy  it,  so  far  as  my  observation  went,  and  no  remarks  pub^ 
licly  made,  in  the  presence  of  the  subordinate  members,  calculated  to  de- 
^roy  it,  was  heard  by  me. 

I  was  also  acquainted  with  passed  midshipman  L  G.  Strain,  United  States 
Navy,  during  the  same  period  of  time.  His  conduct  as  an  officer  I  thought 
was  somewhat  tyrannical,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  affair  at  Key  West* 
Many  of  the  men  (himself  among  the  rest)  after  going  on  shore,  came  on 
board  considerably  intoxicated.  A  riot  ensued  in  consequence,  the  begin* 
aing  and  ending  of  which  I  did  not  see.  I  recollect,  however,  that  two 
men  were  depnved  of  their  personal  liberty,  by  being  tied  in  the  stem  of 
the  boat  by  the  orders  of  Mr.  Strain. 

'Colonel  McClellan  did  not  go  ashore  at  Key  West,  and  I  understood 
from  the  men  present  at  the  time,  that  he  quelled  the  riot  b}%his  exertions 
and  gentlemanly  bearing  towards  all  engaged  in  that  affair.

I,  Edward  Doran,  of  the  city  and  District  aforesaid,  being  first  duly 
sworn,  say :  I  am  acquainted  with  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  McClellan^ 
and  also  with  Lieutenant  I.  O.  Strain,  United  States  navy.  I  was  attached 
to  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  commission  as  hospital  steward, 
and  sailed  with  it  from  the  city  of  New  York  on  board  the  steamer  Oalve9> 
ton,  Au^t  3d,  1850,  for  Matagorda  Bay,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  con- 
tinued with  the  commission  until  the  28lh  of  August,  1850. 

Specification  first,  habitual  drunkenness. — And  this  deponent  further 
aays :  During  the  passage  on  board  the  steamer  Galveston  from  New  Yoik 
to  Indianola,  Texas,  I  had  frequent  opportunities  of  daily  seeing  and  speak* 
ing  with  Colonel  McClellan,  and  I  will  say  I  never  saw  him  under  the  in- 
fluence of  intoxicating  liquor ;  and  I  do  not  think  it  possible  that  Colonel 
McClellan  could  have  been  habitually  intoxicated,  for  I  have  known  him  to 
be  called  upon  at  least  every  hour,  from  9  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.,  to  answer  soma 
complaint  relative  to  the  tyrannical  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Strain,  which  he 
was  always  capable  of  attending  to  with  promptitude. 

Specifications  second  and  third. — ^And  this  deponent  further  says :  He 
never  heard  Colonel  McClellan  use  disrespectful  language  towards  J.  R« 
Bartlett,  Esq.,  United  States  Commissioner,  nor  in  any  way  make  use  of  hie 
name ;  and  that  I  never  saw  or  heard  of  any  conduct  on  the  part  of  Colonel 
McClellan  during  my  connection  with  the  commission,  that  wivi  unworthy 
of  an  officer  and  a  gentleman ;  and  that  if  it  had  not  been  for>the  fatheriij 
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ud  offioer-Iike  conduct  of  Colonel  McCIellan  toward  the  subordinate  mem- 
ben  of  the  commission,  they  would  have  been  treated  in  a  most  scandalous 
way  by  Lieutenant  Strain.  On  the  evening  we  sailed  from  New  York  city, 
we  were  excluded  from  the  cabin  by  the  orders  of  Lieutenant  Strain,  and 

C>hilHted  from  taking  our  tea  in  it  after  the  superior  officers  had  finished, 
t  our  food  was  set  out  on  the  boiler  deck  in  buckets,  and  we  were  given 
tin  plates  or  pans  to  eat  from,  greatly  to  the  distaste  of  the  subordinate 
members.  On  complaint  being  made  to  Colonel  McCiellan,  he  had  us, 
diristian^ike,  provided  for  in  the  cabin.  The  first  insubordination  and  dis- 
it^rd  for  discipline  that  showed  itself  was  between  Clement  Young  and 
Lieutenant  Strain,  at  Key  West ;  they  were  both  greatly  intoxicated,  and 

St  into  a  quarrel  on  board  the  steamer,  and,  in  the  height  of  excitement 
m  liquor,  Lieutenant  Strain  ordered  Young  to  be  thrown  overboard. 
One  of  the  subordinate  members  of  the  commission,  on  going  into  the  cabin 
to  see  Colonel  McCIellan  on  business,  was  immediately  seized  by  the  order 
of  Lieutenant  Strain  and  lashed  to  the  after  part  of  the  ship ;  his  associate, 
CJharles  Romey,  went  to  see  what  they  were  doing,  when  he  was  also  seized 
and  lashed  by^  the  side  of  his  companion^  On  the  arrival  of  the  steamer  at 
New  Orleans,  we  were  compelled  to  leave  the  ship  while  in  port,  and  quar- 
ters were  procured  for  us  in  a  house  of  ill-fame.  When  the  fact  was  made 
known  to  Colonel  McCIellan,  he  directed  other  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  us,  and  we  left  the  house. 

This  deponent  further  says,  that  it  was  on  account  of  the  tyrannical  con- 
duct of  Lieutenant  Strain  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  drink, 
"irtrich  was  almost  constantly  the  case,  that  I  left  the  expedition  at  Indian- 
ola.  During  the  time  that  the  Galveston  was  passing  from  the  bar  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Matagorda  bay  to  Indianola,  I  was  told  by  the  pilot  that 
Lieuteuant  Strain  drank  not  less  than  one  dozen  glasses  of  brandy,  and  by 
leason  of  his  intoxication  we  suffered  for  the  want  of  provision  from  10 
o'clock  a.  m.,  when  the  expedition  landed,  to  7  o'clock  p.  m.,  during 
which  time  we  had  nothing  to  eat  whatever.

Jonathan  Chamberlain,  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  Erie  county,  being  first 
ddy  sworn,  says:  I  am  well  acquainted  with  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  J. 
MeCkllsn,  and  also  with  Lieutenant  I.  6.  Strain,  of  the  United  States 
ittTy.     I  faaye  been  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  on  the 

ne  stations  with  Colonel  McCIellan  more  or  less  sinoe  1844. 

I  was  attached  to  the  <<  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  commit 
I /'  and  sailed  with  it  out  o<  New  York  city  on  board  the  steamer  XJal- 
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vestoD,  August  3d;  1850,  and  proceeded  therewith  to  El  Paso,  Texas,  and 

coDtinued  in  such  service  until  February  1st,  1851. 

My  business  and  friendly  relations  with  Colonel  McClcIIan  brought  me 
in  almost  daily  intercourse  with  him  after  we  left  New  York — as  much,  if 
not  more  so,  than  any  other  member  of  the  commission.  I  was,  for  four  or 
five  months  previous  to  the  sailing  of  the  commission,  under  the  imjnediate 
command  of  Lieutenant  I.  G.  Strain,  and  during  that  time  and  ever  since 
have  been  and  am  still  on  friendly  terms  with  him  so  far  as  I  know. 

Specification  first — Habitual  drunkenness. — And  this  deponent  further 
says:  The  next  day  after  the  commission  sailed  from  New  York  Colonel 
McClellan  was  taken  ill,  and  was  confined  to  his  quarters  most  of  the  time 
until  about  December  12th,  1850.  During  all  this  time  he  was  under 
medical  treatment,  and  portions  of  that  time  he  was  too  ill  to  attend  to 
active  duty.  On  several  occasions  during  that  period  his  life  was  despaired 
of  by  his  attending  physician,  and  the  expedition  stopped  on  that  account. 
I  saw  him  I  think  every  day,  either  in  his  quarters  or  on  the  road.  In  all 
this  time  I  never  saw  Colonel  McClellan  under  the  influence  of  liquor  to  an 
extent  at  all  impairing  his  rapacity  for  busmess.  I  am  well  acquainted 
with  his  general  habits  in  this  respect  for  the  last  five  years,  and  do  not 
consider  him  an  excessive  drinker  of  ardent  spirits.  Dr.  Bigelow,  his  at- 
tending physician,  prescribed  the  use  of  liquor  during  his  illness.  It  would 
have  been  impossible  for  him  to  have  been  habitually  intoxicated  between 
the  1st  day  of  August  and  11th  day  of  September,  1850,  without  my 
knowing  it.  To  my  positive  knowledge  he  was  not  habitually  intoxicated 
during  that  time. 

Lieutenant  Strain  was  in  the  daily  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  after  the 
commission  sailed  from  New  York,  and  was  frequently  intoxicated.  Par- 
ticularly while  at  Key  West,  Florida,  he  was  intoxicated  to  excess,  and 
got  into  a  quarrel  upon  the  dock,  and  also  upon  the  steamer  Galveston^ 
and  repeatedly  ordered  a  member  of  the  commission  thrown  overboard,  and 
was  guilty  of  like  acts,  calculated  to  impair  his  discipline  over  his  men  for 
like  offences.  This  deponent  does  not  consider  him  by  any  means  a  proper 
person  to  judge  of  the  temperate  tr  intemperate  habits  of  another. 

Specifications  second  and  third, — And  this  deponent  further  says  that  he 
never  saw  or  heard  of  any  conduct  on  the  part  of  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel 
J.  McClellan  during  deponent's  acquaintance  with  him,  which  was,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  deponent,  unworthy.of  an  officer  ^r  gentleman.  Deponent 
has  heard  him  use  strong  and  indignant  language  in  relation  to  the  miscon- 
duct and  inefficiency  of  Commissioner  Bartlett,  but  none  but  what  this  de- 
ponent knew  or  believes  to  be  true;  but  never  in  the  presence  of  inferior  or 
subordinate  officers  or  members  of  the  commission,  or  under  any  circum- 
stances calculated  to  injure  the  said  commissioner  with  his  command,  or  to 
Sroduce  insubordination,  or  to  impair  or  embarrass  said  commissioner  in  the 
ischarge  of  his  duties  and  necessary  discipline.  That  the  language  above 
mentioned  was  such  as  was  generally  usc^  by  those  in  command  in  the 
commission,  and  referred  to  alleged  misconduct  of  the  commissioner,  for 
which  charges  are  now  pending  against  him. 

Specification  fourth. — And  this  deponent  further  says  that  during  the 
time  referred  to  m  this  specification,  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  McClel« 
Ian  wa^  ill,  as  above  stated,  and  Lieutenant  Strain  was  in  command,  and 
ksui  power  himself  to  order  the  .arrest  of  any  conspirator  against  theperson 
of  any  officer,  and  could  have  protected  the  person  of  any  s^ch  ofiSuser  to 
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any  necessary  extent.  That  the  person  so  alleged  to  have  been  conspired 
against  was  Lieutenant  Strain  himself,  as  deponent  has  been  informed 
by  him.  That  shortly  after  leaving  New  York — deponent  thinks  three  pr 
four  days  after — he  heard  Lieutenant  Strain  say  he  would  prefer  chames 
agamst  Colonel  McClellan,  and  have  him  broke;  and  deponent  has  irf- 
Quently  heard  Lieutenant  Strain  make  use  of  language  and  epithets  tow9xds 
Colonel  McClellan  indicating  personal  enmity  towards  him ;  and  deponent 
believes  that  such  feeling  existed  on  the  part  of  Lieutenant  Stram,  previous 
to  and  after  leaving  New  York.

Personally  appeared  before  me,  the  subscriber,  a  justice  of  the  peace 
within  and  for  the  district  and  city  aforesaid,  James  W.  Fowler,  of  lawful 
a^,  and  lately  attached  to  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boimdary  com- 
mission, and  bein^  by  me  first  duly  sworn  states,  that  he  sailed  from  the 
city  of  New  York  in  company  with  the  main  body  of  the  commission,  on 
the  3d  day  of  August,  anno  Domini  1850,  on  board  the  steamship  Galves- 
ton; that  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  McClellan  sailed  on  board  the 
same  steamer,  and  during  the  entire  voyage  he  (Colonel  McClellan)  was 
sick,  and  for  the  most  of  the  time  confined  to  his  stateroom.  He  occasion- 
ally saw  him  sitting  about  in  cool  places ;  but  he  always  complained  of 
being  sick.  I  do  not  recollect  of  seeing  him  drink  liquor  of  any  descrip- 
tion, and  I  am  positive  I  never  saw  him  intoxicated  during  the  entire  time 
I  was  connected  with  the  commission — and  I  saw  him  almost  every  day, 
and  had  frequent  conversations  with  him.  I  was  frequently  in  company 
with  Colonel  McClellan  on  board  the  steamer  and  after  we  arrived  at  In- 
dianola,  and  I  frequently  called  to  see  him  at  his  quarters  on  board  the 
Mary  Somers,  and  often  saw  and  conversed  with  him  when  he  came  in 
the  morning,  as  was  his  habit,  to  where  the  men  were  at  work  fitting -out 
the  train,  and  I  am  confident  I  never  saw  him  intoxicated ;  and  if  his  habits 
tad  been  as  intemperate  as  they  are  represented  F  certainly  should  have 
obierved  it. 

Relative  to  the  charge  that  Colonel  McClellan  "  used  offensive  and  dis- 
respectful lan^uaee  toward  the  commissioner,  John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,"  J 
never  heard  him,  m  all  the  frequent  conversations  at  which  I  was  present, 
^  one  word  that  I  considered  "  offensive  or  disrespectful"  to  the  commis- 
sioner. I  have  heard  him  say  that  he  considered  Mr.  Bartlett  "  a  very  fine 
man.  but  he  did  not  think  he  understood  his  duties."  His  conduct  as  an 
"  officer  and  a  gentlemen,"  so  far  as  as  my  observations  extended,  I  always 
considered  humaney  gerUlemtnly,  courteous  and  becoming y  and  he  was  al- 
ways beloved  by  the  men  for  his  kindness  and  watchfulness  over  their  inte- 
rests. 

Restive  to  the  charge  that  Colonel  McClellan  "injured,  by  his  example, 
and  by  Us  remarks  publicly  made,  the  necessary  disciglme^  o^  the  commit- 
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Aon,"  I  belieTe  the  charge  to  he  untrue,  for  his  efforts  were  always  exerted 
for  the  preservation  of  order  and  discipline :  and  I  well  recollect  that  upon 
one  occasion,  while  the  train  \fas  encamped  at  "  Gorman's  Ranche^"  cer- 
tain orders  were  promulgated,  emanating  from  the  commissioner,  that  gave 
offence  to  the  mechanics,  and  much  dissatisfaction  was  expressed,  and 
among  other  things  we  were  required  to  pitch  and  strike  the  tent  of  the 
officer  of  the  commission ;  and  while  we  were  talking  together  about  the 
orders  ,Colonel  McClellan  came  up  to  where  we  were  and  talked  with  us 
some  fifteen  minutes,  and  endeavored  to  persuade  us  to  obey  all  orders 
regularly  published,  and  said  to  us  that  **  we  had  come  out  there  to  do 
whatever  was  required  of  us,  no  matter  what  it  was,  and  that  if  we  were 
not  willing  to  pitch  the  commissioner's  tent  ourselves,  he  would  go  and 
help  do  it  himself." 

Relative  to  the  charge  that  Colonel  McClellan  applied  offensive  epithets 
to  the  commissioner,  rdative  to  his  not  having  provided  a  certain  class  of 
subordinate  employees  with  superior  accommodations,  &c.,  is  equally  an- 
true.    I  recollect  shortly  after  leaving  New  York  of  hearing   Colonel 
McClellan  say,  when  he  was  very  much  enraged,  that  he  ^'  had  appointed 
the  mechanics  in  the  commission — that  they  belonged  to  him  and  he  meant 
to  take  care  of  them,  and  that  the  commissioner  might  take  the  other  men 
and  do  as  he  pleased  with  them."     The  circumstances  that  induced  him  to 
use  this  language  are  as  follows :     Before  leaving  New  York,  and  when 
the  steamer  was  about  to  sail,  Mr.  fiartlett  told  me  '^  that  berths  were 
provided  for  all  the  mechanics  belonging  to  the  commission,  and  that  a 
'  berth  would  be  assigned  to  me  as  soon  as  the  steamer  sailed."     After  wc 
had  put  out  from  port  I  inquired  of  the  clerk  for  my  berth,  and  was  in- 
formed that  it  would  be  upon  the  boiler-deck,  where  there  was  no  shelter. 
When  we  arrived  at  Bedfoe's  island.  Colonel  Craig's  command,  consisting 
of  ninety  inen,  came  on  board  and  were  quartered  on  the  boiler-deck  also. 
We  were  there  told  that  the  boiler-deck  was  chartered  for  the  soldiers, 
and  that  we  must  leave  it ;  and  when  we  went  to  the  cabin  we  were  driven 
from  there,  and  the  only  s{)ace  left  for  us  (twenty-six  in  number)  was  a 
space  not  ten  feet  square  on  the  forward  deck,  and  this  place  was  also 
occupied  for  cooking  purposes  and  was  partly  filled  up  with  trunks.     In 
the  evening  a  tub  filled  with  some  boiled  salt  meat  and  other  things  mixed 
together  was  set  out  upon  the  boiler-deck  for  our  supper.     I  went  in  com* 
pany  with  C.  W.  Litchfield  to  Colonel  McClellan  and  complained ;  and  he 
went  up  and  saw  the  way  the  men  were  eating  and  remonstrated  against  it', 
and  said  that  the  " g^ernment  did  not  intend  to  feed  men  in  that  way." 
He  then  went  immediately  to  the  captain  of  the  steamer  and  inquired  how 
the  boat  was  chartered,  and  Captain  Place  said  that  the  boat  had  been 
chartered  by  Lieutenant  Stiain;  that  the  engineers  and  officers  of  the  com- 
mission were  to  have  a  cabin  passage  at  I  thmk  sixty  dollars  each,  and  the 
mechanics  and  laborers  a  deck  passage  at  $25  each.     Colonel  McClellan 
then  told  him  that  the  mechanics  belonged  to  his  corps,  and  that  he  wanted 
them  to  have  the  same  fare  as  the  officers  and  engineers,  and  that  if  there 
'were  not  berths  enough  for  all,  they  must  have  the  privilege  of  making 
themselves  as  comfortable  as  possible  any  where  on  the  boat,  either  in  or 
out  of  the  cabin,  and  that  a  table  must  be  set  in  the  cabin  for  them  to  eat. 
To  this  Captain  Place  consented,  but  said  there  would  be  an  extra  charge 
for  it. 

I  never  Ifnew  of  a  conspiracy  existing  against  the  person  of  Lieuteoaot 
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Straiii  or  any  other  officer  of  the  commissioi),  and  I  believe  that  if  such  a 
conspiracy  had  been  formed^  I  should  have  heard  something  of  it.  On  the 
passage  from  New  York  to  Indianola  there  vrasmuch  dissatisfaction  among 
all  the  members  of  the  commission,  arising  from  the  conduct  of  Lieutenant 
Isaac  G.  Strain,  who  assumed  the  command  of  the  party  while  on  board  of 
the  steamer,  and  when  we  arrived  at  Key  West  Lieutenant  Strain  commu- 
nicated to  the  members  .of  the  commission  permission  to  go  on  shore,  and 
accordingly  a  majority  of  the  men  went  and  were  absent  some  tl\ree  or 
four  hours.  On  their  return  to  the  steamer  they  were  all  more  or  less 
intoxicated;  Lieutenant  Strain  among  the  rest;  and  very  soon  afterward 
a  violent  altercation  took  place.  Lieutenant  Strain  and  Mr.  Clement 
Youn^  got  into  a  difficulty.  Lieutenant  Strain  desired  all  to  stand  bade 
and  give  room  for  a  fair  fight,  and  shortly  afterward  ordered  Mr.  Young  to 
be  tbrown  overboard.  Colonel  McClellan  (who  had  not  gone  on  shore) 
bterfered  to  suppress  the  riot,  and  came  into  the  cabin  where  the  riot  oc- 
GQTzed,  and  ordered  Mr.  Chamberlin  to  put  Mr.  Young  into  his  state*room 
and  lock  him  up ;  which  was  done.  His  exertion  and  influence  quelled  the 
riot  for  a  time ;  but  shortly  afterward  Mr.  Joseph  Hardie  came  up  to 
Lieatenant  Strain,  who  was  much  intoxicated,  and  asked  to  be  put  on  board 
the  lighter  to  go  on  shore.  Lieutenant  Strain  immediately  ordered  him  to 
beti^;  and  also  ordered  Charles  Raney  to  be  tied;  which  was  done. 
And  when  they  were  endeavoring  to  tie  them  Hardie  resisted  and  was 
thrown  down,  and  Lieutenant  Strain  put  his  foot  on  his  hair  to  hold  him 
down.  While  this  was  being  done,  other  members  of  the  commission  inter- 
fered to  prevent  it  and  the  row  again  commenced,  when  Colonel  McClellan 
again  mterfered.  Some  of  the  men  went  for  their  arms,  and  blood  would 
most  likely  have  been  shed,  but  for  the  influence  and  efforts  of  Colonel 
McClellan. 

These  circumstances  gave  great  dissatisfaction,  and  when  we  arrived  at 
Indianola  there  was  a  good  deal  of  hard  feelbg  expressed  towards  Lieuten- 
ant Strain,  and  some  threats  were  made  against  him,  but  I  never  heard  of  a 
otttspiracy  against  his  life  or  person.  At  Indianola  Lieutenant  Strain  was 
encamped  on  the  shore  of  Matagorda  bay,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
from  the  town,  with  the  whole  force  of  the  commission  under  his  command 
and  control.  That  was  in  all  respects  ample  for  his  protection  against  any 
such  conspiracy,  while  Colonel  McClellan  was  sick  on  board  the  Mary 
Somers,  with  no  force  under  his  immediiite  command.

Persenally  appeared  before  me,  the  subscriber,  a  justice  of  the  peace 
within  and  for  the  District  and  State  aforesaid,  James  H.  Lusby,  of  lawful 
a^9  and  lately  attached  to  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  com- 
aunbn,  anil  being  first  duly  sworn  states,  that  he  sailed  from  the  city  of 
Hew  York  in  company  with  the  main  body  of  the  commission  on  the  8d 
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day  of  August,  A.  D.  18S0,  on  board  fhe  steamship  Galveston ;  that 
BreTet  Lieutenant  Colonel  McClellan  sailed  on  board  the  same  steamer, 
and  during  the  entire  voyage  he  was  sick  and  confined  to  his  state-room 
most  of  the  time ;  he  was  occasionally  sitting  about  in  cool  places  on  the 
boat.  I  do  not  recollect  of  seeing  him  drink  any  liquor  while  on  board  the 
steamer,  and  I  am  positive  I  did  not  see  him  intoxicated  during  the  entire 
voyage,  although  I  saw  and  conversed  with  him  every  day.  And  at  no 
time  prier  to  the  11th  day  of  September,  1850,  did  I  see  him  under  the 
influence  of  liquor ;  and  if  his  habits  during  that  period  had  been  as  in* 
temperate  as  they  are  represented,  I  would  have  observed  it. . 

I  frequently  heard  Col.  McClellan  conversing  about  the  commission  and 
the  commissioner,  bat  I  never  heard  him  use  **  offensive  and  disrespectful 
language''  towards  Mr.  Bartlett.  I  have  heard  him  say  that  he  thought 
the  commissioner,  John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,  a  very  good  man,  but  he  did  not 
understand  his  duty. 

lihThe  conduct  of  Col.  McClellan  was  always  considered  honorable  and 
gentlemanly  toward  all  who  had  intercourse  of  business  or  pleasure  with 
him,  and  he  was  beloved  and  respected  by  the  men  for  his  kindness  and  care 
over  their  interests  and  comfort. 

That  Col.  McClellan  injured,  by  his  example  and  by  his  remarks  pub- 
licly made,  the  necessary  discipline  of  the  commission,  is  entirely  untrue,  for 
his  efforts  were  always  directed  to  the  preservation  of  order  and  discipline, 
and  I  well  recollect,  upon  one  occasion,  while  the  train  was  encamped  at 
« Grorman's  Ranche,''  certain  orders  were  prepared  and  promulgated  bv 
order  of  the  commissioner  that  gave  offence  to  the  mechanics,  and  much 
dissatisfaction  was  expressed.  Among  other  things  we  were  required  to 
pitch  and  strike  the  tent  of  the  officer;  that  we  thought  improper  for  us  to 
do,  and  while  we  were  talking  together  about  the  orders,  Col.  McClellan 
came  up  to  where  we  were  and  ta&ed  with  us  fifteen  minutes,  pursuadiqg 
us  to  obey  the  orders  strictly,  and  said  that  "  we  had  come  out  there  to  do 
whatever  was  required  of  us,  no  matter  what  it  was,  and  if  we  were  not 
willing  to  pitch  the  commissioner's  tent  ourselves,  he  would  go  and  help  us. 

That  Col.  McClellan  applied  offensive  epithets  to  the  commissioner,  rela- 
tive to  his  not  having  provided  a  certain  class  of  subordinate  employees, 
with  superior  accommodations  on  boanl  the  steamer  Galveston,  &c.,  is 

aually  untrue.  1  recollect,  shortly  after  Laving  New  York,  of  hearing  Col. 
cClellan  say,  when  he  was  very  much  enraged,  that  he  "  had  appointed 
the  mechanics  on  the  commission,  that  they  belonged  to  him,  and  he  meant 
to  take  care  of  them ;  and  that  the  commissioner  might  take  the  other  men 
and  do  as  he  pleased  with  them."  The  circumstances  that  induced  Col. 
McClellan  to  use  this  language  are  as  follows :  when  the  steamer  was  about 
to  sail  from  New  York,  Madison  Gassaway,  Geo.  McClellan,  and  myself 
called  on  Mr.  Bartlett,  the  commissioner,  to  secure  our  berths,  and  we  were 
told  by  him  that  <'  there  were  berths  secured  for  all  the  mechanics  on  board, 
and  they  would  be  assigned  to  us  soon  after  we  left."  After  the  steamor 
sailed  I  inquired  of  the  clerk  of  the  boat  about  my  berth,  and  I  was  directed 
to  the  boiler-deck,  and  was  told  that  we  were  not  entitled  to  berths.  When 
we  arrived  at  Bidloe's  island,  Col.  Craig's  conunand,  consisting  of  ninety 
men,  came  on  board  and  were  all  quartered  in  the  same  part  of  the  boat, 
and  we  were  told  that  the  boiler-deck  was  chartered  by  Col.  Craig  for  tbt 
use  of  his  men,  and  that  we  must  leave  there,  and  when  we  went  to  the 
cabin  we  were  driven  from  there ;  and  the  only  place  left  for  m  (twentynriic 
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in  number)  waa  a  space  abeut  ten  ieet  square  in  front  of  the  ihaft,  and  this 
was  also  occupied  for  cooking  purposes^  and  was  partl]^  filled  up  with  trunks* 
Our  sapper  was  set  out  for  us  on  the  boiler  deck  in  a  wooden  tub,  and 
some  tin  pans  were  given  us  to  eat  from.  Col.  McClellan  came  and  saw 
the  way  we  were  eating,  and  remonstrated  asainst  it,  and  said  that  the 
^<  government  did  not  feed  men  in  that  way.  About  ten  o'elock  Mr. 
Chamberlain  came  to  us  and  said  that  Col.  McClellan  had  settled  the  dif- 
ficulty, and  that  we  could  go  into  the  cabin.  Places  were  fixed  for  us  to 
sleep  on  the  floor,  afkd  a  r^^ar  table  was  afterwards  set  for  us  in  the 
cabin. 

I  never  knew  of  a  conspiracy  existing  against  the  life  or  person  of  Lieut. 
Isaac  6.  Strain,  or  any  other  officer  of  the  commission.  I  know  that  there 
was  much  dissatisfaction  among  the  men  while  on  board  the  steamer  and 
at  Indianola,  on  account  of  the  want  of  proper  accommodations,  and  the 
course  pursued  by  Lieut.  Strain,  who  assumed  the  command  of  the  party. 
At  Key  West  Lieut.  Strain  granted  permission  to  all  to  eo  on  shore,  and 
many  of  the  men  went  and  were  absent  some  three  or  four  nours,  and  when 
they  returned  they  were  all  more  or  less  intoxicated,  Lieut.  Strain  among 
the  rest,  and  very  soon  afterwards  a  violent  altercation  took  place  between 
Clement  Young  and  Lieut.  Strain,  and  they  were  about  to  fight.  Lieut. 
Strain  desired  all  to  stand  back  and  make  room  for  a  fair  fignt,  and  in  a 
moment  afterwards  he  ordered  Young  to  be  thrown  overboard.  Col.  Mc- 
Clellan (who  had  not  left  the  steamer)  ordered  Mr.  Jonathan  Chamberlain 
totake  Voun^  to  his  state-room  and  lock  him  up,  which  was  done;  his 
exertion  and  mfluence  quelled  the  riot  for  a  time  ;  but  shortly  afterwards 
Mr.  Joseph  Hardie,  who  desired  to  leave  the  expedition,  went  to  Lieut. 
Strain  and  asked  to  be  put  on  board  the  lighter  to  go  on  shore.  Strain 
was  very  much  intoxicated  and  immediately  ordered  him  to  be  tied  ;  he 
also  ordered  Chas.  Raney  to  be  tied,  which  was  done.  Another  row  com- 
menced, and  Col.  McClellan  again  interfered,  some  of  the  men  went  for 
their  arms,  and  there  might  have  been  blood  shed  but  for  the  influence  and 
efforts  of  Col.  McClellan.  It  was  these  things  that  created  the  dissatis- 
faction, and  when  we  arrived  at  Indianola  some  hard  feeling  was  expressed 
against  Lieut.  Strain,  and  some  threats  were  made,  but  I  never  heard  of 
a  conspiracy  against  his  life  or  person. 

At  Indianola  Lieut.  Stram  with  the  whole  force  of  the  commission  under 
his  command,  was  encamped  on  the  shore  of  Matagorda  bay,  three  quarters 
ofa  mile  from  the  town,  that  was  in  all  respects  ample  for  his  protection 
against  such  a  conspiracy,  and  Col.  McClellan  during  the  entire  time  was 
sick  on  board  the  steamer  Mary  Somers,  with  no  force  under  his  immediate 
control,  with  which  to  aflbrd  any  additional  protection.

l^ersonally  appeared  before  me,  the  subscriber,  a  justice  of  the  peace 
^thin  and  for  the  city  and  District  aforesaid,  Robert  H.  Caffee,  of  lawful 
^>  and  late  a  member  of  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  com* 
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iiii8sio&,  and  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  states  that  he  sailed  on  board 
the  steamer  Georgia  from  the  city  of  New  York,  in  company  with  the  com* 
missioner,  John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,  on  the  I3th  day  of  August,  1850,  and 
joined  the  main  body  of  .the  commission  about  the  29th  day  of  August  of 
same  year,  at  Indianola,  Texas ;  that  on  his  arrival  at  that  port  he  ioond 
Colonel  McCIellan  sick  on  board  the  Mary  Somers,  and  unable  to  leave  the 
steamer  except  in  the  cool  of  the  morning ;  when  it  was  his  custom,  as  I 
observed,  to  go  out,  notwithstanding  his  weakness,  to  examine  the  prepa- 
rations of  the  train  then  being  made  by  the  quartermaster.  After  I  joined 
the  commission  I  was  constantly  near  the  person  of  Brevet  Lieut.  Col. 
McCIellan,  from  Indianola,  Texas,  until  our  return  to  the  States,  and  I  can 
safely  state  that  he  was  not  addicted  to  ^'habitual  drunkenness;"  that  his 
habits  were  regular,  taking  no  more  stimulant  than  the  principal  officers  of 
the  commission,  and  even  less  than  some  of  them.  His  physical  condition 
was  rather  feeble,  but  he  was  always  competent  to  discharge  with  abilitj 
and  faithfulness  the  duties  of  his  position. 

Relative  to  the  charge  that  Colonel  McCIellan  used  offensive  and  disre- 
apectful  language  towards  John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,  the  commissioner,  I  state 
that  after  I  arrived  at  Indianola  I  had  frequent  conversations  with  him  rela- 
tive to  the  commissioner,  and  was  frequently  present  at  his  conversatioDS 
with  others,  and  he  invariably  spoke  of  the  commissioner  about  in  the  same 
manner,  expressing  the  opinion  that  he  ^'considered  him  a  good  man,  and 
he  thought  he  would  get  along  very  well,  but  that  he]  was  not  qualified 
for  the  position,  and  did  not  understand  his  duties."  If  Colonel  McCIellan 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  applying  "offensive  epithets"  and  "disrespectful 
language  "  to  the  commissioner,  I  would  certainly  have  heard  and  recol- 
lected it,  for  I  was  almost  constantly  near  his  person  from  the  time  I  joined 
the  commission  at  Indianola  until  my  return. 

Relative  to  the  charge  that  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  McCIellan  injured  by  hw 
example,  and  by  his  remarks,  &c.,  publicly  made,  the  necessary  discipline 
of  the  United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  commission,  after  I  ioined  the 
commission  at  Indianola  I  observed  closely  the  conduct  of  Col.  McCIellan 
towards  the  subordinate  employees  of  the  commission,  and  I  had  frequent 
conversations  with  all  classes  of  the  commission,  and  I  am  satisfied,  that  so 
far  from  injuring  by  his  example  the  "necessary  discipline  of  the  commis- 
sion," that  his  extreme  kindness  to  the  men,  and  his  watchfulness  and  care 
over  their  interests  and  comfort,  so  far  as  his  sickness  enabled  him  to  bestow 
it,  contributed  more  to  preserve  and  establish  "necessary  discipline,"  than 
the  efforts  and  influence  of  any  of  the  other  officers  of  the  commission ;  and 
that  but  for  the  respect  and  attachment  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
towards  Colonel  McCIellan,  there  would  have  existed  no  discipline  or 
regard  for  duty. 

The  charge  that  Colonel  McCIellan  endeavored,  bv  his  remarks,  to 
**  depreciate  the  authority  of  the  commissioner  and  other  officers  of  the 
party,"  is  equally  untrue,  for  I  have  frequently  heard  him  exhort  the  men 
to  a  full  performance  of  all  their  duties,  and  an  obedience  to  all  the  orders 
that  emanated  from  their  superior  ofHcers,  saying  that  they  had  joined  the 
expedition  with  the  full  understanding  that  they  were  to  do  whatever  was 
required  of  them,  and  that  orders  must  and  should  be  obeyed.  , 

The  conduct  and  bearing  of  Colonel  McCIellan,  as  "an  officer  ana  a 
gentleman,"  during  my  connexion  with  the  commission,  was  always  honor- 
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able,  eoorteofiis  and  humane,  and  characterized  by  integrity^  urbanity  and 
fidelity. 

I  never  heard,  while  at  Indianola,  of  the  existence  of  a  conspiracy  against 
the  life  or  person  of  Lieutenant  Isaac  G.  Strain,  or  any  other  officer  of  the 
cominisBion.  Lieutenant  Stram  was  encamped,  with  the  entire  force  of  the 
comnuasion  under  his  command,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the 
town.  That  was  sufficient  at  all  times  to  protect  him  a^inst  any  such 
conspiracy,  and  at  any  time  to  bring  the  conspirators  to  punishment.

Relative  to  the  charge  that  Colonel  McCIellan  "used  offensive  and  dis- 
respectful lan^age  toward  the  commissioner,  John  R.  Bartlett,  esq.,''  I 
never  heard  him,  m  all  the  conversations  at  which  I  was  present,  use  any 
language  that  I  considered  "offensive  or  disrespectful."  I  have  heard  him

▼as  a  good  man,  and  he  thought  he  would  be  able  to  get  along.  His  con- 
duct as  an  "officer  and  a  gentleman''  I  always  considered  honorable  and 
courteous,  and  he  was  beloved  by  the  men  for  his  kindness  and  attention  to 
their  interests  and  comfort.

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Relative  to  the  charge  that  Colonel  McCSellan  applied  '<  oflensiye  epi- 
thets to  the  commissioner,  for  not  having  provided  a  certain  class  of  subor- 
dinate employees  with  superior  accommodations  on  board  the  steamer  Gal- 
veston/' &c. :  shortly  after  leaving  New  York  I  heard  Colonel  McCIellan 
say>  when  he  was  very  much  excitra,  that  **  he  had  selected  the  mechanics 
for  the  commission — that  they  belonged  to  him,  and  he  meant  to  take  care 
of  them,  and  the  commissioner  might  take  the  other  men  and  do  as  he 

f  leased  with  them."    When  the  steamer  was  about  to  sail  from  New  York 
asked  Mr.  Bartlett  about  a  berth,  and  he  told  me  that  "  berths  were  pro- 
vided for  all  the  mechanics,  and  that  one  would  be  assigned  to  me  as  soon 
as  the  steamer  sailed.''    After  we  had  put  out  to  sea  we  were  ordered  to 
the  boiler-deck ;  and  when  we  arrived  at  Bedloe's  island  Colonel  Craig's 
command,  consisting  of  ninety  men,  came  on  board,  and  were  also  quar- 
tered on  the  same  deck,  and  we  were  then  told  that  the  boiler-deck  was 
chartered  for  the  soldiers,  and  that  we  must  leave  it ;  and  when  we  went 
to  the  cabm  we  were  driven  from  thtre,  and  the  only  space  left  for  us 
(twenty-six  in  number)  was  a  space  not  ten  feet  square,  and  this  place  was 
also  occupied  for  cooking  purposes,  and  was  partly  filled  up  with  trunks. 
A  kind  of  supper  was  set  out  in  the  evening  for  us  on  the  deck,  and  we 
were  given  some  tin  pans  to  eat  from*    I  complained  to  Colonel  McCIel- 
lan, and  he  remonstrated  to  the  captain  against  it,  and  said  *^  that  the  gov- 
ernment did  not  feed  men  in  that  way."     He  inquired  of  the  captain  now 
the  boat  was  chartered,  and  Captain  Place  said  it  had  been  chartered  by 
Lieutenant  Strain ;  that  the  officers  and  engineers  were  to  have  a  cabin 
passage,  at  I  think  sixty  dollars  each,  and  the  mechanics  a  deck  passage,  at 
twenty-five  dollars  each.    Colonel  McCIellan  then  said  that  the  mechanics 
belonged  to  his  party,  and  that  he  wanted  them  to  have  the  same  fare  as 
the  officers  and  engineers,  and  if  there  were  not  berths  enough  for  all,  they 
must  have  the  privilege  of  making  themselves  as  comfortable  as  possible 
anywhere  on  the  boat,  either  in  or  out  of  the  cabin,  and  that  a  table  must 
be  set  in  the  cabin.    This  change  was  eflfected  through  the  influence  of 
Colonel  McCIellan,  and  greatly  for  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  the  men. 

I  never  knew  of  the  existence  of  a  conspiracy  against  the  person  of 
Lieutenant  Isaac  G.  Strain  or  any  other  officers  of  the  commission,  and  if 
such  a  conspiracy  had  been  formed  1  should  have  known  something  of  it. 
On  the  passage  from  New  York  to  Indianola  there  was  much  dissatisfaction 
among  the  men,  on  account  of  the  want  of  proper  accommodations  on 
board  the  steamer,  and  the  course  pursued  by  Lieutenant  Isaac  G.  Strain 
towards  us,  who  assumed  the  command  of  the  party.  At  Kev  West  Lieu- 
tenant Strain  granted  permission  to  all  to  so  on  shore,  and  many  of  the 
men  went,  and  were  absent  some  three  or  four  hours,  and  when  they  re- 
turned they  were  all  more  or  less  intoxicated — Lieutenant  Strain  among 
the  rest — and  very  soon  afterward  a  violent  altercation  took  place  between 
Clement  Young  and  Lieutenant  Strain,  and  they  were  about  to  fight. 
Lieutenant  Strain  desired  all  to  stand  back  and  make  room  for  a  fair  fight, 
and  in  a  moment  afterward  he  ordered  Young  to  be  thrown  overboard.

Mr.  Chamberlain  to  take  Young  to  Us  state-room  and  lock  him  up,  which 
he  did.  His  exertion  and  influence  quelled  the  riot  for  a  time  ;  but  shortly 
after  Mr.  Joseph  Hardie  went  to  Lieutenant  Strain  and  asked  to  be  put  on 
board  the  lighter  to  go  on  shore.    Strain,  who  was  very  much  intoxicated, 

mediately  ordered  him  to  be  tied,  and  he  also  ordered  Charles  Raney  to 
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be  tied,  which  was  done,  and  while  they  were  endeavprin^  to  tie  Hardie 
he  resisted  and  was  thrown  down,  and  Stram  put  both  his  leet  on  his  hair 
to  hold  him  down.  This  created  another  row,  and  Colonel  McClelland 
again  interfered.  Some  of  the  men  went  for  their  arms,  and  blood  would 
hare  been  shed  but  for  the  influence  and  efforts  of  Colonel  McClellan. 

These  circumstances  created  great  dissatis&ction,  and  when  we  arrived 
at  Indianola  there  was  a  good  deal  of  hard  feelmg  expressed  towards  Lieu- 
tenant Strain,  and  some  threats  were  made  against  him  ;  but  I  never  heard 
of  a  conspiracy  against  his  life  or  person.  At  Indianola  Lieutenant  Strain 
was  encamped  on  the  shore  of  Matagorda  bay,  about  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  from  the  town,  with  the  whole  force  of  the  commission  under  his  com- 
mand. That  was  in  all  respects  ample  for  his  protection  against  any  such 
conspiracy ;  while  Colonel  McClellan  was  sick  on  board  the  Mary  Somers^ 
with  no  force  under  his  immediate  control.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  6th  instant,  calling 
for  information  as  to  whether  the  Indian  commissioners  or  agjents  in  Califor- 
nia have  contracted  any  debts  for  which  the  government  is  liable — and  if  so, 
the  amount  thereof— and  whether  any  drafts  drawn  by  them  have  been  pro- 
tested by  the  department — and  if  so,  the  amount — I  herewith  communicate  a 
report  from  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  dated  the  13  th  instant,  which, 
it  is  believed,  contains  all  the  information  in  the  possession  of  the  depart- 
ment in  relation  to  the  subject.

Sm:  In  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  6th  instant,  in 
irhich  you  are  required  to  inform  that  body — 

"1.  Whether  the  Indian  commissioners  or  agents  in  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia, in  their  negotiations,  have  contracted  any  debts  for  which  the  govern- 
ttient  is  liable — and  if  so,  the  amount  thereof;  and, 

"2.  Whether  any  drafts,  drawn  by  said  commissioners  or  agents,  have 
been  protested  by  the  department — ^and  if  so,  the  amount," — 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  herewith,  copes  of  sundry  communications 
from  the  Indian  agents  in  California,  from  which  it  appears  that  they  have 
contracted  debts  to  the  amount  of  $716,394  79 ;  also,  copy  of  a  commu- 
mcation  from  the  late  sub-agent,  Johnston,  showing  tha  the,  too^  has  con- 
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tracted .  liabilities  to  a  considerable  extent.     The  precise  amount  is  not 

fiven,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  upwards  of  ^SOyOOO,  as  I  understand  his 
rafts  to  near  that  amount  have  already  been  presented. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  Indian  purposes  in  California 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  agents,  Rn&  they  had  no  authority  whatever 
for  exceeding  that  amount  in  their  negotiations.  They  allege,  however,  that 
the  pressure  of  circumstances  was  such  as  to  justify  them  in  the  course  they 
have  pursued.  Upon  the  correctness  of  this  allegation  depends,  I  appre- 
hend, the  liability  of  the  government  to  pay  the  debts  they  have  contracted. 
To  what  extend  it  is  correct  the  department  has  not  the  power  to  determine, 
nor  has  it  the  means  of  forn\ing  a  satisfactory  opinion.  The  question  of  the 
liability  of  the  government  to  pay  these  debts  must,  necessarily,  be  decided 
by  Congress ;  and,  presuming  that  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  whole 
matter  would  be  required,  I  have  heretofore  recommended  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  investigation. 

A  large  portion  of  the  debts  above  referred  to  are  in  the  form  of  drafts, 
drawn  by  tnc  agents  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  and,  as  they  have 
not  been  presented  to  this  office,  I  am  not  able  to  state  the  amount  to  which 
they  have  been  protested. 

in  connexion  with  this  subject  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  herewith, 
copy  of  a  communication,  with  accompanying  papers,  addressed  to  you  by 
the  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Benton,  and  referred  b)^  you  to  this  office. 

It  may  also  be  proper  to  state  that,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  liabili- 
ties, a  claim  has  been  presented  by  Dr.  W.  M.  Ryer,  to  the  amount  of 
$13,402,  for  his  services  in  vaccinating  Indians  in  California,  the  particulars 
of  which  arp  set  forth  in  papers,  copies  of  which  are  herewith  submitted.

Princeton,  Kentucky,  Janvnry  5,  1852. 

Sir  :  I  have  just  received,  to-day,  and  read,  your  letter  of  the  23d  of  De- 
cember, and  confess  that  I  was  somewhat  surprised  at  its  tone. 

Although  I  expect  to  leave  in  a  few  days  for  Washington,  (as  I  informed 
you  some  weeks  since)  with  the  ori^nals  of  the  treaties  made  by  me  with 
various  tribes  of  Indians  in  California,  together  with  a  full  report  of  all  my 
actings  and  doings  as  agent  for  the  government,  which  I  hope  will  show 
that  the  charge  oi  gross  neglect  of  official  duty  is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  un- 
merited ;  yet,  for  fear  that  some  accident  may  delay,  or  prevent  my  reach- 
ing Washington  in  due  time,  I  have  concluded  to  write  to  you  by  the  re- 
turn mail,  briefly  stating  some  of  the  reasons  \yhy  I  "took  the  liberty  of 
drawing  for  such  lar^e  amounts  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,"  &c. 

The  instructions  given  by  the  department  originally,  were  of  a  general 
character — no  details,  nothing  definite.  Under  the  circumstances,  the  com- 
missioners (my  colleagues  and  myself)  met  at  San  Francisco  :  havine  noth- 
ing definite  to  guide  us  in  the  way  of  instructions,  we  adopted  a  policy  dic- 
tated by  the  circumstances  in  which  we  found  ourselves  placed. 

The  plan  for  our  future  operations  was  duly  communicated  to  your  de- 
partment. We  found  the  Indians  at  open  war  with  the  whites  in  many 
parts  of  the  Slate,  and,  with  but  few  exceptions,  I  believejgy(^|  southern 
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portion  of  the  State  (that  portion  subsequently  assigned  to  me)  they  were 
hostile,  and  the  war  between  them  and  the  whites  characterized  by  those 
acts  of  rapine  and  murder  usual  in  Indian  warfare.  The  country  called  for 
some  relief  from  such  a  state  of  affairs ;  the  miners  had  been  driven  from 
the  gold  mines,  and  every  day,  almost,  some  outrage  or  injury  was  done  to 
the  person  or  property  of  the  citizens,  and  in  return  many  of  the  Indians 
were  killed  and  their  stores  of  provisions  destroyed. 

Under -such  circumstances,  the  commissioners  undertook  to  effect  a  recon- 
ciliation and  carry  out  the  plan  agreed  upon  for  treating  with  the  Indians. 
Treaties  were,  with  much  trouble  and  delay,  made  by  the  joint  board  of  com- 
mi$sioners  with  several  tribes,  with  the  terms  of  which  you  were  in  due  time 
made  acquainted.  A  very  important  feature  in  those  treaties,  ^and  one,  too, 
Tvithout  which  no  treaty  could  have  been  made  with  those  Indians)  was  the 
supply  of  an  agreed  amount  of  beef  and  flour,  to  aid  in  the  subsistence  of 
the  Indians  treated  with,  during  the  years  1851  and  1852.  Without  some 
such  provisions  the  commissioners,  as  well  as  every  intelligent  man  in  Cali- 
fornia, knows  that  no  treaty  made  with  those  Indians  would  be  observed  by 
them;  necessity y  as  well  as  inclination,  would  compel  them  to  steal,  from  the 
whites,  animals  on  which  to  subsist,  as  in  a  laree  majority  of  cases  the 
rtores  of  acorns,  &c.,  laid  up  by  them,  had  been  destroyed  by  the  whites : 
the  commissioners,  therefore,  urged  l)y  the  calls  of  humanity  and  the  voice 
of  the  whole  country,  could  do  nothing  less  than  agree  to  furnish  the  pro- 
visions stipulated  in  the  different  treaties. 

After  the  separation  of  the  commissioners  on  the  1st  of  May,  each  taking  a 
designated  portion  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  more  speedily  accomplish- 
ing the  work  necessary  to  be  done,  it  was  agreed  that  the  stipulations  of 
the  treaties  formed  by  the  joint  board  should  form  the  basis  of  all  future 
treaties.  In  accordance  with  this  agreement,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  in- 
struciions  from  your  department,  I  proceeded  at  once  to  discharge,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  duties  devolved  upon  me  in  that  portion  of  the  State  allotted 
to  me;  and  before  receiving  one  word  from  your  department,  relative  to  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose  by  Congress,  or  any  in- 
structions in  relation  to  our  future  policy,  1  had  concluded  treaties  with  all 
the  Indians  in  the  San  Joaquin  and  Tulare  valleys ;  and  in  fact  I  made  no 
treaties  after  learning  the  viewi  of  the  department  touching  the  supplies  to 
the  Indians  in  1851 . 

Whilst  acting  as  a  joint  board,  the  commissioners,  under  the  pressing  de- 
mand for  beef  with  which  to  feed  the  Indians  on  the  San  Joaquin  reserve,  ac- 
cording to  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  made  at  Cam])  Barbour,  on  the  San 
Joaquin  river,  and  in  part  fulfilment  of  that  treaty,  purchased  some  two  hun- 
dred head  of  cattle,  (I  speak  from  recollection  only  as  to  the  number)  which 
were  afterwards  delivered,  as  I  learned  from  Colonel  Adam  Jolinston,  the 
wib-agent.  After  separating  vnth  my  colleagues,  many  proposals  were 
made  by  different  persons  to  supjily  the  amount  of  beef,  &c.,  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  treaties  that  had  been  or  might  be  made  by  me.  I  invariably 
answered  such  propositions  by  an  assurance  that  I  had  no  direct  authoritr 
to  make  such  contracts.  On  the  25th  of  May  I  received  from  Colonel  J. 
C.  Fremont,  a  letter  containing  a  proposition  to  supply  beef,  &c.,  a  copy 
of  which  is  herewith  enclosed.  After  consulting  with  some  of  the  officers 
in  command  of  the  escort,  nnd  reflecting  on  what  had  been  done-^-and 
knowing  as  well  as  I  did  the  necessity  for  something  to  be  done  to  secure 
the  peace  of  the  country,  and  save  not  only  the  lives  and  property  of  the 
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citizens,  but  the  Indians,  from  destruction — I  determined  on  the  28th  of 
May  to  make  a  conditioffal  contract  with  Fremont ;  but  he  having  arrived 
in  camp,  I  would  make  no  contract  with  him  until  I  had  shown  to  him  my 
letter  of  appointment,  instructions,  &c.,  assuring  him  at  the  time  that  I  did 
not  believe  that  I  was  authorized  by  m/  instructions  to  make  such  con- 
tracts ;  and  that  if  made  at  all,  they  w^ould  not  be  paid  until  Congress 
passed  upon  them,  and  provided  a  fund  out  of  which  they  would  be  paid,  be- 
sides the  approval  or  rejection  of  such  contracts  by  your  department.  After 
examining  these  papers,  he  expressed  an  entire  willingness  to  ^^  take  the 
chances,  under  the  circumstances.  I  then  addressed  him  a  note  under  date 
of  the  28th  of  May,  a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  enclose,  concluding  with 
him  a  conditional  contract,  aa  you  will  perceive,  of  all  which  I  in  due  time 
informed  your  department.  Colonel  Fremont  in  a  few  days  started  for  Log 
Angeles,  in  the  vicinity  of  which  place  he  contemplated  purchasing  cattle 
to  fulfil  said  contract.  I  afterwards  Hiet  with  him  in  Los  Angeles  in  the 
last  days  of  June,  or  first  of  July,  and  informed  him  that  I  bad  received  a 
letter  from  Colonel  McKee,  of  the  commission,  in  which  he  stated  that 
only  the  sum  of  $25,000  had  been  appropriated  for  the  object  of  our 
mission,  and  that  your  department  had  instructed  the  commissioners  to. 
make  no  further  stipulations  for  feeding  the  Indians  during  1851,  in  any 
treaties  we  might  make  after  the  receipt  of  that  letter.  He,  Colonel  Fre- 
mont, then  went  on  to  furnish  those  tribes  with  whom  treaties  had  alread) 
been  concluded,  with  beef  only,  to  the  amount  of  the  drafts  drawn  by  me 
on  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  (say  $183,825.^ 

After  the  delivery  of  a  portion  of  the  beef.  Colonel  Fremont  called  upoB 
me,  and  requested  as  a  favor,  that  I  would  draw  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  three  several  drafts — one  for  $5,000,  one  for  $3,000,  and  one  for 
$2,000 — to  enable  him  to  carry  out  his  contract.  I  objected  to  doing  so, 
telling  him  that  I  had  no  authority  for  so  doing.  He  replied  that  he  could 
not  get  along  without,  unless  at  a  great  sacrifice ;  that  if  the  drafts  were 
drawn,  he  had  friends  who  knew  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  probable 
honoring  of  the  drafts,  but  who  would  nevertheless  aid  him  if  it  was  put 
into  that  shape,  knowing  that  if  I  drew  the  drafts  as  desired  by  him,  it 
would  make  no  difference,  so  far  as  the  government  was  concerned  in  the 
contract  or  transaction,  and  at  the  same  time  be  of  essential  service  to  him, 
aa  he  stated.  I  consented,  and  drew  accordingly.  Subsequently,  and  after 
the  delivery  of  the  remainder  of  the  beef,  I  drew,  according  to  his  (Colonel 
Fremont's)  request,  the  other  drafts  on  the  same  department  or  officer. 

In  doing  so,  I  knew  I  was  acting  without  any  direct  authority,  and  could 
only  justify  the  act  by  the  pressing  and  urgent  necessities  of  the  case,  and 
in  the  absence  of  direct  instructions.        \ 

By  feeding  the  Indians  with  beef,  as  'stipulated  in  the  treaties,  I  was 
satisfied,  as  was  every  man  in  California  who  knew  anything  of  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Indians  of  that  country,  that  it  was  the  very  best  possible  means 
of  conciliating  the  good  feelings  of  the  Indians,  and  thus  carry  out  the 
spirit,  if  not  the  strict  letter  of  our  instructions. 

In  receiving  beef  from  Colonel  Fremont,  I  received  an  amount  sufficient 
to  feet!  the  Indians  treated  with,  south  of  the  Merced  river,  until  the  spring 
of  the  year  1852  ;  my  reason  for  so  doing  was  the  fact,  that  during  the 
winter  or  rainy  season  it  is  generally  impossible  to  get  provisions  of  any 
kind  into  that  part  of  the  State. 

A  part  of  the  beef  received,  and  for  which  the   drafts  were  drawn,  was 
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(feliverecl  to  the  Indians  at  the  various  reserves ;  the  remainder,  nineteen 
hundred  head,  were  delivered  by  me  to  Colonel  Adam  Johnston,  sub-agent 
for  the  San  Joaquin  valley,  for  which  I  took  his  receipt. 

I  have  now,  sir,  given  you  a  succint  statement  of  the  whole  transaction, 
together  with  the  reasons  that  influenced  me,  and  ''the  circumstances  under 
which  I  took  the  liberty  of  drawing  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for 
such  large  sums  of  money,*'  which  I  hope  will  be  sufficient  to  relieve  my 
"character,  as  well  as  the  government,"  from  any  embarrassment. 

On  the  subject  of  my  correspondence  with  the  department,  I  confess,  sir, 
that  it  was  not  as  frequent  as  I  could  have  wished ;  but  when  you  take  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  I  was  not  comfortably  quartered  in  San  Francis- 
co, Sacramento,  or  Stockton,  nor  indeed  in  any  otner  town  w^here  the  op- 
portunities for  writing  and  mail  facilities  were  at  hand,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
for  months  in  the  wiulerness,  hundreds  of  miles  from  the  habitation  of  any 
civilized  being,  surrounded  by  hostile  savages,  I  hope,  sir,  you  will  not  be 
disposed  to  hold  me  to  so  strict  an  accountability  as  otherwise  I  might  be 
willing  to  submit  to.  I  have  written  to  your  department  as  often  as  1  have 
had  matters  of  interest  to  communicate,  and  an  opportunity  of  communica- 
ting them :  in  a  word,  sir,  ever  since  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
high  trust  confided  to  me,  I  have  acted  conscientiously  in  the  discnarge  of 
these  duties,  according  to  my  best  judgment,  under  the  guidance  of  feel- 
ings of  humanity  and  a  sense  of  duty.

SiH :  Having  established  a  cattle  rancho  on  the  Mariposas  river,  neigh- 
boring to  the  Indian  tribes  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  with  whom  you  are  en- 
gaged in  treating,  I  submit  to  your  consideration  the  following  proposals. 

I  propose  to  ftrnish  for  the  present  and  ensuing  years,  (eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-twoT  all  the  animals  (beef  cat- 
tle, brood  cows  and  brood  mares)  which  you  shall  need  for  the  execution  of 
your  treaties  with  the  Indian  tribes  in  the  district  under  your  direction,  and 
which  I  understand  to  comprehend  all  that  portion  of  the  State  lying  be- 
tween the  parallel  of  the  upper  waters  of  the  San  Joaquin  river  and  the 
southern  boundary  line.  I  engage  and  bind  myself  to  make  the  deliveries 
in  the  course  of  the  present  and  following  years,  at  such  time  and  place, 
within  the  district,  as  you  shall  indicate,  and  to  commence  the  deliveries  one 
month  after  the  date  of  notification,  to  me,  of  treaties,  as  they  shall  succes- 
fiively  be  made. 

I  propose  to  furnish  beef  cattle,  upon  the  hoof,  at  the  price  of  fifteen 
cents  per  pound,  net ;  brood  cows,  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five  years, 
at  the  price  of  seventy-five  dollars  each ;  and  brood  mares,  between  the  ages 
of  four  and  six  years,  at  the  price  of  seventy-five  dollars  each.  .

Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  in  which  you  pro- 
pose furnishing  beef  cattle,  brood  mares  and  cows,  to  the  Indians  in  this 
(the  southern)  district  of  the  State,  according  to  the  stipulations  of  such 
treaties  as  have  been,  or  may  be,  made  with  the  Indians. 

Having  received  no  advices  from  the  Indian  department,  at  Washington, 
since  my  colleagues  and  myself  adopted  the  policy  of  supplying  those  In- 
dians, with  whom  we  might  treat,  with  beef  and  stock,  &c.,  I  could  not,  ex- 
cept to  a  very  limited  extent,  enter  into  any  unconditional  contract  for 
supplying  those  Indians  treated  with,  in  this  (the  southern)  district  of  the 
State ;  but  in  view  of  the  necessity  for  such  supplies,  and  not  doubting  but 
that  the  proper  authorities  will  readily  acquiesce  in  the  policy  that  we  have 
adopted,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  make  such  contracts  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out,  in  good  faith,  the  stipulati6ns  of  such  treaties  as  may  be  made 
with  the  Indians ;  such  contracts,  of  course,  being  left  subject  to  the  approval 
or  rejection  of  the  Indian  department  at  Washington. 

I  have  had  many  proposals  offered  me,  to  furnish  such  supplies :  but  re- 
garding your  offer  as  the  best,  and  lowest,  of  any  yet  made  by  a  responsible 
man,  and  believing,  as  I  do,  that  your  offer  is  a  fair  one,  I  have  concluded 
to  close  with  your  proposition,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  or  rejec- 
tion of  the  same  by  the  Indian  department  at  Washington.  Should  this 
arrangement  be  satisfactory,  you  can  confer  with  Colonel  A.  Johnston,  sub- 
a?ent  for  the  San  Joaquin  valley,  who  is  near  you,  and  who  will  advise  you 
of  the  time  and  place,  and  number  of  beef  cattle  wanted  for  the  Indians  in 
this  vicinity,  with  whom  treaties  have  been  made.  I  will  advise  you  as  to 
what  will  be  necessary  after  leaving  this  valley.

8th  January,  1852,  in  which  I  am  informed  of  the  non-arrival  of  returns 
and  estimates,  made  by  me  up  to  30th  September,  1851.  This  I  have  \o 
regret  very  much,  as  I  was  anxious  that  they  should  be  included  in  your 
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estimates  for  the  present  year.  They  were  made  up  to  the  30th  September^ 
and  forwarded  on  the  11th  October. 

I  have  spoken  to  Mr.  Moore,  (postmaster)  and  he  informs  me  that  the 
mail  was  brought  buct  from  Panama,  but  was  again  sent  on. 

I  presume  they  have  come  to  hand  ere  this,  and  am  in  hopes  will  prove 
satisfactory.  Bein^  too  late  for  your  estimates,  I  am  in  hopes  that  you  will 
have  the  following  amounts  placed  in  a  deficiency  bill. 

The  following  amounts  are  required  to  meet  present  liabilities,  and  con* 
tracts  for  present  year,  made  by  me,  and  based  on  the  presumed  concurrent 
action  of  the  present  Congress,  viz : 

For  beef,  to  be  delivered  in  conformity  with  treaty  stipulations,  made  when 
acting  conjointly,  and  by  Col.  Barbour,  when  acting  separately,  one  hun* 
dred  and  forty^two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars S142,500 

In  my  communication  of  1st  December,  mention  was  made  of 
the  existing  necessity  of  funishing  the  above,  and  of  the  fact 
that  I  had  contracted  for  and  ordered  the  delivery  of  the  same. 
This  is  near  the  full  amount  due  them. 

For  beef,  in  fulfilment  of  treaty  stipulations,  made  by  me  with 
those  Indians  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Stae,  one  hundred 
and  fifty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars -  -      156,250 

For  beef,  in  fulfilment  of  treaty  stipulations,  for  the  six  treaties 
made  by  me  within  my  district,  ninety-five  thousand  dollars^       95,000 

I  find  that  I  cannot  well  delay  longer  meeting  and  treating  with 
those  Indians  up  in  the  Sacramento,  of  whom  mention  was  made 
in  my  communication  of  October  14,  They,  it  would  appear, 
are  getting  impatient,  having  commenced  again  their  depreda- 
tions on  the  stock  of  the  adjacent  ranche.  This  will  require  an 
additional  amount.  I  have  ordered  some  more  beef  to  be  de- 
livered in  two  of  the  reservations,  (Cosumne  and  Yuba,)  which 
is  not  only  due  them,  but  there  is  an  urgent  necessity  for  it 
at  this  time,  the  whites  having  entire  possession  of  these 
reservations ;  and  the  consequence  is,  the  Indians  have  no  privi- 
lege or  means  of  getting  a  subsistence.  The  additional 
amount  that  will  be  required,  may  be  set  down  at  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars — 75,000

Though  it  may  be  as  well  to  ask  for  five  hundred  thousand  in  all,  as  there 
are  outstanding  accounts  increased  since  May  last,  up  to  date,  and  those 
persoas  who  have  furnished  the  Indians  with  seeds  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments will  expect  their  money  in  the  present  year.  This  will  not  amount 
to  much,  however ;  and  yet  it  has  been  the  means  of  doing  an  immense 
amount  of  sood. 

I  am  well  satisfied,  by  the  experiment  so  far  made,  that,  with  sufficient 
soil  and  protection,  the  Indians  will  be  able  to  support  themselves,  and 
will  do  it,  by  the  expiration  of  the  two  years. 

It  would  appear  from  the  complexion  of  afiairs  in  the  present  legislature, 
that  the  necessity  of  moving  those  Indians  who  are  in,  and  adjacent  to, 
those  reservations  crowded  by  the  whites,  may  occur,  as  mentioned  in  my 
conmiunication  of  14th  October,  which  I  would  respectfuHy  j^fetyou  to. 
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(No.  75,  pegcs  248  and  249,)  as  they  are  about  forcing  it  on  us ;  if  so,  it 
would  be  of  paramount  importance  that  those  Indians  on  the  eastern  slope 
of  the  Sierra  rfevada  be  treated  with  soon,  as  before  mentioned. 

I  know  of  no  other  place  where  they  can  be  moved  to,  ami  think  it  very 
doubtful  if  they  can  be  taken  there  at  present ;  they  certainly  cannot ^ 
tcithaui  we  show  them  evidence  of  good  faith  for  promises  already  made.

San  Francisco,  February  11  y  1852. 
Sir  :  My  last  despatch,  dated  12th  inst.,  was  sent  by  the  hand  of  Col.  J. 
B.Weller. 

I  have  now  the  honor  to  hand,  for  your  examination,  ray  general  account- 
current,  as  disbursing  agent,  to  the  5th  instant,  showing  a  balance  against 
the  government  of  ^,0o8  57  ;  also  sundry  schedules  and  files  of  vouchers, 
explanatory  of  the  same,  so  far  as  practicable ;  for  some  small  bills,  travel* 
ling  expenses,  &c.,  I  could  not  take  vouchers.  My  absence  in  the  moun- 
tains of  northern  California,  during  the  greater  part  of  th«  last  six  months, 
will,  I  presume,  be  a  sufficient  apology  for  not  transmitting  these  papers 
sooner.  Whether  the  charge  of  five  per  cent,  on  my  purchases  and  dis- 
bursements is  in  strict  accordance  with  law,  or  the  usages  of  your  depart- 
ment, I  do  not  know. 

In  all  my  purchases  and  payments,  I  have  acted  with  the  same  reference 
to  economy,  as  I  should  if  all  had  been  on  my  own  private  account.  Mr. 
(acting  secretary)  Loughery,  to  whom  I  handed  my  official  bond,  told  me 
that  it  was  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  to  make  a  reasonable 
allowance  for  such  services  when  performed  by  the  agent  or  commissioner 
in  person,  instead  of  through  a  broker  by  him  employed.  The  charge  is 
just  one-half  that  allowed  by  the  commercial  customs  of  this  country,  and 
18  respectfully  submitted  as  a  reasonable  and  proper  charge.  If  you  approve, 
I  shall  of  course  be  gratified  and  obliged ;  if  not,  strike  it  out,  or  mod- 
ify it. 

I  designed  rendering  separate  accounts,  showing  our  expenses  while  act- 
ing as  a  joint  commission ;  but  failing  to  receive  instructions,  as  requested  in 
my  letter  of  May  29,  1851,  as  to  the  proper  allowance  for  mileage,  and  the 
failure  of  both  my  colleagues  to  render  me  their  accounts,  all  our  expenses 
being  for  the  same  object,  t.  e.  "  the  negotiation  of  treaties,  &c.,  in  Califor- 
nia,'' I  have  included  all  in  one  account. 

Colonel  Barbour's  unexpected  return  home,  in  my  absence,  rendered 
a  settlement  with  him  impossible ;  and  when  I  applied  to  Doctor  Wozencraft 
for  his  account  and  vouchers,  was  informed  that  he  had  already  transmitted 
them  directly  to  your  department.  Of  this  I  certainly  felt  no  disposition 
to  complam,  though  I  supposed  the  audit  of  all  accounts,  vouchers,  &c., 
here  on  the  groundj  was  contemplated  by  our  instructions. 
I  enclose  statements  JNos.  1  and  2,  of  my  payments  to  each,  viz : 

To  Colonel  George  W.  Barbour $4,903  20 

To  Doctor  O.M./Wozencrafl 0i#fe«rty^7,O88  64 
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I  also  enclose  No.  3,  a  statement  of  our  indebtedness  for  provisions,  so 
far  as  I  have  a  knowledge  of  the  same.  I  hope  Congress  will,  at  an  early 
day,  enable  you  to  transmit  funds  to  pay  those  debts.  I  know  them  to  l^ 
iust,  and  their  creation  unavoidable,  in  the  then  existing  state  of  the  country. 
Most  of  them  were  created,  or  at  least  arrangements  made  involving  them, 
before  I  was  aware  that  your  application  for  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
was  cut  down  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  There  are  other 
claims  held,  as  I  understand,  by  parties  in  this  State,  for  cattle  furnished 
on  contracts,  at  viry  high  rates^  supplied  in  the  middie  and  southern  dis- 
tricts. Of  these  I  have  no  definite  knowledge ;  I  have  steadily  opposed  the 
making  of  any  contract,  implicating  the  government,  until  after  tne  treaties 
are  ratified,  except  small  and  immediately  pressing  demands  at  the  time  of 
making  treaties,  and  have  so  advised*  my  colleagues.  My  expenses  on  the 
northern  expedition  largely  exceeded  my  expectations,  particularly  in  the 
items  of  beef  and  expenses  of  the  pack  train ;  but  all  was  managed  as 
economically  as  pa^blej  and  considering  the  results  which  have  mippily 
followed,  the  expenses  are  trifling.  Taken  as  a  whole,  I  doubt  whether, 
ever  in  the  history  of  Indian  negotiations,  in  this  or  ain*  other  country,  as 
much  work  has  been  done,  tis  much  positive  good  effected,  and  as  many 
evils  averted,  with  such  comparatively  madequate  means  at  command.  This 
is  matter,  however,  for  your  own  consideration,  and  that  of  the  country. 
Our  treasury  is  now  empty,  and,  of  course,  nothinc;  further  can  be  done 
towards  completing  our  work,  of  which  considerable  still  remains  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State,  until  money  shall  be  appropriated  and  placed  at 
our  disposal.  If  Colonel  Barbour  has  resigned  his  agency,  some  intelligent, 
energetic,  business  man,  should  be  appointed  as  early  as  possible  for  the 
southern  portion  of  the  State.

San  Francisco,  California,

Sis:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  information  has  just  been  re- 
ceived in  this  city  which  leaves  but  little  doubt  that  depredations  of  a  se- 
rioii5  nature  have  recently  been  committed  upon  the  persons  and  property 
of  Americans,  by  the  Indians  in  the  southern  part  of  this  State.  Accounts 
of  these  depredations  are  principally  contained  in  the  papers  of  this  city, 
copies  of  which  I  herewith  transmit.  These  diflTiculties  seem  at  present 
only  to  exist  south  of  the  Tulare  lake.  With  the  Indians  at  that  point  and 
the  more  southern  portion  of  the  State,  Americans  have  had  but  little  in- 
tercourse. I  am  not  advised  as  to  the  most  southern  point,  where  a  treaty 
bas  been  effected,  but  it  is  certain  that  a  large  portion  of  the  Indians  of 
California,  who  are  perhaps  the  most  warlike  and  formidable,  reside  yet 
further  south.  The  causes  which  have  led  to  the  recent  outbreak  in  that 
fegion  I  have  not  been  able  fully  to  ascertain.  It  is  said,  however,  that 
they  became  dissatisfied  in  conseauence  of  treaties  having  been  made  with 
other  Indians  in  the  valley,  who  nave,  to  some  extent,  been  furnished  Vith 
subsistence*  Again,  it  is  said  that  the  sheriff  of  San  Diego  county  has  ex- 
acted poll  tax  from  the  Indians  residing  in  that  county,  and  that  on  their 
refusal  to  pay  that  which  they  could  not  comprehend,  seizures  were  made 
of  cattle,  norses,  &c.,  belonging  to  them,  and  disposed  of  without  allow- 
ing them  the  right  to  redeem. 

Many  Indians  in  that  region  had  become  partially  civilized — cultivated 
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the  earth  and  raised  stock.  These  are  the  persons  of  whom  a  poll  tax  had 
been  exacted.  I  am  reliably  informed  that  most  of  them  residing  adjacent 
to  the  coast,  have  heretofore  been  remarkably  kind  and  hospitable  to 
Americans.  Their  chief,  Antonio,  is  said  to  be  a  man  of  considerable  abil- 
ity and  more  than  ordinary  knowledge  among  them,  he  having  been  edu- 
cated at  the  mission.  He  has,  up  to  this  time,  been  friendly  to  the  Ameri- 
cans, and  on  one  occasion,  when  it  was  said  they  were  to  be  attacked, 
he  offered  his  and  the  services  of  his  tribe,  in  their  behalf. 

Those  with  whom  treaties  have  been  entered  into,  residing  within  my 
agency,  upon  the  San  Joaquin,  Frezno,  Mercede,  Tuolumna,  and  Stanis- 
laus rivers,  have  been  seemingly  quiet  and  contented  since  I  have  been  fur- 
nishing them  with  food.  Difficulties  sometimes  arise  among  individuals  of 
the  tnbes,  and  frequent  rumors  of  an  intended  outbreak  have  been  com- 
municated to  me ;  yet  I  am  certain,  so  long  as  I  can  feed  them,  no  general 
act  of  hoslRlity  need  be  apprehended.  I  adopted  the  course  of  feeding 
them  as  the  best  possible  measure  of  managing  them,  and  keeping  them  quiet 
and  contented.  With  those  imder  my  immediate  notice  I  am  sure  I  have 
succeeded  well  in  doing  so.  I  believe  treaties  weie  concluded  with  some 
of  the  Indians  in  the  region  of  Tulare  lake  and  Texan  Pass,  who  are  said 
to  be  among  the  disaffected  at  this  time.  This  disaffection  arose  from 
the  fact  that  those  Indians,  although  treated  with,  had  not  received  either 
beef  or  flour,  as  other  Indians  near  to  them  had  been  furnished. 

I  am  not  sure  that  any  provisions  were  promised  them  for  the  present ; 
yet  others  in  the  valley  having  been  fumi^ed,  they  also  expected  to  be 
supplied.  Although  1  did  not  know  the  conditions  of  any  treaty  in  that 
region,  I  should,  as  a  matter  of  policy,  have  furnished  those  Indians  with 
some  subsistence,  only  for  the  remoteness  of  their  position.  It  is  frequently 
difficult  to  tpake  them  understand  that  what  has  been  promised  them  by 
treaty,  is  not  to  be  furnished  them  until  a  future  day  after  the  ratification 
of  the  treaties.  This  fact,  and  the  fact  that  other  Indians  in  their  vicinity 
have  received  presents,  and  been  furnished  with  some  subsistence,  while 
they  have  not  been  treated  with  or  received  either,  may,  to  some  extent, 
have  induced  them  to  commit  those  recent  depredations.  Having  heard  of 
their  disaffection,  I  should  have  taken  the  responsibility  to  furnish  some 
subsistence  heretofore,  had  it  not  been,  as  I  have  before  said,  for  their  great 
distance  of  land  transportation,  and  the  limited  means  which  I  possessed  to 
effect  it.  I  was  then,  and  am  still  fully  satisfied,  that  w*hatever  such  a  course 
might  cost  the  government,  it  would  be  better  than  a  war,  which  I  am  sure 
must  be  the  alternative.  This  dissatisfaction  seemed  to  be  increasing  daily ; 
and  knowing  that  no  action  of  the  government  could  be  taken,  in  time  to 
furnish  the  tribes  at  and  south  of  the  Tulare  lake  with  provisions  before 
the  rainy  season  set  in,  I  determined  to  take  the  responsibility  of  furnishing 
them  with  some  subsistence,  for  the  present,  before  the  rains  began  to  falK 
when  it  would  be  impossible  to  do  so.  In  consequence  of  Ihis  state  of 
things,  I  repaired  to  this  city,  to  negotiate,  if  possible,  for  such  amount  of 
supplies  as  might  be  necessary  to  keep  them  in  the  valley,  contented  for  the 
winter.  After  some  difficulty,  I  found  parties  willing  to  furnish  such  sup- 
plies, and  rely  upon  the  government  for  satisfaction. 

Those  persons  are  fully  advised  that  no  appropriation  has  as  yet  been 
made  for  such  purposes.  One  of  the  individuals  to  whom  I  refer  is  Colonel 
J.  C.  Fremont,  whose  extensive  acquaintance  in  the  southern  or  stock  re- 
gion of  the  State  enables  him  to  command  any  quantity  that  may  be  re- 
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quired.  I  therefore  contracted  with  him  for  supplies,  and  had  them  on  the 
way  for  the  Indians  in  the  region  of  the  Tulare  lake  before  the  news  of 
the  outbreak  reached  me. 

Had  I  succeeded  in  reaching  their  country  before  hostilities  commenced, 
I  am  sure  I  could  have  prevented  anything  of  the  kind.  The  course  taken 
on  my  part,  in  advance  of  instructions,  may  be  objectionable ;  but  I  trust 
lay  motives  may  be  understood,  and  that  the  representation  from  this  State, 
who  1  presume  understand  the  character  of  the  Indians  in  California,  and 
the  situation  of  things  here,  may  explain  to  the  government  the  absolute 
2iecessity  of  my  having  adopted  it.

To  the  Hon.  Mr.  Stuartj  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir  :  The  continued  delay  of  Mr.  Barbour,  the  governfhent  agent  in 
California  for  making  Indian  treaties,  who  has  not  yet  arrived  with  the 
treaties,  and  the  ruinous  consequences  to  Mr.  Fremont  from  this  delay,  in- 
duce me  to  ask  you  to  proceed  at  once  to  endeavor  to  obtain  an  appropri- 
ation in  the  deficiency  bill,  to  cover  the  amount  of  the  drafts  he  has  received, 
on  the  evidence  submitted  to  you.    These  are : 

1st.  The  drafts  themselves,  which  have  been  presented  and  protested, 
and  which  are  evidence  of  their  own  existence,  and  pre-suppose  their  own 
correctness. 

2d.  The  origmal  proposals  of  Mr.  Fremont  to  furnish  the  beef— a  copy 
being  annexed  to  this  paper. 

3d.  The  original  letter  of  the  agent,  Mr.  Barbour,  accepting  the  propo- 
sals, and  declaring  them  to  be  the  lowest  and  best  terms  offered  by  any 
responsible  bidder. 

4th.  A  statement  from  Mr.  John  Walker,  well  known  as  a  butcher  and 
cattle  dealer,  both  in  Washington  and  San  Francisco,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  contract  price  with  Mr.  Fremont  was  below  the  ready-money 
prices  of  beef  in  San  Francisco,  and  below  what  the  government  vessels,  the 
lines  of  steamers,  and  citizens,  paid  him,  and  that  he  would  not  hare  taken 
Mr.  Fremont's  contract  when  made,  nor  take  such  a  one  now. 

oth.  The  letter  of  Mr.  McCorkle,  representative  from  California,  stating 
the  price  of  beef,  in  1851,  at  Sacramento,  to  be  twenty-five  cents  per  pound, 
and,  out  in  the  mining  districts,  from  thirty  to  fifty  cents  per  pound. 

6th.  Statement  from  Mr.  Henry  B.  Edwards,  showing  the  actual  delivery 
of  the  cattle,  their  weight,  number,  &c.,  and  the  urgency  of  the  commis- 
sioner to  have  them  delivered  promptly,  and  showing  the  current  price,  on 
the  San  Joaquin,  to  be  twenty-five  cents  all  round,  and  for  ready  money. 

7th.  The  statement  of  Lieutenant  Beale,  of  the  United  States  navy,  tes- 
tifying to  the  same  facts  with  Mr.  Henry  B.  Edwards  ;  and  further,  to  the 
urgency  of  the  commissioner  to  have  the  cattle  delivered,  and  his  promises 
to  have  the  treaties  at  Washington  before  the  meeting  of  Congress,  refusing. 
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on  that  account,  to  remain  longer  to  treat  with  the  southern  Indians,  though 
Colonel  Fremont  urged  him  to  do  so,  as  the  only  means  of  keeping  them  in 
peace  and  friendship  with  the  United  States. 

These  evidences  thus  submitted  are  deemed  sufficient  to  authorize  an  "ap- 
propriation to  pay  the  drafts,  and  also  to  make  an  equitable  compensation 
for  the  delay  of  payment  occasioned  by  the  non-arrival  of  the  agent.  The 
damages  to  Colonel  Fremont  are  four  per  cent,  per  month  on  seventy  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  drafts,  from  the  time  they  were  presented  till  paid.  He 
is  now  in  the  third  month  of  that  ruinous  interest,  and  the  agent  not  yet 
arrived  with  the  treaty ;  and  he  or  his  friends  having  no ,  com- 
pel him  to  come  on  or  to  get  the  treaties  from  him. 

Colonel  Fremont  knew  there  was  no  appropriation  to  meet  the  drafts ;  he 
took  the  risk  of  Congress  making  the  apjiropriatioif,  but  in  the  full  faith  that 
the  treaties  would  be  presented  at  the  ^commencement  of  the  session. 

The  acceptance  of  the  proposals  of  Colonel  Fremont  contains  a  stipula- 
tion that  they  are  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Indian  department 
at  Washington ;  but  this  condition  only  applies  to  the  deliveries  required  for 
the  year  l852,  the  agent  requiring  some  immediate  deliveries  "  in  view  of 
the  necessity  of  such  supplies,"  and  Colonel  Fremonf  requiring  "  to  cor/h 
mence  the  de/ivertes  within  one  month  after  the  date  oj  the  ratification  to 
him  of  the  treaties,*^ 

The  treaties  were  made  in  May,  1851,  and  the  deliveries  for  which  the 
drafts  were  given  were  made  in  June  follovring ;  and  the  terms  of  the  pro- 
posals and  acceptance,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the  case,  show  this  part  of 
the  contract  to  be  unconditional.

-  Sir  :  Having  established  a  cattle  rancho  on  the  Mariposas  river,  neigh- 
boring to  the  Indian  tribes  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  with  whom  you  are  en- 
gaged in  treating,  I  submit  to  your  consideration  the  following  proposals: 

I  propose  to  furnish  for  the  present  and  ensuing  years,  (eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two)  all  the  animals,  beef  cat- 
tle, brood  cows  and  brood  mares,  which  you  shall  need  for  the  execution  of 
your  treaties  with  the  Indian  tribes  in  the  district  under  your  direction,  and 
which  I  understand  to  comprehend  all  that  portion  of  the  State  lying  be- 
tween the  parallel  of  the  upper  waters  of  the  San  Joaquin  river  and  the 
southern  boimdary  line.  I  engage  and  bind  myself  to  make  the  deliveries 
in  the  course  of  the  {u-esent  and  following  years,  at  such  time  and  plaee 
within  the  district  as  you  shall  indicate,  and  to  commence  the  deliveries 
one  month  after  the  date  of  notifications  to  me  of  the  treaties,  as  they  shall 
successively  be  made. 

I  propose  to  furnish  beef  cattle  upon  the  hoof,  at  the  price  of  fifteen 
cents  per  pound  net ;  brood  cows  between  the  ages  of  three  and  fi^e  years, 
at  the  price  of  seventy-five  dollars  each ;  brood  mares  between  the  ages  of 
four  and  six  years,  at  the  price  of  seventy-five  dollars  each..

Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  in  which  you  pro- 
pose furnishing  beef-cattle,  brooil- mares,  and  cows  to  the  Indians  in  this 
(the  southern)  district  of  the  State,  according  to  the  stipulations  of  such 
treaties  as  have  been,  or  may  be  made  with  the  various  tribes. 

Having  received  no  advices  from  the  Indian  department  at  Washington 
since  my  colleagues  and  myself  adopted  the  policy  of  supplyino-  those 
Indians  with  whom  we  might  treat,  with  beef  and  stock,  &c.,  I  could  not 
except  to  a  very  limited  extent,  enter  into  anv  unconditional  contract  for 
supplying  those  Indians  treated  with  in  this  (the  southern)  district  of  the 
State;  but  in  view  of  the  necessity  for  such  supplies,  and  not  doubting  but 
that  the  proper  authorities  will  readily  acquiesce  in  the  policy  that  we  have 
adopted,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  make  such  contracts  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out,  in  goodfaith^  the  stipulations  of  such  treaties  as  may  be  made 
with  the  Indians,  such  contracts,  of  course,  being  left  subject  to  the  appro- 
val or  rejection  of  the  Indian  department  at  Washington. 

I  have  had  many  proposals  offered  me  to  furnish  such  supplies ;  but 
regarding  your  offer  as  the  best  and  lowest  of  any  yet  made  by  a  respon- 
^ble  man,  and  believing  as  I  do  that  your  offer  is  a  fair  one,  I  have  con- 
cluded to  close  with  your  proposition,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  or 
rejection  of  the  same  by  the  Indian  department  at  Washington. 

Should  this  arrangement  be  satisfactory,  you  can  confer  with  Colonel  A. 
Johnston,  sub-agent  for  the  San  Joaquin  valley,  who  is  near  you,  and  who 
will  advise  you  of  the  time,  and  place,  and  number  of  beef-cattle  wanted 
for  the  Indians  in  this  vicinity,  with  whom  treaties  have  been  made.  I  will 
advise  you  as  to  what  will  be  necessary  after  leaving  this  valley.

Washington  City,  January  23,  1852. 
This  will  cehify;  that  I,  John  Walker,  of  the  city  of  Washington,  bom 
and  raised  in  the  city,  and  engaged  all  niy  life  in  the  cattle  and  butchering 
buaness,  and  now  carrying  on  the  same  in  this  city,  and  also  having  carried 
on  the  same  business  in  San  Francisco,  in  California,  during  part  of  the 
year  1850  and  1851,  as  partner  with  Mr.  Steinberger,  am  therefore  well 
acquainted  with  the  prices  of  beef  and  beef-cattle  in  California  during  that 
time,  and  in  the  summer  of  1851 ;  knew,  by  report,  of  the  contract  made  by 
Colonel  Fremont  to  furnish  beef-cattle  to  the  Indians  at  the  San  Joaquin, 
at  the  price  of  fifteen  cents  a  pound,  and  I  consider  the  price  to  be  low, 
and  such  a  one  as  I  would  not  have  taken  the  contract  for.  It  was  below 
the  current  ready-money  prices  of  the  country,  and  less  than  I  was  getting, 
ftish  down,  from  individuals-,  companies,  and  United  States  ships,  at  the 
same  time.  We  sold  at  San  Francisco  a  conunon  beef  to  individuals  at 
about  eighteen  to  twenty-five  cents  per  pound,  and  choice  beef  at  twenty- 
five  cents  per  pound;  to  Howland  &  Aspin wall's  steamers  at  fif'oen  cents 
per  pound,  and  usually  to  the  amount  of  S^V^OO  to  $5,000  per  stt.':m>>'r,  and 
always  paifl  down,  the  beef  in  all  cases  taken  from  us  without  i " 
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or  loss  of  deliveries,  which  was  a  heavy  item  of  expense  to  the  contractors ; 
to  Howard  &  Sons'  steamers  at  the  same  price  and  upon  the  same  terms  as 
to  Howland  &  Aspinwall's.  I  also  furnished  the  city  prison  with  beef  for 
the  prisoners,  on  a  contract  with  the  agent,  at  eighteen  cents  per  pound ; 
this  beef  consisted  of  neck  pieces  principally.  Kone  but  hagueros  could 
drive  the  California  cattle,  and  we  have  given  three  hundred  dollars  a 
month  to  some  that  we  have  emploved.  The  loss  and  expense  must  have 
been" great  to  Colonel  Fremont  on  driving  cattle  to  the  frontiers  on  the  San 
Joaquin,  and  I  would  not  take  his  contract  even  if  the  fifteen  cents  were  to 
be  paid  down  at  the  time  of  delivery. 

I  make  this  general  statement,  and  am  willing  to  answer  any  questions 
before  a  committee.

Dear  Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  inquiries  as  to  the  price  of  beef  in  Califor^ 
nia,  I  have  to  reply,  that  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  last  year  the 
market  price  was  twenty-five  cents  per  pound  in  the  valley  of  the  Sacra- 
mento. In  the  mining  region  the  price  varied  according  to  the  distance 
from  the  valley,  ranging  from  thirty  to  fifty  cents  per  pound.

This  will  certify  that  I,  Henry  B.  Edwards,  of  Chester,  Delaware  county, 
Pennsylvania,  \\  ent  to  California  in  May,  1850,  and  returned  from  there  m 
October,  1851,  and  the  principal  part  of  that  time  was  on  the  Mariposas, 
doing  business  on  my  account  part  of  the  time,  and  assisting  Col.  Fremont 
in  his  delivery  of  cattle  under  the  contract  with  Mr.  Barbour,  the  Indian 
commissioner.  That  I  bought  much  beef  for  myself,  and  also  bought  par- 
cels for  Col.  Fremont,  and  never  paid  less  than  twenty-five  cents  a  pound, 
ready  money,  for  the  beef  all  roimd,  and  more  if  choice  parts  only  were 
taken.  That  I  was  in  charge  of  Col.  Fremont's  rancho  when  he.  went  to 
the  south  to  buy  the  cattle ;  and  hearing  that' the  Indians  were  troublesome 
on  his  route,  I  and  Lieutenant  Beale,  of  the  navy,  with  two  others,  went 
down  to  meet  him,  and  did  meet  him  high  up  on  the  San  Joaquin  ;  and  as 
Mr.  Savage,  who  was  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Barbour,  was  there  and 
urged  Col.  Fremont  to  hasten  on  cattle  to  satisfy  the  Indians  on  the  Frezno 
and  King's  rivers,  on  the  San  Joaquin,  above  the  Big  Bend,  I  took  charge  of 
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the  drove,  beings  two  thousand  head,  and  hastened  them  on  and  made  the 
deliveries.  They  were  delivered  at  different  places,  as  we  came  to  the  In- 
dians, or  rather  as  they  came  and  met  us.  They  were  all  bought  in  the  old  set- 
tlements in  the  south,  and  were  considered  the  finest  drove  of  cattle  ever 
brought  up.  At  the  delivery  the  commissioner  himself  was  present ;  also 
Mr.  Johnston^  an  Indian  agent ;  also  two  gentlemen  of  the  army,  (medical 
men)  besides  Col.  Fremont,  Lieut.  Beale  and  Alexander  Godey.  They 
were  averaged  at  five  hundred  pounds  apiece,  the  average  being  taken  by 
an  estimate  founded  on  a  view  of  the  whole  in  rodea  ;  that  is  to  say,  by  form- 
ing them  in  a  circle  and  making  the  whole  walk  round,  which  is  the  Span- 
ish mode  of  counting  and  inspecting,  and  to  which  the  cattle  are  trained, 
and  will  be^n  to  form  as  soon  as  the  baquero  calls  out  ^^  rodea."  I  assisted 
to  deliver  nineteen  hundred  to  the  agent,  or  to  the  Indians  with  him ;  also 
five  hundred  and  fifty-one  before  that,  to  the  Indians  at  the  Tahon  pats,  on 
the  Coahilla,  on  King's  river,  on  the  Tulare,  on  the  Fresno,  and  on  the  San 
Joaquin.  Before  the  arrival  of  the  cattle  at  the  place  of  delivery,  the  In- 
dians being  impatient.  Col.  Fremont  had  between  seventy  and  eighty  head 
purchased  from  the  American  settlements  at  the  high  rate  of  fifty  dollars 
a  head,  which  had  to  be  driven  about  sixty  or  seventy  miles  in  the  wild 
coontry,  and  suffered  a  loss  of  about  ten  head,  (five  in  one  night.) 

The  loss  on  driving  the  whole  band  from  the  south  was  about  four  hun- 
dred head,  and  the  expenses  enormous,  some  of  the  baqueros  having  ten 
dollars  a  day,  and  about  ninety  horses;  bein^  about  one-half  of  them 
destroyed,  and  nearly  all  the  rest  worn  down  and  useless.  This  great  loss 
and  expense  was  owing  to  the  urgent  demand  of  the  agent  to  get  the 
cattle  brought  on  to  keep  the  Indians  quiet,  and  the  extreme  heat  of  the 
weather  and  scarcity  #f  water,  it  being  the  middle  of  the  dry  season,  and 
Ihe  distance  driven  about  five  hundred  miles,  and  all  through  a  wild  country.

This  will  certify  that  I,  Lieutenant  E.  F.  Beale,  of  the  United  States  navy, 
was  in  California,  mostly,  since  1845,  and  especially  in  1850  and  1851,  and 
was  part  of  that  time  engaged  in  business  for  Commodore  Sto<*.kton  and  Mr. 
Aspinwall,  at  the  Ma  liposas  mines,  and  bought  beef  for  their  establishment,  and 
usually  paid  from  20  to  30  cents  a  pound  for  it,  and  never  less  than  20  cents, 
and  that  for  beef  all  round,  and  for  ready  money  always.  I  also  bertify 
that  I  have  read  the  statement  in  this  case  made  by  Mr.  Henrv  Edwards,^ 
and  am  acquainted  with  almost  everv  fact  metioned  by  him,  and  know  it  to 
be  true.  I  also  know  that  Mr.  Baroour,  the  commissioner,  was  importunate 
with  Col.  Fremont  for  the  prompt  delivery  of  the  cattle  early  in  June,  to 
keep  the  Indians  friendly  and  peaceable,  and  that  Col.  Fremont  made  the 
greatest  exertions,  and  at  great  loss  and  expense,  to  comply  punctually ;  and 
when  he  found  that  he  could  not  get  the  whole  drove  to  the  appointed  place 
on  the  appomted  day,  had  a  lot  of  about  75  head  brought  from  the  nearest 
settlement  at  a  great  price,  50  dollars  a  head,  and  delivered  in  advance,  and 
so  satisfied  the  Indians,  who  were  becoming  very  restless  and  suspicious. 
I  also  believe  that  the  Indians  thus  supplied  hy  the  contract  with  Col.  Fre- 
mont are  the  only  ones  now  peaceably  disposed  towards  the  United  States. 

I  also  saw  Col.  Barbour,  the  commissioner,  and  Col.  Fremont^  oftenjtp-

gether  during  the  time  of  the  existing  of  this  contract,  and  know  that  he 
(the  commissioner)  constantly  promised  to  have  the  treaties  at  Washbgton 
early ;  and  that  he  would  bring  them  on,  and  gave  that  as  a  reason  why  he 
would  not  wait  to  hold  treaties  with  the  Indians  to  the  south,  though  CoL 
Fremont  urged  him  to  do  so,  as  the  only  means  of  keeping  the  southern 
Indians  peaceable  and  quiet. 

But  he  persisted  in  his  determination,  and  came  off  in  the  steamer  of 
October  4th,  and  has  not  yet  arrived,  to  my  knowledge. 

I  also  know  that  Col.  Fremont  negotiated  a  part  of  the  drafts  he  gave 
him  to  pay  for  the  cattle  he  bought ;  making  the  negotiation  on  the  exor- 
bitant terms  usual  in  California,  and  in  full  confidence  that  the  treaties  would 
be  here  by  the  meeting  of  Congress,  and  they  are  not  here  yet.

Sir:  According  to  an  appointment,  dated  June  10th,  1851,  and  a  con- 
tract dated  June  11th,  1851,  made  between  Colonel  Adam  Johnston,  United 
States  Indian  agent  for  the  valley  of  San  Joaquin,  and  Doctor  W.  M. 
Ryer,  of  California,  (copies  of  which  are  in  possession  of  the  department,) 
the  said  Doctor  Ryer,  after  furnishing  medical  and  hospital  stores,  and  em- 
ploying three  medical  gentlemen  as  assistants,  and  otherwise  providing  all 
necessary  means  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  said  contract  as  rapidly  as  the  ap- 
parent emergency  required,  at  an  expenditure  of  several  thousand  dollars, 
besides  a  great  exposure  to  danger  from  disease  or  assassination,  fulfilled  in 
good  faith,  within  four  months  from  its  date,  all  the  obligations  entered  into 
by  him  in  the  said  contract.  The  original  appointment,  contract,  together 
with  the  bills  for  services  rendered,  all  certified  by  Colonel  Adam  Johnston, 
have  been  forwarded  by  Doctor  Ryer,  and  are  now  in  my  possession.  At 
the  same  time  I  also  received  a  document  constituting  me  his  attorney  for 
the  collection  of  his  claim,  or  bills,  for  the  whole  amount,  twelve  thousand 
dollars  or  more,  as  stated  in  the  said  bills,  or  claims. 

I  will  not  call  your  attention,  ^r,  to  the  arduous  nature  of  the  service 
rendered  by  Doctor  Ryer,  for,  I  believe  it  is  thoroughly  understood  and  ap- 
preciated by  you ;  but  believing  Colonel  Adam  Johnston  to  be  an  accredited 
agent  of  the  government,  and  believing  also  that  the  government  of  the 
Ihiited  States  will  promptly  respond  to  the  actions  of  its  agents,  I  respect- 
fully submit  the  matter  to  you  for  a  final  settlement,  and  earnestly  solicit 
your  immediate  and  favorable  consideration  of  it,  as  ail  unnecessary  delay 
must  be  attended  with  injurious  consequences  to  the  citizen  who  thus  ap- 
plies for  the  adjustment  of  his  claim  against  the  government.

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Extract  of  a  letter  from  Adam  Johnston^  esq.y  sub^  Indian  agent,  valley  of 
San  Joaquin^  dated  October  S,  1851. 

'^  Another  matter,  which  I  alluded  to  heretofore,  and  which  I  now  desire 
to  lay  before  the  department,  is  the  appointing  or  employing  Doctor  W.  M. 
Ayer  to  vaccinate  the  Indians.  I  looked  upon  this  as  an  important  matter, 
inasmuch  as  several  cases  of  small-pox  were  reported  in  San  Francisco  at 
the  time.  The  Indians  had  come  from  the  mountains  and  settled  upon  these 
reservations,  in  rancheros  or  villages,  by  which  they  were  thrown  closely 
together,  and  in  places  where  such  diseases  were  more  likely  to  be  commu- 
nicated to  them.  A  few  of  the  Indians  had  been  vaccinated  when  at  the 
missions,  and  consequently  understood  the  object  of  it.  I  believe  it  was  in 
the  year  1841  that  the  then  Governor  of  California  is  said  to  have  intro- 
duced the  small-pox  among  the  Indians,  by  which  many  thousands  were 
destroyed  in  the  valley  of  the  Sacramento.  The  Indians  were  greatly  grat- 
ified at  what  they  esteemed  the  goodness  of  the  great  American  father,  in 
sending  among  them  a  medicine  man,  to  protect  them  from  that  fearful  dis^ 
ease.  I  have  seen  them  gather  around  Dr.  Ryer  in  crowds,  holding  out 
their  arms,  eager  to  be  vaccinated.  I  am  satisfied  that  great  good  will  re- 
sult from  it,  even  should  no  actual  necessity  then  have  existed.  They  must 
receive  good  impressions  of  the  Americans,  in  contradistinction  to  that  of 
their  former  oppressive  governor. 

"  The  claims  of  Doctor  Ryer  for  services  from  the  4th  of  June  to  the  26th 
of  September  last,  together  with  his  reports  to  me,  are  herewith  forwarded. 
Knowing  that  much  good  must  result  from  his  labors,  in  several  points  of 
view,  I  nope  his  accounts  may  be  favorably  considered."

Dear  Sir  :  Having  learned,  from  several  officers  of  the  United  States 
army  now  in  service  on  the  river  San  .Joaquin,  that  the  commissioners,  in 
their  treaties  with  the  various  Indian  tribes,  thought  of  the  necessity  of  ap- 
pointing some  medical  gentleman  to  attend  to  the  prevention  and  curation 
of  those  contagious  and  malignant  diseases  which,  if  permitted  to  exist 
among  them,  would  soon  spread  abroad  among  the  whites,  and  be  attended 
with  ruinous  consequences  to  all  those  who  would  be  living  east  of  the 
cbast  range  of  mountains,  I  therefore  very  respectfully  solicit  the  appoint- 
ment to  this  office,  and  trust  that  the  references  I  will  give  you  to  the  offi- 
cers of  the  regular  army  now  in  this  country,  and  to  whose  regiments  I  was 
attached  in  the  campaigns  of  Mexico,  will  satisfy  you  fully  of  my  qualifica- 
tions for  the  office.

This  contract  between  Adam  Johnston,  United  States  Indian  agent  for 
the  valley  of  San  Joaquin,  and  Doctor  William  M.  Ryer,  of  the  State  of 
California,  witnesseth :  That  for  the  consideration  hereinafter  mentioned^ 
the  said  Doctor  William  M.  Ryer  promises  and  agrees  to  vaccinate  all,  or 
as  many  as  possible,  of  the  Indians  residing  in  the  various  reserves  between 
the  Stanislaus  and  the  Corvier,  as  set  forth  in  the  treaties  entered  into  be- 
tween the  United  States  Indian  commissioners  and  the  Indians  of  said 
reserves. 

The  said  Doctor  Ryer  further  binds  himself  that  said  vaccination  shall 
be  done  effectually  and  in  as  brief  a  time  as  possible,  and  attend  those  vac- 
cinated during  the  vaccine  disease.  And  the  said  Johnston  promises  and 
agrees,  as  United  States  Indian  agent  for  said  reselrations,  to  paj  or  cause 
to  be  paid  to  the  said  Doctor  Ryer,  the  government  concurring  in  this 
agreement,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  person  he  so  vacci- 
nates in  a  thorough  and  effectual  manner,  in  lieu  of  all  allowances  and 
emoluments  whatsoever ;  he,  the  said  Doctor  Ryer,  to  furnish  bis  own 
transportation  and  all  medicines,  hospital  stores,  &c.  &c.,  at  his  own  ex- 
pense.

Sir  :  Obedient  to  your  instructions,  I  havje  the  honor  to  submit  my  first 
monthly  report  of  the  sick  treated  by  me,  among  the  tribes  of  Indians  in 
the  valley  of  the  San  Joaquin. 

In  the  reservation  between  the  Stanislaus  and  Tuolumne  rivers,  the  most 
important  disease  among  the  Indians,  and  which  cannot  be  treated  by  them- 
selves successfully,  is  syphilis.  This  disease,  affecting  their  constitutions,  is 
too  violent  to  be  influenced  by  the  simple  remedies  known  among  them,  and 
generally  progresses  to  a  fatal  termination.  Incapable  as  they  are  of  treat- 
ing a  disease  so  malignant  in  its  character,  it  is  left  to  the  benevolence  of 
the  white  man  to  save  them  from  its  ravages  and  prevent  the  decimation  of 
their  tribes. 

According  to  my  instructions,  I  have  also  vaccinated  many  of  the  tribes  of 
the  We-chil-la,  Suc-ca-ah,  Co-to-plane-mis,  Chap-pah-seins  and  Sage-nom- 
nas,  to  the  number  of  four  hundred  and  forty,  and  treated  them  dunng  the 
different  sta^s  of  the  vaccine  disease.  I  find  the  Indians  understand  fullv 
the  object  of  the  vaccination,  and  appreciate  the  interest  taken  in  their  wel- 
fare by  the  agents  of  the  government. 

It  is  but  a  few  years  since  the  ravages  of  small-pox  was  felt  among  the 
several  tribes  in  this  country,  scattering  and  disorganizing  theps  and  now, 
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the  cases  that  have  occurred  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  fear  that  it  will  come 
a^ain  among  them,  causes  them  to  manifest  the  greatest  desire  to  be  yac- 
cmated.

Sir  :  With  this,  my  last  monthly  return,  I  very  respectfully  submit  the 
following : 

Around  the  various  reserves  made  to  the  Indians,  American  citizens  have 
settled  for  the  purpose  of  farming,  mining,  and  continuing  permanently  other 
occupations.  Through  these  reserves  are,  for  the  most  part,  the  great  roads 
leading  to  the  principal  mines  of  the  Sierra  Nevada.     Indeed,  suph  are  the 
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locations  of  the  Indians  (and  the  character  of  the  country,  geoffrafJiically 
and  socially,  will  admit  of  no  other  location,)  that  they  must  of  necessity 
intermix  and  be  in  constant  communication  with  the  whites.  To  the  extent 
of  their  intermixing,  will  they  communicate  such  epidemic  infections  or  con- 
tagious diseases  as  may  be  generated  by  or  affect  either.  If,  then,  it  is  proper 
or  necessary  to  protect  American  citizens  by  quaraiitine  and  hygeanic  laws 
in  other  places,  it  is  equally  necessary,  to  effect  the  same  object,  to  adopt 
such  preventive  measures  in  this  country  as  will  protect  our  own  citizens 
from  the  baneful  effect  of  diseases  generated  or  continued  among  their  im- 
mediate neighbors — the  Indians  with  whom  they  must  daily  more  or  less 
associate  in  business — or  in  the  travelling  of  the  great  roads  to  the  mines. 

Of  the  class  of  diseases  most  dangerous  to  the  miner,  unquestionably 
small-pox  is  among  the  most  important — for  of  all  diseases  there  is  not  one 
that  calls  for  the  protection  of  a  house,  a  uniform  temperature  of  the  air, 
and  the  luxuries  of  a  well-arranged  sick-chamber,  more  than  the  small-pox. 
You  well  know  that  the  miners  of  California,  for  the  most  part,  sleep  in 
blankets  on  the  ground,  in  the  open  air,  or  under  the  shelter  of  a  tent  or  a 
bush-house,  which  illy  protect  them  from  the  inclemencies  of  the  seasons 
and  render  them  obnoxious  to  the  as^ults  of  disease.  They  are  poorly 
supplied  vrith  the  necessaries  for  the  curing  of  disease,  and  it  is  not  to  be 
presumed  that  a  disease  of  so  much  virulence  could  pass  among  the  settlers 
and  miners  near  the  reservations  without  numbering  hundreds  among  its  vio> 
tims.  Then  our  dutv  to  our  fellow-citizens  calls  for  the  vaccination  of  the 
Indians,  to  prevent  them  (our  citizens)  from  being  exposed  daily  to  the  con- 
tagion of  small  pox. 

The  Indians  in  good  faith  have  come  from  the  mountains, — given  up  their 
mines  and  hunting  grounds  to  the  miners, — and  have  settled  upon  the  va- 
rious reserves  set  apart  for  them,  and  are  desirous  of  learning  from  the 
white  man  the  customs  of  civilized  life.  They  daily  are  with  the  whites, 
seeking  employment  or  partaking  of  their  bounties ;  or  if  not  these,  then 
some  other  communication  is  had,  for  they  are  almost  always  with  some  of 
our  people,  as  the  roads  from  the  cities  to  the  placers  lead  by  the  *'  ran- 
cherias  of  the  Indians.  But  a  short  time  since,  several  cases  of  small-pox 
were  in  San  Francisco  and  Stockton.  If  but  one  ease  had  reached  the 
nearest  "  rancheria"  of  the  Indians,  hundreds  would  have  fallen  victims  to 
^he  disease :  it  would  have  spread  among  them  like  the  fire  spreads  on 
our  wide  prairies :  they  would  have  called  upon  the  settlers  around  the 
reservations  for  assistance,  and  spreac^the  disease  among  them  and  the  trav- 
ellers of  the  read;  or  if  they  did  not  do  this,  then  they  would  have  fled  to 
the  mountains,  abandoned  the  reserves  set  apart  for  them  by  the  a^^ents  of 
the  government,  and  thrown  themselves  upon  the  mines,  carrying  with  them 
disease  and  death.  But  again :  apart  from  the  necessity  of  vaccinating  the 
Indians,  as  a  preservative  measure  to  the  white  settlers  of  California,  there 
are  other  considerations  of  duty  still  higher. 

The  Indians  are  unable  to  cope  with  diseases  of  so  formidable  a  nature, 
and  they  must  succumb  to  their  ravages.  They  have  given  up  the  placers 
and  the  lands  endeared  to  them  by  the  association  of  birth  and  childhood ; 
they  have  thrown  themselves  upon  the  generosity  of  the  *^pale  faces,"  and 
beg  of  them  to  aid  them  from  their  superior  endowments  and  wisdom,  and 
prevent  the  decimation  of  their  tribes  by  such  malignant  diseases  as  may  be 
introduced  among  them  by  the  white  men.  They  nave  been  called  upon, 
and  they  have  come  to  learn  civilization  and  to  abandon  th&habits  of  years.  ^ 
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III  doing  this,  it  has  been  so  arranged  that  they  see,  daily,  the  manners  and 
customs  of  our  own  people*  From  them  the  Indians  take  diseases,  import- 
ed from  foreign  states  by  our  commercial  connexion  with  them. 

It  is  scarcely  just  for  us  to  refuse  aid  to  those  who  have  become  depend* 
ants  upon  us,  after  we,  by  our  own  voluntary  act,  have  made  them  depend«- 
ing.  If  we  put  them  in  positions  to  contract  disease,  we  certainly  can  do  no 
less  than  assist  them,  by  those  means  which  superior  wisdom  and  intellK 
gence  place  in  our  power,  for  the  prevention  and  curation  of  disease. 

It  is  the  liberal  policy  of  our  government  to  treat  the  Indians  with  pa«> 
reotal  regard,  and  in  the  spirit  ot  benevolence  end  (  hristianity.  In  tnis 
view^  the  agents  of  government  have  made  promises  to  the  Indians,  in  their 
treaties,  that  they  would  endeavor  to  teach  them,  by  furnishing  farmers, 
mechanics,  schocM  teachers,  &c.,  the  arts  of  the  white  man,  and  fit  them  for 
association  with  the  civilized.  It  is  not  difficult  to  perceive  that  thefirst 
step  which  must  be  taken  to  cause  the  Indians  to  adopt  the  customs  ofH>ur 
people,  is  to  fortify  them,  to  the  extent  we  are  capable,  against  such  diseases 
as  may  be  brought  to  this  country  by  our  commerce  With  foreign  nations, 
and  to  endear  them  to  us  by  protecting,  rather  than  estrange  them  by  the 
/ear  they  would  have  of  our  diseases. 

I  flo  not  think  it  is  the  will  of  our  government  to  destroy  the  Indian^ 
(although  we  know  that  of  many  tribes,  there  is  not  now  one  drop  of  their  blood 
flowing  in  the  veins  of  any  man  living,)  for  the  generous  policy  of  giving  to 
them  nour  and  meat,  implies  that  the  government  would  not  let  them  perish 
of  hunger,  in  California.  Surely  it  would  scarcely  be  consistent,  if  thejr 
were  permitted  to  perish  of  a  disease  which  could  have  been  prevented. 

The  holy  fathers  of  the  Catholic  church  in  the  missions  held  it  as  a  reli- 
eious  duty  to  vaccinate  the  Indians,  and  they  vaccinated  a  CTeat  number  of 
the  chiefs  of  the  tribes  of  the  Sierra  Nevada.  They  even  nave  vaccinated 
whole  tribes,  as  in  the  case  of  Captain  Cornelius's  tribe. 

With  this  manner  of  reasoning  I  bave  gone  forward^  and  vaccinated,  and 
treated  during  the  vaccine  disease,  all  the  Indians  between  the  Cahuia  and 
Stanislaus  rivers,  (with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  a  few  stragglers,)  ac- 
cording to  my  appointment  and  contract;  and  although,  when  I  have  de- 
ducted the  expenses  I  have  been  subjected  to  from  the  amount  expressed  in 
the  bills,  I  will  have  made  less  prospectively  than  I  would  directly  by  my 
private  practice  in  Stockton,  yet  I  feel  pleased  that  I  was  the  selected 
agent  to  carry  out  an  undertakmg  so  commendable. 

The  Indians,  understanding  from  the  Padres  of  the  missions  the  object  of 
vaccination,  submit  cheeriiilly,  and,  in  some  instances,  crowd  around  or  fol- 
low me  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  virus  upon  their  arms.  They  have» 
in  most  instances,  manifested  a  grateful  appreciation  of  the  act,  and  seem 
to  believe  that  the  government  intends  not  to  destroy  them,  or  the  agents 
would  not  use  means  to  prevent  the  ravages  of  disease.  It  is  my  desire^ 
as  soon  as  I  recover  from  my  present  fatigue,  to  make  an  extended  report 
of  the  diseases  of  the  Indians  in  the  mountains  and  on  the  plains  of  Call* 
fomia,  and  of  their  medical  wants,  &c.,  &c.,  and  will  with  pleasure  forward 
it,  should  the  department  require  it  of  me. 

In  referring  to  my  notes  I  find  that  I  have  travelled  over  fifteen  hundred 

miles  in  the  mlfilment  of  my  obligations  to  the  government.     Much  of  this 

has  been  on  mountain  trails,  where  many  a  lone  traveller  has  received  aa 

Indian  burial.  p 

I  have,  alm<»t  every  night,  been  compelled  to  sleep  wrapped  in  my  UaiH- 
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cts  Upon  the  ground.  I  have  been  compelled  to  call  to  my  assistance  two 
medical  gentlemen,  and  have  employed  assistants  in  the  prosecution  of  this 
task ;  this,  too,  in  a  country  where  the  price  of  grain  per  pound  for  your 
horse-feed  varies  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  cents,  and  when  the  individual 
traveller's  expenses  will  range  from  ten  to  sixteen  dollars  per  day.  Sir, 
you  have  seen  me  at  my  labors,  and  been  a  witness*  to  the  privations,  hard- 
ships and  dangers  I  have  mentioned;  for  you,  too,  sir,  have  experienced 
many  of  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  my  original  price,  before  you  re- 
duced it  by  the  contract,  would  have  been  reasonable  and  just;  and  my  pri- 
vate practice  in  Stockton,  in  a  financial  point  of  view,  would  have  been 
more  valuable  to  me  thj^n  the  contract.

Sir:  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo  on 
behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  of  the  Senate,  requesting  the  views 
of  the  department  as  to  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  United  States 
marine  hospital  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and  in  reply,  beg  leave  to  refer 
the  committee  to  the  letter  of  the  3d  instant  from  tms  department  to  the 
Committee  on  Commerce  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  with  its  general 
views  on  the  subject  of  further  increase  in  the  number  of  marine  hospitals, 
copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith ;  and  to  add,  that  the 
reasons  presented  in  that  communication  against  the  present  erection  of 
more  new  hospitals  at  the  points  indicated  therein  will  equally  apply  to 
Memphis,  and  particularly  as  there  are  already  five  hospitals  bmlt  or 
buildnig  on  the  Mississippi,  viz:  at  New  Orleans,  Natchez,  Vicksburg, 
Napoleon,  and  St.  Louis.  It  is  presumed,  also,  that  suitable  arrangements, 
at  the  cost  of  the  United  States,  can  be  made  with  some  local  hospital  at 
Memphis  for  the  comfortable  and  proper  care  of  all  those  entitled  to  relief 
from  the  general  marine  hospital  fund. 

The  above  letter  from  the  committee  was  accompanied  by  a  memorial  from 
citixens  of  Memphis  to  the  lecLslature  of  Tennessee,  asking  for  its  favor- 
able influence  for  the  establishment  of  a  marine  hospital  at  that  place, 
and  the  resolutions  of  the  legislature  in  conformity  therewith,  and  also  for 
the  establishment  of  another  marine  hospital  on  the  Cumberland  river 
below  Nashville. 

The  above  memorialists,  however,  appear  to  have  entirely  misapprehended 
the  legitimate  objects  of  a  United  States  marine  hospital,  as  they  speak  of 
the  number  and  extent  of  the  strangers  and  travellers  visiting  or  passing 
through  Memphis,  the  large  number  of  foreign  emigrants  arriving  there, 
and  the  heavy  burden  on  the  State  treasury  in  maintaining  a  hospital  at 
Memphis  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  among  that  class  of  citizens  and 
«tranger8,  none  of  whom  would  be  entitled  to  relief  by,  or  could  be  ad- 
mitted, aurreeably  to  existinfc  laws,  into  the  marine  hospitals  of  the  United 
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States,  which  are  provided  exehuivdy  for  the  sick  seamen  and  boatmen^ 
who,  by  law,  are  compelled  to  make  a  monthly  contribution,  which  is 
always  deducted  from  their  wages.  These  contributions  constitute  the 
marine  hospital  fund,  and  entitle  all  parties  contributing  to  it  to  relief  in 
sickness.  The  establishment  of  a  marine  hospital  at  Memphis  would  not, 
therefore,  remedy  the  evil  of  which  the  memorialists  complain;  but  the 
burden  on  the  State  or  the  community  at  Memphis  in  maintaining  the 
praiseworthy  institution  at  that  place  for  the  relief  of  sick  strangers  might 
be  lessened  by  an  arrangement  to  provide  within  its  walls,  at  the  expense 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  care  of  all  such  boatmen  who  are  entitled  to 
relief  from  the  hospital  fund. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  department  is  not  at  present 
prepared  to  recommend  the  erection  of  a  United  States  hospital  either  at 
Memphis  or  any  other  point. 

The  memorial  alluded  to  above  is  returned  herewith.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  of  the  appropriations  of  28th  and 
30th  September,  1850,  of  ten  thousand  dollars  each,  made  by  Congress  for 
the  locating  of  life-boats  on  the  coast  of  the  United  States,  the  sum  of 
$10,000  has  been  expended  in  pursuance  of  the  law,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Life-saving  Benevolent  Association,  of  New  Yorlc,  by  authority  of  this 
department,  in  the  building  of  boat-houses,  purchase  of  boats  and  lil't-c^rft, 
and  other  arti<'les  for  saving  of  life  and  pro])erty  from  shipwreck  on  the 
coast  of  Long  Island,  Fisher's  island,  and  at  Watch  Hill,  in  Rhode  Island  ; 
and  that  of  the  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  sum  of  $3,o34  has  bc-cn 
expended  on  portions  of  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  and  Texas.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation,  amounting 
to  1^1,466,  will  be  consumed  in  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  preservation 
ot  the  boats  and  appurtenances  already  located. 

The  reports  received  by  the  department  show  that  maLy  hundred  pt  rsonix 
hare  been  rescued  from  imminent  peril,  from  shipwrecked  vessels,  by  means 
of  these  boats  located  at  different  points,  a  lai^c  portion  if  not  all  of  whom 
would  probably  have  perished  but  for  the  means  of  safety  thus  placed  at 
command  under  the  authority  of  Congress.  Much  property  that  othr>rwisi.> 
wtttid  have  been  lost,  has  also  been  saved  through  the  instrumentality  of 
these  boats,  and  the  duties  accruing  thereon  paid  to  the  government. 

There  are  numerous  applications  from  different  points  for  the  location 
of  noiilar  boats,  and  many  places  along  our  extensive  seacoast  where  they 
would  be  advantaeeously  placed,  and  would  in  all  probability  be  the  means 
of  saving  many  valuable  lives  and  much  property;  and  the  department  would 
therefore  strongly  urge  upon  the  attention  of  Con^ss  the  propric^ty  of 
Duddng,  during  the  present  session,  a  further  appropriation  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  for  this  purpose. 

The  department  has  adopted  the  plan  of  having  all  these  boats  made  of 
galvanized  iron,  wh^ch  possesses  not  only  the  advantages  of  much  greater 
ihirability  than  wood,  uid  consequently  much  less  .expensive  k  point  of 
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repairs,  but  also  that  they  are  always  in  a  proper  state  for  immediate  ser- 
vice, which  would  not  be  the  case  with  wooden  boats  after  lying  for  weeks 
or  months  in  a  boat-house,  by  which  their  timber  and  sheathing  become 
warped  or  cracked  and  their  seams  open.

Sir  :  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  19th 
instant,  calline  upon  the  department  to  ascertain  if  any  of  the  marine  hos- 
pitals created  t)y  the  United  States  are  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  th« 
relief  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen,  and  to  adopt  such  rules  as  may  prevent 
such  abuse  if  it  has  existed  ;  and  in  reply,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that 
immediate  steps  to  investigate  the  subject  will  be  taken  ;  and  in  the  mean- 
time I  would  state  that  the  department  possesses  no  information  which  in- 
duces the  belief  that  any  such  abuse  existed  at  any  of  the  marine  hospitals 
under  its  superintendence.

MESSAGE

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED. STATES, 

RILATITI  TO 

Tke  state  of  affairs  in  Oregon  growing  out  of  a  conflict  of  opinion  among 
the  authorities  of  that  Territory  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  seat  of 
goverMneni  of  the  Territory. 


April  22, 1852. 
Referred  to  the  Conunittee  on  Territories,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  : 

I  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  Territory  of 
Oregon,  growing  out  of  a  conmct  of  opinion  among  the  authorities  of  that 
Territory  in  regard  to  a  proper  construction  of  the  acts  of  Congress  approved 
the  14th  August,  1848,  and  11th  June,  1850 ;  the  former  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  a  Territorial  government  of  Oregon,"  and  the  latter  entitled 
*[Aa  act  to  make  further  appropriations  for  public  buildings  in  the  Territo- 
ries of  Minnesota  and  Oregon."  In  order  to  enable  Congress  to  understand 
the  controversy,  and  apply  such  remedy,  with  a  view  to  adjust  it,  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient,  I  transmit— 

1.  An  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  that  Territory,  passed  1st  Feb- 
ruary, 1851,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  the 
location  and  erection  of  public  buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon." 

2.  Grovemor  Gaines's  message  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  3d 
February,  1851. 

3.  The  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  of  23d 
April,  in  regard  to  the  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  1st  Febru- 
ary, 1851. 

4.  The  opinion  of  the  supreme  court  of  Oregon,  pronounced  on  the  9th 
December,  1851. 

5.  A  letter  of  Judge  Pratt  of  the  15th  December,  1851,  dissenting  from 
that  opinion. 

6.  Governor  Gaines's  letter  to  the  President  of  the  1st  January,  1852. 

7.  Report  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  on  that  letter, 
dated  22d  March,  1852. 

If  it  should  be  the  sense  of  Congress  that  the  seat  of  government  of  Or- 
egon has  not  already  been  established  by  the  local  authorities  pursuant  to 
the  law  of  the  United  States  for  the  organization  of  that  Territory,  or,  if 
so  established,  should  be  deemed  objectionable,  in  order  to  appease  the  strife 
upon  the  subject  which  seems  to  have  arisen  in  that  Territory,  I  recommend 
that  the  seat  of  government  be  either  permanently  or  temporarily  ordained 
by  act  of  Congress,  and  that  that  body  should,  in  the  same  manner,  express 
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its  approval  or  disapproval  of  such  laws  as  may  have  been  enacted  in  the 
Territory  at  the  place  alleged  to  be  its  seat  of  government,  and  which  may 
be  so  enacted  until  intelligence  of  the  decision  of  Congress  shall  reach 
them.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  location  and  erection  of  tbe  public  build- 
ings of  tbe  Territory  of  Oregon. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Oregon^  That  the  seat  of  government  of  this  Territory  be,  and  hereby  is, 
established  and  located  at  Salem,  in  the  county  of  Marion ;  and  each  and 
every  session,  either  general  or  special,  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  this 
Territory^  hereafter  convened,  shall  be  held  at  the  said  place  above  named. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  penitentiary,  or  State  or  territorial  prison  of  this  Ter- 
ritory, shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  located  and  established  at  Portland,  in  the 
county  of  Washington. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  University  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  located  and  estab- 
lished  at  Marysville,  in  the  county  of  Benton ;  and  all  appropriations  or 
donations  of  money  or  personal  property,  and  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  land  or  lands  granted  or  donated  to  this  Territory  for  the  establishment 
and  endowment  of  a  University,  shall  be  applied  to  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings  for  an  endowment  of  a  University  at  the  said  place  above  named. 

Sec.  4.  That  John  Force,  H.  M.  Waller  and  R.  C.  Greer  be,  and  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  board  of  commissioners  to  superintend  the  erection  of 
buildings  at  the  place  designated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  as  the  seat 
of  government ;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  bf  them,  shall 
agree  upon  a  plan  of  said  buildings,  and  shall  issue  proposals,  giving  two 
months'  notice  thereof,  and  contract  for  the  erection  without  delay ;  and  the 
said  conunissioners  shall  agree  upon  one  of  their  number  to  be  acting  com- 
missioner ;  and  said  acting  commissioner  shall  give  bond  to  the  United 
States  in  the  suni  of  twenty  thoasand  dollars,  to  he  approved  by  the  gov* 
ernor  of  this  Territory,  for  tht  faithful  performance  or  his  duty ;  and  said 
bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  o.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  acting  commissioner  to  superintend, 
in  person,  the  rearing  and  finishing  said  buildings ;  and  the  said  acting 
commissioner  shall  have  power  to  call  the  said  board  of  commissioners  to- 
gether, for  the  purpose  of  transacting  business  on  this  subject ;  and  the 
said  commissioners  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be  hereaAer 
allowed  by  law. 

Sec  6.  The  acting  commissioner  shall  annually  report  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  a  true  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him. 

Sec.  7.  If,  by  death,  resignation,  or  any  other  cause,  there  shall  be  a 
vacancy  in  said  board  of  commissioners,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  govcr^ 
nor  to  appomt  some  person,  from  the  district  where  such  vacancy  occurred, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  such  disqualified  commissioner;  provided^  how- 
ever,  that  such  appointment  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Legislative  Assembly. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  a  penitentiary  of  sufficient  capa- 
city to  receive,  secure  and  employ  one  hundred  convicts,  to  be  confined  in 
<^eparate  cells  at  night,  shall  be  erected  at  the  place  designated  in  the  second 
section  of  this  act,  for  the  confinement  and  employment  of  persons  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  and  hard  labor  in  the  penitentiary  in  this  Territory. 

Sec.  9.  That  Daniel  H.  Lownsdale,  Hugh  D.  O'Bryant,  and  Lucius  6, 
Hastings,  be,  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  commissioners,  to  super- 
intend the  erection  of  a  penitentiary,  at  the  place  designated  in  the  second 
section  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  governed  by,  and  have  all  the  powers,  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  contained  in  sections  four,  five,  six,  and 
seven  of  this  act,  and  receive  such  compensation  as  may  hereafter  be  allowed 
by  law. 

Sec  10.  This  iact  to  take  effect,  and  be  in  force,  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Jiisembly : 

Understanding  that  an  act  concerning  the  establislimeut  of  the  seat  of 
government  for  this  Territory  had  passed  your  honorable  body  on  the  first 
instant,  I  sought  for,  and  obtained,  what  purports  to  be  a  copy  of  the  act; 
and  in  the  supposition  that  the  paper  furnished  me  is  a  true  copy,  I  proceed 
to  submit  to  your  consideration  a  few  observations  on  it. 

The  title  is,  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  location  and 
erection  of  public  buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon."  The  first  section 
establishes  the  seat  of  government  at  Salem,  in  Marion  coimty. 

The  second  section  establishes  the  penitentiary  at  Portland,  in  Washing- 
ton county ;  and  the  third  section  establishes  the  University  at  Marysville, 
in  Benton  county. 

The  fourth  section  names  three  gentlemen  as  commissioners,  to  superin- 
tend the  erection  of  the  public  buildings,  and  authorizes  them  to  select  one 
of  their  number  as  acting  commissioner,  who  is  required  to  give  bond 
(without  the  usual  requisition  of  security)  to  the  United  States,  m  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty;  and  upon  this  board  is  devolved  the  exclusive  duty 
of  erecting  the  public  buildings.  The  ninth  section  provides  for  the  erection 
of  the  penitentiary  in  Portland,  in  the  same  manner,  an<l  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions  prescribed  for  the  erection  of  the  public  buildings  at 
Salem;  but  the  act  is  silent  as  to  the  erection  of  the  University  at  Marys- 
ville. 

The  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  the  Territory  of  Orc- 
^n,"  approved  August  14, 1848,  provides,  in  the  concluding  part  of  the 
sixth  section,  that,  "to  avoid  improper  influences,  which  may  result  from 
iatennixbff  in  one  and  the  same  act  such  things  as  have  no  proper  relation 
to  each  other,  every  law  shall  embrace  but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  title." 

The  concluding  part  of  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  same  act  provides: 
**  And  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury not  otiierwise  appropriated,  is  hereby  appropriated  and  granted  to  said 
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Territory  of  Oregon,  to  be  there  applied,  by  tlie  governor,  to  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildings  at  the  seat  of  government/'  It  is  also  provided  in  tfce 
sixth  section  of  the  same  act,  that  "  any  law  or  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  utterly  null  and  void.*' 

The  act  of  Congress  entitled  *^  An  act  to  make  further  appropriations  hr 
the  public  buildings  in  the  Territories  of  Minnesota  and  Oregon,"  approved 
June  11,  1850,  provides  in  the  first  section  that  "the  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  each  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  applied  by  the  governors 
and  Legislative  Assemblies  of  the  Territories  of  Oregon  and  Minnesota,  at 
such  places  as  they  may  select  in  said  Territories  for  the  erection  of  peni- 
tentiaries/' 

And  in  the  3d  section,  that  "  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in 
addition  to  that  appropriated  in  section  fifteenth  of  an  act  to  establish  the 
territorial  government  of  Oregon,  approved  August  14,  1848,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  to  be  applied  by  the  governor  and  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Oregon  to  the  erection  of  suitable  public  buildings  at 
the  seat  of  government  of  said  Territory." 

I  have  carefully  compared  the  paper,  which  purports  to  be  a  copy  of  your 
enactment,  with* the  above-re<ited  acts  of  Congress,  and  am  constrained  to 
say,  with  all  due  deference,  that,  to  my  mind,  it  is  not  in  conformity  with 
either,  but  in  derogation  of  both.  Every  law  should  embrace  "  but  one 
object,  and  that  expressed  in  the  title." 

The  place  selected  for  the  penitentiary  should  have  the  concurrence  of 
the  Executive  :  and  the  money  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  the  public 
buildings  should  be  applied  with  his  sanction. 

Entertaining  these  views,  I  owe  it  to  the  gOTcrnment  and  people  of  the 
United  States,  whose  agent  I  am,  to  the  people  of  Oregon,  whose  rights  it 
Is  my  duty  to  protect,  and  to  my  ofEcial  oath,  to  decline  any  participation 
in  executing  your  act. 

I  have  thus  freely  expressed  my  opinion,  in  order  that  you  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  substitute  some  other  person  to  approve  the  bond  of  the 
acting  commissioner,  and  to  provide  for  filling  vacancies  in  the  board  of 
commissioners. 

Allow  to  me  add,  in  conclusion,  my  hope  that  you  will  not  adjourn  with- 
out taking  the  most  effectual  steps  to  carry  out  my  recommendation  in  my 
message  at  the  commencement  of  the  session j  to  cause  the  public  building^s 
to  be  erected.

Sir:  The  papers  lately  received  from  the  Hon.  John  P.  Gaines,  which  I 
communicated  to  you,  and  which  you  were  pleased  to  refer  to  me  for  roj 
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f  pinion  thereon,  have  been  carefully  examined  and  considered.  They  con* 
Slat,  first,  of  what  purports  to  be  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territoiy  of  Oregon;  second,  a  message  from  Governor  Gaines  to  that 
Assembly,  bearing  date  3d  February,  18j1,  expressing,  for  reasons  given, 
his  dissent  to  that  act,  and  his  refusal  to  participate  in  its  execution ;  and 
third,  an  opinion  of  the  United  States  attorney  for  the  Territory,  given  on 
the  application  of  the  governor,  against  the  validity  of  the  said  act. 

The  only  acts  of  Congress  which  I  have  found  relating  to  the  subject, 
are,  "An  act  to  establish  the  Territorial  government  of  Oregon,"  passed 
14th  of  August,  1848,  and  "An  act  to  make  further  appropriations  for 
public  buildings  in  the  Territories  of  Minnesota  and  Oregon,"  passed  June 
11,1850. 

By  the  first  of  these  acts,  the  legislative  power  and  authority  are  vested 
in  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory,  consisting  of  a  council  and 
house  of  representatives,  and  the  concurrence  or  approval  of  the  governor 
is  not  requisite  to  the  validity  of  their  acts  of  legislation.  The  power  "to 
locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government  for  said  Territory  at  such  place 
as  they  may  deem  eligible,"  is  expressly  given  to  that  Assembly  by  the 
fifteenth  section  of  that  act. 

It  may  be  a  question  how  far  this  general  and  exclusive  power  of  legis- 
lation has  been  qualified  by  the  act  of  Congress  above  mentioned,  of  the  11th 
June,  1850,  in  the  instances  there  embraced.  That  act,  in  its  first  section^ 
provides  "that  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  each  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  be  applied  by  the  governors  and  Legislative  Assemblies  of 
the  Territories  of  Minnesota  and  Oregon,  at  such  place  as  thejr  may  select 
in  said  Territories  for  the  erection  of  penitentiaries;"  and  in  its  third  sec- 
tion it  further  provides,  "that  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  &c.,  to  be  applied  by  the  governor  and 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon  to  the  erection  of  suitable 
public  buildings  at  the  seat  of  government  of  said  Territory." 

This  last  section  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  interfere  or  conflict. with  the 
previous  exclusive  power  of  the  Assembly  to  "locate"  their  seat  of  govern- 
ment as  they  thought  proper.  It  gives  the  governor  no  control  or  voice 
on  that  c^uestion.  But  the  seat  of  government  once  fixed  by  the  Assembly, 
it  does  give  him  a  concurrent  and  equal  authority  with  them,  in  the  appli- 
cation of  the  money  to  the  purpose  designated.  This  concurrence  was 
required  probably  as  an  additional  security  for  the  proper  expenditure  and 
'ise  of  the  money  granted ;  and  to  this  extent,  and  in  reference  to  the  use 
of  this  money,  the  legislative  power  of  the  Assembly  is  qualified,  and  they 
f  annot  dispose  of  it  without  the  concurrence  of  the  governor.  In  regard  to 
*he  first  section  of  the  act,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  twenty  thousand 
dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  penitentiary  in  Oregon,  the  act  is  too  explicit 
to  leave  any  room  for  construction.  That  money,  in  the  words  of  the  law, 
is  to  be  applied  "  by  the  governor  or  Legislative  Assembly  of  Oregon,"  at 
••nfh  place  as  "/Acy  may  select  for  the  erection  of"  a  penitentiary.  By  the 
Jorce  of  this  language  the  governor  must  have  a  concurrent  and  equal  power 
with  the  Assembly,  not  only  in  the  application  of  the  money  to  the  erection 
of  the  necessary  buildings,  but  in  the  selection  of  the  place  where  they  are 
to  be  erected. 

On  the  other  topics  presented  in  the  message  of  Governor  Gaines,  and  in 
the  written  opinion  of  the  United  States  attorney,  it  is  unnecessary,  per- 
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hapvS,  for  me  to  say  more  than  that  I  entfrely  concur m  the  views  expressed 
by  those  prentlemen. 

The  act  of  Congress  which  established  the  Territorial  governaient  of 
Oi-egon,  and  from  which  its  Legislative  Assembly  derives  its  existence  and 
its  power,  expressly  and  imperatively  declares,  that  "to  avoid  improper 
influences,  which  may  result  from  intermixing  in  one  and  the  same  act  such 
things  as  have  no 'proper  relation  to  each  other,  every  law  shall  embrace 
but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title."  That  the  act  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  in  question  does  "embrace  more  than  one  object," 
and  that  it  is  therefore  m  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress,  is  a  proposition 
that  cannot  be  made  plainer  by  argument.  The  same  act  of  Congress 
declares  what  shall  be  the  consequence  of  such  a  violation  of  its  provision, 
namely,  that  the  Territorial  act  "shall  be  utterly  null  and  void." 

My  opinion,  therefore,  of  the  act  in  question  is,  tJhat  it  is  null  and  void  in 
all  its  parts,  and  consequently  can  give  no  legal  validity  to  anything  done 
under  color  of  its  authority. 

This  statement,  with  the  message  of  the  governor,  the  act  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly,  and  the  opinion  of  the  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Territory,  will  present  the  subject  fully,  and  enable  .you  to  give  whatever 
direction  may  be  deemed  proper.  I  shall  be  gratified  if  the  remarks  I  have 
made  shall  in  any  degree  facilitate  your  examination  and  decision  of  the 
subject.

On  the  question  as  to  the  proper  place  for  holding  the  present  term  of  the 
supreme  court,  the  court  decided  as  follows : 

Associate  Justice  Strong's  opinion, — The  question  before  the  court  is  one 
of  grave  importance.  The  decision  upon  the  constitutionality  of  an  import- 
ant legislative  act  by  a  court  of  supreme  jurisdiction  is  a  serious  matter, 
and  the  court  will  at  all  times  approach  the  investigation  of  a  case  involv- 
ing the  necessity  of  such  a  decision  with  great  caution.  Yet  it  is  a  duty 
from  which  they  are  compelled  by  the  obligations  of  their  oaths  not  to 
shrink,  when  it  is  lesiitimately  brought  before  them  in  a  case  between  parties 
litigant.  This  case^is  also  important,  from  the  fact  to  which  the  court  can- 
not close  their  eyes,  that  the  question  involved  is  one  of  absorbing  interest 
to  the  entire  population  of  the  Territory.  And  well  may  it  be  so  consid- 
ered, for  upon  its  proper  determination  by  the  court,  and  the  peaceful  acqui- 
escciice  of  the  people  at  this  time  in  such  determination,  depends  in  a  greaf 
degree  the  destiny  of  this  new  and  rapidly  growing  Tcrriiorj'.     I^  in  our 
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action  as  a  pepple  on  this  question,  we  exhibit  a  disposition  to  be  governed 
by  those  principles  of  law  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  our  civil  rights, 
aad  be  governed  in  our  action  by  the  decision  of  that  tribunal  which  has 
been  constituted  to  decide  upon  them,  all  will  be  well.  If,  on  the  contrary, 
'misled  by  partisan  feeling,  passion,  prejudice^  sectional  or  local  interest,  we 
trample  law  and  order  under  foot,  the  consequences  at  this  early  period  in 
our  attempt  at  self-government  as  a  Territory,  may,  and  certainly  must  be, 
such  as  ^od  men  will  look  forward  to  with  fearful  apprehensions.     It  is 
only  in  times  of  great  popular  excitement,  that  the  people' are  liable  to  for- 
get and  tempted  to  overstep  those  great  fundamental  principles  in  our  gov- 
ernment by  which  the  power  of  the  people  is  distributed  and  apportioned 
to  the  different  departments,  legislative,  executive  and  judicial ;  and  if  we 
wish  to  preserve  the  free  institutions  under  which,  as  a  people,  we  have  long 
been  so  highly  prospered,  it  is  at  such  times  that  we  should  be  extremely 
cautious  not  to  be  led  into  rash  and  inconsiderate  action.     Our  past  history 
has  shown  that  when  the  excitement  is  over,  the  people  are  sure  to  return  to 
the  good  old  ways  of  their  fathers,  which  they  have  tried  so  long,  and  love 
so  well ;  but  vastly  more  desirable  is  it  to  continue  in  the  right  path,  than, 
having  gone  estray,  to  return  ;  though  to  forsake  an  error  when  discovered^ 
and  correct  our  course,  is  an  attribute  characteristic  of  Americans,  and  of 
which  we  may  well  be  proud.     Had  not  objections  been  made  in  the  cause 
now  on  trial  before  the  court  which  compel  us  to  decide  this  point,  that  our 
decision,  if  the  parties  are  not  satisfied,  may  be  made  the  subject  of  review 
by  the  appropriate  tribunal,  the  court  would  have  remained  silent,  our 
actual  sitting  and  transacting  business  as  a  court  at  Ore^n  city  being  of 
itself  a  virtual  decision;  but  the  party  requiring  the  decision  upon  this  point, 
and  being  entitled  to  receive  it,  it  is  made*    It  is,  however,  in  the  view  of 
•the  case  that  I  have  before  presented,  that  I  have  felt  called  upon  to  give 
the  subject  my  most  serious  attention — much  more  so  than  I  would  have 
<ieemed  necessary,  had  it  been  a  matter  involving  simply  dollars  and  cents, 
in  amount  however  large.     I  have  given  it  such  consideration,  and  it  is  a 
•source  of  satisfaction  to  feel  that  the  decision  to  which  we  have  come  is 
clear,  both  upon  principle  and  authority — so  clear,  it  seems  to  me,  as  to 
leave  no  cause  for  a  reasonable  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  man  who  has  his 
ordinary  allowance  of  common  sense,  and  the  disposition  to  use  it  fairly  and 
honestly.     Although  purely  a  question  of  law,  yet  it  is  so  plain  to  the  com- 
prehension of  any  man  who  examines  it,  that  it  requires  a  considerable  ef- 
fort of  legal  ingenuity,  to  so  far  mystify  as  to  raise  the  shadow  of  a  doubt. 
An  objection  is  made  to  proceeding  in  the  cause  before  the  court,  on  the 
ground  that  we  are  not  met  at  the  proper  place,  or,  in  other  words,  at  the 
seat  of  ffoveniment.     The  simple  question,  then,  presented  to  us  at  this  time 
for  our  decision  in  this  cause  is,  where  is  the  seat  of  government  for  the 
Territory  of  Oregon?    Is  it  at  Oregon  city  ?    The  first  proposition  to  be 
determined  is,  what  does  the  term  '^seat  of  government     mean?    A  con- 
cise but  sufficiently  oomprehensive  definition  of  the  term  Ls,  that  it  is  the 
place  where  the  law-making  power  can  legally  assemble  for  the  purpose  of 
enacting  laws*     If  the  legislature  can  assemble  at  any  place  within  the  Ter- 
ritory, and  there  make  legal  and  binding  statutes,  and  that  for  this  purpose 
one  place  is  as  good  as  another,  then  there  Is  no  seat  of  government,  for 
there  would  be  nothing  settled  about  the  place,  and  the  very  term  implies 
-stability,  or  something  settled.     It  must  then  mean  some  place,  either  per- 
manent or  temporary,  where,  and  where  alone,  the  members  of-the  Legisla- 
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live  Assembly  can  meet  and  act  in  a  l^slative  capacity.  And  where  is  that 
place  in  Oregon  ?  The  first  inquiry  which  would  suggest  itself  to  a  legal 
mind^  or  indeed  to  the  mind  of  any  man  making  investigation,  on  such  a 
query  being  propounded  to  him,  would  be — where  has  the  legislature  here- 
tofore met?  Tne  court  is  bound  to  take  the  official  notice  of  the  public 
acts  of  the  legislature,  and  we  find  that  the  legislative  body  of  the  provi- 
sional government  met  at  the  falls  of  the  Willamette,  at  what  is  now  Ore- 
gon city,  and  this  they  were  required  to  do  by  an  act  passed  June  27, 1844. 
So  far,  then,  as  the  provisional  government  is  conoemed,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  where  the  seat  of  government  was — it  was  fixed  by  law.  This  act 
had  all  the  force  of  law  which  an  act  of  the  provisional  government  could 
have  until  the  passage  of  the  organic  act  by  Congress,  August  14,  1848. 
By  the  fourteenth  section  of  that  act,  validity  is  given  to  all  the  laws  of 
the  provisional  government  then  in  force  in  Oregon  Territory,  excepting 
such  as  mijght  he  incompatible  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  prmciples  and  provisions  of  the  organic  act.  The  law  of  the  pro- 
visional government,  then,  fixing  the  seat  of  government,  unless  changed  by 
some  provision  in  the  organic  act,  still  continued  in  force  after  the  Territory 
became  organized  under  the  law  of  Congress.  The  only  provisions  in  the 
organic  act  affecting  this  question  are,  that  by  the  fifteenth  section  the  gov- 
ernor is  authorized  to  name  the  place  where  the  Legislative  Assembly  should 
hold  its  first  session,  thus  conferring  an  authority  upon  the  governor  to 
make  a  temporary  seat  of  government,  which  should  be  a  legal  place  for 
the  transaction  of  legislative  business  during  that  session.  The  governor, 
in  the  exercise  of  this  power,  saw  fit  to  name  the  place  where  the  seat  of 
government  had  legally  existed,  and  did  legally  exist  until  some  new  place 
was  named  by  him.  After  the  first  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  ter- 
minated, the  power  of  the  governor  over  that  matter  was  at  an  end.  It 
rested  with  the  Legislative  Assembly  themselves. 

They  adjourned  at  their  first  session  without  attempting  to  pass  any  act 
on  this  subject.  What,  then,  was  the  condition  of  the  Territory  after  such 
an  adjournment?  Had  it  no  seat  of  government?  Was  there  no  place 
where  the  law-making  power  could  legally  assemble?  If  there  was  not^ 
then  the  government  was  disorganized.  The  governor  had  no  power  to 
make  a  seat  of  government,  and  the  law-making  power  could  not  act  with- 
out first  assembling  at  some  lawful  place.  It  would  therefore  have  re- 
quired an  act  of  Congress  to  have  again  set  the  wheels  of  the  Territorial 
government  in  motion.  But  such  a  state  of  things  could  not,  and  did  not 
follow.  Oi-egon  city  or  the  falls  of  the  Willamette  had  once  been  estab- 
lished as  the  lawful  seat  of  government,  and  had  never  been  legally  changed ; 
and  by  well  established  principles  of  law  it  continues  the  lawful  seat  of 
government  until  it  is  lawfully  changed.  To  hold  any  other  doctrine  would 
be  to  hold  that  the  last  Legislative  Assembly  did  not  meet  at  any  proper 
place,  and  consequently  that  they  did  not  meet  at  all,  and  that  all  laws 
passed  by  them  at  their  last  session  are  but  the  idle  resolutions  and  doings 
of  a  set  of  men  met  together  without  legal  authority,  trying  their  hands  at 
law-making  by  way  of  pastime,  and  we  are  thrown  back  upon  Congress 
for  a  new  start.  Such  is  not  my  opinion  of  the  law.  I  must  hold  Oregon 
city  to  be  the  legal  seat  of  government,  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly,  or  all  is  anarchy  and  confusion. 

We  now  progress  a  step  farther,  and  examine  whether,  by  any  law  which 
was  passed  at  that  session,  the  seat  of  government  was  resdoved  ^o  any 
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Other  place.  The  power  of  locating  and  establishing  the  seat  of  govern* 
nient,  as  well  as  of  removing  it  when  established,  remains  in  the  legislative 
r^ssembly.  And  how  may  tney  do  this?  In  the  same  manner  that  a  legis- 
lative body  may  do  any  lawful  act ;  that  is,  by  the  passage  of  a  law.  Did 
the  Legislative  Assembly  at  that  session  pass  any  law  upon  this  subject  ? 
We  find,  upon  looking  at  the  statute  book,  what  purports  to  be  "  An  act 
to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  location  and  erection  of  the  public 
buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon,"  which  provides  (see  General  Laws 
0.  T.,  p.  222.)  In  order  to  know,  whether  this  is  a  law,  and  therefore  of  bind- 
ing force,  or  not  law,  and  therefore  of  no  force,  it  is  necessary  to  examine  the 
power  of  the  Legislative  Assembly ;  for  unless  it  be  the  act  of  a  body  having 
the  power  to  make  it,  it  cannot  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  law,  though 
it  might  be  written  on  every  page  of  the  statute  book.  Our  legislative 
assemblies  are  not  like  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  supreme.  We 
have  no  supreme  power  save  that  which  is  vested  in  the  people.  In  each 
of  the  States  the  people  have  seen  fit  to  adopt  a  constitution  or  fundamen- 
tal law,  by  which  they  establish  three  different  departments  of  govern- 
ment— the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial — and  assigned  to  them  their 
respective  powers,  fixing  limits  over  which  none  are  to  pass,  and  usually 
limiting  the  power  whicn  may  be  exercised  by  the  body  of  the  people  as  a 
mass,  to  a  revision  of  that  fundamental  law  under  certain  prescribed  forms. 
The  officers  being  the  agents  of  the  people,  are  authorized  to  exercise  those 
powers  only  which  are  conferred  upon  them  in  the  constitution.  If  the 
legislature,  the  executive,  or  the  judiciary,  act  within  their  power,  their 
acts  are  the  acts  of  the  people  who  have  authorized  them,  and  therefore 
valid.  If  they  step  beyond  their  power,  their  acts  are  void,  because  tlft- 
people  have  not  so  authorized  them  to  act,  and  have  not  so  agreed  to  be 
bound.  The  constitution,  then,  is  the  touchstone  by  which  every  act  must 
be  tried.  Still  farther,  and  over  and  above  all,  is  the  constitution  of  the 
I'nited  States.  Within  the  limits  of  its  provisions  it  is  the  expressed  will 
f^f  the  people  of  all  the  States ;  and  so  far  as  it  extends,  it,  and  all  laws 
enacted  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  are  the  supreme  law  of  the  land^ 
because  it  is  the  will  of  the  entire  people,  expressed  in  a  manner  agreed 
upon  and  prescribed  by  the  entire  people  ;  and  when  we  speak  of  the  acts^ 
of  Congress,  we  merely  use  a  short  form  to  speak  of  the  acts  of  the  entire 
people,  comprising  all  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  whether  residing  in 
States  or  Territories.  The  subject  of  Territorial  government  has  been  the 
subject  of  much  discussion  ;  and  it  has  become  the  settled  doctrine,  that  un* 
*ilthey  possess  a  sufficient  population  to  assume  a  State  government,  they 
ire  under  the  protection  and  government  of  the  people  of  all  the  States, 
through  their  regularly  constituted  agents  in  Congress  assembled. 

Acting  upon  these  principles  from  1787  down  to  the  present  time.  Con- 
gress has  directed  the  government  of  the  several  Territories  generally  to 
the  satisfaction  of  a]l  tne  people,  and  about  half  .of  the  present  States  of 
the  Union  have  gone  into  the  Union  from  Territories.  I  allude  to  this  pe- 
culiar position  of  our  Territorial  government,  for  the  purpose  of  showmg 
that  it  is  not  a  new  thing,  and  that  it  is  not  an  arbitrary  and  tyrannical 
species  of  government,  as  some  seem  to  suppose,  where  we  are  subjects  in- 
stead of  citizens.  We  are  here  by  our  own  consent,  with  a  full  knowledge 
0'^  the  usual  mode  in  which  Territories  are  governed ;  and  therefore,  while 
we  remain  to  enjoy  the  protection  of  Congress,  or  of  the  whole  people  of 
the  Union,  and  the  benefits  of  a  Territorial  form  of  govgrnmjptQ^^w^^s 
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willing  an  obedience  to  the  organic  act  and  the  laws  prescribed  by  Con- 
gress, as  we  could  possibly  owe  to  the  constitution  of  any  State  in  which 
we  might  choose  to  take  our  residence.  The  people  of  Oregon,  hitherto 
under  the  provisional  government,  and  since  the  organization  of  the  Terri- 
tory under  the  law  of  Congress,  have  shown  a  disposition  to  abide  by  the 
laws  of  their  country  under  circumstances  the  most  trying,  which  I  trust 
will  continue  to  be  manifested  to  the^  end  of  time. 

The  act  of  Congress  organizing  the  Territory  of  Oregon  is  our  constitu* 
tion.  It  is  the  fundamental  law  by  which  the  different  departments  of  gov- 
ernment are  created,  and  by  which  their  powers  are  defined  and  limited, 
and  must  so  remain  until  we  become  a  State,  or  the  power  that  made  it 
^hall  change  its  provisions.  The  Legislative  Assembly  is  made  such  by  that 
act,  and  their  duties  are  prescribed  by  its  provisions,  and  with  those  pro- 
visions we  compare  its  acts  to  determine  their  validity.  Let  us  apply  this 
test  to  the  act  in  question,  and  if  it  stands  the  test  it  is  ^ood,  and  will  come 
out  the  brighter  for  having  been  tried.  If  it  fails  it  is  not  the  law,  and 
never  has  been.  The  organic  law,  section  6th,  provides  **  that  every  law 
shall  embrace  but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title ;"  and 
in  the  same  sentence  it  gives  the  reason  for  its  enactment,  which  is,  in  the 
words  of  the  law,  '^  to  a  void  improper  influences  which  raav  result  from  inter- 
mixing things  having  no  proper  relation  to  each  other.  It  would  seem 
that  Congress  had  experienced  the  evils  resulting  from  intermixing  things 
having  no  jproper  relation  to  each  otKer  in  one  act,  and  were  also  aware  of 
the  deception  which  had  frequently  been  practised  in  legislation  by  enact- 
ing provisions  in  the  body  of  a  law  altogether  different  from  the  professions 
contained  in  the  title,  and  that  they  were  determined  that  in  this  new  Terri- 
tory every  offspring  of  legislative  enactment  should  not  only  stand  upon  its 
own  merits,  but  should  also  come  into  the  world  with  a  responsible  name, 
and  thus  a  great  door  to  log-rolling  and  fraud  be  effectually  closed. 

In  looking  for  an  act  locating  or  changing  the  seat  of  government,  we 
ahould  naturally  look,  knowing  this  provision  of  the  laws  of  Congress,  for 
some  title  expressive  of  this  object.  We  look  and  find  none  :  *^  the  seat 
of  government"  is  not  even  mentioned  in  the  title  of  any  act  passed  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly.  We  look  still  further,  and  under  the  modest  and  un- 
assuming title  of  ^^  An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  location 
and  erection  of  the  public  buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon,"  (Cren. 
Laws,  p.  222,)  we  find  an  act  containing  ten  sections :  the  first  section  pro- 
fesses to  locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government,  and  instruct  future 
Legislative  Assemblies  where  to  meet;  the  second  section  locates  the  peniten- 
tiary at  a  different  place  in  a  different  county  from  the  seat  of  government; 
the  third  section  locates  and  establishes  a  University  in  a  different  place  in  a 
<lifferent  county  from  either  the  seat  of  government  or  penitentiary,  and  ap- 
propriates the  funds  granted  by  Congress  for  the  endowment  of  a  University 
to  the  erection  of  buildings,  &c.  The  remaining  sections  contain  miscella- 
neous provisions  referring  to  the  first  three  sections.  It  is  evident  that  the 
location  of  the  seat  of  government,  and  instruction  to  legislative  assemblies, 
are  not  public  buildings ;  and  it  cannot  for  a  moment  be  contended  that  the 
penitentiary  and  university  have  any  necessary  relations  to  each  other  or  to 
the  seat  of  government,  especially  where  those  buildings  are  to  be  erected  in 
different  places,  and  neither  of  them  at  the  seat  of  government ;  and  it 
would  be  a  difficult  matter  to  convince  any  man  of  natural  abilities,  that 
the  proper  way  to  express  in  the  title  the  subject-matter  of  a  law  to  change 
the  seat  of  government,  was  to  use  the  language  adopted  in  the  title  to  this 
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act.  We  have  yet  to  learn  of  the  first  one  who  considers  the  act  as  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  organic  law.  Any  one,  upon  reading  the  law,  would  in- 
fer that  there  was  a  studied  desien  running  through  the  whole  of  that  act^ 
to  see  how  many  provisions  of  the  organic  law  could  be  violated  in  so  lim- 
ited a  space ;  and  that  the  title  is  a  labored  effort  to  express  as  little  as 
possible  of  what  is  contained  in  the  body  of  the  bill.  Every  one  of  those 
objects  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  the  subject  of  a  separate  act ;  and 
the  conclusion  is  almost  irresistible,  that  there  must  have  been  some  im- 

t roper  influence's  at  work  to  have  intermixed  them  in  one  and  the  same  act. 
nder  the  organic  law  the  people  have  the  right  to  demand  septate  action 
upon  every  object  that  is  brought  before  the  Legislative  Assembly^  that  each 
act  may  stand  upon  its  own  merits  ;  and  they  have  a  rieht  to  demand  that 
the  object  of  every  act  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title,  that  they  may  know 
by  the  titles  of  the  different  acts,  as  they  appear  in  the  published  reports 
of  the  proceedings,  what  laws  are  under  consideration  on  the  part  of  those 
they  have  sent  to  legislate  for  their  interest.  The  court  would  be  unwor- 
thy its  position  should  it  deny  them  this  invaluable  right.  Congress,  as  if 
to  avoid  the  necessity  of  any  reasoning  in  regard  to  the  effect  of  an  act 
contrary  to  the  oi^anic  act  or  Territorial  constitution,  has,  in  so  many 
words,  declared  that  "it  shall  be  utterly  null  and  void."  (Sec.  6,  Organic 
Act.)  Can  stronger  language  be  used  ?  Can  an  act  utterly  null  and  void, 
ha>e  any  force  and  effect  ?  Is  it  not  dead — still-born — incapable  even  of 
resurrection  ?  The  matter  is  too  plain  for  argument :  it  is  no  law.  No 
man,  be  he  officer  or  citizen,  is  bound  to  pay  it  the  least  respect.  It  is 
dead  without  mourners,  and  can  lie  unburied  without  offence.  Every  one 
is  bound  to  disregard  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  law  is  conceded  to  be  void,  it  is  argued  that  every 
act  of  the  Legislative!  Assembly,  upon  a  subject-matter  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion, is  presumptively  valid,  and  that  courts  and  individuals  are  bound  so  to 
treat  it  until  declared  by  a  legal  tribunal  that  a  sort  of  judicial  coroner's  in- 
<)uest  must  sit  over  the  dead  law  to  give  its  solemn  decision  that  the  thing 
is  absolutely  defunct.  If  the  mere  statement  of  the  proposition  shows  its 
absurdity,  a  thorough  examination  will  show  it  still  more  clearly.  If  the 
Legislative  Assembly  should  charter  a  bank,  it  is  conceded  that  the  act  is 
hipding  upon  none,  because  the  subject-matter  of  chartering  a  bank,  is  not 
within  their  jurisdiction.  But  it  is  said,  that  if  tliey  should  establish  the 
seat  of  government,  by  an  act  which  is  passed  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  organic  act,  such  a  law  would  be  binding  until  it  is  pro- 
aounced  void  by  a  court;  because  the  subject-ma t tt r  of  locating  the  seat 
of  provemment  is  a  matter  within  their  jurisdiction.  The  term  jurisdiction, 
as  applieil  in  this  sense  to  a  legislative  body  having  no  judicial  power,  is 
entirely  misapplied.  It  can  possibly  have  no  such  legal  application.  Nei- 
ther of  the  acts  is  good  or  bad,  because  they  are  within  or  beyond  the  ju- 
risdiction of  the  Legislative  Assembly ;  but  both  are  void,  and  in  precisely 
the  same  sense  and  to  the  same  extent  worthless,  and  entirely  to  be  disre- 
^rded,  and  for  the  same  reason  in  each  case,  namely  :  the  want  of  power 
m  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  pjiss  them.  The  Legislative  Assembly  cannot 
charter  a  bank,  because  they  are  prohibited  from  doing  so  in  the  organic 
act ;  and  they  cannot  pass  a  law  fixing  the  seat  of  government  and  provi- 
ding for  other  objects  in  the  same  bill,  with  a  title  that  does  not  express  the 
object  of  the  act,  because  such  legislation  is  also  prohibited  in  the  organi : 
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act.     The  same  sentence  is  passed  alike  on  both :  they  are  utterly  null  and 
void. 

It  is  further  claimed,  that  when  the  Legislative  Assembly  have  passed  an 
act  similar  to  the  one  in  question,  it  is  presumptively  valid,  and  every  one  must 
believe  it  to  be  a  good  law,  and  act  under  and  upon  it  as  a  good  law,  until 
the  courts  have  pronounced  it  void,  and  that  the  judges  of  the  courts  must 
walk  according  to  all  its  provisions,  and  assemble  at  the  place  pointed  out, 
before  they  can  sit  upon  the  question  and  pronounce  as  to  its  validity.  Such 
is  not  the  jjoctrine  of  the  American  law,  or  of  any  law  that  prevails  in  any 


their  constitution,  are  authorized  to  declare,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  what 
is  law  with  Judicial  authority.  Judges,  when  not  acting  in  an  official  capa- 
city, have  the  same  right  of  obeying  a  valid  law  and  disregarding  a  void  law. 
In  regard  to  a  law  of  this  kind,  where  the  very  place  of  meeting  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  court  is  the  matter  in  question,  and  they  cannot  meet  without 
virtually  deciciing  the  question,  the  act  of  each  judge  in  proceeding  to  the 
seat  of  justice  is,  in  a  measure,  an  official  act  which  he  is  under  an  oath  to 
perform,  according  to  a  law  that  is  binding,  and  not  according  to  a  void  act, 
and  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the  court  upon  that  point  may,  with  great 
propriety,  from  the  very  necessity  of  the  case,  be  considered  a  judicial  de- 
termination by  the  court  of  the  question.  But  what  is  meant  by  a  law  pre- 
sumptively valid  ?  If  it  is  meant  that  the  court  will  enler  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  every  law  or  act  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  with  a 
disposition  to  consider  it  good,  unless  the  contrary  is  manifest — presuming 
that  the  legislature  will  exercise  due  care  in  enacting  laws  that  are  good- 
then  I  agree  with  the  doctrine ;  but  if  presumptively  valid  means  what  it 
seems  to  be  used  for,  namely,  that  void  acts  passed  by  a  Legislative  Assem- 
bly have  a  sort  of  prima  facie  validity  that  it  requires  action  to  overthrow 
them,  it  is  not  used  in  any  sense  warranted  by  legal  authority.  A  void  act 
is  of  no  force  upon  any  one  action,  but  a  court  may  declare  it  so  ;  but  it  was 

i'ust  as  lifeless  and  inoperative  before  the  declaration  by  the  court,  as  after, 
t  is  a  well  established  principle  of  law,  as  well  as  common  sense,  that  you 
cannot  kill  a  dead  thing  so  as  to  render  it  more  lifeless.  If  this  doctrine  of 
presumptive  validity  is  correct,  and  every  man  is  bound  to  act  upon  a  law 
as  valid  until  it  is  decided  invalid  by  a  co  urt ;  suppose  a  legislature 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  of  crimes  and  punishments  should 
pass  a  law  making  the  killing  of  a  hog  punishable  by  death,  and  command- 
ing every  man  who  saw  the  offence  committed  to  shoot  down  the  offender 
without  judge  or  jury ;  the  subject-matter  of  crimes  is  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  legislature,  and  they  have  a  right  to  punish  hog-killing  with  death. 
To  be  sure,  there  is  a  little  informality  in  the  mode  of  execution  and  de- 
priving an  American  citizen  of  the  right  of  trial  by  jury;  but  what  of  that? 
the  law  is  presumptively  valid.  No  court  has  said  it  was  not  so,  and  it  must 
be  obeyed.  What  would  be  the  effect  if  the  law-obeying  citizen  were  brought 
up  charged  with  murder,  and  tried  by  a  court  where  justice  was  administered 
according  to  law  ?  I  opine  that  such  an  excuse  would  only  avail  on  the 
plea  of  insanity ;  but  the  case  in  question  shows  the  utter  absurdity  of  this 
doctrine  of  presumptive  validity  about  as  clearly  as  any  case  that  we  can 
sujipose.  Had  the  members  of  the  court  gone  to  Salem  entertaining  their 
present  opinion  of  the  law,  they  must  have  pronounced rtiiatJhe  law  was 
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void,  and  never  had  any  force  or  validity.  The  question  would  then  rise  to 
the  mind  of  every  one,  is  the  law  so  unreasonable  and  absurd  as  to  require 
the  judges  to  come  so  far  from  the  place  where  the  law  compelled  them  to 
assemble,  merely  for  the  purpose  of  declaring  that  they  were  in  the  wrong 
place,  which  they  knew  very  well  before  ?  Such  a  construction  cannot  be 
correct.  The  last  argument  I  shall  notice,  if  argument  it  may  be  called,  is 
rather  an  affectionate  appeal  to  the  sympathy  of  the  court.  It  is  said  that 
very  many  members  of  the  legislature  have  been  befogged  by  the  law  on 
their  road  to  the  seat  of  government,  and  are  huddled  together  in  some  im- 
proj)er  place,  where  they  have  made  up  their  minds  to  remain  unless  the 
supreme  court  shall  go  to  that  place  and  officially  and  judicially  shed  light 
upon  their  path-way,  which  will  enable  them  to  see  their  way  clear  to  the 
seat  of  government,  and  that  we  ought  to  go  there,  by  way  to  compromise, 
and  enaole  those  who  have  come  to  such  a  deliberation  to  retreat  with 
henur.  An  act  like  this  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  court  would  be 
a  void  act,  not  having  the  force  of  a  legal  decision,  and  would,  in  effect,  be? 
placing  upon  the  records  the  fact  that  the  judges  knew  that  they  were  not 
acting  according  to  law.  Personally,  I  should  very  much  desire  to  gratify 
the  feelings  of  any  such,  if  any  there  are ;  but  the  obligations  of  jan  official 
oath  to  act  according  to  law,  forbids  a  court  to  be  governed  by  mere  ques- 
tions of  feeling  or  expediency,  and  we  must  do  our  duty,  leaving  to  others 
to  act  as  they  shall  answer  to  the  people,  whose  agents  we  all  are. 

The  entire  want  of  time  to  refer  particularly  to  all  the  authorities  which 
go  to  support  the  position  I  have  taken,  compels  me  to  omit  that  branch  of 
the  case,  which  I  do  cheerfully,  knowing  that  his  honor  the  Chief  Justice 
is  entirely  competent  to  show  that  our  decision  is  as  clear  upon  authority  as 
I  deem  it  on  principle.  I  have  said  thus  much,  and  said  it^plainly,  because 
upon  a  question  of  this  importance  I  desire  not  to  be  misunderstood,  and  I 
deemed  it  iny  duty.  It  is  my  opinion  that  Oregon  city  is  at  this  time  the 
legal  seat  of  government,  and  the  only  place  where  the  supreme  court  can 
legally  convene ;  and  that,  therefore,  the  application  to  suspend  proceed- 
ing in  this  cause  must  be  refused. 
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Chief  Justice  JSTelson^s  Opinion. 

The  supreme  court  of  Oregon  Territory  is  required  to  hold  a  terra  on 
the  first  Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  at  the  seat  of  government,  and 
the  question  is  now  raised — Where  is  the  seat  of  government  ?  Under  the 
act  ef  Congress  organizing  the  Territory,  the  governor  appointed  Oregon 
city  as  the  place  where  the  Legislative  Assembly  was  required  to  hold  its 
first  session.  By  the  fifteenth  section  of  that  act,  the  Assembly,  at  its  first 
session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  it  should  deem  expedient,  was  empowered 
to  locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government  for  the  Territory  at  such 
place  as  it  should  deem  eligible.  Tne  Assembly,  at  its  first  session,  ad- 
journed without  fixing  any  time  or  place  for  its  next  session.  Shortly 
afterwards  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature  was  held  at  Oregon  city,  pur- 
suant to  a  call  of  the  governor.*  In  May,  1850,  this  body  passed  a  joint 
resolution  in  these  words : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Assembly  will  meet  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  December  next." 

The  last  legislature  assembled  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  1850, 
at  Oregon  city.     A  short  time  previous  to  its  adjournment  and  on  the 
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seventh  clay  of  February,  1831,  a  resolution  passed  both  houses  in  these 
words : 

"  Resolved  by  the  Council  {the  House  concurring  thertinj^  That  the  Le- 
gislative Assembly  of  Oregon  Territory  will  meet  annually  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  at  the  seat  of  government." 

Now,  the  seat  of  government  is  the  place  where  the  legislative  body  may 
lawfully  assemble  and  enact  its  laws.  I  am  of  the  opimon,  therefore,  that 
a  fair  construction  of  the  language  used  by  Congress  in  the  fifteenth  section 
of  the  act  referred  to,  joined  to  the  action  of  the  legislature  itself,  requires 
jjs,  in  the  absence  of  any  proper  legislation  by  the  Territory,  to  regard  the 
seat  of  government  as  continuing  at  Oregon  city.  The  language  used  by 
Congress  is  by  no  means  explicit,  but  any  other  interpretation  of  it  would 
leave  the  legislature  without  any  place  fixed  by  law  for  holding  its  session^ 
unless  resort  should  be  had  to  the  law  of  the  provisional  government  on 
the  subject. 

The  14th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  organizing  the  Territory,  con- 
tains a  provision  in  these  words :  "And  the  existing  laws  now  in  force  in 
the  Territory  of  Oregon,  under  the  authority  of  the  provisional  govern- 
ment established  by  the  people  thereof,  shall  continue  to  be  valid  and  oper- 
ative therein,  so  far  as  the  same  be  not  imcompatible  with  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  principles  and  provisions  of  this  act,  subject, 
&c."     By  the  law  of  the  provisional  government,  the  legislative  body  was 
required  'to  meet  at  the  Willamette  Tails,  (now  Oregon  city ;)  so  that, 
whether  we  fall  back  upon  the  law  of  the  provisional  government,  or  re- 
pose upon  the  act  of  Congress,  and  the  course  of  action  pursued  by  the 
Territorial  legislature  under  the  same,  Oregen  city  must  be  considered  as 
the  seat  of  go^rnment,  unless  by  some  legal  aaactment  it  has  been  fixed 
at  some  other  place.     The  Legislative  Assembly,  at  its  last  session,  passed 
"  An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  location  and  erection  of 
the  public  buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon.''    This  act  is  composed 
of  ten  sections — the  first  of  which  locates  and  establishes  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernmeut  at  Salem ;  the  second  locates  and  establishes  the  penitentiary  at 
Portland ;  and  the  third  locates  and  establishes  the  University  at  Marys- 
ville,  and  declares  that  the  property  granted  to  the  Territory  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  University  shall  be  applied  to  the  erection  of  suitable  build- 
ings at  that  place.     The  other  sections  of  the  act  relate  to  the  appointment 
of  commissioners  to  superintend  the  erection  of  the  buildings  at  Salem  and 
Portland,  regulate  their  official  duties,  and  provide  for  vacancies  occurring 
in  their  offices.     If  this  enactment  has  been  rightfully  made,  then  the 
assembly,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  conferred  upon  them  by  Congress,  has 
changed  the  seat  of  government  from  Oregon  city  to  Salem.     But  the 
validity  of  this  act  is  questioned,  as  being  repugnant  to  the  act  of  Congress 
establishing  the  Territorial  government.     Was  this  act,  then,  passed  by  the 
Assembly  in  the  legitimate  exercise  of  the  powers  granted  to  it,  and  in  the 
mode  prescribed  by  Congress  ?    In  order  to  answer  this  question,  we  must 
refer  to  the  law  of  Congress  passed  on  Ahe  14th  of  August,  1848,  estab- 
lishing the  Territorial  government  of  Oregon.     This  is  the  fundamental  law 
of  the  Territory ;   by  it  the  different  departments  of  the  government- 
executive,  legislative,  and  judicial — are  created,  and  their  respective  powers 
limited  and  defined.     It  holds  substantially  the  same  place  in  the  regulation 
of  affairs  of  the  Territory  that  a  constitution  does  in  a  State.     Neither  of 
the  departments  can  .'issume  greater  powers,  nor  exerci»Mhose  powers  in 
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any  other  way  than  the  supreme  law,  either  in  terms  or  by  necessary  inipli* 
catioOy  allows.  Any  attempt  to  do  so  would  be  an  act  of  usurpation.  If 
we  should  hold  otherwise,  we  should  be  saying  in  effect  that  the  a^ent  is^ 
superior  to  the  principal,  and  has  the  right  to  destroy  the  foundation  on 
which  his  own  power  rests.  A  course  of  action  in  accordance  with  such 
views  would  be  revolution.  The  organic  act  gives  to  the  Assemblv  the 
ri^ht  to  legislate  upon  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  in  the  mode,  subject  to 
the  conditions,  and  with  the  exceptions,  provided  for  in  section  6.  That 
section  is  in  the  following  words : 

^^^9nd  be  it' further  enacted^  That  the  legislative  power  of  the  Territory 
shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States ;  nor  shall  the  lands  or  other 
property  of  non-residenfs  be  taxed  higher  than  the  lands  or  other  property 
of  residents.  All  the  laws  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and,  if  disapproved,  shall 
be  null  and  of  no  enect :  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con* 
strued  to  give  power  to  incorporate  a  bank,  or  any  institution  with  banking 
powers,  or  to  borrow  money  in  the  name  of  the  Territory,  or  to  pledge  the 
faith  of  the  people  of  the  same  for  any  loan  whatever,  either  directly  or 
indirectly.  No  charter  granting  any  privilege  of  making,  issuing,  or  put- 
ting mto  circulation  any  notes  or  bill  in  the  likeness  of  bank-notes,  or  any 
bonds,  scrip,  drafts,  bills  of  exchange,  or  obligations,  or  granting  any  other 
banking  powers  or  privileges,  shall  be  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 
Nor  shall  the  establishment  of  any  branch  or  agency  of  any  such  corpor- 
ation, derived  from  other  authority,  be  allowed  in  said  Territory ;  nor  shall 
said  Legislative  Assembly  authorize  the  issue  of  any  obligation,  scrip,  or 
evidence  of  debt  by  said  Territory,  in  any  mode  or  manner  whatever,  ex- 
(«pt  certificates  for  services  to  said  Territory  ;  and  all  such  laws,  or  any 
law  or  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  utterly 
null  and  void  ;  and  all  taxes  shall  be  equal  and  uniform,  and  no  distinction 
shall  be  made  in  the  assessments  between  different  kinds  of  property,  but 
the  assessments  shall  be  according  to  the  value  thereof.  To  avoid  improper 
influences,  which  may  result  from  intermixing  in  one  and  the  same  act  such 
things  as  have  no  proper  relation  to  each  other,  every  law  shall  embrace 
but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title." 

It  will  be  perceived  from  this  section  that  there  are  certain  suhjects  upon 
which  the  Territorial  legislation  is  expressly  forbidden  to  act.  The  conse- 
quence of  doing  so  is  declared  in  the  act  itself:  "  Any  law  or  laws  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  utterly  null  and  void." 
Again:  All  legislation  must  be  in  conformity  with  the  rule  which  requires 
every  act  to  embrace  but  one  object,  and  that  to  be  expressed  in  the  title ; 
otherwise  it  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  law,  and  therefore,  according 
to  the  declared  will  of  Congress,  utterly  null  and  void ;  even  if  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  should  pass  a  law  in  relation  to  a  subject  over  which  they 
bave  no  jurisdiction,  or  should,  in  their  action,  observe  every  direction  pre- 
scribed by  Congress,  it  is  still  subject  to  be  disapproved  of  by  Congress ;  in 
which  event,  it  would  become  null  and  void  from  the  time  it  was  disap- 
proved of.  But  an  act  of  the  Territorial  legislature,  either  in  relation  to  a 
subiect  over  which  Congress  has  given  it  no  power  to  legislate,  or  passed 
without  an  observance  of  the  rules  prescribed  in  the  act,  requires  no  disap- 
proval of  Congress  to  strike  it  with  death.     It  can  never,  owing  to  its^re- 
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pugnance  to  the  su|)erior  law,  have  any  vitality  ;  it  is,  if  I  may  so  speak, 
repealed  beforehand ;  it  is  entitled  to  no  more  obedience  nor  respect  than  is 
an  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  rightfully  passed,  after  it  is  disapproved 
of  by  Congress.  Chief  Justice  Marshall,  in  the  4th  vol.  Com.  Rep.  of 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  remarks :  ''  When  repugnancy  exists, 
the  authority  which  is  supreme  must  control,  and  not  yield  to  that  over 
which  it  is  supreme.  A  law  absolutely  repugnant  to  another,  as  entirely 
repeals  that  other  as  if  express  terms  of  repeal  were  used."  In  each  case 
the  act  becomes  null  and  void,  or  of  no  effect.  Void  things  are  no  thin^; 
null  means  of  no  binding  force  or  validity.  An  act  that  is  null  and  void, 
is,  in  its  legal  signification,  precisely  the  same  as  if  it  hstd  never  been 
passed,  and  is  of  no  more  obligation  than  if  all  traces  of  it  were  expungeti 
from  the  records  of  the  body  that  passed  it,  than  if  it  were  a  blanJc  upon 
the  statute-book.  Does  the  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  contravene 
the  law  of  Congress  as  contained  in  the  section  before  quoted  ?  It  is  at 
all  times  a  delicate  task  for  the  judiciary  to  call  in  question  the  validity  of 
the  acts  of  one  of  the  co-ordinate  powers  of  government.  It  is,  however, 
their  duty  to  declare  what  the  law  is  when  the  question  fairly  arises,  from 
which  neither  their  oaths  nor  their  regard  for  the  true  interests  of  the 
people  will  permit  them  to  shrink.  If  the  question  is  doubtful,  every  pre- 
sumption is  to  be  indulged  in  favor  of  the  virtue  or  validity  of  the  act ;  but 
if  it  be  made  clearly  to  appear  that  the  le^lature  has  transgressed  its 
powers,  or  has  failed  to  observe  the  requisites  of  a  paramount  law,  no 
alternative  is  left  to  the  court  but  to  decide  its  acts  to  be  voitl.  Entertain- 
ing the  most  unfeigned  respect  for  the  body  that  passed  this  act,  I  am  con- 
strained to  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  act  was  passed  in  violation  of  the 
law  of  Congress,  and  therefore  has  no  force,  and  is  entitled  to  no  observ- 
ance. Without  noticing  other  objections,  the  act  clearly  embraces  at  least 
three  different  objects,  viz :  The  seat  of  government,  the  penitentiary,  and 
the  University.  It  is  equally  within  the  letter  and  within  the  mischief  of 
the  law  of  Congress  sought  to  be  prevented.  The  whole  act  is  therefore  a 
nullity.  It  has  been  stated,  however,  that  every  act  of  the  legislature 
should  be  observed  and  obeyed  until  it  is  set  aside  by  the  court,  now  an 
act  that  has  no  more  force  than  so  much  blank  paper  can  require  any 
observance,  it  is  difficult  to  comprehend.  But  the  court  has  no  power  to 
set  aside  any  law — that  is  a  legislative  function.  It  is  the  province  of  the 
court  simply  to  declare  what  the  law  is.  If  a  question  arises  as  to  the 
validity  of  an  act  of  the  legislature,  the  power  to  settle  it  is  lodged  in  the 
judiciary ;  and  if  that  body  should  hold  it  to  be.  void,  anything  done  under 
It  would  be  void,  not  because  the  court  sets  aside,  but  because,  according 
to  the  decision  of  the  tribunal  appointed  to  determine  the  question,  it  never 
had  any  binding  force  as  a  law.  A  void  act  is  none  the  more  void  because 
the  court  has  so  judicially  determined.  The  court  does  not  make  the  lav 
void — it  only  settles  the  question  and  removes  the  uncertainty. 

But  let  us  see  to  what  consequences  this  novel  and  extraordinary  doctrine, 
that  a  void  act  deserves  obedience  until  set  aside  by  the  court,  will  lead  us. 
If  it  deserves  respect  and  obedience,  it  is  just  as  much  a  violation  of  duty  to 
resist  it  through  the  channels  of  the  courts  as  it  is  to  resist  it  in  any  other 
way.  That  is  one  mode  only  of  opposing  it,  and  all  opposition  to  it,  ac- 
cording to  this  theory,  is  wrong,  until  the  courts  have  made  an  adjudication. 
In  such  a  case  how  will  the  court  ever  be  called  upon  to  decide  the  question. 
It  never  adjudicates  upon  the  validity  of  a  legislative  act,  unless  in  some  suit 
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cr  jadicial  proceeding  it  is  sought  to  be  enforced  on  the  one  side  antl  resisted 
on  the  other.  Obey  the  illegal  statute,  say  the  advocates  of  this  doctrine, 
in  effect,  until  the  court  adjudge  it  to  be  void,  and  yet  the  course  recom- 
mended will  forever  prevent  an  adjudication  from  being  made.  If  this  prin- 
.  iple  be  correct,  the  consequences  will  inevitably  ensue,  thnt  unauthorized 
rnactments  will  always  have  the  effect  of  unquestionable  laws,  and  the 
legislature  becomes  omnipotent.  What  security  exists,  then,  for  the  liberty 
ci  the  citizen  when  all  power  is  consolidated  in  one  body  ?  But  if  the  court 
should  arrogate  to  itself  the  right  of  sitting  in  review  upon  the  proceedings 
of  the  legislature,  and  should  assume,  without  any  question  arising  before  it, 
to  pronoumie  upon  the  legality  or  illegality  of  its  proceedings,  the  evil  of 
the  doctrine  would  not  be  obviated.  The  property  of  the  citizen  might  be 
stripped  from  him  by  an  unconstitutional  act,  and  scattered  to  the  four 
ruartere  of  the  globe  before  the  time  arrives  for  the  court  to  assemble  ;  his 
life,  even,  before  a  term  could  be  held,  might  be  taken  away,  under  the  di- 
rection of  an  act  in  palpable  violation  of  the  supreme  law,  and  yet  it  is  his 
duty,  if  this  doctrine  be  correct,  to  yield  up  the  sacrifice.  Obedience  to  the 
iaw  until  it  is  set  aside  by  the  court  is  the  dogma.  Such  a  position  I  ap- 
prehend is  utterly  indefensible  upon  any  sound  view  of  law,  or  upon  any 
principle  of  common  sense.  Where  the  re » is  no  right  on  the  part  of  a 
ic^lature  to  pass  a  law,  there  can  exist  no  duty  on  the  citizen's  part  to 
observe  it,  otherwise  he  is  bound  to  respect  usurpation.  The  authorities 
to  sustain  these  positions,  if  any  are  necessary  in  a  case  so  palpable  to  the 
reason,  are  numerous  and  most  explicit.  In  the  case  of  ('harles  River 
bridge  vs.  Warren  bridge,  7  Pick.  Rep.  441,  Morton,  judge,  says  :  "Legis- 
lators act  by  delegated  authority,  and  only  as  the  agents  of  the  people;  the 
constitution  contains  the  grant  of  their  power.  If  they  exercise  any  not 
<  mtained  in  this  instrument,  it  is  usurpation  ;  any  such  acts  are  void  for 
thp  want  of  authority  to  make  or  pass  them."  Again,  on  pages  4o8-9, 
be  sajs :  "  The  supreme  law  of  the  land  expressly  and  peremptorily  inter- 
«Iicts  the  leg^islatures  of  the  several  States  from  passing  any  law  impairing 
'he  obligation  of  contracts.  Any  legislative  act  assuming  the  form  of  law, 
iidving  this  effect,  is  a  nullity,  and  a  blank  upon  the  statute  book.*'  And 
further,  or  in  the  same  case,  he  obsarret,  in  respect  to  the  act  then  under 
discussion :  "Upon  its  constitutionalitjr  w«  are  bound  to  decide ;  if  it  clearly 
contravenes  any  constitutional  provision,  our  duty  is  plain — the  act  is  a 
nullity."  In  the  •ase  of  Kimberly  vs.  Ely,  which  arose  in  Massachusetts, 
Parker,  chief  justice,  remarks :  "  It  has  been  Urged  that  the  proceedings 
are  not  void  but  voidable,  and  therefore  may  become  valid  by  the  consent 
or  ratification  of  the  party  whose  interests  are  affected ;  but  an  act  of  the 
legislature,  which  it  has  no  constitutional  right  or  power  to  pass,  is  a  nullity, 
and  all  proceedings  under  it  are  void."  In  3d  McLean's  Reports,  p.  107, 
it  is  laid  down  that  an  unconstitutional  law  can  afford  a  justification  to  no 
one.  In  the  case  of  Rice  vs.  Foster,  4th  Harrington's  Reports,  p.  603, 
Jndge  Harrington,  in  speaking  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  obnoxious  to  the 
constitution,  says  :  "The  delegation  of  such  power  is  unauthorized  and  in- 
valid, and  the  execution  of  it  is  not  an  act  of  legislation,  but  of  usurpation, 
which  the  citizen  is  not  obliged,  and  the  other  departments  of  government 
are  not  at  liberty,  to  obey."  In  the  sime  case,  p.  506,  the  chancellor  of 
Maryland  observes  :  "  In  like  manner,  the  action  of  the  legislative  powers 
when  exercised,  in  order  to  produce  a  valid  law,  must  be  in  accordance  with 
ilii"  mode  of  action  prescribed  in  thr  constitution,  otherwisi;  t!je  rc«iJt  cannot 
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he  pursuant  to  the  agreement  as  contained  in  the  social  compact,  and  there- 
fore not  obligatory  on  the  citizen."  In  the  case  of  Baify  vs.  Railroad 
Company,  4th  Harrington,  p.  414,  Houston,  judge,  says:  "No  one  will 
contend  (I  presume)  that  if  the  legislature  should  pass  an  unconstitutional 
act,  the  people  of  the  State  would  be  bound  to  obey  it."  The  case  of  Prigi^ 
vs.  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  IG  Peters's  Supreme  Court  Rep.  U.  S., 
p.  '339,  bears  with  direct  application  on  this  matter. 

After  an  attentive  examination,  I  cannot  conceive  how  any  further  room 
is  left  to  doubt,  as  to  the  matter  in  question.  The  supremacy  of  the  tri- 
bunal that  decided  it,  joined  to  the  exalted  character  of  the  judees,  and  the 
profound  consideration  given  to  the  case  by  the  court,  entitles  its  doctrines 
to  instant  and  cordial  acquiescence.  The  case  was  thus :  Prigg,  a  citizen  ot 
Maryland,  was  indicted  in  a  criminal  court  of  Pennsylvania  for  having  forci- 
bly taken  and  carried  away  from  that  State,  contrary  to  the  statutes  of 
Pennsylvania,  a  negro  slave  who  had  escaped  from  Maryland,  and  who,  bj 
the  laws  of  Maryland,  belonged  to  a  citizen  of  Maryland,  who  had  dul) 
appointed  Prigg  agent  to  recover  the  slave.  The  acts  and  doings  of  Prigg 
were  in  plain,  open  violation  of  the  statutes  of  Pennsylvania,  but  he  utterly 
disregarded  them,  on  the  ground  that  they  conflicted  with  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States.  The  State  courts  gave  judgment  against  Prigg,  and 
he  carried  the  matter  to  the  ^Supreme  Court  of  tne  United  States  for  re- 
view. That  august  tribunal,  after  most  thorough  searching  and  eloquent 
arguments  of  distinguished  counsel,  unanimously  reversed  the  judgment  of 
the  State  courts,  and  thus  in  effect  decided  that  Prigg's  open  disobedience 
and  disregard  of  a  plain  statute  of  the  Pennsylvania  Le^Iature  wiLS 
right  and  legal,  because  the  statute  was  void.  Chief  Justice  Taney  in 
that  case,  in  speaking  of  the  right  of  the  master  to  arrest  his  fugitive  slave, 
remarks :  '^  He  has  a  right  peaceably  to  take  possession  of  him,  and  ciirry 
Jiim  away,  without  any  certificate  or  warrant  from  the  judge  of  the  district 
tjr  circuit  court  of  the  United  States^  and  whoever  resists  or  obstructs  him 
is  a  wrong  doer,  and"  (mark  the  words)  "every  State  law  which  proposes, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  authorize  such  resistance  or  obstruction  is  null  and 
void,  and  affords  no  justification  to  the  Individual  or  officer  of  the  State  who 
acts  under  it." 

Judge  McLean,  in  the  opinion  given  by  him  in  the  case,  observes :  ''  If 
the  master  may  lawfully  seize  and  remove  the  fugitive  out  of  the  State 
where  he  may  be  found,  without  an  exhibition  of  his  claim,  he  may  lawful!) 
resist  any  force  jphysical  or  legal,  which  the  State  or  citizens  of  the  State 
may  interpose.  To  hold  that  he  must  exhibit  his  claim  in  case  of  resistance, 
is  to  abandon  the  ground  assumed.  He  is  engaged,  it  is  said,  in  the  lawful 
prosecution  of  a  constitutional  right.  All  resistance,  then,  by  whomsoever 
laade  oi  in  whatsoever  form,  must  be  illegal.  Under  such  circumstances 
the  master  needs  no  proof  of  his  claim,  though  he  might  stand  in  need  of 
vreater  physical  power.  Having  appealed  to  this  power,  he  has  only  to 
collect  a  sufficient  force  to  put  down  all  resistance  and  attain  his  object. 
Having  done  this,  he  not  only  stands  acquitted  and  justified,  but  he  has  re- 
course for  any  injury  he  may  have  received  in  overcoming  the  resistance. 
If  this  be  a  constitutional  remedy,  it  may  not  always  be  a  peaceable  one. 
But,  if  it  be  a  rightful  remedy,  that  it  may  be  carried  to  this  extent  no  one 
can'deny."  Again,  in  speakmg  of  the  master's  claim,  he  says:  "His  ri^lj< 
is  ourtirtiitioil  by  the  constitution,  and  the  most  summary  means  for  its  en- 
forcement is  found  in  the  act  of  Congress,  and  neither  the  State  nor  its  citizens 
can  obstruct  the  prosecution  of  the  right.*'     Now,  two  reflections  may  be 
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made  upon  this  case:  If  Prig^  was  justified  in  disregarding  an  unconstitu- 
lional  statute  of  Pennsylvania,  the  justification  would  extend  to  all  the 
citizens  of  the  State  if  they  had  disregarded  it.  There  existed,  then,  no  duty 
on  the  part  of  any  citizen  to  respect  the  act.  Second :  If  the  State  legtsla- 
tore  obstructs  or  interferes  with  a  right  given  by  the  superior  law,  and  the 
citizen  may  and  should  utterly  disregard  their  action,  then  if  the  subordinate 
body  attempts  to  exercise  powers  which  are  denied  to  it  by  the  paramount 
law,  it  is  equally  the  privilege  and  duty  of  every  one  to  give  to  their  illegal 
doings  no  countenance  nor  respect.  ,  Apply  these  principles  to  the  case  in 
tana,  and  they  seem  to  me  decisive  of  the  question.  But  again,  it  has  been 
said,  that  masmuch  as  the  Legishtive  Assembly  had  the  right  to  actu  pon 
the  subject-matter  of  the  act,  it  is  to  be  presumed  good,  and  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  court  to  go  to  Salem,  and  there,  if  it  be  vicious,  pronounce  it 
bad.  It  is  true  that  we  are  not  to  suppose,  without  clear  evidence  to  the 
contrary,  that  the  legislature  has  transgressed  its  powers.  We  are  to  pre- 
sume everything  in  favor  of  the  correctness  of  its  acts;  but  if,  upon  compari- 
son of  its  doings  with  the  law  under  which  it  derives  its  powers,  we  discover 
a  failure  to  conform  to  the  will  of  its  superior,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to 
declare  the  mandate  of  the  law. 

Now,  how  are  we  to  ascertain  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  had  juris- 
diction of  the  subject*matter  ?     We  shall  be  answared  by  an  examination 
of  the  act  of  Congress.     But  does  not  the  same  act  of  Congress  require 
every  law  to  embrace  biit  one  object,  and  that  to  be  expressed  in  the  title? 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  whilst  we  are  looking  for  the  source  of  the  As- 
sembly's power  to  legislate,  we  at  the  same  time  discover  a  provision  that 
kills  the  act.     The  Assembly  has  no  more  right  to  pass  a  law  that  em- 
braces more  than  one  object  than  it  has  to  legislate  upon  a  subject  on  which 
it  is  forbidden  to  act.    Two  things  are  required  to  be  observed  in  all  legis- 
lation by  the  Assembly  :  first,  it  must  have  power  over  the  subject-matter; 
second,  each  act  must  embrace  but  one  object,  and  that  must  be  expressed 
m  the  title.     Disregard  of  either  of  these  rules  renders  its  doings  null  and 
void.    But  if  the. court  shall  go  to  Salem,  and  there,  as  a  court,  decide 
that  Salem  was  not  the  seat  of  government,  it  would  in  effect  convict  itself 
of  a  violation  of  the  law ;  and  even  if  it  was  not  unlawful  fur  it  to  do  so, 
what  good  purpose  could  it  serve  if  it  should  proceed  there?     It  would  be 
a  mere  piece  of  useless  formality,  and  the  law  never  requires  an  idle  cere- 
mony.    It  has  been  alleged  that  unless  the  court  meets  at  Salem,  and  there 
decides  upon  the  question,  its  decision  given  elsewhere  can  have  no  force, 
for  the  reason  that  it  would  be  simply  an  opinion  of  individuals  holding,  it 
is  true,  official  stations,  but,  not  being  assembled  pursuant  to  law,  it  cannot 
be  considered  as  a  judgment  of  the  court.     This  is  a  petitio  principii;  but 
if  the  judges  should  go  to  Salem,  and  there  decide  upon  the  question,  and 
the  decision  should  be  against  the  law,  would  not  the  decision  be  that  of 
individuals,  and  not  of  the  court?     Because,  by  their  own  delarations,  they 
were  not  sitting  at  the  place  prescribed  by  law.     The  question  as  to  the 
proper  place  to  pass  upon  the  act  of  the  Assembly  is  as  much  a  judicial 
question  as  that  of  the  validity  or  invalidity  ol  the  act  itself;  and  when  a 
sufficient  number  of  the  judges  constituting  the  court  are  convened  together 
at  the  proper  time,  and  at  what  they  deem  the  proper  place  for  holding  a 
term,  and  proceed  to  do  business  as  a  court,  the  question  is,  by  necessary 
implication,  decided,  and  must  be  regarded  as  settled  until  their  doings  are 
pronounced  erroneous  by  the  tribunal  having  the  pow^g.|pgjpy\(iew  them. 
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But  we  are  told  that,  as  a  matter  of  expediency^  as  an  indication  of  re* 
spect  to  one  of  the  co-ordinate  departments  of  the  government,  we  ought 
in  the  first  place  to  go  to  Salem,  even  if  the  act  of  the  Assembly  contra- 
venes the  law  of  Congress.  I  entertain  as  sincere  a  respect  for  the  As- 
sembly as  any  other  individual ;  I  regret  the  necessity  which  calls  in  ques- 
tion any  of  its  proceedings ;  but  if  respect  is  due  anywhere,  it  is  first  due 
to  Congress :  when  its  will  is  made  known  to  us  we  should  yield  to  it  every 
deference  and  obedience  in  preference  to  any  act  of  the  Territorial  lepsla- 
ture  that  may  be  in  conflict  with  it ;  we  cannot  serve  two  opposing  masters* 
Whilst  proper  deference  is  to  be  shown  to  every  one  in  matters  of  this  kind^ 
mere  compliments  are  out  of  the  question.  Courts  are  not  to  sacrifice  duty 
to  etiquette :  they  are  bound  to  follow  the  law,  and  not  expediency.  A 
judge  would  be  unworthy  of  his  place  on  the  bench,  if  he  should  suffer 
any  notions  of  false  politeness  or  temporary  expediency  to  bend  his  opin- 
ions or  to  influence  his  conduct  from  the  straight  line  of  duty.  And  who 
is  there  so  vain  a$  to  suppose  that  the  present  Assembly  is  weak  enough  to 
be  flattered  by  a  compliment  so  hollow  as  that  proposed  to  be  paid  by  the 
body  that  framed  this  act  ?  Will  it  be  better  satisfied  to  have  the  law 
pronounced  invalid  at  Salem  rather  than  at  Oregon  city  ?  Is  there  any 
magic  in  the  place  where  such  opinion  shall  be  given  ?  If  any  of  its  acts 
are  to  be  declared  void  by  judicial  determination,  I  entertain  too  high  an 
opinion  of  the  good  sense  oi  the  members  of  that  body  to  su|>pose  that  the 
effect  of  the  judgment  oi  the  court  is  to  be  rendered  less  unpalatable  to 
them  by  reason  of  the  locality  where  it  is  pronounced.  I  for  one  will 
never  demean  them  so  far  as  to  suppose  that  they  are  to  be  "pleased  with 
a  rattle  and  tickled  with  a  straw." 

I  have  thus  freely  expressed  my  views  on  this  question,  not  because  it 
involves  in  my  judgment  any  serious  difficulty,  but  because  the  principle  at 
stake  is  one  of  high  importance.  It  is  perhaps  well  that  the  discussion  of 
it  has  taken  place  at  this  period  in  the  history  of  this  young  nation.  We 
cannot  expect  that  men  will  be  wholly  influenced  by  their  local  interests 
and  feelings ;  but  I  cannot  but  think  that,  in  a  matter  affecting  so  deeply 
the  character  and  interests  of  the  Territory,  there  will  be  found  enough 
of  good  sense  and  patriotism  pervading  all  the  citizens  of  this  Territory, 
whether  in  public  or  private  station,  to  uphold  with  a  steady  hand,  regard- 
less of  all  minor  considerations,  the  law  of  the  land  as  settled  by  the 
authoritative  tribunal. 

The  objections  must  be  overruled.

Correspondence  between  Judge  Pratt,  one  of  the  Associate  Justices  rf  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  Hon.  Samuel  Parker,  President  of  the  Council  fo^ 
Oregon  Territory. 

Salem,  Marion  County,  O.  T., 

December  12, 1851. 
Dear  Sir  :  Learning  that  you  are  again  at  the  seat  of  government,  after 
a  short  absence,  I  called  at  your  quarters  to  see  you ;  but  being  told  that 
^on  were  out,  and  most  likely  would  stay  away  idl  .t.h(g^e|ening,  I  will  not 
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wait  your  return,  and  in  place  of  it  take  the  liberty  to  address  you  a  note. 
The  object  of  my  visit  is,  to  see  and  inquire  of  you  whether  you  at  any 
time  heretofore  or  do  now  entertain  a  doubt  about  the  legality  of  arf  assem- 
blage of  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  this  place,  and  their  power  to  legislate 
after  being  thus  assembled  ?  Since  I  last  saw  yon,  Judges  Nelson  and 
Strong  have  held  what  they  call  a  supreme  court,  at  Oregon  city,  and  de- 
nounced in  unmeasured  terms  the  action  of  the  people's  representatives  as 
disorganizing  and  revolutionary,  because  they  have  assembled  at  Salem  to 
do  their  public  duties  in  obedience  to  the  location  law,  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  sounds  strangely  to  us,  but  w6 
are  prepared  for  almost  anything  after  what  has  transpired  in  certain  quar- 
ters during  the  last  twelve  months.  It  looks  a  good  deal  like  a  party 
struggle  to  sustain  the  governor,  who  has  kept  the  capital  and  public  library 
away  from  us,  in  defiance  of  all  law,  for  a  whole  ;^ear.    What  think  you  ?

Deak  Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  **  whether  I  at  any  time  hereto- 
fore, or  do  now  entertain  a  doubt  about  the  legality  of  an  assemblage  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  at  this  place,  and  their  power  to  legislate  aiter  being 
thus  assembled,"  I  take  occasion  to  answer,  and  say  that  at  all  times  since 
reading  the  "  location  act"  of  last  winter,  (and  now  no  less  than  ever,) 
I  have  never  doubted  the  legal  necessity  ami  official  obligation  imposed  by 
it  on  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  assemble  at  Salem,  which  by 
that  act  was  made  the  seat  of  government,  and  of  their  doing  such  business 
in  the  way  of  legiriation  as  may  be  found  to  be'  necessary  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  Territory.  And  I  further  conceive  that  this  necessity  and  obligation 
will  continue  binding  until  that  law  is  either  disapproved  by  Congress,  re- 
pealed by  the  Legislative  Assembly  or  declared  unconstitutional  by  a  court 
lawAilly  organised  and  invested  with  power  to  adjudge  its  invalidity. 
A&er  which,  should  either  of  such  events  occur,  I  do  not  doubt  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly,  not  being  prevented  by  the  organic  law,  nor  any  statute, 
would  then  be  at  liberty,  until  the  capital  is  again  established,  to  assemble 
and  do  business,  by  common  consent,  at  any  other  place  which  might  be 
selected.  I  am  clearly  of  opinion,  however,  and  have  always  thought  the 
«wne  since  entering  upon  my  duties  here  three  years  ago,  that  the  supreme 
^oort  can  only  be  holden  at  the  "  seat  of  government,"  as  expressly  stated 
ia  the  law  of  Congress  organizing  the  Territory ;  and  that  pkce  is  not 
Oregon  city,  for  the  reason  that  what  should  be  the  seat  of  government  was 
left  to  be  established  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  at  its  first  or  any  subse- 
quent session ;  and  it  is  not  pretended  that  any  law  or  act  has  ever  been 
passed  by  that  body,  conferring  upon  it  such  character  or  distinction.  The 
only  apology  offered  in  support  of  such  assumption  is,  firsts  that  it  was  the 
capital  of  the  provisional  government,  and  made  so  by  resolution  bearing 
date  June  27,  1844,  when  in  fact  that  government  was  only  adopted  July 
26, 1845,  and  the  "  seat  of  government  for  Oregon  Territory,"  under  ftie 
laws  of  which  we  now  live,  was  provided  for  by  an  act  of  Congress,  dated 
August  14,  1848.     The  provisions  of  the  latter  are  not  only  mconsistwit 
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^itb,  but  absolutely  repugnant  to  all  previous  temporary  and  provisional 
legislation  on  the  subject !    The  words  in  the  omanic  law,  '^  shall  proceed 
to  locate  and  establish**  the  seat  of  government,  directed  by  Congress  to  the 
Legislative  Assembly  while  assembled  as  such,  at  their  first  or  any  subsequent 
session,  clash  strangely  with  the  idea  thrown  out,  ^^  that  the  act  of  assem- 
bling makes  and  establishes  it^**  nolens  volens.     To  say  of  a  thing  already 
done,  that  we  may  proceed  to  do  it,  is  an  absurdity.     And  for  Cong^ress  to 
provide  for  the  first  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  by  directing  the 
governor  to  call  them  at  any  place  he  may  choose,  and  then  permit  that 
body  to  establish  the  seat  of  government  wherever  they  may  deem  most 
eligible,  and  after  which,  let  the  judgment  of  a  court  on  this  congressional 
laWy  and  the  fact  of  assembling,  pronounce  that  the  seat  of  government  is, 
ipso  facto  y  fixed  at  that  place  of  involuntarily  assembling,  or  by  a  subse- 
quent act  of  assembling  at  the  same  spot,  through  common  consent^  would 
constitute  a  system  of  reasoning  that  may  answer  the  purposes  of  others, 
but  not  for  me.     Such  construction  Congress  would  hardly  thank  us  for, 
inasmuch  as  thereby  their  meaning  would  he  perverted,  and  as  far  as  our 
feeble  reasoning  carried  weight,  that  body  would  he  stultified.     No,  sir; 
that  sort  of  theory  will  not  do.     It  does  violence  to  the  commonest  under- 
standing, and  it  requires  neither  astuteness  nor  learning  to  divest  it  even  of 
plausibility.     Everybody  understands  that  the  seat  of  government  under 
the  organic  law  cannot  he  fixed  by  implication ;  and,  if  it  has  not  been 
established  by  the  law  of  the  last  Legislative  Assembly,  as  my  brethren 
saw  fit  to  prejudge,  by  utterly  disregarding  it,  why,  then,  it  simply  amounts 
to  this — that  it  remains  still  to  he  done,  and  as  a  consequence  the  gentle- 
men commissioned  as  our  judges  must  suspend  the  exercise  of  their  func- 
tions as  a  supreme  court,  until  the  legislature  *^ proceed  to  locate"  a  plau 
for  them  to  sit,  *^  at  the  seat  of  government."     But  has  not  this  been  done  ? 
An  unrepealed  and  unadjudged  statute,  passed  February  1,  1851,  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  answers  that  it  hus.    But  my  brethren  say,  ^^  it  is  no 
law  ;"  no  man,  be  be  officer  or  citizen,  is  bound  to  pay  it  the  least  respect, 
[t  is  dead  without  mourners,  and  can  lie  unburied  without  offence.   .  ^^  This 
certainly  is  not  very  complimentary  to  a  co-ordinate  department  of  the 
government;  but  then,  as  a  set-off,  it  contains  a  spice  of  brilliant  and  poetic 
beauty  rarely  found  in  legal  papers  coming  from  a  tribunal  which  Chan* 
cellor  Kent  describes  as  peculiarly  fitted  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  and  weigh 
the  constitutionality  of  statutes,  venerably  by  age  and  parity;  wise,  through 
ripe  learning  and  long  experience ;  dispassiofiate,  by  means  of  being  removed 
from  the  influences  of  excitements  and  popular  passions  ;   and  greatly  re- 
spected, from  their  rigid  simplicity  and  absence  of  all  irregular  fancies  and 
poetical  flights  in  measuring  out  the  stern  mandates  of  the  law."     But,  all 
thb  is  not  worth  while  to  differ  about.     Attempts  at  wit  and  ridicule  are 
thought  by  some  te  be  more  appropriate  for  the  hustings  than  the  bench; 
hut  failures  of  that  kind,  wheresoever  they  may  occur,  all  agree,  wound 
only  the  user. 

Let  us  now  look  at  this  law  so  flippantly  and  unceremoniously  disposed 
of  by  the  (extra)  judicial  action  of  Judges  Strong  and  Nelson.  It  is  entitled 
''An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  location  and  erection  of 
the  public  buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon."  Its  first  section  provides 
(or  locating  and  erecting  the  State*house  at  Salem,  and  declares  it  the  ''seat 
of  government."  The  other  section  relates  to  two  other  public  buildings, 
and  gives  details  connected  with  their  erection.     Whether  any  of  the  sec- 
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tions,  after  the  first,  refer  to  a  building  (the  penitentiary)  which  couhl  only 
be  located  by  concurrent  action  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  the  gover- 
nor, and  therefore  void  for  want  of  full  power  to  enact,  is  immaterial  to 
our  inquiry,  inastnuch  a?,  if  it  be  so,  they  may  be  rejected  whenever  found 
subject  to  this  defect,  and  the  balance  retained,  it  being  a  well-settled  prin- 
ciple that  statutes  may  be  bad  in  part  and  good  in  part,  and  the  courts 
have  power  to  reject  the  one  and  enforce  the  other ;  so  that  we  arc  unem- 
barrassed on  that  score.  This  first  sectiDii  says  that  Salem,  where  the 
State-house  is  ordei^d  to  be  built,  shall  be  the  seat  of  government.  There 
is  no  objection  to  it  on  account  of  wa7it  of  clearness y  expressive  ol  the 
legislative  will,  or  of  jurisdiction  as  to  the  subject-matter ,  but  it  is  thought 
that  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  law  of  Congress  to  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, "  that  every  law  shall  have  but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  the  title,'*  was  not  properly  regardecl  in  drawing  up  or  framing 
this  location  act.  With  all  due  deference  to  others,  who  proclaim  the 
'Contrary,  allow  me  to  say  that  I  regard  an  act  of  the  legislature,  like  the 
f>ne  in  question,  where  jurisdiction  to  legislate,  so  far  from  being  inhibited, 
is  expressly  conferred,  as  being  neither  withm  the  letter  nor  spirit  of  that 
declaration  of  the  organic  law,  which  declares  certain  laws  and  parts  of 
Jaws  '^absolutely  null  and  void."  These  wor'ls  immediately  follow  and 
are  ijUended  only  to  apply  to  attempts  at  legislation  where  Congress^  for 
^ood  reasons,  vnthholds  jurisdiction ,  and  denies  all  power  over  certain  mat- 
ttrSfSucA  as  chartering  banks  and  the  like,  to  the  Legislative  Asseiiibly, 
Statutes  in  derogation  of  common  right  are  to  be  construed  with  strictness, 
and  not  extend  beyond  their  express  words  and  clear  import.  In  fact,  that 
expression  saying  that  certain  laws  would  be  absolutely  null  and  void,  is 
only  declaratory  of  the  rule  of  law,  long  settled  by  the  courts,*'  that  laws 
passed  where  there  is  an  interdiction  of  power  to  pass  them,  are  nullities 
and  bind  nobody."  The  Congressional  intention,  most  likely,  in  stating  and 
^(Uijig  it  out  in  the  organic  law,  was  to  simply  let  the  legislature  know  in 
advance  what  would  be  the  judgment  of  the  law  in  all  such  cases  of  pro- 
hibited legislation.  The  act  in  question  may  nevertheless  be  voidable  on 
iircount  ot  some  defect  in  the  mode  of  its  enactment. 

There  is  a  wide  distinction,  however,  between  a  void  act  and  one  merely 
voidable;  the  former  is  a  nullity  from  the  moment  of  its  passage,  but  the 
lotttr,  in  legal  parlance,  is  presumptively  valid  until  it  is  avoiaed  by  the 
judgment  or  decree  of  a  proper  court  when  the  question  is  brought  up  for 
judication.  Statutes  thought  by  some  to  be  voidable,  like  the  location 
*ct,  are  always  operative,  and  should  be  officially  recognised  until  a  judg^ 
'^nt  furnishing  evidence  of  invalidity  is  legally  pronounced.  That  part 
^']  the  law  of  Congress  cofitained  in  the  closing  paragraph  of  the  6th  sec- 
tion relating  to  the  manner  of  enacting  laws  by  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
•s,  as  similar  clauses  have  repeatedly  been  adjudged  by  courts  of  unques- 
tioned great  eminence  in  several  States,  directory  merely ;  and  even  if  en- 
tirely unheeded,  by  no  means  renders  an  act  or  law  ipso  facto  void,  for  this 
latter  quality  only  attaches  in  cases  and  to  acts  where  there  is  a  total  ab- 
wncc  of  power. 

Disregarding  the  particular  form  of  words  directed  to  be  used  declaratory 
of  the  le^slative  will  in  any  given  case,  or  in  the  mere  frame-work  of  a 
hill  enactmg  a  law,  may  or  may  not,  according  to  the  facts,  (a  question,  by 
the  way,  always  to  be  settled  by  an  adjudication)  be  a  reason  for  avoiding 
its  force,  effect,  and  binding  obligation.     But  remember,  that  is  the  very 
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point  to  he  tested  and  legally  proved.  This,  sir.  is  no  novel  doctrine.  It  is 
as  old  as  the  annals  of  statutes  extend.  To  me,  it  only  seems  to  require 
statintr  to  demand  and  receive  assent  from  all  right-minded  and  thinking  men. 
The  contrary  leads  to  the  unnatural  conclusion  that  the  substance  of  a  thing 
is  of  no  more  importance  than  the  insignificant  affair  of  the  drapery  in 
which  it  is  clothed;  that  the  public  will,  expressed  by  a  solemn  act  of  the 
law-making  j)ower,  should  be  wholly  unheeded  because  the  words  in  which 
it  is  expressed  (though  clear  and  full  as  to  the  purpose  contemplated)  are 
not  in  certain  set  phrase  of  speech  to  answer  every  man^s  peculiar  definition  of 
what  constitutes  either  a  multiplicity  of  objects  or  subjects  not  having  a  proper 
relation  to  each  other.  Substance  of  matters  and  things  has  always  been 
regarded  by  courts,  rather  than  the  garb  in  which  they  are  dressed.  So  with 
mankind  generally,  and  legislators  in  particular,  ideas  have  ever  constituted 
much  more,  worthy  of  serious  consideration,  than  wordSy  which  are  the 
mere  medium  of  their  expression ;  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  think  that 
Congress  contemplated,  in  the  absence  of  express  averment  of  such  intention, 
to  apply  the  same  judgment  of  absolute  nullity  to  acts  of  assumption  o: 

Eower  and  to  laws,  the  only  objection  to  which  consists  not  in  the  matter 
ut  in  the  manner  of  enactment.  Nullity  is  stamped  on  the  face  of  the  on»-* 
by  authorities  which  no  one  questions ;  but  as  equally  well  settled  is  it  that 
presumptive  validity  is  claimed,  and  properly  so,  until  otherwise  adjudgeii, 
for  the  other.  This  principle  of  distinction  is  not  less  supported  by  author- 
ities than  it  is  commendatory  to  good  sense  ;  ancf  I  trust  that  all  contrary 
doctrines,  by  whatever  official  influences  now  upheld  in  Oregon,  will  re- 
miire,  in  order  to  get  a  permanent  foothold  upon  the  public  councils,  soroe- 
thuig  else  besides  a  perversion  of  adjudged  cases,  a  confusion  of  temii 
and  principles,  and  mere  dictums,  which  have  no  other  weight  to  sustain 
them  except  unsupported  assertion.  A  few  words  more  about  this  law 
w^hich  is  so  unceremoniously  treated  as  unconstitutional.  If  an  act  of  th*- 
legislature  is  plainly  repugnant  in  substance  to  the  constitution,  it  is  not 
disputed  that  it  is  void,  and  the  courts  have  the  power  so  to  declare  it.  But 
the^-  will  not  pronounce  a  legislative  act  to  be  void  except  in  a  clear  case. 
This  has  been  long  and  well  settled  by  the  most  eminent  of  the  State  court;> 
and  often  by  the  federal  judiciary.  Indeed,  so  much  caution  and  delicacy 
upon  subjects  of  so  important  a  nature  as  the  constitutionality  of  a  law,  w 
manifested  even  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  that  it  has  long 
been  a  rule  with  that  distinguished  tribiTnal  that  they  will  never  take  \3\^ 
and  hear  a  cause  involving  a  constitutional  question,  except  when  the  bench 
is  full.  How  unlike  this  spirit  was  the  recent  action  of  my  brethren  in 
their  apparent  eagerness  to  hold  a  "  sort  of  judicial  coroner's  inquest  over 
the  dead  body  of  a  law"  which  they  say  never  had  life;  and  in  their  haste 
to  enrobe  themselves  with  such  powerful  authority,  even  had  to  derive  it 
from  a  resolution  of  the  late  provisional  government,  which,  by  their  own 
showing,  was  passed  full  thirteen  months  before  that  **  defunct"  government 
was  called  into  being. 

But  they  insist  that  if  this  resolution  (which  never  was  the  offspring  of 
the  provisional  government)  does  not  give  them  po'ver  to  hold  a  supreme 
court,  they  derive  it  at  least  through  implication;  the  rationale  of  which 
they  derive  from  the  involuntary  assemblage  by  the  Legislative  Assembl} 
once,  and  a  subsequent  assemblage  of  the  same  Uody  at  Oregon  city,  the 
members  of  which  came  there  without  obligation  of  law,  and  only  by  coni- 
mon  consent.     Therefore,  they  say  Oregon  city  t#  the  s«^(n^  government 
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far  Oregon^  and  therefore  they  can  hold  a  supreme  court  there.     To  under- 
stand the  force  of  this,  it  only  requires  statitig.     I  leave  it  without  com- 
ment.    I  have  always  supposed,  heretofore^  that  where  the  means  for  tke 
exercise  of  granted  power,  delegated  and  contained  in  a  fundamental  law, 
are  expressly  given  and  pointed  out^  no  other  or  different  means  or  power 
can  be  implied,  either  on  occount  of  convenience  or  of  being  more  effectual. 
And  this  doctrine  I  am  still  obli^d  to  retain  and  act  upon,  or  do  violence  to 
my  own  humbler  judgment,  notwithstanding  the  learned  opinions  of  my  breth- 
ren, declared  as  "by  authority,'*  at  Oregon  city,  and  as  a  "judgment  from 
the  supreme  court."  I  have  previously  said  that  that  partof  the  law  of  Con- 
gress as  to  "  laws  having  but  a  single  object,  and  that  expressed  in  the 
title,"  has  been  construed  as  directory  merely,  and  not  imperative.     If  this 
be  so,  it  follows  that  laws  subject  to  no  other  objections,  except  such  as 
come  within  that  kind  of  complaint,  cannot  he  the  subject  of  judicial  re- 
view  at  alL     To  regard  it  in  any  other  light  would  be  to  make  the  judiciary 
a  despotic  censor  of  the  legislature.     It  cannot  be  that  Congress  intended 
to  confer  this  cen^oricn^  and  monstrous  power  upon  the  judiciary.     But 
admitting,  for  the  purpose  of  argument,  that  it  is  so,  what  is  the  objection 
to  the  location  law  ?    That  it  contains  more   than  one  object.     More  than 
one  object  /     How  so  ?     What  is  its  object  ?    Is  it  not  the  establishment 
of  the  public   buildings  of  the  Territory  ?     And  though  it  may  embrace 
many  and  various  provisions,  aie  not  the  location  and  erection  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial buildings  its  proper  and  only  object  ?     Oregon  Territory,  its  seat  of 
government,  its  University  for  the  education  of  youth,  its  penitentiary  for 
the  confinement  of  its  criminals,  was  the  object  of  the  law.    The  various 
details  of  this  law  were  not  its  objects.     There  is  no  plural  in  its  object. 
It  will  not  do  to  refitie  away  laws  in  this  manner.    Such  refinements  may 
answer  as  a  pcistime  in  the  absence  of  anything  else  to  employ  the  mind 
about,  but  it  cuts  a  sorry  figure  in  every-day  practical  life.     Few  statutes 
could  stand  such  a  hypercritical  test.     An  act  conferring  a  pension  on  a 
widow,  and  making  provision  for  the  support  and  education  of  the  infant 
children  of  a  meritorious  soldier,  killed  in  the  public  service  ;  an  act  mak- 
ing appropriation  to  one  person  for  firewood,  and  to  another  for  sawing  it, 
for  the  use  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  its  present  session,  and  almost 
every  other  act  which  under  the  contracted  sense  assumed  for  this  law  as 
being  multifarious,  would  be  deemed  unconstituifonal.     No,  the  true  test 
18  not  the  details  of  the  law,  but  its   general  scoj^e,  its  object.     And  it  it 
be  in  its  nature  one — such  a  matter  as  the  mind  acts  upon  at  one  operation, 
and  need  not  necessarily  be  disintegrated  in  order  to  be  intelligible     then 
it  is  one  object,  and  is  not  obnoxious  to  the  constitutional  interdict.     And 
here  I  am  met  with  the  objection  that,  though  this  law  may  not  be  bad  for 
multifariousness,  it  is  so  because  its  object   is  not  correctly  expressed  in  its 
title.     What  is  the  meaning  of  this  ?     It  is  that  the  title  should  indicate — 
should  call  the  reader's  attention  to — the  nature  of  the  law ;  and  if  so, 
that  is  enough.     The  constitution  cannot  mean,  as  some  have  assumed,  that 
to  make  the  law  valid,  the  title  must  be  a  correct  syllabus  of  it.     All  that 
can  be  required  is,  that  the  title  should  correspond  with,  and  not  be  incon- 
gruous to,  the  provisions  of  the  law.     The  probable  object  of  this  provi- 
sion was  to  guard  members  of  the  le^lature  from  unwittingly  voting  for 
an  objectionable  law  under  a  captivating  title.     It  is  simply  directory,  and 
ought  and  must  not  be  regarded  as  a  kind  of  condition  precedent,  on  which 
the  validity  of  the  act  depends.     In  any  other  view  of  the  subject,  in  order 
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to  be  safe,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  title  to  recite  the  whole  body  of 
the  act ;  a  piece  of  bungling  machinery  that  I  think  the  common-sense 
statesman  of  our  day  would  hardly  try  to  set  in  operation.  Thus  reasoned 
in  substance  (I  have  to  quote  from  memory  in  the  absence  of  books)  the 
chief  justice  of  a  State,  on  a  law  precisely  analogous  to  the  one  under  con- 
sideration by  our  Oregon  city  judges ;  and,  while  I  express  no  opinion 
upon  its  soundness — for  it  will  be  quite  in  time  when  we  get  a  supremt* 
court — ^I  shall  leave  the  subject  for  further  consideration  in  a  manner  less 
hurried  than  the  present. 

You  allude  in  your  letter  to  the  probability  that  party  spirit,  to  sustain 
the  governor,  had  something  to  do  with  this  strange  course  of  proceeding 
and  exhibition  of  feeling,  had  and  shown  by  the  judges  at  Oregon  city. 
About  that  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  express  an  opinion.  It  is  true,  how- 
ever, that  the  recent  indiscreet  assault  made  upon  certain  public  men, 
through  the  whig  organ  at  Portland,  leads  many  simple-minded  people  to  think 
so,  although  it  is  stoutly  denied  in  high  quarters.  You  cannot  regret  more 
deeply  than  I  do  what  has  receitly  transpired  ;  for  surely  the  temple  of 
justice  is  the  last  place  whence  should  go  out  the  means  of  kindling  partisan 
strife,  to  irritate  local  or  sectional  feeling,  or  array  the  hand  of  man  against 
his  brother.  Its  mission  is  to  dispense  justice,  and  not  to  inflame  the  mul* 
titude  ;  and  the  means  to  accomplish  the  one  and  suppress  the  other  alike 
forbid  forgetting  that  reason  alone,  and  not  pas^non,  should  ever  minister 
at  its  altars.  I  advocate,  for  the  present,  no  extreme  measures  ;  and  yet, 
sir,  it  would  not,  to  my  mind,  be  evidential  of  revolution,  or  of  the  influ- 
ence of  the  '^  pestilential  breath  of  the  demagogue,"  if  you  should  not  get 
alarmed  at  these  paper  decrees,  and  go  forward  in  the  decent  discharge  of 
your  just  duties  as  a  legislator,  without  irritation  from  official  insult ;  and 
unterrified  by  the  attempted  usurpation  of  power,  which  can  injure  no  one 
but  those  who  use  it.  The  great  body  of  the  people  whom  you  serve  in 
these  times,  which  may  be  well  said  to  tiy  and  test  the  strength  and  fitness 
for  station  of  all  our  public  servants,  will  be  loth,  I  apprehend,  to  brine 
or  sustain  the  charges  of  folly  and  demagoguism  against  men  who  stand 
true  to  the  public  interests.

Sir  :  I  deem  it  iny  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  present  position  of  pubUc 
affairs  in  this  Territory,  and  to  ask  your  Excellency  to  direct  the  Attorney 
General  to  communicate  his  opinion  upon  the  same,  with  a  view  of  enabling 
me,  as  the  executive  power  of  the  Territory,  to  discharge  with  intelligence 
the  delicate  duties  which  will  devolve  on  me  by  the  extraordinary  course  of 
action  on  the  part  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  present  tie^slative 
Assembly. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  a  resolution  in  the 
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following  words,  duly,  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1851,  passed  the  Coun- 
cil, viz  :  "  Resolved  by  the  Council — the  House  concurring  therein — That 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Oregon  Territory  will  meet  annually  on  the  1st 
day  of  December,  in  each  year,  at  the  seat  of  government.'* 

This  resolution  was  sent  to  the  House,  and  duly  passed  that  body  on  the 
Sth  day  of  February,  1851. 

Prior  to  this  time,  and  about  February  1, 1851,  the  same  legislative  body 
had  passed  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  places  for  the  location  and 
erection  of  the  public  brIHings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon."  This  act  has 
been  submitted  to  your  Excellency ;  and  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  GJene- 
ral,  that  it  was  a  nullity,  has  been  received  and  communicated,  through  the 
press,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory. 

On  the  first  Monday  in  December,  one  member  of  the  Council,  Columbia 
l^ancaster,  and  three  members  of  the  House,  Messrs.  Wail,  Matlock,  and 
Kinney,  met  at  Oregon  city,  and  temporary  organizations  of  their  respective 
houses  was  adopted .  Some  two  or  three  days  afterwards  the  number  of  House 
members  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  Mr.  Brownfield,  from  Puget's 
Sound.  These  temporary  organizations  contmued  for  about  two  weeks, 
when,  there  being  no  prospect  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  Oregon  city, 
their  bodies  respectively  adjourned  sine  dte,  and  the  members  composing 
them  returned  to  their  homes.  Whilst  a  portion  of  the  members  elect  were 
thus  at  Oreeon  city,  eight  of  the  nine  members  which  x^omposed  the  Coun- 
cil, and  eighteen  of  the  twenty-two  members  which  composed  the  House, 
assembled  at  Salem,  in  the  county  of  Marion,  on  the  first  Monday  of  De- 
cember, and  organized  as  a  legislative  body,  and  are  continuing  to  assume 
powers  of  legislation. 

The  rights  of  the  Salem  body  to  bind  the  people  by  legislation  is  ques- 
tioned, upon  the  ground  that,  although  that  body  is  compel  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  both  houses,  yet  it  is  not  as- 
sembled at  the  rightful  place. 

Under  the  provisional  government,  the  legislative  power  was  vested  in  a 
House  of  Representatives.  (Vide  Gen.  Laws  of  Oregon,  page  29.)  That 
body,  on  the  19th  December,  1845,  passed  an  act,  the  1st  section  of  which 
is  as  follows :  ^'  Be  it  enacted.  That  the  executive  sessions  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  be  held  at  Oregon  city  until  otherwise  directed  by  law.'* 
That  law  continued  in  force  up  to  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Ter- 
ritory by  act  of  Congress,  and  the  legislature  always  assembled  at  Oregon 
<^ity  to  do  business. 

By  the  15th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  organizing  the  Territory, 
passed  14th  August,  1848,  it  was  enacted  "  that  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Oregon  shall  hold  its  first  session  at  such  time  and  place 
in  said  Territory  as  the  governor  shall  appoint  and  direct ;  and  at  said  first 
session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  they  shall  deem  expedient^  the  Legislative 
Assembly  shall  proceed  to  locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government  for 
said  Territory,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  eligible,"  &c- 

Governor  Lane  appointed  Oregon  city  as  the  place  for  the  Legislative  As- 
K^mbly  to  hold  its  first  session,  and  the  Assembly  met  at  that  placi*,  and  at 
the  time  designated  in  his  call,  which  was  in  the  summer  of  1849.  The 
legislature  passed  no  act  at  this  session,  upon  the  subject  of  the  seat  of 
{government,  and  adjourned  without  even  appointing  a  tune  or  place  for  the 
^lext  session. 
An  extra  session  of  the  legislature  was  held,  pursuant  .^to^  ^hQ^^^^he

governor,  this  same  year,  which  body  assembled  at  Oregon  city  and  piisseH 
a  number  of  laws,  fiefore  adjourning,  this  Assembly,  by  a  joint  resolution, 
resolved  that  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  should  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December,  1850,  without  designating  any  place. 

On  the  first  Monday  of  December,  1850,  the  Legislative  Assembly  met  at 
Orepron  city.  The  journal  of  the  Council  commenced  as  follows :  *^  Pur- 
suant to  lawy  the  second  regular  session  of  the  Council  of  the  Territory  of 
Oregon  was  commenced  at  Oregon  city  on  Monday,  the  2d  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1850."  The  journal  of  the  House  commences  as  follows:  **Mon- 
•day,  December  2,  1850.  Pursuant  to  law,  the  second  regular  session  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Oregon  was  commenced  this  day,  at  Oregon  city,  in  said  Territory.*'

At  tnis  session  the  act  was  passed  which  has  heretofore  been  laid  before 
your  Excellency,  and  the  resolution,  a  copy  of  which  is  given  in  the  fore- 
going part  of  this  statement. 

No  other  action  has  ever  been  had  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  refer* 
ence  to  the  time  or  place  of  its  assembling ;  and  I  know  of  nothing  else 
that  will  bear  upon  this  question  unless  it  be  the  opinion  of  Judges  Nelson 
and  Strong,  given  at  a  term  of  the  supreme  eourt  holden  by  them  on  the 
first  Monday  of  December  last,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  sent  to  you. 

It  is  now  claimed  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  body  at  Salero,  as 
well  as  others,  that  there  is  no  seat  of  government  in  the  Territory,  and 
that  therefore  a  majority  of  the  members  elect,  of  both  houses,  having  as- 
sembled, by  common  consent,  at  Salem,  have  the  right  to  hold  a  session  of 
the  legislature,  and  to  bind  the  people  by  their  acts.  By  a  few  it  is  claiine<l 
that  the  act  fixing  the  seat  of  government  at  Salem  is  binding,  though  the 
almost  universal  opinion  is  that  it  is  void. 

I  resjiectfully  ask,  therefore,  that  the  government  will  instruct  me  at  the 
earliest  moment  whether  or  no  the  legislative  acts  which  the  body  at  Salem 
assume  to  pass,  are  entitled  to  the  force  of  laws.  Controversies  m  respect 
to  the  library,  and  also  in  respect  to  various  other  matters,  must  inevitably 
grow  out  of  the  present  state  of  things.  The  opinion  of  the  government,  I 
trust,  will  go  very  far  towards  settling  the  matter  in  the  minds  of  all  the 
'ffood  people  of  the  Territory. 

I  should  do  injustice  to  the  government  if  I  did  not,  so  far  as  in  my 
power,  communicate  to  it  the  information  I  possess  in  relation  to  the  con* 
duct  of  its  officers  in  the  Territory.  Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the 
communication  of  your  Excellency,  enclosing  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
Cteneral  of  the  United  States,  on  the  validity  of  "the  act  to  provide  for  the 
location  and  erection  of  public  buildings,"  &c.,  and  before  the  publication 
of  that  opinion,  I  showed  it  to  Jucfge  Pratt,  who  concurred  with  the 
Attorney  General  in  opinion,  and  who  then  stated  to  me  that  the  act  was 
BO  clearly  unconstitutional  that  there  could  be  no  two  opinions  about  it. 
Judge  Pratt  in  that  interview,  however,  stated  that  there  was  a  difference 
of  opinion  whether  or  no  the  law  was  not  to  be  considered  as  good  until 
the  court  had  passed  upon  it.  Judge  Pratt  was  the  first  person  whom  1 
«ver  heard  suggest  this  view  of  the  case.  The  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General  was  published,  I  think,  in  August.  On  the  16th  day  of  September, 
an  article  appeared  in  the  columns  of  the  Statesman,  signed  "  Yam  Hill," 
which  number  of  the  Statesman  is  also  herewith  sent  ^S^ptKaA  ^^^^^ 
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time  (and  I  think  on  the  Friday)  before  the  first  Monday  of  December,  an 
extra  Statesman  was  published,  containing  an  article  signed  *^  Emigrant," 
which  article  appeared  also  in  the  Statesman  of  the  2a  December,  1S51. 
Both  of  these  communications  were  written  by  Judge  Pratt,  as  he  publicly 
avowed  in  the  presence  of  several  gentlemen,  myself  among  the  number. 
The  Statesman  of  the  23d  December  contains  another  communication  from 
Judge  Pratt  under  his  own  signature,  in  reply  to  a  letter  purporting  to  be 
addressed  to  him  by  Samuel  Parker,  which  paper  is  also  herewith  sent  to 
yoa.  Judge  Pratt  was  not  in  attendance  on  the  supreme  court  at  Oregon 
city,  but  was  at  Salem,  with  the  members  who  had  gone  there. 

in  order  to  enable  you  to  examine  the  question  without  further  refer- 
ence, I  send  you  herewith  copies  of  the  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of 
my  message  in  relation  thereto,  my  correspondence  with  the  Attorney 
General,  besides  the  other  documents  before  spoken  of.  In  my  judgment, 
the  course  pursued  by  Judge  Pratt,  in  writing  for  the  press,  the  great  per- 
sonal interest  taken,  and  the  activity  mamtested  by  him  in  this  affair, 
joined  with  his  personal  intercession  with  members  of  the  legislature,  to 
induce  them  to  adopt  views  different  from  those  formerly  entertained  by 
them,  has  been  the  great  if  not  the  sole  cause  of  the  present  anarchy  that 
prevails  in  this  Territory.  I  wish  to  state  facts  only  to  your  Excellency, 
and  to  leave  motives  to  be  inferred  from  these  fects. 

1  submit  whether  duty,  if  not  policy,  does  not  demand  that  an  investiga- 
tion should  be  made  of  Judge  Pratt's  conduct,  so  that  if  he  has  been  guilty 
of  gross  impropriety,  of  attempting  to  forestall,  through  the  press,  the 
minds  of  the  members  of  the  legislature  as  well  as  others,  upon  a  subject 
which  he  must  have  known  wouui  come  up  before  him  in  his  character  as  a 
jnd^ ;  and  if  he  has  been  attempting  to  destroy  the  efficacy  of  authority 
which,  by  his  oath,  he  is  bound  to  administer  as  well  as  support,  such  mea- 
sures may  be  adopted  by  the  government  as  will  disarm  him  of  making  use 
of  official  influence  for  mischievous  purposes.

I  have  examined  the  letter  addressed  to  you  under  date  of  1st  January, 
1802,  by  the  Hon.  John  P.  Gaines,  concerning  the  politiiral  affairs  of  toe 
Territory  of  Orvgon,  which  you  were  pleased  to  refer  to  me  for  an  opinion^ 
^nd  report  thereon. 

It  b  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  the  statements  made  in  that  letter.  It 
appears  from  them,  that  in  January  and  February,  1851,  a  billpassed  the 
two  branches  respectively  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Oregon,  by  which  it  was,  among  other  things,  enacted  that  the  seat  of  gov* 
eminent  ot  that  Territory,  which  had  theretofore  been  the  city  of  Oregon, 
should  be  thereafter  established  and  located  at  Salem,  in  the  county  of 
Mhiion.     This  act  is  entitled  **  An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  placet 
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for  location  and  erection  of  the  public  buildings  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon/' 
and  contains  further  provisions  for  the  establiRhment  and  location  of  a  peni- 
tentiary at  Portland,  in  the  county  of  Washington,  and  of  a  University  at 
Marysville,  in  the  county  of  Benton,  and  for  the  appointment  of  certain 
named  persons  to  constitute  boards  of  commissioners  to  contract  for  and 
superintend  the  erection  of  the  public  buildings  at  Salem,  and  the  peniten- 
tiary at  Portland,  and  for  the  disposition  and  application  of  the  means  amt 
money  granted  by  Congress  for  any  of  these  objects. 

The  consistency  of  this  act  with  the  oi^anic  law  of  the  Territory,  and 
its  validity,  became  an  immediate  subject  of  controversy.  The  governor 
announced,  in  a  written  communication  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  his  diis- 
sent  to  their  act,  a(^d  his  convictions  of  its  invalidity.  The  legislature  per- 
sisted in  its  act,  and  adjourned  without  anything  done  to  obviate  the  incon- 
veniences and  evils  inevitably  to  result  from  su(3i  a  state  of  things. 

At  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  its  membere,  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  opinions  of  the  validity  or  invalidity  of  the  said 
act  for  removal  of  the  seat  of  government,  &c.,  assembled,  some  at  Oregon 
city,  which  had  theretofore  been  the  actual  if  not  lawful  seat  of  government, 
and  otheis  at  Salem,  the  place  designated  as  the  seat  of  government  by  the 
said  act. 

Those  that  convened  at  Oregon  city  being  few  in  number,  soon  adjourned ; 
but  the  majority  assembled  at  the  new  seat  of  government,  Salem,  there 
organized  as  a  legislative  body,  and  at  the  date  of  Governor  Gaines's  letter 
to  you,  had  assun.ed,  and  have  since,  probably,  proceeded  to  exercise  legis- 
lative powers. 

Some  time  in  the  last  year,  and  soon  after  you  were  apprized  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  passage  of  the  disputed  act  for  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment of  the  Oregon  Territory,  you  were  pleased  to  require  my  opinion 
as  to  the  validity  of  that  act ;  and  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the  23d  day  of 
April,  1851, 1  expressed  the  opinion,  and  stated  the  grounds  on  which  it  was 
formed,  that  the  act  was  inconsistent  with  and  in  violation  of  the  organic 
law  of  the  Territory,  and  was  void. 

Since  that  time  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory  has  decided  to  the 
same  effect,  and  that  Oregon  city  was,  according  to  law,  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment. When  this  decision  was  rendered,  the  court  consisted  of  but  two 
judges ;  the  third  was  absent,  and,  through  several  articles  and  arguments 
published  in  newspapers,  has  made  his  dissent  known. 

By  the  organic  law,  the  supreme  court  is  required  to  be  held  **  at  the 
seat  of  government ;''  so  that  the  question,  "  where  is  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment ?"  IS  equally  applicable  to  the  court  and  to  the  legislature,  and  equally 
affects  both. 

Thus  it  appears,  that  the  act  of  January  and  February,  1851,  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  seat  of  government  from  Oregon  city  to  Salem,  is  regarded  by 
the  governor  as  repugnant  to  the  organic  law,  and  void  ;  that  it  has  been 
solemnly  so  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory,  and  that  Oregon 
city  is  the  lawful  seat  of  government ;  that  the  court  is  accordingly  holding 
its  session  there,  and  proceeding  in  the  discharge  of  its  judicial  duties ;  while 
a  large  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  present  Legislative  Assembly , 
adhering  to  the  said  act  of  the  preceding  Legislative  Assembly,  has  assembled 
at  Salem,  insists  that  that  is  the  seat  of  government,  and  has  there  organ- 
ized as  a  legislative  body,  and  has  assumed  and  exercised  legislative  j)ower5. 
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Such,  sir,  is  tbe  state  of  affairs  ia  Oregon,  as  will  more  fully  appear  from 
the  documents  which  you  were  pleased  to  refer  to  me. 

From  such  a  conflict  of  the  public  authorities,  the  most  unhappy  conse- 
quences can  alone  result ;  controversy  and  confusion  and  high  excitement 
are  represented  as  having  already  spread  through  the  Territory,  and  these 
e>ils  must  increase  in  the  course  of  time,  if  some  remedy  be  not  applied. 

The  members  elected  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  who  have  assembled 
and  oi^nized  at  Salem,  refuse  all  respect  and  conformity  to  the  decision 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory ;  and  that  court  having  decided  that 
the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  at  Salem  was  illegal,  will,  as  a  plain  conse- 
quence, regard  and  hold  all  their  acts  as  nullities. 

The  source  of  all  these  troubles  is  the  act,  so  often  alluded  to,  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  seat  of  government  and  for  other  purposes. 

Having,  as  before  stated,  given  my  opinion  as  to  the  legal  validity  of  that 
act,  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the  23d  day  of  April,  1851,  I  have  now  only  to 
refer  you  to  that  letter. 

There  is  no  other  question  of  law  involved  in  the  case  as  now  presented, 
and  therefore  I  ought,  perhaps,  to  conclude  here.  But  you  will  excuse  me 
for  suggesting  that  I  see  no  proper  remedy  for  the  state  of  things  existing 
in  Oregon,  but  that  which  must  be  found  in  the  wisdom  and  power  of 
Congress. 

By  its  supreme  authority  Congress  can  put  an  end  to  the  disputed  ques- 
tion about  the  seat  of  government,  and  can  dispose  of  all  the  other  minor 
or  incidental  questions  which  have  sprung  up  and  contributed  to  the  disorder 
and  confusion  that  now  prevail  in  Oregon. 

It  would  seem  to  me,  therefore,  to  be  proper  for  the  President  to  recom- 
mend such  a  course  to  Confess,  and  to  rommunicate  to  them  all  the  inform- 
ation in  his  possession  relatmg  to  the  subject. 

I  venture  on  these  suggestions  with  dimdence,  as  being,  perhaps,  beyond 
the  ordinary  limits  of  my  official  duties.    They  are,  however :  most  respect- 
fully submitted  to  your  better  judgment.

A  resolution  of  the  Senate  calling  far  information  in  relation  to  contracU 
for  light-hoiAses  authorized  to  be  erected  by  Conffress  on  the  PadHc 
coast.

Sir  :  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the 
5th  instant,  requesting  information  on  the  subject  of  contracts  for  the 
light-houses  authorizea  by  Congress  to  be  erected  on  the  Pacific  coast; 
and,  in  reply,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that,  after  much  difficulty  and 
delay  in  consequence  of  the  limited  appropriations  made  for  the  purpose, 
a  contract  was  executed  by  the  department  for  the  erection  of  light-houses 
at  the  following  points,  viz :  Alcatras  island,  Point  Conception,  Battery 
Point,  Monterey,  Faralones,  Humboldt  Harbor,  and  San  Diego,  in  the 
State  of  California,  and  at  Cape  Disappointment,  in  the  Territory  of  Ore- 
gon. For  each  of  the  seven  first  named  the  sum  of  $15,900  was  to  be  paid 
when  completed  and  delivered  into  the  possession  of  the  United  States, 
including  the  lantern  and  lighting  apparatus  complete,  being  the  full 
amount  appropriated  by  Congress ;  and  for  the  other  light-houses  on  Cape 
Disappointment  the  sum  of  $81,000  from  the  appropriation  of  $53,140 
made  for  light-houses  in  Oregon. 

For  the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract,  the  department  required 
good  and  satisfactory  security  to  the  extent  of  $75,000 ;  but  the  contractor, 
after  various  attempts  to  make  the  needful  arrangements  for  carrying  the 
contract  into  effect,  and  to  furnish  the  stipulated  security,  has  been  un- 
able to  do  so ;  and  the  contract  has,  in  consequence,  been  cancelled. 

From  all  the  inquiries  made,  and  from  the  information  received  from 
those  best  acquainted  with  the  subject,  the  department  is  fully  convinced 
that  the  high  price  of  labor  and  materials  in  that  quarter,  in  addition  to 
the  difficulties  connected  with  the  erection  of  buildings  at  some  if  not  all 
of  the  locations,  renders  the  amount  appropriated  by  Congress  entirely 
inadequate  for  the  proper  completion  of  these  light-houses.  No  contract 
has  or  can  be  made  for  the  other  two  light-houses  at  [^fl-p^g  ^^lattery  and 
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New  Dungeness,  in  Oregon,  for  the  balance  of  the  appropriation^  amouBt- 
ing  to  $22,140. 

Since  the  above  contract  has  been  cancelled^  the  department  has  r^ 
newcd  its  endeavors,  and  made  the  needful  inquiries,  with  a  view  to  ascer- 
tain if  another  contract  can  be  made  on  similar  terms  with  responsible 
parties,  who  may  be  willing  to  enter  into  it,  and  who  can  give  satisfactory 
security  to  at  least  the  extent  of  $75,000,  which  large  amount,  under  jJl 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  department  would  consider  necessary,  in 
order  to  insure  the  faithful  performance  of  the  agreement.  Should  it  fail 
in  accomplishing  this,  the  department  had  contemplated  commencing  the 
erection  of  the  different  buildmgs  under  the  direction  and  superintendence 
of  one  or  more  officers  of  engineers  of  the  army,  and  to  request  of  Con- 
gress the  needful  additional  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
them. 

In  any  point  of  view,  it  is  both  very  desirable  and  important  for  the 
valuable  commerce  of  that  quarter  that  these  light-houses  should  be  erected 
with  the  least  possible  delay ;  but  the  department  greatly  fears  that  this 
object  cannot  be  obtained,  either  by  contract  or  otherwise,  in  a  suitable 
manner,  without  a  large  addition  to  the  means  which  have  been  placed  at 
its  disposal  for  the  purpose.  The  whole  amount  appropriated  for  seven 
light-houses  on  the  coast  of  California  and  three  on  the  coast  of  Oregon, 
including  fog-signals  and  twelve  iron  buoys,  is  $158,140;  and  it  is  believed 
that  proper  and  suitable  buildings,  with  tne  lanterns  and  lighting  apparatus, 
cannot  be.  erected  for  much  if  any  less  than  double  that  amount;  and  a 
still  larger  sum  will  be  required  if,  instead  of  the  ordinary  lighting  ap- 
paratus, with  lamps  and  reflectors,  the  improved  French  lens  should  be 
adopted,  and  which  the  department  would  recommend  should  be  done. 
The  present  appropriation  also  contemplates  fog  signals  at  four  of  the 
light-houses ;  but  if  Congress  does  not  consider  it  advisable  to  increase  the 
appropriation,  not  only  must  these  signals  be  constructed  on  an  inefficient 
scale,  but  the  buildings  and  their  appurtenances,  with  or  without  a  con- 
tract, must  necessarily  be  also  on  an  inadequate  and  inefficient  footing. 

The  department  believes  that,  in  order  to  erect  in  a  proper  and  suitable 
manner  all  the  ten  light-houses  on  the  Pacific  coast  as  directed  by  Con- 
gress, and  to  complete  them  with  the  needful  machinery,  appurtenancee, 
and  fixtures,  a  further  appropriation  of  $150,000  will  be  required,  and 
which  it  recommends  should  be  made  for  the  purpose.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the 
department  of  the  20th  instant,  enclosing  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the 
19th,  and  directing  me  to  furnish  the  information  to  enable  the  department 
to  answer  said  resolution. 

I  enclose  with  this,  copies  of  two  reports,  made  1o  this  bureau  bv  the 
Engineer-in  chief,  on  the  subject  of  the  evaporative  power  of  the  different 
species  of  coal,  called  for  b^  the  resolution. 

To  the  further  call  contamed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Senate,  viz :  ^'together  with  the  cost  of  the  several  kinds  per  ton,  in 
the  different  ports  in  the  China  seas,"  I  have  to  say  that  this  bureau  has 
sent  no  coal  to  any  port  in  the  China  seas.  An  agent,  appointed  by  the 
department,  has  been  instructed  to  deliver  about  one  thousand  tons  of  bi* 
tuminous  coal,  and  five  hundred  tons  of  anthracite,  at  Macao ;  and  five 
hundred  tons  of  bituminous,  and  five  hundred  tons  of  anthracite,  at  Shang- 
hai, of  the  best  quality  of  each  kind  for  steamers;  but  it  will  be  several 
months  before'such  returns  can  be  made  as  will  enable  the  bureau  to  ascer- 
tain the  cost  of  deliveries  at  these  ports.  ^g,.^^, .^ Google 
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In  answer  to  the  last  paragraph  of  the  resolution,  I  have  to  state,  that 
on  the  31st  of  January,  1801,  two  agents  for  the  purchase  of  coal,  under 
the  general  denominations  of  bituminous  and  anthracite,  were  appointed  by 
the  department.  Requisitions  are  made  on  these  agents  by  the  command- 
ants of  the  different  yards,  under  authority  of  the  bureau,  for  the  coal  most 
suitable  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  may  be  needed.  The  coal  is  selected 
by  the  agents,  and  shipped  to  such  ports  as  may  \fe  indicated  ;  for  which 
services  a  commission  is  paid  them  of  five  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of  all 

Eurchases ;  which  commission  is  to  cover  all  expenses  of  selecting,  purchas- 
ig  and  shipping. 
Papers  A  ana  B,  enclosed  herewith,  will  show  the  purchases  made  by 
tliese  agents,  so  far  as  returns  have  come  in,  since  the  date  of  their  several 
appointments,  with  the  prices  paid  per  ton.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  result  of  another  experiment 
<m  the  evaporative  power  of  the  vdiite-ash  anthracite  made  at  the  New 
York  navy  yard,  March  24th  last.  The  statistics  of  the  experiments  have 
^{already  been  forwarded  to  the  bureau  in  a  previous  communication,  dated 
March  24,  1852,  and  signed  by  the  enerineer  of  the  pumping-engine. 

The  diameter  of  the  cylinder  of  the  pumping-enginei  is  fifty  inches,  stroke 
of  piston  twelve  feet,  space  displacement  of  piston  per  stroke  163.625 
^ubic  feet,  to  which  must  be  added  the  spaces  mcluded  at  one  end  of  the 
•cylinder  in  clearance  and  nozzles,  viz:  5.273  cubic  feet,  making  168.9 
cubic  feet  in  all. 

The  duration  of  the  experiment  (that  is,  the  time  the  engine  was  working) 

was  two  hours   twenty-^five  minutes;  total  number  of  revolutions  made 

.  1,390 ;  total  weight  of  white-ash  anthracite  consumed,  2,960  pouiyis.  There 

was  no  cutting  off,  but  the  steam  followed  the  piston  full  stroke,  mean, 

pressure  of  steam  in  boiler  twelve  pounds  per  square  inch  above  atmosphere. 

Taking  now  the  initial  pressure  in  the  cylinder  at  1.7  pound  less  than  in 
the  boiler  (as  given  by  various  indicator  diagrams  heretofore  taken,)  the  to- 
tal steam  presi(ure  in  cylinder  would  be  twent]^-five  pounds  per  square  inch, 
.  and  the  relative  volumes  of  steam  of  this  density,  and  the  water  from  which 
it  is  generated,  are  as  1,044  to  1. 

Tp  obtain  the  evaporation,  then,  we  have  the  capacity  of  the  space  filled 
With  steam  per  stroke,  to  wit:  168.9  cubic  feet  multiplied  by  the  total  number 
of  strokes  made  (twice  1,390,)  equal  to  469,542 ;  and  this  product  divided  by 
1^044  =^  449.74;  and  this  quotient  multiplied  by  64.3  (the  weight  in  pounds 
of  a  cubic  foot  of  aea-water)  =  28,918.282 ;  which  product  divided  by  2,950, 
gives  9.802  pounds  of  searwater  evaporated  by  one  pound  of  white-ash 
anthracite. 

In  the  report  made  by  me  to  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks,  February 
21, 1852,  of  experiments  on  the  bituminous  coal  with  the  boilers  of  the 
United  States  steamer  "Fulton"  (making  both  experiments  ajjcl  calculation  in 
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the  same  manner  as  above,)  the  result  obtained  was  an  evaporation  of  4.483 
pounds  of  sea- water  per  pound  of  bituminous  coal. 

The  relative  value,  then,  of  the  anthracite  and  bituminous  coals  as  deter- 
mined by  these  experiments,  compare  as  9.802  to  4.483,  or  the  anthracite 
gives  an  economical  evaporation  of  nearly  2|  times  that  of  the  bituminous.

Sir  :  Understanding  that  the  bureau  has  now  before  it  the  question  of 
fuel  for  the  United  States  steamers,  I  respectfully  take  leave  to  enclose  the 
within  paper,  containing  the  results  obtained  in  the  boilers  of  the  United 
States  steamship  '*  Princeton"  from  the  use  of  the  following  varieties  of 
coal,  viz :  anthracite,  Cumberland  bituminous,  and  Scotch  bituminous. 

These  results  are  taken  from  the  steam-log  of  that  vessel,  kept  during  her 
cruise  in  the  Mediterranean  in  1848-49.  The  original  log  is  on  file  in  this 
office. 

It  is  proper  to  remark  in  this  connexion,  that  the  Scotch  bituminous  or 
English  New  Castle  (substantially  the  same)  coal  is  the  kind  principally 
exported  from  Great  Britain,  and  found  at  foreign  stations ;  consequently 
the  kind  most  likely  to  be  used  by  our  steamers  on  such  stations,  unless 
especially  provided  with  other. 

Any  further  information  on  this  subject  will  be  cheerfully  communicated. 

The  above  referred  to  results  may  te  briefly  summed  up  and  compared  as 
follows:

Comparison. 

Taking  the  results  from  the  Scotch  bituminous  as  unity,  the  results  from 
the  Cumberland  bituminous,  and  anthracite,  compare  as  follows,  viz : 

Scotch  bituminous,         1.000. 

Cumberland  bituminous,  1.240,  or  24  per  cent,  superior  to  the  Scotch. 

Anthracite,  1.406,  or  AQ^^  per  cent,  superior  to  the  Scotch. 

It  is  understood  that  the  anthracite  was  of  an  inferior  quality,  being  th^ 
refuse  of  what  was  furnished  the  government  by  contract  during  the  Mexi- 
<'an  war,  and  cannot,  therefore,  be  taken  as  a  specimen  q^  .^wl^^tis  now  fur- 
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nished  from  the  ^vbite-ash  mines>  and  recently    experimented  with  by  me 
at  the  New  York  navy-^ard.

Sm :  The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of 
the  7th  of  March,  1851,  directing  the  Secretaries  of  State,  ol  the  Treasu- 
ry, of  the  Interior,  of  War,  of  the  Navy,  and  the  Postmaster  General  to 
report  to  the  Senate  ^*  some  plan  of  classifying  the  clerks  in  the  several  de- 
partments; for  apportioning  their  salaries  according  to  their  services,  and 
for  equalizing  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  of  the  same  grade  in  each  of  the 
departments  :  also,  some  plan  to  provide  for  a  fair  and  impartial  examina- 
tion of  the  qualifications  of  clerks,  and  for  promoting  them  from  one  grade 
to  another,  upon  due  regard  to  qualifications  and  services/'  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  separate  reports  touching  the  clerkships  in  the  respective 
departments,  with  suggestions  for  effecting  the  objects  supposed  to  be  con- 
templated in  the  Senate's  resolution. 

The  importance  of  securing,  more  uniformly,  a  high  grade  of  qualifications, 
and  a  more  permanent  tenure  to  the  clerkships  in  the  several  departments 
inust  be  universally  conceded ;  but  desirable  as  the  undersigned  regard  these 
objects,  they  have  found  it  difficult  to  devise  any  plan  for  their  attainment 
by  legislation,  without  at  the  same  time  imposing  restraints  and  limitations 
«pon  the  discretionary  power  of  appointment,  now  vested  in  the  heads  of 
departments  in.accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  If  it  be 
conceded  that  Congress  may  subject  the  power  of  appointment  to  such  re- 
strictions as  they  may  deem  expedient,  it  may  yet  be  doubted  whether  to  do 
so  might  not  impair,  rather  than  promote,  the  efficiency  of  the  clerical  force 
of  the  several  departments,  and  by  increasing  the  existing  evils,  operate  to 
the  detriment  of  the  public  service.  Leaving  to  the  wisdom  of  the  legis- 
lature to  determine  how  far  this  power  is  by  the  constitution  left  subject  to 
restramts  or  conditions,  they  suggest  as  the  most  appropriate  means  which 
they  have  been  able  to  devise  for  bringing  into  practical  effect  the  reforma- 
tions proposed — That  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any*  office  of  clerk,  except 
that  of  chief  clerk,  a  board  shall  be  constituifed  by  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  the  vacancy  shall  have  occurred,  to  examine  any^ndidates 
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to  fill  the  same,  who  may  be  sent  before  it  by  the  head  of  the  departnient, 
as  well  as  to  their  condition  of  health  and  physical  energy,  as  to  their  edv* 
cation,  skill,  and  other  qualifications  for  the  duties  of  the  place  in  question ; 
and  that  no  person  shall  be  considered  eligible  to  sucli  appointment,  who 
shall  not  produce  to  the  head  of  the  department,  to  be  filed  in  its  archives, 
a  certificate  of  approval  from  such  board  of  examination. 

That  every  vacancy,  except  in  the  chief  clerkship  or  in  a  clerkship  of  the 
lowest  class,  shall  be  filled  from  the  next  inferior  class  in  the  same  depart- 
ment, or  bureau,  by  the  individual  who  shall  receive  from  a  lH>ard  constitu- 
ted for  his  examination,  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in'  the  for^oine 
paragraph,  a  certificate  that  he  is  fully  qualified.  But  if  no  person  in  such 
inferior  class  receive  such  certificate,  then  such  other  person  may  be  ap- 
pointed as  shall,  by  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  department,  be  sent 
before  such  board,  of  examination,  and  receive  therefrom  the  requisite  certi- 
ficate of  qualification.  i» 

That  when  such  other  person  shall  be  so  appointed  without  the  previo^ 
presentment  for  examination  of  all  the  clerks  of  the  class  next  inferior  to 
that  in  which  the  vacancy  is  to  be  filled,  the  head  of  the  department  in 
which  such  appointment  is  made,  shall  cause  to  be  entered  fully  on  its  re- 
cords, the  reasons  for  such  procedure. 

While  several  of  the  undersigned  entertain  doubts  in  regard  to  the  proc- 
ticahUity  or  utility  of  the  foregoing  plan  of  preliminary  examination  and 
of  promotion  by  regular  gitidalion,  they  have,  with  some  hesitation,  con- 
cluded to  unite  in  reporting  it  as  worthy  of  trial,  and  more  likely  to  accom- 
plish the  desired  object  than  any  other  upon  which  all  can  agree. 

In  regard  to  the  classification  of  clerks,  too,  a  slight  difference  of  opinior 
exists  among  the  undersigned,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  their 
several  reports  annexed.  Most  of  them,  however,  arc  of  opinion  that 
though  the  number  and  proportion  of  clerks  in  each  of  the  proposed  classes 
required  in  the  several  departments  and  offices  will  be  widely  different; 
yet  that  all  the  clerks  employed  at  the  seat  of  government,  as  well  by  th<r 
two  houses  of  Congress  as  in  the  several  executive  departments,  may  bt 
usefully  classified  according  to  service  and  ca])acity,  with  uniform  salaries 
to  all  clerks  of  the  same  grade. 

The  classification  and  arrangement  of  clerks  submitted  in  the  accompany- 
ing schedules  for  several  of  the  executive  departments,  and  the  bureausaod 
desks  thereof,  are  in  accordance  with  the  individual  views  of  the  head  oi 
that  department  for  which  the  schedule  is  made. 

The  undersigned,  however,  unite  in  recommending  that  such  ciassificatior. 
and  arrangement  be  established  by  law,  as  shall  be  iound  most  nearly  to 
fulfil  these  several  recommendations,  and  that  uniform  salaries  be  established 
for  all  the  clerks  ot*  each  class,  in  whatever  department  of  the  government 
they  may  be  employed,  at  the  city  of  Washington.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Senate  on  the7tb 
of  March,  1851,  directing  the  Secretaries  of  State,  of  the  Treasury,  of  the 
Interior,  of  War,  of  the  Nav^,  and  the  Postmaster  Greneral,  to  report  te  the 
Senate,  at  the  next  session  of  Congress,  some  plan  of  classifying  the  clerb 
in  those  departments,  for  apportionmg  their  salaries  according  to  their  ser- 
vices, and  for  equalizing  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  of  the  same  grade  in 
each  of  the  departments ;  and  also,  some  plan  to  provide  for  a  fair  and  im- 
partial examination  of  the  qualifications  of  clerks,  and  for  promoting  them 
from  one  grade  to  another  upon  a  due  regard  to  qualifications  and  services, 
I  have  the  honor,  herewith,  to  submit  a  plan  for  classifying  the  clerks  of 
this  department,  and  ''for  apportioning  ^eir  salaries  according  to  their 
services/' 

In  regard  to  compensation,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  it  is  not  only  une- 
qually apportioned,  but  that  in  some  cases  is  entirely  insufficient.  On  this 
subject,  I  herewith  submit  an  extract  from  a  report  made  to  me  by  all  the 
heads  of  the  bureaus  of  tms  department.  The  scale  of  salaries  herewith 
transmitted,  is  considerably  below  that  recommended  by  these  officere,  and 
the  average  exceeds  by  little,  if  anything,  that  of  the  present  salaries  in  a 
majority  of  the  bureaus  in  the  other  departments.  Nearly  all  the  salaries  in 
this  department  were  fixed  by  acts  passed  in  1818,  or  soon  afterwards,  and 
the  scale  of  compensation  is  below  th^t  in  the  offices  subsequently  organized. 

In  regard  to  a  preliminary  examination  of  clerks,  and  their  *'  promotion 
from  one  grade  to  another,*'  these  objects  are  already,  to  some  extent,  at- 
tained in  this  department.  £very  new  applicant  for  a  clerkship  is  subjected 
to  a  trial,  and  if  the  head  of  the  bureau  report  him  as  incompetent,  he  is 
not  appointed.  I  have  also  endeavored,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  carry  out 
a  system  of  promotion  in  the  different  bureaus ;  that  is,  whenever  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  a  clerkship,  I  appoint  the  clerk  in  the  same  bureau  whose  salarj- 
is  next  below,  and  so  on  tnrough  all  the  clerks  in  that  bureau,  unless  the 
head  of  the  bureau  report  to  mc  that  some  one  of  the  number  is  incompe- 
tent to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  clerkship  to  which  he  would  otherwise 
be  promoted.  £very  inducement  is  thus  held  out  to  fidelity  and  strict  at- 
tention to  duty,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  this  system  be  adhered  to,  it 
will  lead  to  the  most  satisfactory  results. 

There  is  one  clerk  attached  to  my  own  office,  whose  compensation  is,  in 
my  opinion,  entirely  disproportioned  to  the  importance  of  his  duties,  and  to 
the  qualities  required  for  their  proper  performance.  It  is  that  of  the  first 
or  claim  clerk  of  the  department. 

Besides  other  important  duties  that  devolve  on  him,  this  clerk  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  examininj?  all  claims  submitted  to  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  preparing  them  for  his  decision  and  final  action.  The  number  of 
these  claims  (principally  growing  out  of  the  late  war)  is  very  great,  and 
their  preliminary  examination  requires  not  only  great  industry,  but  a  fami- 
liarity with  the  acts  of  Congress,  military  laws  and  regulations,  not  easily 
attained.  In  fact,  the  duties  of  this  office  are  more  analogous  to  tj^ose  of 
an  auditor  than  of  an  ordinary  clerk. 

I  therefore  recommend  this  pay  be  increased  from  81,400  to  $1,800.

We  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  your  direction  to  report  upon  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate  of  the  7th  of  March,  1851. 
The  resolution  requires  a  report  upon  the  following  points : 

1.  Some  plan  of  classifying  the  clerl^  of  each  department. 

2.  For  apportioning  their  salaries  according  to  their  services,  and  for 
equalizing  the  salaries  of  clerks  of  the  same  grade  in  each  department. 

In  reference  to  the  first  and  second  of  these  inquiries,  we  submit  the  fol- 
lowing classifications  for  each  Bureau  of  the  War  Department : 

Principal  clerk,  compensation $1,800 

Clerks  of  thefirstclass 1,600 

Clerks  of  the  second  class - —  - 1,400 

Clerks  of  the  third  class 1,200 

Clerks  of  the  fourth  class 1,000 

We  are  fully  convinced,  on  a  careful  examination  of  the  expenses  •f  liv- 
ing, that  less  than  these  amounts  will  not  insure  a  support  to  a  man  and  his 
family  in  any  of  these  several  classes,  or  the  education,  experience,  and 
labor  required  of  each  class  respectively* 

The  small  salary  of  the  fourth  class  is  fixed  from  the  consideration  that 
this  class  will  generally  be  occupied  by  young  unmarried  men ;  and  the 
compensation,  with  the  hope  of  advancement,  is  considered  sufficient  to  en- 
sure the  services  of  properly  educated  and  properly  qualified  single  or  un- 
married men« 

In  presenting  this  plan,  we  take  the  occasion  to  offer  the  following*  re- 
marks, showing  why,  in  our  opinion,  the  presept  rates  of  salaries  are  too 
bto,  and  why  we  have  adopted  the  scale  presented  in  the  plan. 

The  subject  of  clerks'  salaries  was  investigated  and  reported  upon  by  a 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  so  long  ago  as  1837,  In  this 
report  (Doc.  No.  161,  H.  of  Reps.,  2d  session  24th  Congress,  p.  1)  the 
committee  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  compensation  to  most  of  the  clerks  was 
regulated  by  the  act  of  the  20th  of  Aprils  1818,  and  express  the  opinion 
that  the  increased  price  of  every  necessary  article,  since  that  time,  justified 
in  1837  an  increase  of  compensation  greater  even  than  they  then  recom- 
mended. 

The  salaries  as  fixed  by  the  act  of  1818,  and  others  since,  authorized 
upon  that  basis,  may  have  been,  and  probably  were,  adequate  to  the  sup- 
port of  a  small  family  at  that  time  ;  but  it  needs  no  argument  to  convince 
^ny  one  conversant  with  the  gradual  increase  of  cost  of  living  here,  of 
their  total  insufficiency  for  years  past,  and  especially  at  the  preserd  time. 

The  rates  proposed  in  the  plan  are  not,  in  any  sense,  extravagant ;  but 
it  is  believed  they  would,  in  a  great  degree,  relieve  the  clerk  from  the  ha- 
rassing embarrassment  and  care  incident  to  inadequate  means  of  sustaining 
their  uimilies,  and  enable  the  economical  and  frugal  to  afford  them  reason- 
able comforts,  and  to  give  to  their  children  suoi  education  as  will  afford 
reasonable  hopes  of  their  attaining  respectable  positions  in  afler  life.  These 
rates  will,  at  most,  do  no  more  than  tnis ;  and  it  is  only  just  that  faithful 
<in<l  zealous  services  should  be  thus  remimerated. 

The  Hohorable  Secretary  will  please  to  observe  that  our  proposed  classi- 
fication and  compensation,  refer  only  to  the  Bureaus  of  the  War  Depart- 
»nent ;  the  arrangement  for  the  War  Department  office  being  one  wnich, 
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it  is  presumed,  the   Honorable  Secretary  will  himself  devise,  at  rates  of 
compensation  adequate  to  its  higher  order  and  greater  responsibilities.

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  adopted 
March  7, 1851,  directing  the  several  heads  of  the  executive  departments 
to  report  to  the  Senate  at  the  (then)  next  session  of  Congress,  some  plan 
for  classifying  the  clerks  in  those  departments ;  for  apportioning  their  sal- 
aries, and  for  equalizing  the  salaries  of  clerks  of  the  same  grade  in  each  de- 
partment ;  also  some  plan  to  provide  for  a  fair  and  impartial  examination 
of  the  qualifications  of  clerks,  and  for  promoting  them  from  one  grade  to 
another  upon  due  regard  to  qualificatiohs  and  services  :  I  have  the  honor 
to  report,  that  impressed  vrith  the  importance  of  the  object  the  Senate  evi- 
dently had  in  view  in  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  and  sensible  of  the  in- 
timate connection  of  this  subject  with  the  strength  and  efficiency  of  thi^ 
Executive  Departments  of  the  government,  and  their  ability  for  the  prompt 
and  proper  despatch  of  the  public  business,  I  have  anxiously  desired  to  aid 
in  devising  some  plan  likely  to  prove  satisfactory  to  the  two  Houses  of 
Congress,  and  useful  to  the  country. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  much  inequality  exists  in  the  apportionment  oi 
salaries  and  duties  among  the  clerkships  in  the  several  departments  and 
offices  of  the  government,  and  also  among  those  of  the  same  department, 
and  that  such  mequalities  are  often  invidious  and  unjust.  They  arise  prin- 
cipally from  errors  made  in  the  assignment  of  salaries  on  the  original  ap- 
pointment of  clerks ;  generally  upon  the  recommendation  of  influential 
friends  of  the  appointee,  who  have  formed  a  wrong  estimate  of  his  qualifi- 
cations for  the  pjac«  sought. 

The  mistaken  idea  widely  prevails,  that  the  duties  implied  in  a  clerkship 
are  much  the  same  in  all  departments  and  grades — requiring  little  more  than 
that  the  incumbent  should  be  able  to  write  a  good  fair  copy-hand,  and,  in 
an  accounting  office,  possess  a  moderate  knomedge  of  figures.  Many,  who 
thoughtlessly  present  for  appointment  to  clerkships  in  the  public  offices  pei^ 
sons  whom  they  would  not  intrust  with  the  less  difficult  and  important  du- 
ties of  their  own  counting-houses  or  places  of  business,  nor  recommend  tu 
those  of  their  neighbors,  do  not  reflect  that  most  of  the  complicated  and 
extensive  business  of  the  executive  departments  and  offices,  requiring  tal- 
ents and  acquirements  in  various  branches  of  practical  knowledge,  must, 
from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  be  performed  principally  by  clerks,  without 
more  than  very  general  directions  from  the  heads  of  departments  and 
bureaus. 

Besides  the  chief  and  principal  clerks,  there  is  a  large  class  in  each  of 
the  departments  whose  duties  cannot  be  properly  performed  unless  they  arc 
not  only  well  versed  in  the  common  forms  and  modes  of  business  generally^ 
but  familiar  with  the  laws  and  rules  of  practice  applicable  to  the  particoUr 
branch  of  the  business  of  the  department  in  which  they  arc  employed ; 
with  the  decisions  and  settlements  which  have  become  precedents,  and  with 
the  principles  involved  in  them.  It  is  necessary  that  every  such  clerk 
should  be  able  to  conduct  a  correspondence  on  the  various  subjects  connect- 
ed with  his  employment ;  to  defend  the  acts  and  decisions  of  his  office  or 
department,  and  enforce  the  principles  and  rules  which  govern  if,  in  a  man- 
ner creditable  to  its  chief,  who  signs  and  is  responsible  for  the  correspond- 
ence, but  who  cannot,  except  in  the  most  important  cases,  do  more  than 
state,  orally,  and  in  general  terms,  his  conclusions  and  the  considerations 
^ich  led  to  them,  but  must  leave  the  structure  and  style  of  the  necessary 
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papers  entirely  to  the  clerk  who  prepares  tbem^  or  makes  only  such  cor- 
i  ectioDS  as  the  most  hurried  examiiiation  will  allow* 

All  the  qualities  just  stated  should^  of  course,  be  possessed,  in  a  higher 
(fegree,  hy  the  principal  and  chief  clerks,  and  ought,  in  both  cases,  to  be 
aceompanied  with  that  versatility  of  talent  which  vrill  enable  any  individ- 
ual of  one  class  to  perform,  when  necessary,  the  duties  of  another,  and  the 
principal  or  cliief  clerk  to  discharge,  properly,  the  routine  duties  belonging 
to  the  head  of  the  office  or  department  to  which  he  is  attached. 

As  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  due  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
executive  departments  that  the  qualifications  of  a  very  lar^e  portion  of  the 
clerks  empk>yed  in  them  should  be  suGh:as  described,  it  is  manifest  that 
men  fitted  for  these  places  cannot  be  readily  procured  at  will  firom  the  va- 
rious walks  and  pursuits  of  life,  and  be  discharged  and  replaced,  summarily, 
after  perhaps  a  few  months  service,  without  injury  to  the  business  of  the 
government.  It  is  also  a]^reut  that  if,  from  a  mistaken  esthnate  of  their 
titness  for  the  places  sought,  men  are  appointed  to  the  higher  salaries,  who 
prove  to  be  qualified  only  for  a  low  grade  of  duty,  great  inequalities  must 
rtsuH  in  the  apportionment  of  salaries.  . 

It  is  true  that  in  some  of  the  public  offices  there  are  clerks  who  perform 
duties  requiring  a  lower  grade  of  qualification  than  has  been  described  : 
mere  routine  duties,  which  a  man  may  perform  from  year  to  year  without 
becoming  fitted  for  any  other-— though  he  may  perform  these  very  wel). 
To  such  the  lowest  salaries  should  be  paid  ;  and  the  salaries  of  all  others 
.should  be  in  proportion  to  the  amount,  responsibility,  importance,  and  value 
«f  the  service  rendered. 

A  classification  which  would  accomplish  this  object  I  suppose  to  have 
been  contemplated  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate.  It  may,  in  my  judg- 
ment, be  best  effected  by  arranging  all  the  clerks  employed  in  the  executive 
departments  into  six  classes,  as  follows : 

1.  Chief  clerks  of  departments. 

2.  Principal  clerks  or  chief  clerks  of  bureaus.  This  class  of  clerks  em- 
ployed in  this  department  receive  $1,600  per  annum.  In  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  government  the  same  class  receive  salaries  varying  from 
$1,700  to  $2,000.  Clerks  having  charge  of  independent  desks,  established 
for  the  performance  of  important  duties,  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  head  of  the  department,  should  be  embraced  in  this  class.         , 

o.  Corresponding  and  accounting  clerks.  In  this  department  most  of  the 
clerks  of  this  class  receive  $1,400. 

4.  Stating,  registering,  and  miscellaneous  clerks.  This  class  is  the  larg- 
est emfrfoyed  in  this  department^  and  most  of  the  clerks  belonging  to  it  re- 
ceive $1,200. 

5.  Recording  and  letter-^book  clerks,  and  assistants  to  corresponding 
cierb.    Most  of  those  in  this  department  receive  $1,000. 

6.  Copying  and  filing  clerks.  This  class^  in  thb  de])artment,  includes 
the  clerks  employed  in  opening  dead  letters  and  passing  such  as  are  valuci- 
hle  to  a  higher  grade  for  registration.    They  now  receive  $1,000. 

I  recommend  that  the  salaries  paid  to  the  clerks  of  these  several  classes 
be  fixed  by  law  and  made  uniform  in  the  several  executive  departments  and 
offices,  and  that,  whatever  salary  may  be  adopted  for  the  highest  class,  the 
salaries  of  each  other  class  shall  be  less  by  $^00  than  that  of  the  one  ivot- 
mediately  preceding  it. 

While  it  is  no  doubt  difficult  to  establish  any  arbitrary  systein-ef  clasafi- 
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cation,  which*  without  injastice  to  any,  shall  arrange  into  a  few  classes, 
with  uniform  salaries  to  each,  all  the  clerks  in  the  several  departments, 
whose  duties  are,  and  necessarily  must  be,  dissimilar  in  their  details,  yet  1 
am,  after  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  of  the  opinion  that  the  classes 
and  designations  here  suggested  will  sumciently  distinguish  the  several  di- 
visions of  clerical  employment,  as  they  exist  under  the  present  organization 
of  the  several  departments,  and  that  to  one  or  the  other  of  these  classes 
all  clerks  employed  in  the  public  offices  at  the  seat  of  government  may 
properly  be  assigned. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark  that  in  this  department  there  arc  no  clerks 
of  the  sixth  and  last  mentioned  class,  described  as  copjing-clerks. 

Those  in  this  department  who  are  employed  exclusively  in  copying,  are 
the  letter*book  clerks,  who  transcribe  from  day  to  day  all  the  letters  writ- 
ten in  the  department.  For  the  proper  performance  of  this  duty  higher 
qualifications  than  those  of  a  mere  copyist  are  requisite.  The  letter-book 
clerk  should  be  competent  to  detect  and  brin^to  the  notice  of  the  writer,  for 
tjorrection,  any  omission  or  error  of  construction  or  of  statement  which  may, 
through  haste  or  inadvertence,  have  occurred  in  a  letter  brought  to  him  for 
record :  he  should  therefore  be  qualified  to  write  correctly  himself,  and 
possess  a  general  knowledge  of  the  business  of  the  department.  The  grade 
of  routine  copyists  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made  in  this  report, 
who  are  employed  in  transcribing  from  printed  and  other  established  forms 
require  less  qualifications,  and  should,  I  think,  be  embraced  in  the  sixth  class, 
and  receive  less  compensation  than  the  lowest  of  the  other  classes  herem 
proposed. 

In  view  of  the  diversity  of  employment,  and  the  different  grades  of  ca- 
pacity and  degrees  of  intelligence  required  in  conducting  properly  the  duties 
of  the  Post  Office  Department,  constantly  and  rapidly  becoming  more 
varied  and  extensive,  and  requiring  a  wider  range  of  qualification  for  thei; 
due  performance,  I  am  of  the  opmion  that  true  economy,  as  well  as  con- 
venience, will  be  subserved  by  arranging  its  clerical  force — below  the  chief 
clerk— in  the  following  order  and  proportion  among  the  several  classes  ot 
clerks,  as  proposed  in  the  foregoing  scheme,  to  wit : 

The  principal  clerks  of  the  several  bureaus,  (correspondent  to  the  chief 
clerks  of  bureaus  in  other  departments  ;)  the  chiefe  of  the  foreign  and  dep- 
redation desks;  and  the  topoerapher  of  the  department,  to  be  embraced 
in  the  second  class,  (or  first  below  that  of  chief  clerks  of  departments.) 

The  clerks  charged  with  the  preparation  of  the  correspondence  of  the 
appointment,  contract,  and  inspection  offices;  those  in  the  finance  office  Id 
charge  of  the  money  and  stamp  accounts  of  that  office,  and  in  drawing  and 
registering  drafts  and  warrants ;  the  principal  clerks  of  the  dead  letter  ofBce 
and  the  bond  room,  in  the  third. 

The  clerks  in  the  several  bureaus  engaged  in  registering  the  particulars 
of  the  mail  service,  and  stating  cases  for  preliminary  reference  to  the  re- 
spective chiefs  of  bureaus,  and  the  ultimate  action  of  the  Postmaster  Cren- 
eral ;  the  keeper  of  the  journal,  recorder  and  reporter  of  orders  affecting 
accounts  and  changes  of  service,  and  the  miscellaneous  clerks,  in  the  fourth. 

The  recording  and  letter-book  clerks  in  the  fifth,  and  the  mere  copyists, 
openers  of  dead  letters  and  filing  clerks,  in  the  sixth. 

There  arc  now  in  the  department  a  chief  clerk  (who  is  not,  however, 
principally  employed  as  such,  but  is,  in  Tact,  the  liead  of  a  bureau)  a»d 
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sixtj-seven  clerks.    Their  distribution  among  the  isevera)  offices  ami  their 
salaries,  will  appear  from  the  following  statement.  '

Making  (including  the  chief  clerk)  sixty-eight  in  all,  with  salaries  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  $84,000. 

In  consequence  of  the  great  increase  of  labor  in  this  department,  I  re* 
commended,  in  my  last  anniral  report,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  clerks 
as  absolutely  necessary  to  the  prompt  and  proper  despatch  of  business. 

The  rq)ort8  of  my  assistants  annexed  to  my  own,  stated  somewhat  in 
<letail  the  reasons  for  that  necessity,  arol  our  experience  since  those  reports 
were  made  has  only  confirmed  the  opinions  then  expressed. 

Id  view  of  the  facts,  that  ever  since  the  re-organization  of  the  department 
by  Mr.  Kendall,  under  the  act  of  1836,  there  have  been,  (and  are  now) 
from  the  imperative  requirements  of  the  service,  ybwr  distinct  and  important 
bureaus  in  the  department ;  that  only  three  assistants  had  been  provided  for, 
and  that  the  chief  clerk  was  necessarily  assigned  to  duty  as  chief  of  tht- 
inspection  office,  leaving  the  head  of  the  department  almost  entirely  with- 
out the  assistance  which  the  law,  in  providing  a  chief  clerk,  designed  to 
afford  him.  I  also  recommended  that  another  assistant  Postmaster  General 
should  be  authorized,  to  be  assigned  to  duty  as  chief  of  the  inspection  office. 

If  these  suggestions  be  carried  mto  effect,  it  is  my  design  to  detach  the  foreign 
deik  from  the  contract  office,  and  place  it  under  the  inunediate  superin- 
tendence of  the  Postmaster  (jeneral,  aided  as  he  then  would  be  by  the  chief 
•lerk. 

Although  the  foreign  desk,  which  has  but  a  single  clerk,  still  remains 
Qominally  attached  to  the  contract  office,  its  business  is  now,  in  fact,  wholly 
under  the  immediate  direction  and  supei'vision  of  the  Postmaster  General, 
and  has  but  little  affinity  to  the  ordinary  business  of  the  contract  office ; 
while  in  consideration  of  the  magnitude  of  its  ^details  and  its  relation  to 
foreign  governments,  it  is  deemed  suitable  that  (he  Postmaster  (jeneral 
fiouul  retain  the  immediate  i-esponsibility  of  its  control  and  sutnTvision, 
and  that  its  correspondence  should  be  conducted  in  his  name. 

The  number,  arrangement,  and  classification  of  the  clerk??  of  thtj  (Jejwirt- 
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ment  which  I  would  recommend,  in  case  the  suggestions  of  this  report 
should  be  fully  carried  out,  are  as  follows :

If  the  aboTe  suggestions  are  adopted,  the  number  of  clerks  in  this  de- 
partment will  be  mcreased  by  the  addition  of  seven,  and  the  aggregate  com- 
pensation, including*  the  pay  of  such  additional  clerks,  will  be  mcreased 
$8,200  only,  unless  the  general  rate  of  compensation  shall  be  increased. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  surest  any  plan  likely  to  secure  a  fiill  and  impartial 
examination  of  the  candidates  for  clerkships,  with  an  intelligent  view  to  the 
various  duties  which  they  may  be  required  to  perform  in  the  several  depart- 
ments. Nothing,  in  my  judgment,  short  of  trial,  can  determine  a  man's 
fitness  for  the  higher  classes  of  these  duties;  and,  while  I  concur  in  the  joint 
recommendation  to  which  this  report  is  intended  to  be  annexed,  as  to  a  pre- 
liminary examination  by  a  hoard  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  department 
in  which  employment  is  sought,  I  think  it  important,  further,  that  the  ap- 
pointment based  upon  such  examination  should  be  one  of  probation  only, 
and  should  not  extend  beyond  a  period  of  three  months,  with  the  assurance, 
however,  that  if  during  that  period  of  trial  the  probationer  should  exhibit 
the  requisite  qualifications  for  useful  service,  the  final  appointment  should 
not  be  withheld  from  him. 

In  the  joint  recomm«idation  referred  to,  it  is  suggested  that  the  proposed 
board  of  examiners  should  give  their  attention  to  the  '^  condition  of  health 
a|id  physical  enei^''  of  the  candidates  presented  for  examination.  This 
subject  has  not,  I  think,  received  from  the  appointing  power  the  attention 
which  it  deserves. 

Under  the  mistaken  belief  that  the  clerkshi{)s  in  the  executive  depart- 
ments are  e(isy  places,  where  men  feeble  from  disease,  or  with  constitutions 
exhausted  and  shattered  by  over-exertion  elsewhere  may  recruit  their  im- 
paired energies,  scores  of  such  every  year  present  themselves,  or  are  pre- 
sented by  their  friends  for  appointment. 

Experience  has  shown  that  no  class  of  occupations  are  more  trying  than 
those  which  are  sedentary,  and  at  the  same  time  involve  continuous  mental 
exertion.  Six  or  eight  hours  of  unremitted  labor  at  the  dedc,  duly,  in 
copying  merely,  with  the  mind  at  ease  and  the  thoughts  wandering  at  will 
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cannot,  in  this  climate,  be  deemed  light  or  trifling,  for  many  strong  men  are 
found  unequal  to  it.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  higher  grades  of 
clerical  service  involve  great  responsibility  and  constant  mental  labor,  and 
that  many  clerks  do  and  must,  in  consequence  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
force  employed  in  the  public  offices  to  meet  the  requirements  often  made 
upon  them,  labor  at  their  desks  ten  or  twelve  hours  daily  for  many  days  in 
succession,  with  the  intellectual  powers  taxed  to  the  utmost,  it  will,  I  think, 
be  admitted  that  these  offices  are  no  proper  retreats  for  the  invalid,  or 
suitable  places  of  restoration  for  the  feeble  and  exhausted. 

So  important  do  I  deem  it  that  the  clerkships  in  the  several  offices  should 
be  filled  by  sound  men^  as  well  physically  as  mentally,  that  if  it  shall  be 
found  necessary,  to  accomplish  this  object,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
board  of  examination  should  include  an  army  surgeon,  or  some  other  pro- 
fessional man  competent  to  decide  the  important  question  of  physical  ability 
and  fitness. 

1  take  leave  to  suggest,  in  conclusion,  that  probably  no  observing  or 
thoughtful  man  has  ever  been  long  in  charge  of  an  Executive  Department 
or  Bureau,  without  becoming  satisfied  that  the  proper  standard  of  clerical 
qualification  and  performance  will  not  be  established  in  them,  and  the  publio 
business  performed  in  the  best  manner  until  the  clerk  can  reasonably  enter- 
tain a  confident  expectation  of  continued  employment.  If  his  continuance 
in  office  and  his  promotion  be  made  to  depend  on  his  good  behaviour  and 
assiduity  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  a  motive  is  offered  him  which 
uniformly  produces  improvement  and  excellence  in  all  the  other  employ- 
ments of  life,  and  could  not  fail  to  do  so  in  this. 

Men  originally  qualified  to  perform  properly  the  duties  of  a  clerk  become, 
with  each  years'  experience,  more  competent  and  useful.  Those  of  them, 
therefore,  who  by  devotion  and  assiduity  render  their  services  valuable  to  the 
country,  certainly  should,  if  possible,  be  protected  from  arbritary  and  ca- 
pricious removal.  This  would,  in  my  opmion,  more  than  any  other  mea- 
sure, tend  to  elevate  the  character  of  the  force  employed  in  the  public  offices, 
and  facilitate  the  business  devolving  on  them. 

I  am  unable  to  recommend  any  plan  likely  to  accomplish  this  object  more 
effectually  than  to  secure  by  preliminary  examination  and  sufficient  trial, 
under  a  temporary  appointment,  the  employment  of  men  whose  acquirements, 
physical  endowments  and  business  capacity  shall  be  fully  equal  to  their 
position.  When  to  these  qualifications — with  two  or  three  year's  expe- 
rience— are  added  industry  and  faithfulnessy  the  services  of  such  a  clerk 
vrill  be  found  so  necessary,  not  only  to  the  proper  despatch  of  business,  hv\ 
to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in 
which  he  is  employed,  that  the  probability  of  his  removal,  except  for  cause, 
will  be  greatly  diminished. 

Thus  relieved  from  the  apprehension  of  removal  from  political  reasons 
merely,  the  clerk  will  have  no  motive  for  becoming  a  political  partizan ;  but 
on  the  contrary  will  labor  with  devotion  and  zeal  to  promote  the  public 
good  without  reference  to  party  divisions,  or  to  the  hopes  and  fears  which 
are  often  connected  with  them. 

As  I  believe  it  to  be  important,  in  every  point  of  view,  that  the  clerks 
employed  in  the  several  departments  of  the  government  should  be  withdrawn 
Ex.— 2 
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from  active  participation  in  the  political  struggles  which  so  frequently  aetata 
the  country,  I  shall  be  gratified  if  the  foregoing  suggestions  shoula  pro- 
mote in  any  degree  that  desirable  object.

StE :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknovrled^  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Senate  of  the  21st  instant,  directing  the  Secretary  of  War  **  to  re- 
port the  number  of  civil  officers  employed  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico, 
while  the  same  was  under  military  government ;  by  what  authority  they 
^ere  appointed  ;  their  naiucs,  and  the  amount  of  salary  allowed  to  each ; 
bow  long  they  remained  in  office  ;*what  amount  was  paid  to,  and  what  if 
^ill  due  to  each  of  them,  and  why  the  same  is  not  paid  to  them  out  of  the 
balance  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  Mexican  military  contribution 
fund." 

In  compliance  with  this  resolution,  I  herewith  enclose  a  report  from 
Colonel  Monroe,  commanding  the  9th  military  department,  New  Mexico, 
and  a  communication  addressed  by  J.  S.  Calhoun,  governor  of  that  Ter- 
ritory, to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  by  him  referred  to  this  department, 
^th  a  statement  prepared  by  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Commissioner  of 
^  Territory,  containing  the  names  of  officers,  their  salaries,  their  terms  erf 
office,  the  amount  received  by  and  due  to  them,  &c. 

The  authority  by  which  they  were  appointed  is  contained  in  a  code  called 
tbe  "  organic  law  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,"  established  by  Gen- 
^1  Stephen  W.  Kearny  in  September,  1846,  after  the  conquest  of  that 
^untry  by  the  United  States  forces,  and  printed  in  document  No.  19  of  the 
Mouse  of  Representatives,  29th  Congress,  2d  session,  p.  27  to  73.  The 
authority  under  which  he  established  the  «:ode  will  be  found  in  the  ordera 
^nted  m  the  same  document,  particularly  in  that  addressed  to  General 
Kearny  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  date  of  June  3,  1846.  For  con- 
venience of  reference,  I  append  copies  of  those  sections  of  the  code  relating 
to  the  aopointment  and  compensation  of  the  officers. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  in  the  list  herewith  transmitted,  the  salaries  of 
^ny  of  the  efficers  are  computed  to  as  late  a  period  as  June  22,  J  831. 
The  act  establishing  the  Territorial  govemmeot  of  New  AJ^JJIPft^as  pjssc^ 
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on  the  9th  of  September,  1850,  This  covernment  went  into  operation 
about  the  3d  day  of  March,  1851 ;  at  which  period  the  civil  functions  of 
the  Colonel  commanding  the  department  ceased.  The  department  has  no 
information  as  to  the  precise  peiiod  when  the  functions  of  the  persons  first 
ap^ioinieti  io  the  civil  offices  under  the  military  authority  ceased.  The 
amount  stateil  to  be  due  ihe  civil  offiers,  to  the  22d  of  June,  1851,  is 
$32,212  37,  exclusive  of  the  compensation  of  the  military  officers  who 
succeeded  the  civil  governors  first  appointed  by  military  authority ,  and  acted 
in  the  same  capacity.  Their  pay  at  the  same  rate  would  amount  to 
94,391  30,  making  the  whole  amount  $36,603  67  claimed  from  the  United 
States,  of  which  Ihe  sum  ol  $12,098  64  is  due  to  the  treasury  of  the  Ter- 
ritory for  so  much  paid  to  those  officers,  and  the  balance,  $24,505  03,  is 
due  to  the  officers  themselves. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry,  why  the  amount  due  the  officers  is  not  paid  to 
them  out  of  the  balance  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  Mexican  military 
contribution  fund.  I  have  to  state  that  I  am  not  aware  of  any  authority  in 
this  or  any  other  department  to  make  such  payments  out  of  that  fund.

Sir  :  Herewith  enclosed  I  transmit  you  two  copies  of  a  tabular  statement 
and  report  of  the  amounts  due  from  the  Uifited  States  to  the  civil  officers  of 
the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  for  salaries,  extending  from  the  22d  day  of 
September,  1&16,  to  the  31st  day  of  March,  1851 — the  unpaid  balance 
amounting  to  §>3 1,562  37. 

It  is  but  an  act  of  long  deferred  justice  Io  these  officers  that  an  appropri- 
ation be  made  by  Conjrress  to  liquidate  this  debt,  and  I  have  respectfully  to 
desire  that  you  will  give  the  appropriate  direction  to  these  estimates  with 
this  view.  Many  of  the  incumbents  have  no  private  income  to  fall  back 
upon,  and  of  necessity  hnve  to  incur  debts  on  the  faith  of  their  salaries. 

The  whole  subject  of  territorial  organization  is  fully  illustrated  in  Con- 
gressional documents. 

By  the  first  column  of  the  tabular  statement  it  appears  that  S12,098  64 
has  been  paid  by  the  territorial  treasury  on  account  of  these  salaries.  But 
the  sum  of  $16,073  32  has  been  received  into  said  treasury  from  the  six 
per  cent,  and  twenty  per  cent,  imposts,  and  expended  for  the  general  pros* 
perity  of  the  Territoiy.

1  cannot  say  that  the  statement  is  perfectly  accurate,  but  I  have  no  reason 
to  doubt  the  fact.  I  have  not  had  time  to  examine  it.  Governor  Munroe, 
my  ioimediate  predecessor,  approved  and  caused  to  be  transmitted  to  Wash- 
ington a  copy  of  this  statement,  except  the  appended  report  signed  by  the 
auditor  and  treasurer. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  government  of  the  United  States  to  pro- 
tide  for  the  immediate  payment  of  these  claims,  not  only  because  justice  to 
tbe  claimants  named  demand  it,  but  for  the  additional  reason  that  $12,- 
098  64  is  due  to  the  territorial  treasury,  to  which  may  be  added  $1,384  36 
doe  members  of  the  legislature  of  184/  ;  and  there  is  not  one  dollar  in  the 
territorial  treasury,  and  the  collection  of  taxes  is  resisted,  with  no  prospect 
of  an  early  adjustment  of  the  question  involved.  May  I  not,  then,  be  par- 
doned for  earnestly  pressing  upon  your  consideration  the  importance  of 
an  eariy  aettl€ment  of  these  claims.

The  undersigned,  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  of  New 
Mexico,  associated  with  J.  Houghton,  as  directed  in  jour  official  commum- 
cation  of  th^llth  instant,  respectfully  present  the  above  statement  of  the 
amount  of  salary  due  the  officers  of  the  territorial  government  established 
by  Brieadier  General  S.  W.  Kearny,  under  authority  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  22d  day  of  September,  1846.  The  statement  is  made 
out  from  the  books  of  the  offices  of  auditor,  treasurer  and  secretary  of  the 
Territory,  from  actual  records  and  voucheis,  and  your  committee  beUevethe 
statement  to  be  correct. 

It  may  be  proper  to  mention  that  the  committee  have  confined  themselves 
strictly  to  salaries  payable  from  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  as  pre- 
•cribed  by  the  Kearny  code,  page  12,  section  1,  and  page  30,  section?. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  the  salaries  of  auditor,  treasurer,  attorney  general, 
and  district  attorneys  are  made  payable,  half  by  the  Territory  and  half  by 
the  United  States, 

In  the  statement  are  included  the  names  of  two  commanders  of  the  nine 
military  departments  who  have  acted  as  civil  governors,  with  their  time  of 
service ;  your  committee  being  desirous  to  leave  the  matter  as  it  stands 
for  your  consideration,  and  the  consideration  of  Congress. 

There  are  also  included  in  the  statement,  time  of  service  and  salaries  of 
United  States  district  attorney  and  United  States  marshal.  Though  these 
offices  were  considered  as  abolished  by  instructions  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment, bearing  date  January  11,  1847 ;  yet  your  committee,  being  aware 
that  the  officers  mentioned  discharged  their  duties  in  good  faith  for  the  term 
of  service  mentioned,  have  placed  the  amounts  they  believe  to  be  justly  due 
them  opposite  their  names,  desiring  thus  to  submit  it  to  the  conKideration 
of  Congress.

Extracts  from  the  organic  law  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  respecting 
the  appointment  and  compensation  of  officers.  {Ex.  Document  No,  19, 
House  of  Representatives^  29th  Congress,  2d  session.) 

Page  21,  article  5,  section  1 :  Members  of  the  General  Assembly ;  the 
governor,  whose  salary  shall  be  82,000  a  year  ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, whose  salary  shall  be  $1,200  a  year ;  the  judges  of  the  Superior 
Court,  whose  salaries  shall  be  $1,500  a  year  each ;  the  marshal  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, whose  salary  shall  be  $500  a  year ;  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  United  States.  The  auditor  and  treasurer  shall  each  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  $500  a  year,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  remainder  out  of  the  territorial  treasunF>  r 
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Page  41,  section  19  :  There  shall  be  a  prefect  in  each  county  of  this  Ter^ 
ritory,  appointed  by  the  governor,  who  shall  hold  his  oflSice  for  two  years^ 
and  until  his  successor  be  appointed  and  qualified. 

Page  67,  section  10 :  Every  prefect  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  two 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States, 
and  two  dollars  a  day  for  every  day  he  may  be  necessarily  employed  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Page  28,  section  6  :  The  General  Assembly  shall  divide  the  Territory  into 
a  convenient  number  of  counties,  and  shall  apportion  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  among  the  same  according  to  the  free  male  pop* 
Illation ;  but  the  whole  number  of  its  members  shall  never  exceed  twenty- 
one,  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  law  of  the  United  States. 

Section  7 :  Until  the  legislative  power  shall  otherwise  direct,  the  Terri- 
tory of  New  Mexico  shall  retain  the  division  of  counties  and  districts  estab- 
lished by  the  decree  of  the  Department  of  New  Mexico,  of  June  17,  1844, 
and  they  shall  be  represented  as  follows :  In  the  House  of  Representatives 
the  county  of  Santa  Fe  shall  have  three  members  ;  the  county  of  San  Mig- 
uel del  Bado  three  ;  the  county  of  Rio  Arriva  three  ;  the  county  of  Valen- 
cia five  ;  the  county  of  Taos  three ;  the  county  of  Santa  Ana  two ;  and 
the  county  of  Bernalillo  two. 

Page  30,  section  17  :  Each  member  of  the  General  Assembly  shaU  receive 
three  dollars  a  day  for  each  day  he  may  attend  the  house  of  which  he  is  a 
member,  and  three  dollars  for  every  twenty-five  miles  he  must  travel  in 

Ofrom  his  residence  to  the  place  of  meeting  and  returning  thence ;  and 
peaker  of  each  house  shall  receive  five  dollars  a  day  for  every  day  he 
may  attend  the  house  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  the  same  mileage  with 
other  members. 

Page  38,  section  7 :  In  addition  to  the  fees  of  office,  the  attorney  generaJ 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  a  year;  and  each  circuit  attor- 
ney shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  one-hali 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Territory.

Sia :  On  fbe  3d  of  May  last  I  transmitted  to  the  Senate,  in  answer  to  a 
resolution  passed  on  the  Slst  of  April,  a  statement,  received  from  the  gov- 
ernor of  New  Mexico,  of  salaries  due  to  civil  officers  of  that  territory 
wbiie  it  was  under  military  government.  In  recapitulating  the  results  of 
that  statement  (printed  in  Ex.  J)oc.  No.  71,)  my  letter,  by  a  clerical  error, 
is  made  to  state  that  of  the  whole  amount,  $36,603  67,  claimed  from  the 
United  States,  ''  the  sum  of  S12,093  64  is  due  to  the  treasury  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, for  so  much  paid  to  those  officers,"  whereas  the  whole  amount  of 
936,603  67,  according  to  the  statement,  is  due  to  the  officers  themselves.

Sir  :  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  oUcial  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate 
•f  the  2otb  of  March  last,*by  wiiich  the  Postmaster  General  vras  n^quested 
**(o  report  to  the  Senate  the  whole  number  of  letters  ^'hich  passed  ttiiougli 
the  pott  office  of  the  Uiiite.l  St'ites  during  the  tisc.il  year  ended  June  3J,. 
1831 ;  diittinguishing  the  paid  frotn  the  unpaid,  those  paid  by  stamps  from 
those  pud  in  cash,"  together  with  ceitnin  otl  er  matters  therein  specifii  d,  I 
r«ferred  the  same  (with  the  exception  fd  such  patts  thereof  as  related  to 
the  operations  of  the  dead-letter  office)  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  for 
the  Post  Oilice  Uepartiuent,  who  lias  by  law  the  settlement  of  the  accounts 
•f  the  Post  O.Bce  Department,  and  the  official  custody  of  the  qiiartirly 
returns  of  postmasters ^and  the  other  papers  and  books  necessary  to  be  ex- 
tmined  for  the  purpose* of  furnishing,  as  ur  as  practicable,  the  information 
called  fpr  by  thesaiJ  resolution  ;  and  I  directed  the  proper  examinations  to 
be  made,  to  enable  me  to  answer  so  much  of  the  said  resolution  as  related 
to  the  operations  of  the  dead-letter  office  for  the  last  fiscal  year. 

In  compliance  with  said  resolution,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  transmit 
herewith  the  report  of  the  auditor  upon  so  much  of  the  resolution  as  was 
io  referred. 

Presuming  that  the  object  of  the  Senate  in  calling  for  the  cost  of  trans- 
pottation  and  the  amount  of  postages  collected  in  each  State  was  to  furnish 
the  means  of  comparing 'the  cost  of  transportation  with  the  receipts  from 
P^^i^gcs  by  States,  it  is  deemed  but  just  to  say  that  in  the  division  of  the 
postot  transportation  among  the  Stutes,  the  whole  cost  (of  a  route  extend- 
ing from  one  State  to  another,  and  t*ren  through  several  States,  is  chargecl 
to  the  State  to  which  the  route  is  assigned  by  its  number — generally  to  the. 
State  in  which  the  route  as  entered  on  the  route  register  is  made  to  com- 
laeoce.  Thus  the  whole  cost  of  service  on  a  route  from  Buffalo  to  New 
York,  through  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  and  CliTe!and,  Ohio,  to  Detroit,  Mich- 
'Tan,  if  embraced  iu  a  single  contract,  would  be  chargetl  to  the  ^tate  of 

lew  York.    Airain :  the  entire  cost  of  a  route  extendii^  quite  t*

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State,  and  used  fc-r  the  transportation  of  a  qreat  imil,  may  be  charged  to 
such  State,  although  nearly  the  whole  of  that  cost  is  incurre<l  for  a  bin;h 
grade  of  service  ntcessary  for  the  transportation  of  letteisand  other  matter 
on  which  the  postage  is  collectcil  at  great  commercial  cities  in  other  and 
perhaps  distant  States.  Thus  $75,000  per  annum  of  the  cf»st  of  transpor- 
tation charged  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  is  for  transpoitation  of  the 
great  northern  and  southern  mail,  over  a  route  which  is  of  very  little  im- 

Iortance  to  that  State.  In  the  same  manner  the  States  of  Ohio,  Michigan, 
ndiana  and  Illinois  are  charged  with  the  cost  of  service,  which  is  import- 
ant and  expensive,  mostly  inconsequence  oftbe  weight  of  the  great  MrougA 
mails  which  are  made  up  and  delivered  in  other  States;  and  (he  State  of 
Missouri  is  now  charged  with  $19,500  for  the  co$t  of  service  from  Indepen- 
dence, near  its  western  boundary,  to  Salt  Lake,  and  $18,000  for  the  service 
from  Independence  to  Santa  Fe,  while  probably  but  a  small  portion  of  the 
postage  earned  by  these  routes  is  collected  in  Missouri. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  in  instituting iiny  comparison,  these  cirrum- 
Btances  should  be  duly  considered,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  great  cost  of 
transportation  on  the  most  important  routes  is  incurred,  to  a  laree  .extent, 
on  account  of  the  mails  passing  between  such  ofHces  as  the  following,  at 
which  there  were  collected,  in  postaj^es,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  thcsumi 
set  opposite  the  name  of  each,  viz :

In  reply  to  so  much  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  as  relates  to  the 
operations  of  the  dead-letter  office  durini;  the  last  fiscal  year,  I  have  the 
honor  to  state  that  the  number  of  dead  letters  received  at  that  oSce  is  esti- 
mated by  the  officer  having  charge  thereof,  at  2,7t»Q,000,  agreeing  in  that 
respect  with  the  estimate  of  the  auditor;  and  that,  iluring  the  same  period, 
the  numuer  of  dead  letters  containing  money,  opened,  registered,  and  sent 
out  for  delivery,  was  6,453. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  money  found  in  the  same,  $40,336  73. 
The  number  of  such  letters  delivered,  5,*.  14 7, 
The  amount  of  money  therein,  S3G,0L0  Gl. 
The  number  of  letters  returned  uncLimed,  1,106. 
The  nominal  amount  of  mojiey  in  the  same,  §4,246  12. 

A  few  of  the  unclaimed  letters  have  been  restored  to  their  owners  since 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  jcar,  and  the  remrinder  are  yet  on  hand  in  the  dead 
letter  office. 

There  is  also  another  class  of  dead  letter?,  which  contain  articles  of  value 
other  than  money,  such  v.s  bonch,  notes  of  hand,  drafts,  bills  of  crchange, 
checks,  certificates  of  deposite,  certificates  of  stock,  and  other  papen  hi^' 
ing  a  value  capable  of  being  ejrpre^sed  in  dollars  and  cents. 

During  the  same  year  the  number  of  letters  of  this  class  registered  and 
aent  out  lor  delivery  was  L0,08i;  their  enclosures  having  a  nominal  value 
of  91,292,13-3.  Of  these  6,631  were  restored  to  their  owners,  3,'^6J  were 
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returned  unclaimed,  and  194  renrinined  in  the  bands  of  postmasters  to  whom 
thev  had  bietn  sent  for  delivt^ry. 

All  the  foreryoing  fact^  in  reference  to  the^ope^ations  of  the  d^ad-letter 
o'B:e,  and  inany  others  of  mich  interest,  will  be  found  to  be  stated  in  the 
report  of  the  Third  As;ist.int  Postmister  General,  annexed  to  my  last  an- 
nuiil  report,  (and  which  has  just  been  printed)  as  a  part  of  the  documents 
accompanying  the  Ptesident's annual  message.  To  the  statements  contained 
iiisich  report  of  the  Thir,l  Asnstanf,  and  to  the  tables  thereto  annexed,  I 
beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  refer  the  Senate. 

The  money  found  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1851,  in  letters  which 
are  still  unclaimed,  is  now  being  examined  and  registered,  and  will  soon  be 
prepared  for  conversion  into  funds  which  can  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  Unitetl  States.  It  would  have  been  sooner  done  if  the  clerical  force 
of  the  o  fice  had  been  sufficient  to  despatch  its  busiiiess  with  promptness 
and  accuracy.

Sia:l4  is  imposslljle  for  me  to  answer  fully  and  exactly  the  Several 
inquiries  embraced  in  the  Senate's  resolution  of  the  2oth  March  last. 

The  present  clerical  force  of  my  office  is  barely  sufficient  to  perform  its 
current  business;  and  to  answer  the  resolution  fully,  would,  I  have  no 
doubt,  require  it  to  be  doubled  for  the  space  of  at  least  one  year. 

The  circuinstinces  of  the  case  are  such,  that  I  am  compelled,  in  a  <Treat 
degree,  to  resort  to  cstim*ites,  ami  even  then  witliuut  such  data  as  to  render 
the  results  strictly  reliable. 

The  first  inquiry  in  the  Senate's  resolution  calls  for  "the  whole  number 
of  letters  which  passed  through  the  post  office  of  tiie  United  States  iluring 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1831,  distinguishing  the  paid  froin  the 
unpaiil ;  those  paid  by  stamps  from  those  paid  by  cash ;  also  the  number  of 
free  letters;  also  the  number  of  drop  letters."

(uSit:  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  on  the  13th  instant  adopted  a 
i^ation  directing  the  ^^  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  to  the  Senate 
whether  the  accounting  officers  have  rejected  a  charge  in  the  account  of 
the  Hon.  David  Tod,  late  minister  from  the  United  States  to  Brazil,  for 
money  advanced  by  him  to  William  £.  Anderson,  who  was  sent  from  Rio 
de  Janeiro  to  the  United  States  to  be  a  witness  on  a  prosecution  to  be  com- 
menced against  two  persons  for  carrying  on  the  slave  trade ;  and  if  so, 
then  to  report  the  facts,  and  the  reasons  for  rejecting  the  claim,"  and  a 
copy  of  said  resolution  having  been  transmitted  to  jrou  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Senate,  in  obedience  to  your  instructions  I  submit  the  foUowmg report: 
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1.  Whether  the  accounting  officers  have  rejected  the  charge  mentioned. 
The   Fifth   Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  Mr.  PJeasonton,  by  report  No. 

10,952,  dated  December  30,  1851,  found  due  to  Mr.  Tod  the  sum  of  sev- 
enty-five dollars  from  the  United  States,  for  that 'Amount  advanced  tothe^ 
said  William  E.  Anderson  as  a  witness,  &c.,  allowed  by  Mr.  Webster  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  judiciary  fund.  In  revising  said  account  and  repor'  in 
this  office,  I  dissented  from  the  finding  of  the  Fifth  Auditor,  and  disallowed 
the  claim. 

2.  As  to  the  facts  to  be  reported,  if  the  claim  was  rejected.  They  will 
be  found  in  the  following  papers  principally : 

No.  1.  Despatch  No.  90,  from  Mr.  Tod  to  Mr.  Webster,  dated  June  11,. 
1851.

.    On  the  25th  of  November,  1851,  Mr.  Webster  sent  to  this  office  the  fol* 
lowing  papers : 

1st.  Mr.  Tod's  despatch  No.  90. 

2d.  Mr.  Anderson's  deposition. — Both  referred  to  above. 

3d.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Derrick,  acting  Secretary  of  State,  dated  Septem* 
her  5,  transmitting  to  Mr.  Crittenden,  Attorney  General,  the  two  documents 
above  mentioned,  by  direction  of  the  President,  accompanied  by  a  request 
that  the  Attorney  General  give  his  opinion  whether,  on  the  facts  stated,  an 
indictment  would  lie  against  the  said  Clapp  and  Smith. 

4th.  The  answer  of  Mr.  Crittenden  to  Mr.  Webster,  dated  November 
17, 1851,  in  which  he  says,  that  if  the  facts  stated  are  true,  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  have  been  violated,  and  that  the  majesty  of  the  laws  ought 
to  be  vindicated. 

5th.  A  letter  from  the  said  W.  E.  Anderson,  dated  at  Baltimore,  Novem- 
ber 21,  in  wliich  he  says,  "  he  cannot  come  to  Washington  to  see  Mr.  Web- 
ster for  the  want  of  means  ;  that  he  has  not  wherewith  to  support  himself^ 
wife  and  child  ;  that  his  passage  to  the  United  States  and  that  of  his  family 
was  furnished  by  Mr.  Tod ;  that  Mr.  Tod  also  gave  him  at  New  York,  on 
the  18th,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  to  enable  him  to  proceed  to 
Bladensburg  to  visit  his  father,  mother  and  brother ;  that  on  his  anival  at. 
Baltimore  he  was  informed  of  the  death  of  his  father  and  mother  and  of  the 
departure  of  his  brother  to  California :  and  he  requests  of  Mr.  Webster  the 
means  to  return  to  New  York,  to  place  his  wife  and  child  in  a  condition 
where  they  may  be  sustained  with  food." 

Mr.  Webster  desired  to  know  whether  there  was  any  fund  applicable  to 
meet  this  case. 

On  examination  I  found  jhe  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  suppressing 
the  slave  trade  was  no  more  than  three  dollars  and  seventy  cents,  ana 
knowing  of  no  other  fund  that  could  be  used  unless  a  prosecution  should  be 
commenced;  on  the  26th  of  November  I  addressed  a  communication  to  the 
President  and  proposed  that  the  district  attorney,  Mr.  Ashmead,  be  in- 
structed to  commence  prosecutions  against  said  Clapp  and  Smith  in  the 
eastern  district  ol  the  courts  of  the  United  States  m  Pennsylvania,  and 
that  the  said  Anderson  be  summoned  as  a  witness.     Having  reviewed  the 

gripers  and  submitted  the  proposition  mentioned,  the  communication  to  the 
resident  was  closed  by  these  remarks :  ^'  The  case  is  an  extraordinary  one, 
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and  with  the  approbation  ot  the  President,  I  will  direct  the  marshal  for  the 
eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania,  to  advance  to  Mr.  Anderson,  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  present,  to  be  reimbursed  when  the  said 
Anderson  shall  be  paid  as  a  witness,  or  otherwise  to  be  accounted  for  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  President. 

"  Mr.  Webster,  or  other  authority,  will  most  probably  instruct  the  dis- 
trict attorney  to  cause  prosecutions  to  be  commenced  against  Mr.  Clapp 
and  Mr.  Smith." 

On  the  communication  mentioned,  the  President  made  the  following  en- 
dorsement : 

"  Jfovember  27.  I  have  not  had  time  to  look  at  this  until  this  morning ; 
if  there  is  any  law  authorizing  the  proposed  advance,  then  make  it. 

M.  FILLMORE." 

Mr.  Webster  instructed  Mr.  Ashraead  to  commence  prosecutions  against 
Clapp  and  Smith,  if  they  were  within  the  eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania. 

I  wrote  to  Mr.  Roberts,  marshal  of  the  eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania, 
on  the  27th  of  November,  and  instructed  him  to  advance  to  Mr.  Anderson 
one  hundred  dollars,  if  Mr.  Ashmead  should  institute  suits  a^inst  Clapp 
and  Smith,  and  should  sununon  Mr.  Anderson  as  a  witness.  He  was  also 
instructed  to  take  a  receipt  from  Mr.  Anderson  containing  an  agreement, 
that  the  money  was'to  be  accounted  for  in  paying  his  tees  as  a  witness  on 
tbe  taxation  of  costs.  The  form  of  a  receipt  to  meet  the  case  was  sent  to 
lum. 

On  the  same  day  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Anderson,  communicating  the  measures 
in  progress,  and  the  instructions  given,  and  in  regard  to  his  compensation 
for  coming  to  the  United  States,  I  said: 

*'  If  Congress  shall  not  pass  a  general  law  by  which  you  and  other  per- 
sons sent  from  foreign  countries  to  give  testimony  before  the  courts  of  the 
United  States  in  criminal  cases  may  be  paid  as  witnesses,  individual  relief 
^ill  probably  be  granted,  as  the  like  relief  has  been  granted  by  a  special 
act  to  a  witness  sent  home  to  give  testimony.'' 

My  mentioning  the  probable  passage  of  a  general  law,  had  reference  to 
an  amendment  furnished  to  the  chairman  of  the  judiciary  committee  of  the 
•Senate,  by  request,  at  the  first  session  of  the  thirty-first  Congress,  to  the 
bill  to  establish  fees  to  marshals'  witnesses,  &c.,  then  imder  consideration 
in  that  body. 

My  belief  was,  that  such  relief  would  be  extended  to  Mr.  Anderson  as 
would  enable  him  to  refund  the  money  advanced  to  him  by  Mr.  Tod.  Mr. 
Ashmead  ascertained  that  neither  Clapp  nor  Smith  was  within  his  district, 
^nd  no  prosecution  was  commenced.  It  was  supposed  that  one  of  them 
^as  in  California,  but  I  do  not  understand  it  was  certainly  known  that 
either  was  in  the  United  States. 

No  money,  of  course,  was  paid  to  Mr.  Anderson.  Copies  of  the  corres- 
pondence referred  to,  will  be  furnished  if  desired. 

3.  As  to  the  reasons  for  rejecting  the  claim,  I  did  not  doubt  that  Mr. 
Tod  acted  judiciously  in  reference  to  the  national  character  of  his  country, 
in  sending  Mr.  Anderson  home  to  give  testimony  against  the  persons  men- 
tioned. His  claim  was  disallowed^  because  I  found  no  law  that  gave  him 
authority  to  advance  the  money  to  Mr.  Anderson. 

This  will  be  accompanied  by  a  written  decision  made  by  me  in  the  case 
of  James  Lewis,  sent  home  from  the  Sandwich  islands  to  give4estimony  in 
a  criminal  prosecution.  Digitized  by  kjO 
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That  decision  has  been  sanctioned  by  an  «ct  approved  May  4, 18S3j  tor 

the  relief  of  James  Lewis. 

It  will  be  seen  by  that  decision  that  Congress  has  omitted  to  provide  bj 
a  general  law,  for  paying  the  expenses  incurred  in  sending  persons  home^ 
from  foreign  countries,  to  be  used  as  witnesses  in  the  courts  of  the  United 
States. 

If  I  had  entertained  the  opinion  that  the  law  authorized  me  to  allow  tiiis 
siun  of  seventy-five  dollars  to  Mr.  Tod,  which  he  advanced  to  William  E^ 
Anderson  for  tne  purpose,  and  under  the  circumstances  mentioned,  I  should 
have  passed  his  account.

[No.  90.]  Legation  United  States, 

Rio  de  JanertOf  June  11,  1851. 

Sir  :  During  my  residence  at  this  court,  all  interested  in  maintaining 
our  laws  for  the  suppression  of  the  use  of  our  flag  in  the  infamous  slave 
traffic,  have  been  tnwarted  and  annoyed  more  by  Joshua  M.  Clapp  and 
I*rank  Smith,  (both  citizens  of  the  United  States,)  than  by  all  other  per- 
sons put  together.  Indeed,  but  for  their  agency  in  the  business,  at  least 
so  far  as  this  port  is  concerned,  our  flag  would  have  been  free  from  the  foul 
stigma  that  has  rested  upon  it.  They  are  both  shrewd,  intelligent  men, 
with  an  unlimited  amount  of  money  at  their  command,  and  therefore  diffi- 
cult to  cope  with  ;  so  lon^  as  they  were  upon  the  spot,  it  was  impossible 
to  find  legal  testimony  sufficient  to  convict  them  before  a  court  and  jury. 
.Ail  were  morally  convinced,  yet  no  one  could  be  found  to  testify  of  his  own 
knowledge  to  their  guilt.  They  have  now,  however,  left  the  coimtry,  and 
the  truth  is  now  coming  to  light,  and  I  have  at  last  found  evidence  abund- 
antly sufficient  to  convict  them.  To  assure  you  of  this  I  here  enclose  to 
you  the  affidavit  of  William  £.  Anderson,  one  of  their  dupes  and  slaves. 
You  will  find  upon  reading  the  affidavit  that  the  witness,  Anderson,  will 
alone  be  sufficient  to  convict  both  Clapp  and  Smith  of  the  high  crime  of 
carrying  on  the  slave  traffic  in  American  vessels. 

The  appearance  of  the  witness  is  much  in  his  favor,  and  is  such  as  \nll 
leave  no  doubt  of  the  truth  of  his  statement.  Again,  the  records  of  our 
consulate  at  this  place,  (as  will  appear  from  the  enclosed  letter  from  Consul 
Kent,)  as  the  testimony  of  Colonel  Parks,  our  former  consul,  will  go  far  to 
corroborate  him.  The  witness,  Anderson,  has  a  wife  and  child  here,  and 
would  be  willing  to  return  to  the  United  States  to  give  testimony,  piovided* 
the  government  pay  the  passage  of  himself  and  family,  and  grant  him  a 
free  pardon  for  his  own  participation  in  the  crime.  He  is  a  poor  man  who 
has  been  the  dupe  of  artful  and  cunning  knaves.  Both  Smith  and  Clapp 
are  men  of  wealth,  and  have,  in  addition  to  their  money,  influential  friends 
at  home.  For  these  reasons  they  are  the  men  above  all  others  who  should 
be  called  to  the  bar  of  justice  to  answer  for  their  crimes. 

Permit  me,  then,  to  urge  that  you  instruct  our  consul  here  to  send  tlie 
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Witness,  AndersoDi  (with  his  wife  and  child,)  to  the  United  States  at  the 
expense  of  the  government ;  and  on  his  arrival,  that  you  cause  a  prosecu- 
tion to  be  commenced  and  vigorously  carried  on  agamst  both  Clapp  and 
Smitli.  They  may  be  found  in  Philadelphia,  where  they  are  both  well 
known.  It  is  high  time  that  a  lesson  be  taught  to  our  countrymen  engaged 
or  about  to  be  engaged  in  this  inhuman  and  barbarous  traffic,  and  a  better 
case,  or  one  that  will  have  a  more  beneficial  influence,  cannot  be  found  than 
this. 

But  I  feel  assured  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  more  than  invite  the 
attention  of  the  President  and  yourself  to  the  affidavit  I  send  you,  to  in- 
sure prompt  and  efficient  action  in  the  matter.

[In  relatioo  to  the  slave  trade  between  the  coast  of  AfHca  and  the  empire  of  Brasil.] 

The  deposition  of  Captain  W.  E.  ^nderson^  taken  at  the  insiandk  of  Mr. 
Tody  envoy  of  the  United  States. 

The  Siiid  Anderson,  being  first  duly  sworn,  in  answer  to  interrogatories 
put  to  him  by  Mr.  Tod,  deposes  and  says :  That  he  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  having  been  born  and  bred  in  the  State  of  Maryland  ;  that 
he  is  now  aged  about  forty  years  ;  that  since  the  year  1841  he  has  resided 
in  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  During  a  portion  of  said  time  he  kept  a 
boardinor-house  for  American  sailors  ;  that  in  the  year  1843  he  commenced 
the  busmess  of  working  upon  vessels,  principally  as  a  rigger  ;  about  said 
time  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Captain  Joshua  M.  Clapp,  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  then  and  since  largely  engaged  in  purchasing  and  char- 
tering American  vessels  for  the  slave  trade.  Deponent  assisted  in  fitting 
and  rigging  quite  a  number  of  vessels  for  the  said  Clapp,  which  were  sent 
to  the  coast  of  Africa  for  slaves.  In  the  year  1848  Captain  Frai  k  Smith, 
also  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  became  interested  with  said  Clapp  in 
the  business,  whether  as  a  general  partner  or  not  this  deponent  is  unable 
to  say.  They  were  together  a  great  deal,  and  were  interested  jointly  in 
many  vessels.  Prior  to  1841  the  deponent  had  followed  the  seas  for  many 
years,  and  felt  himself  well  qualified  to  manage  a  vessel.  Early  in  the 
year  1849,  Smith  and  Clapp  applied  to  deponent  to  go  over  to  the  coast  of 
Africa  in  the  barque  Quincey,  of  Boston,  an  American  vessel,  which  they 
owned,  for  a  cargo  of  slaves.  They  offered  him  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per 
month,  and  if  the  voyage  should  prove  successful,  a  large  sum  in  addition  ; 
hut  what  particular  sum  this  should  be  deponent  does  not  now  recollect. 
The  "  Quincey"  was  313  tons,  and  was  supposed  to  be  capable  of 'bring- 
ing over  fourteen  hundred  slaves.  After  much  urging  and  persuasion  by 
the  said  Smith  and  Clapp,  deponent  consented  to  go.  Deponent  did  not 
ship  as  an  officer,  but  merely  entered  the  ship  as  a  passenger,  but  the  un- 
derstanding was  that  he  was  to  act  as  first  mate  of  the  vessel.  The  cap- 
tain was  Thomas  Myers,  also  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  It  was  agreed 
by  both  Smith  and  Clapp  that  Staith  was  also  to  go,  as  supercargo  of  the 
Deponent  went  on  board  of  the  vessel  in  the  harbor  ofHRio  with 
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Smith  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  March,  1849.  It  was  pretended  that 
■we  were  going  to  Paranagua,  a  port  to  the  southward  of  Rio,  for  a  load  or 
wood.  Immediately  after  going  on  board  we  went  to  sea,  and  after  gettiag; 
out  of  the  harbor  stood  to  the  south  till  dark,  when  Smith  ordered  the 
vessel  about,  and  we  changed  our  course  to  the  northward,  and  made  the 
port  of  Esperito  Santo  on  the  21st  or  22d  March.  At  this  place  we  painted 
the  ship  and  made  some  other  repairs,  and  then,  after  taking  in  a  large 
quantity  of  fire- wood  for  the  use  of  the  ship,  we  left  for  St.  Sebastiao, 
where  we  arrived  on  the  4th  or  6th  April.  At  St.  Sebastiao  we  thoroughly 
equipped  the  vessel  for  a  cargo  of  slaves,  by  taking  on  lumber  for  a  slave- 
deck,  three  hundred  pipes  of  water;  a  large  quantity  of  beans,  farinda,  and 
dried  beef;  a  Parre  Secca  kids  ;  pots  and  pans,  and  two  medicine  chests; 
sixty  slave  irons  and  a  quantity  of  bar  iron.  Smith  had  the  entire  man- 
agement of  the  supplying  all  these  things.  He  remained  <m  shore  most  or 
the  time,  but  came  on  board  at  least  once  every  day,  to  wind  up  the  chro- 
nometer and  direct  and  superintend  the  storage  of  the  articles  he  sent  off. 
We  remained  at  St.  Sebastiao,  in  making  these  preparations,  until  the  15th 
April.  After  we  were  all  ready  for  sea,  and  the  day  before  we  sailed, 
Smith  left  us  for  Rio,  as  he  said.  His  instructions  to  us* were*  to  go  to  Am- 
briz,  oil  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  to  arrive  there  on  the  4th  June. 

The  next  day  after  Smith  left  we  went  to  sea  and  laid  on  our  course  for 
Ambriz.  On  the  way  we  laid  the  slave  deck  and  made  the  ship  all  ready 
to  receive  a  cargo  of  fourteen  hundred  blacks.  We  had  such  fair  weather 
that  we  were  obliged  to  lay  too  several  days  to  prevent  getting  in  ad- 
vance of  our  time.  We  arrived  on  the  4th  June,  and  upon  hoisting  the  sig- 
nal directed  by  Smithy  a  man  came  off  to  us  and  informed  us  that  the  cargo, 
fourteen  hundred  in  number,  were  a  few  leagues  back  in  the  country,  Imt 
that  they  would  be  ready  to  send  them  off  m  a  few  days.  The  ships  pa- 
pers were  from  the  American  consul  at  Rio,  and  we  of  course  sailed  under 
the  flag  of  the  United  States.  The  day  after  our  arrival  the  "Dart,"  an 
English  cruizer,  came  near  us,  but  upon  seeing  our  colours  she  stood  away 
agam.  We  remained  at  anchor  here  until  the  8th  June,  when,  about  four 
o  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  we  commenced  taking  aboard  our 
cargo.'  While  engaged  at  this,  and  after  we  had  got  on  board  about  eight 
hundred  blacks,  an  English  steamer  of  war  appeared  to  the  northward 
running  southerly ;  we  at  once  disembarked  all  the  slaves  we  had  onboard 
and  made  our  ship  ready  for  the  expected  visits.  We  were  not  \asited,  how- 
ever, until  the  next  morning.  Then  an  officer  from  the  steamer  came  on 
board  of  us,  but  finding  our  papers  to  be  really  American,  left  us  without 
any  examination  of  the  ship.  The  steamer  then  put  to  sea,  but  she  left 
one  of  her  small  boats  with  an  officer  and  crew,  apparently  to  watch  us. 
After  remaining  a  few  days  it  was  agreed  between  us  and  the  agent  ashore 
that  we  should  put  to  sea  and  after  remaining  out  eight  days  that  we  shouU 
then .  come  into  a  place  about  sixty  miles  to  the  southward  of  Ambriz, 
where  he  would  have  the  negroes  for  us.  While  out  on  this  cruize  we  were 
again  boarded  by  an  officer  from  the  English  steamer,  also  by  an  officer  of 
a  French  cruizer,  but  finding  that  our  papers  w^ere  truly  American^  they 
did  not  further  molest  us.  At  the  expiration  of  the  ei^ht  days  we  came 
into  the  place  agreed  upon  and  lay  at  anchor  all  night.  Lithe  morning  we 
made  preparations  to  receive  the  negroes,  whom  we  could  see  upon  the 
'shore,  but  just  as  we  were  about  to  oo  so  we  discerned  the  boat  of  the  Eng- 
lish steamer  just  under  our  stern.     This  of  course  prevented  .any  further 
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efforts  to  get  our  car^o  at  this  time.  The  officer  of  the  boat  came  on  board 
and  took  breakfast  with  us.  In  consequence  of  this  interruption  we  again 
returned  to  Arabriz,  where  we  lay  at  anchor  until  the  fourth  day  of  July. 
We  received  during  this  time  several  visits  from  the  French  and  £nglish 
tniizers,  neither  of  whom,  however,  attempted  to  disturb  our  hatches  or  dp 
anything  more  than  to  examine  our  papers. 

During  the  entire  day  of  the  fourth,  we  decorated  our  ship  in  honor  of 
tk  day  and  fired  a  salute  from  a  four-pounder  which  we  had  on  board. 
Durine  the  day  an  officer  from  an  £n^Iish  vessel  came  on  board  and  paid  his 
comphments  to  us.     At  four  o'clock  m  the  afternoon  of  this  day  we  again 
commenced  taking  in  our  cargo,  and  within  an  hour  took  on  board  seven 
hundred  and  forty*six  negroes,  when  we  slipped  our  anchor  and  put  to  sea. 
Just  on  starting  Capt.  Myers  hauled  down  the  American  flag,  and  giving  it 
to  me  he  left  tne  ship  and  went  on  shore.     We  made, our  way  as  expedi- 
tiously as  possible  for  the  coast  of  Brazil  and  arrived  at  a  plantation  about 
forty  miles  to  the.  northward  of  Campos  on  the  1st  day  of  August,  1849, 
and  there  landed  our  cargo,  then  consisting  of  seven  hundred  and  fort} -two, 
four  having  died  on  the  passage.    We  also  landed  at  this  place  all  of  our 
slave  equipments,  exi-epting  the  water  casks.     From  this  place  I  wrote  to 
Captains  Smith  and  Clapp  at  Rio,  informing  them  of  our  safe  arrival,  and 
after  remaining  three  days,  sailed  for  Espentu  Santo,  which  I  reached  in  a 
passage  of  eight  days,  having  encountered  adverse  and  heavy  weather.  - 
Smith  had  directed  me  to  bring  the  ship  to  this  place  and  there  await  his 
arrival.     At  this  place  I  received  a  letter  from  either  Smith  or  Clapp  in- 
forming me  that  Smith  would  soon  be  down  with  the  brig  **Snow,''  another 
American  vessel  they  had  purchased.     After  waiting  some  time,  and  bein^ 
anxious  to  see  my  wife  and  child,  I  left  for  Rio.     On  my  arrival  at  Rio  1 
found  that  Smith  had  left  with  the  "  Snow;'*  and  after  staying  but  a  few 
days  I  returned  to  Esperitu  Santo,  when  I  found  Smith  engaged  in  fitting 
up  both  vessels,  the  *'  Quincey  "  and  "  Snow  "  for  the  coast.    He  urged  me 
hard  to  go  over  in  one  of  them,  but  I  did  not.     Both  went,  however,  and  I 
afterward  learned  from  both  Smith  and  Clapp  that  the  ^^Snow"  had  made 
a  successful  voyage,  having  brought  over  and  landed  about  eight  hundred 
blacks.    The  "Quincey,"  however,  was  captured  by  an  English  cruiser. 
The  blacks  brought  out  in  the  "  Quincey  "  were  for  account  of  a  house  in 
Rio,  but  I  do  not  know  the  terms  upon  which  they  were  brought.     They 
"xere  to  have,  as  I  understood  them,  a  given  sum  per  head.     Smith  after- 
ward told  me  that  he  would  or  had  made  from  twenty-four  to  thirty  cents 
de  rees  (twelve  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars.)  Smith  and  Clapp  both  told  me 
that  they  would  allow  me  about  five  thousand  dollars.     In  embarking  the 
blacks  at  Ambriz  they  Vere  all  brought  off  at  once.    Port  holes  had  been 
cut  in  the  bulwarks  of  the  ship  and  rope  ladders  prepared  so  as  to  be  able 
to  take  them  on  board  without  delay.     The  blacks  were  of  all  ages  from 
one  to  thirty  years  of  age.     Of  the  number  there  was  from  ninety  to  one 
hundred  females,  about^ne  hundred  and  fifty  small  boys,  and  the  rest  were 
men  or  full  grown  boys. 

From  what  I  could  learn  on  the  coast,  this  oargo  cost  about  eighteen  dol- 
lars a  head ;  they  brought  at  the  place  where  landed,  four  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars  per  head,  as  I  heard  at  the  time.  They  were  considered  an 
extra  fine  lot.  On  the  passage  the  men  and  full  grown  boys  were  kept  be- 
low the  hatches ;  the  females  and  children  were  allowed  to  be  on  deck  most 
of  the  time.    As  we  did  not  tftke  on  board  but  a  few  more  than  one-half 
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of  the  number  for  which  we  had  made  provision,  we  were  able,  and  did 
feed  and  water  them  well,  and  thus  landed  them  in  very  good  condition. 
In  November,  1849,  Smith  and  Clapp  applied  to  me  to  go  to  the  coast  for 
them  again  in  the  ship  '^  France ;"  this  ship  was  then  in  the  harbor  of  Rio, 
had  been  an  American  vessel,  but  was  then  using  the  Brazilian  flag.  She 
had  recentl)r  made  a  successful  trip  to  the  coast,  going  over  under  the  Amer- 
ican flag,  with  American  papers,  but  returning  to  this  port  with  the  Brazil- 
ian flag.  I  was  to  go  nominally  as  a  passenger,  but  really  as  captain,  and 
was  to  represent  myself  as  such,  and  was  to  oe  furnished  with  an  American 
flag  and  papers,  to  be  used  and  shown  in  the  event  of  being  visited  by  any 
of  the  cruisers,  either  upon  this  or  the  African  coast.  This  vessel  was 
really  owned  by  Smith  and  Clapp,  as  they  informed  me.  After  much  urg- 
ing on  their  part,  I  agreed  to  go,  and  did  actually  sail  from  the  port  of  Rio 
on  the  17th  December,  1849.  I  was  furnished  with  an  American  flag,  and 
with  a  paper  signed  by  the  American  consul  at  Rio,  which  I  presume  was 
either  the  bill  of  sale,  or  the  original  sea  letter  given  to  this  vessel  before 
she  made  her  first  voyage  to  tne  coast.  I  was  also  furnished  with  an 
American  crew  list,  and  our  crew  were  instructed  to  answer  to  the  names 
therein  set  down.  We  made  direct  for  Quilleman,  on  the  east  coast  of  Af- 
rica, where  we  arrived  on  the  29th  January,  1850.  Soon  after  our  arrival 
we  were  visited  by  an  officer  from  an  English  cruiser,  to  whom  I  exhibited 
my  American  papers,  and  from  which  he  took  a  memorandum,  and  then  left 
us,  as  I  then  supposed,  satisfied  that  our  ship  was  American.  The  next 
morning,  however,  about  ten  o'clock,  he  returned,  and  saying  that  be 
doubted  the  nationality  of  the  vessel,  he  had  returned  to  make  further  ex- 
aminations. He  then  broke  open  the  hatches,  and  finding  us  in  every  way 
equipped  for  a  slave  voyage,  seized  us.  I  then  threw  overboard  all  tbe 
American  papers  I  had.  I  accompanied  the  vessel  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
where  she  was  taken  for  trial,  which  resulted  in  her  condemnation  and  de- 
struction. I  got  back  to  Rio  on  the  17th  June,  1850.  Smith  had  then 
left  for  California ;  Clapp  was  still  at  Rio.  They  are  both  now  in  tbe 
United  States,  as  I  am  informed.  Before  closing,  I  desire  to  state  that  I 
appear  before  Mr.  Tod  to  give  this  deposition  at  his  urgent  request,  he 
having  assured  me  that  in  no  event  should  I  either  be  benefited  or  injured 
thereby.

Sir  :  You  are  aware  that  I  have  recommended  to  our  government  to 
authorize  this  legation  to  send,  at  the  ezpeoae  of  tbe  govamment,  Mr.  Wil-

sundry  persons  for  violating  our  laws  in  relation  to  the  slave  trade,  and  I 
doubt  not  in  due  time  an  order  to  that  effect  will  be  received.  Anderson 
is  willing  to  go,  provided  he  be  furnished  with  a  passage  for  himself  and 
family  free  of  expense  to  him,  and  informs  me  that  he  must  either  go  at 
once,  or  engage  in  business  which  may  prevent  his  going  hereafter.  Under 
the  circumstances,  I  have  to  request  that  you  furnish  him  with  a  passage  on 
board  the  store-ship  Relief,  now  about  to  sail  for  the  United  States.  An- 
derson's family  consists  of  a  wile  and  one  child.

James  Lewis  was  sent  by  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  the  Sandwich 
Islands  to  the  United  States,  to  testify  in  the  case  of  a  mutiny  where  the 
accused  were  sent  home  for  trial.  The  facts  and  the  amount  allowed  by 
the  court  appear  from  the  following  entry  and  decision  of  the  court: 

"At  a  district  court  of  the  United  States,  continued  by  adjournment,  and 
held  at  the  court-house  in  the  city  of  Norfolk,  on  the  second  day  of  Novem- 
her,  1849 :  Ordered,  that  James  Lewis,  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  against  George  Boston,  charged 
with  mutiny,  and  who  was  confined  on  board  a  United  States  ship  by  the 
United  States  consul  at  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  sent  to  the  United  States 
as  a  witness  in  said  case,  be  allowed  ^1  25  a  day  during  the  time  of  such 
confinement,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $307  50  for  two  hundred  and  forty- 
six  days,  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  further  sum  of  $8  75  for  seven  days, 
the  time  he  was  confined,  after  his  arrival  in  the  United  States,  in  the  jail 
at  Norfolk. 

"  A  copy,  teste  by  A.  A.  CO WDERY,  Clerk:' 
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The  account  and  copy  of  the  record  were  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  by  Hunter  Woodis,  attorney  for  James  Lewis.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  referred  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  he  referred 
them  to  this  office. 

T)ie  fees  allowed  to  a  witness  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  is  SI  25 
for  each  day  he  attends  in  court  when  summoned,  and  Are  cents  a  mile  in 
going  to,  and  the  like  sum  of  five  cents  a  mile  in  returning  home  from  the 
court.  [Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  i,  p.  626,  act  of  February  28,  1799.1 

In  the  administration  oi  the  criminal  laws  of  the  United  States,  it  became 
necessary  to  imprison  witnesses  to  insure  their  attendance  at  court,  and  the 
question  arose  whether  they  were  to  be  compensated  during  such  confine- 
ment, in  the  recess  of  the  court,  as  they  would  be  if  they  were  attending 
court  under  subpoenas. 

This  question  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Crawford,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
to  Mr.  Wirt,  Attorney  General;  and,  on  the  31st  of  March,  1820,  he  de- 
cided such  cases  were  not  provided  for  in  the  law,  and  that  during  confine- 
ment, in  the  recess  of  the  court,  witnesses  could  not  be  legally  paid,  and  he 
concluded  his  decision  by  saying :  ''  If  there  is  any  hardship  in  the  case, 
Congress  can  remove  it."  [Opinions  of  Attorne)rs'  General,  p.  252.] 

This  opinion  was  reconsidered  by  Mr.  Wirt,  in  December,  1820,  on  the 
request  of  the  First  Comptroller.  He  examined  the  question  with  much 
research,  and  his  mind  remained  unchanged.   [lb.  p.  312.] 

These  decisions  probably  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject, 
and  by  the  act  of  May  30,  1826,  the  marshals  were  authorized  to  pay  wit- 
nesses imprisoned  on  account  of  their  inability  to  give  security  in  a  recog- 
nizance, the  same  sum  for  each  day's  imprisonment  as  was  provided  by  law 
for  witne&ses  actually  attending  court  under  process,  on  the  certificate  oi 
the  proper  judge.  {Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  iv,  p.  174.] 

Under  this  act  Mr.  Wirt  decided,  on  the  2d  of  June,  1827,  that  a  witness 
thus  confined  was  entitled  to  $1  25  a  day,  without  any  deduction  for  his 
subsistence.  Two  men,  by  the  name  of  White,  were  arrested  for  burning 
the  treasury  building,  and  witnesses  attended  from  remote  parts,  under  sub* 
p<pnas,  and  to  compensate  for  the  extraordinary  expenses  they  had  incurred, 
the  circuit  court  for  the  District  of  Columbia  allowed  them  the  sum  of 
9594  75.  This  allowance  was  deemed  reasonable,  and  the  expense  to  be 
necessary,  and  was  approved  by  the  President,  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, and  the  district  attorney.  The  First  Comptroller  rejected  the  pay- 
ment, as  not  being  authorized  by  law,  and  the  question  ^was  submitted  to 
Mr.  Butler,  Attorney  General.  He  sustained  the  decision  of  the  First 
Comptroller  in  an  opinion  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on 
the  20th  of  March,  1838.  [Opinions  of  Attorneys'  General,  pp.  583,  1174.] 

There  cannot  be  a  difference  of  opinion  that  persons  sent  home  from  dis-   i 
tant  seas  to  bear  testimony  in  criminal  cases  should  be  paid  a  just  compen-   ^ 
sation;  the  oceans  are  the  highways  of  all  nations,  and  it  is  as  much  the 
duty  of  this  government  to  protect  the  rights  of  our  citizens  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  property,  liberty,  and  life,  when  abroad  on  them  as  when  they  are   | 
on  our  soil.     If  a  seaman  is  not  to  be  compensated  when  sent  home  to  gi^^   j 
testimony,  taken,  as  he  must  be,  from  his  employment,  whereby  his  contract 
is  annulled,  and  the  voyage  broken  up,  there  is  placed  before  him  a  strong 
motive  against  making  a  disclosure  of  the  loiowledge  he  possesses  that  the   I 
law  has  been  violated.  | 

I  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  witness  James  Lewis  should  be j>aid.    He 
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was  probably  sustained  at  the  public  expense  on  the  return  Toyage  and  after 
his  arriTal,  until  his  discharge,  and  perhaps  $1  25  per  day. is  a  greater  com- 
pensation than  he  should  receiye,  but  that  question  I  am  not  now  to  decide. 
There  may  be  cases  on  sea,  as  on  land,  where  a  witness  is  obliged  to  make 
a  sacrifice  of  pecuniary  interest  for  the  public  good,  but  there  is  no  reason 
nor  justice  in  compelling  a  seaman  to  make  greater  sacrifices  than  others. 

Congress  having  established  the  fees  of  witnesses,  and  confined  payment 
to  them  for  their  attendance  in  court  when  summoned,  and  to  their  impri- 
sonment when  confined,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  May  80,  1826, 1  am  not 
authorized  by  law  to  allow  a  compensation  in  the  case  now  presented,  ex- 
cept for  the  seven  days  when  he  was  confined  after  his  arrival.  [Statutes  at 
Laige,  vol.  iv,  p.  i^^A 

William  T.  Hollana  was  sent  home  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  Brazil,  to 
Richmond,  to  give  testimony  in  a  public  prosecution,  and  Congress,  on  the 
20th  of  July,  1848,  passed  an  act  for  his  relief,  which  is  a  legislative  con- 
struction of  the  acts  relating  to  fees  for  witnesses,  and  that  the  accounting 
officers  cannot,  under  existing  laws,  legally  allow  compensation  in  cases  not 
embraced  m  the  statute.  I  cannot  doubt  that  Congress  will  grant  relief  in 
this  case,  on  appUcation ;  and  when  its  attention  shall  be  called  to  it,  a  gen- 
eral law  may  provide  for  the  future.

SiA :  In  compUance  with  your  instructions,  made  in  conformitv  to  the 
orders  of  the  Navy  Department  in  June  last,  jo  test  the  comparative  value 
of  anthracite  and  bituminous  coals  for  the  purpose  of  generating  steam,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report : 

That  on  the  completion  of  Ihe  pumping  engine  of  the  drj  dock  of  the 
New  York  navy-yard,  I  caused  experiments  to  be  made  with  bitummous 
(Cumberland)  and  anthracite  (white  ash)  coals ;  and  also  on  the  comple- 
tion of  the  United  States  steamer  '^Fulton,"  m  January  last,  I  made  a 
^m  of  experimf ots  with  the  aame  varieties  of  coals ;  the  condensed  re-> 
suits  of  all  which  are  herein  given.  In  addition,  I  would  also  state,  that 
the  United  States  steamer  '^Fulton"  has  been  on  constant  duty  several  daya 
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since  thp  experiments  were   made,  burning  constantly  white  ash  anthrtt- 
cite. 

From  a  letter  from  her  chief  engineer,  H.  Hunt,  esq.,  detailing  her  per- 
formance for  the  first  four  days,  I  extract  the  following :  "The  engine  worked 
as  well  as  any  I  ever  saw,  but  the  boilers  exceeded  my  calculations;  with 
clean  fires  very  easily  keeping  forty  pounds,  cutting  off  at  half  stroke 
without  blowers.  I  will  here  predict  that  she  (the  "Fulton")  will  do  more 
service  at  less  expense,  than  any  steamer  government  will  have  in  fiveyeara. 
Whilst  she  was  out  on  the  first  four  days  I  was  in  her,  we  were  fre- 
quently shut  off  or  cutting  off  to  rim  slow,  and  turning  around,  running 
from  one  vessel  to  another,  so  no  calculations  could  be  made  of  her  speed 
or  slip  of  wheel.  The  furnace  doors  were  open  full  half  the  time,  to  keep 
steam  dawn,  so  much  more  fuel  was  used  than  necessary,  but  the  nature  of 
our  service  was  such,  that  it  could  not  be  avoided." 

In  consequence  of  the  ill  health  of  the  chief  engineer,  he  was  not  able  to 
return  in  her  second  trip ;  the  results  of  her  consumption  of  coal  on  that 
occasion,  are  therefore  extracted  from  a  letter  written  by  the  assistant  en- 
gmeer  S.  McElroy,  showing  the  following:  "Running  time  with  white  ash 
anthracite,  January  25  to  28,  seventy-one  hours.  Total  coal  used  69,480 
pounds,  average  992,^^  pounds  per  hour."  The  above  extracts  are  made, 
not  because  they  are  the  most  favorable  which  occur  in  the  log,  but  as  they 
show  the  action  of  the  engine  and  boilers  for  several  consecutive  hours, 
2*fothing  can  be  smoother  than  the  motion  of  the  engine  under  ordinary 
running  circumstances ;  and  in  relation  to  the  generative  power  of  the 
boilers,  it  is  more  difficult  to  keep  steam  doum  than  up. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  use  the  blowers  for  ordmary  work,  as  the  natural 
draught  proves  abundantly  sufficient  for  twenty  to  twenty-five  pounds  of 
steam,  with  sixteen  to  eighteen  turns;  although  they  are  undoubtedly  of 
^reat  value  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  necessary  to  the  prompt  and  proper 
management  of  the  fire  room,  with  anthracite  coal.  The  "Fulton"  will 
liave  no  difficulty  whatever  in  making  twelve  knots  in  ordinary  sea  weather 
as  long  as  the  bunkers  hold  out. 

^  A  more  extended  series  of  experiments  would  undoubtedly  be  more 
favorable  to  the  anthracite,  owing  to  the  fact  that  small  quantities  were  put 
in  the  furnaces  and  almost  entirely  consumed  while  the  engine  was  work- 
ing ;  it  being  well  known  that  a  small  body  of  bituminous  coal  will  bum 
longer  than  the  same  amount  of  anthracite  spread  thinly  over  the  grates. 
The  cost  of  the  two  kinds  of  coals  used  in  the  experiments  were  as  fol- 
lows, at  the  New  York  navy-yard  :  anthracite  $3  90  per  ton,  bituminoos 
95  65  per  ton. 

I  have  made  no  comparison  of  the  relative  costs  of  the  two  kinds  of  coal, 
as  it  may  vary  according  to  different  localities  and  periods  of  d«IiverY,  and 
cannot  therefore  be  considered  a  fixed  element ;  but  have  confined  the  re- 

.sults  entirely  to  their  generating  powers,  deduced  from  the  followmg  ex- 

^riments. 

1.  Experiments  with  bituminous  coal,  m,ade  with  the  boilers  of  iheU  nikd 
States  steamer  Fulton,  at  the  JVew  York  navy-yard,  January^  1858. 

The  temperature  of  the  water  in  the  boilers  being  at  38*  F.,  and  the  tem- 
perature of  the  boiler  room  IB"*,  the  fires  were  lighted  at  ten  hours  thirty 
minutes  a.  m. 
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At  eleven  hoars  forty  minutes  a.  m.,  the  temperature  of  the  vrater  was 
^212^  F.,  and  steam  began  to  be  gienerated  at  the  atmospheric  pressure. 
Tim^  raising  steam,  seventy  minutes.  The  temperature  of  the  boiler-room 
bad  now  increased  from  18^^  to  32°  F.  At  eleven  hours  fifty-four  minutes 
41.  m.  the  steam  pressure  in  the  boilers  was  thirty  pounds  per  square  inch 
above  the  atmosphere.  Time  of  obtaining  thirty  pounds  of  steam,  one  hour 
twenty-four  minutes  from  a  temperature  of  32  F.  Up  to  this  time  there 
bad  been  fed  into  the  furnaces  one  thousand  pounds  of  dry  pine  wood,  equa( 
to  five  hundred  pounds  of  coal,  and  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
.six  pounds  of  (Cumberland)  bituminous  coaL  Total,  three  thousand  three 
hundred  and  twenty-six  pounds. 

The  engine  was  now  set  in  operation  to  work  olBF  all  the  steam,  which 
the  above  amount  of  coal  would  generate,  no  more  bebg  fed  to  the  furnaces. 
In  fifty-three  mmutes  the  steam  pressure  was  reduced  from  forty  pounds  to 
five  pomnds,  and  the  number  of  double  strokes  of  piston  made  from  forty-one 
to  seven,  when  the  engine  was  stopped.  During  the  time  the  engine  was  in 
operation,  the  steam  was  cut  off  at  naif  stroke. 

The  engine  consisted  of  one  cylinder,  fifty  inches  diameter,  and  ten  feet 
four  inches  stroke.  The  space  between  cut-off  valve  and  piston,  including 
clearance,  to  be  filled  with  steam  per  stroke  is  3.094  cubic  feet.  The  cal- 
culation of  the  amount  of  water  evaporated  is  made  from  the  quantities  of 
steam  measured  out  by  the  cylmder,  divided  by  the  relative  bulks  of  steam 
of  the  experimental  pressures  and  the  water  from  which  it  is  generated. 

The  initial  pressure  of  the  steam  in  the  cylinder  is  taken  at  one  pound 
less  than  in  the  boilers.  The  space  displacement  of  piston  filled  with  steam, 
per  stroke  is  70.448  cubic  feet,  to  which  must  be  added  the  above  3.094 
cubic  feet,  making  a  total  of  73.542  cubic  feet.

Taking  the  weight  of  a  cubic  foot  of  sea  water  at  64.3  pounds,  the  total 
weight  evaporated  is  (51.911x64.3)  =3337.877  pounds.  The  boilers  of 
the  Fulton  contained  82.000  pounds  of  water  at  the  initial  temperature  of 
32"*  F.,  which  was  raised  to  212**  F.,  and  3337.877  pounds  oi  it  evaporated 
by  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  pounds  of  coal. 

Now  it  requires  five  times  and  a  half  as  much  caloric  to  evaporate  a  pven 
bulk  of  water  from  a  temperature  212®  F.  as  to  raise  it  to  that  temperature 
from  32°  F.  The  quantity  of  fuel,  therefore,  expended  in  raising  the  water 
from  the  initial  temperature  to  that  of  212®  F.,  compared  to  that  expended 
in  evaporating  the  3337.877  pounds  from  that  temperature,  will  be  as 
(82,000x180^)  =  14,760,000  to  (3337.877x990®)  =  3,304,498.23,  or  as 

3326 
4.4666  to  1.000;  consequently =  744.6  pounds  of  coal  were  con- 
sumed in  evaporating  3387.877  pounds  of  sea-water,  or  4.483  pounds  of 
water  per  pound  of  coal.  It  was  intended  to  have  made,  on  the  following 
day,  an  experiment,  under  precisely  the  same  circumstances  as  above,  with 
anthracite  ;  but  it  was  found  impossible  from  the  presence  of  ice  to  work 
the  engine,  the  experiment  was  therefore  only  made  so  far  as  regards  the 
time  ol  getting  up  steam,  with  the  following  results,  viz : 

The  fires  were  lighted  with  the  same  quantity  and  kind  of  wood,  and 
the  same  quantity  of  coal  that  had  been  used  the  day  previous.  At  seven 
hours  and  twenty  minutes  a.  m.  the  temperature  of  the  water  in  the  boiler 
being •38®  F.,  and  that  of  the  boiler  room  82®  F.  with  the  natural  draft, 
the  temperature  of  the  water  at  eight  hours  and  five  minutes  was  212® 
(steam,)  and  the  boiler  room  43®  F.  Time  to  generate  steam  forty-five 
minutes.  At  eight  hours  and  twenty  minutes  the  steam  pressure  m  the 
boiler  was  thirty  pounds  per  square  inch.  Time  of  obtaining  thirty  pounds 
of  steam  from  water  at  138®  F.  was  one  hour. 

With  the  bituminous  coal  it  will  be  seen  that  it  required  seventy  minutes 
to  obtain  steam  from  water  at  the  temperature  of  32°  F.,  whil«  it  oiily  re- 

Sired  forty-five  minutes  with  the  anthracite ;  being  a  difference  of  time  ia 
is  respect  of  about  thirty-six  per  cent,  of  the  bituminous  time. 
The  data  for  a  comparison  of  the  evaporative  values  of  the  coals  was 
obtained  by  another  experiment  as  follows : 

Experiments  with  white  ash  anthracite  made  with  the  boilers  oj  the 
United  States  steamer  Fulton^  in  J^ew  York  bay,  January  1, 1832. 

This  experiment  was  made  with  the  steamer  under  way,  while  steaming 
with  steady  pressure  of  steam  and  revolutions  of  the  wheel,  as  follows : 

Steam  pressure  (initial)  in  cylinder  per  square  inch  above  the  atmos- 
phere, twenty-five  pounds ;  double  strokes  of  piston  per  minute,  twenty- 
one  and  one-third ;  cutting  off  at  from  commencement  of  stroke,  three* 
eighths  ;  consumption  of  coal  per  hour,  eighteen  hundred  pounds. 

From  the  above  data,  there  was  filled  per  stroke  52.837  cubic  feet  of 
the  space  displacement  of  the  piston,  to  which  add  3.094  cubic  feet  of 
space  comprised  between  cut  off  valve  and  piston,  making  a  total  of  55.931 
cubic  feet  of  steam  of  twenty-five  pounds  pressure,  which  would  be  per 
minute  55.931x42?  =2386.39  cubic  feet,  and  per  hour  143,183.40  co- 
bic  feet.    Dividing  this  last  number  by  the  relative  bulks  of  steam  of  tbe 
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!ure  generated,  and  the  'water  from  which  it  was  generated  we  obtain 

■^'    =^209.332  cubic  feet  of  sea  water,  which  at  64.3  pounds  per  cubic 

foot,  amounts  to  lj3,460.047  pounds,  evaporated  by  1800  pounds  of  coal> 
or  7.478  pounds  of  sea  water  per  pound  of  coal. 

3.  Experiment  with  white  ash  anthracite  coal  made  with  the  bailers  of  the 
pumping  engine  at  the  United  States  dry  dock,  Jfew  York  navy-yard. 

A  comparative  experiment  was  made  with  the  boilers  of  the  pumping 
engine  at  the  New  York  navy-yard,  in  October  1851,.  on  the  comparative 
adfantages  of  anthracite  and  bituminous  coals  ;  all  the  conditions  were  as 
nearly  alil^e  as  practicable.  With  the  anthracite  coal  a  combustion  of  nine 
hundred  and  eighty  pounds  per  hour,  evaporated  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water  to  supply  the  engine  with  steam  of  twelve  pounds  pressure  above 
the  atmosphere,  per  square  inch,  for  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  double 
strokes  of  piston  per  hour,  the  steam  pressures  being  alike  in  both  cases ; 
the  economical  values  of  the  coals  will  be  represented  by  the  number  of 
double  strokes  of  piston  made,  divided  by  the  quantity  of  fuel  per  given  unit 

of  time;  or  will  be,  anthracite  98q=0-4337:  bituminous  TToq=*0.2673, 

^r  the  anthracite  is  better  than  the  bituminous  in  the  proportion  of 

0.4337 

1^=1.623  to  1.000. 

It  is  proper  to  remark  that  these  boilers  were  expressly  designed  for  burn- 
ing bituminous  coal. 

COMPARISOM. 

The  coals  used  in  these  experiments  were  the  kinds  furnished  by  the 
agents  of  the  government  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  navy-*yard 
ami  steamers,  and  was  taken  indiscriminately  from  the  piles  in  the  yard 
^thout  assorting.  ^ 

The  bituminous  was  from  the  "  Cumberland''  mines.  The  anthracite 
was  the  kind  known  as  "White  Ash  Schuylkill." 

From  the  preceding  data,  it  appears  that  in  regard  to  the  rapidity  of 
''getting  up"  steam,  Uie  anthraeite  exceeds  the  bituminous  thirty-six  per 
cent. 

That  in  economical  evaporation  per  unit  of  fuel,  the  anthracite  exceeds 
the  bituminous  in  the  proportion  of  7.478  to  4.483  or  66.8  per  cent. 

It  will  also  be  perceived,  that  the  result  of  the  third  experiment  on  the 
hollers  of  the  pumping  engine  at  the  New  York  dry  dock,  which  experi- 
Dtent  was  entirely  differently  made  and  calculated  from  the  first  and 
second  experiments,  gave  an  economical  superiority  to  the  anthracite  over 
the  bituminous  of  62.3  per  cent. ;  a  remarkably  close  approximation  to  the 
result  obtained  by  the  experiments  on  the  "  FultonW*  boilers,  (66.8  per 
^nt.,)  particularly  when  it  is  stated  that  the  boilers  and  grates  of  the 

Cpmg  engine  were  made  with  a  view  to  burning  bituminous  coal,  which 
been  used  since  their  completion;  while  those  of  the  "Fulton"  were 
constructed  for  the  use  of  anthracite.     The  general  characters  of  the  boilers 
vere  similar,  both  having  return  drop  flues. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen,  from  the  experiments,  that,  witl^out  aUq(g^ 
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difference  of  weight  of  coal  that  can  be  stowed  in  the  same  bulk,  the  en- 
^e  using  anthracite  could  steam  about  two-thirds  longer  than  witk 
bituminous. 

These  are  important  ctmtiderations  in  favor  of  anthracite  coal  for  the 
uses  of  the  navy ;  without  taking  into  account  the  additional  amoimt  of 
anthracite  more  than  Utuminous  that  can  be  placed  on  board  a  vessel  in 
the  same  bunkers,  or  the  advantages  of  being  free  from  smoke^  which  in  a 
v'ar-steamer  may  at  times  be  of  the  utmost  importance  in  concealing  the 
movements  of  the  vessel,  and  also  the  almost,  if  not  altogether,  entire  free- 
dom from  spontaneous  combustion. 

The  results  of  the  experiments  made  last  spring  on  the  United  States 
steamer  "Vixen**  were  so  favorable,  that  I  recommended  to  the  ^Bureau  of 
Construction,  &c.,  the  use  of  anthracite  for  all  naval  steamers  at  that  time 
having,  or  to  be  thereafter  fitted  with  iron  boilers ;  particularly  the  steamer* 
"  Fulton,'*  "  Princeton,"  and  "  Alleghany,*'  the  boilers  for  all  of  which 
were  designed  with  a  special  view  to  the  use  of  anthracite,  and  with  the 
approval  of  that  bureau. 

The  "  Fulton*s'*  bunkers  are  now  filled  with  anthracite,  and  the  con- 
sumptions  referred  to  in  the  engineer*s  report  on  that  steamer  show,  during, 
the  short  time  she  has  been  at  sea,  that  the  anticipated  economy  has  been 
fully  realized. 

In  view  of  the  results  contained  in  this  report,  I  would  respectfully 
recommend  to  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks,  the  use  of  anthracite  in  the 
several  navy-yards,  and  especially  for  the  engine  of  the  dry  dock  at  tht 
New  York  navy-yard. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  the  approval  of  the  bureau  to  make  such  investi- 
gations as  my  duties  will  permit,  with  regard  to  the  experience  of  thedun- 
bility  of  copper  boilers,  when  used  with  bituminous  or  anthracite  coal; 
which  can  be  done  without  any  specific  expenditure. 

The  inquiry  may  prove  highly  important  to  the  Navy  Department,  ar 
the  use  of  anthracite  under  copper  boilers  has  been  heretofore  generally 
considered  as  more  injurious  than  bituminous  coal,  and  is  consequently  not 
used  by  government  in  vessels  having  copper  boilers.

Sm:  The  Senate,  by  resolution,  having  called  for  my  reports  to  the 
Navy  Department,  ^ving  the  results  of  several  experiments  to  test  the 
relative  value  pf  antnracite  and  bituminous  coals  for  generating  steam,  and 
f^erred  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs,  I  have  thought  that 
the  results  obtained  from  additional  tests  and  experiments,  made  in  this 
country  and  England,  would  be  of  service  to  the  committee,  and  trust  that 
the  importance  of  the  subject,  both  to  the  interests  of  the  government  and 
of  individuals,  will  be  considered  a  sufficient  apology,  if  any  be  needed,  for 
tbe  liberty  I  have  taken  in  addressing  you  this  communication. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  what  is  required  to  be  known  on  this  sub- 
ject, is  neither  the  absolute  nor  relative  evaporation  by  coals  under  condi- 
tions that  never  occur  in  practice,  (as  too  man]f  experiments  are  conducted,) 
l>ttt  the  facts  to  be  determined  are,  the  results  which  can  be  obtained  from 
them  under  the  ordinary  circumstances  in  which  they  are  used  in  marine 
boilers. 

With  this  view  I  have  prepared  the  following  tabular  statement,  showing- 
the  actual  evaporation  of  water  effected  by  bituminous  and  anthracite  coafi 
^n  the  boilers  of  several  naval  steamers,  and  in  those  of  some  transatlantic 
and  river  steamers  plying  to  and  from  New  York  the  past  few  years. 

This  table,  therefore,  from  being  prepared  with  care  from  the  steam  logs 
of  the  different  vessels  (those  of  the  navy  being  on  file  in  this  office)  is  of 
great  value ;  more  so,  undoubtedly,  than  if  the  results  had  been  obtained 
from  a  series  of  special  ex))eriments  made  under  circumstances  not  normal 
to  the  practice,  which  results,  therefore,  must  be  extensively  modified  before 
tbey  could  be  received  for  practical  guides. 

The  table  includes  all  the  cases  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  at  this  time, 
^here  the  data  were  unexceptionable ;  it  extends  in  most  instances  over  a 
course  of  several  years  steaming,  and  the  average  evaporation  thus  obtained^ 
(tltbough  not  equal  sometimes  to  the  maximum  of  special  experiments,  is, 
in  my  jud^ent,  more  entitled  to  confidence  than  any  single  experiment 
i&ade  with  greater  critical  accuracy,  but  on  too  small  a  scale  for^Uf^- 
irorthy  residts.  ^ 
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Of  the  latter  character^  I  should  rank  those  of  W.  R.  Johnsoiii  esq., 
made  under  the  directions  of  the  Navy  Department  in  1843,^  in  the  report 
of  which  he  states  that  '^  on  each  sample  of  coal  were  made  from  one  to 
six  trials,  according  to  the  quantity  furnished.  The  coal  consumed  in  one 
trial  never  exceeded  1567  pounds — this  being  the  greatest  quantity  which 
the  apparatus  could  receive  in  the  period  allotted  to  each  experiment,  in- 
cluding the  time  required  for  cleaning  out  the  residue,  making  the  necessary 
adjustments  and  preparing  for  a  new  trial.  The  total  weight  of  coal  con- 
sumed in  the  trials  of  evaporative  power  has  been  nearly  sixty*-two  and  a 
half  tons ;  and  the  weight  used,  on  an  average,  nine  hundred  poimds  per 
triaP' — being  less,  it  will  be  seen,  than  half  a  ton  per  trial,  or  not  three 
tons  for  the  greatest  number  of  trials  made  with  any  one  kind  of  coal,  not 
«qual  to  a  two  hoiu^'  consumption  of  an  ordinary  sea  3teamer. 

These  experiments  were  not  only  very  limited  in  their  extent,  but  were 
made  with  a  boiler  entirely  different  in  its  construction  from  those  in  naval 
and  sea  steamers,  and  not  at  all  adapted  for  that  service,  and  cannot  there- 
fore be  compared  in  value  to  tie  following  practical  tests,  deduced  from  the 
consumptions  of  hundreds  of  tons  of  coals  on  each  steamer  named  and  in 
•actual  service. 
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From  the  averages  of  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  economiGal 
eva|>oration  by  the  anthracite,  exceeded  that  by  the  bituminous  in  the  pro- 
portion of  7.^35  to  5.142,  or  about  forty-one  per  centum  of  the  latter. 

In  the  experiments  made  on  coals  by  rlayfair  and  De  la  Beche,  by  order 
of  the  British  ^ov^mment,  in  1848, 1  find  eleven  varieties  of  Welsh  coab 
having  a  constitution  almost  identical  with  the  nine  specimens  of  various 
Pennsylvania  anthracite,  experimented  on  by  Johnson,  viz  :

Thus  far  there  is  a  very  close  agreement  between  the  results  obtained  by 
the  different  experimenters  from  substantially  the  same  coal — ^that  coal 
bemg  anthracite. 

In  the  experiments  of  Playfeir  and  De  la  Beche,  above  cited,  I  find  three 
varieties  of  Welsh  bituminous,  three  varieties  of  Scotch  bituminous,  and 
one  variety  of  English  bituminous,  having  a  constitution  almost  identical 
with  the  five  specimens  of  Maryland  (Cumberland)  bituminous  coal  exper- 
imented on  by  Johnson.

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Here  is  a  great  discrepancy  between  the  results  obtained  by  the  twa 
experimenters  on  substantially  the  same  coals ;  Johpson  making  the  Cumber* 
land  bituminous  better  than  the  British  bituminous  in  the  proportion  of  no 
less  than  twenty-four  and  a  half  per  centum  of  the  latter.  Had  a  similar 
difference  been  found  in  the  case  of  anthracite  between  Ihe  results  of  the 
two  experiments,  it  might  have  been  accounted  for  by  a  difference  of  boiler 
or  method  of  conducting  the  experiments. 

From  an  investigation  of  the  two  kinds  of  boilers  employed,  I  am  of 
Ofnnion  that  though  in  their  proportions  separately  different,  yet  in  the 
tffgregate  they  were  equivalent ;  an  opinion  justified  also  by  the  equality 
of  results  obtained  with  anthracite. 

The  results,  then,  of  Johnson's  experiments  are  that  Cumberland  bitumi- 
nous  exceeds  the  Pennsylvania  anthracite  in  economical  evapomtion,  four 
per  centum  of  the  latter;  while  the  results  from  the  English  experiments^ 
on  substantially  the  same  cohIs,  make  the  economical  evaporation  of  the 
anthracite  to  exceed  that  of  the  bituminous  over  twenty-four  per  centum 
of  the  latter. 

I  would  here  beg  leave  to  remark  that  there  were  several  important  facts- 
attending  the  experiments  of  Professor  Johnson,  which,  rightly  understood,; 
would  greatly  modify  his  results ;  and  which  facts  it  is  ab^^lutely  necessary 
to  consider  in  order  to  arrive  at  correct  practical  information.  One  of  the 
most  important  of  these  is  the  rapidity  of  combustion,  which  is  ordinarily 
measured  by  the  number  of  pounds  of  coal  consumed  per  hour  per  square 
foot  of  grate  surface,  the  average  quantity  of  which  in  marine  boilers  may 
lafely  be  taken  at  fifteen  pounds. 

In  Johnson's  experiments,  however,  the  consumption  of  Cumberland 
bituminous  coal  was  at  the  rate  of  only  7^^^^  pounds,  and  of  anthracite 
fifVs  pounds ;  an  average  of  less  than  half  the  practical  rate  of  con-* 
sumption. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  rapidity  of  combustion  being  an  im-* 
portant  element  in  determining  the  evaporative  efficiency  of  different  coals,, 
that  in  any  experiments  made  to  ascertain  this  efficiency  for  marine  boilers, 
the  rapidity  of  combustion  should  be  about  the  average  of  what  occurs  in 
Actual  practice  at  sea. 

Again  :  the  importance  of  the  rate  of  combustion  in  effecting  the  result8> 
to  be  obtained  from  anthracite  or  bituminous  coals,  are  well  signalized  in 
the  following  extract  from  a  paper  by  chief^ngineer  Isherwood,  U.  S. 
^avy,  published  in  "Appleton's  Mechanic's  Magazine,"  etc.,  for  October,. 
1851,  page  621,  viz  : 

"  In  the  combustion  of  bituminous  coal,  time  is  the  important  element,  and 
•  slow  rate  of  combustion  with  low  velocity  of  draught  is  necessary  for  ob- 
taming  high  evaporative  results,  and  for  the  following  reasons,  viz :  The 
bituminous  portion  of  the  coal  is  volatilized  and  separated  from  the  fixed  car- 
bon  part  at  a  lower  temperature  than  is  required  for  its  ignition,  that  is,  than 
J8  required  for  its  chemical  union  with  oxygen.  In  this  gaseous  state,  occupy- 
ing the  furnaces  and  flues  of  the  boiler,  it  can  only  be  ignited  by  being  mixed 
with  atmospheric  air  at  a  sufficiently  high  temperature ;  the  element  of  time 
i^  therefore,  doubly  important ;  firsty  to  allow  the  gases  to  become  intimatel]^ 
mixed  with  the  atmospheric  air;  second^  to  allow  them  to  acauire  the  ne- 
cessary high  temperature.  If  now,  by  means  of  a  powerful  draught,  the 
gases  bavm^  only  the  low  temperature  due  to  their  volatilization  be  drivea 
ao  quickly  &ough  the  flues  and  out  of  the  chimney  of  the  boiler  as  not 
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to  allow  them  time  enough  to  acquire  the  proper  temperature  for  combustion 
and  to  have  the  proper  mixing  with  the  atmospheric  air,  a  great  loss  of 
^ect  must  inevitable  follow. 

<^  For  the  economical  combustion,  then,  of  bituminous  coal  in  generatiaff 
steam,  there  should  be  a  slow  rate  of  burning,  or  a  small  amount  consumed 
per  unit  of  time  per  unit  of  surface." 

"  In  the  combustion  of  anthracite  coal,  however,  the  above  general  ob- 
servations do  not  apply.  Considering  the  principal  portions  of  the  anthra* 
cite  to  be  fixed  carbon,  there  will  of  course  be  no  volatilization  of  bitu- 
men at  a  lower  temperature  than  what  is  required  for  the  ignition  of  the 
fixed  carbon ;  the  coal  will  consequently  remain  unchanged  until  the  tem- 
perature is  sufficiently  high  for  its  combustion,  that  is,  for  the  combustion 
of  its  fixed  carbon ;  a  forced  draught  cannot,  therefore,  carry  off  the  fuel 
before  it  is^ignited,  and  in  this  view  velocity  of  draught  is  comparatively 
unimportant.  Again,  combustion  with  the  anthracite  is  effected  solely  by 
the  contact  of  the  air  with  their  solid  suiiaces ;  there  is  therefore  no  mixing 
to  be  done,  and  consequently  no  time  required  to  do  it  in.  Here,  then, 
imder  two  important  conditions,  great  velocity  of  draught,  which  is  highly 
detrimental  to  the  economical  combustion  of  bituminous,  is  unimportant  in 
the  combustion  of  anthracite  coal.'' 

Taking  the  above  views  to  be  correct,  which  it  is  believed  they  are,  it  will 
be  perceived  that  the  very  slow  rate  of  combustion  used  with  the  bitumin- 
ous coal  in  Johnson's  experiments,  (a  rate  utterly  out  of  question  with 
marine  boilers)  was  in  the  highest  degree  favorable  for  the  development  of 
the  full  heating  power  of  the  bituminous  coal;  now  as  this  rate  of  com- 
bustion is  impracticable  in  marine  engines,  a  very  great  correction  for  infe- 
rior results  to  be  obtained  by  the  faster  rate  of  combustioh  must  be  made, 
in  order  to  obtain  their  practical  value.  With  the  anthracite,  the  very 
riow  rate  of  combustion  used  was  positively  a  disadvantage,  as  it  could  not 
keep  the  whole  mass  sufficicimtly  high  to  enable  the  fixed  carbon  to  take 
up  the  oxygen  of  the  air  as  fast  as  the  latter  entered,  consequently  it  exerted 
in  a  considerable  degree,  a  cooling  power. 

.  Further,  it  is  generally  acknowledged  that  the  quantity  of  carbon  in  coals 
is  at  least  an  index,  if  not  a  fiill  measure  of  their  practical  heating  power. 
This  idea  is  entertained  by  Johnson  himself,  and  is  announced  in  his  work 
on  coals,  published  in  1850,  pages  118, 123  and  124,  viz  : 

'^  The  British  experimenters  continued  their  analysis  of  the  coals  till 
every  sample  had  been  submitted  to  both  proximate  and  ultimate  determi- 
nation. In  ^he  American  experiments  time  was  not  allowed  before  the 
report  was  demanded,  for  extending  the  ultimate  analyses  to  more  than  one^ 
whth  part  of  the  samples.  From  such  trials  as  were  made,  the  deductions 
which  appeared  to  be  authorized  by  a  careful  comparison  between  the  cod- 
stituents  of  the  coals  and  their  evaporative  efficiency  was,  thai  the  latter 
depended  upon  the  total  amount  of  carbon  in  the  coal.  If  hydrogen  had 
been,  as  many  European  chemists  had  contended,  the  more  efficient  ele- 
Hient,  weight  for  weight,  then  all  highly  bituminous  coals  ought  to  have 
presented  a  greater  heating  power  than  those  of  lower  bituminousness." 

*^  Both  the  American  and  British  experiments  concur  in  proving  the 
reverse  of  this  to  be  the  fact.** 

'  ^  This  development  finally  sets  aside  the  old  calculations  about  the  rdor 
Hve  heating  powers  of  carbon  and  of  the  hydrogen  in  coals.  By  the  prin- 
ciple of  that  calculation,  any  coal  having  a  high  degree  of  MtumiiiousiMfl 
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ought,  in  consequence  of  the  large  proportion  of  hydrogen  in  its  bitumen^ 
to  possess  a  much  higher  heating  power  than  any  coal  of  lower  bituminous- 
ness.  The  reverse  of  (his  is  true.  The  higher  the  hifuminousnessy  or^  in 
i^her  wards ^  the  greater  the  proportion  of  volatile  matter  a  coal  contains^ 
the  less  is  its  available  heating  power.  The  fact  has  Been  pointed  out  in  for- 
mer publications  of  the  writer,  that  when  solid  hydrogen  (that  bein^  its  state 
in  coals)  is  converted  by  the  effect  of  heat  into  gaseous  hydrogen,  it  requires 
for  this  change  a  lai^  amount  of  heat,  as  experimentally  proved  in  the 
manu&cture  of  illuminating  gas.  The  hydrogen  thus  brought  to  the  gaseous 
state,  assumes  the  same  bulk  at  a  given  temperature,  say  212^,  as  it  will 
retain  at  the  same  temperature  when  converted  into  vapor  of  water  under 
the  atmospheric  pressure ;  and  consequently,  unless  we  can  suppose  the 
capacity  for  heat  of  gaseous  hydrogen,  bulk  for  bulk,  to  be  greater  than 
that  of  the  vapor  of  water,  we  can  conceive  no  reason  why  it  should  give 
out  more  heat  in  combining  with  oxygen  than  it  had  taken  up  in  being 
converted  into  gas.  The  British  commissioners  refer  to  this  view  of  the 
subject,  but  do  not  clearly  express  an  opinion  of  its  validity. 

''  Fortunately  their  silence  is  of  less  importance,  as  their  own  experiments 
furnish  abundant  proofs  of  the  correctness  of  the  principle.  In  order  more 
clearly  to  exhibit  the  independence  of  hydrogen  efficiency  in  computing 
heating  powers  of  analyses,  we  have  placed  in  the  above  table  the  per  cent- 
age  of  hydrogen  found  in  each  sample  of  coals.  From  this  column  the 
averages  are  deduced,  and  a  glance  will  show,  that  so  far  as  any  law  or 
relation  is  perceptible,  the  coals  of  highest  heating  powers  are  those  which 
have  the  Unoest  per  centage  of  hydrogen"  The  table  above  referred  16 
condensed  from  Johnson,  stands  as  follows,  viz :

"Thus  the  four  coals  having  a  heating  power  of  7.78,  have  excess  of 
Mrogen  4.13 ;  the  four  having  heating  powers  of  9.17,  have  of  oxygen  in 
excess  4.17.  It  will  also  be  noted  tnat  an  intermediate  class  of  coals 
Wing  a  heating  power  of  8.65,  has  a  higher  per  centage  of  hydrogen  than 
either  of  the  above,  viz :  4.57.  This  is  as  we  might  expect  to  fand  it,  if 
the  hydrogen  be  truly  without  efficiency  in  the  practical  use  of  coal.  In^ 
^^,  the  hydrogen  appears  from  the  practical  tests  thus  far  adduced j  no 
^'Wfc  to  merit  the  consideration  as  an  element  of  evaporative  efficiency  in 
^,  than  an  equal  weight  of  silicia,  alumina,  oxide  of  iron,  or  other 
inert  subs'tance  found  in  its  earthy  residuum  or  ash." 

It  appears  to  be  difficult  to  reconcile  the  foregoing  and  well-established 
^acts,  witli  the  numbers  given  by  Professor  Johnson  as  the  results  of  his 
experiments  on  anthracite  and  Oumberland  (bituminous)  coals,  the  former 
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containing  SSjYo  per  centum  of  carbon  an^  the  latter  only  75  j%*^  fet 
•centum,  while  he  makes  the  latter ybur  per  ctfUum  better  than  the  formeri 
while  it  should  have  been  as  above  demonstrated  the  reverse  in  the  propor- 
tion of  88yVg  to  75jY5,  or  eighteen  per  centum. 

The  results  of  the  British  improvements  on  substantially  the  same  coals, 
viz :  containing  relatively  87  jV(f  ^^^  75  per  centum  of  carbon»  gave  for 
the  former  a  greater  efficiency  of  twenty-four  and  a  half  per  centum, 
making  a  difference  in  the  results  of  over  twenty-eight  per  centum. 

A  large  number  of  experiments  and  practical  tests  mi^ht  be  cited  to  fur^ 
ther  prove  the  greater  efficiency  of  anthracite  over  bituminous  coals,  in  pro- 
portion very  nearly  as  the  element  of  carbon  was  found  ;  but  they  would 
swell  this  paper,  now  already  too  extended.  I  have  therefore  connned  the 
comparison  to  a  few  experiments  of  admitted  correctness,  to  illustrate  the 
facts,  and  in  conclusion  would  add,  that  I  agree  fully  with  the  views 
expressed  in  Professor  Johnson's  report,  ^'  that  for  the  purpose  of  steam 
navigation,  therefore,  the  rank  most  important  to  be  considered  (in  different 
coals)  ii  in  the  order  of  their  evaporative  power  under  eiven  balks.  This 
is  obviously  true,  since,  if  other  things  be  equj^l,  the  length  of  a  voyage 
must  depend  on  the  amount  of  evaporative  power  effected  by  the  fuel  which 
can  be  stowed  in  the  bunker^  of  a  steamer,  always  of  limited  capacity. 
With  this  scale  of  value,  however,  must  be  combined  the  relative  freedom 
from  clinker,  and  the  maximum  rapidity  of  action ;  while  the  rapidity  of 
ienition  is  of  inferior  importance,  but  may  deserve  some^'onsideration  where 
snort  voyages,  frequeni  stoppages,  and  prompt  commencement  of  action  are 
demanded' —all  of  which  qualities  I  think  have  been  from  practical  results 
found  to  be  more  fully  combined  in  the  white  ash  anthracite  of  Pennsylva- 
nia than  in  other  known  coal.  I  therefore  fully  concur  in  the  opinion  of 
Profe&sor  Johnson,  expressed  in  his  work  on  coals,  publislied  m  1850, 
page  160 : 

'^  In  conclusion  T  may  observe,  that  while  these  analyses  demonstrate 
the  high  density  and  compactness  of  this  coal  [anthracite]  fitting  it  for  the 
purposes  of  steam  navigation,  for  which  these  qualities,  combined  with 
great  heating  power,  are  of  primary  importance,  they  also  show,  that  for 
tne  various  arts  and  for  domestic  consumption,  its  properties  are  calculated 
to  sustain  the  high  character  of  the  central,  coal-field  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
the  concentrated  and  durable  heat  which  it  furnishes,  and  the  absence  of 
those  ingredients  which  might  interfere  with  its  useful  application."

Sir  :  I  hare  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
19th,  written  at  the  sug^tion  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Churchwell,  desiring  sucb 
information  as  may  be  m  the  possession  of  the  bureau  bearing  upon  the 
question  of  the  improvement  of  the  Tennessee  river,  and  upon  the  expedi- 
ency of  recommending  an  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  the  same. 
The  Tennessee  river  is  an  extremely  important  river,  intimately  connected 
with  an  extensive  inland  commerce,  and  well  adapted  to  develop  the  a^- 
cultural,  commercial,  and  mineral  resources  of  a  vast  and^populous  portion 
of  the  United  States.  The  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  this  river 
may,  on  these  accounts,  with  justice,  be  considered  an  object  of  great  na- 
tional interest  and  importance. 

But  the  subject  has  not  been  lately  investigated;  the  reports  extend 
through  a  series  of  many  years,  are  very  voluminous,  and  are  not  of  recent 
date.  The  most  that  could  be  done  at  present,  would  be  to  draw  your 
attention  to  these  several  reports.  But  a  better  course  would  be,  in  my 
opinion,  to  reinvestigate  the  subject,  and  bring  upon  its  various  difficulties 
tne  lights  of  a  more  recent  expierience,  and  from  these  data  to  present  plans 
and  estimates  to  the  consideration  of  Congress.  It  is  therefore  respectfully 
recommended,  that  instead  of  a  large  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of 
this  river  at  present,  to  make  a  small  appropriation,  say  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  further  investigations,  plans  and  estimates.  No  time  would  be 
lost  by  such  a  course,  because  if  there  were  to  be  large  appropriations  for 
the  improvement  of  the  river,  unless  the  law  should  direct  oUierwise,  the 
bureau  would  consider  itself  obliged  to  institute  the  preliminary  investiga* 
.tions  now  advised.

S«:  The  resolution  ^f  the  Senate  of  the  25th  instant,  upon  which  re- 
port is  required,  is  in  the  following  .words : 

'*  Ruolved,  That  the  S<*cretary  of  War  report  to  the  Senate  the  best 
plan,  in  his  opinion,  for  the  improvement  oi  the  St*  Clair  flats,  in  Lake 
St.  Glair,  and  State  of  Michigan,  together  with  an  estimate  for  the  execu* 
<ioQ  of  such  plans." 

The  resolution  embodies  two  ideas :  1st.  A  plan  for  the  work.  Sd.  A|i 
'^'iflM^te  tor  the  execution  of  such  plan. 

The  first  officidl  action  of  the  War  Departme&t  on  this  matter  was  in  19^^ 
^^Q  the  attention  of  the  late  Captain  Williams,  then  en  duty  in  ^^^t 
^ion,  was  directed  towards  this  subject. 

In  Us  report  of  December  22, 1842,  he  sayn :  '<  Lake  St«  Clair  is  ^iH- 
ci^tly  land-iocked  not  (probably)  to  render  any  barbors  there  essential  f{|r 
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the  security  of  shipping  ;  but  it  nevertheless  presents  itself  under  an  aspect 
equally  important  by  reference  to  the  question  of  a  commercial  avenue. 
Maps  and  estimates  vrill  be  submitted  immediately,  relating  to  the  obstruc- 
tions at  the  delta  of  the  St.  Clair  river.  By  the  removal  of  a  very  insig- 
nificant obstruction,  an  uninterrupted  channel  will  be  opened  to  the  gieat 
trade  between  Buffalo  and  Chicago.  Of  this  I  have  spoken  in  preceding 
reports." 

Also,  in  the  same  report,  he  says:  "In  regard  the  St.  Clair  river, 
as  I  consider  it  equally  a  matter  of  urgency  that  the  work  should  be 
put  in  progress,  I  have  had  the  maps  promptly  completed,  and  they 
will  accompany  this  coaimunication  in  order  that  time  may  be  allowed  for 
the  action  of  Congress  upon  it.  This  part  of  the  survey,  was  entrusted  to 
me  by  Lieutenant  J.  N.  Macomb,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  W.  H.  Warner, 
and  they  have  accomplished  the  work,  both  in  the  field  and  in  the  comple- 
tion of  the  maps,  in  a  manner  which  I  feel  assured  will  ^ive  satisfaction  to 
the  bureau.  The  delta  of  the  St.  Clair  is  found  to  consist  of  four  channel?, 
as. shown  by  the  map.  The  north  channel  is  the  one  which  has  been  used 
by  vessels,  but  it  is  very  difficult,  owing  to  its  winding  character.  The 
6out^  channel  is  that  which  I  should  recommend  to  be  improved.  It  cuts 
off  a  distance  of  five  miles,  would  require  less  excavation,  and  is  in  everj 
respect  more  eligible." 

'"  In  projecting  a  plan  for  the  opening  of  the  channel,  I  think  it  advisable 
at  first  merely  to  make  the  estimate  for  the  cost  of  dredging.  I  think  it 
quite  possible  that  the  channel  will  remain  open  without  any  lateral  work 
to  protect  it.  The  frequent  passage  of  vessels  through  the  channel  will 
favor  this  tendency  ;  but  should  any  appearance  of  a  change  take  place  in 
a  transverse  direction  to  the  channel  by  the  washing  in  of  sand,  a  barrier 
of  pile-plankinff,  or  a  line  of  crib-work  would  have  to  be  applied.  In  thii 
case,  likewise,  hj  giving  a  wider  opening  to  the  entrance  of  the  channel, 
and  by  placing,  if  necessary,  an  obstruotion  on  the  wings  at  the  upjier  end, 
a  greater  velocity  might  be  imparted  to  the  current  through  the  channel, 
and  by  this  means  it  might  be  kept  clear  of  alluvions,  which  would  be 
swept  into  deeper  water ;  and  as  the  tendem^y  to  a  bar  is  very  slight,  I 
think  that  this  arrangement  would  be  found  to  answer  the  object  intended. 
To  dredge  out  the  channel  five  hundred  feet  in  width  to  a  depth  of  twelve 
feet  below  the  mean  elevation  of  the  lake's  surface,  would  necessitate  t 
removal  of  247,293  cubic  yards  of  eaith,  which,  estimating  the  cost  at 
twenty-five  cents  a  cubic  yard,  which  is  a  liberal  price  for  that  kind  of  work^ 

The  cost  would  be $61,823  25 

And  adding  for  contingencies - ----      6,176  75 

Making  the  whole  cost  of  the  work 68,000  00 

<*  Should  it  be  thought  necessary  to  place  a  barrier  as  above  suggested, 
it  would  be  advisable  to  restrict  the  channel  in  breadth,  which  by  saving  in 
amount  of  excavation  would  compensate  the  additional  expense.  Under  all 
circumstances  the  cost  of  the  work  would  not  exceed  the  amount  for  vhick 
I  have  estimated.'' 

An  extract  from  the  chart  of  Capt.  Williakns  is  hereto  annexed.  On  r^ 
ferrin^  to  the  chart,  the  pass  reoommended .  for  excavation  by  Capt  Wil- 
liams IS  the  one  marked  A.

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norr  recent  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  lake,  the  point  now  reconw 
DeDded  for  excavation  o\  a  pass  is  at  the  place  on  the  chart  marked  B. 
From  the  pass  B  there  is  a  free,  deep  and  natural  opening  into  the  deep 
water  of  the  lake,  across  the  chief  barrier,  which  induces  the  belief  that  the 
passage  of  this  pass,  once  made,  will  be  more  likely  to  keep  open  than  an 
excavated  opening  at  the  pass  A. 

Assuming  the  saime  dimensions  of  breadth  and  depth  for  each  pass,  the  one 
at  B  will  require  the  excavation  of  about  88,500  cubic  yards  of  material 
more  than  the  one  at  A.  But  considering  its  more  sheltered  condition,  its 
coincidence  with  the  natural  action  of  the  water,  its  probability  of  greater 
durability,  and  of  requiring  less  defensive  structures,  after  the  dredging  shall 
have  been  completed,  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  it  is  the  better  position, 
and  m\l  in  the  end  prove  to  be  the  most  durable  and  least  costly,  and  there- 
fore submit  the  plan  for  the  work  at  the  point  B,  as  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  of  the  Senate. 
The  proposed  channel  at  B  is  also  entirely  within  our  own  jurisdiction. 
It  would  be  judicious,  before  commencing  the  work,  to  ascertain  by 
careful  examination  of  the  conditions  of  the  bar,  as  found  in  1842,  and  as 
represented  upon  the  chart  hereto  appended,  remain  the  same  now  as  then, 
tnd  iherefore  still  justify  the  opinions  herein  expressed. 

The  estimate  of  twenty-five  cents  per  cubic  yard,  for  excavation,  is  coi^ 
ndered  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  an  adequately  powerful  steam-dredge, 
^th  its  appendages,  and  to  pay  for  the  dredging ;  and  if  the  Lake  Erie 
steam  dredge  be  built,  the  application  of  these  two  boats  upon  the  impedi- 
nentwill  piodnce  the  most  rapid  and  energetic  effects,  and  enable  the 
place  to  derive  the  full  benefit  of  whatever  current  may  be  created  by  each 
€ot  through.    '^ 

Captain  Williams'  estimate  of  1842  for  the  pass  A«  increased  by  a  alight 
error  found  in  his  calculation,  is  970,400.  The  estimate  for  the  pass  B, 
Mw  rtcommended,  is  $94,737 ;  of  this  amount  $40,000  will  be  sufficient 
far  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1853.

the  House  of  Representatives  the  result  of  said  examination,  toother  with 
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his  opinion  of  the  value  of  the  test  of  said  condensers  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  to 
carry  this  provision  of  the  law  into  effect/*  1  have  the  honor  to  report, 
that  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  examination  required  to  satisfactorj 
practical  results,  a  board  was  constituted,  consisting  of  two  gentlemen  of 
science  and  experience  in  the  department,  of  knowledge  involved  in  the 
inquiry,  who  have  applied  great  labor  and  research  to  the  investigation, 
and  I^ow  trai^smit  theuriseport  for  the  information  of  Congress. 

It  win  be  observfcd  that  twenty-nine  different  remedies  have  been  proposed 
for  the  prevention  or  removal  of  corrosion  jind  deposit  in  manne  and  other 
steam  boilers  by  mechanical  means,  so  as  to  avoid  blowing  off  and  removing 
the  deposit,  all  of  which  are  discussed  in  this  report 

Of  these,  five  are  regarded  by  the  commission  as  entitled  to  excellence, 
to  wit :  The  inventions  of  Messrs.  Pirsson,  Baldwin,  Lynch  and  Miller, 
respectively.  But  no  one  of  these  has  received  the  full  approbation  of  the 
commission,  so  as  to  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  government,  to  the  ex-  . 
elusion  of  all  others,  ami  it  advises  that  arrai^ments  be  proposed  to  the 
several  iiiventors,  each  of  whom  claims  a  patent  right,  for  the  construction 
and  use  in  naval  vessels,  of  a  condenser  which  shall  combine  the  most  eli- 

S'ble  parts  of  the  apparatus,  of  each,  and  be  more  perfect  than  any  one  of  > 
em.     In  this  opinion  the  department  concurs.     The  amounts  asked  Ij 
Messrs.  Pirsson  and  Lynch,  for  their  respective'  inventions,  are  stated  in 
the  j-eport,  and  an  opinion  is  also  expressed  in  the  probable  cost  of  the  ap» 
paratus  of  Mr.  Miller. 

II  the  several  claimants  of  patents  shall  entertain  such  proposals,  a  com- 
mission  or  a  board  of  naval  engineers  may  be  consulted  as  to  a  proper  com- 
pensation to  be  made  to  each. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  report  of  the  cotnmssion,  which  will 
•  be  found  to  contain  much  useful  information  on  this  important  subject  of 
mechanical  and  chenucal  sriencei  be  ordered  to  be  published  under  the  bo- 
pervision  of  the  commissioners.

Sir:  In  reply  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  10th  instant,  calling 
Tipon  this  department  to  report  "upon  the  practicability,  utility,  and  proba- 
ble cost  of  a  ship  canal  across  the  peninsula  of  Florida,  and  also  to  commu* 
nicate  such  information  as  the  department  may  be  in  possession  of,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  navigation  of  the  straits  of  FJ'^rifhi,  the  losses  accruing  tliercon, 
and  the  dangers  and  difficulties  incident  thereto,'^  I  have  the  honor  to  state, 
that  the  department  possesses  no  information  as  to  the  practicability  orpro- 
bable  cost  of  a  ship  canal  across  the  peninsula  c«f  Florida,  nor  has  it  any 
oflScers  at  its  command  capable  of  making  the  net  Jiul  surveys  or  estimates 
in  order  to  ascertain  those  facts ;  and  it  can  only  add  that,  from  general 
and  unofficial  information  on  the  subject,  it  Ticli  jvco  the  plan  would  i>e  prac- 
ticable, and  at  a  reasonable  expense,  in  comparison  with  the  great  ad  van* 
tages  which  would  result  from  such  a  work. 

The  department  cannot  arrive  at  the  correct  amount  of  the  commerce  of 
the  straits  of  Florida,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  the  value  of  . 
the  immense  shipments  coastwise  to  New  Orleans,  for  the  supply  of  the 
States  bordering  on  the  Mississi{)pi  and  its  tributaries,  besides  those  to  the 
ports  of  Florida,  Alabama  and  Texas;  but,  from  the  best  data  in  possession 
of  the  department,  it.  is  probable  the  ocean  commerce  of  the  American  ports 
«nd  the  gulf,  inward  and  outward,  foreign  and  domestic,  exceeds  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  millions  of  dollars  per  annum,  besides  that  of  the  Mexican 
and  other  foreign  perts  on  the  gulf. 

All  the  above  comtnerce  has  to  encounter  the  dangerous  navigation  of 
the  Florida  coasts  and  numerous  reefs,;  and  all  the  inward  portion  of  it  ta 
the  gulf  ports  has,  in  addition,  the  tedious  and  equally  dangerous  navi- 
gation of  the  Bahama  banks.  A  difference  of  insurance  on  the  above 
amount  of  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  by  a  ship  canal  through  Florida, 
voulcfbe  an  annual^  saving  of  a  million  and  a  quarter  of  dollars ;  and  a  still 
laiger  amount  would  be  eeonomized  in  the  expenses  of  vessels,  and  a  con- 
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sequent  reduction  in  the  rate  of  freight  by  shortening  the  voyagCt  u  wodd 
be  the  case  by  a  route  through  such  a  canal. 

As  regards  the  difficulties  and  dangers  incident  to  the  present  route  of 
navigation  to  the  ports  of  the  gulf,  it  will  probably  be  sufficient  to  state  the 
single  fact,  that  the  rate  of  insurance  from  New  York  to  New  Orleans  is 
equal  to  that  from  New  York  to  China. 

The  losses  on  the  comnjl^ce  of  the  gulf  by  marine  disasters  are  pfopor- 
tionably  very  heavy  ;  but  the  department  has  no  means  of  ascertaining  e?e& 
an  approximation  to  the  correct  amount.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  : 

The  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  6th  instant,  requesting  the  "  papers 
•and  proofs  on  file  in  any  of  the  Executive  Departments  touching  the  claim 
Hif  Samuel  A.  Belden  and  company,  of  Brownsville,  Texas,  against  the 
Mexican  government,  for  injuries  inflicted  upon  said  Belden  and  company, 
as  alWed  by  him,  in  violation  of  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo,  was 
referred  to  the  heads  of  those  departments,  and  the  documents  herewith 
transmitted  have  been  reported  to  me  from  the  Department  of  State,  as 
<iomprising  all  on  the  files  of  that  department  called  tor  by  the  resolution, 
with  the  exception  of  those  of  a  diplomatic  character.  As  the  claim  re- 
ferred to  is  a  subject  of  negotiation  with  the  Mexican  government,  it  is  not 
<ieemed  expedient  at  this  juncture  to  make  public  the  documents  which 
have  been  reserved.  According  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  of  the  Postmaster  General,  there  are  no 
papers  in  their  respective  departments  relative  to  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Bel- 
<ien  and  company.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  the  standing  protests,  deposi- 
tions and  other  papers  herein  contained,  respecting  the  application  to  the 
Department  of  State  of  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  formerly  of  Matamoras,  Mex- 
ico, for  relief  against  a  flagrant  infringement  of  their  private  rights,  as  well 
^  of  the  nineteenth  article  of  the  late  treaty  of  peace  with  Mexico.     I  also 
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take  the  liberty  of  accompanying  the  same  with  a  brief  analysis  of  their 
contents. 

The  depositions  are  generally  taken  before  the  American  consul  atMata- 
moras^  or  before  one  of  the  alcaldes  of  that  city,  according  to  the  laws  and 
usages  of  Mexico.  They  prove  as  fully  and  conclusively  as  need  be  done 
in  a  court  of  justice  all  the  material  facts  of  this  case.  The  essential  points 
established  are  the  following,  to  wit : 

1.  That  about  eighteen  months  ago  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.  purchased  at 
Turner  &  Renshaw,  of  New  Orleans,  through  their  agent,  R.  B,  Kingsbury, 
three  hundred  bales  or  quintals  of  tobacco,  which  had  been  introduced  ioto 
Mexico  during  the  occupation  of  the  northern  frontier  by  the  American  anny, 
and  that  guias  or  permits  to  take  the  tame  nto  the  interior  for  sale  were  re- 
fused by  the  Mexican  government  till  September  or  October  last. 

3.  That  said  tobacco  was  submitted  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Mexican 
tobacco  monopoly,  upon  the  surrender  of  the  custom-houses  to  the  Mexican 
authorities,  by  him  duly  inspected,  marked,  stored,  and  kept  in  charge  tiil 
it  was  removed  for  sale ;  that  it  was  taken  to  Saltillo  in  October  last,  duly 
identified  and  secured  by  the  marks  and  permits  of  the  Mexican  officers  at 
Matauioras ;  that  at  Saltillo  it  was  seized  by  order  of  a  federal  judge,  (Go- 
mez,) condemned,  ordered  to  be  sold,  and  sold  for  half  its  material  value, 
and  the  owners  subjected  to  an  additional  fine  of  $26,000,  their  property 
seized,  and  their  business  broken  up  at  Matamoras. 

Refer  to  the  testimony  oi  the  Mexican  witnesses,  (translations  by  compe- 
tent persons  are  also  enclosed,)  the  protests  of  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  the 
testimony  of  John  Harambourne  and  others. 

3.  The  quantity  of  tobacco  seized  and  condemned  in  this  manner  wai 
three  hundred  bales,  (receipted  for  as  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  baks 
by  the  Mexican  officers,)  and  weighed  thirty  thousand  pouni:*^  worth  at 
Saltillo  81 J  cents  per  pound,  or  $24,370,  (See  Haramboume's  testi' 
mony.) 

4.  The  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  peace  had  been  carefully  complied 
with  m  all  particulars  by  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.  and  Turner  &  Renshaw,  and 
there  was  not  the  slightest  pretence  of  irregularity  existing,  to  authorize  or 
excuse  the  tyrannical  act  of  the  Mexican  judge. 

5.  The  notice  of  this  proceeding  by  that  judge  was  given  to  Mr-  Belden 
in  Matamoras,  only  three  days  before  it  was  consummated,  when  it  was 
physically  impossible  for  him  to  reach  Saltillo  in  time  to  answer  it ;  no 
causes  of  seizure  were  stated,  and  none  have  ever  been  given  up  to  this 
time.     (See  Belden*s  protest  before  the  consul  at  Matamoras.) 

6.  The  decree  of  the  judge  condemned  the  tobacco,  directed  its  sale,  im- 
posed a  fine  of  $26,000,  and  ordered  the  seizure  of  all  the  goods,  real  ^vA 
personal,  of  Belden  &  Co.  to  pay  it,  and  their  arrest  and  imprisonment  if 
not  paid.  All  their  property  was  seized,  and  is  now  held  by  the  Mexican 
authorities,  and  Belden  was  compelled,  to  avoid  arrest  and  removal  to 
Mexico,  to  abandon  Matamoras,  and  thus  destroy  his  business,  worth 
t^i5,000  per  year,  and  leave  debts  due  to  them,  amounting  to  $164,000, 
greatly  jeoparded,  and  likely  to  be  lost  in  whole  or  part.  Their  business, 
in  fact,  IS  ruined  by  this  outrage,  and  their  s'anding  as  business  men  seri- 
ouslv  endangered.  (See  the  testimony  of  Mr.  StiTlman  and  others,  and 
Belden  &  Co.'s  protests. 

7.  There  is  no  chance  of  remedy  op  appeal  to  the  Mexican  courts ;  it 
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would  he  a  mockery  of  justice  to  attempt  it ;  and  if  the  American  govern- 
ment do  not  interfere,  the  injured  party  is  without  hope  of  justice. 

8.  The  application  of  Turner  &  Renshaw  Ls  also  enclosed,  for  damages 
against  the  Mexican  government,  for  refusing  permits  to  sell  this  tobacco  for  a 
year  and  more  after  they  were  bound  by  a  fair  construction  of  their  treaty 
to  have  given  them.  (See  their  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State.)  But 
there  is  no  necessary  connexion  between  their  cases,  further  than  for  con- 
venience of  proof.  Before  a  case,  such  as  this,  so  proved  and  established,  it 
feems  to  me  the  government  cannol  hesitate  to  exert  its  power  to  vindif^ite 
the  rights  of  the  party  injured,  as  well  as  its  own  honor  and  dignity,  as- 
sailed in  this  wanton  violation  of  the  nineteenth  article  of  the  treaty.  If 
this  be  suffered  to  pass  without  a  firm  and  emphatic  demonstration  of  self 
respect,  hundreds  of  like  cases  will  ensue,  and  no  one  can  foresee  how  many 
innocent  persons  will  be  reduced  to  beggary,  how  many  lives  may  be  lost» 
or  how  many  causes  given  for  a  disturbance  of  the  harmony  and  peace  of 
the  two  nations.  Aggressions  on  private  rights  are  taking  place  daily 
on  that  frontier,  but  this  is  one  of  the  first  occasions  where  the  faith  of  the 
treaty  has  been  openly  trampled  on,  and  the  dignity  of  our  government 
insulted  and  contemned. 

I  respectfully  beg  that  you  will  not  allow  the  discussion  and  settlement 
of  this  affair  to  be  removed  to  Mexico,  for  that  is  nearly  equivalent  to  an 
eternal  postponement ;  but,  as  it  deeply  concerns  the  dignity  of  this  nation^ 
that  you  will  require  it  to^be  explained  and  answered  here.  I  have  the 
honor  to  solicit  that  the  early  attention  of  your  department  may  be  directed  to 
this  subject,  and  that  I  may  be  advised  at  this  place  of  the  measures  adopted* 

The  letter  of  Mr.  Belden,  addressed  to  the  President,  is  herewith  en- 
closed, as  more  properly  belonging  to  your  department. 

Regretting  that  my  repeatecT  efforts  to  make  these  explanations  in  a  per- 
sonal mterview  have  been  ineffectual,  I  must  beg  to  be  excused  for  the 
trouble  I  give  you,  and  am.

Brownsville,  Texas,  March  20, 1850. 

Sir:  Feeling  that  the  protecting  hand  of  the  government  over  which 
you  preside  is  extended  to  its  remotest  limits,  and  also  reaching  to  its  citi- 
zens whom  circumstances  have  made  temporary  residents  of  foreign  coun- 
tries, we  venture  to  address  you,  trusting  that  tie  subject  of  thi^  li-tter 
will  be  an  apology  for  the  liberty  taken  in  addressing  you  personally, 
hoping  thereby  more  speedy  redress  for  a  gross  national,  as  well  as  an  indi- 
vidual insult  and  outrage,  than  bv  the  ordinary  channel  of  diplomatic  cor- 
recnpoodence  through  the  United  States  minister,  resident  at  Mexico. 

Since  an  early  stage  of  the  late  war  with  Mexico,  we  have  been  resi- 
dent merchants  of  Matamoras,  recently  having  a  brancJi  of  our  business  at 
this  place ;  on  the  evacuation  of  Mexico  by  the  United  States  forces,  we 
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were  left  with  a  large  stock  of  goods  on  hand,  all  of  which  were  introdaced 
during  the  war,  ana  subject  to  the  war  tariffi  which  we  paid,  as  our  voadi- 
era  will  show,  to  a  very  large  amount.  Among  our  goods  was  a  large 
stock  of  leaf  tobacco,  an  article  of  monopoly  to  tne  Mexican  goTemmeDt, 
which  monopoly  is  now  held  by  the  English  house  of  Manning,  Macldntosh 
&  Co.,  Rubin,  and  others,  from  which  they  derive  a  large  revenue ;  by  the 
treaty  of  Gaudaloupe  Hidalgo,  the  19th  article,  the  free  introduction  of  all 
goods  fprohibited  or  dutiable,)  which  were  introduced  during  the  occupancy 
of  the  United  States  forces  is  guaranteed ;  this  privilege  guaranteed  by  the 
treaty  was  denied  us  and  other  holders  of  tobacco,  imder  various  pretexts» 
until  July  last,  over  a  year  after  the  departure  of  the  United  States 
forces,  at  which  time  a  tardy  permission  was  sent  us  officially,  to  send  for- 
ward said  tobacco  to  the  interior. 

In  October  last,  after  having  complied  with  all  the  requisitions  of  the 
Mexican  laws,  we  sent  forward  three  hundred  bales  of  the  tobacco  remain- 
ing in  our  hands,  destined  to  the  interior  of  Mexico  for  a  market,  accompa- 
nied with  all  the  necessary  and  required  papers  from  the  administrator  of 
tobacco  of  Matamoras ;  our  conductor  proceeded  as  far  as  Saltillo,  where 
he  was  stopped  by  order  of  one  Gomez,  acting  judge  of  that  district,  the 
tobacco  ordered  into  the  warehouse  of  the  tobacco  monopoly  established 
there,  without  any  reason  being  given  for  this  act ;  our  conductor  acting 
for  us  entered  his  solemn  protest  at  the  proceeding  and  returned  to  Mata- 
moras, on  which  we  also  extended  our  protest  in  due  form  before  the  con- 
sul of  the  United  States  at  that  port ;  subsequently  we  were  cited  to  appear 
within  twenty  days  at  Saltillo,  some  four  hundred  miles  distant  from  our 
place  of  business,  to  answer  the  suit  pending,  without  any  specification  of 
charges  ;  and  being  quite  ignorant  of  the  reasons  for  this  seizure,  we  pro- 
tested against  this,  and  throwing  ourselves  on  the  protection  of  our  own 
government,  abided  the  result. 

On  the  6th  of  the  present  month,  whilst  pursuing  our  ordinary  business 
in  Matamoras,  we  were  visited  by  the  authorities  of  the  tobacco  monopoly 
of  Saltillo,  assisted  by  the  civil  authorities  of  Matamoras,  who  informed  us 
that  said  three  hundred  bales  of  tobacco  were  confiscated  and  we  subject 
to  a  fine  of  over  $26,000,  by  order  of  the  court  of  the  district  of  Saltillo ; 
i^T  which  the  authorities,  notwithstanding  our  solemn  protest  against  the 
injustice  of  this  decision,  proceeded  to  take  possession  of  our  store  and 
stock  on  hand,  together  with  many  goods  belonging  to  other  individuals ; 
following  this,  an  order  for  the  arrest  of  our  persons  was  issued,  which  we 
avoided  by  passing  to  the  United  States  side  of  the  Rio  Grande ;  by  this  act 
of  outrage  we  are  deprived  of  collecting  a  large  amount  of  outstanding 
debts,  and  realizing  for  a  large  amount  of  property  now  existing  in  the  in- 
terior of  Mexico,  our  business  for  the  past  two  years  having  been  large. 

We  are  also  deprived  of  all  future  benefits  resulting  from  a  business  ac- 
quired by  four  years  industry,  with  a  large  outlay  of  capital. 

Authenticated  copies  of  all  proofs  to  substantiate  this  statement  will  im- 
mediately be  forwarded  to  our  resident  minister  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  and 
the  Hon.  Secretary  of  State  under  your  administration. 

We  rest  in  confidence  that  the  plain  statement  rf  a  gross  outrage  com- 
mitted on  the  dignity  of  our  country  and  its  citizens,  will  noft  passunbceded 
by  the  chief  magistrate  of  our  republic.     We  refer  you  as  to  our  character 
and  standing  to  Colonel  Joseph  Taylor,  Major  A-  B.  Caton,  Major  W.  W. 
^man.  Major  I).  Hunter,  A.  8.  Langty»  esq,  ^  I 
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With  cordial  ^shes  for  your  future  health  and  happiness^  we  have  the

^R :  I  am  charged  with  forwarding  to  you  by  Colonel  Johnson,  the* 
agent  for  the  claimant,  documentary  evidence  of  a  recent  transaction  in  this 
( ity,  which  I  cannot  refrain  from  characterizing  as  not  only  a  most  high- 
handed measure,  but  one  whose  base  injustice  towards  an  individual  whose 
rights  were  at  the  very  time  guarded  by  a  special  stipulation  of  a  recent 
treaty,  certainly  reflects  little  credit  upon  those  to  whom  its  perpetration  is 
to  be  ascribed.  I  do  not  know,  sir,  nor  do  I  wish  to,  to  whom  it  is  to  be 
ascribed  ;  nor  if  I  did,  could  I  with  propriety  direct  any  imputations  to  those 
agents  of  a  government  which  has  recognized  me  as  an  humble  represen- 
tative of  my  own.  But  the  injury  recently  sustained  by  one  of  our  most 
respectable  merchants — the  humiliating  spectacle  of  seeing  him  turned  from 
his  counting-room  into  the  public  streets — I  may  add,  sir,  the  past  with  its 
grievances  and  this  transaction  with  its  prophetic  warning  of  the  future, 
nave  induced  me  to  address  the  department  thus  warmly  on  this  occasion, 
and  also  to  express  the  hope  (with  the  belief  that  the  occasion  has  now 
presented  itself)  that  the  af;tion  taken  upon  this  case  may  be  such  as  will 
redress  the  injury  sustained  by  Mr.  Belden,  and  at  the  same  time  afford  an 
example  which  may  in  future  prevent  similar  occurrences.

By  this  public  instrument  of  protest  and  declaration  be  it  made  known  and 
manifest  unto  all  whom  it  may  concern,  that  on  the  7th  day  of  March,  1850, 
personally  came  and  appeared  before  me  the  undersigned,  consul  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  at  the  port  of  Matamoras,  in  the  republic  of  Mexico, 
Samuel  A.  Belden,  who  duly  noted  before  me  the  said  consul  his  solemn 
protest  to  wit:  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1850,  personally  appeared  the 
before  mentioned  Samuel  A.  Belden  for  the  purpose  of  extending  said  pro- 
test, who  after  being]  sworn  on  the  Holy  Evangelists  of  Almighty  God,  did 
declare  and  say,  that  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1850,  while  peaceably 
engaged  in  his  counting-room  in  the  transaction  of  his  ordinary  business, 
he  was  visited  by  Don  Fedro  Jose  de  la  Garcia,  first  alcalde  of  the  aforesaid 
city  of  Matamoras,  together  with  other  officials,  who  informed  him  that  he, 
said  alcalde,  was  charged  with  the  execution  of  an  order  issued  against  the 
person  and  property  of  this  appearer  by  the  judge  of  the  district  court  for 
the  district  of  Saltillo  and  State  of  Coahuila,  and  that  said  order  required 
that  a  certain  fine  of  ($26,309  12J)  twenty-six  thousand  three  hundred 
and  nine  dollars  and  twelve  and  a  half  cents  imposed  upon  said  S.  A.  Bel- 
den &  Co.  should  be  paid,  and  in  default  of  such  payment  an  embargo  (seiz- 
ure) should  be  made  of  the  person  and  effects  of  said  S.  A.  Belden.  And 
this  appearer  further  states  that  said  fine  had  been  imposed  by  reason  of  the 
'Confiscation  of  three  hundred  bales  of  tobacco  at  Saltillo,  which  tobacco  the 
said  Belden  had,  through  an  agent  by  him  appointed,  sent  to  the  interior  with 
the  proper  guias  obtained  from  the  administrator  of  the  tobacco  monopoly 
in  the  aforesaid  city  of  Matamoras.  And  this  appearer  further  states  that 
in  reply  to  the  aforesaid  alcalde,  he  the  said  S.  A.  Belden  expressed  his 
willingness  to  yield  to  the  majesty  of  the  law  of  the  country  of  which  he 
was  then  a  resident ;  but  did,  with  a  view  of  appealing  to  the  justice  of  his 
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own  country,  make  then  and  there,  hi  presence  of  the  consul  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  other  witnesses,  his  solemn  protest  against  the  order 
and  every  act  which  had  resulted  therefrom.  And  the  said  S.  A.  Belden 
further  says  that  he  expressed  his  willingness  to  describe  to  the  aforesaid 
alcalde  and  other  authorities,  the  goods  then  stored  in  his  house,  the  prop- 
erty of  other  merchants,  after  which  he  the  said  Belden  would  abandon  his 
store  with  its  effects,  delivering  to  the  said  alcalde  the  key  thereof;  but  that 
the  said  appearer  would  not  assist  the  aforesaid  alcalde  and  other  authori- 
ties in  taking  an  inventory  of  said  effects,  nor  would  he  the  said  appearer 
do  any  other  act  which  might  seem  to  sanction  that  conduct  against  which 
said  appearer  had  solemnly  protested.  And  this  appearer  further  states  that 
the  aforesaid  alcalde  and  other  authorities  were  well  aware  and  entirely 
cognizant  of  the  fact  that  he,  the  aforesaid  appearer,  had  appealed  from 
the  decision  of  the  aforesaid  district  court  of  Saltillo  to  a  higher  tribunal, 
according  to  the  laws  of  Mexico.  And  furthermore  this  appearer  says 
that  the  decision  of  the  aforesaid  judgement  of  the  district  court  ot 
Saltillo  was  based  upon  the  seizure  of  the  aforesaid  three  hundred 
bales  of  tobacco,  conducted  from  Matamoras  to  Saltillo  by  Juan  Haram- 
boume  on  account  of  Samuel  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  all  of  which  will  more 
fully  appear  by  reference  to  the  protests  and  declarations  made  before  the 
United  States  consul  at  this  place  under  date  of  the  6th  of  November, 
1849.  And  this  appearer  further  states,  that  notwithstanding  the  know- 
ledge of  the  said  Pedro  Jose  de  la  Garcia,  first  alcalde  of  Matamoras,  and 
acting  as  administrator  at  the  time  above  referred  to,  and  from  whom  the 
said  S.  A.  Belden  received  his  aforesaid  guias ;  that  he,  the  said  alcalde, 
and  other  authorities,  proceeded  to  take  public  possession  of  the  keys  cf 
the  storehouse  of  the  aforesaid  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  turning  said  appearer 
into  the  public  streets,  against  the  solemn  protest  of  said  appealer;  by 
which  act  of  the  aforesaid  alcalde  and  other  authorities,  the  said  Samuel  A* 
Belden  further  says  that  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.  are  deprived  of  property  and 
debts  existing  in  this  country  to  the  amount  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ;  and  that  the  said  appearer,  acting  for  the  firm  of  S.  A* 
Belden  &  Co.,  does  further  say  that  they  have  sustained  a  further  damage 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  by  reason  of  this  seizure  of  his  property 
and  by  his  being  compelled  to  abandon  his  property  and  business  prospects 
in  this  country  ;  and  appearer  further  says  that  the  said  three  hundred 
bales  of  tobacco,  of  which  the  annexed  document  (No.  1)  is  a  correct 
account,  exhibiting  the  original  mark,  as  well  as  the  usual  marks  ot 
the  aforesaid  Belden  &  Company,  is  a  part  of  the  lot  of  six  hundred 
and  ten  bales  introduced  legally  into  this  port  while  in  the  occupancy 
of  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  as  will  more  fully  appear  by  copies 
of  entries  Nos.  2  and  3  hereunto  annexed,  by  Robert  B.  Kingsbury, 
and  transferred  to  said  Samuel  A.  Belden  &  Co.  on  the  28th  day  of 
September,  1848,  as  per  copy  of  certificate  No.  4  hereunto  annexed.  And 
this  appearer  further  declares  that  the  said  tobacco  was  the  same  as  stamped 
by  the  administrator  of  tobacco  for  this  port  on  the  24th  of  August,  1848> 
and  at  that  time  stored  in  the  warehouses  of  Don  Juan  Barbota  and  Donna 
Juanna  Garzia  de  Perea,  of  the  said  port  of  Matamoras,  as  is  well  known 
to  many  witnesses,  and  documentary  proofs  of  which  exist  at  this  time. 
And  the  appearer  further  states  that  the  aforesaid  tobacco  was  never  re 
moved  from  the  date  of  its  transfer  by  the  aforesaid  Kingsbury  to  said

And  this  deponent  further  says, 
that  the  firm  of  Samuel  A.  Eelden  &  Co.  has  been  well  known  by  him  for 
many  years  past,  and  that  he  knows  them  to  have  been  largely  engaged  in 
the  tobacco  trade.     And  further  this  deponent  states,  that  a  certain  lot  of 
tobacco  described  in  copies  of  entries  Nos.  2  and  3,  hereunto  annexed,  with 
other  lots  of  tobacco,  w^as  imported  into  the  port  of  Matamoras,  in  the 
republic  of  Mexico,  by  Robert  B.  Kingsbury,  from  New  Orleans,  on  account 
of  the  house  of  Turner  &  Renshaw,  during  the  occupation  of  the  said  city 
of  Matamoras  by  the  forces  of  the  United  States.

Belden,  who  after  bemg  duly  sworn  upon  the  Holy  Evangelists  of  Almighty 
God,  declared  and  said,  that  about  the  twentieth  day  of  September  last  past 
ke  despatched  for  account  of  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  American  merchants  in 
the  city  of  Matamoras,  republic  of  Mexico,  of  which  firm  this  appearer  is  a 
partner,  a  lot  of  three  hundred  bales  of  tobacco,  which  had  been  introduced 
into  the  republic  of  Mexico  during  its  military  occupation  by  the  forces  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  on  which  the  duties  had  been  paid  to  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  The  said  tobacco  was  consigned  to  and

In  the  same  day,  month  and  year,  Mr.  Elisha  Basse,  according  to  instruc* 
tions  he  had  received,  presented  as  witness  the  sub-administrator  of  tobacco 
of  this  city  and  first  constitutional  alcalde,  Don  Pedro  Jose  de  la  Garcia, 
who,  having  been  sworn  according  to  law,  and  examined,  in  tenor  of  the 
questions  that  belong  to  him  and  interrogations  herewith,  declared : 

To  the  first. — ^That  it  is  certain  in  all  its  parts  that  long  before  the  occu- 
pation of  this  city  by  the  American  troops,  that  he  was  administrator  of 
tobacco  of  this  city,  and  after  the  evacuation  he  has  been,  up  to  the  present 
iime,  in  the  discharge  of  his  functions  as  said  administrator. 

To  the  second. — That  when  the  tobacco  was  introduced  into  this  city  he 
was  not  in  it ;  but  that  on  his  return,  which  was  on  the  3d  day  of  August, 
1848,  after  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  peace  at  Guadalupe  Hidalgo,  and 
the  oiSce  of  tobacco  being  re-established,  he  published  on  the  10th  day  of 
ihe  same  month,  the  supreme  decree  of  the  8th  July,  of  the  referred  to 
year.  That  the  merchants  who  were  in  this  city  should  present  to  the 
office  a  sworn  to  relacion  of  the  merchandize  that  they  had,  and  which  was 
introduced  during  the  occupation,  and  that  he  examined  them.

That  this  examination  he  ordered  to  be  done  the  24th  day  of  the  said 
month  of  August,  and  that  he  also  declares  that  the  said  Kingsbury  trans* 
ferred  to  Mr.  Samuel  A.  Belden  the  said  tobacco  in  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber of  the  aforesaid  year,  with  the  sworn  to  relacion. 

To  the  third. — ^That  to  this  question  he  answers  that  when  the  guia 
ONo.  24  was  made  out  in  his  office  on  the  19th  September  of  the  past 
Tear,  of  three  hundred  hales  or  parcels  of  tobacco  of  Virginia  referred  to» 
loaded  by  Don  Juan  Haramboume,  for  Zacatecas,  San  Juan  de  los  Lagos» 
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.and  Mexico ;  they  were  despatched  by  the  office  and  sealed  wiUi  the  seat 
of  it.  And  in  respect  of  it  being  the  same  that  was  confiscated,  he  cannot 
say  unless  he  knows  that  the  said  tobacco  has  the  seal  of  this  office  on  it, 
wnich  all  had,  and  was  expressed  in  the  said  guia. 

To  the  fourth, — ^That  in  regard  to  the  tobacco  presented  by  the  afor^> 
said  Kingsbury,  he  has  no  doubts  but  that  it  was  legally  introduced  during 
the  occupation. 

To  the  last. — ^That  he  declares  that  in  compliance  with  the  decree  men- 
tioned he  ordered  the  secretary  of  the  said  office,  L.  Medran,  that  in  com- 
pany  with  two  guards  they  should  go  with  the  sworn  to  relacion  to  examine 
the  seals  of  the  said  tobacco. 

That  all  the  foregoing  is  true  under  oath,  that  the  declarant  is  a  native 
of  the  town  of  Burgos  of  this  State,  that  he  is  married  and  is  fifty-foor 
years  old,  and  that  he  is  an  employee  of  the  tobacco  monopoly.

said  city  of  Matamoras  by  the  American  troops,  the  firm  of  S.  A.  Belden 
&  Co.,  agents  of  the  said  Turner  &  Renshaw,  doing  business  as  merchants 
in  said  city,  applied  to  the  proper  Mexican  authorities  for  guias  and  the 
necessary  papers  to  enable  them  to  send  the  said  tobacco  into  the  interior 
of  the  counti-y  for  sale,  when  the  article  of  tobacco  brought  a  high  price  ; 
that  applications  for  said  papers  to  the  authorities  aforesaid  were  repeatedly 
made,  and  that  all  guias  and  papers  were  refused  until  about  one  year  after 
the  evacuation  of  the  said  city  by  the  American  troops,  and  the  tobacco 
aforesaid  detained  in  Matamoras  in  the  warehouses  without  their  being 
able  to  sell  the  same  ;  that  in  consequence  of  the  detention  of  the  said  to- 
bacco it  received  serious  injury  and  damage,  and  much  of  it  was  worm- 
eaten,  and  from  the  lapse  of  time  was  rendered  almost  entirely  worthless ; 
that  said  tobacco  was  well  stored  in  suitable  warehouses  during  its  deten- 
tion aforesaid  and  well  taken  cai*e  of. 

Deponent  further  says  that  he  was  acquainted  with  Walter  Hickey,  whose

That  the  said  Hickey  is  now  dead,  and  that  his  statements  are  worthy 
of  credit  and  belief. 

That  at  the  time  of  the  evacuation  of  the  republic  of  Mexico  by  the 
American  forces,  said  tobacco  was  worth  and  might  have  been  sold  at  twen- 
^-threc  dollars  per  bale  of  one  hundred  pounds,  in  Monterey  or  Saltillo  ; 
tnat  after  guia^  were  obtained  a  year  thereafter,  the  said  tobacco  sold  at 
the  average  price  of  twelve  dollars  per  bale,  making  a  loss  in  price  of 
eleven  dollars  per  bale,  in  consequence  of  said  detention.

JB.  Kingsbury,  at  the  time  of  surrendering  the  custom  houses  to  the  Mexi- 
can aumorities* 

All  this  tobacco  was  regularly  imported  according  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations then  in  force,  the  duties  paid  in  full  to  the  officers  of  the  Americu 
Sovernment,  and,  when  the  Mexican  authorities  succeeded  to  the  custom- 
ouses,  duly  inspected,  marked,  and  recognized  by  them  as  embraced  bj 
the  guarantee  ot  the  nineteenth  artirle  of  the  late  treaty  of  peace. 

Tnis  tobacco  was  entered  in  the  name  of  the  agent  of  the  subscribers,  R* 
B.  Kingsbury,  and  that  fact  duly  made  known.     About  three-fourths  of  the 

Juantity  was  stored  in  Matamoras,  chiefly  in  the  warehouse  of  S.  A.  Bel- 
en  &  Co.,  and  the  residue  at  or  on  its  way  to  Monterey,  for  sale.  Thf 
Mexican  authorities  were  promptly  and  repeatedly  applied  to  for  guias  or 
permits  to  remove  this  tobacco  to  proper  places  for  sale,  but  they  constantlj 
refused  to  give  them,  and  thas,  for  nearly  a  year  after  the  treaty  went  inb^ 
operation,  compelled  the  subscribers  to  keep  this  tobacco  in  warehouses  it 
Matamoras  and  Monterey,  to  the  great  damage  of  the  tobacco  itself,  andit 
a  heavy  cost  for  storage,  superintendence,  and  other  necessary  items  of  ex- 
penditure. That  which  was  forwarded  to  Monterny  could  not  be  sold  th^> 
and  the  refusal  of  permits  rendered  it  impracticable  to  dispose  of  it 
At  different  penods  during  the  time  this  tobacco  was  Icept  on  hand  by 
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the  denial  of  permits,  portions  of  it  were  sold  in  and  about  Matamoras  at  a 
very  reduced  price ;  and  finally,  the  last  three  hundred  bales  or  quintakr 
were  disposed  of  to  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.  at  a  great  sacrifice.  The  average 
rate  at  which  these  sales  were  made,  including  the  sales  at  Monterey,  was 
about  thirteen  dollars  per  quintal,  and  this  was  the  best  mode  in  which  it 
coidd  be  sold,  whereas,  if  proper  permits  had  been  granted  when  demanded^ 
in  a  reasonable  time,  it  might  have  been  sold  for  an  average  price  of  about 
twenty-five  dollars  per  quintal  or  bale.  For  the  proof  of  these  facts  the 
memorialists  refer  to  the  depositions,  copies  of  protests,  and  other  evidence 
forming  the  case  submitted  to  your  department  by  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  and 
to  the  additional  evidence  submitted  by  themselves  specially. 

They  further  state  the  fact  to  be,  as  they  have  been  informed  and  fully 
believe,  that  the  refusal  of  guias  or  permits,  and  the  obstacles  and  difficul- 
ties thrown  in  their  way  to  prevent  the  sale  of  their  tobacco,  were  brought 
about  by  the  influence  of  Mcintosh  &  Co.,  to  whom  the  Mexican  govern^ 
ment  had  transferred  the  monopoly  of  the  sale  of  tobacco,  exerted  upon  the 
officers  of  the  Mexican  government,  to  whom  the  control  of  this  branch  of 
trade  was  nominally  confided.  The  following  items  of  damages,  your  me* 
morialists  believe,  are  fair  and  reasonable,  and  constitute  a  just  claim 
against  the  Mexican  government,  to  wit : 

860  quintals  of  tobacco,  valued  at  $25 921,500  00 

860  sold  for  about  $13 11,180  00 

Loss - -- 10,320  00 

Cost  of  storage,  superintendence,  interest,  &c. 3,000  00 

Sum  total  of  damage  claimed-----* $13,320  00 

Your  memorialists  beg  le^ve  to  call  your  attention  to  the  above  fects,  and 
to  solicit  the  interposition  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  in  effect- 
ing a  redress  of  the  wrongs  to  which  they  have  been  subjected  by  the  Mex- 
ican authorities.  The  nineteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace  furnishes,  as 
the  undersigned  believe,  a  complete  guarantee  against  the  injuries  inflicted 
on  them,  and  they  respectfully  ask  the  government  to  investigate  the  sub- 
ject, and  to  adopt  such  measures  for  their  relief  as  justice  anaa  proper  re- 
spect for  the  dignity  of  this  nation  dictate. 

As  the  case  submitted  by  your  memorialists  is  intimately  connected  with 
that  of  S.  A.  Belden  &  Co.,  the  tobacco  belonging  to  them  being  a  fart 
of  that  imported  by  the  undersigned,  thev  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting: 
that  it  might  tend  to  diminish  labor  and  simplify  these  transactions  to* 
consider  the  two  together ;  and,  as  in  duty  boimd,  your  memorialists  will 
ever  pray,  &c.,  &c.

PETITION  OF  SAMUEL  A.  BELDEN, 

To  the  honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Congress  As^ 

senibled. 

Your  petitioner,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  represents  to 
your  honorable  body,  that  in  the  month  oi  June,  1846,  he  went  to  Mexico, 
engaged  in  suttling  for  one  of  the  volunteer  regiments  stationed  on  the 
Rio  Grande.  That  subsequently  he  became  engaged  in  an  extensive  busi- 
ness in  the  city  of  Matamoras,  imder  the  name  and  style  of  Samuel  A.  Bel- 
den  &  Co. ;  that  he  was  the  active  and  only  resident  partner  of  said  firm 
at  that  place,  and  conducted  all  its  business  operations.  That  in  Septem- 
ber, 1848,  he  became  the  consignee  of  a  quantity  of  leaf  tobacco,  and  finally 
porchased  the  same  from  the  owners,  Messrs.  Turner  and  Renshaw  of  New 
Orleans. 

That  said  tobacco  was  imported  into  Mexico  by  Robert  B.  Kingsbury, 
tbe  agent  of  said  firm  of  Turner  and  Renshaw  ;  that  said  tobacco  was  im- 
ported between  the  months  of  December,  1847,  and  June,  1848,  during  the 
occupancy  of  the  port  of  Matamoras  by  the  United  States  forces.  That 
under  the  war  tariff,  then  in  force,  thirty  per  cent,  duty  was  paid  to  the 
United  States  government  on  said  tobacco. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents,  that  on  the  departure  of  the  United 
States  forces  from  Matamoras,  and  the  reinstating  of  the  Mexican  authori- 
ties, he  rendered  a  just  and  true  account  of  his  whole  stock  of  tobacco  theh 
on  hand  to  the  administrator  of  the  tobacco  monopoly  of  that  pity,  Doh 
Pedro  Jose  de  la  Garcia,  who  examined  said  tobacco,  stamped  each  parti- 
cular bale  with  the  seal  of  his  office,  declaring  his  agreement  with  my 
account  rendered. 

A  portion  of  said  tobacco  was  stored  in  a  neighboring  warehouse  of  JuM 
Barbota,  which  was  also  examined  and  stamped  by  said  official.  Subse- 
quently it  was  removed  to  the  warehouse  of  your  petitioner,  by  and  wit)i 
l^e  knowled^  and  consent  of  the  administrator  aforementioned. 

Yottr  petitioner  Airtiier  represeata  that  he,  during  tea  montks,  repeat^ly 
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jiemanded  guiiis  (or  permits)  which  were  constantly  refused  by  said  official, 
he  asserting  that  his  orders  were  positive  from  the  chief  tobacco  inonopolj 
in  the  city  of  Mexico  not  to  allow  the  sale  or  transmission  to  the  interior  of 
A  pound,  under  heavy  penalties,  until  the  American  and  Mexican  go^'ern- 
ments  should  settle  the  question. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents,  that  whilst  said  tobacco  was  thus 
arbitrarily  detained,  it  could  have  been  sold  to  great  advantage  and  profit, 
and  that  this  detention  was  the  cause  of  serious  damage  from  dampness, 
imd  from  becoming  worm-eaten. 

About  July  or  August,  1849,  the  American  consul  at  Matamoras  received 
official  notice  from  the  administrator  of  tobacco,  that  permission  would  then 
be  given  for  the  sale  and  transmission  of  all  tobacco  mtroduced  during  the 
occupancy  by  the  United  States  troops,  which  information  was  communi- 
^cated  to  the  various  holders  of  tobacco.  Your  petitioner  acting  on  this 
permit,  sold  a  portion  of  said  tobacco  at  Matamoras. 

On  the  19th  day  of  September,  1849,  he  applied  to  the  administrator  of 
tobacco,  and  obtained  guias  (permits)  for  three  hundred  bales,  to  be 
despatched  by  Juan  Harambourne,  by  wagons,  for  the  city  of  Zacatecas, 
San  Juan  de  los  Lagos,  and  the  city  of  Mexico.  These  three  hundred 
bales  were  accordingly  put  into  wagons  in  presence  of  the  chief  clerk  of  the 
Administrator,  who  examined  and  identified  it  as  the  same  as  previously 
stamped  by  him.  Said  tobacco  was  also  marked  with  the  distinctive  mark 
of  our  house  on  each  bale,  being  a  letter  B  pierced  by  an  arrow.  The 
wagons  then  proceeded  on  the  road,  alter  all  the  forms  of  the  tobacco  mo* 
Jiopoly  were  strictly  complied  with  by  your  petitioner,  and  the  tobacco  was 
again  examined,  as  customary  on  passing  out  of  the  city  on  the  main  road. 

At  the  city  of  Saltillo,  State  of  Coahmla,  distant  over  four  hundred  miles 
bom  Matamoras,  the  conductor,  Harambourne,  stopped  in  order  to  make 
necessary  repairs  to  his  wagon.  After  presenting  his  guias  (permits)  to 
the  proper  authorities,  the  tobacco  was  ordered  into  the  warehouses  of  the 
tobacco  monopoly  of  that  cit]^,  and  there  detained.  This  was  done  with- 
out alleging  any  cause  or  justification  for  this  outrage.  After  the  return  of 
«aid  conductor,  your  petitioner  paid  him  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
which  was  deemed  a  fair  compensation  for  the  trip. 

This  seizure  was  made  about  the  20th  day  of  October,  the  same  year. 
The  receipt  of  the  official  agent  of  the  tobacco  monopoly  calls  only  for  299 
bales,  but  the  conductor  testifies  he  delivered  300.  Some  months  subse- 
quently your  petitioner  was  cited,  by  an  order  from  the  district  court,  to 
appear  at  Saltillo,  within  twenty  days,  to  show  cause  why  said  tobacco 
should  not  be  confiscated.  It  being  impossible  for  your  petitioner  to  com- 
ply with  thb  citation  from  various  causes  ;  first,  that  sufficient  time  was  not 
^ven  him  to  arrive  at  Saltillo ;  secondly,  that  his  business  being  very  ex- 
tensive, it  was  ruinous  for  him  to  be  absent  from  it ;  and  further,  that  he 
could  not  defend  a  suit,  the  nature  of  which  he  was  entirely  ignorant  of, 
brought  at  a  remote  city,  where  he  had  no  friends,  and  was  unacquainted 
with  the  language.  Your  petitioner  had  no  other  course  to  pursue  but  to 
reply  to  this  citation  through  the  legal  officials  of  Matamoras,  protestm^, 
as  he  did  most  solemnly  against  this  unjust  seizure  of  the  property  of  his 
Jiouse,  declaring  at  the  same  time  and  offering  full  evidence  that  said  to- 
bacco was  legally  introduced  into  Mexico,  all  of  which  fiicts  the  authorities 
of  Matamoras  well  know  and  subsequently  testified  to.  Notwithstanding 
4hi8^  the  court  of  Saltillo  entered  a  decree  of  confiscatioa/of  said  itobacco, 
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imposing  also  a  fine  of  926,300  on  your  petitioner,  at  the  same  time  order- 
ing the  seizure  of  his  store  and  entire  stock  of  goods,  and  his  person  to  be 
put  under  arrest.  He  has  since  learned  that  the  decree  of  the  court  was 
imprisonment  for  a  term  of  years.  On  the  sixth  day  of  March,  1850,  be- 
fore petitioner  had  been  informed  of  the  judgment  of  the  court,  his  store  ^ 
and  stock  of  goods  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  authorities  of  Mataraords, 
who  were  accompanied  with  an  armed  guard  and  an  agent  of  the  tobacco 
monopoly  of  Saltillo.  Your  petitioner  protested  against  this  act  in  presence 
of  several  friends  both  Mexican  and  Americans,  and  before  the  United 
States  consul  of  that  port.  Don  Pedro  Jose  dela  Garcia,  then  acting  as  the 
first  alcalde  of  that  city,  as  well  as  holding  the  office  of  administrator  of 
tobacco,  acknowledgetl  openly  the  injustice  of  this  act,  but  said  he  was 
compelled  to  obey  the  mandate  of  a  superior  court,  &c.  &c. 

These  officials  proceeded  to  take  an  account  of  your  petitioner's  stock  of 
goods  and  property  in  store,  and  seized,  among  other  goods,  a  large 
quantity  belonging  to  other  parties  that  were  on  storage  in  petitioner's 
warehouses,  notwithstanding  your  petitioner  repeatedly  assured  them,  and 
pointed  out  such  packages  as  was  not  the  property  of  his  house,  and  pro- 
testing frequently  against  this  act.  After  occupying  some  days  in  thus 
taking  account  of  stock,  your  petitioner  was  ordered  by  said  officials  into 
the  streets  of  Matamoras,  the  doors  of  his  warehouses  locked  and  sealed, 
and  an  armed  guard  placed  over  the  premises  day  and  ninrbt.  A  few  mo- 
ments after  the  closing  of  his  store,  petitioner  learned,  for  the  first  time, 
(from  a  friendly  source)  that  an  order  was  then  in  tlie  hands  of  an  officer  for 
his  arrest.  Acting  on  the  advice  of  friends  he  at  once  left  the  city  and 
passed  over  to  the  American  side  of  'he  Rio  Grande,  where  he  had  pre- 
viously established  a  business  house  under  the  same  firm.  Your  petitioner 
was  advised  and  it  was  generally  believed  that  his  life  would  have  been  jeo- 
pardized if  he  had  suffered  the  a»rc3t  oi  his  person,  or  at  Ita^t  that  he  v^ouid 
have  suffered  an  imprisonment  worse  than  death.  Over  two  years  have 
now  elapsed  since  this  outrage  was  committed,  and  up  to  this  hour  he  is 
ignorant  of  the  cause  of  this  extraordinfiry  act,  as  no  proceedings  of  the 
court  of  Saltillo  was  ever  furnished  him,  excepting  the  citation  ^  3ferred  to. 
He  has  only  heard  that  he  was  suspected  f^^  ^mug^ling  this  t(»^»- .co;  the 
falsity  of  which  is  proven  by  numerous  witnesses,  as  well  as  the  official  of 
the  tobacco  monopoly  himself. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  he  and  others  were  induced  to 
engage  in  a  very  extensive  business  in  Mexico,  from  a  circular  emanating 
from  one  of  the  departments  of  our  government  in  1847,  establishing  the 
war  tariff  and  in«riting  merchants  into  the  ports  of  that  country,  then 
occupied  by  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  prontiising  protection,  &c. 
That  during  such  occupancy  by  the  forces  of  the  United  ;States,  petitioner 
paid  \ery  large  sums  to  the  collectors  of  said  ports  under  said  war  tariff. 
That  at  the  close  of  the  war  he  confidently  expected  such  ample  protection 
as  was  guaranteed  by  the  treaty  stipulation  of  Gaudalupe  Hidalgo— 
nanely,  that  of  free  sale  and  transmission  of  his  then  existing  stock  of  mer- 
chandize, all  of  which  was  imported  during  the  occupancy  by  our  forces. 
(See  article  19th  of  aforesaid  treaty.  Your  petitioner  further  represents 
that  he  has  sustained  almost  ruinous  lo^  es  by  this  unjust  seizure  «f  his 
property  and  by  his  being  compelled  to  abandon  a  lucrative  business  of  four 
years  standing,  and  from  his  mability  to  prosecute  large  claims  due  his 
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house  in  Mexico  by  reason  of  his  being  forced  from  that  country  to  av<Hd 
imprisonment. 

Referring  to  the  copies  of  evidence  in  his  case  furnished  by  the  honora- 
ble Secretary  of  State  to  substantiate  the  foregoing  statements,  he  prajs 
^your  honorable  body  for  such  prompt  action  ana  redress  for  losses  sustained 
as  his  case  may  justify ;  and  your  petitioner  will  ever  pray.

Sir  :  A  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  10th  of  May,  calls  for  a  copy  "of 
the  reconnoissance  of  the  Gulf  of  California  and  the  Colorado  river  made 
in  18o0-'51,  by  Lieutenant  Derby,  of  the  corps  of  topographical  engineers, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  report  made  by  said  oi&cer  to  the  department  in

Sir  :  The  schooner  Invincible  is  to  be  despatched  by  the  chief  assistant 
quartermaster  of  the  division  to  attempt  the  entrance  of  the  river  Coloiado 
from  the  Gulf  of  California,  and  the  ascent  of  the  river  as  far  as  the  post 
to  be  established  near  the  junction  of  the  Gila,  with  a  view  to  establish  that 
as  a  route  of  supply. 

As  this  will  afford  a  good  opportunity  of  determining  with  accuracy 
many  points  in  the  geography  of  that  part  of  the  country  of  great  future 
consequence,  you  will  proceed  to  San  Diego  to  embark  in  the  vessel  that 
may  be  sent  on  that  service. 

You  will  fix  by  observations  and  deductions  as  far  as  possible  all  of  the 
points  about  the  head  of  the  Gulf  of  California  important  to  the  navigation 
of  the  Colorado.  You  will  record  the  soundings  when  they  may  have 
been  procured,  especially  at  the  entrance  of  the  river  and  in  its  course 
upward.  You  will  also  ascertain  as  far  as  practicable  the  rise  and  fell  of 
the  tide,  and  the  time  of  high  w^ater  at  the  full  and  change  of  the  moon  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river.  Likewise  record  the  character  and  topography  of 
the  country  at  the  head  of  the  gulf  and  the  river,  as  far  as  falls  within 
your  observation,  and  make  a  sketch  of  all  the  coast  and  shores  in  that 
neighborhood ;  and  procure  all  such  other  information  as  may  be  of  use  to 
the  service  and  the  public  generally. 

The  principal  object  of  the  expedition  is  to  open  a  route  of  transporta- 
tion by  water  to  the  mouth  of  the  Gila,  for  the  supply  of  the  post  to  be 
established  there.  There  are  no  means  for  an  accurate  or  extensive  survey, 
but  the  opportunity  of  ^thering  much  useful  information  must  not  be  lost, 
and  a  skilful  and  industrious  officer  is  needed  for  that  purpose.  But  your 
movements  must  be  subordinate  to  those  of  the  vessel,  and  her  principal 
object  must  never  be  abandoned  for  the  sake  of  even  the  most  interesting 
results  not  connected  with  it.  • 

Instructions  will  be  given,  however,  to  the  quartermaster's  department^ 
that  will  insure  every  assistance  and  cooperation  that  can  be  furnished 
without  detriment  to  the  main  end  in  view. 

As  no  military  escort  can  be  furnished,  no  risk  w411  ^^be  run  in  those  sec- 
tions infested  by  hostile  Indians.  r^''-'^:l^|^'

Colonel  :  In  compliance  wnth  your  instructions  I  left  Sonoma,  arriving 
\t  Beoicia  on  the  12th  of  October  ultimo^  where  I  had  an  interview  with 
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Major  Robert  Allen,  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  division,  who  supplied 
me  with  funds  for  any  necessary  expenditure  that  might  occur  during  the 
expedition. 

I  proceeded  to  San  Francisco  on  fhe  13th,  intending  to  take  passage 
immediately  for  San  Diego,  but  finding  that  there  was  no  steamer  to  sail 
upon  the  15th,  and  there  being  no  other  method  of  transportation  available, 
I  was  compelled  to  remain  until  the  arrival  of  the  schooner  Invincible, 
which  took  place  on  the  31st. 

I  had  taken  from  the  topographical  office  at  division  headquarters,  one 
chronometer,  (Bliss  &  Crcighton,  No.  1468,)  two  sextants,  and  two  Schmal- 
calder's  compasses,  and  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Walter  H  Ferrier,  a 
young  gentleman  who  had  been  employed  to  assist  me  in  making  astro- 
nomical observations,  and  in  such  surveys  as  might  be  practicable.  I  em- 
braced the  opportunity  of  the  unavoidable  delay  at  San  Francisco  to  have 
my  sextants  thoroughly  adjusted,  and  placed  my  chronometer  with  Captain 
Alexander  Frazer,  of  the  revenue  service,  who  had  established  an  observa- 
tory at  Rincon  point  for  rating  those  instruments.  He  discovered  in  a  few 
days  that  it  was  working  very  irregularly,  owing  to  some  internal  derange- 
ment, and  I  was  obliged  to  have  it  removed  and  repaired.  As  I  had  no 
time  to  have  it  satisfactorily  rated  after  its  repair,  and  had  an  opportunity 
to  procure  an  excellent  instrument  at  a  reasonable  price,  I  purchased  chro- 
nometer No.  1430,  Parkinson  and  Frodsham,  which  has  performed  with  the 
most  satisfactory  results  during  the  expedition. 

The  transport  Invincible,  Captain  A.  H.  Wilcox,  which  had  been  des- 
ignated for  the  service,  is  a  top-sail  schooner  of  120  tons  burden,  and  draws 
when  light  between  eight  and  nine  feet  water.  She  had  a  crew  of  nine 
seamen,  cook,  steward  and  two  mates,  and  was  supplied  with  provisions  for 
a  four  months'  cruise  An  old  iron  twelve-pounder  carronade  (captured  from 
the  Mexicans  at  Tabasco)  and  six  muskets  with  flint  locks  comprised  the 
extent  of  her  armament. 

Everything  being  ready  for  our  departure,  we  sailed  from  San  Francisco 
on  the  1st  November  with  a  fine  breeze  from  the  northwest,  before  which 
we  rapidly  ran  down  the  coast,  and  passing  the  island  of  Santa  Barbara 
upon  the  2d,  and  St.  Clements  upon  the  3d,  we  came  to  anchor  upon  the 
4th at  11  a.  m.,  off  the  beach  or  "Plaza*'  of  San  Diego.  Here  the  ves- 
sel was  detained  until  the  loth  discharging  cargo,  taking  in  ballast  and 
repairing  her  copper,  during;  which  interval  I  obtained  a  copy  of  Imray's 
chart  of  the  Gulf  of  California  and  Lieutenant  Hardy's  "Travels  in 
Mexico,"  which  last,  though  very  inaccurate  in  many  important  points,  was 
nevertheless  of  much  assistance  to  us  in  the  navigation  of  the  river.  I  had  a 
conversation  also  with  Colonel  Williams,  an  old  and  well  known  resident  of 
Los  Angelos,  who  stated  that  he  had  explored  the  banks  of  the  Colorado 
nearly  to  its  entrance  into  the  gulf,  and  gave  me  such  fearful  accounts  of  the 
ferocity  of  the  Indians  inhabitmg  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  the  river, 
that  I  applied  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Magruder,  commanding  the  light  bat- 
tery stationed  at  San  Diego,  for  some  addition  to  our  armament,  which, 
however,  he  was  unable  to  supply.  Having  received  on  board  ten  thousand 
rations  for  the  command  stationed  at  the  junction  of  the  Gila  and  Colorado^ 
we  sailed  from  San  Diego  on  the  afternoon  of  the  15th,  and  on  the  17th 
passed  the  island  of  Guadaloupe,  situated  in  latitude  29°  20'. 
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This  island  is  about  fifteen  miles  in  length  and  five  in  width.  It  is  rocky 
and  mountainous,  but  covered  with  vegetation,  and  is  represented  to  be 
thickly  inhabited  by  wild  goats  of  unusual  size. 
Water  is  found  upon  the  eastern  shore,  and  the 
island  is  frequently  visited  by  small  vessels  enga- 
ged in  the  capture  of  the  sea-elephant,  numbers  of 
which  animals  are  found  upon  its  coast.  As  wc 
passed  it  at  a  distance  of  thirty  miles,  I  was  un- 
able to  make  a  sketch  of  its  outline.  On  the  19th 
we  passed  the  Alijos  rocks,  bearing  S.S.W.  and 
distant  about  ten  miles.  This  remarkable  reef,  first 
discovered  in  1710,  is  about  four  miles  in  length, 
the  highest  rock  being  about  110  feet  above  the 
surface.  Its  general  direction  is  N.E.  and  S.W. 
The  entire  reef  is  so  thickly  covered  wnth  guano 
that  we  found  it  impossible  to  form  any  conjecture 
as  to  its  geological  character.  The  surf  dashing 
over  it  in  a  high  sea  is  a  magnificent  spectacle 
when  beheld  at  a  safe  distance,  but  the  vigias  sur- 
rounding would  render  a  close  view  dangerous.  I 
believe  no  one  has  ever  attempted  a  landing.  The 
wind  continuing  favorable,  we  made  the  soutbera 
extremity  of  the  peninsula  of  California  upon  the 
22d  at  noon,  Cape  Falso  bearing  N.  by  W.  and 
Cape  St.  Lucas  N.E.  by  E.  at  about  fifteen  miles 
distance.  The  land  is  high,  bold,  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  rapes,  mountainous.  The  white 
chalky  cliffs  which  may  be  seen  at  a  great  distance 
render  the  coast  easy  of  recognition. 
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We  ran  into  the  little  harbor  of  Cape  St.  Lucas  on  the 
23d,  anchoring  in  sixteen  fathoms  water,  within  a  cable's 
length  of  the  shore.  The  harbor  is  but  two  miles  in  width, 
protected  from  the  southeast  by  a  high  rocky  bluff,  but 
perfectly  exposed  to  the  north  and  west.  It  is  an  extreme- 
ly dangerous  anchorage,  as  a  heavy  surf  is  continually 
rolling  in,  and  no  bottom  is  found  at  a  hundred  fathoms, 
until  close  into  the  beach. 

The  wreck  of  the  brig  Friendship  was  lying  upon  the 
shore,  which  vessel  was  beached  here  three  or  four  months 
before  our  arrival.  We  landed  through  the  surf  and  walked 
up  to  the  mission,  situated  in  a  little  valley  a  mile  from  the 
beach,  and  consisting  of  some  eight  or  ten  adobe  houses 
thatched  with  straw.  The  valley  appeared  to  have  been  un- 
der cultivation,  but  the  inhabitants  had  nearly  all  left  for  the 
interior  to  avoid  the  cholera  then  raging  upon  the  coast. 
I  observed  here  a  fine  herd  of  cattle,  and  many  pigs,  goats 
and  fowls.  The  number  of  inhabitants  I  was  informed  was 
about  fifty.  With  the  exception  of  the  little  valley  under 
cultivation,  which  is  watered  by  a  small  stream  running  from 
the  hills  and  emptying  into  the  sea  at  this  point,  the  country 
is  mountainous  and  sterile,  and  covered  with  vaiious  species 
of  cacti,  which  grow  to  an  immense  size.  Returning  to  the 
vessel  I  noticed  upon  the  beach  a  large  copper  anchor  weigh- 
ing probably  eighteen  hundred  weight;  it  was  evidently  a 
vestage  of  antiquity,  being  singularly  shaped,  with  a  re- 
markable long  shank  and  narrow  flukes.  1  was  informed 
by  an  American  resident  of  the  place  (Mr.  Wilks)  that  it 
was  fished  up  in  the  harbor  three  or  four  years  ago.  Jt  was 
probably  lost  here  by  some  of  the  early  Spanish  explorers 
of  California.  Leaving  Cape  St.  Lucas  with  the  evening 
land  breeze,  we  passed  Cape  Palmo  on  the  24th,  bearing^ 
west  about  thirty  miles  distant,  and  on  the  25th  at  noon 
passed  within  ten  miles  ot  the  small  island  of  San  Ignacio 
in  latitude  23''  39'  30".  This  island,  situated  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  gulf,  is  a  barron  rock,  and  entirely  uninhabited ; 
it  is  about  five  miles  long  and  two  or  three  in  rridth. 
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I.  San  Ignacio,  bearing  N.  30*^  E.  5  miles. 

We  experienced  a  heavy  gale  from  the  S.  W.  commencing  on  the  26th, 
which  gradually  wore  round  to  the  N.  W.  and  brought  us  off  the  entrance 
to  the  harbor  of  Guyamas  on  the  28th.  We  succeeded  in  entering  the  har- 
bor on  the  29th,  where  we  anchored  in  four  and  a  half  fathoms  water,  with 
the  intention  of  remaining  a  few  days  to  obtain  the  rates  of  the  chronome- 
ters, and  take  in  a  supply  of  water  and  fresh  provisions.  I  hoped  also  to 
obtain  some  information  regarding  the  navigation  of  the  gulf,  from  the 
residents  of  Guyamas  engaged  in  the  pearl  fishery,  and  other  persons  likily 
to  be  acquainted  with  it. 

The  harbor  of  Guyamas  is  one  of  the  best  upon  the  coast ;  it  is  perfectly 
land  locked  and  protected  by  its  numerous  islands  from  every  quarter.  It 
has  been  so  often  and  so  well  surveyed,  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  lue  !o 
enter  into  a  minute  description  of  its  merits.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  howevtr. 
that  it  has  not  more  water,  from  four  to  five  fathoms  being  the  averagt 
depth,  which  is  insufficient  for  a  ship  of  the  line,  or  even  a  first  class 
frigate.  We  found  Guyamas  a  dirty  place,  with  a  dirty  population  ot  about 
1,500  or  2,000.  The  houses  being  built  of  adobe  with  the  roofs  slopiii: 
towards  the  interior,  have  a  very  unfinished  appearance,  and  from  the  har- 
bor the  town  presents  the  appearance  of  having  been  abandoned  when  hal! 
built.  There  are  two  small  piers  in  a  ruined  condition  ;  and  n^ar  the  land- 
ing a  large  pile  of  earth,  surmounted  by  two  or  three  crumbling  walls,  over 
which  floats  from  a  lofty  staff  the  flag  of  Mexico,  marks  the  site  of  tbf 
adobe  fort  knocked  down  by  the  guns  of  the  Dale  during  the  late  war. 
There  are  several  wealthy  individuals  in  Guyamas,  who  monopolize  tkr 
whole  of  the  business  with  the  interior  of  Sonora,  but  the  mass  of  the 
population  are  in  a  state  of  wretched  poverty.  One  or  two  small  vessels 
from  San  Francisco  were  lying  in  the  harbor,  the  proprietors  of  which  had 
purchased  everything  in  the  shape  of  fresh  provisions  to  be  obtained.  Sheep 
m  large  numbers  they  had  purchased  from  the  interior  of  Sonora  with  the 
intention  of  landing  them  at  Molexe,  on  the  California  coast,  thence 
driving  them  overland  to  San  Francisco.  Fowls,  turkeys,  ducks,  goats, 
^everyfliing  that  could  be  purchased  for  one  real  and  sold  for  twenty  had 
disappeared,  causing  us  no  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  fresh  provisions,  ever 
at  comparatively  high  prices.  The  water  at  Guyamas  is  obtained  froc 
wells,  and  is  slightly  brackish.  Excellent  oysters  are  brought  from  tbt 
river  Yaqui,  which  empties  into  the  bay  about  twenty  miles  south  of  tbe 
town,  and  sold  to  the  shipping  at  a  dollar  a  bushel;  the  Mexicans,  however, 
make  no  use  of  them.  We  found  the  cholera  raging  at  Guyamas  on  ow 
arrival,  many  deaths  occurring  daily.  It  appeared  to  be  confined  io  tp* 
native  population  entirely,  which,  considering  their  dirty  habits  and  mffie 
of  living,  was  by  no  means  to  be  wondered  at.  Dr.  W.  L.  White,  an 
excellent  physician  from  San  Francisco,  had  recently  arrived,  and  va* 
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engaged  in  a  very  successful  practice.  We  obtained  frjm  him  such  medi- 
cines as  were  deemed  necessary  under  the  circumstances,  but  fortunately 
had  no  occasion  to  use  them.  I  commenced  a  series  of  daily  observations 
upon  one  of  the  small  islands  in  the  harbor,  for  the  rates  of  the  chronometers, 
-which  we  succeeded  in  ascertaining  with  accuracy. 

Immediately  upon  our  arrival  I  called  upon  the  American  consul,  Mr. 
John  Robinson,  who  treated  us  with  civility,  and  M.  Cubillas,  the  consul 
of  France,  who  received  us  with  great  attention  and  hospitality,  and  took 
much  interest  in  the  expedition.  I  also  visited  Mr.  Thomas  Spence,  an 
old  English  resident,  who  was  the  agent  of  Lieutenant  Hardy  for  the  pur- 
<;hasc  of  the  "  Bruja"  for  his  expedition  in  1829,  and  who  had  frequently 
made  trips  towards  the  head  of  the  gulf  himself,  though  never  going  far 
north  of  the  island  of  Tiburon.  He  very  kindly  gave  me  all  the  informa- 
tion in  his  power  in  regard  to  the  navigation  of  the  gulf  and  the  small 
harbors  upon  the  coast  north  of  Guyamas.  All  of  these  gentlemen  united 
in  saying  that  the  country  near  the  head  of  the  gulf  and  bordering  the  river 
Colorado  was  inhabited  by  hostile  Indians,  from  whom  we  might  expect 
much  trouble ;  and  on  becoming  acquainted  with  the  weakness  of  our  arma- 
ment, strenuously  advised  an  increase  of  that  and  in  the  number  of  our 
crew.  I  therefore  purchased  from  the  captain  of  a  Spanish  schooner 
lying  in  the  harbor  two  small  swivels  and  eight  carbines,  with  the  neces- 
sary ammunition,  and  the  captain  engaged  three  additional  seamen,  in- 
creasing the  number  of  our  crew  to  twelve.'  This  force  I  deemed  sufficient 
for  any  emergency  that  might  arise. 

The  time  of  high  water  at  "  full  and  change"  of  the  moon  at  Guyamas 
is  not  very  accurately  determined ;  it  is,  however,  between  8  and  9  a.m. 
The  ordinary  rise  of  spring  tides  is  six  feet,  neap  tides  four  feet.  The 
phenomena  of  four  tides  in  twenty-four  hours  has  repeatedly  occurred  here, 
as  I  am  credibly  informed.  The  prevailing  winds  m  May,  June  and  July 
are  from  the  southeast  and  southwest.  The  thermometer  during  the  sum- 
mer months  ranges  from  92^  to  98°  Fahrenheit,  the  maximum  110°;  during 
winter  from  56°  to  60°,  minimum  45°.  Guyamas  is  in  latitude  27°  54' N., 
longitude  110°  49'  10''  W.

We  sailed  from  Guyamas  on  Friday,  the  6th  December,  and  for  three 
days  experienced  a  very  heavy  gale  from  the  northeast,  against  which  the 
vessel  struggled  under  double-reefed  sails  without  making  much  progress 
to  the  northward.  We  passed  the  small  islands  of  Rolasco,  situated  aoout 
twenty  miles  west  of  Guyamas,  on  the  6th,  and  on  the  7th  were  within  ten 
miles  of  the  island  of  Tortuga,  bearing  from  us  S.  i°  W.  This  island  is 
about  six  miles  in  length,  and  like  most  others  in  the  gulf  appears  rocky, 
harren,  and  uninhabited  by  animals. 
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The  violence  of  the  wind  abated  on  the  8th,  and  on  the 
9th  we  found  ourselves  off*  the  large  bay  represented  on 
the  chart  as  lying  between  capes  Trinidad  and  San  Mi- 
guel, on  the  California  shore.  Here  we  observed  with 
glasses  a  v«ry  extensive  plain,  covered  with  cactus.  On 
the  10th  we  passed  the  island  of  "  San  Juan  Pedro  Mar- 
tyr," the  longitude  of  which  we  determined  to  be  lir 
54'.  The  island  is  a  barren  rock,  about  five  miles  lon^, 
situated  nearly  in  the  middle  of  the  gulf.  Far  beyoad, 
to  the  northeast,  we  saw  the  rugged  outline  of  the  cele 
brated  island  of  Tiburon.  This  island  has  long  been 
known  as  the  abode  of  the  Ceres  Indians,  a  small  tribe  of 
about  five  hundred,  who  are  represented  as  extremely 
hostile,  and  invariably  opposing  any  attempt  at  landing ; 
they  are  said  to  be  armed  with  poisoned  arrows.  A  rich 
bed  of  pearl  oysters  is  said  to  exist  between  this  island 
and  the  coast  of  Sonora,  and  there  are  accounts  of  rich 
gold  mines  upon  the  island  ;  but  as  no  one  is  ever  known 
to  have  landed  there,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  the 
fact  was  ascertained.  We  should  have  landed  and  at- 
tempted an  examination  of  the  island,  but  the  wind  being 
contrary  compelled  us  to  lay  over  to  the  California  shore, 
and  we  passed  it  in  the  night. 


On  the  11th  we  passed  the  island  of  San  Estavan,  which  presents  an

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exeeedingly  wild  and  sterile  appearance,  resembling 
the  generality  of  the  gulf  coast  on  the  California  side. 
The  appearance  of  the  water  between  this  island  and 
that  of  San  Lorento  led  us  to  suppose  that  we  were 
on  soundings,  but  on  trying  the  deep  sea  lead  we  found 
no  bottom  at  one  hundred  fathoms. 

On  the  12th  we  passed  near  three  small  islands  (to 
the  south  of  the  large  island  of  Los  Angelos,)  which 
are  not  put  down  on  the  chart,  and  of  which  we  had 
no  previous  information.  They  are  composed  of  coarse 
clay  slate,  colored  trap,  and  trap  tuffa,  and  covered 
with  cacti.  Immense  quantities  of  seals  are  found 
upon  these,  as  well  as  most  of  the  other  islands  in  the 
gulf.  I  named  this  group  "  Allen's  Islands,''  as  a  com- 
pliment to  Major  Robert  Allen,  chief  quartermaster  of 
the  Division.  The  longitude  of  the  group  is  about 
112^  40'  W.,  latitude  28^  55'  N.,  and  the  soundings  in 
the  vicinity  from  four  to  seventeen  fathoms.

§  rocky,  and  uninhabited.     It  lies  between  29"  10' and 

-  29°  50'  N.,  and  in  longitude  about  113"  W. 
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We  had  received  information  in  Guyamas  of  a 
small  bay  somewhere  upon  the  California  coast,  in 
this  vicinity,  where  fiesh  water  could  be  obtained, 
and  on  the  13th,  having  rounded  the  northern  ex- 
tremity of  Angeles  island,  we  ran  before  the  wind 
down  Whalers  channel,  (where  we  observed  a  south- 
erly current  of  about  three  miles  per  hour,)  in  search 
of  It. 

We  discovered  a  large  island  lying  close  to  the 
California  shore,  off  the  southern  extremity  of  An- 
geles island,  in  latitude  29^^  3',  longitude  ll2°  59' 
W.,  which,  not  being  put  down  upon  any  chart,  I 
named  Smith's  island,  in  compliment  to  the  general 
commanding,  by  whose  order  the  expedition  was 
undertaken. 

This  island  is  about  a  mile  north  of  Angeles  bay, 
which  we  found  and  entered  on  the  14th.  This  is  a 
small  indentation  in  the  coast,  about  four  miles  in 
width,  slightly  open  to  the  eastward,  with  a  sandy 
bottom,  in  about  ten  fathoms  water.  The  adjacent 
country  is  extremely  wild  and  rugged.  The  hills 
are  covered  with  huge  boulders,  which  are  coarsely 
aggregated  masses  of  quartz,  mica,  and  feldspar,  and 
I  noticed  several  isolated  blocks  of  grey  granite  and 
sienite.  There  are  three  springs  of  slightly  brackish 
water  at  the  foot  of  the  highest  hill,  and  a  bed  of 
most  excellent  oysters  is  exposed  at  low  tide.  The 
water  may  be  found  by  noticing  the  reeds  which 
grow  about  it,  and  which  are  the  only  green  tilings 
to  be  seen  in  the  vicinity. 
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Angeles  Bay. 

The  deep  and  rugged  channels  running  down  ihe  sides  of  the  mountains, 
and  the  immense  pile  of  boulders  forming  their  sides,  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  at  certam  seasons  of  the  year  great  quantities  of  water  must  fall 
here ;  but  at  the  time  of  our  visit  everything  appeared  dry  and  parched. 
There  are  many  varieties  of  cactus  in  the  vicmity,  but  no  nourishing  herbs 
or  grasses,  and  we  saw  no  traces  of  game,  but  a  few  tracks  of  coyotes  and 
wild  eoats  near  the  spring.  The  bay  is  probably  well  known  to  the  peo- 
ple inhabiting  the  interior,  as  we  found  many  tra(^s  of  old  encampments, 
piles  of  oyster  shells,  heaps  of  ashes,  and  many  mule-tracks  leading  to  the 
southward.  There  are  plenty  of  turtle  in  the  harbor,  but  we  did  not  suc- 
ceed in  taking  any.  The  sketch  will  give  an  idea  of  the  character  and 
topography  of  the  bay,  though  by  no  means  the  result  of  an  accurate 
survey. 
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We  remained  at  Angeles  bay  until  the  18th,  vrhen,  having  filled  our 
water^casksy  we  weighed  anchor  and  stood  out  from  our  anchorage  into 
Whale's  channel.  If  being  low  tide  we  noticed  several  sunken  rocks  at  the 
entrance,  which  we  had  not  perceived  on  coming  in.  The  rise  and  fall  at 
Angeles  bay  is  about  fifteen  feet.  Its  longitude  is  113''  25'  30''  W.,  lati- 
itude  29^  5'  N.  We  had  rain  on  the  19th  in  squalls,  and  on  the  20th  a 
gale  from  the  northwest,  against  which  we  steadily  beat  up  for  the  head  of 
the  gulf.  On  the  21st  we  sounded  when  about  five  miles  from  the  Califor- 
nia shore,  and  found  the  depth  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  fathoms.  On 
the  22d  we  passed  within  four  miles  of  a  very  remarkable  rock,  which  at  a 
distance  has  the  appearance  of  a  ship  with  all  sail  set.  I  named  it  the 
"Ship  rock,"  but  am  inclined  to  think  it  identical  with  Hardy's  "Clarence

island,"  although  twenty  miles  to  the  westward  of  the  position  which  he 
lays  down.  We  sailed  over  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  his  Clarence 
island,  but  saw  nothing  of  it.  The  Ship  rock  is  apparently  a  mile  in  cir- 
cumference, about  two  hundred  feet  in  height,  and  perfectly  white  with 
piano.  We  sounded  continually  on  the  22d,  and  found  a  depth  of  twenty 
fathoms,  with  a  sandy  bottom.  In  the  afternoon  we  observed  a  column  of 
smoke  in  the  distance,  bearing  N.  60°  W.,  which  we  afterwards  ascertained 
to  be  caused  by  the  Indians  burning  the  reeds  on  the  river  Colorado.  On 
the  23d  the  land  was  plainly  discernible  on  both  coasts  of  the  gulf;  on  the 
California  ride  bold  and  mountainous,  but  on  the  Mexican  low  and  sandy. 
Sounding  continually,  we  found  but  about  thirteen  fathoms  water,  and  we 
noticed  constantly  masses  of  reeds,  trunks  of  trees,  &c.,  floating  past  us, 
and  at  6  p.  m.,  the  wind  havingj  died  away,  we  dropped  anchor  in  six 
fathoms  water.  We  found  by  throwing  the  log,  a  current  setting  south- 
ward about  a  mile  and  a  half  per  hour.  The  soundings  from  the  21st  had 
shown  us  that  the  bottom  was  a  fine  blue  pipe-clay,  which  (mentioned  by 
Hardy)  indicated  our  approach  to  the  mouth  of  the  river.  On  the  24th  we 
weighed  anchor  and  ran  over  to  the  California  shore,  the  water  shoaling 
gradually  from  six  fathoms  to  ten  feet,  and  at  nitrht  we  anchored  between 
Montague  island  (which  we  readily  recognised  by  Hardy's  description,  see 
chart)  and  the  main  land.  The  country  here  is  low,  flat,  and  covered  with 
dwarf  reed  and  coarse  grass.  Thousands  of  trunks  of  trees  lie  scattered 
oter  its  surface  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach,  showing  that  it  must  be  entirely 
OTerflowed  at  the  season  of  freshets. 

We  landed  on  the  25th,  both  on  Montague  island  and  the  main,  and 
found  the  soil  clay  detritus  and  the  vegetation  scanty.     The  two  islands 
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situated  in  the  mouth  of  the  river,  called  by  Hardy  Montague  and  Gore, 
are  low,  flat  and  sandy.  They  are  separated  by  a  channel  about  one  mile 
in  width,  and  extremely  shallow.  They  are  evidently  formed  by  the  accu- 
mulation of  the  sand  and  detritus  from  the  river,  and  are  gradually  increas- 
ing in  size.  We  commenced  the  survey  of  the  river  upon  the  25th,  which 
we  continued  from  day  to  day,  as  we  ascended.  On  the  27th,  by  taking 
advantage  of  the  tide,  we  had  succeeded  in  reaching  Unwinds  point,  off 
which  we  anchored,  and  noticing  the  smoke  of  several  fires  in  the  distance^ 
which  we  hoped  might  be  at  Major  Heintzleman's  encampment,  fired  sev- 
eral guns  to  warn  him  of  our  approach.  The  log  gave  us  at  this  point  a 
current  at  ebb  tide  of  four  miles  and  a  half  per  hour,  which  we  found  to  be 
the  average  velocity,  except  at  spring  tides,  when  it  is  much  increased. 
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On  the  28th  we  left  our  anchorage  at  7  a.  m.,  and  beat  'up  with  the 
flood  tide  until  about  9,  when  we  grounded  oflF  Charles's  point.  .  The  sound- 
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bp  had  been  from  one  and  a  half  to  three  and  three-fourth  fathoms.  At 
this  point  we  found  the  water  devoid  of  any  brackish  taste,  but  extremely 
muddy,  resembling  in  its  character  that  of  the  Mississippi  river.  We  con- 
tinued daily  up  the  river,  sounding  the  channel  at  low  water,  and  marking 
it  by  stakes,  starting  with  the  flood-tide  and  floating  with  it  until  the  ebb 
set  in,  when  we  anchcred  and  went  on  shore  to  continue  the  survey.  The 
shores  of  the  river  (here  from  two  to  four  miles  wide)  continue  of  the  same 
character,  the  grass  growing  somewhat  more  thickly  as  we  ascended,  how- 
ever ;  and  upon  "  Green  Hithe  point,"  off  which  we  anchored  upon  the 
1st  of  January,  we  found  a  thick  growth  of  artemisia.  We  had  experienced 
no  little  difficulty  in  crossing  from  Charles's  point  to  Green  Hithe  point ; 
the  channel  is  extremely  narrow,  and  nearly  at  right  angles  to  the  direction 
of  the  river,  and  we  had  twice  been  swept  from  it  by  the  tide  and  grounded 
upon  the  bank  above.  Upon  the  1st,  however,  we  were  favored  with  a 
strong  breeze,  taking  advantage  of  which  we  soon  crossed  and  anchored  in 
the  channel  upon  the  southern  side.  We  landed  upon  Green  Hithe  point 
(formed  by  two  small  indentations  in  the  crumbling  clayey  bank)  and  found 
the  land  on  the  south  bank  to  be  a  perfectly  level  plain,  (the  soil  clay 
detritus,)  extending  to  the  south  and  west  for  miles,  and  intersected  by 
numerous  sloughs,  apparently  filled  by  every  spring  tide.  The  river  west- 
\vard  is  bounded  by  the  high  hills  of  the  lower  California  chain,  at  the  dis- 
tance apparently  of  fifteen  or  twenty  miles.  Trunks  and  limbs  of  large 
trees,  some  recently  deposited,  others  in  an  advanced  state  of  decay,  are 
thickly  scattered  about,  evidently  left  by  the  spring  freshets.  The  river 
bank  is  abrupt  and  about  twenty  feet  in  height ;  the  water  is  gradually 
undermining  it,  and  large  pieces  are  continually  dropping  off,  failing  into 
the  water  with  a  sound  as  loud  and  not  unlike  the  distant  report  of  a 
musket.  We  discovered  two  new  islands  in  the  reach  above  Green  Hithe 
point ;  they  are  low  and  sandy,  separated  by  a  small  channel  and  covered 
with  coarse  grass ;  they  have  undoubtedly  been  formed  within  a  few  years. 
The  bed  of  the  river  is  filled  with  quicksand,  and  its  current  at  the  time 
of  spring  tides  is  so  strong  that  the  channel  is  continually  changing.  I 
named  these  islands  Gull  and  Pelican  respectively,  from  the  numerous 
flocks  of  these  birds  continually  hovering  or  afloat  in  their  vicinity.  We 
discovered  the  remains  of  a  rude  Indian  hut  near  the  shore,  and  observed 
many  tracks  of  horses  in  the  vicinity.  During  the  night  of  the  1st  the 
vessel  grounding  at  ebb  tide,  swung  around  upon  her  heel,  and  thumpmg 
violently  was  carried  by  the  tide  (dragging  her  anchor)  some  two  or  three 
miles,  grounding  finally  upon  the  shoal  of  Gull  island  ;  at  flood-tide  sail 
was  made  on  her  as  soon  as  she  floated,  and  we  succeeded  in  getting  her 
back  into  the  channel.  As  the  vessel  grounded  at  every  ebb-tide,  and  on 
the  return  of  the  water  was  violently  swung  around,  thumping  on  her 
bottom  and  swinging  on  her  anchor,  I  began  to  see  that  it  would  be  neither 
prudent,  or  in  fact  possible,  to  ascend  the  river  much  higher,  and  we  ac- 
cordingly commenced  making  preparation  for  a  boating  expedition ;  the 
tides  were  now  on  the  increase,  and  on  the  2d  1  observed,  with  the  log,  the 
velocity  of  the  current  at  ebb-tide  to  be  five  and  a  half  miles  per  hour. 
We  observed  on  the  2d,  for  the  first  time,  thesingular^henomenaof  the  tide 
( oraing  in,  in  a  bore  or  wave,  while  the  ebb  was  still  rushing  past  the 
vessel  towards  the  gulf.  On  looking  in  the  direction  of  Green  Hithe  point, 
a  bank  of  \yater  some  four  feet  in  height,  extending  clear  across  the  river, 
'vas  seen  approaching  us  with  equal  velocity ;  this  huge  comber  moved 
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steadily  onward,  occasionally  breaking  as  it  rushed  over  the  shoals  of  Gull 
and  Pelican  islands;  passing  the  vessel^  which  it  swung  around  on  its  course, 
it  continued  up  the  nver.  This  phenomena  was  of  daily  occurrence  until 
about  the  time  of  neap  tides,  and  shows  the  truth  of  Hardy's  assertion, 
that  "  there  is  no  such  thing  as  slack-water  in  the  river  Colorado"  I 
took  the  whale-boat  on  the  afternoon  of  the  2d  and  proceeded  up  the  river 
with  the  flood-tide,  rounding  Howard's  point,  (so  called  by  Hardy ;  )  we 
found  ourselves  in  a  broad  but  shallow  bay  about  four  miles  in  width.  At 
the  northeast  and  northwest  extremities  we  found  the  two  branches  of  the 
river,  the  former  of  which  he  mistook  for  the  Gila ;  this  is  in  fact  the  maia 
channel  of  the  river,  the  other  being  merely  a  slouch  which  divides  the  river, 
about  a  mile  from  its  entrance,  into  two  branches,  one  of  which  termi- 
nates in  a  small  lagoon  about  four  miles  from  its  mouth,  the  other  coouDtt- 
nioating  with  the  river  above.  As  there  is  not  water  enough  in  either  of 
these  branches  to  float  a  whale-boat  at  low  tide,  it  is  evident  that  the 
river  must  have  altered  entirely  since  Lieutenant  Hardy's  visit,  or  that  he 
never  ascended  it  as  he  says  he  did  with  the  Briga,  a  schooner  of  twenty- 
five  tons.  We  sounded  clear  across  the  bay  and  found  from  two  and  a  half 
feet  to  one  and  one-fourth  fathoms.  As  the  schooner  was  drawing  eight 
feet,  this  settled  the  question  as  to  her  navigating  the  Colorado  above  this 
point. 

On  the  3d,  having  ascended  the  river  with  the  schooner  to  within  four 
miles  of  the  point  reached  the  day  previous  with  the  whale-boat,  w«  fired 
three  heavy  guns  at  short  intervals,  still  hoping  that  Major  Heintzleman's 
command  was  in  hearing  distance  of  us.  The  Captain,  Mr.  Ferrier,  and 
myself  then  went  on  shore  and  walked  into  the  country,  over  the  level 
plain  in  the  direction  of  the  nearest  range  of  hills.  The  soil  is  a  mixture 
of  sand  and  alumina,  evidently  overflowed  and  sparsely  covered  wiih  coarse 
grass,  reeds  and  flag,  with  here  and  there  tufts  of  musquite.  We  observed 
many  more  foot-prints,  both  of  men  and  horses,  and  found  the  remains  of 
another  rancheria  ;  after  proceeding  some  three  miles  we  heard  a  gun  from 
the  schooner,  and  turning  saw  the  ensign  hoisted  at  the  main.  We  imme- 
diately returned  and  discovered  the  cause  of  the  commotion  in  the  approach 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  Indians,  attracted  by  the  report  of  our  guns  in  the 
morning.  On  arriving  at  the  beach  they  laid  aside  their  bows  and  arrows, 
and  made  signs  to  us  to  approach,  and  addressed  us  in  Spanish.  We  took 
six  of  them  including  their  chief  on  board.  They  were  very  much  like 
all  other  Indiai  s,  with  coarse  black  hair,  like  a  horse's  mane,  cropped 
straight  across  their  eyes,  and  with  no  clothin?  except  the  inevitable  dirty 
rag  worn  apron  fashion  about  their  loins ;  they  were,  however,  a  little 
nastier  than  any  Indians  I  had  ever  before  seen,  being  be  plastered  from 
head  to  foot  with  mud,  with  which  some  of  them  had  fi iTed  their  hair ;  one 
had  on  a  linen  coat,  and  another,  to  our  great  joy,  an  infantry  great  coat. 
After  treating  those  on  board  with  bread  and  molasses,  I  ascertained  from 
the  chief  that  they  were  acquainted  with  Major  Heintzleman,  and  would 
carry  a  letter  to  him  from  me,  which  they  said  would  take  a  day  and  a 
half;  I  accordingly  prepared  a  letter,  and  having]paid  the  chief  in  advance, 
sent  him  off*  with  it. 

We  were  frequently  visited  afterwards  by  these  Indians  and  many  others, 
to  the  number,  perhaps,  of  two  hundred  ;  they  call  themselves  the  Co-co- 
pas,  and  live  in  a  little  village  of  from  twenty  to  fifty  inhabitant-?,  dispersed 
about  near  the  bank  of  the  river ;  the  men  are  very  tall  an4  strongly  made 
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as  a  general  thin^,  and  the  [women  are  modesty  well  behaved^  and  rather 
good-looking ;  their  huts  are  precisely  like  those  of  the  California  Indians, 
made  of  sticks  in  a  spherical  or  oven  shape,  and  covered  with  dirt.  They 
live  on  fish,  small  game,  and  bread  made  of  grass  seeds,  and  raise  pump- 
kins, watermelons,  &c.,  on  little  patches  of  ground  which  they  cultivate  ; 
we  fouod  them  very  friendly,  quiet  and  inonensive ;  they  brought  fish  to 
sell  to  us  nearly  every  day,  and  though  continually  on  board  the  vessel,  we 
never  missed  even  the  most  trifling  article.  Their  arrows  are  made  of  reed 
with  a  pointed  end  of  hard -wood,  and  their  bows  of  willow,  so  that  if  they 
were  disposed  to  be  as  hostile  as  had  been  fiilsely  represented  to  us,  they 
would  be  incapable  of  doing  much  damage.  They  were  annoying  visiters, 
however,  pervading  every  part  ot  the  vessel,  gazing  at  every  thing  that 
was  going  on,  begging  for  shirts  and  other  articles  of  clothing,  and  afflic- 
ted with  a  never-to-be-satisfied  hunger.  It  was  remarkable  that  although 
they  had  never  seen  a  vessel  before  larger  than  their  own  reed  rafts  or  balsas, 
they  never  expressed  the  least  surprise  at  the  "Invincible,"  or  anything 
connected  with  her,  appearing  to  take  our  arrival  as  a  matter  of  every  day 
occurrence.  The  villages  higher  up  the  river  own  many  horses,  and  the 
chiefs  always  rode  when  commg  to  visit  us.  I  suppose  the  whole  tribe  may 
number  one  thousand,  including  men,  women  and  thildren.  The  men  fre- 
quently wear  beads,  rings,  &c.,  in  their  noses,  and  paint  their  faces  black 
and  red  with  charcoal  and  ochre.  I  sent  off*  two  other  Indians  with  letters 
to  Major  Heintzleman,  reporting  our  arrival,  and  having  waited  without  a 
reply  for  more  than  a  week,  during  which  time  the  carpenter  had  been  ex- 
perimenting upon  the  long  boat,  putting  a  shaft  with  cranks  and  paddles  in 
it,  (which  when  tried  proved  of  course  a  signal  failure,)  I  concluded  to 
continue  the  ascent  of  the  river  with  a  boat ;  the  Indians  who  had  visited 
us  had  frequently  said  that  higher  up  the  river  lived  a  bad  race  of  Indians 
who  were  thieves  and  murderers,  (we  found  afterwards  they  meant  the 
Yumas  on  the  Gila ;)  I  therefore  had  the  long-boat  armed  with  one  of  the 
swivels,  and  taking  provisions  for  ten  days,  started  on  the  11th  with  the 
Captain,  Mr.  Ferrier,  and  six  men  for  the  junction  of  the  Gila.  We  reached 
Arnold's  point  (between  the  main  channel  of  the  Colorado  and  the  western 
slough)  about  9  a.  m. ;  here  a  new  island  one-fourth  of  a  mile  square  has  been 
formed,  but  at  present  is  covered  at  spring-tide.  We  rowed  up  the  main 
channel  (Hardy's  Gila)  about  eleven  miles,  encamping  at  sundown  on  the 
bank.  We  found  the  river  very  winding,  the  depth  of  water  in  the  chan- 
nel varied  from  four  to  fifteen  feet,  and  tne  action  of  the  tide  ceases  to  be 
discernible  five  miles  above  Arnold's  point,  or  about  forty  miles  from  the 
mouth  of  the  river.  The  banks  are  lined  with  rushes,  cane,  small  willows 
and  acacia,  and  occasionally  we  observed  small  cotton  woods  or  poplars  ; 
the  river  was  full  of  geese  and  ducks,  and  on  the  banks  we  observed  may 
deer  tracks  of  unusual  size.  The  width  of  the  river  varies  from  two  hun- 
dred yards  to  half  a  mile ;  we  saw  no  Indians,  though  they  had  set  fire  to 
the  rushes  in  our  vicinity,  ami  we  noticed  two  of  their  rush  balsas  lying  on 
the  beach.  The  banks  of  the  river  were  generally  from  ten  to  twenty  feet 
high,  of  stratified  clay.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  we  continued  our 
voyage,  passing  about  four  miles  above  our  encampment  to  an  Indian  village, 
the  inhabitants  of  which  to  the  number  of  one  hundred,  among  whom  I 
recognized  some  old  acquaintances,  sat  upon  the  bank  watching  our  pro- 
gress in  silence.  We  passed  another  rancheria  in  the  afternoon,  near  which 
lay  an  old  scow  built  of  wagon  bodies,  which  had  floated  down  from  the 
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ferry.  We  encamped  at  sundown^  having  made  about  twelve  miles.  The 
banks  we  observed  in  many  places  were  of  fine  white  sand.  We  saw  a 
great  deal  of  game  during  the  day,  and  we  found  a  well-trodden  horse^trail 
running  north  and  south  about  a  mile  in  rear  of  our  encampment.  The 
velocity  of  the  eurrent  on  the  river  had  been  about  one  and  a  half  and  two 
miles  per  hour.  Three  Indians  came  up  to  our  encampment  from  their  village 
during  the  evening  and  presented  us  with  a  few  pumpkins ;  they  returned 
during  the  night.  The  banks  were  more  thickly  wooded  than  below,  but 
we  saw  no  large  trees ;  we  observed  g^reat  numbers  of  bear  and  other 
tracks  upon  the  banks.  We  started  at  sunrise  on  the  13th,  and  after 
pulling  steadily  forward  about  five  miles  as  we  rounded  a  bend,  I  observed 
at  a  distance  a  wh'.te  object  which  I  took  for  a  house,  but  the  splashing  of 
the  water  by  its  sides  glittering  in  the  sun  soon  showed  it  was  a  boat,  ne 
fired  our  swivel  immediately,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  having  our  salute  re- 
plied to  by  two  muskets.  It  was  Major  Heintzleman,  who,  accompanied 
by  Dr.  Ogden  and  Mr,  Henchelwood,  (proprietors  of  the  ferry)  had 
left  the  post  on  the  11th,  on  receipt  of  my  letter,  and  according  to 
their  estimate  had  descended  the  river  over  eighty  miles.  As  the  major 
had  made  field  notes  of  the  river  from  the  time  of  leaving  the  Gila,  I 
considered  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  proceed  further,  and  we  accordingly 
pulled  down  the  river  in  company.  We  reached  the  schooner  that  aiter- 
noon,  and  on  the  14th  succeeded  in  getting  her  about  three  miles  further 
up  the  river  to  a  point  two  miles  southeast  of  Arnold's  point  on  the  eastern 
side.  Major  Heintzleman  left  on  the  15th,  promising  to  send  a  party  down 
immediately  on  his  return  to  take  charge  of  the  provisions.  On  the  night 
of  the  16th  (spring- tide)  the  vessel  surged  so  violently  on  her  chain  as  to 
part  it,  and  we  lost  our  smaller  anchor ;  and  on  the  18th  the  flood-tide 
wave  coming  in  with  great  velocity,  struck  the  vessel  or  her  counter  as  she 
lay  aground  with  great  violence,  carrying  her  around  with  it  with  suci 
force  as  to  snap  the  rin^of  the  large  anchor,  and  we  found  ourselves  drifting 
rapidly  up  the  stream  towards  Arnold's  point.  Our  situation  was  one  of 
great  penl,  for  this  being  the  highest  spring-tide,  if  we  had  grounded  above, 
the  vessel  must  have  been  lost.  But  the  captain  with  admirable  coolness 
and  self-possession  seized  the  helm,  and  directing  her  towards  the  bank^ 
ordered  the  men  to  leap  from  the  jib-boom  on  shore  with  the  kedge  anchor, 
which  fortunately  brought  her  up. 

We  then  procured  the  largest  logs  that  we  could  find,  to  which,  whei 
sunk  in  the  ground,  springs  were  attached  from  the  vessel,  and  rigged  cot 
spars  to  keep  her  at  a  sale  distance  from  the  bank,  thus  rendering  her  as 
secure  as  possible;  our  situation  was,  however,  a  very  unenviable  one,  as, 
apart  from  any  danger  that  might  arise  in  our  present  position,  we  had  to 
dread  the  voyage  down  the  river,  which,  without  anchors,  and  liable  con- 
tinually to  get  aground,  threatened  to  be  extremely  dangerous ;  the  acci- 
dent was,  moreover,  to  be  regretted,  as  preventing  us  from  touching  upc* 
the  California  shore  in  search  of  harbors,  and  at  the  island  of  Tiburon,  £ 
I  had  intended ;  on  our  return,  every  exertion  was  made  to  recover  tk 
anchors,  but  without  success. 

We  remained  in  this  position  until  the  27th  of  January,  without  incidest, 
occupying  the  time  in  exploring  the  western  slough,  putting  up  chaml 
marks  in  the  river,  &c.  We  were  visited  almost  daily  by  crowds  of  Inl>- 
ans,  some  of  them  from  a  considerable  distance  up  the  river;  they 
generally  brought  fish  with  them  to  sell,  and  conducted  themselves  in 
the  most  friendly  manner,    The  river  appears  to  be  most  plentifully  stocked 
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ixritli  fish^  principally  salmon,  trout  and  suckers;  a  species  of  perch  is 
sometimes  found ;  all  the  (ish  have  an  unpleasant,  muddy  taste,  and  their 
flesh  is  soft  and  watery. 

Lieutenant  Murray  arrived  from  Major  Heintzelman'«  camp  upon  the 
Gila,  on  the  27th ;  he  was  accompanied  by  Dr.  Ogden  and  a  sergeant  with 
eight  men;  they  brought  with  them  a  wagbn,  and  stated  that  the  bank, 
for  three  miles  above,  was  muddy ;  but  as  this  was  caused  by  the  late  over- 
flow of  the  spring  tides,  I  concluded  that  the  ground  would  settle  before 
the  fill]  moon,  (iDth  February)  and  that  the  supplies  might  be  safely  landed ; 
accordbgly,  upon  the  28th,  we  landed  all  the  provisions  upon  the  bank, 
piling  them  up  carefully  on  logs,  and  digging  a  ditch  around  them,  and 
pitched  tents  for  the  men  who  were  to  remain  with  them.  On  the  29th 
we  cast  off  from  the  bank,  and  floated  down  the  river,  taking  advantage  of 
the  ebb  tide.  We  got  aground  twice  in  going  down,  but  fortunately  got 
off  at  high  water  without  accident,  and  on  the  1st  February  bad  crossed 
the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  were  fairly  in  the  Gulf  of  California 
on  our  return.  The  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Colorado  is  about  ten,  possibly 
fifteen  ndles  in  width ;  the  soundings  upon  it  are  from  ten  feet  to  four 
fathoms;  it  is  a  very  loose,  muddy  bottom,  and  with  a  stiff  breeze  a  vessel 
could  force  her  way  over  it,  even  if  drawing  a  foot  or  more  than  the  lead 
would  indicate.  The  distance  from  the  junction  of  the  Gila  and  Colorado 
to  the  mouth  of  the  latter,  by  water,  is  about  one  hundred  and  four  miles, 
owing  to  the  many  bends  of  the  river,  though  the  difference  of  latitude  is 
but  little  more  than  half  that  distance.  The  navigation  of  the  Gulf  of 
California  presents  none  of  those  difficulties  which  we  had  been  led  to  an- 
ticipate. The  wind  we  found  invariably  from  the  north-west,  which,  at 
this  season  of  the  year,  is  its  prevailing  direction;  it  is  only  during  the 
months  of  June,  July  and  August  that  the  gales  from  the  south-east  are 
prevalent ;  except  in  Whales'  channel  we  noticed  none  of  the  strong  cur- 
rents so  frequently  mentioned  as  existing  in  the  gulf.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  mistake  the  entrance  to  the  river,  it  beiug  in  fact  the  head  of  the  gulf, 
which  gradually  narrows  from  forty  to  three  miles  when  it  is  joined  by  the 
river,  whose  turbid  stream  discolors  the  gulf  for  many  miles  to  the  south- 
ward, in  soundings  of  twelve  and  fourteen  fgtthoms.  On  the  Sonora  coast, 
however,  exists  an  indentation  some  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  in  depth,  called 
by  Hardy,  Adair  bay ;  the  shoals  of  this  can  be  seen  from  the  mast  head, 
a  view  from  which  would  prevent  one  falling  into  the  error  which  he  did 
of  supposing  it  a  mouth  of  the  Colorado.  The  angle  at  the  junction  of  the 
slough  and  the  main  river  is  called  Arnold's  point,  and  from  the  mouth  of 
the  river  (after  crossing  the  bar)  to  this  point,  the  channel  varies  in  depth 
from  fifteen  to  thirty  feet,  at  ordinary  high  tide,  and  may,  as  we  have  prac- 
tically demonstrated,  be  ascended  by  a  vessel  having  a  draft  of  eight  or  nine 
feet,  by  taking  advantage  of  the  flood,  which  has  a  velocity  of  from  three 
to  five  miles  per  hour.  It  is  impossible  to  sail  up,  however,  for  although 
the  river  varies  in  width  from  three  miles  to  six  hundred  yards,  the  channel 
is  narrow  and  the  navigation  elsewhere  obstructed  by  the  numerous  sand 
bars.  The  proper  method,  after  passing  Oore  and  Montague  islands  through 
the  western  channel  of  the  river,  is  tnat  which  we  adopted,  to  drift  with 
the  flood  tide,  keeping  close  to  the  highest  bank,  sounding  continually,  and 
anchoring  before  the  time  of  high  water :  in  this  way  we  progressed  slowly 
but  steadily,  making,  perhaps,  four  or  five  miles  per  day,  until  we  arrived 
at  the  point  where  we  finally  landed  the  stores,  which  1^.  lia^^  named,  as> 
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will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  map,  "Invincible  point."  Above  Arnold^ 
point  the  river  is  very  circuitous,  the  swell  of  the  tide  rapidly  decreases, 
the  channel  becomes  narrow,  and  the  water  has  less  depth.  At  this  season, 
therefore,  Arnold's  point  may  be  considered  the  head  of  navigation  for  ves- 
sels of  nine  feet  draught ;  above  this  point  we  found  always  from  three  to 
fifteen  feet  of  water  in  the  channel,  whose  width  varied  from  fifty  to  three 
hundred  yards;  and  as  the  river  at  that  time  was  at  its  lowest  stage,  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  it  may  be  navigated  at  any  season  oi  the  year 
by  a  steamboat  of  eighteen  or  twenty  feet  beam,  drawing  two  and  a  half 
to  three  feet  water.  A  small  stern-wneel  boat,  with  a  powerful  eneine  and 
thick  bottom,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  be  a  proper  descnption  ot 
vessel  for  this  navigation,  where  a  strong  current  has  to  be  contended  with, 
and  the  channel,  somewhat  obstructed  by  small  snags  and  sawyers,  is  quite 
narrow  in  several  places.  At  the  present  season  January,  February  and 
March)  supplies  from  vessels  arriving  from  the  gulf  may  be  landed  near 
Arnold's  pomt,  upon  the  eastern  banE,  and  a  road  bein^  made  from  the 
post  (a  work  of  little  difficulty  over  a  level  sandy  plam)  they  might  be 
transported  by  wagons  across  in  three  days.  It  would  be  preferable,  how- 
ever, to  establish  a  depot  by  anchoring  a  hulk  near  Charles  point,  laden 
with  stores,  from  which  a  small  steamboat  could  carry  more  to  the  post  in 
twenty-four  hours  than  a  hundred  wagons  could  transport  in  a  week. 
Either  of  these  methods  would  be  far  preferable  to  the  present  slow,  labo- 
rious and  uncertain  mode  of  supplying  by  wagons  and  pack  mules  across  the 
desert  from  San  Diego. 

The  time  of  high  water  at  *'  full  and  change"  at  Arnold's  pomt  is  3b. 
20m.  p.  m.,  and  the  rise  of  ordinary  spring  tides  about  twelve  feet;  but  during 
the  season  of  freshets  the  river  throughout  its  extent  (judging  from  the 
statement  of  the  Indians  and  the  indications  upon  the  banks)  is  at  least 
fifteen  feet  higher  than  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  the  velocity  of  the 
current  which,  above  the  effect  of  the  tide,  was  from  one  to  three  miles  an 
hour,  is  nearly  doubled  ;  the  action  of  the  tide  ceases  about  forty  miles  from 
the  mouth  ;  the  banks  of  the  river  are  low,  flat,  and  either  sandy  or  o: 
crumbling  clay  which  appears  to  have  been  deposited  in  successive  strata. 
Near  the  month  there  is  no  vegetation,  but  higher  up  the  shores  are  thicklv 
lined  with  cane,  rushes,  small  willows,  acacia  and  cotton  wood,  and  tbe 
country  in  the  interior  covered  with  a  coarse  sharp  grass.  The  latitude  ct 
Invincible  point  is  30"  50'  26'^  its  longitude  114^  46'  43"  W.    The 
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subjoined  sketch,  on  a  lar^r  scale  than  the  map,  will  give  a  good 
the  topography  of  the  vicinity  of  Arnold's  Point. 
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The  large  shoal  south  of  the  point  is  an  island,  except  at  spring  tides^ 
and  is  gradually  increasing  in  size  and  height. 

We  reached  Guyamas  on  our  return  on  the  5th  of  February,  and  running 
into  the  harbor  before  a  light  breeze,  let  go  the  kedge  anchor  with  sixty 
fathoms  of  chain,  which  we  found  would  hold  the  vessel  in  still  water.  The 
British  frigate  Meander  was  lying  in  the  harbor,  and  noticing  as  we  passed 
her  that  we  were  without  anchors,  her  commander,  Captainjfc eppel,  R.  N., 
very  handsomely  sent  a  boat  alongside  us  with  every  offer  of  assistance. 
We  had,  however,  already  accepted  the  kind  offer  of  Mr.  Southworth, 
owner  of  the  schooner  Mary  Phebe,  of  San  Francisco,  who  lent  us  one  of 
Ms  anchors  until  we  could  purchase  one  ;  this  we  succeeded  in  doing  at  a 
reasonable  rate,  and  finding  every  thing  in  the  way  of  fresh  provisions 
exceedingly  high  in  consequence   of  the  presence  of  the  frieate,  we  sailed 

rn  the  9th  for  San  Jose  upon  the  California  coast.  I  compared  my 
^nometers  with  those  of  the  Meander  while  at  Guyamas;  and  ex- 
perienced from  her  officers  every  kindness  and  attention  in  their  power  to 
offer.  We  arrived  at  San  Jose  on  the  11th.  We  found  the  roadstead  open 
to  the  south  from  E.  N.  E.  to  S.  W. ;  it  is  imsafe  during  certain  seasons  of 
the  year ;  the  bottom  is  very  uneaven,  but  the  holding-ground  good,  bemg 
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white  sand.  We  found  on  our  arrival  the  ship  Glasgow,  from  Liverpool, 
and  five  coasters  lying  at  anchor.  The  mission  is  situated  about  a  mile 
from  the  beach^  upon  a  small  stream  which,  watering  the  vallev  of  San 
Jose,  divides  into  four  small  branches  and  empties  into  the  sea  at  this  point. 
The  valley  extends  north  some  fifteen  miles  and  is  environed  by  the  high 
and  rugged  mountains  tf  the  lower  California  range.  The  population  of 
San  Jose  is  between  five  and  six  hundred.  ,  A  large  number  of  Americans, 
I  was  informed,  had  settled  in  the  valley  above.  The  soil  appears  sandy, 
which  is  owing  to  a  severe  flood  that  occurred  about  eighteen  months  ago, 
washing  away  all  the  upper  and  richer  surface  into  the  sea,  and  forming  tne 
four  branches  to  the  stream  which  we  noticed.  Grapes  were  previously 
abundant ;  now  there  are  but  two  or  three  vineyards.  The  sugar-cane  and 
banana  are  cultivated  here  as  well  as  sweet  potatoes,  pumpkins,  Inilian 
corn,  &c.,  but  the  crop  this  season  will  be  small,  the  inhabitants  having 
abandoned  their  gardens  during  the  working  season  and  gone  to  the  interior 
to  avoid  the  cholera.  Cattle,  mules,  swme  and  goats  are  bred  in  the 
vicinity,  but  of  the  first  many  perish  on  account  of  the  drought  which  had 
been  unusual,  and  was  severely  felt  in  the  interior.  I  noticed  here  great 
numbers  of  a  bird  called  the  secretary.  We  sailed  from  San  Jose  on  the 
12th,  having  procured  some  vegetables  of  which  we  stood  much  in  need, 
and  after  a  long  voyage  of  twenty-one  days  without  any  incident  worthy 
of  recording,  arrived  at  San  Francisco  on  the  6th  day  of  March. 

I  have  the  hohor  to  transmit  herewith  an  extract  of  my  journal  kept  during 
the  voyage,  showing  the  range  of  the  thermometer,  state  of  the  weather, 
direction  of  the  wind,  and  geographical  position  of  the  vessel  for  each  day 
during  the  expedition.  Also,  a  chart  of  the  gulf  and  river  Colorado,  from 
its  mouth  to  the  junction  of  the  Gila.  The  river  is  platted  from  my  own 
notes  as  far  north  as  Heintzleman's  Point,  above  this  from  notes  made  by 
Major  Heintzleman.  The  latitudes  given  are  calculated  from  meridian 
altitudes  of  the  sun,  taken  by  Captain  Wilcox,  Mr.  Ferrier  and  myself; 
the  longitudes  from  a  daily  mean  of  nine  observations  taken  for  the  error 
of  our  chronometers  near  9  a.  m.,  and  when  possible,  as  in  port,  from  equal 
altitudes  of  the  sun  in  the  forenoon  and  afternoon.

Sir:  The  last  annual  estimates  of  the  department  embraced  an  item  of 
9110,417  90  for  payment  of  balance  of  a  liquidated  claim  for  losses  suf- 
fered in  1813-'] 4  by  the  friendly  Creek  Indians,  who  acted  as  the  allies  of 
the  United  States  during  the  difficulties  with  a  portion  of  that  tribe  known 
•s  the  "  Red  Stick  War." 

From  the  proceedings  in  Congress  upon  this  claim,  further  information 
in  relation  to  it  seems  to  be  important,  in  order  that  its  merits  and  the 
obligations  of  the  government  in  respect  to  it  may  be  clearly  understood. 
I  therefore  submit  a  full  and  lucid  statement  on  the  subject  furnished  me  by 
the  agent  for  the  Creeks,  and  respectfully  suggest  its  transmission  for  th« 
information  of  Congress.

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Claimst  of  c^tain  Creek  Indians  for  spoliationf  and  losses  during  th$ 
hostilities  with  a  portion  of  that  tribe  in  1813  and  1814,  ccmmnlg 
knoton  as  the  **  red-stick  war*** 

These  claims^  though  of  long  standing,  are  shown  by  the  published  i«- 
cords  of  the  government  and  by  unquestionable  facts,  to  be  valid  and  jast. 
They  rest  upon  explicit  promises,  and  upon  the  strongest  principles  of  right 
and  justice.  A  portion  of  them  have  long  since  been  paid,  and  the  balaooe 
rcmab  as  unliquidated  and  valid  demands  against  the  governmeiit.  Tbfj 
have  never  been  abandoned,  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  been  repeatedly 
urged  and  their  payment  insisted  on  by  the  Indians.  The  Executive  De> 
partment  of  the  government  recognizes  their  justice ;  and  their  non^paj* 
ment  is  only  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  they  have  never,  lo^ 
recently,  been  properli^  explained  and  sulimitted  to  Congress.  This  vai 
done  for  the  first  time  in  the  report  of  the  head  of  the  Indian  bureau  to 
the  Senate  committee  on  Indian  afia.irs,  dated  May  10, 1850.  (See  annual 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  for  1851,  page  311.)  llat 
report,  though  conclusive  as  to  the  iustice  of  the  claims  and  the  obligatioa 
to  pay  them,  does  not,  however,  fully  set  forth  their  merits  and  the  fads 
and  circumstances  upon  which  they  rest. 

The  sanguinary  hostilities  with  a  portion  of  the  Creek  Indians  in  tk 
years  1813  and  lol4,  and  the  causes  which  led  thereto,  form  a  part  of  tk 
published  history  of  the  country.  (See  Pickett's  History  of  Alabama,  vol. 
li.  chap.  31,  and  American  State  Papers  on  Imlian  Affairs,  vol.  i.  pages  836 
to  860.)  Considering  the  provocations  and  the  influences  operathig  upoa 
the  Indians,  it  is  only  remarkable  that  the  whole  tribe  did  not  combine  and 
engage  in  hostilities  against  the  United  States.  But  fortunately  for  the 
government,  then  engaged  in  a  war  with  a  foreign  power,  and  for  the  peo- 
ple in  that  section  of  the  country*  a  large  portion  maintained  their  allegiance 
to  the  United  States  and  remained  friendly.  They-did  all  in  their  pover 
to  restrain  and  control  their  disaffected  brethren,  and  when  this  could  not 
be  done,  they  joined  the  forces  of  the  United  States  and  fought  gallantly 
against  their  own  people,  and  were  greatly  instrumental  in  subduing  acd 
bringing  them  to  terms.  In  consequence  of  the  course  which  they  tbia 
pursuen,  they  were  greatly  harassed  and  injured  by  the  hostile  Indians. 
Their  houses,  fences  and  crops  were  burnt  and  de8tro}cd,  and  their  cattle 
and  other  stork  killed  and  driven  off.  Whole  towns  and  settlements  wrre 
swept  off  and  destroyed  by  their  infuriated  brethren ;  while  they  also  suf* 
feretl  injury  to  some  extent  by  portions  of  their  property  being  taken  M 
the  use  of  the  troops.  Notwithstanding  all  this  they  preserved  their  good 
fuith,.  fullv  partici|iated  m  all  the  dangers  and  sacrifices  of  the  war,  and 
freely  shrd  their  blood  in  battle  along  with  their  white  brethren.  For  the 
losses  which  they  sustained  by  the  oepredations  and  spoliations  c^moiitted 
upon  their  property  by  the  hostile  Indians,  they  were  promised  indemnity 
by  the  authorities  of  rhe  government. 

The  Secretary  of  War,  in  a  letter  of'  March  17, 1814,  ta  General  PInck- 
ney,  comnianding  the  troops  operating  against  the  hostile  Creeks,  instruct- 
ing him  in  relation  to  the  terms  upon,  which  peace  would  be  granted  t0 
them,  prescribed  among  other  things  that  they  shouM  be  required  to  relin- 
quii»h  to.  the  United  States  as  much  of  their  portion  of  the  Creek  territory 
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'ms  would  be  an  equivalent  for  the  expenses  of  the  war,  &e.  In  further  in- 
structions ol  the  20th  of  the  same  month  to  same  officer,  he  stated :  "  That 
the  proposed  treaty  with  the  Creeks  should  take  a  form  altogether  militHry, 
and  be  in  the  nature  of  ^  capitulation ;  in  which  case  the  whole  authority 
of  making  and  concluding  the  terms  will  rest  with  you  exclusively.  In 
this  transaction,  should  it  take  place,  Colonel  Hawkms,  as  agent,  may  be 
aisefnily  employed." 

Accordingly,  General  Pinckney  employed  Colonel  Hawkins,  the  gorem- 
ment  agent  for  the  Creeks,  to  make  known  to  them  the  terms  upon  which 
peace  would  be  granted;  among  which  was,  that  ''the  United  States  will 
retain  so  much  ot  the  conquered  territory  as  may  appear  to  the  government 

•  thereol  to  be  a  just  indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  the  war,  and  as  a  restitu- 
tion for  th^  injuries  sustained  by  its  citizeas,  and  the  friendly  Creek  In^ 
diansJ*    He  was  instructed  to  *^  communicate  these  terms  to  the  friendly 

•  Indians,  and  enjoin  them,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  against  such  as  may 
continue  hostile,  to  abstain  carefully  from  injuring  those  who  may  be 
returning  with  the  intention  of  making  their  submission.  You  may  like- 
^se  inform  them  that  the  United  States  will  not  forget  their  fidelity,  but 
in  the  arrangement  which  may  be  made  of  the  lands  to  be  retained  as 

'  indemnity,  their  claim  will  be  respected  ;  and  such  of  their  chiefs  as  have  dis- 
tinguished themselves  by  their  exertions  and  valor  in  the  common  cause 
will  also  receive  a  remuneration  in  the  ceded  lands,  in  such  manner  as  the 
government  may  direct."  Colonel  Hawkins,  in  a  report  to  the  Secretary 
of  War  of  August  1, 1815,  states:  ''  That  as  soon  as  the  terms  of  peace  were 
offered,  as  expressed  in  the  letter  referred  to,  [General  Pinckney's  letter  to 
liim,  above  quoted,]  I  took  measures  to  explain  them  literally  to  the  friendly 
Indians,  ami  through  them  and  the  prisoners  in  our  possession  to  the  hos- 
tiles,  who  had  fled  or  were  flying  to  Pensacola." 

The  United  States  thus  clearly  and  unequivocally,  through  its  authorized 
officers,  promised  the  friendly  Creek  Indians: 

1st.  That. their  losses  should  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  indemnity  for 
which  lands  would  be  taken  from  the  hostile  Indians;  and, 

2d.  That  in  selecting  or  taking  those  lands,  the  territorial  claims,  or 
rights  of  the  friendly  Indians,  should  be  respected. 

In  the  mean  time  General  Jackson  succeeded  General  Pinckey  in  com- 
inand,  and  was  instructed  to  consummate  the  arrangements  committed  to 
•  that  officer. 

The  war  ended  with  the  treaty  or  capitulation  of  Fort  Jackson,  of  Au- 
gust 9, 1814,  the  terms  of  which  were  dictated  by  General  Jackson,  and 
which  both  the  friendly  and  hostile  Intlians  were  required  to  sign. 

Though  acting  under  the  instructions  given  to  General  Pinckney,  a  copy 
of  which  had  been  furnished  him  by  the  War  Department,  General  Jackson, 
from  supposed  want  of  authority,  did  not  make  any  provision  in  the  above 
instrument  for  the  losses  sustained  by  the  friendly  Indians  ;  nor  did  he  re- 
8})eGt  their  territorial  rights.  Besides  taking  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  lands 
of  the  hostile  Indians,  amounting  to  from  seven  to  nine  millions  of  acres,  he 
included  also  about  eight  millions  of  the  territory  of  the  friendly  Indians, 
lor  which  they  have  never  received  any  compensation  whatever. 

As  to  the  extent  of  territory  taken  irom  the  friendly  Indians,  and  the  in- 
justice thereby  done  to  them,  (see  report  of  Colonel  Hawkins  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  of  August  18, 1815 ;  State  Papers,  Indian  Affairs,  vol.  ii.  page 
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They  remonstrated  against  the  arrangement  {Irorfeqtiired  of  them,  and 
urged  the  recognition  of  the  promises  made  by  General  Pinckney  ;  but,  m 
stated.  General  Jackson  refused  to  do  this  in  the  treaty  or  capitulatioiiy 
claiming  that  these  promises  should  constitute  part  and  parcel  of  the  treaty. 
The  friendly  Indians  finally  consented  to  sign  it,  only  on  condition  that  an 
authenticated  copy  of  General  Pinckney 's  letter  containing  the  promises, 
should  be  sent  on  therewith  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  sajic^ 
"  We  rely  on  the  justice  of  the  United  States  to  cause  justice  to  be  done  to 
us.''    General  Jackson  complied  with  that  condition  as  follows : 

**  The  followhig  is  a  transcript  of  a  letter  from  General  Thomas  Pu]cka(7 
to  Colonel  Benjamin  Hawkins  which,  pursuant  to  the  requisition  of  iht 
chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Creek  nation,  I  direct  to  lie  sent  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  duly  certified,  upon  the  suggestion  to  the  said  claek 
that  my  powers  do  not  extend  to  embrace,  by  treaty  or  capitulation.  Urn 
promises  contained  therein. 

"ANDREW  JACKSON, 
^^  Major  Gtntral  CommandingJ^ 

The  treaty  or  capitulation  was  ratified  February  16, 1815,  and  on  tk 
12lh  July  following,  the  Secretary  of  War  wrote  to  the  agent  for  the  Creeia» 
Col.  Hawkins,  as  follows : 

"  I  am  directed  by  the  President  to  request  that  you  will  report  to  thk 
department,  as  soon  as  practicable,  your  opinions  on  the  Jbllowing  points: 

*'  1.  As  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  indemnity  which  the  friendlf 
chiefs  claim,  in  consequence  of  the  letter  addressed  by  General  Pinckaef 
on  the  23d  April,  1814. 

*^  2.  How  far  the  government  ought,  from  motives  of  justice  or  policy, 
to  yield  to  their  claims. 

*^  3.  Whether  indemnity  ou^ht  to  be  made  to  them  b^  restoring  a  part  af 
the  ceded  land,  or  by  an  additional  annuity,  or  by  giving  them  a  oertaia 
fixed  sum  in  money  or  goods. 

'*  4.  Whether  these  compensations  (of  whatever  nature  they  may  be) 
should  be  confined  entirely  to  the  fiiendly  chiefs." 

Colonel  Hawkins  reported  August  18th,  that  he  had  no  data  upon  which 
to  calculate  as  to  the  extent  of  the  claims  for  the  individual  losses ;  part  df 
the  vouchers  having  been  taken  by  General  Jackson's  secretary,  and  tlie 
remainder  had  been  '^  given  to  the  assistant  agent  at  Coweta."  In  regard 
to  the  claim  on  account  of  the  lands  of  the  friendly  Indians,  included  in  the 
cession  exacted  by  the  treaty,  he  expressed  the  opinion  that  ^^  at  tbe  time 
of  drawing  the  lines  fbr  the  treaty,  sixty  thousand  dollars  would  have  been 
received  as  an  equivalent."  He  further  stated  that  justice  was  on  the  side 
of  the  Indians ;  that  policy  required  ^^  a  strict  fulfillment  of  the  expectations 
of  the  chiefs ;"  and  he  gave  his  opinion  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  clatos 
should  be  adjusted  and  settled.  On  the  9th  of  the  same  month,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  instructed  him  that  it  was  the  wish  of  the  President  that  he 
should  proceed  to  the  liquidation  of  the  claims  of  the  friendly  Indians,  on 
the  principles  of  General  Pinckney's  letter  and  his  own*  On  Che  1st  of 
April,  1816,  Cfdonel  Hawkins  accordingly  transmitted  a  report  <<on  the 
claims  of  the  friendly  Indians,  for  losses  sustained  by  them  in  their  civil 
war,  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  peace  offered  by  Major  General  Pinckney, 
23d  April,  1814,  and  the  preliminaries  of  the  treaty  of  Eort  Jackson^  of 
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AiigiBt  following."  He  stated  that  from  (he  pectiliar  sitnation  of  affairs, 
the  report  was  imperfect ;  and  could  not  be  otherwise  till  all  the  huntem 
came  in.  The  a^^egate  of  the  daims  presented,  up  to  that  tinie^  wf0 
•108,415  12i-  The  amount  favorably  reported  upon  was  978/360  75. 
He  estimated  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  just  claims  would  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Upon  this  partial  and  incomplete  report. 
Congress,  on  the  3d  March,  1817,  appropriated  eighty- five  thousand  dollars 
to  be  paid  to  the  friendly  Creek  Indians,  whose  property  was  destroyed  by 
the  hostile  Creek  Indians  in  the  late  war,  in  fair  and  just  proportion  to  the 
losses  whidi  they  have  severally  sustained  from  said  Indians.  Colonel 
Hawkins  having  died,  David  B.Mitrhell  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

In  the  Secretary  of  War's  instructions  to  him  of  March  20, 1817,  respect* 
ing  the  payment  of  this  money,  he  was  told  that  it  would  be  proper  to  pay 
the  claimants  mentioned  in  Col.  Hawkins'  estimate,  *'  only  a  portion  of 
their  claims  at  present,  as  it  is  probable  there  may  be  other  claimants  ea» 
titled  to  the  benefits  of  the  law  who  are  not  mentioned  in  the  list  fumi^ed 
by  CoK  Hawkins,  therefore  a  final  distribution  of  the  money  should  not 
take  place  until  ihi  whole  ammtni  of  daims  are  4ucerlained.^'  AccoiA* 
ingly,  Mr.  Mitchell  proceeded  to  complete  the  investigation  of  tlieclaim^^ 
and  paid  over  the  amount  appropriated  by  Coiupress  to  the  several  claim- 
ants pro  rata^  according  to  liis  instructions.  He  made  a  detailed  repo]^t^ 
showing  the  names  of  the  claimants,  the  amount  of  their  claims  as  ascer- 
tained and  liquidated,  and  what  wak  paid  thereon.  From  this  report  it 
appears  that  the  amount  received  by  each  claimant  was  only  about  two* 
fiftl»  of  that  ascertained  to  be  due  to  him.  A  concise  statement  was  aliio 
furnished  by  Agent  Mitchell,  showing  the  general  result  of  the  investigation 
and  payment,  as  follows :

After  a  carefiii  investigation,  at  shown  by  the  report  of  the  CouuflSione^ 
ef  Indian  Affairt  before  referred  to,  the  executive  brandi  of  the  ^ovenih 
ment  has  acknowled^  the  justice  at  these  claims,  and,  b  its  estimate^ 
asked  an  appropriation  of  the  above  amount  to  enable  it  to  meet  the  con* 
tinned  and  pMSsing  demanda  of  the  Indianft  for  their  pay  nwnt.    Ei^trj  con- 
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joderation  of  equity,  justice  and  good  faith,  requires  that  the  a]q)ropriatiai 
be  made  without  further  delay.  The  facts  anif  circainstances  upon  vUck 
.the  claims  rest,  as  shown  by  the  documents  on  file  in  the  Indian  Deparlmetf 
and  in  the  publisht  d  archives  of  Congress,  may  be  briefly  summed  up  » 
follows : 

1.  The  Creek  Indians  who  remained  friendly,  and  acted  as  the  allies  of 
the  United  States  in  the  contest  referred  to,  were  promised  restitution  or 
indemnity  for  the  losses  they  sustained  by  the  destruction  of  their  property 
•by  the  hostile  Indians. 

2.  This  indemnity  was  to  be,  and  was  secured  by  the  quantity  of  Iiada 
taken  by  the  government  from  the  hostile  Creeks. 

3.  Though  General  Jackson  refused  to  incorporate  the  above  promise  a 
the  treaty  or  capitulation,  the  Indians  considered  it  part  and  |iareel  tbefeo( 
and  a|7ieed  to  sign  that  instrument  only  on  condition  of  tbe  letter  of  Gea- 
-eral  Pinckney^  containing  the  promise,  being  sent  on  with  the  treaty  ti 
the  President,  which  Genenil  Jackson  had  done. 

4.  The  President  becoming  satisfied  of  the  obligation  of  the  govemmenl 
-to  pay  these  claims,  causetl  the  agent,  Colonel  Hawkins^  to  be  instructed  bf 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  investigate  and  liquidate  them. 

5.  On  a  partial  and  incomplete  report  of  said  agent.  Congress  appropri- 
ated the' sum  of  eighty-five  thousand  dollars  in  part  payment  of  the  daizas^ 
which  the  Secretary  of  War  directed  to  be  paid  pro  rata  to  the  claimafitt. 

6.  The  former  agent  having  died,  his  successor,  in  accordance  with  ia* 
atructions  from  the  War  Department,  completed  the  investigation  and  liqo- 
dation  of  all  the  claims,  and  paid  the  eighty-five  thousand  dollars  aocoid* 


7.  The  final  report  of  that  agent  shows  that  that  sum  fell  short  of  the 
whole  amount  of  the  claims  as  ascertained  and  lic^uidated,  $110,417  90. 
Aside  from  their  manifest  justice  and  equity,  additional  obligations  upon 
the  government  to  pay  these  claims  without  further  delay,  are  found  in  the 
following  facts : 

1.  Contrary  to  the  clear  and  definite  understanding  with  the  friendly  In- 
dians, about  eight  xuillions  of  acres  of  their  territory,  besides  what  wa 
taken  from  the  hostile  Indians,  was  wrested  from  them  by  the  treaty  of  Foit 
Jackson,  without  any  compensation  whatever. 

2,  In  the  treaty  with  the  Creeks  of  January,  1821,  the  United  States 
required  them  to  agree  to  pay  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  out  of 
the  consideration  allowed  them  for  the  lands  thereby  ceded,  on  account  of 
the  claims  of  the  citizens  of  Georgia  for  depredations  and  injuries  commit- 
ted by  the  Creeks  prior  to  the  act  of  1802  regulating  trade  and  intercourse 
with  the  Indian  tribes,  after  which  time,  by  that  law,  all  such  claims  vere 
payable  out  of  the  Indian  annuities. 

•i.  In  Februarv,  1825,  the  government  induced  a  portion  of  the  Creek 
Indians,  headed  by  General  William  Mcintosh,  to  enter  into  a  treaty,  which 
which  was  unsatisifactory  to  the  majority  of  the  tribe.  Serious  difficultiet 
ensued ;  Mcintosh  was  killed,  and  loss  and  injury  sustained  by  his  followers 
The  United  States  was  com]ielled  to  abrogate  the  treaty,  and  in  consideri' 
tion  of  the  losses  sustained  by  the  Mcintosh  party  in  ronsequenoe  of  th<r 
having  l>ee&  instrumental  in  making  it,  the  United  States  agreed  to  pay  tk 
fam  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
-  T  he  eoverntnent  having  acknowled^d  the  obligation  to  pay  those  wki 

u  sufieredt  and  having  compelled  the  Creeks  to  make;  good  all  the  it 
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precfations  and  injuries  committed  by  them  on  white  persons,  there  woulii 
seem  to  be  an  obligation  of  the  strongest  character  to  pay  these  daims  for 
losses  Sttffered  in  consequence  of  the  clvimants  baring  preserved  their  faith 
ivith  the.government,  and  acted  as  its  allies  in  the  serious  and  bloody  coi> 
test  with  their  brethren  in  1B13-14.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  report  from  the  Register 
of  the  Treasury,  in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  February  24, 1846, 
relative  to  the  petition  of  Nahum  Ward,  and  also  copies  of  a  report  on  the 
same  subject  made  by  Alexander  Hamilton,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury* 
March  28,  1792.

Sir  :  Upon  the  claim  of  Nahnm  Wan  I,  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  by  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  February  24,  1846,  and  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  register  of  the  treasury,  March  2, 1846, 1  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  papers  in  this  case  were  first  submitted  to  the  register  on  the  3d  day 
of  Febniary,  1852,  which  will  account  for  the  difference  in  the  date  of  the 
reference  and  the  report. 

This  claim  has  now  been  before  the  Treasury  Department  and  Congress 
for  more  than  sixty  years,  and  in  that  time  has  undergone  very  thorough  in- 
vestigation, havinff  been  the  subject  of  reports  by  Alexander  Hamilton  and 
OKver  WoUoott,  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury ;  one  made  in  1792,  and  tke 
other  in  1795,  and  also  of  sundry  reports,  mvorable  and  adverse,  by  botb 
houses  of  Congress.    At  this  late  day  it  k  therefore  scarcely  to  be  expeelad 
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ihat  any  new  li^ht  can  be  thrown  upon  the  subject  hj  any  records  or 
documents  existing  in  this  office,  everything  relating  to  it  having  been 
heretofore  furnished. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  claimant  is  in  possession  of  forty-three  loan  office 
certificates  of  four  hundred  dollars  each,  dated  23d  December,  1777,,  pay- 
able to  Thomas  Stone  or  bearer,  and  signed  by  Samuel  Hillegas,  and  coun- 
tersigned "  by  order  of  J.  A.  Treutlin,  Governor  of  Georgia,  E.  Davies.*' 
They  were  payable  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1781,  with  interest  at  sii 
per  cent. 

It  is  not  denied  that  the  signature  of  Samuel  Hilleeas  is  gentiine,  aai 
that  he  had  authority  to  sign  the  certificates  on  behalf  of  the  United^Statn; 
but  it  is  denied  that  E.  Davies  had  any  authority  to  countersign  the  certifi- 
cates, he  not  having  been  appointed  commissioner  of  loans  for  Geoi^a,  and 
the  resolution  of  Congress  of  October  3, 1776,  under  which  they  were  »• 
sued,  requiring  them  to  be  countersigned  by  the  commissioner  or  commii- 
fiioners  of  loans  for  the  State  to  whicn  they  were  sent  to  be  issued ;  that  if 
he  thus  countersigned  them  as  he  states,  **  bv  order  of  J.  A.  Treutlin,  Got- 
emor  of  Georgia,'^  and  they  were  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  then  they  constitute  a  claim  against  the  State  of  Greorgia,  and  not 
against  the  United  States. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  certificates  in  question  are  a  part  of  a  lot  whick 
were  sent  to  Georgia  early  in  the  year  1777,  and  which  were  all  previously 
signed  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  treasury. 

The  first  intimation  we  have  of  these  certificates  is,  that  they  were,  on 
the  24th  September,  1791,  offered  at  the  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  bong 
funded  by  Mr.  James  McEvers  for  Leroy  &  Bayard,  merchants,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  then  rejected  on  the  ground  of  not  having  been  regularly 
issued — not  havine  been  countersigned,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of 
Congress,  by  the  loan  officer  or  loan  officers  of  Georria. 

At  the  session  of  Congress  which  followed,  the  subject  was  brought  be- 
fore  that  body  by  the  petition  of  William  Smith,  of  Baltimore,  the  possessor 
of  loan  office  certificates  of  the  same  character,  who  prayed  Congress  to 
order  their  payment ;  the  subject  was  referi-ed  to  a  committee,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  being  called  on,  made  a  report,  which  is  hereto 
annexed,  and  to  which  reference  is  desired.  The  committee  adopting  his 
report  as  a  part  of  their  own,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  ousht  not  to  be  granted. 

In  dassifymg  the  various  claims  against  the  United  States,  Oliver  WoD- 
cott,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  made  a  report  upon  these  claims,  whid 
were  placed  in  class  number  six.    His  report  is  also  annexed. 

It  does  not  appear  how  these  certificates  came  into  the  possession  of  Le* 
roy  &  Bayard,  nor  where  they  had  been  from  the  time  they  were  issued  by 
£.  Davies,  until  presented  at  the  1'reasury  in  September,  1791. 

It  surely  must  have  been  in  the  power  of  Leroy  &  Bayard  to  have  shown 
who  they  received  them  from,  and  to  have  traced  them  bwk  to  the  firtt 
person  or  persons  to  whom  they  were  issued.  This  was  not  attempted,  and 
we  are  left  in  the  dark  as  to  the  reason  of  their  negligence. 

It  b  alleged  that  the  certificates  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  E*  Davies 
by  Governor  Treutlin,  with  directions  to  him  to  countersign  them,  for  tk 
purpose  oi  paying  Captain  Robert  Farquahar  for  certain  goods  which  tbe 
said  Davies  and  lh(Mnas  Stone,  to  whom  they  were  made  payable^  had  hj 
oeder  of  the  governor  and  council  of  Georgia  pordiaaed  of  him*     t 
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It  is  now  well  substantiated  that  these  men  (Davies  and  Stone)  were  or- 
dered to  purchase  the  goods  of  Farquhar  and  did  make  the  purchase,  the 
whole  amounting  to  £63,605,  or  £7,586  10s.  Id.  sterling  money  ;  but  it 
also  appears  from  a  pamphlet  found  among  the  papers,  entitled  **  Report  of 
the  commissioners  on  the  petition  of  Peter  Trezevant,  Milledgeville,  1842," 
that  these  goods  were  never  paid  for  by  Davies  and  Stone,  or  either  of 
them,  and  that  if  Davies  received  these  certificates  from  Governor  Treutlin 
for  that  purpose,  he  committed  a  breach  of  trust,  and  used  them  for  some 
other  purpose.  It  appears  from  this  pamphlet,  which  is  the  republication 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  legislature  pi  Georgia  upon  a  claim  made  against 
the  State  by  the  legal  representatives  of  the  said  Robert  Farquhar  for  the 
amount  of  the  goods  sold  to  Davies  and  Stone,  that  the  legislature  admitted 
the  justness  of  the  claim,  and  at  one  time  ordered  its  payment ;  that  audi- 
tor's certificates  were  authorized  to  be  issued  and  were  issued  to  Peter  Treze- 
vant, wlio  married  the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Farquhar,  for  the  above 
amount  of  £7,586  10^  Id. ;  but  it  also  appears  that  these  certificates  had 
not  been  paid  by  Georgia  as  late  as  1840. 

From  the  most  deliberate  examination  of  the  subject  I  have  been  able  to 
^ve  it,  the  conclusion  is  forced  upon  ray  mind  that  instead  of  using  the  cer- 
tificates entrusted  to  them  by  Governor  Treutlin,  if  they  were  so  entrusted, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  goods  they  had  purchased  of  Farquhar, 
by  the  order  of  the  governor  and  council,  Davies  and  Stone  must  have  used 
them  for  their  own  purposes,  and  most  likely  sent  them  to  Leroy  &  Bayard, 
of  Philadelphia,  with  whom  it  is  not  improbable  they  had  des<lings. 

In  one  ot  the  letters  from  Savannah,  which  accompanies  the  report  of 
Secretary  Hamilton  on  this  subject,  that  of  Mr.  Steick,  it  is  stated  that  Da- 
vies kept  both  the  goods  purchased  of  Farc^uahar  and  the  certificates. 

From  the  time  when,  in  1792,  the  committee  of  Congress  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  made  adverse  reports,  no  movement  seems  to  have  been 
made  by  the  holders  of  these  certificates  down  to  the  year  1816,  a  period 
of  twenty-four  years.  During  all  this  time  the  decisions  and  reports  made 
upon  them  were  acquiesced  in.  In  the  meantime  the  forty-three  certificates 
first  heard  of  in  the  possession  of  Leroy  &  Bayard,  had  passed  into  the  hands 
of  Richard  Piatt,  of  New  York,  who  was  the  treasurer  of  the  Ohio  com- 
pany, and  upon  whose  failure,  it  appears,  these  certificates,  with  other 
property,  passed  to  the  said  company  in  part  payment  of  what  was  due 
from  their  treasurer. 

It  further  appears  that  they  came  into  the  possession  of  Col.  Bf^njamin 
Tallmadge  as  treasurer  of  said  company,  who,  on  the  5th  of  March,  1815, 
transferred  them  to  John  Delafield.  This  transfer,  it  seems,  was  not  b- 
tended  to  change  the  ownership  of  the  certificates,  Mr.  Delafield  being  a 
stockholder  in  said  company,  whose  property  they  still  remained.  The 
transfer  may  be  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  Mr.  Tallmadge  was  a 
member  of  the  Congress  which  commenced  its  session  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  following  December ;  that  to  this  Congress  John  Delafield  petitioned 
for  relief  in  the  premises,  and  that  Mr.  Tallmadge  had  become  chairman  of 
the  committee  to  whom  his  petition  was  referred. 

As  chairman  of  that  committee  he  .at  the  first  session  made  a  favorable 
report,  which  not  having  been  acted  on  by  the  House,  the  same  petition 
was  presented  at  the  next  session,  referred  to  the  same  committee  and  ano- 
ther favorable  report  made  by  the  same  chairman,  which  met  a  like  fate 
with  the  former.  .  ^  . 
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The  inquiry  is  here  forced  upon  us,  why  it  was  that  after  these  certificates 
were  rejected  at  the  treasury  in  September,  1791,  on  the  g^round  that 
Davies  had  no  authority  to  countersign  them,  the  owners  Leroy  &  Bayard, 
or  those  into  whose  hands  they  subsequently  passed,  did  not  take  some 
sicpa  lo  sliow  that  he  (Davies)  had  at  least  countersigned  them  by  order  o/ 
Governor  Treutlin,  and  that  they  hrd  been  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  United 
States.  Nothing  of  the  kind  appears  to  have  been  attempted  until  1816| 
twenty-five  years  after,  when  Governor  Treutlin  and  others  who  must  have 
been  able  to  speak  with  some  degree  of  confidence  upon  the  subject,  had 
gone  down  to  the  tomb,  or  forgotten  tjie  circumstances. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  not,  however,  thus  negligent,  bat 
was  diligent  in  obtaining  all  the  information  upon  the  subject  which  could 
be  collected,  the  result  of  which  he  has  stated  in  his  report  hereto  annexed. 

It  is  presumable  that  after  the  rejection  of  these  certificates  at  the  treasoij 
in  1791,  and  the  reports  made  against  them  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasmy 
and  the  committee  of  Congress,  the  certificates  could  not  have  beei 
estimated  very  highly ;  this  idea  is  strengthened  by  a  resolution  adopted  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Ohio  company  at  Philadelphia,  10th  May,  1792,  which  is 
in  the  following  words:  *'It  is  further  resolved,  that  it  be  entirely  in  the 
discretion  of  the  treasurer  to  sell  or  retain  the  loan  ofiSce  certificates  coun- 
tersigned £.  Davies  as  he  shall  think  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the 
company — provided  always  t^at  the  sale  of  the  said  certificates  shall  ke 
made  on  such  conditions  as  not  to  subject  the  company  to  refund  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  if  the  certificates  shall  not  prove  obligatory  on  the  Umted 
States.

But  all  this  aside,  the  question  arises,  are  the  United  States  legally  or 
morally  bound  to  pay  these  certificates?  I  can  find  nothmg  in  thi^  office, 
nor  among  the  papers  presented  by  the  claimant,  to  give  it  a  complexion 
different  from  what  it  wore  when  it  was  reported  upon  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  in  1792,  by  Mr.  Little  in  the  House,  March  3,  1826;  by 
Mr.  Shepley  in  the  Senate,  January  6,  1836,  and  by  Mr.  Jamagin  in  the 
Senate,  January  29, 1844.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Wil- 
liam Smithy  of  Baltimore  town,  in  the  State  of  Maryland^  respectfuUf/ 
submits  the  following  report : 

The  resolutions  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  which  re- 
^ct  the  issuing  of  certificates  commonly  called  loan-office  certificates,  make 
it  necessary  that  they  should  be  previously  countersigned  by  certain  officers

^dmomiDated  ciooDmissioners  of  loans,  who  were  to  be  appointed  under  the 
4inthority  of  the  particular  States.  '  After  diligent  inquiry  within  the  State 
-of  Georeia,  no  evidence  has  been  obtained  either  of  the  appointment  of  E. 
Davies  mie  person  b]^  whom  the  certificates  in  question  were  countersigned) 
to  the  offiee  of  commissioner  of  loans  for  that  State,  or  that  he  was  ever 
known  or  reputed  to  have  acted  in  that  capacity.  The  reverse  of  this, 
indeed,  appears  from  various  communications  to  the  treasury,  copies  and 
extracts  of  which  are  contained  in  the  schedule  herewith  transmitted.  It 
is  to  be  remarked  that  E.  Davies  does  not  even  style  himself  commissioner 
of  loans,  but,  instead  of  this,  adds  to  his  signature  the  words  **  by  order  of 
J.  A.  Treutlin,  Governor  of  Georgia." 

The  certificates,  however,  are  siened  by  the  proper  officer,  and  all  such 
as  have  appeared  are  genuine,  and  interest,  as  alleged  in  the  petition,  has 
been  paid  upcm  them  by  the  late  treasurer  of  the  United  States,  as  in  other 
cases.  A  number  of  those  certificates  have  been  offered  to  the  present  com* 
missioner  of  loans  for  the  State  of  Georgia,  to  be  subscribed  pursuant  to  the 
act  making  provision  for  the  debt  of  the  United  States,  and  upon  a  reference 
to  the  treasury  by  that  officer  have  been  directed  to  be  refused. 

The  reasons  for  this  direction  are  substantially  as  follows:  The  certifi- 
cates in  question  having  been  irregularly  issued,  and  without  the  requisites 
prescribed  by  the  acts  of  Congress,  were,  of  course,  in  the  first  instance, 
not  obligatory  upon  the  United  States.  The  subsequent  payment  of  inter* 
est  upon  them  by  an  executive  officer,  without  the  sanction  of  any  order  or 
resolution  of  Congress,  could  not  confer  validity  upon  a  claim  originally 
destitute  of  it,  though  it  might  occasion  hardship  to  individuals,  who,  upon 
the  credit  of  that  payment,  may  have  been  induced  to  become  possessors 
of  those  certificates  for  valuable  consideration. 

There  are  examples  of  the  payment  of  interest,  by  the  mistakes  of  public 
-ofiBcers,  upon  counterfeit  and  forged  certificates.  It  seems  to  be  clear,  that 
such  payments  cannot  render  vahd  or  obligatory  certificates  of  that  descrip- 
tion ;  and  yet  a  similar  hardship  to  those  which  have  been  mentioned,  would 
attend  those  who  may  have  aflerward  become  possessed  of  them  for  valu- 
able consideration ;  nor  does  there  occur  any  distinction  between  the  effect 
of  each  payment  in  the  one  and  in  the  other  case.  Between  individuals, 
the  payment  of  mterest  by  an  agent  upon  the  presumed  but  not  real  obli- 
gation of  his  principal,  either  through  mistake  or  otherwise,  without  special 
authority  of  the  principal,  could  certainly  give  no  new  validity  to  such  an 
obligation;  and  the  same  rules  of  right  govern  cases  between  the  public  and 
individuals. 

These  considerations  were  deemed  conclusive  against  the  admission  of 
those  certificates  under  the  powers  vested  in  the  officers  of  the  treasury.  It 
remains  for  the  legislature  to  decide  how  far  there  are  considerations  stroujg 
enough  to  induce  a  special  interposition  in  their  favor.  In  making  this 
decision,  the  following  circumstances  will,  it  is  presumed,  appear  to  deserve 
attention.  The  present  is  not  a  case  of  mere  informality.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  the  certificates  were  issued  for  any  purpose  of  the  United 
States;  the  contrary,  indeed,  is  stated  to  be  the  fact.  Their  amount  is  not 
positivelv  ascertained,  no  account  of  the  issues  having  ever  been  rendered, 
ithough  there  is  no  appearance  of  any  considerable  sums  bemg  afloat.

The  claims  of  this  class  are  founded  on  certificates  commonly  calkd  lou 
office  certificates,  signed  <<  Samuel  Hillegas/'  and  countersigned  '<by  order 
of  J.  A.  Treutlb,  esq..  Governor  of  Georgia,  E.  Davies."  These  certifi- 
cates form  a  part  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  ¥« 
sent  from  the  treasury  on  the  24th  September,  1777,  to  Georgia,  under  tlie 
care  of  Capt.  Cosmo  Medici,  and  intended  for  the  loan  officers  there,  vbo 
were,  at  that  time  and  long  after,  William  O^Bryan  and  Nehemiah  Wade. 
£.  Davies  was  never  recognised  or  known  as  an  officer  of  the  Uiiited 
States ;  on  the  contrary,  it  appears,  from  such  information  as  could  be 
collected,  that  he  was  only  a  temporary  agent  for  the  State,  employed  to 
purchase  a  quantity  of  Indian  goods;  and  that,  to  enable  him  to  effect ttns 
object,  a  sum  was  placed  in  his  hands  in  certificates,  which,  by  an  order  of 
council,  he  was  authorized  to  issue.  These  probably  were  the  certificates 
now  under  consideration,  and  it  is  therefore  presumable  that  the  State  of 
Georgia  has  had  the  benefit  of  them. 

For  remarks  more  in  detail  on  the  subject  of  these  certificates,  reference 
is  prayed  to  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  dated  the  28th  Mardi, 
1792,  on  the  petition  of  William  Smith,  a  copy  of  said  report  being  filed 
with  said  claims.

At  the  time  of  these  reports  our  knowledge  of  Florida  was  not  as  exten- 
sive or  as  accurate  as  it  is  now,  nor  our  knowledge  of  the  use  of  steam  as  a 
motive  power  for  sea-going  vessels.  On  these  accounts  I  believe  Purveys 
at  this  time  would  yield  a  more  practical  and  a  less  costly  plan  than  the 
one  referred  to  in  those  reports.

MESSAGE     . 

FROM    THR 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

With  d  report  oj  the  Secretary  of  State,  accompanied  by  a  communication 
from  the  Spanish  Minister j  claiming  indemnity  for  Spanish  subjects 
who  sustained  injury  in  the  popular  tumult  at  jfew  Orleans,  in  August 
last.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

I  transmit  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  a  report  from  the  Secretary 
of  State,  accompanied  by  a  communication  from  his  excellency  Senor  Don 
A.  Calderon  de  la  Barca,  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipoten- 
tiary of  her  Catholic  Majesty,  claiming  indemnity  for  those  Spanish  sub- 
jects in  New  Orleans  who  sustained  injury  from  the  unlawful  violence  of 
the  mob  in  that  city,  consequent  upon  hearing  the  news  of  the  execution  of 
those  persons  who  unlawfully  invaded  Cuba  in  August,  1851.  My  own 
views  of  the  national  liability  upon  this  subject  were  expressed  in  the  note 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  Mr.  Calderon,  of  the  13th  November,  1851, 
and  I  do  not  understand  that  her  Catholic  Majesty^s  minister  controverts 
the  correctness  of  the  position  there  taken.  He,  however,  insists  that  the 
13th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1795,  promises  indemnity  for  such  injuries 
sustained  w^ithin  one  year  after  the  commencement  of  war  between  the  two 
nations ;  and  although  he  admits  this  is  not  within  the  letter  of  the  treaty, 
yet  he  conceives  that,  as  between  two  friendly  nations,  it  is  within  the 
spirit  of  it. 

This  view  of  the  case  is,  at  his  request,  submitted  for  your  considera- 
tion. But  whether  you  may  deem  it  correct  or  not,  there  is  perhaps  one 
ground  upon  which  this  indemnity,  which  cannot  be  large  in  amount,  may 
be  granted  without  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent,  and  the  granting  of 
which  would  commend  itself  to  the  generous  feeling  of  the  entire  country, 
and  that  is  this :  the  Queen  of  Spain,  with  a  magnanimity  worthy  of  all 
commendation,  i|  a  case  where  we  had  no  legal  right  to  solicit  the  favor, 
granted  a  free  pardon  to  the  persons  who  had  so  unjustifiably  invaded  her 
dominions  and  murdered  her  subjects  in  Cuba  in  violation  of  her  own  laws, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  United  States,  and  the  public  law  of  nations.  Such 
an  act  of  mercy,  which  restored  many  misguided  and  unfortunate  youths 
of  this  country  to  their  parents  and  friends,  seems  to  me  to  merit  some  cor- 
responding act  of  magnanimity  and  generosity  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment of  this  country ;  and  I  think  that  there  can  be  none  more  appropriate 
than  to  grant  an  indemnity  to  those  Spanish  subjects  who  were  resident 
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among  us  and  ^ho  suffered  by  the  violence  of  the  mob,  not  on  account  of 
any  fault  which  they  themselves  had  committed,  but  because  they  were 
the  subjects  of  the  Queen  of  Spain.  Such  an  act  would  tend  to  confirm 
that  friendship  which  has  so  long  existed  between  the  two  nations,  and  to 
perpetuate  it  as  a  blessing  to  both ;  and  I  therefore  commend  it  to  your 
favorable  consideration.

In  pursuance  of  his  duty,  the  undersigned,  Envoy  Extraordinary  and 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  her  Catholic  Majesty,  informed  his  government 
in  due  time,  that  in  consequence  of  the  jury  at  New  Orleans  not  having 
T)een  able  to  agree,  they  had  not  succeeded  in  proving  who  had  been  the 
instigators  of  the  riot  which  had  been  excited  in  that  city  against  Spanish 
subjects  in  August  last,  and  that  the  instigators  aforesaid  had,  therefore, 
Remained  unpunished. 

Her  Catholic  Majesty^s  government  has,  in  reply,  given  instructions  to 
the  undersigned,  in  consideration  of  which  he  proceeds  to  submit  to  the 
noble  rectitude  of  the  honorable  Daniel  Webster  some  few  remarks,  which 
he  flatters  himself  will  receive  his  attention. 

The  above  mentioned  case,  the  fact  of  there  havmg  been  no  agreement, 
neither  on  the  part  of  the  jury  in  the  trial  against  the  instigators  and  actors 
in  the  piratical  expedition  which  was  repulsed  at  Cardenas,  and  the  recent 
■disagreement  likewise  of  the  New  York  jury,  in  the  suit  which  had  been 
instituted  there  against  O'Sullivan,  the  Hungarian  Schlessinger,  Captain 
Lewis  and  others,  of  which  the  two  last  mentioned  had  not  only  formed 
part  of  the  Cardenas  expedition,  but  also  of  that  which  the  steamer  Cleo- 
patra had  proposed  to  convey,  and  of  the  one  that  landed  at  Bahia  Honda 
§ave  naturally  given  cause  to  doubt  whether  her  majesty's  subjects  vk 
•were  robbed  of  their  property  in  New  Orleans,  will  obtain  from  the  loa 
authorities  of  that  place,  the  just  compensation  which  they  claim.    Tk 
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government  of  her  Ciitholic  Majesty  has  considered  the  principle  laid  down 
by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  in  his  note  of  the  13th  of  November 
last,  that  foreigners  must  subject  themselves  to  the  laws  which  are  in  force 
in  the  country  which  they  have  selected  for  carrying  on  business  in,  and  it 
does  not  pretend  to  controvert  them,  seeing  that  the  application  of  those 
laws  must  be  reciprocal.  There  is,  however,  with  due  deference  be  it  said, 
a  striking  difference  between  the  occurrences  in  question  and  ordinary  indi- 
vidual wrongs.  The  only  origin  and  exclusive  cause  of  all  the  disasters 
that  the  subjects  of  her  Catholic  Majesty  experienced  in  New  Orleans  in  the 
month  of  August  last,  was  the  invasion  of  the  island  of  Cuba  by  American 
•citizens,  organized,  equipped  and  armed  for  that  purpose  in  the  territory  of 
the  United  States,  in  spite  of  the  warnings  of  the  upright  supreme  magis- 
trate of  the  republic,  and  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  m  defiance  of  moral 
precepts  and  the  laws  of  nations. 

The  personal  outrages  and  plunder  of  houses  and  business  establishments 
belonging  to  the  subjects  of  her  Catholic  Majesty  were  not  the  effect  of  a 
riotous  attack  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  New  Orleans ;  they  were 
not  individual  acts  perpetrated  without  cause  upon  individuals.  The  most 
active  abettors  and  actors  in  those  lamentable  scenes  were  citizens  of  the 
United  States  who  had  assembleU  in  that  city  from  various  parts  of  the 
Union,  with  arms  in  hand,  and  who  were  watching  for  an  opportunity  to 
embark  and  follow  those  who  had  preceded  them,  for  the  purpose  of  seizing 
the  island  of  Cuba,  where,  with  this  object  in  view,  they  had  in  a  perfid- 
ious manner  introduced  war,  and  spilled  the  blood  of  those  who  had  per- 
formed the  sacred  duty  of  defending  their  soil.  In  short,  the  plundering 
of  the  property  of  Spaniards  in  New  Orleans  was  an  episode.  It  was  one 
of  the  consequences  of  the  bloody  and  illegal  invasion  of  a  friendly  terri- 
tory in  the  midst  of  peace.  Those  who  took  part  in  the  drama  dispersed 
— they  cannot  be  reached — and  even  if  they  were,  and  these  persons  should 
be  identified  afler  long  litigations  and  consequent  expenses  on  the  part  of 
the  claimants,  the  latter  have  no  means  of  obtaining  redress  for  the  dam- 
ages sustained.  Not  wishing  to  weary  the  attention  of  the  Secretary,  be- 
cause he  thinks  it  unnecessary,  the  undersigned  will  not  quote  what  Vattel 
(Book  II.)  and  other  more  modern  writers  on  common  law  have  written  in 
favor  of  the  claimants.  For  the  same  reason  he  will  likewise  abstain  from 
alluding  to  the  spirit  of  the  treaty  of  1795,  and  will  only  refer  to  the  thir- 
teenth article  of  the  same,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

**  Foj  the  better  promoting  of  commerce  on  both  sides  it  is  agreed  that 
if  a  war  should  break  out  between  the  said  two  nations,  one  year  after  the 
proclamation  of  war  shall  be  allowed  to  the  merchants,  in  the  cities  and 
towns  where  they  shall  live,  for  collecting  and  transporting  their  goods  and 
merchandize,  and  if  any  thing  be  taken  from  them,  or  any  injury  be  done 
ihemy  within  that  term  by  either  party,  or  the  people  or  subjects  of  either, 
jfrdl  satisfaction  shall  be  made  for  the  same  by  the  government.^* 

If,  then,  it  is  agreed  that  the  government  is  the  party  which  must  make 
redress  for  injuries  occasioned,  even  one  year  after  a  formal  declaration  of 
i^ar,  it-appears  to  the  undersigned  that  a  fortiori  this  obligation  loses  none 
of  its  force,  but,  on  the  contrary,  when  the  damages  have  been  occasioned 
by  the  people  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in  time  of  profound 
peace,  not  against  this  or  that  individual,  but  against  a  whole  class  of  men ; 
not  in  consequence  of  private  wrongs,  which  are  within  the  pale  of  the 
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jurisdiction  of  ordinary   tribunals,   but  from  deadly  hatred  against  tlie 
nationality  of  the  parties  aggrieved. 

If  these  reflections  should  succeed  in  inducing  the  honorable  Secretary  of 
State  to  look  upon  the  question  in  this  light,  and  in  doing  so  he  should  fur- 
ther take  into  consideration  the  friendly  relations  which  happily  exist  be- 
tween the  two  countries,  the  undersigned  does  not  hesitate  in  flattering 
himself  that  the  Hon.  Daniel  Webster  will  find,  in  his  equity  and  wisdom, 
the  generous  remedy  that  the  condition  to  which  several  peaceful,  industii- 
ous,  and  honorable  Spaniards  have  been  reduced  by  violence  in  New  Or- 
leans requires.  The  undersigned  cherishes  a  hope  that  his  Excellency  the 
President  will  be  pleased  to  give  his  assistance  by  recommending  to  Coih 
gress  the  appropriation  of  the  necessary  funds  for  this  purpose,  as  he  re- 
commended in  the  instance  of  the  promised  indemnity  to  the  consul,  Dod 
Ignacio  Laborde.  From  the  magnanimous  sense  of  justice  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  .the  Union,  one  cannot  but  confidently  hope  that  such  recom- 
mendation will  be  attended  to.  In  the  meanwhile  the  undersigned  avaik 
himself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  the  Hon.  Daniel  Webster  the  a^ 
surances  of  his  most  distinguished  consideration.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  11th  instant, 
directing  me  to  report  to  the  Senate  whether  any  portion  of  the  public 
domain  on  the  island  of  Santa  Cruz,  in  the  State  of  California,  has  beep 
leased  to  any  person  or  persons  ;  and  if  so,  to  furnish  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate  a  copy  of  the  lease,  together  with  any  leeal  o])inion  that  may  have 
been  given  regarding  the  power  to  lease  the  public  domain,  and  to  state 
under  what  law  of  the  United  States  such  lease  may  have  been  made,  I 
have  the  honor  to  state  that  according  to  authentic  maps  and  charts  of  the 
Pacific  coast,  there  are  a  number  of  islands  in  the  Pacific  ocean  off  the 
coast  of  that  portion  of  Upper  California  which  was  acquired  by  the  United 
States  in  virtue  of  the  treaty  with  the  republic  of  Mexico,  concluded  at 
Guadalupe  Hidalgo,  on  the  2d  of  February,  1848.  That  nearly  due  south 
of  the  town  of  Santa  Barbara,  and  about  twenty-five  miles  distant  from  the 
coast,  there  is  one  known  by  the  name  of  Santa  Cruz.  Some  weeks  ago, 
Mr.  Alexander  G.  Abell,  of  San  Francisco,  applied  to  me  for  a  lease  of 
this  island.  *  I  at  once  informed  him  that  as  Congress  alone  had  the  power 
to  dispose  of  the  public  domain,  I  did  ngt  conceive  that  I  was  authorized 
to  make  a  lease  of  any  portion  of  it  which  would  interfere  in  any  way  with 
the  free  exercise  of  that  power,  and  therefore  declined  acceding  to  his  pro- 
position. 

Upon  further  examination  and  leflection,  however,  I  conceived  it  to  be 
proper  to  enter  into  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Abell  which,  whilst  it  tends 
to  promote  the  public  interest,  is  not,  in  my  judgment,  obnoxious  to  the 
objection  of  interference  with  the  appropriate  powers  and  duties  of  Con- 


The  treaty  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo  issUent  in  regard  to  the  islands  on  the 
coast  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the  United  States,  and  there  is  no  certainty 
that  the  island  in  question  was  ever  in  the  actual  occupation  of  Mexico.  I 
had  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  United  States  did  acquire  a  lawful  title  to 
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the  islands  as  incidents  to  the  main  land,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  above  re- 
ferred to.  But  apprehending,  from  the  remoteness  of  this  particular  island 
from  the  coast,  and  from  the  fact  that  it  is  well  supplied  with  wood  and 
water,  and  is  said  to  possess  a  good  harbor,  that  it  might  be  an  object  of 
interest  to  citizens  of  other  countries,  or  to  adventurers  from  our  own,  who 
might  create  embarrassments  by  setting  up  conflicting  claims  of  jurisdiction 
and  title,  T  deemed  it  prudent  to  cause  actual  possession  to  be  taken  of  it 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  For  this  purpose  I  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  Mr.  Abell,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  communicated  to 
the  Senate.  From  an  inspection  of  this  agreement  ijt  will  be  seen  that  it 
authorizes  Mr.  Abell  to  take  possession  of  the  island  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  to  hold  and  enjoy  it  for  one  year,  subject, 
however,  to  the  power  of  Congress  at  any  moment  to  annul  the  contraa 
without  the  consent  of  Mr.  Abell,  It  will  be  seen  that,  although  the  form 
of  a  lease  was  adopted,  great  care  was  taken  to  avoid  interfering  with  tlie 
right  of  Congress  at  any  time  to  exercise  tiomplete  control  over  the  whole 
subject,  and  that  form  was  adopted  because,  from  the  established  principles 
regulating  the  relation  of  tenant  and  landlord,  Mr.  Abell  and  all  claimin^^ 
under  him  would  be  precluded  from  setting- up  any  claim  of  title  adverse  tc^ 
the  United  States. 

I  did  not  regard  the  subject  as  of  sufficient  importance  to  call  for  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  as  to  the  extent  of  my  authority  in  tie 
premises,  though  I  mentioned  the  subject  to  him  orally,  and 'I  acted  from  a 
conviction  that  I  was  doing  what  would  very  probably  avoid  many  embar- 
rassing disputes  in  the  future,  and  could  be  obnoxious  to  no  valid  objertioD> 
though  it  may  possibly  disappoint  the  cupidity  of  adventurous  speculators.

This  indenture,  made  and  entered  into  at  the  city  of  Washincrton,  by 
and  between  Alexander  H.  H.  Stuart,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  acting  for 
and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States  of  America,  of  the  first  part,  and  Alex- 
ander G.  Abell,  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  State  of  California,  of 
the  second  part,  witnesseth :  That  whereas  by  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe 
Hidalgo,  between  the  United  Stales  of  America  and  the  republic  of  Mexico, 
the  said  United  States  acquired  title  and  ownership,  among  other  posses- 
sions, to  an  island  in  the  Pacific  oc^an,  known  by  the  name  of  Santa  Cruz, 
lying  adjacent  to  the  coast  of  Upper  California  and  being  about  twenty-four 
miles  nearly  due  south  from  the  town  of  Santa  Barbara,  in  the  State  of 
California,  the  same  being  more  particularly  described,  according  to  a  chart 
now  in  Ihe  office  of  the  United  States  coast  survey,  "  compiled  from  Span- 
ish surveys,  the  charts  of  Vancouver  and  other  authorities,  published  by 
James  Ineray,  London,  1849,'*  as  being  between  the  parallels  of  thirty-four 
degrees,  and  thirty-four  degrees  and  twelve  minutes  of  north  latitude,  and 
the  meridians  of  one  hundred  and-nineteen  degrees  and  twenty  minutes,  an<l 
one  hundred  and  nineteen  degrees  and  forty-two  minutes  of  longitude,  west 
from  Greenwich ;  and  whereas  it  is  represented  and  believed,  flat  the  said 
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island  is  not  lawfully  occupied  or  claimed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  other 
nation  or  individual,  and  that  no  just  or  lej^al  claim  whatsoever  exists 
thereto,  on  the  part  of  any  individual ;  and  whereas  it  is  believed  that  it 
will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  United  States  that  actual  possession  should 
be  taken  thereof  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  States. 

Now,  therefore,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hath  leased,  and,  by 
these  presents,  doth  hereby  lease,  demise,  farm  and  let  unto  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  his  heirs,  administrators  and  assigns,  for  his  or 
their  own  exclusive  use  and  l)enefit,  the  said  island  called  Santa  Cruz,  with 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  appertaining  thereto  ;  and  doth  hereby  autho- 
rize the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  his  heirs,  administrators  and  assigns, 
irt  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  to  take  and  hold  posses- 
sion thereof  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  further  thereafter  until  the  Con- 
gress ot  the  United  States  shall  by  law  provide  for  the  survey  and  sale  of 
the  lands  contained  in  the  said  island,  and  the  same  shall  be  disposed  of  in 
accordance  therewith ;  or  until  Congress  shall  otherwise  order  and  direct, 
upon  the  following  conditions,  viz  :  That  for,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
foregoing,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  doth  hereby  agree  and  bind 
himself,  his  heir§,  administrators  and  assigns,  to  take  and  hold  possession 
of  the  said  island,  for  and  on  behalf  of,  and  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  as  the  tenant  or  tenants  thereof;  and,  as  a  further  consideration,  to 
pay  unto  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  unto  his  successors  in  office, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum  as  rent  therefor,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  and  understood  by  and  between  both  the  par- 
ties to  this  indenture,  that  if,  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  any 
portion  or  portions  of  said  island  shall  be  found  necessary  for  the  military, 
naval,  light-house,  or  other  public  purposes  of  the  United  States,  the 
proper  officer  of  the  United  States  shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  and  hold  pos- 
session of  any  such  portion  or  portions  of  said  island,  without  let  or  hmd- 
rance  from  the  party  of  the  second  part ;  and  it  being  expressly  understood 
that  this  lease  and  permission  to  occupy  said  island,  is  made  subject  to  the 
authority  of  Congress  at  any  time  to  annul  the  same,  and  also  to  the  legal 
or  equitable  claim  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may  have  claimed,  or  who 
may  now  or  hereafter  claim  or  occupy  any  portion  or  portions  thereof,  and 
is  intended  in  no  wise  to  impair  or  prejudice  any  such  pre-existing  legal  or 
equitable  claim,  or  to  interfere  with  any  disposition  which  Congress  may 
desire  to  make  of  the  same. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names  and  affixed 
our  respective  official  and  private  seals,  in  duplicate,  this  seventh  day  of 
June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two.

I  beg  also  to  commend  this  report  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate,  as 
affording,  it  is  hoped,  satisfactory  information  on  the  points  which  are  the 
subjects  of  special  inquiry,  as  well  as  on  Uie  utility  and  importance  of  the 
work  in  general.

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ANSWER  TO  RESOLUTION  OF  INQUIRY. 

1.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  JS^avy  he  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate, 
where,  and  at  lohat  observatory,  the  observations  and  calculations  for  tht 
^*  JSTautical  Jllmanac^^  arc  made. 

This  inquiry  comprises  several  distinct  interrogatories,  which,  with  your 
permission,  I  will  answer  separately. 

The  calculations  of  the  Nautical  Almanac  are  made  at  no  observaton. 
and  have  no  direct  connection  with,  or  dependence  on  the  current  duty  n: 
any  particular  observatory.  The  daily  duties  of  observatories,  and  of  of- 
fices like  this,  of  the  "Nautical  Almanac  and  Astronomical  Ephemeris," 
are  perfectly  distinct  from  each  other.  The  business  of  the  observatory 
proper,  is  to  record  events  and  appearances,  and  to  make  the  calcidatior.s 
requisite  to  render  these  records  immediately  useful  to  the  astronomer;  i* 
also  endeavors  to  add  to  the  sum  of  knowledge  by  the  discovery  of  new 
facts,  and  the  observation  of  new  truths  and  phenomena,  as  exemplified  by 
the  frequent  discovery  of  planets  and  comets,  and  the  constant  observalion 
of  those,  the  periods  of  which  are  still  to  be  investigated — by  the  study  ol 
the  nature  of  comets,  of  the  rings  of  Saturn,  of  the  comparative  brightnt-ss 
of  stars  and  planets,  &c. 

The  business  of  the  office  of  a  "Nautical  Almanac  and  Astrooomiial 
Ephemeris,"  is  to  predict,  one  or  more  years  in  advance,  the  events  an.' 
phenomena,  the  actual  occurrence  of  which  the  obsen^atory  records,  ami 
which  the  navigator  compares,  observes  and  calculates  while  on  the  other- 
wise pathless  sea,  in  order  to  pass  in  safety  from  country  to  country. 

The  calculations  of  the  Nautical  Almanac  are  made  principally  at  Cam- 
bridge, the  residence  of  the  present  superintendent,  where  the  printing  of 
the  work  can  be  conducted  most  expeditiously,  most  economically,  ami, 
what  is  still  more  important,  most  accurately  ;  and  where  convenient  refer- 
ence can  be  had  to  the  best  scientific  libraries  of  the  country,  an  indispen- 
sable aid  in  laying  the  permanent  foundation  of  a  work  of  this  magnitude 
and  importance. 

But  as  the  superintendent  of  the  almanac  has  succeeded  in  engaging  thr 
limited  services  of  some  distinguished  mathematicians  and  astronomers  m 
other  parts  of  the  Union,  a  portion  of  the  computations  have  been  maiie 
elsewhere  ;  for  example,  by  Professor  Winlock,  of  Kentucky ;  by  Mr.  Sear< 
C.  Walker,  of  Washington ;  by  Professor  Kendall,  of  Philadelphia  ;  by  Pro- 
fessor Smith,  of  the  Wesleyan  University,  at  Middletown ;  and  by  Mis> 
Mitchell,  of  Nantucket. 

The  observations  used  by  the  Nautical  Almanac,  Ihat  is  the  observati^i.^ 
on  which  the  fundamental  laws  of  astronomical  prediction  are  based,  have 
not  been  made  at  one  observatory,  but  at  all  observatories;  not  at  or.»* 
place,  but  at  all  places  of  correct  and  well  attested  observation  on  tit 
globe  ;  not  at  one  time,  but  in  all  times  of  authentic  history. 

2.  Why  the  same  are  not  made  at  the  JVational  Observatory  at  Washing- 
ton ? 

Whenever,  in  the  progress  of  theoretical  investigation,  or  inconsequen(t 
of  entirely  new  discoveries,  or  for  the  purpose  of  anticipating  the  offici.h 
publication  of  printed  volumes,  it  has  been  occasionally  desirable  and  exjK^- 

ent  to  have  recourse  to  an  observatory,  the  national  observatory  at  Wask- 
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ington  is  the  only  one  to  which  the  superintendent  of  the  almanac  has 
applied  for  information. 

The  superintendent  of  the  national  observatory  has  been  requested,  for 
example,  to  make  some  meridian  observations  of  stars  of  comparison,  which 
were  used  in  the  reduction  of  those  observations  of  the  planet  Mars  which 
Lave  been  made  during  the  last  hundred  years  at  the  Greenwich  observatory ; 
to  test  by  immediate  observations  the  accuracy  of  the  elements  of  the  new 
planet  Iris ;  to  furnish  from  the  records  of  the  observatory  certain  infor- 
mation in  anticipation  of  the  next  printed  volume  of  the  **  Washington 
observations ;"  and  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  observers  towards  the 
new  planets  discovered  since  the  year  1827,  concerning  which  astronomical 
history  supplies,  of  course,  no  information,  and  concerning  which  all  our 
knowledge  is  to  be  gleaned  from  future  observation. 

But  it  is  the  printed  and  published  transactions  of  this  and  other  obser- 
vatories, in  which  the  observations,  &c.,  are  given  to  the  world  in  their 
reduced  and  complete  and  final  form,  that  are  employed  in  the  large  com- 
putations of  the  almanac,  and  not  the  separate  observations  made  at  the 
various  instruments  from  day  to  day,  in  the  prosecution  of  a  great  scientific 
enterprise. 

3.  What  expenses  are  necessary  therefor^  except  the  pay  of  the  superin'- 
tendent  ? 

The  pay  of  computers,  the  cost  of  publication,  including  composition, 
press-work  and  correction,  paper,  books,  &c.,  &c.,  the  expense  of  stereo- 
typinor,  the  printing  of  auxiliary  tables  for  computation,  of  blanks,  of  in- 
structions, and  mathematical  formula  and  methods. 

4.  What  progress  has  been  made  towards  making  a  Ifautical  Alm-anac  ? 

The  first  volume  is  nearly  completed,  and  its  printing  far  advanced.  All 
the  main  and  heavy  computations  arc  done. 

The  progress  of  the  printing,  &c.,  is  necessarily  slow,  because  forms 
which  are  to  be  permanently  adopted,  are  now  for  the  first  time  decided 
upon,  and  because  in  a  work  of  such  a  character,  which  is  destined  essen- 
tially to  add  to  or  detract  from  the  scientific  reputation  of  the  nation,  it  is 
advisable  to  proceed  with  the  utmost  care  and  circumspection.  , 

o.  For  how  long  a  period  the  calculations  oj  the  first  almanac  arc  ex- 
pected to  extend  ? 

For  a  period  of  one  year ;  the  first  number  of  the  almanac  will  be  pub- 
lished in  the  year  1852",  for  the  year  1855. 

6.  Whether  it  is  necessary  to  the  perfection  of  the  Kautical  Almanac 
to  make  observations  at  more  than  one  observatory ;  and  if  so^  art  they 
Tnade  at  two  observatories ;  and  ifsOj  at  what  two? 

The  reply  to  this  question  is  partly  comprised  in  the  reply  to  the  first 
question  ;  but  it  should,  perhaps,  be  more  explicitly  said  that  no  obser- 
vatory, neither  that  at  Washington  nor  that  at   Cambridge,  as  has  been 
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suggested,  receives  any  portion  whatever  of  the  sum  appropriated  for  the 
"  Nautical  Almanac  in  any  way  whatever  ;  and  it  may  be  proper  to 
repeat,  that  no  connection  of  any  kind,  either  expressed  or  implied,  exists 
between  thi  Nautical  Almanac  and  the  observatory  at  Cambridge,  or  be- 
tween their  respective  directors  and  assistants. 

Discoveries  in  astronomy  and  accurate  observation  of  new  phenomena, 
are  equally  valuable  wherever  made.  The  optical  discovery  of  the  planet 
Neptune  was  not  less  interesting  and  available  to  American  astronomers  oil 
account  of  its.  being  made  at  Berlin,  than  it  would  have  been  if  made  at 
Washington  ;  and  the  identification  of  this  planet  with  Lalande's  star  of 
May  8  and  10,  1795,  was  not  less  important  and  useful  to  German  astroxh 
omers  because  first  announced  from  the  national  observatory  at  Wash- 
ington, than  if  the  merit  of  this  determination  had  belonged  to  the  obser- 
vatory at  Berlin, 

The  fundamental  laws  of  planetary  motion  which  form  the  basis  of  pre- 
diction in  the  pages  of  the  Nautical  Almanac,  result  from  the  study  and 
comparison  of  all  well  authenticated  observations  in  all  periods  of  history. 
The  theory  of  the  moon's  motion,  on  a  knowledge  of  which  depended  the 
answer  to  the  most  important  practical  question  ever  investigated  by  astron- 
omers, a  problem,  the  solution  of  which  was  indispensable  to  the  pro- 
gress, security  and  growth  of  commerce,  the  problem  of  determining  the 
longitude  at  sea,  and  for  which  the  British  House  of  Commons  offered  at 
one  time  a  reward  of  twenty  thousand  pounds  sterling,  has  been  confirmed 
by  the  discussion  of  the  observations  made  before  the  Christian  era,  by 
Hipparrhus  of  Rhodes. 

If  all  the  established  observatories  in  Europe  and  elsewhere,  published  to 
the  world  the  results  of  their  labors  in  the  same  convenient,  complete  and 
elegant  form  as  the  observatories  at  Washington  and  Greenwich,  they 
would  not  be  too  numerous  for  the  wants  of  those  astronomers  who  devote 
their  attention  to  the  improvement  of  the  theories  of  pl.inetary  motion. 
And  it  is  from  these  published  volumes,  of  whatever  date,  that  the  almanac 
derives  its  useful  and  serviceable  facts  and  information. 

The  "Washington  Observations"  of  1846,  have  supplied  the  mean  places 
of  what  are  called  the  "  fundamental  stars ;"  and  this  volume,  together 
with  subsequent  observations  at  the  same  instruments,  not  yet  printed, 
have  enabled  computers  to  employ  a  more  exact  measure  of  the  sun's 
diameter. 

For  this  and  similar  reasons,  it  has  been  correctly  said  that  the  national 
observatory  now  contributes  to  the  general  sum  of  the  requisite  materials 

for  making  an  almanac  of  our  own. 

• 

7.  Whether  any  persons  except  the  superintendent  have  been  paid  far 
services  in  preparing  the  ^^Mauticai  Mmanac^^^  and  if  sOy  how  many^  and 
what  compensation  have  they  received? 

A  list  of  the  computers  and  other  persons  employed  in  the  office  of  the 
Nautical  Almanac  is  hereunto  annexed,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  persons,  except  the  superintendent,  who  have  been  paid  for  services  in 
preparing  the  Nautical  Almanac,  and  the  compensation  they  have  received 
up  to  tha  last  payment. 
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8.  When  is  it  expected  that  a  Jfautical  Almanac  will  be  prepared  far 
publication  ? 

The  reply  to  No.  8,  is  contained  in  that  to  No.  4.  It  is  expected  that 
the  first  volume  will  be  ready  for  sale,  and  distributed  in  about  three  or 
five  months. 

9.  What  improvement^  if  any^  is  it  expected  the  American  JVautical 
Almanac,  when  published,  will  have  over  (he  English? 

The  American  Nautical  Almanac  has  made  in^provements  upon  the  English 
in  the  ephemeris  of  the  moon,  and  that  of  most  of  the  planets.  It  has  re- 
jected the  lunar  tables  of  Burckhardt  and  Damoiseau,  now  pronounced  ob- 
solete, and  has  constructed  lunar  tables  for  its  own  use,  which  embrace  the 
corrections  of  Professor  Airy  deduced  from  the  lunar  observations  made  at  the 
royal  observatory  of  Greenwich,  from  1750  to  1830,  and  the  corrections 
arising  from  the  discovery  of  Hansen.  It  is  only  necessary  to  turn  to  the  last 
published  volumes  of  the  Washington  or  Greenwich  observatory  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  errors  and  irregularities  that  abound  in  the  ephemeris 
of  the  moon,  very  often  extending  to  one-third  of  a  minute  of  arc.  The 
determination  of  the  longitude  at  sea,  however,  by  the  method  known  as 
^.*  the  lunar  observation,"  the  only  method  employed  in  the  common  practice 
of  navigators,  where  chronometers  are  wanting,  or  are  untrustworthy,  or  re- 
quire verification  or  examination  of  their  rates,  depends  essentially  and  in- 
trinsically upon  the  accuracy  of  the  moon's  predicted  place.  Now,  this  error 
of  one-third  of  a  minute  of  arc  involves  an  error  of  ten  miles  in  the  de- 
termination of  a  ship's  longitude  at  sea. 

The  lunar  tables  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  Nautical  Almanac,  reduce 
the  average  errors  in  the  moon's  place  as  derived  from  the  obsolete  tables 
and  given  in  the  British  Astronomical  Ephemeris  to  one-third  of  their  amount, 
and  a  distinguished  gentleman  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Miers  Fisher  Long- 
streth,  has  since  published  an  improvement  of  the  lunar  formula,  which  hds 
probably  reduced  this  remaining  error  by  two-thirds;  Mr.  Longstreth's 
corrections  have  been  embodied  in  the  new  tables  of  the  almanac,  and  thus, 
owing  to  the  genius  and  labors  of  Pierce,  Longstreth,  and  other  distinguished 
astronomers,  the  almanac  has  it  now  in  its  power  to  predict  the  moon's 

Elace  in  the  heavens  with  a  degree  of  precision  far  surpassing  anything 
eretofore  attained  elsewhere.  And  the  proof  of  this  is  at  hand.  Whilst 
the  lunar  tables  were  in  the  course  of  preparation,  the  department,  in  a 
letter  dated  August  5,  1850,  authorized  the  superintendent  of  the  Nautical 
Almanac  to  publish  his  predictions  and  elements  of  the  total  eclipse  of  the 
following  year,  July  28,  1851,  for  the  express  purpose  of  testing  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  new  tables,  and  of  acquiring  the  means  of  further  improve- 
ments ;  and  on  the  25th  of  August,  1850,  the  superintendent,  by  permission 
of  the  department,  communicated  the  predictions  of  his  office  to  the  American 
association  for  the  advancement  of  science  at  that  time  in  session  at  New 
Haven ;  he,  at  the  same  time,  announced  to  the  mathematical  and  physical 
section  of  that  body,  the  preparation  of  the  new  lunar  tables,  and  submitted 
to  its  criticism  and  approval  the  objects  in  view,  and  the  mode  in  which 
they  were  to  be  accomplished.  His  commmiication  is  contained  in  the 
printed  proceedings  of  the  association  at  that  meeting. 

The  event  proved  highly  satisfactory,  by  showing  conclusively  the  supe- 
riority of  the  lunar  tables  now  in  use  in  the  office  of  the  American  almanac. 
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For  the  prediction  at  Cambridge  the  British  almanac  was  in  error  eighty- 
five  seconds,  and  the  American  almanac  only  twenty  seconds. 

At  Washington,  the  British  almanac  wag  m  error  for  the  beginning  of  the 
eclipse  seventy-eight  seconds,  and  for  the  end  sixty-two  seconds.  The 
American  almanac  was  in  error  for  the  beginning  only  thirteen  seconds,  and 
for  the  end  only  one  and  a  half  second. 

The  observations  were  made  by  Mr.  Sears  C.  Walker,  at  Cambridge, 
and  by  Professor  Hubbard  and  Mr.  Ferguson,  (and  communicated  by  Lieu- 
tenant Maury,)  at  Washington.  Where  the  eclipse  was  total,  and  where, 
for  this  and  other  reasons,  the  test  was  more  rigid  and  conclusive,  the  re- 
sult was  still  more  gratifying  and  decisive  as  to  the  superiority  of  our  own 
lunar  tables.  The  same  tables  of  the  moon  are  used  in  the  French  and 
Berlin  almanacs  as  in  the  British ;  the  errors,  therefore,  are  the  &ame.  The 
errors  exposed  in  this  eclipse  may  give  rise  to  an  error  of  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  miles  in  the  determination  of  the  longitude  at  sea  by  means  o! 
lunar  distances,  and  to  an  uncertainty  of  twice  that  amount.  The  possi- 
bility of  such  an  error,  arising  from  this  source,  is  removed  in  the  American 
ephemeris.  And  it  may  be  added  that  calculations  of  certain  occultatioos 
have  been  made  at  the  oflFice  of  the  Nautical  Almanac,  for  the  sake  of  as- 
certaining by  further  t;omparisons,  to  what  extent  the  new  tables  answer  the 
end  in  view.  The  examination  by  this  method  has  proved  equally  satisfac- 
tory. But  it  is  to  be  remarked  here,  that  although  the  opportune  occur- 
rence ot  this  rare  and  interesting  event,  a  total  eclipse  of  the  sun,  visibk 
in  some  of  its  various  phases  throughout  the  continent  of  Europe,  and  in  ail 
parts  of  North  America,  and  thus  affording  occasion  for  numerous  and  very 
valuable  tests,  was  seized  upon  to  compare  the  moon's  observed  place  with 
the  tabular  place  derived  from  the  American  tables,  yet  I  he  calculation  ot 
eclipses  is  very  far  from  being  a  chief  part,  but  on  the  contrary,  is  an  in- 
ferior and  secondary  part  of  the  business  of  the  almanac.  It  occupies  a 
very  small  portion  only  of  the  time  and  labor  of  the  computors,  and  a  very 
humble  place  in  the  pt^ges  of  that  comprehensive  work. 

It  may  be  mentioned  among  the  benefits  conferred  by  these  lunar  tables, 
that  they  bring  into  practical  availability  a  large  number  of  "  moon  culmi- 
nations," as  they  are  technically  called,  observed  by  the  astronomers  of 
the  coast  survey  on  the  western  coast  of  the  United  States,  which  have  been 
hitherto  lost.  These  observations  are  made  On  the  land  for  the  nic^  and 
accurate  determination  of  geographical  longitudes,  and  in  that  now  difficult 
and  extensive  field  of  labor,  are  of  the  highest  importance;  owing,  however, 
to  the  imperfections  in  the  tables  by  means  of  which  the  place  of  the  moon 
in  her  orbit  is  computed,  no  other  observed  "  moon  culminations"  can  be 
usefully  applied  tlian  those  which  have  been  correspondingly  observed  else- 
where. That  is,  these  "  moon  culminations,"  to  be  available,  must  be 
observed  at  the  same  date  at  two  different  places.  In  consequence  of  this 
necessity  some  six  hundred  or  more  of  the  observations  made  in  California 
and  Oregon,  to  be  found  in  the  books  of  the  coast  survey,  have  been  laid 
aside  "  for  want  of  moon's  places  more  reliable  than  the  British  Nautical 
Almanac  can  give  us."  (Letter  of  A.  D.  Bache  superintendent  United  States 
Coast  Survey  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Nautical  Almanac,  November 
20,1851.) 

These  more  reliable  moon's  places,  such  as  are  sufficiently  accurate  for 
immediate  comparison  with  observation,  being  given  by  the  new  tables  of 
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the  Nautical  Almanac,  the  heretofore  unavailable  "  moon  culminations"  are 
made  at  once  to  serve  their  original  purpose,  and  the  determination  of 
numerous  geographical  positions  in  our  recently  acquired  territory  on  the 
Pacific  is  rendered  more  expeditious  and  more  complete. 

It  was  said  that  the  ephemeris  of  the  planets  has  been  improved.  Tlie 
ephemeris  of  the  planet  Mercury  will  be  derived,  for  the  first  time,  from  the 
new  and  elegant  theory  of  M.  Le  Verrier. 

In  preparing  the  ephemeris  of  Venus,  and  that  of  Mars,  the  correctness  of 
Lindenau\s  elements  of  the  orbits  of  these  planets  deduced  from  the  Green- 
wich planetary  observations  from  1750  to  1830,  by  Mr.  Hugh  Breen,  have 
been  for  the  first  time  introduced.  But  some  labor  has  been  bestowed  in 
combining  the  rough  groupings  of  Mr.  Breen  in  such  a  manner  as  to  carry 
forward  the  corrections  uninterruptedly ;  all  his  results  have  also  been 
discussed  anew  according  to  the  method  of  least  squares,  and  the  work  is 
left  in  such  a  form  that  the  observations  of  all  observatories,  particularly 
those  of  Washington  and  Greenwich  on  account  of  the  complete  form  in 
which  they  are  given  to  the  world,  can  be  used  from  year  to  year  for  the 
<:ontinued  improvement  of  the  elements  of  the  planets. 

The  }»erfertion  of  the  places  of  these  planets  is  the  more  important  and 
valuable  that  they  are  used  very  constantly  in  lunar  distances  by  the  navi- 
eator,  and  their  errors  are  highly  magnified  at  the  time  they  are  best  seen 
and  most  useflil,  by  the  greater  relative  chans^e  in  their  distances  trom  the 
earth  than  in  those  of  the  other  planets  employed  in  this  way. 

In  preparing  the  ephemeris  of  Jupiter  and  that  of  Saturn,  as  well  as  in 
those  of  the  preceding  planets,  all  the  errors  and  alterations  pointed  out  by 
Professor  Airy  in  the  introduction  to  the  Greenwich  Planetary  Reduc- 
tions, have  been  corrected  and  adopted,  and  the  tables  of  Bouvard  and  Lin- 
denau  have  been  entirely  remodled  and  reconstructed  for  the  convenience 
of  computation. 

But  it  is  well  known  to  astronomers,  that  the  theory  of  Jupiter  and  Sa- 
turn demand  a  thorough  revision,  and  their  combination  presents  a  case  of 
peculiar  difficulty  which  has  been  ably  treated  by  Professor  Hansen. 

To  prepare  Hansen's  theory  for  use  in  practical  computation,  is  a  work 
of  lime.  It  will  be  entered  upon  immediately,  and  will  probably  be  com- 
pleted in  the  course  of  two  years.  ^ 

In  the  case  of  Uranus,  there  are  no  tables  which  can  be  relied  upon. 
Those  of  Bouvard  possess  only  an  historical  interest  for  having  led,  by  their 
manifest  anomalies,  to  the  famous  theoretical  discovery  of  the  planet  Nep- 
tune. But  they  must  now  be  rejected  as  wholly  worthless.  On  the  4th  of 
April,  1848,  however,  Prof.  Peirce  communicated  to  the  American  Academy, 
the  completion  of  his  new  theory  of  Uranus,  giving  a  perfect  repiesentation 
of  all  its  historical  normal  places;  and  this  theory,  combined  with  the  re- 
searches of  Le  Verrier,  will,  for  the  first  time,  form  the  basis  of  the  new 
ephemeris  of  Uranus. 

With  regard  to  the  new  planet  Neptune,  the  world  has  already  accepted 
with  grateful  acknowledgments  the  labors  which  American  astronomers 
have  bestowed  upon  it  with  illustrious  success.  The  eomputation  of  the 
tables  of  the  perturbations  of  Neptune  by  Prof.  Peirce,  and  the  computation 
of  the  elliptic  elements  of  Neptune  by  Mr.  Sears  C.  Walker,  have  resulted 
in  the  preparation  of  an  ephemeris  by  the  last  named  gentleman,  which  ad- 
mits of  no  sensible  correction. 

Observation  has  proved,  up  to  this  period,  that  the  theoretical  places  of 
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this  planet,  and  that  of  Uranus,  are  more  nearly  perfect  than  those  of  any 
of  the  older  planets. 

The  ephemeris  of  the  fixed  stars  has  also  been  improved  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  latest  and  most  approved  constants  of  precision,  mutation,  and 
aberration.  In  this  improvement,  it  is  just  to  say,  the  National  Obsenra- 
tory  took  the  lead,  having  occasion  to  construct  certain  star-tables  for  the 
reduction  of  its  own  observations.  The  preparation  of  tables  of  reductions 
of  the  fixed  stars  to  supply  the  place  of  the  standard  tables  of  Bessel,  the 
date  of  which  has  expired,  is  in  progress,  and  has  received  great  facilities 
from  the  previous  labors  of  the  observatory.  The  new  constants,  abon 
mentioned,  will  be  introduced  into  the  formula  for  the  reduction  of  the 
fixed  stars. 

The  general  list  of  occultations  has  been  very  much  extended,  in  order 
to  rnake  it  especially  useful  to  geographers  in  general,  the  boundary  and 
other  surveyors  of  the  government  m  the  interior,  to  the  coast  survey  of  the 
United  Slates  on  both  oceans,  and  the  explorers  of  unknown  parts  of  the 
continent. 

Other  changes  regarded  as  improvements  might  be  recited.  The  astrono- 
mical part  of  the  ephemeris  has  been  adapted  to  the  meridian  of  Washington ; 
sidereal  dates  have  been  introduced ;  what  is  believed  to  be  a  more  correct 
obliquity  of  the  ecliptic  has  been  adopted  ;  and  more  convenient  forms  aod 
a  better  typographical  execution  are  kept  in  view.  A  work  oomprisiif 
such  a  multiplicity  of  details  may  admit  of  many  similar  amendments. 

To  the  above  it  should  be  added,  that  an  entirely  new  reduction  has  been 
made  of  the  early  Greenwich  observations  of  Mars  by  Bradiy,  Bliss  and 
Mashelyne,  preparatory  to  a  new  theory  and  new  tables  of  this  planet. 
This  has  conducted  to  a  valuable  discovery  in  stellar  astronomy  noticed  by 
Humboldt  in  the  third  volume  of  his  Cosmos^  and  to  the  detection  of  some 
errors  of  former  astronomers. 

A  new  method,  with  new  tables,  of  clearing  lunar  distances  will  be  giren 
in  the  first  number  of  the  almansLc,  in  which  improvements  are  presented 
leading  to  the  correction  of  errors  of  ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  minutes  in  the 
longitude,  common  to  the  methods  at  present  in  use  ;  which  errors  may,  in 
rare  cases,  amount  to  a  whole  degree. 

There  are  iwo  other  signal  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  publication 
of  the  Nautical  Almanac,  the  mention  of  which  should  not  be  omitted ;  ther 
concern  the  navigator,  surveyor,  astronomer,  and  geographer.  * 

One  of  these  is  a  more  complete,  full,  and  accurate  table  of  latitudes  and 
longitudes,  particularly  of  American  latitudes  and  longitudes,  than  is  nov 
anywhere  to  be  found.  The  multiplied  determinations  of  geographical  po- 
sitions forms  a  part  of  the  duties  of  the  hydrographical  office  of  the  topo- 
graphical bureau,  and  of  the  coast  survey  of  the  United  States.  They  are 
published  from  time  to  time  in  the  reports  oT  these  offices  to  Congres^  and 
there  they  remain  for  future  reference,  but  necessarily  combined  with  so 
much  other  matter  that,  even  if  they  were  always  accessible,  they  would 
not  be  convenient  for  practical  use.  It  belongs  to  the  Nautical  Almanac  to 
publish  these  positi^ons  in  a  suitable  form  ;  and,  being  an  annual  publication^ 
it  keeps  pace  with  the  corrections  and  additions  of  every  successive  year. 
In  the  particular  case  of  the  coast  survey  these  positions  are  determined 
astronomically,  geodetically,  and  by  means  of  the  electro-magnetic  tele 
graph. 

They  comprise  the  light-houses,  beaconsi  capes,  headlands,  shoals,  points 
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of  entrance  to  harbors,  &c.y  on  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  Pacific,  and  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  They  are  indispensable  to  the  safety  of  the  navigator  and 
to  the  security  of  the  property  under  his  care ;  and  being  found  in  the  pages 
of  that  work  to  which  he  resorts  for  the  elements  of  his  astronomical  calcu- 
lations, tbey  are  always  at  his  hand. 

These  positions  also  embrace  in  their  number  the  most  conspicuous  towns 
and  trigonometrical  stations  with  their  magnetic  and  astronomical  bear- 
ings, along  both  sea  coasts,  and  as  far  in  the  interior  as  the  operations  of 
the  coast  survey  extend.  When,  therefore,  the  American  surveyor  or  as- 
tronomer of  a  boundary  commission  opens  the  almanac  for  the  requisite 
astronomical  data  of  his  observations,  he  may  find  also  such  terrestrial  data 
as  will  answer  for  the  proper  basis  of  his  field  work,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
as  the  standard  of  accuracy  to  his  own  independent  computations.  To  meet 
his  wants,  some  additional  constants  will  be  occasionally  inserted,  as  height 
of  station  above  the  sea,  mean  barometric  pressure,  variation  of  the  needle, 
&c.  And  as  a  separate  list  of  the  latitudes  and  longitudes  of  the  principal 
observatories  in  this  country  and  in  every  quarter  ot  the  elobe  is  a  custom- 
ary part  of  the  almanac,  so  the  stationary  astronomer  will,  in  turn,  find  his 
"  purposes  served.  An  assistant  is  employed  in  verifying  the  positions,  in 
the  world  generally,  given  in  the  best  European  lists,  and  a  suitable  selec- 
tion will  be  made  from  the  determinations  of  the  offices  of  hydrography,  to- 
pography, and  the  coast  survey,  to  enrich  the  American  table  with  the  best 
and  most  numerous  list  of  American  geographical  positions  extant. 

Similar  tables  are  published  in  the  Frencil  almanac ;  but  no  such  tables, 
with  the  exception  of  the  observatories,  are  given  in  the  British.  This, 
therefore,  is  regarded  as  another  improvement  in  the  American  almanac 
upon  the  latter. 

The  other  signal  advantage  spoken  of,  relates  to  the  subject  of  the  tides. 
The  conduct  of  a  general  system  of  tidal  observations,  their  reduction 
and  their  scientific  discussion  by  which  is  evolved  the  rules  for  the  predic- 
tion of  the  tides,  are  all  the  property  of  the  hydrographical  and  astronomi- 
cal departments  of  the  coast  survey.  But  it  is  the  province  of  the  Nautical 
Almanac  to  present  the  results  of  these  various  labors  in  a  manner  suited  to 
answer  the  practical  demands  of  navigation  and  engineering.  We  have 
hitherto  been  indebted  to  the  observations  and  discussions  made  in  France 
and  Great  Britain  for  the  principal  part  of  our  knowledge  of  these  interest- 
ing and  important  phenomena.  The  tide  tables  of  the  American  Statistical 
Almanac  and  Repository,  as  well  as  those  of  the  numerous  other  popular 
Almanacs  published  in  this  country,  which  consist  almost  exclusively  of 
the  times  of  hi^h  and  low  water  only,  are  derived  directly  from  the  tide 
table  of  the  Bntish  Almanac,  computed,  of  course,  without  any  reference  to 
our  own  coast  and  its  peculiarities.  It  is  another  of  the  improvements  pro- 
posed in  the  American  Nautical  Almanac,  to  remedy  this  disadvantage,  the 
nature  of  which  may  not  be  understood  without  a  word  of  explanation. 

The  subject  of  the  tides  is  an  astronomical  problem.  To  trace  out  the 
astronomical  laws  of  these  phenomena,  that  is,  their  distinct  dependence  on 
the  sun  and  moon  and  on  the  places  of  these  luminaries  absolutely  or  rela- 
tively to  each  other,  and  also  on  the  changes  in  the  moon's  distance  from 
the  earth,  required  the  study  and  comparison  of  the  actual  phenomena  of 
the  tides  noted  Without  interruption,  and  for  a  lonj^  period,  at  some  particu- 
lar port.  This  was  first  effectually  undertaken  by  La  Place,  who  made  use 
of  a  lengthy  series  of  observations  at  the  port  of  Brest,  by  mean^  of  which 
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he  obtained  rules  for  the  prediction  of  the  tides  applicable  to  that  port. 
These  rules,  though  peculiar  to  one  place,  were  for  a  long  time  made  to 
ai^swer  for  all  places,  the  Brest  series  of  tides  being  the  omy  one  that  had 
been  thoroughly  investigated. 

Subsequently,  however,  to  the  year  1830,  Dr.  Whewell,  master  of  Trinitj 
College,  Cambridge,  England,  and  Sir  John  Lubbock  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  London,  commenced  a  series  of  papers  on  the  tides  in  the  "  Transaction* 
of  the  Royal  Society,"  one  of  the  objects  of  which  was  to  perform  the  same 
service  for  several  ports  in  England,  that  La  Place  had  rendered  to  Brest: 
to  furnish,  in  short,  those  constant  values  in  the  general  formulas  of  predic- 
tion which  can  only  be  derived  from  the  full  discussion  of  numerous  and 
continuous  local  observations.  To  stimulate  his  labor  and  exercise  his 
genius,  Sir  John  Lubbock  found  ready  for  use  a  complete  and  connected 
series  of  tidal  observations  at  the  dry  docks  in  London*  (instituted  for  pur- 
poses of  construction  and  improvement)  running  through  nineteen  years, 
the  period  of  the  Metonic  cycle.  He  afterwards  took  up  the  tides  at  Liv- 
erpool, and  accomplished  there  what  he  had  previously  done  for  London. 
Portsmouth,  Plymouth,  and  othei^jilaces  were  subsequently  treated  to  sorat 
extent  in  a  similar  way.  The  result  is  the  present  tide  table  in  the  British 
Nautical  Almanac,  from  which  we  are  in  the  habit  of  taking  the  tide  tables 
for  the  American  coast,  in  our  common  annual  publications,  by  simple  dif- 
ferences. One  book  alone  in  the  country  pretends  to  prediction,  and  tUt 
of  the  times  and  heights  merely  of  those  remarkable  tides  which  occasion- 
ally do  so  much  injury ;  and  iil  this  instance,  the  first  numbers  of  La  Place 
deduced  from  the  Brest  observations,  form  the  basis  of  calculation. 

But  it  will  be  readily  perceived  that  if  the  results  obtained  by  La  Place 
on  the  east  side  of  the  channel  are  not  applicable  to  the  British  shores  ami 
harbors,  still  less  are  those  derived  from  observations  made  on  the  eastsiile 
of  the  Atlantic  likely  to  represent  the  real  phenomena  on  the  American 
coasts.  It  will  not  perhaps  be  irrelevant  to  cite  a  single  case  under  the 
general  problem  of  the  tides.  In  order  to  be  able  to  give  rules  practically 
useful  to  the  pilot,  engineer  and  seaman,  for  applying  to  the  ordinary  tides, 
corrections  depending  on  the  moon's  varying  distance  and  declination,  it  is 
necessary  to  know  to  what  meridian  passage,  or  southing  of  the  moon  the 
tide  is  due ;  or,  what  the  distance  is  from  the  land  of  the  general  tide  wave 
that  causes  the  local  tide  which  the  observer  is  actually  registering;  or,  in 
fine,  what  is  the  age  of  the  tide  when  it  arrives  at  any  particular  part  of 
our  coast.  This  knowledge  is  the  result  of  the  careful  study  of  a  large 
number  of  observations  made  at  various  points.  The  a^e  of  the  tide  at 
London  differs  from  that  at  Key  West ;  and  that  of  Key  West  again  from 
that  of  New  York,  or  Hampton  roads. 

Our  exclusive  dependence  upon  European  authority  for  that  knowledgre 
of  our  coasts  which  no  European  authority  can,  from  the  nature  of  the 
case,  supply,  has  been  a  disadvantage  and  a  reproach.  Both  the  disadvan- 
tage and  the  reproach  the  American  Nautical  Almanac  will  help  to  remove 
by  making  use,  as  it  has  been  authorised  to  do,  of  the  materials  in  the 
records  of  the  coast  survey,  for  famishing  a  tide  table  founded  on  the  ar- 
tual  observations  of  tides  in  our  own  northern  and  southern  harbors,  and 
their  subsequent  reduction  and  discussion  in  the  office  of  that  institution. 

The  coast  survey  has  established  several  permanent  stations,  as  at  Bos- 
ton, New  York,  Old  Point  Comfort  and  Key  West,  where  a  continuous 
series  of  observations  is  kept  up  for  ascertaining  the  peculiar  connections 
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of  the  phenomena  at  each  place,  the  constants  of  the  theoretical  calcula- 
tion, and  the  very  important  influence  of  local  peculiarities,  such  as  geo- 
graphical situation,  winds,  and  barometric  pressure.    At  numerous  interme- 
diate places,  temporary  stations  have  been  erected,  from  the  registers  of 
\vhich  are  procured  the  best  corrected  establishments.     It  is  true  that  all 
the  results  thu»  obtained  will   be  found  in  the  successive  reports  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  coast  survey  to  Congress,  or  in  his  communications 
to  learned  bodies.     But  it  is  the  recognized  duty  of  the  Nautical  Alma- 
nac  to  lay  them  in  a  compendious  form  annually  before  the  navigator, 
pilot  and  engineer,  in  the  work  to  which  they  recur,  more  or  less  frequently, 
for  other  information  needed  in  their  professions.     The  British  publications, 
as  Johnston's  Physical  Atlas  for  instance,  are  notoriously  in  fault  concern- 
ing these  and  kindred  subjects.     In  truth,  these  pubhcations  must  unavoid- 
ably rely  on  crude  sources  of  information  here,  which,  after  being  transmit- 
ted  across  the  Atlantic  return    to  us  stamped    with  the  seal  of  foreign 
authority,  and  therefore  doubly  pernicious.     And  such  must  continue  to  be 
the  case  so  long  as  we  are  intellectually  dependent ;  so  long  as  we  look 
abroad  for  those  practical  guide  and  hand-books,  which  we  ourselves  can  alone 
create  in  a  manner  adapted  to  our  own  national  circumstances,  and  which 
are  indispensable  to  our  navigators,  surveyors,  astronomers,  and  in  some 
rt'Sjiects,  to  our  engineers,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  the  improvement  of  our  southern  harbors  rests  chiefly,  and  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  mi^ht  almost  be  said  wholly,  on  a  perfect  acquaintance 
with  the  tides  in  all  their  relations  and  effects. 

One  consequence  of  the  announcement  of  the  preparation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Nautical  Almunac,  may  be  noticed  here.  It  has  reduced  the  price  of 
the  British  Almanac  by  one  half,  that  is  from  5s,  to  2^.  6d. 

The  counter  effect  of  a  restoration  of  the  British  monopoly  in  the  Ame- 
rican market  will  probably  be  a  return  to  the  former  price. 

10.  Is  it  expected  that  any  errors  of  former  astronomers  or  observers 
are  to  be  corrected,  or  any  new  means  suggested  by  which  more  precision  is 
to  he  given  to  astronomical  science  ? 

This  inquiry  is,  for  the  most  part,  answered  in  the  reply  to  the  preced- 
ing question.  All  the  improvements  there  recounted  aim  at  the  correction 
of  the  errors  of  the  former  astronomers,  and  at  the  attainment  of  greater 
precision  in  astronomical  science. 

But  in  speaking  of  the  errors  of  former  astronomers,  it  is  not  intended 
to  apply  that  term  invidiously.  Astronomy,  like  all  sciences,  is  formed  by 
successive  accumulations.  This  year  there  is  an  imperative  necessity  for 
the  correction  of  an  error  which  last  year,  owing  to  the  comparative  im- 
})erfection  of  instruments,  or  of  medes  of  observation  or  reduction,  was  not 
even  ascertained. 

The  idea  of  the  influence  or  existence  of  a  transuranian  planet,  like 
Neptune,  never  could  have  been  entertained  until  the  anomalies  of  Uranus 
were  detected  by  Alexis  Bouvard  in  1821.  Alter  this  it  was  requisite  still 
to  wait  lor  the  further  development  of  the  irregularities  caused  by  this 
extraneous  action,  and  of  the  inequahties  in  the  theory  of  Uranus,  before 
the  problem  of  Neptune's  existence  could  be  successfully  handled  by  the 
genius  of  Le  Verrier  and  Adams. 

The  active  and  inventive  minds  of  our  countrymen  have  recently  dis- 
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covered  and  brought  into  successful  operation  a  new  method  of  recording 
astronomical  observations,  which  enables  the  observer  to  perform  in  ont 
night  the  work  of  several  nights  under  the  old  system,  and  is  much  more 
accurate. 

This,  which  is  known  by  distinction  in  Europe  as  the  American  method, 
leads  to  the  detection  of  former  errors.  But  neither  in  this  nor  in  similar 
cases,  are  the  errors  regarded  otherwise  than  as  unavoidable  defects,  un- 
veiled and  remedied  in  the  continually  advancing  progress  of  the  science: 
and  to  this  progress  it  may  be  said,  the  Nautical  Almanac  will  make  * 
valuable  contribution.  With  the  authority  of  the  department,  Mr.  Sears 
C  Walker  has  executed  for  that  office  the  great  task  of  computing  thr 
numerical  values  of  what  are  technically  known  as  the  "Le  Verrier  co- 
efficients of  the  perturbative  function." 

The  eminent  design  of  this  undertaking  is  to  correct  the  errors  of  former 
astronomers,  and  to  create  the  means  by  which  more  precision  is  to  Ik 
given  to  astronomical  science. 

11.  After  the  first  Kautical  Almanac  is  publishedy  will  the  succetd- 
ing  numbers  probably  cost  as  much  or  more  than  the  first  ? 

After  the  first  volume  of  the  Nautical  Almanac  is  published,  it  is  estima- 
ted that  the  sum  of  $19,400  will  be  the  probable  cost  of  the  succeediDg 
volumes;  and  this  sum  is  not  more  than  sufficient  to  allow  the  first  class  coid- 
putors,  who  must  be  gentlemen  of  liberal  education  and  of  special  attain- 
ments in  the  science  of  astronomy,  the  lowest  salary  paid  for  similar  services 
in  other  oflices  of  the  government.  The  annual  estimate  for  the  British 
Almanac  is  between  sixteen  and  seventeen  thousand  dollars  ;  but,  generally 
speaking,  intellectual  labor  commands  a  higher  compensation  in  this  countnr 
than  m  Great  Britain. 

A  portion  of  the  appropriation  will  be  returned  into  the  treasury  every 
year  when  the  sale  of  the  book  commences.  The  cost  of  the  first  number 
includes  the  expense  of  the  various  works  of  preparation  already  detailed. 
These  preparatory  productions  are  permanently  useful ;  they  are  the  instru- 
ments to  be  employed  in  the  computation  of  all  future  numbers.  If  the 
American  Almanac  should  be  continued  uninterruptedly  for  as  long  a  period 
as  the  British  has  existed,  the  cost  of  preparation,  thus  distributed,  would 
amount  to  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  a  number. 

12.  Will  the  same  time  be  necessary  for  the  second  and  subsequent  num- 
ber s^  respectively  as  for  the  first  ? 

The  succeeding  numbers  of  the  almanac  will  appear  annually,  three 
years  in  advance  of  the  year  for  which  they  are  computed,  according  to  the 
custom  in  England,  France  and  Germjiny.  The  time  spent  in  the  compu- 
tation of  each  number  will  be  one  year. 

Finally,  in  reply  to  this  resolution  in  general,  let  it  be  said  that  the  JVcu- 
tical  Almanac  and  Astronomical  Ephemeris  is  not  a  work  of  insignificant 
value,  or  of  trifling  labor.  It  has  been  viewed  by  the  department,  and  is 
regarded  by  American  astronomers  and  mathematicians  as  a  work  of  consu- 
mate  utility  and  of  real  national  importance,  resembling  in  this  respect  the 
Jfautical  Almanac  and  Astronomical  Ephemeris  of  Great  Britain,  the 
Connaissance  des  Temps  of  France,  and  the  Astronomical  Annual  of  Prussia. 
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In  laying  the  foundation  of  a  work  of  this  character,  it  was  due  to  the 
scientific  reputation  of  the  country,  already  established  and  widely  extended 
by  the  coast  survey  and  the  national  observatory,  that  the  most  careful 
regard  should  be  had  to  the  advanced  and  advancing  state  of  modern  astro- 
nomical science,  and  thai  the  highest  attainable  accuracy  should  be  secured 
by  the  application  of  the  most  improved  methods.  'It  is  on  these  conditions, 
and  with  this  character  only,  that  the  Nautical  Almanac  would  venture  to 
ask,  or  would  be  entitled  to  receive,  the  support  of  Congress.  On  any 
other  conditions  and  with  any  other  character,  it  would  bring  discredit  upon 
the  nation. 

The  foregoing  pages  are  intended  to  reply  to  the  several  interrogatories 
contained  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  feut  the  present  seems  to  be  an 
appropriate  occasion  for  offering  a  succinct  explanation  of  the  nature  and 
objects  of  the  work  entitled  "The  Nautical  Almanac  and  Astronomical 
Ephemeris."  This  work,  published  annually,  each  number  of  which  con- 
sists of  between  five  and  six  hundred  pages,  embraces  all  the  elements 
necessary  for  determining  at  any  time  the  absolute  and  relative  places  of  the 
sun,  moon,  and  seven  principal  planets,  of  man)r  of  the  largest  and  most 
useful  of  the  fixed  stars,  together  with  several  different  series  of  phenom- 
ena for  the  determination  of  longitudes,  as  occultation  of  fixed  stars  and 
planets  by  the  moon,  distances  of  the  moon  from  fixed  stars  and  planets^ 
combined  transits  of  the  moon  and  certain  fixed  stars,  eclipses  and  config- 
urations of  Jupiter's  satellites,  &c. 

To  these  are  added  the  places  of  the  minor  planets  and  their  elements,, 
rules  and  tables  tor  practical  use  in  nautical  astronomy  and  land  observa- 
tions, new  rules  and  methods  whenever  invented,  tables  of  tides  and 
geographical  positions,  and  a  chapter  explaining  the  plan  of  the  work  and 
the  mode  of  applying  its  various  parts  in  practice,  in  which  is  included 
some  elementary  s'dcntific  instruction. 

These  details  are  the  results  of  numerous,  laborious,  and  complicated 
calculations.  Strict  and  uniform  accuracy  is  an  indispensable  requisite.  In 
the  case  of  the  mariner,  errors  expose  life  and  property  to  danger ;  and  in 
that  of  the  astronomer  on  the  land,  they  cause  a  waste  of  time  and  labor, 
and  not  seldom  the  irretrievable  loss  of  valuable  opportunities.  None  of 
the  precautions,  therefore,  that  experience  has  pointed  out  for  the  attain- 
ment of  correctness,  and  for  security  against  mistake,  are  neglected. 

The  Nautical  Almanac  is  stamped  by  this  circumstance  with  a  peculiar 
character.  Unfailing  precision  and  exactness  are  the  absolute  conditions  of 
its  usefulness  and  respectability.  But  every  person  of  experience  knows 
that  neither  such  extensive  computations,  nor  the  printing  of  so  many  fig- 
ures, can  bo  conducted  with  entire  freedom  from  error  ;  and  to  remedy  this 
defect,  inherent  in  such  productions,  the  errors  detected  are  printed  and  the 
corrections  applied  in  the  subsequent  volumes,  probably  before  the  former 
come  into  general  use. 

The  calculations  of  the  Nautical  Almanac  in  reference  to  the  sun,  moon, 
principal  planets,  &c.,  are  in  the  case  of  each  one  of  them,  based  upon  our 
knowledge  of  their  motions  and  the  laws  by  which  they  are  controlled,  de- 
rived from  the  general  theories  of  celestial  mechanics,  and  from  okservati£)ns 
which,  while  they  test  the  truth  of  the  general  theory,  lead  to  the  discovery 
of  new  facts  and  data,  to  the  detection  of  other  laws,  and  to  the  inference 
of  new  generalizations. 

The  observations  thus  employed  comprise  all  the  calculatioiis^of  ^ood 
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authority,  which  from  age  to  age  have  accumulated  in  the  rich  treasury  of 
astronomical  science;  ending  with  the  latest  publications  of  existing  oteer- 
vations,  and  going  back  to  the  beginning  of  authentic  history.  In  order 
suitably  to  convey  our  knowledge  of  the  laws  governing  the  motions  a 
the  heavenly  bodies,  and.  regulating  their  more  or  less  rapid  change  of  plact, 
to  put  this  knowledge  in  a  form  adapted  to  the  wants  and  uses  of  the  com- 
puter, numerical  tables  have  been  prepared  of  the  sun  and  the  planets 
eparately,  which  constitute  the  abbreviated  expressions- of  these  laws. 

The  numerical  tables  greatly  facilitate  the  labor  of  computations:  tbey 
are  the  computer's  tools  of  trade. 

To  construct  these  tables ;  to  make,  compile,  and  arrange  these  observa- 
tions ;  to  discuss  them  ;  to  discover  and  investigate  the  theories  and  laws : 
and  to  invent  that  kind  of  logic,  the  higher  mathematics,  by  which  alont 
such  investigations  can  be  profitably  pursued  and  their  results  succinct!} 
defined,  have  been  the  occupations  in  every  enlightened  age  of  the  mcst 
illustrious  genius  and  the  most  exalted  talents.  And  a  correct  and  weli 
conducted  astronomical  ephemeris,  which  comes  up  to  the  latest  standard  o: 
modern  improvement  and  discovery,  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  full  expout&t 
<)f  all  this  hwman  thought  and  labor. 

But  from  this  very  compendious  exposition  of  the  scientific  character  o( 
the  "Nautical  Almanac  and  Astronomical  Ephemeris,"  of  the  intellectual 
basis  on  which  it  rests,  it  may  be  well  to  turn  to  an  inquiry  into  its  practi- 
cal utility,  into  the  manner  in  which  it  has  benefited  mankind  ;  for  know- 
le(lge  is  always  instrumental  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  humanity. 

The  primary  motive  for  computing  and  publishing  the  Nautical  Almanac, 
was  to  promulgate  the  lunar  method  for  determining  the  longitude  at  sea, 
and  to  furnish  the  requisite  elements  and  precepts  for  the  computation  (A 
this  problem.  This  was  as  early  as  the  year  1767.  Its  appearance  created 
a  new  era  in  navigation,  to  which  it  is  now  acknowledged  to  have  renderetl 
more  essential  service  than  any  thing  of  the  kind  ever  undertaken.  But  the 
okl  lunar  method  of  Maskelyne  was  very  defective,  owing  to  the  existing 
state  of  astronomical  science  and  instruments.  As  the  instruments  of  the 
seaman  and  the  astronomer,  however,  were  improved,  and  astronomy  it<^l:  | 
advanced,  corresponding  changes  were  made  in  the  almanac,  which,  sinctr 
its  first  foundation  has  always  kept  up  with  the  progress  of  knowledge  and 
art ;  if  not  pari  j^assu,  at  least  without  lagging  behind  for  any  great  lengtL 
of  time. 

It  was  discov,  red,  soon  after  its  publication  was  begun,  that   the  work 
was  destined  to  obtain  general  circulation  as  an  astronomical  ephemeris  for 
the  use  of  observatories,  and  that  it  would  be  impracticable,  even  if  desir.:- 
ble,  which  it  wiis  not,  to  separate  pursuits  of  practical  science  so  closeI\      | 
allied  to  each  other,  and  so  effectually  promoted  by  the  same  means,     h     j 
the  progress  of  time,  therefore,  as  the  pages  of  the  almanac  were  multiplitd     i 
and  their  contents  varied  to  meet  the  wants  and  conveniences  of  naulicu! 
astronomy,  so  the  usefulness  and  suitableness  of  the  work  for  the  daily 
duties  of  observatories  \^as  increased,  until  it  has  become  no  less  indis|>en- 
sable  to  the  fixed  observer  on  the  land  than  the  floating  observer  on  the  seA. 
An^  this  could  not  be  otherwise.     The  improvement  of  navigation  is  inti- 
mately connected  with  and  dependent  on  the  improvement  in  practical  «>• 
tronomy.     The  security  of  the  mariner,  the  advancement  of  the  geograplier 
and  the  refinements  of  the  astronomical  observer  are  harmoniously   unite 
and  benefited  by  similar  provisions.  f~^  { 
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To  these  considerations  the  "NauticalAlmanac  and  Astronomical  Ephem- 
eris"  is  indebted  for  its  present  character  and  condition. 

Op  the  one  hand,  it  is  the  text  book  of  the  navigator.  It  informs  him  of 
his  place  on  the  ocean,  where  there  are  no.  other  guides  than  the  sun  and 
stars.  It  is  his  intellectual  rudder  and  compass  ;  without  it  no  ship-mas- 
ter leaves  the  shores  of  the  United  States.  When  he  loses  sight  of  the 
last  light-house  or  headland,  he  turns  to  that  for  his  further  direction.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  the  vademecum  of  the  astronomer,  whether  stationary 
or  travelling.  He  learns  from  it  in  the  fixed  observatory  how  his  instru- 
ments must  be  set  that  he  may  see  any  particular  body,  and  what  is  the 
precise  moment  for  observation :  and  in  the  movable  observatory  he  turns 
to  its  pages  to  ascertain  how,  on  any  given  day,  he  can  best  determine  his 
latitude  and  longitude,  the  astronomical  bearings  of  his  stations,  and  the 
rate  and  error  of  his  chronometer.  Thus,  as  the  tables  of  the  Almanac  owe 
their  origin  to  the  labors  of  the  observatories,  so  they  repay  the  obligation 
by  afFording  the  most  ready  and  complete  faclHties  by  which  those  labors 
are,  at  the  present  time,  safely  and  expeditiously  conducted. 

Such  are  the  general  character  and  objects  of  a  Nautical  Almanac  ;  but 
the  American  Nautical  Almanac,  besides  sustaining  this  character  and  ful- 
filling these  objects^  will,  it  is  expected,  remedy  some  defects,  and  accom- 
plish some  special  ends,  which  no  similar  work  prepared  in  Europe  is 
qualified  to  lake  into  account. 

And  what  these  ends  are,  may  be  gathered  from  a  consideration  of  the 
isolated  position  of  this  vast  continent  of  North  AmericH,  in  respect  to  the 
other  great  divisions  of  the  globe,  the  enterprising  character  of  the  people, 
and  the  wide  extent  of  territory  that  still  remains  to  be  explored,  surveyed 
and  settled. 

This  consideration  makes  it  apparent  that  neither  the  authorities  nor 
standards  of  Europe  can  satisfy  our  demands.  * 

In  the  useful  arts  of  life,  the  United  States  have  no  superior,  and  but 
one  rival ;  in  the  successful  application  of  tlie  sciences  to  the  useful  arts 
the  nation  has  already  accomplished  signal  performances ;  and  in  the  present 
case  of  a  Nautical  Almanac,  which  has  been  regarded  as  a  beneficial  exam- 
ple of  such  application  by  every  nation  undertaking  it,  the  very  work  which 
consults  the  practical  wants  of  the  community,  has  proved  hi  a  high  degree 
subservient  to  the  advancement  of  science  and  the  diffusion  of  sound  know- 
ledge.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledffe  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  of  the 
Senate,  dated  the  19th  instant,  in  the  following  words,  viz : 

"  Resolvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  directed  to  inform  the 
Senate  whether  any  steps  were  taken  by  his  department  to  investigate  the 
harges  preferred  by  Colonel  McClellan  against  the  commissioner  to  run 
md  mark  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  and  if 
0,  to  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  Senate." 

In  leply  to  the  above  resolution,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  there  has 
een  no  regular  arraignment  and  trial  of  the  commissioner  to  run  and  mark 
be  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  on  the  charges 
referred  against  him  by  Colonel  McClellan.  I  did,  however,  make  such 
D  investigation  of  them  as  to  satisfy  myself  that  they  were  preferred  under 
ich  circumstances  and  sustained'  by  such  testimony  as  not  to  demand  a 
lOre  formal  examination.        . 

Although  the  alleged  matters  of  complaint  occurred  whilst  the  commis- 
on  was  on  its  way  to  the  scene  of  its  operations,  Colonel  MClellan  did 
>t  make  any  charges  against  the  commissioner  until  about  four  months 
lerwards — after  he  had  been  recalled  from  the  commission  for  gross  intem- 
(rance,  and  had  quarrelled  with  the  commissioner.  The  witnesses  relied 
i  to  sustain  the  charges  were  persons  who  had  also  been  dismissed  from 
e  public  service  by  the  commissioner,  and  one  of  them  for  an  alleged 
lud  on  the  government.  This  last  witness  had  been  previously  denounced 
r  Colonel  McClellan  himself  as  unworthy  of  confidence,  and  his  general 
aracter,  as  derived  from  persons  well  acquainted  with  him,  was  such  as 
eatly  to  impair  the  force  of  his  testimony. 

nrhe  explanations  of  the  commissioner  in  regard  to  these  charges,  and 
t    other  documents  relating  thereto,  will  be  found  among  the  papej-s 
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already  communicated  to  the  Senate,  in  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  24 
of  April  last. 

I  think  it  proper  to  add  that  I  had  a  personal  conference  with  George  F. 
Bartlett,  the  brother  of  the  commissioner  and  the  quartermaster  of  the 
commission,  who  was  implicated  in  the  charges  of  Colonel  McClellan,  ac4 
that  he  furnished  satisfactory  explanations  oi  his  conduct.  But  as  his  neir 
relationship  to  the  commissioner  gave  ground  for  injurious  suspicions,  I 
deemed  it  prudent  to  supersede  him  by  the  appointment  of  an  officer  of  the 
United  States  army,  who  was  detailed  about  the  10th  of  April,  1851.  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  that  office.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  11th  instant,  calling  for  a  report  of 
the  quantity  of  printing,  binding  and  public  advertising  Widch  remains  to 
be  done,  and  how  much  is  to  be  paid  for  it  under  any  existing  arrangements 
or  agreements,  written  or  verbal,  with  copies  of  .the  several  contracts  under 
which  said  printing,  binding  and  advertising  is  to  be  done,  and  a  statement 
whether  said  arrangements  or  agreements  have  been  made  in  pursuance  of 
public  advertisements  or  otherwise,  so  far  as  relates  to  this  bureau,  I  have 
the  honor  to  state  :  That  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  instructions 
in  relation  to  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  are  now  in  course  of  printing 
and  binding ;  four  hundred  copies  of  the  "ordnance  allowances"  for  diflFer- 
ent  classes  of  vessels  are  also  in  course  of  printing,  to  be  kept  for  distri- 
bution with  the  stores  as  they  may  be  embarked.  By  estimate,  the  amount 
which  will  be  due  for  printing  and  binding  this  work  will  be  about,  but 
will  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $1,750.  This  work  is  to  be  done  by  persons, 
under  the  contracts  for  the  present  year  for  printing  and  binding  for  the 
Navy  Department. 

One  thousand  copies  of  small  ann  and  field  military  exercises  are  to  be 
bound  by  Messrs.  T.  K.  &  P.  G.  Collins  of  Philadelphia,  under  a  written 
agreement,  at  thirty  cents  each,  or  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  whole. 
Proposals  by  public  advertisement  were  not  invited  for  this  binding. 

Advertisements  for  timber  have  been  recently  published  in  sixteen  news- 
papers, approved  by  the  department,  and  by  estimate,  the  amount  which 
will  be  required  to  pay  for  their  publication  will  be  about  four  hundred 
dollars. 

The  publication  of  one  thousand  copies  of  Maury's  sailing  directions 
has  been  authorized  by  the  department,  and  the  printing  will  be  done  by 
the  contractors  for  printing  and  binding  for  the  Navy  Department.  The 
estimated  amount  which  will  be  required  to  pay  for  this  work,  is  fifteen 
hundred  dollars. 

Lists  of  charts  and  books  to  be  supplied  to  different  cruising  stations 
are  also  in  course  of  printing  by  the  contractors  with  the  department,  the 
probable  cost  of  which  will  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  other  printing,  &c.,  which  remains  to  be  done  or 
to  be  paid  for  under  any  contract,  order  or  agreement  made  by  this 
bureau.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
11th  instant,  and  woulit  state  in  reply,  that  there  is  no  printing,  binding, 
or  public  advertisement  coming  under  the  cognizance  of  this  bureau,  to  bie 
done  under  existing  contracts  or  agreements. 

Such  printing  and  binding  as  wQl  probably  be  required  during  the  fiscal 
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year,  is  advertised  and  contracted  for  annually ;  but  the  kind  and  quantity 
being  necessarily  contingent,  cannot  always  be  foreseen,  and  consequently 
the  work,  in  many  cases,  is  procured  in  open  market,  as  the  wants  of  the 
service  may  require. 

All  the  public  advertisements  are  issued,  according  to  law,  in  papen 
designated  by  the  department,  under  a  regulation  allowing  fifty  cents  per 
square  of  three  hundred  brevier  ems,  for  tne  first  insertion,  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  square  for  each  subsequent  insertion. 

I  would  here  take  occasion  to  state  that  the  bureau  does  not  advertise 
for  supplies  or  work  of  any  kind  until  after  the  appropriations  for  the  year 
shall  have  been  made ;  hence,  the  time  required  to  prepare  the  schedules 
to  conform  to  the  appropriations,  advertise  for  proposals,  award  the  con- 
tracts and  distribute  them,  occupying  as  it  does  some  three  months  or 
more,  prevents  all  transactions  under  appropriations  passed  at  a  late  period 
of  the  long  sessions  of  Congress,  until  some  five  months  of  the  fiscal  year, 
embracing  the  best  portion  of  the  working  season,  have  gone  by  ;  this  re- 
tarding the  operations  for  improvements  at  the  several  navy-yards,  and 
making  it  frequently  necessary  to  purchase  in  open  market  during  that 
period,  in  which  no  contracts  exist.

On  my  return  to  this  city  I  found  to  my  great  surpiise  and  regret  that  a 
young  gentleman,  whom  I  knew  very  well,  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Brace,  of 
Hartford,  but  more  recently  from  New  York,  had  just  been  imprisoned  at 
Gros  Wardein,  in  Huugary,  on  the  charge  of  being  a  revolutionary  emis- 
sary. He  is  a  man  of  talents,  liberal  education,  and  irreproachable  cha^> 
acter.  He  passed  the  winter  at  Berlin,  where  I  met  him  at  Mr.  Barnard's, 
and  after  spending  a  short  time  in  Vienna  he  went  into  Hungary.  His 
object  is  general  information,  and  especially  such  as  concerns  the  state  of 
morals,  education,  &c.     Of  course  the  suspicion  against  him  is  groundless.. 

I  immediately  addressed  a  note  to  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  a 
copy  of  which  i  enclose,  and  soon  after  had  a  persona]  interview  with 
him.  He  had  just  returned  from  Olmutz,  and  had  heard  nothing  of  the 
occurrence,  but  said  he  would  at  once  inquire  into  the  facts,  and  then  com- 
municate with  me,  assuring  me  in  the  meantime  that  no  injustice  should  be 
done.  He  proposed  to  forward  a  letter  from  me  to  Mr.  Brace,  which  I 
forthwith  sent,  with  an  offer  of  money  or  any  other  assistance  in  my  power* 
Mr.  Schwartz  had  previously  made  an  appeal  to  the  acting  minister. 

As  I  am  confident  that  no  offence  has  been  committed,  and  the  Austiian. 
government  can  have  no  motive  or  disposition  to  incur  the  enmity  of  our 
country,  I  presume  the  detention  will  be  short.  But  I  deem  the  unjust 
imprisonment  of  an  American  citizen,  even  for  the  shortest  period,  of  suffi* 
cient  moment  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  my  government.     *         *

The  undersigned.  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  United  States  near  the  grov* 
ernment  of  Austria,  on  his  return  to  this  city,  learns  with  extreme  surprise 
that  a  citizen  of  his  country,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brace,  of  New  York,  has  re- 
cently been  arrested  and  is  now  held  in  prison  by  the  Austrian  authorities 
at  Gros  Wardein,  in  Hungry.  The  precise  nature  of  the  charge  against 
him  is  not  understood.  Mr.  Brace  is  personally  known  as  an  educated,, 
moral,  and  religious  young  man,  every  way  estimable  in  his  own  character, 
of  highly  respectable  connexions,  and  wholly  unlikely  to  commit  inten-^ 
tionaily  any  offence,  or  to  be  engaged  in  any  criminal  enterprise.  There  is, 
therefore,  reason  to  believe  that  some  great  mistake  exists  in  relation  to 
him  and  his  objects. 

Although  an  urgent  appeal  for  his  release  has  already  been  made  to  your 
department  by  Mr.  Schwartz,  the  American  consul,  yet,  as  the  undersigned 
knows  that  liis  government,  conscious  of  its  duty  and  jealous  of  its  honor> 
would  not  pardon  a  moment's  neglect  or  delay  on  his  part,  when  the  liberty 
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and  perhaps  safety  of  an  AmmcanHtizen  ivnt. stake,  he  will  wait  tipon 
your  Excellency  at  twelve  o^clock  this  day,  for  the  purpose  of  respectfully 
but  most  earnestly  renewinfi;  tbe  a{iplieatioo.

The  imprisonment  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Btace,  to  which  I  referred  in  my  last 
letter,  unhappily  continues,  at  least  I  have  not  been  informed  of  its  tenai 
nation.     I  enclose  copies  of  notes  which  have  passed  between  the  Minister 
of  1«  oreign  Affairs  and  myself.     My  constant  and  earnest  attention  bas 
been  devoted  to  the  subject,  and  from  many  informal  interviews  and  coo- 
versations  with  the  officets  who  have  the  cnarge  of  this  affair  here,  I  am 
led  to  believe  that  the  government  is  now  satisfied  that  Mr.  Brace  is  inno- 
cent of  any  such  charge  as  was  originally  imputed  to  him,  but  the  claim  is     I 
that  his  imprudence  warranted  the  arrest.     Rejieared  orders  have  bc-en     I 
issued  to  the  authorities  in  Hungary  to  expedite  the  proceedings,  anti  daily 
information  is  ex|)ectefl  that  he  has  been  discharged,  or  at  worst  sent  over 
the  froniier.     A  deep  interest  is  fe  t  for  him  wherever  he  w  known,  and  es- 
pecially at  Berlin.  A  very  able  letter  from  Mr.  Barnard,  with  certificates  in 
his  favor  from  the  most  respectable  persons,  has  been  of  much  service. 

Although  I  do  not  expect  any  seveie  measure  will  be  adopted   in  the     !

The  nnderstgnecly  resident  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  of  (he 
Imperial  Housenold,  has  had  the  honor  to  receive  the  cstcrmed  lelters  of 
the  5th  and  10th  instant,  addressed  to  him  by  the  Hon.  J.  C.  McCurdy, 
Charge  d*Affaires  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  in  which  he 
interposes  for  the  releiise  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Brace,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  confined  by  the  imperial  atithorilies  at  Grcs  Wardein. 

The  undersigned  did  not  fail  to  communicate  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  McCurdy, 
that  on  the  receipt  of  the  first  application  of  the  United  States  consul, 
orders  bad  been  given  to  the  authuriiies  to  report  on  the  subject  mentioned 
by  Mr.  McCurdy,  and  to  terminate  the  proceedings  with  all  possible  speed* 

The  undersigned  cannot  in  the  meantime  conceal  from  the  Hon.  Mr. 
IfcCardy,  that  m  consequence,  of  communications  received  from  the  military 
commandant  in  Himgary  showing  that  Mr.  Brace,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  had  been  the  bearer  of  papers  from  Hungarian  fugitives  belonging 
to  the  most  dangerous  and  prominent  revolutionists,  addressed  to  resident 
hidividaals  very  much  suspected,  as  well  as  of  several  copies  of  the  most 
inflammatory  and  treasonable  publications,  for  which  he  had  been  placed 
in  confinement — a  proceeding  which,  especially  during  a  time  of  siege,  is 
most  strictly  forbidden  by  Taw— that  in  consequence  of  such  conduct, 
therefore,  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Brace  has  been  deemed  the  more  fully  justifiable, 
as  in  his  extensive  journey  through  Hungary  he  had  thought  proper  to  travel 
by  very  indirect  and  on  the  most  untrequented  roads,  in  quest  of  those 
individuals  who  were  known  for  their  hostility  to  the  government,  giving 
rise,  by  such  proceedings,  to  the  siisj.icicn  that  Mr.  Brace  participated  in 
their  political  intiigues. 

The  undersigned  will  avail  himself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to 
communicate  to  the  Hon  Mr.  McCurdy  the  progress  of  the  judicial 
investigation,  which  will  in  every  respect  be  conducted  in  ronformity  with 
the  requisitions  of  existing  laws^  and  he  avails  hiiiiself  of  this  occasion  to 
renew  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  McCurdy,  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  United  ^^tates, 
the  assurance  of  his  most  unbounded  regaul.

The  undersigned,  Charge    d'Affairci  of    the   United   States   near   the 

fiYerament  of  Austria,  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
xcellency's  letter  dated  the  13th  inst.,  delivered  the  14tk,  and  hastens  to 
reply. 

The  charges  against  Mr.  Brace  appear  to  be  in  substance — 1st,  that  he 
had  in  his  possession  letters  from  liangerous.  Hungarian  refugees  abroad, 
addressed  tosospicious  persons  in  Hungary,  and  se\  eral  copies^^^xiiUed 
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pamphlet  of  a  revolutionary  tendency — and  2d,  that  he  sought  by  circuitous 
routes,  to  visit  individuals  who  are  known  to  be  hostile  to  the  imperial 
government. 

The  undersigned  has  been  informed,  from  another  source,  that  Mr.  Brace 
had  with  him  but  one  objectionable  letter — and  that  only  a  note  of 
introduction,  containing  about  three  lines,  given  long  since,  and  not 
considered  by  him  of  sufficient  consequence  to  be  delivered,  and  but  one 
pamphlet — an  essay  on  the  Hungarian  questions,  which  was  kept  for  his 
own  private  use  as  a  subject  of  historical  examination. 

The  circumstance  of  his  taking  circuitous  routes  b  explained  by  the  fact 
that  he  was  seeking  in  Hungary,  as  in  England,  Holland,  Germany  and 
other  countries  of  Europe,  where  he  has  been  travelling  during  the  past 
year,  much  of  the  time  on  foot,  for  information  concerning  the  mannen, 
customs  and  morals  of  the  inhabitants,  their  systems  of  education  and  their 
scientific  and  benevolent  institutions.  With  respect  to  the  other  part  of  the 
charge,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  remark, — that  it  would  probably  be  difficult 
for  any  one,  however  well  disposed,  to  travel  so  far  and  remam  so  long  is 
that  country  at  the  present  time,  without  meeting  persons  who  are  disaffi&cted 
towards  the  imperial  government,  or  who  nave  become  subject  to  its 
suspicions. 

Taking  the  statement  of  the  local  authorities  in  its  fullest  extent — ^the 
undersigned  respectfully  submits,  that  it  hardly  tends  to  prove  the  commission 
of  a  crime  to  Mr.  Brace.  It  certainly  could  be  no  crime  to  have  had 
merely  in  his  possession  such  letters  and  pamphlets  as  are  dcscribedj  or  to 
have  merely  sought  the  acquaintances  referred  to :  and  it  is  not  shown  that 
the  letters  were  even  delivered  or  the  pamphlets  exhibited,  or  that  any 
acquaintance  was  made  for  seditious  purposes. 

That  Mr.  Brace  was  not  in  Hungary  for  revolutionary  objects,  or  as 
political  intriguer,  his  studies  and  pursuits  at  home  and  abroad  and  his 
whole  life  and  character  demonstrate — a  life  and  character  of  such  singular 
purity  and  propriety,  so  devoid  of  evil  and  devoted  to  good,  as  to  nave 
called  forth  the  admiration  of  all  who  have  known  him  in  Eurojie  and 
America. 

The  facts  respecting  him  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  your  department 
by  the  American  consul  on  the  2d  instant.  On  the  5th  the  most  ample 
explanations  were  made  by  the  undersigned,  as  of  matters  within  his  own 
knowledge  in  a  letter  of  that  date  and  in  a  personal  interview  with  your 
Excellency  which  followed.  These  statements  he  has  reason  to  beoeTe 
were  abundantly  confirmed  from  other  sources. 

Under  these  circumstances  he  takes  the  liberty  to  express  his  surprise 
that  the  imperial  authorities,  even  though  they  might  have  felt  justified  at 
first  in  makmg  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Brace,  should  not  long  since  have  ordered 
his  discharge.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  such  will  be  the  immediate 
result  of  the  proceedings  to  which  your  Excellency  refers. 

If,  however,  any  further  or  more  serious  measures  are  proposed  to  be 
adopted  in  the  case,  the  undersigned  asks  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
the  precise  charges  and  the  evidence  to  sustain  them,  together  with  Mr. 
Brace's  depositions  and  explanations ;  and  that  an  opportunity  be  allowed 
for  a  free  communication  with  him  to  facilitate  the  preparation  of  his 
defence. 

In  the  meantime  copies  of  certain  documents  on  this  subject  from  the 
\merican  minister  at  Berlin  to  the  Imperial  representative  at  the  court  oi; 
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Russia  are  herewith  transmitted,  from  a  fear  that  the  originals  may  possibly 
not  yet  have  been  received  by  your  department. 

The  undersigned  cannot  but  repeat  his  regret  that  an  occurrence  should 
have  taken  place  at  this  time  calculated  not  only  to  alarm  friends,  but  to 
arouse  the  sympathies  of  the  entire  nation  which  he  represents,  in  behalf 
of  one  of  its  most  estimable  citizens,  so  long  and  apparently  so  unnecessarily 
imprisoned. 

The  undersigned  renews  to  his  Excellency  the  assurance  of  his  high 
consideration.

With  reference  to  the  esteemed  communication  which  Mr.  McCurdv, 
Charge  d' Affaires  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  directed  on  the 
16th  mstant  to  the  undersigned,  Minister  Resident  and  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs  of  the  House  of  his  Imperial  Royal  Apostolic  majesty,  the  under- 
signed hastens  to  acquaint  Mr.  McCurdy  that,  according  to  a  despatch  just 
received  from  the  respective  authority,  Mr.  C.  L.  Brace,  who  had  been  ar- 
rested at  Gros  Wardein  on  suspicion  of  political  agitation,  has  been  con- 
xlucted,  by  order  of  the  commanding  general  in  Hungary  (with  a  view  to 
perfect  the  action  of  the  military  court  of  Pesth,)  by  a  commissary  to  Pesth, 
where  he  now  is  under  supervision  [altho']  not  in  prison  ;  and  the  inquiry 
will  be  speedily  concluded  and  its  results  will  then  be  communicated  by  the 
undersigned  to  the  Charge  d'Affaires. 

The  communications  made  by  the  Minister  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America  at  Berlin  to  the  Imperial  Minister  residing  there,  respecting  Mr. 
<C.  L.  Brace,  a  copy  of  which  the  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  United  States 
was  kind  enough  to  transmit  with  his  esteemed  communication  above  men- 
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tioned,  have  been  forthwith  communicated  to  the  competent  tribonal  for 
proper  use. 

In  reference  to  the  remarks  which  the  Charge  d'Affaires  in  his  esteemed 
communication  of  the  I6th  instant,  thought  proper  to  make  respecting  tlie 
facts  of  which  Mr.  Brace  stands  accused,  (he  undersigned  cannot  omit  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Charge  d'AfTHires  ^to  the  fact)  that  the  proper 
authoiities  exclusively,  and  they  even  accordnig  to  existing  laws^  as  called 
to  decide  on  the  same,  to  which,  as  a  matter  ol  course,  foreigners  readiogf 
in  the  country  have  as  well  to  submit  as  its  residents.  Mr.  Brace  vr», 
however,  a  few  hours  after  his  arrest  placed  before  a  regularly  constituted 
tribunal,  which,  according  to  existing  laws,  had  also  to  decide  whether 
during  inquiry  against  him  he  should  remain  free  or  be  imprisoned. 

The  government  could  only  hasten  the  proceedings,  what  has  been  done 
by  it  repeatedly ;  to  influence  the  proceedings,  or  even  the  decision  of  the 
tribunal,  was  beyond  its  competency,  ina.^much  as  in  Austria,  like  io  all 
civilized  countries,  the  final  decisions  of  the  tribunals  depend  only  on  the 
laws  and  the  conaoienoe  of  the  judge. 

The  undersigned  avdi^s  himself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  the  Chaigi 
d'Affaires  the  assurance  of  his  perfect  consideration.

The  undersized,  Charg^  d'Afiaires  of  the  United  States  near  the  goven- 
ment  of  Austria,  has  the  lienor  to  arknowledge  the  receipt  of  his  Mcel- 
lency's  letter  of  the  27th  idt.,  and  will  reply  to  it  at  the  earliest  convement 
moment. 

His  present  object  is  to  call  his  Excellency's  attention  to  a  new  occur- 
rence m  relation  to  Mr.  Brace.  He  was  found  innocent  of  the  charge 
which  had  been  preferred  ag  linst  him  and  set  at  liberty  by  the  court  at 
Pesth,  and  came  to  Vienna  this  morning.  Having  suffered  so  much  from  the 
mistake  of  the  local  authorities,  he  anticipated  the  utmost  kindrcss,  now 
th.it  fiis  character  was  known.  But  he  has  this  afternoon  been  ordered  by 
the  officers  r-f  police  to  leave  tne  city  iti  three  days. 

The  undersigned  takes  the  liberty  to  inquire  whether  under  the  circum- 
stances the  imperial  government  will  permit  this  order  to  be  enforced;  and 
if  so,  what  new  charge  is  made  or  new  evidence  discovered,  the  fonner 
having  been  abandoned  as  groundless.  As  it  is  deemed  important  that  all 
the  fifcts  in  this  case  should  be  communicated  without  delay,  and  as  Mr. 
Brace  wails  the  decision  of  the  government,  the  earliest  answer  to  this  DOtte 
is  rcspectfidly  requested.

Si& :  My  information  on  the  27th  ultimo,  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brace  had 
been  set  at  liberty  was  a  little  premature.  He  was  conducted  by  an  officer 
to  Pesth,  and  there  liberated  on  the  30th.  He  came  to  Vienna  on  the  2d 
instant,  and  was  then  informed  by  the  police  that  he  must  leave  the  city  in 
three  days.  I  wrote  to  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  on  the  subject  and 
he  was  allowed  to  remain  here  as  long  as  he  pleasinl ;  but  upon  leaving,  he 
found  himself  in  charge  of  an  officer  who  conducted  him  over  the  frontier. 

He  will  submit  a  statement  of  the  facts  to  you  and  ask  the  interposition 
of  the  government.  I  send  copies  of  all  the  correspondence  which  hlis 
passed  in  relation  to  the  case,  since  my  letter  of  the  *i7th  ultimo. 

My  last  communication  to  Prince  Schwarzenberg  X  should  have  delayed 
sending  to  him  until  I  have  heard  from  you,  except  that  this  city,  as  well 
as  Hungary,  is  in  a  state  of  siege,  and  the  treatment  of  Mr.  Brace  might  be 
repeated  towards  some  of  the  Americans  who  are  constantly  arriving  here. 
I  feel  bound,  however,  to  say  that  in  most  cases  their  reception  has  been 
perfectly  courteous.

In  addition  to  the  communication  which  the  undersigned.  Imperial  Min- 
ister Resident,  Minister  of  Fortijn  Affairs,  &c.,  of  the  Imperial  House, 
had  occasion  to  make  to  the  Charge  d' Affaires  of  the  United  States  of 
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North  America,  Mr.  McCurdy,  under  date  of  the  27th  ultimo,  No.  7577, 
the  undersigned  hastens  to  transmit  respectfully  to  the  Charee  d' Affaires, 
an  authenticated  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  court-martial  at  Pesth,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  arrest  of  the  North  American  citizen,  Mr.  C.  L.  Brace, 
together  with  the  decision. 

The  latter  was,  before  its  publication,  by  order  of  the  commanding  gen- 
-eral  in  Hungary,  Baron  Appel,  submitted  to  an  accurate  revision,  and  wis 
only,  after  having  been  found  by  a  highergudiciary  tribunal  to  be  perfect!) 
in  accordance  with  the  existing  laws,  confirmed  supreme,  judicially  by  the 
«aid  general. 

It  remains  only  to  the  undersized  to  express  his  regret  that  Mr.  Brace 
chose  a  moment  for  the  exploration  of  Hungary  in  which  that  countryi  still 
suffering  from  the  consequences  of  a  great  internal  conmiotion,  required  a 
more  rigid  surveillance  than  is  needed  m  more  quiet  times,  and  during  whidi 
foreign  travellers  have  to  be  watched  the  closer,  the  more  frequently  yet 
foreign  emissaries  of  the  revolutionary  party,  for  the  promotion  of  their 
abommable  work,  find  their  way  thither.  It  is  besides  evident  that  Mr. 
Brace  did  not  observe  the  prudence  and  circumspection  which,  under  such 
extraordinary  circumstances,  are  doubly  necessary,  and  he  thereby  himself 
alone  caused  the  disagreeable  consequences  under  which  he  had  ip  suffer.

Charles  L.  Brace,  a  native  of  Connecticut,  in  the  United  States  of 
North  America,  twenty-four  years  old,  of  Protestant  religion,  unmarried, 
a  graduated  theologian,  was  arrested  at  Oros  Wardein  on  the  24th  May  of 
this  year,  by  the  municipal  captain,  assisted  by  Imperial  royal  men-at-arms. 
on  suspicion  of  being  an  emissary  of  the  Hungarian  emigration,  and  was 
delivered  over  to  the  Imperial  royal  court-martial  for  investigation. 

After  such  (investigation)  had  been  instituted,  first  by  the  aforesaid  trib- 
unal and  afterward  been  perfected  by  the  Imperial  royal  court-martial  at 
Pesth,  the  latter,  after  having  perused  all  the  documents,  and  the  preceding 
orderly  inquiry,  came  unanimously,  on  the  subsigned  date,  to  the  following 
<lecision : 

COPY   OF    THE   DECISION. 

Against  Charles  L.  Brace  the  investigation  is  to  be  discontinued  for  want 
of  criminal  facts,  and  the  same  is  to  be  forthwith  released  from  the  police- 
arrest,  which,  however,  was  perfectly  justified  on  account  of  his  intercooise 
mostly  with  persons  who  are  hostile  to  the  government,  by  his  non-obscnr- 
ance  of  the  passport  regulations,  which  are  exceptionally  more  rigidly  en- 
forced in  the  crown  land  of  Hungary,  as  also  by  possessing  books  whicli 
are  prohibited  in  this  country,  and  letters  of  introduction  partly  from  indi- 
viduals who  belong  to  the  Hungarian  emigration,  and  by  his,  to  say  the 
least,  imprudent  remarks  respecting  some  individuals  of  that  emigration, 
whereby  he  has  laid  himself  open  to  the  suspicion  of  an  understanding  with 
the  same.  Charles  L.  Brace  shall,  however,  inasmuch  as,  according  to  his 
own  confession,  he  sympathizes  with  the  men  of  the  Hungarian   revolution 
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and  their  principles,  which  sympathies  he  is  still,  not  unfoundedly,  suspected 
to  entertain  ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  object  of  his  journey,  which,  according 
to  his  own  confession,  was  to  make  himself  acquainted  with  the  political 
parties  of  this  country  and  with  their  views,  is  totally  incompatible  with  the 
situation  of  the  still  not  fully  pacified,  and  therefore  under  martial  law, 
standing  crown  land  of  Hungary,  be  sent  out  of  the  boundaries  of  that 
country.

The  undersigned.  Charge  d^Aflfaires  of  the  United  States  near  the  gov- 
ernment of  Austria,  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
Excellency's  letters  of  the  27th  ult.  and  the  7th  instant,  enclosing  the 
jud^ent  of  the  court  on  the  trial  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Brace.  Tliey  will 
be  immediately  transmitted  to  the  American  Secretary  of  State. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  undersigned  to  discuss  at  length  the  ques- 
tions which  may  arise  in  the  case,  and  still  less  to  anticipate  the  opinions  of 
his  government ;  but  as  an  erroneous  inference  might  be  drawn  from  his 
silence,  he  takes  the  opportunity  to  make  some  observations  in  reply. 

The  points  in  your  Excellency's  communications  which  seem  to  require 
particular  notice,  are,  first,  that  Mr.  Brace  had  been  guilty  of  such  acts 
of  imprudence  as  to  justify  his  arrest  and  imprisonmemt ;  and  second,  that 
all  the  proceedings  took  place  before  the  regular  tribunals  according  to  the 
existing  laws,  and  therefore  the  Imperial  government  had  no  power  to  inr 
terfere,  except  (as  it  did)  to  hasten  their  determination. 

The  finding  of  the  court  is  so  vague  in  stating  the  causes  of  suspicion 
that  it  becomes  proper  to  recapitulate  the  precise  facts. 

Mr.  Brace  was  arrested  at  Gros  Wardein  on  the  24th  of  May,  on  the 
charge  of  being  an  emissary  of  Uxhazy  for  seditious  purposes.  The  sus- 
picious circumstances  are  alleged  to  have  been  a  delay  in  exhibiting  his 
•passport ;  an  intercourse  with  persons  for  the  most  part  hostile  to  the  State ; 
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the  possessioD  of  illegal  bookR  and  letters  of  reooiD1iien4tf1idB  in  part  firom 
Hungarian  emigrants;  und  lastly,  the  use  of  imprudent  expressMHis  in  rela- 
tion to  certain  of  those  emigrants. 

First,  Mr.  Brace  presented  bis  passpoK  within  twenty-four  hours,  the 
accustomed  time,  and  was  assured  by  the  cbief  of  police  that  all  was  rifcht. 

Second.  The  object  of  his  travel  was  the  acquisition  of  all  knowledge, 
and  that  brought  him  into  the  company  of  all  ranks  and  classes  of  men. 
Many  of  those  with  whom  he  became  intimate  were  officers  of  the  govern- 
ment. It  is  nowhere  said  that  any  acquainta.7ce  was  made  or  intercouise 
held  for  an  improper  object,  or  was  extended  beyond  the  courtesies  which 
were  due  from  and  to  a  stranger  in  the  country.  Where  so  many  of  the 
population  are  supposed  to  lie  under  suspicion,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
avoid  an  ass(Tciation  with  some  who  are  so  situated,  especially  as  he  wu 
furnished  with  no  list  of  such  persons ;  and  even  if  he  had  been,  he  might 
not  have  considered  that  they  were  therefore  to  be  excluded  from  all  inte^ 
course  with  their  kind. 

Third.  He  had  with  him  but  two  books;  both  of  them  were  printed  two 
or  three  years  since.  One  was  a  work  on  the  alleged  rights  of  Hungary, 
and  the  other  was  partly  a  history  of  the  war  and  partly  a  statistictl 
account  of  the  kingdom.  Both  were  for.his  own  use,  and  their  subjects  had 
'become  themes  of  legitimate  study. 

He  had  many  letters  of  intraduction,  of  which  one  only  was  deemed  oIk 
jectionable;  that  one  was  given  during  the  month  of  October  last,  by  an 
emigrant  Hungarian  general,  to  two  gentlemen  of  high  respectabtlitj 
(brothers,)  at  Festh,  neither  of  whom  is  compromised,  and  one  is  an  Impe- 
rial officer.  It  is  a  mere  introduction  of  three  lines,  and  Mr.  Brace  went 
through  Pesth  without  presenting  it. 

He  nad  also  the  card  of  an  acquaintance  whose  loyalty  is  undoubted, 
containing  on  its  back  the  address  of  a  brother  who  is  an  emigrant  in  Eng- 
land. Il  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  say  that  the  possession  of  these  was 
no  evidence  of  guilt.  Besides,  their  existence  was  unknown  at  the  time  of 
his  arrest. 

Fourth.  There  remains  but  one  farther  ground  of  suspicion,  and  that  is 
more  trivial  than  either  of  the  others.  It  seems  that  some  inquiry  was 
made  of  him  at  a  public  table  in  relation  to  Uxhazy ;  he  replied  in  sone 
gencrdi  observations  descriptive  of  his  colony.  Him  be  neither  knew  nor 
pretended  to  know,  and  the  information  was  such  as  any  intelligent  Amer- 
ican would  have  had,  and  would  have  felt  bouml  by  ctviiity  to  comnram- 
catc.     These  are  all  the  circumstances  which  were  adduced  against  bim. 

On  the  other  hand  his  appearance,  deportment,  conversation,  letters  and 
recommendations,  indicated  that  he  was  a  man  of  talent,  a  scholar,  a  gen- 
tleman and  a  Christian,  lie  had  with  him  the  evidence  of  his  citizenship, 
including  the  implied  pledge  of  his  country  to  protect  him,  and  the  personal 
recommendation  of  iis  representative  at  Vienna  vouching  for  his  respecta* 
bility  and  the  propriety  of  his  conduct. 

In  the  face  of  these  fact?,  tor  rf'a^ns  so  frivolous,  he  was  thrown  into 
prison  as  a  felon.  The  means  of  conveying  intelligence  of  his  situatioD 
was  dented.  About  a  week  after  his  arrest  the  American  consul  in  this  city, 
who  is  an  Austrian  subject  not  supposed  to  be  disaffected,  and  who  was 
well  acquainted  with  him,  gave  a  full  exposition  respecting  him  and  urged 
his  release. 

The  undersigned  immediately,  by  letter  and  in  a  personal  interview,  tit

collected  by.  tbt  pokee  was  of  the  same  description.  Oertifieates*  of  a  mn*- 
iiar  import  .we»  sent irom  the  most  respectable  soarces  at  Berlin*  The- 
Asneiicaa -minister  at  the  court  of  Prussia  inla'posed  in  his  behalf  as  a  per^ 
sonal  friendy  and  gave  assurances  from  his  own  knowledge,  of  the  integri^- 
of  his  character  and  the  purity  of  his  motives. 

Ydt  under  these  cancumstances  the  miprisonment  was  continued  f6r  a 

mpntb.     Darog  all  this  time  he  was  in  the  power  of  a  miHtary  court,  su^ 

oaitting  daily  to  indignity  and  suffisring,  and  exposed  upon  ex-parU  testi- 

HMMiy,  without  friends  or  counsel,  or  witnesses,  to  the  decision  of  that  Ibar^ 

fill  tribunal ;  a  trifaunal  from  wbichgood  men  in  all  countries  have  ^<farunIc 

with,  dread.    At  his  last  exammation,  when  the  accusation  was  admitted  to 

be  utteily  groundless,  he  made  no  attempt  to  conceal  that  while  in  America 

biaaymp^thy  liad  been  with  the  Hungarians  and  their  cause,  whereupon  the 

Cfmrt  acquitted  him  of  the  charge,  but  suspecting  that  lus  ex]>erieTioe  in 

the  country  had  not  coireoted  Lis  early  impressions,  ordered  him  to  be  sent 

Olfer  the  border  as  though  he  was  a  convict. 

The  undersigned  is  awaie  that  Hungary  is  still  in  a  state  of  siege,  anil 
due  allowance  should  be  made  on  that  account.  But  if  that  fact  warrants 
this  proceeding,  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  transaction  which  might 
not  be  justitied  by  the  same  plea.  It'  it  be  said  that  a. state  of  hiege  ren- 
ders such  measures  necessary,  it  may  be  replied  that  suchmeasurts  would 
tend  to  render  the  necessity  of  the  siege  perpetual. 

The  other  topic  of  your  Excellency's  letter  suggests  considerations  of 
grave  importance,  extending  Iteyond  this  particular  case.  Had  the  acts 
complained  of  been  committed  by  individuals  without  authority  or  by  offi- 
cers overstepping  its  bounds,  it  might  have  been  excused  as  one  of  the 
accidental  disturbances,  like  the  sudden  outbreak  of  a  mob,  which  will 
sometimes  happen  in  the  best  regulated  communitirs.  But  these  proceed- 
iBgB  are  declared  to  have  taken  place  before  the  regular  tribunals  under  the 
•lusting  laws,  and  the  government  though  so  earnestly  solicited,  declined 
to  inlertere,  upon  the  alleged  ground  of  its  incompetency. 

The  undersigned  can  readily  understand  that  a  government  has  no  right 
to  interfere  with  the  judgment  of  a  court,  as  for  i distance,  to  order  the  con- 
viction of  a  person  whom  the  judge  should  find  innocent,  but  he  had  sup- 
posed that  in  relation  to  a  mere  prosecuting  officer,  conducting  a  political 
trial  on  behalf  of  the  State,  the  power  ami  the  duty  of  the  government 
were  entirely  ditferent  Such  an  o^iicer,  whether  he  is  called  attorney, 
advocate,  or  as  in  this  case,  an  auditor,  must  of  necessity  be  the  agent  of 
•  the  government.  In  that  character  he  can  with  the  utmost  propriety  be 
iniluenced  in  respect  to  the  commencement,  or,  when  it  appears  that  a  great 
mintake  has  been  made  and  a  great  wrong  is  liable  to  be  committed,  tlie 
termiimtion  of  a  crimmal  tiroi*ess»  The  consequence  of  allowing  an  impe- 
rious and  irresponsible  otfaciai  to  prosecute  at  ins  own  will  any  individual, 
subject  or  foreigner,  on  an/  charge  and  any  evidence,  are  too  obvious  to 
require  omment.  If  the  principles  were  as  claimed,  the  moit  illustrious 
subject  of  the  Austrian  empire,  in  visiting  a  neighboring  ^itate,  might  fur 
some  immaterial  remark,  misjonstiueii  or  laisreprtScuteo,  or  the  possession 
of  some  letter  or  book  unsatisfactary  to  the  police,  become  the  subject  of 
•uspiciooj  arrest  and  imprisonment.     Notwithstanding  that  the  government 
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should  at  once  be  made  acquainted  with  his  character  and  purposes,  and  his 
distinction  as  a  statesman  and  a  soldier,  he  might  be  exposed  to  the  suffering 
and  disgrace  of  a  lone  imprisonment  and  the  dangers  of  a  military  triaL 
And  when  finally  discharged  he  would  be  entitled  to  no  other  redress  than 
a  solemn  assurance  that  all  the  legal  formalites  had  been  observed,  and  the 
government  swift  to  arrest,  had  been  powerless  to  release  him.  Surely  the 
safety  of  innocent  men  and  the  peace  of  nations  are  not  to  be  so  slightly 
hazarded. 

The  undersigned  repectfuUy  makes  these  su^estions  at  the  present  time, 
because  an  unusual  number  of  his  countrymen  are  now  passing  throueh 
the  dominions  of  Austria,  attracted  by  the  facility  of  the  excellent  roads, 
the  general  civility  of  its  officers,  the  interest  of  its  works  of  art,  and  the 
beauty  of  its  cities,  and  he  is  unwilling  to  be  suspected  by  his  silence,  of 
assenting  to  a  course  of  proceeding  which  is  calculated  to  jeopard  them 
and  the  good  understanding  of  the  two  countries. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Brace  will  be  referred  to  his  government  and  he  feeb 
justified  in  saying,  that  while  that  government  will  keep  in  view  the  chief 
object  of  its  existence,  the  protection  of  its  citizens  in  their  rights,  it  will 
yet  be  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  moderation  and  forbearance,  which  shouM 
temper  the  intercourse  of  one  great  nation  with  another. 

He  is  happy  to  repeat  the  assurance  of  his  distinguished  consideration.

In  consequence  of  the  conmiunication  which  the  Minister  Resident,  minis- 
ter of  the  household  and  of  foreign  affairs  of  his  Imperial  Roval  Majesty,  the 
Prince  Schwarzenberg,  made  to  the  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  Unitecl  States 
of  North  America,  Mr.  McCurdy,  under  date  of  the  7th  ultimo,  relative  to 
the  decision  given  by  the  military  court  at  Pesth,  in  the  affairs  of  the  Ame- 
rican citizen,  C.  Brace,  the  Charge  d' Affaires — in  his  esteemed  communica- 
tion of  the  17th  July— declared  it  to  be  his  duty,  1,  to  enter  into  an  expo- 
sition and  examination  of  the  motives  of  this  oecision,  as  also  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  court  of  the  case  in  Question  ;  and  2,  to  examine  into  the  part 
taken  m  this  matter  by  the  imperial  government.  The  undersigned  there- 
fore considers  it  his  duty  to  leave  this  communication  not  unanswered. 

Respecting  the  first  point,  the  undersigned  finds  himself  compelled — ^with 
reference  to  what  has  already  been  communicated  in  the  notes  of  the  minis- 
ter of  foreign  affairs  of  the  27th  June  ^nd  7th  July,  to  draw  most  respect- 
fully the  attention  of  the  Charge  d'Affaires,  foremost  to  the  following :  that 
in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  law  and  might  existing  and  universally 
acknowledged  in  all  civilized  countries,  the  decision,  whether  an  action 
which  required  judicial  interference  be  punishable  on  the  basis  of  existing 
laws  or  not,  as  also  whether  the  offence  which  provoked  the  interference, 
let  the  same  appear  justified  in  accordance  with  the  laws, — belong  solely  and 
exclusively  to  the  competent  tribunals ;  that,  furthermore,  in  all  well  regth- 
lated  judicial  institutions,  and  consequently  in  that  of  Austria,  only  to  the 
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bigher  judicial  }>ower8  lawfully  appeitains  the  right  to  submit  the  decisions 
and  the  proceedings  of  the  subordinate  judicial  tribunals  to  inquiry  and  ex- 
amination. 

If  now,  Mr.  Brace  has  thought  {)roper  to  assume  that  the  decision,  even 
by  the  court-martial  in  Pesth,  m  his  affairs  often  alluded  to  under  date  of 
the  30th  June,  of  this  year,  had  been  eiven  in  violation  of  the  existing 
laws ;  all  that  he  had  to  do  was,  to  appeal  within  the  prescribed  period,  and 
that  the  more  especially,  as  such  an  appeal  is  explicitly  permitted,  '^  when 
the  accusation  and  examination  should  have  been  made  without  any  fegal . 
cause."  Mr.  Brace,  however,  has  not  thought  proper  to  avail  himself  of 
this  legal  remedy,  and  in  doin^  so  he  has,  in  the  sense  of  the  law,  manifestly 
declared  that  he  did  not  feel  himseli  able  to  attack  the  legal  validity  of  the 
above  referred  to  decision. 

The  Charge  d'Aflfaires  also  thought  it  proper  to  allude  to  the  severity  of 
the  penal  court,  at  present  in  force  in  Hungary,  and  more  especially  to  the 
procrastinating,  and  as  he  asserts,  severe  proceeding  of  the  legal  tribunal 
against  Mr.  Brace. 

The  undersigned  cannot  but  make,  respecting  these  points,  the  following 
observations,  for  Mr.  McCurdv :  the  social  order  in  the  said  crown  land  has 
been  shaken  to  its  very  foundations  by  one  of  the  most  vehement  political 
revolutions  which  modern  history  has  produced,  and  in  consequence  thereof, 
a  great  number  of  the  once  so  nappy  inhabitants  of  Hungary  had  been  re- 
duced to  a  nameless  misery ;  the  leaders  of  the  Hungarian  revolution,  refu* 
gees  in  other  countries,  are  still  exerting  their  utmost  influence  to  bring  on 
in  their  native  country,  a  new  revolution ;  for  that  purpose,  they  do  not 
hesitate  to  avail  themselves  of  the  most  contemptible  means,  and  among 
those  is,  not  the  least  important,  the  emission  of  numerous  a^nts,  who> 
under  various  marks,  and  often  provided  with  passports  of  foreign  govern- 
ments, follow  their  business  of  agitation. 

How  from  the  revolutionists  of  Austria,  North  American  passports  have 
been  especially  abused,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  easier  their  pernicious  de- 
signs under  their  protection^  is  made  manifest  (to  use  only  the  respective 
discoveries  which  have  been  verjr  lately  made)  by  the  following  facts:  The 
Austrian  subject  and  late  officer  in  the  ninth  battalion  of  riflemen.  Earnest 
Haugh,  who  in  Vienna  had  taken  a  most  distin^ished  part,  and  whom  the 
judicial  tribunals  had  published  as  fugitive  from  justice,  travelled,  during  the 
latter  period  of  last  year,  provided  with  a  passport  from  the  North  Ameri- 
can legation  at  Rome,  dated  July  6,  1849,  and  designating  him  as  general 
and  an  American  citizen ;  a  very  large  part  of  Germany,  m  order  to  carry 
out  there  some  of  the  measures  resolveci  upon  by  the  revolutionary  central 
committee  in  London,  one  of  whose  most  active  members  Haugh  is. 

Furthermore  have  Oscar  Faulke  and  Adoiphi  Barpheim,  Austrian  subjects, 
individuals  who  had  taken  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  Vienna  revolution,  and 
who  had  been  published  as  fugitives  from  justice, — men  who,  since  1849, 
were  incessantly  engaged,  in  divers  countries,  in  the  carrying  out  of  revo- 
lutionary tendencies  in  Austria,  but  who  since  the  beginning  of  last  winter 
had  resided  in  Switzerland,  and  had  been  the  leaders  of  the  machinations 
directed  by  the  fugitives  assembled  there  against  the  neighboring^  Austrian 
provinces, — figured  as  North  American  citizens ;  the  former  as  Mr.  J.  C. 
Clegg,  the  latter  as  his  servant  William,  and  they  legitimatized  themselves 
in  that  character  by  a  passport  from  the  North  American  charge  d'affaires 
at  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  dated  October  20, 1849,  which  in  its  etxernal 
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iBoods  was  perrecti  J  aecordins  to  rules*  Only  after  the  certamiy  not  i 
severe  police  of  the  Canton  of  Zurich,  in  consequence  of  the  very  iiuippHK 
priate  behaviour  of  the  two  aforesaid  North  American  citizens,  saw  ilsetf 
compelled,  in  spite  of  the  passports  carried  by  them,  to  arrest  them  in  May 
last,  has  it  been  possible  to  withdraw  the  rereltttionary  mask  from  Aod 
revolutionary  leaders. 

Under  these  circumstances  hardly  anybody,  who  without  partiality  eaa 
look  at  matters  and  things  as  they  at  present  are  b  Han^ry,  will  dc^y  the 
urgent  necessity  to  watch  for  the  present  there,  even  with  a  sharper  eye, 
as  it  would  be  in  the  case  of  peace,,  over  every  action  by  which  the  puUit 
peace  might  be  endangered.  All  governments,  not  even  those  excepted, 
who  are  considered  to  be  the  most  liberal,  make  use  in  an  extraordinafy 
state  of  public  affairs,  oi  extraordinary  means;  as  for  example,  to  i^ite  only 
an  instance  of  the  very  latest  date,  for  some  parts  of  England  a  law  has 
been  put  in  force  according  to  which  every  one  who  is  found  armed  in  the 
public  highways  is  punished  for  that  offence  with  three  years'  imprtsonmeBt 
in  the  workhouse. 

As  on  the  one  hand,  everjr  independent  State  has  the  right  to  institate  die 
laws  which  bind  its  terrifories,  altogether  and  exclusively  according  to  its 
own  judgment,  so  are,  on  the  other  hand,  the  subjects  of  other  countiMt 
visiting  those  territories  equally  unquestionably  obliged  to  respect  tbesr 
laws,  if  they  wish  to  escape  the  punishment  set  u|)on  a  violation  of  the  same. 
Whether  those  laws  are  in  accordance  with  their  individual  views,  or  cor- 
respond with  the  principles  of  the  State  to  which  they  belong,  b  of  course 
irrelevarit  (cannot  come  into  contemplation.)  The  fact  that  they  have  exBt* 
ence  is  the  only  one  whi«*h  deserves  cor.sitleration.  If  any  one  finds  Ike 
legisbttion  of  a  country  not  in  accordance  with  his  principles,  it  is  left  tohii 
own  free  will  not  to  enter  into  that  countr}\    • 

As  Austria  does  not  arrogate  the  ri^ht  to  demand  for  its  own  citizens  in 
the  United  States,  an  exceptional  sentiment,  or  to  make  its  remarks  respect- 
ing the  legal  organization  there  in  existence,  so  can  the  imperial  government 
not  concede,  that  for  North  An  erican  citizens  residing  in  the  Austrian  States 
another  treatment  be  claimed,  than  the  one  which  is  prescribed  by  the  laws, 
nor  that  the  criminal  legislation  of  this  country  be  subjected  to  a  foreign  offi- 
cial criticism.  Respecting  the  delays  respecting  which  Mr.  McCunly  finds 
fault  with  the  court-martial  in  the  att'aiis  of  Mr.  Srace,  it  is  to  le  hoped  that 
the  views  of  the  Charge  d'Affaires  respecting  this  subject  will  by  them- 
selves undergo  a  considerable  modification  if  that  gentleman  will  tal« 
kindly  into  contemplation,  that  Mr.  Brace  has  travelled  through  a  very  ex- 
tensive part  of  the  crown  land  of  Hungary,  and  more  especially,  alsa 
through  that  part  in  which  no  expeditious  means  of  communication  exist; 
that  he  has  not  always  traveled  on  the  hii^hways  and  post  routes  ;  that  he 
has  flelayed  on  some  points  remote  from  those  roads,  that  in  order  to  veri^ 
the  depositions  of  Mr.  Brace,  in  those  different  places  witnesses  bad  to  be 
examined  b«*fore  the  court  could  come  to  a  final  dtcision. 

The  favorable  testimonials  wliich  have  betn  given  in  behalf  of  Mr. 
Brace,  l»y  the  Chnrgc  d' Affaires  himself  and  by  the  American  minister  at 
Berlin,  which  have  been  forwarded  by  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affain 
without  delay,  after  they  were  received,  to  the  court-marl ial  at  Groa 
Warilein,  although  ihey  were  of  a  high  character,  could  however  be  consid- 
ered  only  as  certificates  of  good  lepute,  which,  in  accordance  uith  exisliag 
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laws,  could  not  prove  an  indiridual  free  from  guilt  in  a  case  which  had 
already  teen  brought  before  a  tribunal. 

The  statements  made  by  Mr.  Braae  respecting  harsh  treatment  of  which 
he  accuses  the  court-martial  (for  only  on  those  statements  the  Charge 
d' Affaires  could  have  based  his  own  relative  restatements,)  form  a  very  great 
contrast  to  the  reports  which  the  Imperial  government  has  received  on  this 
subject,  according  to  which  Mr.  Brace  has  been  treated  during  the  duration 
of  his  arrest  for  inquiry,  with  every  admissible  consideration  and  with  every 
alleviation  which  tne  locality  would  admit  of. 

It  is  not  hard  to  perceive  that  Mr.  Brace,  displeased  with  what  has  hap- 
pened to  him,  (although  it  washy  his  own  fault,)  got  into  such  a  bad  humor 
that  he  could  not  with  impartiality  look  at  the  proceedings  of  the  court- 
martial  against  himi  But  for  this  very  reason,  also,  can  the  statements  of 
Mr.  Bra(*e,  respecting  this  matter  and  all  other  facts  connected  with  this 
subject,  by  no  means  be  regarded  as  a  proper  source  for  an  impartial  opin- 
ion respecting  them. 

The  undersigned  comes  now  to  the  observations  which  the  Charge  d'Af- 
faires  of  the  Imited  States  has  thought  it  his  duty  to  make  respecting  the 
measures  taken  by  the  Imperial  government  in  the  criminal  procedure 
against  Mr.  Brace ;  on  this  subject  be  can  only  direct  the  attention  of  Mr. 
M'Curdy  to  the  stipulations  of  the  penal  code,  at  present  existing  in  the 
Austrian  States.  The  Charge  d* Affaires  will  find  on  examination,  that  the 
preliminary  investigation  (the  indictment)  at  which  an  agent  of  the  govern- 
ment, the  attorney  general,  in  its  name  and  behalf  is  present,  has  not  as 
yet  been  introduced  in  all  the  crown  lands  of  Austria,  (as  the  Charge  d'Af- 
iaires  erroneously  presumes)  and  certainly  not  in  Himgary,  as  also  that  for 
all  legal  proceedings  in  which  the  indictment  cannot  be  legally  applied,  the 
older  Austrian  penal  code  is  still  in  operation. 

According  to  that  code  the  criminal  courts  enter  in  all  cases  which  are 
subject  to  them  and  come  to  their  cognizance  at  once  ex  officio.  It  is  by 
no  means  necessary,  as  the  Charge  d  Affaires  seems  to  assume,  that  an  ofR- 
cial  notification  from  another  side  should  have  preceded.  It  is  sufficient  to 
warrant  an  interference  of  the  respective  tribunal,  that  the  same  in  some  way 
or  another,  even  if  only  by  a  cry,  should  have  received  cognizance  of  a 
committed  crime. 

As  soon  as  the  offender  is  arrested,  the  tribunal  is  obliged  to  enter  at 
once  upon  a  summary  examination  and  to  decide  on  its  result,  and  the 
evidence  obtained  on  the  occasion  by  legal  resolution  foremost :  whether 
there  be  sufficient  cause  for  further  prosecution  of  the  accused  in  accordance 
with  the  existing  law,  and  if  that  be  affirmed,  whether  to  the  end  of  the 
further  proceedings  against  him,  the  accused  is  to  be  free  or  to  be  kept  in 
arrest. 

In  all  these  proceedings  of  the  courts  and  their  resolutions,  the  govern- 
ment cannot  in  the  least  manner  legally  interfere  neither  by  encouraging 
them  nor  by  checking  them.  The  Austrian  tribunals  are  in  all  these  rela- 
tions perfectly  independent  of  the  government.  The  controlling  power  of 
the  lower  courts,  as  also  the  corrective  of  any  abuse  of  which  they  may 
he  guilty,  is  entrusted  to  the  higher  judicial  instances.  Only  when  the  sen- 
tence has  been  spoken,  the  monarch  can  pardon. 

Herein  originates  also  the  erroneous  view  of  the  Charge  d*Affaires  that 
the  Judge  advocate  present  at  court-martial  courts  was  acting  the  part  of 
an  imperial  Attorney  General.    The  judge  advocate  is  a  judiciajLcharacter, 
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and  his  official  doings  are  legally  beyond  the  bfluence  of  the  govemmentv 
He  does  not  proceed  according  to  instructions  received  for  the  various  cases^ 
but  solely  and  exclusively  according  to  tbe  existing  laws. 

In  concluding  his  above  mentioned  note  Mr.  McCurdy  repeats  the  state- 
ment, that  he  intended  to  bring  the  case  of  Mr.  Brace  to  the  knowledge  of 
his  government.  He  believes  himself  furthermore  bound  to  point  out,  that 
his  government  considered  the  protection  of  its  citizens  its  first  duty. 

The  Imperial  Government  not  less  impressed  with  this  obligation  than 
North  America,  acknowledges  also  the  right  corresponding  to  that  duty, 
but  only  so  far  as  the  same  is  exercised  witnin  the  limits  fixed  by  the  law  of 
nations,  or  does  not  touch  the  respect  due  to  the  independence  and  institu- 
tions of  other  countries. 

The  undersigned  in  requesting  the  Charge  d'Affaires  to  communicate  this 
note  also  to  his  high  government,  avails  nimself  of  this  occasion  to  renew 
to  Mr.  McCurdy  the  assurances  of  his  perfect  esteem  and  consideration.

[No.  8.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Vienna,  August  28,  1851. 

Sir  :  Since  my  letter  of  the  27th  of  July,  further  correspondence  has 
taken  place  respecting  the  affair  of  Mr.  Brace,  of  which  I  send  you  copies^ 

The  original  measures  against  him  were  certainly  exceedingly  harsh,  and 
upon  the  slightest  grounds.  When  the  mistake  was  ascertained,  it  might 
have  been  ascribed  to  the  over  zeal  of  the  local  officers,  and  should  have 
immediately  been  corrected  and  atoned  for  as  far  as  possible  by  acts  of 
kindness.  Presuming  that  such  would  be  the  case,  I  did  not  intend  to  take 
any  iurther  notice  of  the  matter  until  I  should  have  received  your  directions. 
But  the  communication  from  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  vindicating  the 
officers,  and  throwing  all  the  blame  on  Mr.  Brace,  with  the  subsequent 
treatment  of  him,  offering  a  gratuitous  insult  not  only  to  him  but  to  all 
who  had  felt  a  like  sympathy  in  our  own  country,  and  m  every  other,  indi- 
cated a  determination  to  carry  the  course  through,  and  apply  it  at  pleasure 
to  others  of  our  friends.  This  seemed  to  require  that  I  should  at  once  de- 
clare my  opinions  on  the  subject.  A  simple  expression  of  dissent,  without 
assigning  any  reasons,  would  probably  have  received  little  attention.  I 
have  therefore  been  led  into  a  discussion,  which,  when  once  begun,  I  could 
Mot  hesitate  to  follow.  I  have  confined  myself  to  an  explanation  of  my 
own  views,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  a  repetition  of  the  outrage,  de- 
clining to  anticipate  the  steps  which  my  government  might  take  in  the  pai^ 
ticular  case.     Tnat  you  will  unite  with  me  in  an  avowal  of  strong  disappro* 
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'bation,  I  cannot  doubt^  whatever  form  of  expression  or  action  you  may 
think  proper  to  adopt.         «♦#»**

Legation  ok  the  United  States, 

Vienna^  August  20,  1851. 

The  undersigned,  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  United  States  near  the  govern- 
ment of  Austria,  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  further 
communication  from  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs,  dated  the  5th 
August,  in  relation  to  the  difficulty  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brace.  He  has  read 
it  with  attention,  and  will,  as  requested,  transmit  it  witfe  pleasure  to  his 
government. 

For  reasons  similar  to  those  heretofore  given,  he  devotes  a  few  words  to 
an  examination  of  its  views.  The  prominent  facts  in  the  case  do  not  seem 
to  be  disputed.  The  arrest,  the  charge  of  being  a  revolutionary  agent,  the 
trivial  evidence  to  support  it,  the  demonstration  of  its  untruth,  the  severe 
imprisonment,  and  the  acquittal  on  that  charge  but  conviction  and  punish- 
ment for  another — in  respect  to  these  points  there  appears  to  be  no  question. 
A  great  injury,  therefore,  has  been  bflicted  on  a  most  respectable  and  irre- 
proachable man. 

The  claim  of  the  imperial  government  is  understood  to  be,  that  it  was 
effected  under  such  circumstances  that  there  exists  no  right  to  complain.  It 
is  said  that  his  long  detention  arose  from  the  necessity  of  tracing  him  through 
Hungary  in  his  circuitous  routes.  The  charge  affected  his  character,  and 
not  any  particular  acts ;  and  there  must  have  been  some  period  at  which 
doubt  respecting  that,  and  of  cojirse  any  necessity  for  tracing  him,  must 
have  ceased.  It  certainly  might  have  been  considered  a  proper  time,  when 
the  suspicion  against  him,  slight  as  it  was  at  first,  had  entirely  failed  of 
confirmation,  and  in  addition  to  all  the  other  evidence  in  his  favor,  the 
highest  representatives  of  his  country  at  the  great  courts  of  Vienna  and 
Berlin  had  pledged  their  word  for  his  integrity  and  claimed  him  as  a  friend. 
This  occurred  early  in  the  course  of  his  imprisonment.  It  is  stated  that 
certain  American  passports  were  some  years  since  wrongfully  obtained,  or 
more  recently  misapplied.  The  connexion  of  that  fact  with  this  case  is  not 
apparent,  as  the  citizenship  and  identity  of  Mr.  Brace,  if  ever  questioned, 
were  immediately  established,  and  then  his  passport,  if  it  means  anything, 
should  have  been  his  protection.  The  principal  tendency  of  the  fact  alluded 
to  is  to  show  that  the  whole  passport  system,  so  mischievous  to  individuals, 
is  at  the  same  time  useless  to  the  government.  Nor  is  the  relevancy  of  a 
certain  law  of  England  to  which  reference  is  made,  very  perceptible. 
There  is  little  analogy  between  the  punishing  of  men  for  parading  the 
streets  armed  with  deadly  weapons  at  night,  and  that  of  a  traveller  for 
carrying  a  book  of  history  or  political  disquisitions  in  his  trunk. 

To  the  observation,  that  if  Mr.  Brace  felt  aggrieved  by  the  sentence  of 
the  court  directing  him  to  be  sent  across  the  border,  he  might  have  appealed 
to  a  higher  tribimal,  a  statement  of  the  facts  will  be  a  sufficient  answer. 
He  was  informed  at  Pesth  by  the  officers  who  held  him  in  charge,  that  he 
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had  been  accraitted  and  was  at  libertj  to  go  where  he  pleased.  This  ' 
on  the  30th  June.  He  came  to  Vienna  the  3d  July.  Within  a  few  hours 
of  his  arrival  he  was  summoned  before  the  police,  and  directed  to  leave  the 
country  within  three  days.  This  order  came  from  the  police,  and  not  from 
the  court.  The  undersigned  brought  this  new  molestation  to  your  excel- 
lency's notice,  and  the  order  was  rescinded.  A  copy  of  the  judgment  d 
the  court  was  sent  to  the  undersigned  on  the  7th,  and  in  this  way  for  the 
first  time  did  Mr.  Brace  become  informed  of  his  sentence.  He  was  then 
about  to  leave  the  city,  and  had  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  further 
steps  against  him  were  intended.  But  upon  takmg  the  steamer  on  the  9th, 
he  found  to  his  surprise  that  he  had  been  pursued  by -an  officer,  by  whom 
he  was  taken  into  custody  and  conducted  to  the  confines  of  the  empire.  In 
this  situation  of  the  case,  it  will  be  perceived  that  an  appeal  was  out  of  the 
question.  i 

But  the  most  important  position  taken  in  the  communication  of  the  oth 
instant,  is  in  substance,  that  the  proceeding  took,  place  under  a  system  of 
laws  and  their  administration  actually  existing. in  this  country,  and  which 
the  nation  in  the  enjoyment  of  its  sovereignty  has  a  right  to  maintam.  and 
that  no  stranger  coming  voluntarily  within  its  sphere,  or  his  government,  is 
justified  in  complaining  of  its  operations.  It  is  added,  that  Austria  does 
not  claim  to  interfere  with  the  treatment  of  its  subjects  in  the  United  State, 
under  the  American  laws. 

In  reply  to  the  last  remark  the  undersigned  will  only  say,  that  no  occa- 
sion for  that  interposition  is  believed  to  have  arisen.  The  reception  which 
has  been  given  m  America  to  the  worthy  men  who  have  drank  of  the 
Danube  as  well  as  of  the  other  noble  rivers  of  Germany,  is  not  of  such  a 
nature  as  should  induce  any  paternal  solicitude.  The  answer  to  a  com* 
plaint,  that  the  act  objected  to  is  the  result  of  an  established  system,  and 
those  who  are  dissatisfied  may  keep  out  of  its  reach,  is  one  of  a  very  general 
character,  and  somewhat  easy  to  be  made  ;  but  it  is  not  always,  and  as  a 
matter  of  course,  conclusive.  Its  propriety  in  a  particular  case  is  a  ques- 
tion open  to  the  examination  of  the  party  interested,  other  than  the  one 
who  makes  it. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  would  he  among  the  last  to  ad- 
vance any  claims  which  should  interfere  with  the  independent  action  ol 
another  nation  when  properly  exercised,  or  the  supremacy  of  its  laws  when 
regularly  and  fairly  administered.  The  principle  of  public  law,  which 
appears  to  be  relied  upon,  is  based  upon  the  presumption  that  the  condi- 
tion of  a  country — its  code  of  jurisprudence,  and  its  judicial  and  adminis- 
trative proceeding  are  such  as  to  furnish  assurance  that  justice  vrill  be 
done  and  the  rights  of  a  foreign  citizen  protected  without  intervention 
of  his  own  government.    . 

How  far  these  circumstances  existed  in  the  present  case  is  a  fair  subject 
of  inquiry. 

The  condition  of  Hungary  is  strongly  portrayed  in  the  various  commu- 
nications from  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs.     It  is  evident  that  there 
k  prevails  among  the  local  officers  an  intense  dread  of  revolutionary  move- 

^*  ments,  and  of  a  violent  prejudice  against  those  who  are  suspected  of  being 

[  agents  in  them.     The  imperial  government  has  thought  proper  to  aboM 

I]  the  ancient  political  intitutions  of  the  country  and  to  establish  a  new  con- 

1  stitution.     By  that  instrument  ample  security  is  afforded  to  the  citizens  of 

,  foreign  States.     But  the  same  authority  has  deemed  it  necessary,  as  yet, 
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to  suspend  its  operations.    It  has  Tor  similar  reaSDns  superseded  the  regular 
tribunal  of  justice  and  substituted  military  courts.     The  decisions  of  these 
courts  affecting  liberty  and  life,  during  the  past  two  years,  have  not  in- 
spired wuversal  confidence.     It  seems  that  the  practice  here  is  different 
from  that  which  is  supposed  essential  to  the  furtherance  of  justice  in  other 
parts  of  the  empire.     The  officer  who  makes  the  charges  and  prepares  the 
testimony  and  examines  the  party  and  the  witnesses,  and  conducts  the 
trial  and  reports  its  progress  and   acts  throughout  as  the  prosecuting 
attorney  with  all  his  zeal,  and  perhaps  resentment,  forms  also  a  part  of  the 
court.     He  is  both  accuser  and  judge.     An  appeal  from  his  decision  would 
be  tried  on  his  statement  of  the  facts.     It  seems  that  the  government  is 
restrained  by  its  regard  for  the  law,  m  an  inexorable  necessity,  from  exert- 
ing that  influence  which  has  elsewhere  been  found  indispensable  in  particular 
cases  to  prevent  oppression  under  the  forms  of  justice.     So  that  even  if  it 
knew  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  England  had  been  thrown  into  one  of 
its  prisons  as  a  political  spy,  it  could  not  consisf ently  with  its  sense  of  pro- 
priety advise  his  liberation.    It  seems  that  in  the  case  under  consideration, 
the  trial  was  secret  and  exparte,  without  an  opportunity  for  the  accused  to 
procure  counsel  or  witnesses,  or  to  see  or  examine  witnesses  for  the  State, 
or  to  communicate  with  friends.    The  information  of  his  danger  was  con- 
Teyed  by  stealth.     His  imprisonment  was  at  least  terminated  by  a  charac- 
teristic judgment.     He  was  found  innocent  of  the  charge  preferred  against 
him,  but  gmlty  of  another  on  which  he  had  not  been  tjied.     This  offence 
was  no  act  done  or  word  spoken  in  Hungary  or  any  other  place,  but  a 
private  sentiment — a  feeling  of  sympathy  entertained  years  since  in  his 
own  bosom,  in  his  own  country  four  thousand  miles  away,  and  which  he 
was  suspected — barely  suspected,  of  entertaining  still.     1  or  this  crime  he 
was  condemned  to  transportation,  and  the  sentence  was  executed.     He 
was  conveyed  through  the  dominions  of  Austria  as  a  prisoner  and  a  convict. 
.  The  undersigned  is  not  aware  of  any  principle  of  national  law  which 
places  this 'transaction  beyond  the  reach  of  the  party  injured  and  his 
government. 

If  an  American  ship  in  the  port  of  Trieste  should  rim  up  its  flag,  and 
thereupon  some  over-zealous  but  not  over-wise  official  should  imagine  that, 
in  the  present  distracted  state  of  the  neighboring  districts  of  Lombardy 
and  Hungary,  the  erection  of  the  red  stripes  was  mtended  as  an  insurrec- 
.  tionary  signal,  and  should  seize  vessel  and  cargo  and  crew,  and  subject 
them  to  a  long  detention  and  as  ruinous  process — the  explanation  that  such 
was  the  system  of  the  country,  and  those  who  were  displeased  might  keep 
out  of  its  waters,  would  not  be  very  satisfactory  to  the  sufferers  and  pro- 
bably not  to  their  government. 

Although  the  undersigned  makes  no  definite  proposition  in  the  affair  of 
Mr*  Brace,  yet  for  the  reasons  heretofore  stated  and  to  which  he  will  again 
refer,  he  deems  it  necessary  to  express  his  opinion  respecting  it  in  the 
frankest  manner  and  most  earnest  terms.  Vast  numbers  of  his  countrymen 
are  now  traversing  this  continent,  induced  by  tlieir  spirit  of  enterprise, 
restless  activity — iheir  thirst  for  knowledge  or  their  love  of  amusement, 
and  especially  by  their  propensity  for  travel,  stimulated  by  the  sudden 
influx  of  untohi  wealth.  The  attention  of  very  many  of  them,  he  repeats, 
is  directed  to  this  empire,  situated  as  it  is  in  the  heart  of  Europe,  on  the 
high  road  to  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  and  the  regions  of  the  far 
East,  and  possessing  in  itself  so  many  sources  of  attr^.^|i9^^  i  They  do  not 
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come  here  as  conspirators.  But  there  is  no  occasion  to  conceal  that  mos* 
of  them  at  home,  in  common  with  the  great  majority  of  their  nation,  in- 
cluding the  eminent  men  who  guide  its  destinies,  have  entertained  sjmpa- 
.thies  similar  to  those  which  in  the  instance  of  Mr.  Brace  were  made  ik 
subject  of  punishment.  Unhappily  this  beautiful  capital  and  other  citie 
and  places  in  the  empire  of  surpassing  interest,  are  continued,  as  well  a 
Hungary,  in  a  state  of  siege.  An  apphcation  to  such  men  visiting  thes? 
places  of  the  measures  and  the  principles  adopted  in  that  case,  would  k 
fraught  with  incalculable  qiischief.  Too  much  caution  cannot  be  exerciser! 
on  either  side  to  avoid  scattering  seeds  of  animosity,  the  result  of  whici 
is  typified  in  the  ancient  fable  of  the  sowing  of  the  dragon's  teeth. 

In  the  hope  that  such  measures  will  not  be  repeated,  and  that  the  mutiid 
confidence  of  the  two  nations  will  be  strengtened  by  their  increasing  inter- 
course, the  undersigned  is  very  happy  to  renew  to  your  excellency  t!ir 
assurance  of  his  distinguished  consideration.

Vienna,  October  7,  ISol. 
From  the  account  of  the  proceedings  by  the  competent  authorities,  it 
the  case  of  Mr.  Brace,  which  the  Imperial  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
in  a  communication  dated  the  5lh  ultimo,  (No.  8920)  has  given  to  tie 
United  States  Charge  d 'Affaires,  etc.,  Mr.  McCurdy  must  have  becomt 
fully  persuaded  that  the  authorities  had  acted  with  the  strictest  regard  c: 
the  forms  required  by  the  existing  established  laws.  The  department  coul: 
not,  without  just  surprise,  peruse  the  recent  communication  of  Mr.  McCuni; 
relative  to  the  same  subject,  dated  August  20th.  The  object  which  thr 
Charge  d'Affaires,  Mr.  McCurdy,  aims  at  cannot  easily  be  comprehended 
the  Imperial  Department  considering  that  it  is  not  its  province  to  engte 
in  a  controversy  with  the  representative  of  a  foreign  power  about  the  ad- 
vantages  or  defects  of  the  existing  Austrian  laws,  and  feeling  still  kss  ii> 
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olined  to  admit  his  unsolicited  suggestions  relative  to  the  alleged  imperfec- 
tions of  those  laws,  might  witli  great  propriety  have  thought  itself  relieved 
from  the  necessity  of  replying  to  the  aforesaid  esteemed  communication  of 
the  Charge  d 'Affaires. 

The  Charge  d'Affaires,  however,  h^s  placed  an  erroneous  construction 
Tipon  the  collateral  circumstances  of  the  case ;  and  the  undersigned  deems 
it  expedient  not  to  suffer  Mr.  McCurdy  to  remain,  unenlightened,  under 
this  false  impression.  Mr.  McCurdy  remarks  in  his  esteemed  communica- 
tion, that  Mr.  Brace  did  not  wish  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  court, 
because  he  ha&  been  kept  in  confinement ;  inasmuch  as  after  his  arrival  at 
the  Residence^  (head  quarters  of  the  Court,)  no  time  had  been  given  him 
to  take  any  steps  in  the  premises,  but  that  he  had  been  ordered  to  quit  Vi- 
enna forthwith. 

The  true  facts  of  the  case,  however,  are  these : 

Since  the  departure  of  Mr.  Brace  from  Gros  Wardein,  he  had  been  under 
no  restraint;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  simply  placed  undbr  surveillance 
during  his  entire  stay  at  the  latter  place,  as  has  already  been  stated  to  the 
Hon.  Mr.  McCurdy  in  the  communication  No.  7577,  addressed  to  him  by 
this  department  under  date  of  June  27th.  Although  Mr.  Brace  could  not 
without  permission  leave  the  latter  city,  he  was  nevertheless  undisturbed  in 
all  his  movements. 

Agreeably  to  tjie  decision  of  the  competent  authorities  of  Pesth  rendered 
on  the  29th  of  June  last  and  confirmed  on  the  30th  of  the  same  month  by 
the  supreme  authority,  Mr.  Brace  was  ordered  to  leave  Hungary,  but  no 
period  was  fixed  for  carrying  that  portion  of  the  sentence  into  execution; 
and  if  Mr.  Brace  had  already  left  resth,  by  railroad  for  Vienna  by  the  af- 
ternoon of  the  1st  of  July,  he  did  so  of  his  own  accord. 

After  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Brace  at  Vienna,  on  the  2d  of  July,  the  local 
commandant,  in  consequence  of  the  then  existing  state  of  the  siege  desired 
him  to  leave  the  city,  which  order  was  afterwards  recalled,  as  admitted  by 
Mr.  McCurdy  himself  in  his  commimication  of  the  20th  of  August,  and 
leave  was  granted  to  said  Mr.  Brace  to  remain  here  as  long  as  ne  might 
think  proper. 

It  was  not  therefore  in  consequence  of  any  obstacle  interposed  by  the  Im- 
perial government  that  he  was  prevented  from  appealing  against  the  deci- 
sion of  the  authorities  of  Pesth  and  in  failing  to  do  so  he  conclusively 
proved  that  he  had  not  been  able  to  find  any  thing  to  object  against  the 
conduct  of  said  authorities. 

The  undersigned  in  asserting  again  that  he  considers  all  the  objections 
and  inferences  of  Mr.  Brace  to  be  destitute  of  any  particular  object  or  aim, 
he  renews  to  Mr.  McCurdy  the  assurance  of  his  distinguished  regard.

The  undersigned,  Charge  d'AfTaires  of  the  United  States  near  the  govern- 
ment of  Austria,  does  not  perceive  that  anything  in  your  Excellency's  letter 
of  the  7th  instant,  essentially  varies  the  position  of  the  questions  heretofore 
presented  in  the  case  to  which  it  refers. 
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No  inference  that  Mr.  Brace  acquiesced  in  the  propriety  of  the  judgement 
of  the  court  can  be  drawn  from  his  failing  to  appeal.  When  ne  was  in- 
formed at  Pesth  that  he  had  been  fully  acquitted,  there  was  nothing  to  ap- 
peal from.  When  some  time  afterwards  he  beard  incidentally  at  l^ennaof 
the  kind  of  sentence  which  purported  to  have  been  passed ,  he  had  CTerj 
reason  to  believe  that  there  was  no  intention  to  enforce  it,  and  so  there  was 
no  occasion  to  appeal.  And  when  he  was  subsequently  arrested  on  the 
Danube  and  conducted  to  Bavaria  an  appeal  was  too  late. 

The  undersigned  reerets  that  his  letter  of  the  20th  of  Au^t  should 
have  taken  the  Imperial  Government  by  surprise,  or  that  its  object  should 
have  been  found  difficult  of  understanding.  It  was  intended  to  lie  as  ex- 
plicit as  possible.  In  the  decision  of  the  court  and  also  in  your  Bxcellenof^i 
communication,  it  was  thought  proper  to  exonerate  entirely  the  Imperal 
officers  and  all  their  proceedings,  and  to  impute  the  whole  wrong  of  the 
transaction  to  Mr.  Brace.  This  claim  the  undersigned  endeavored  to  refute, 
and  in  so  doing  recapitulated  the  facts  and  expressed  such  opinions  as  they 
seemed  to  warrant  and  demand. 

The  under  Secretary  of  State  intimated  an  unwillin^ess  to  be  drawn  into 
a  discussion  of  the  questions  which  had  become  involved,  but  upon  recoa- 
sideration  devoted  the  remainder  of  his  long  and  elaborate  letter  to  the  sub- 
ject, a  further  reply  was  thus  invited  as  well  as  required  ;  especially  was 
it  necessary,  inasmuch  as  the  principles  which  he  advanced  were  beliered 
to  be  both  novel  and  dangerous.  If  the  citizens  of  a  foreign  State  can  be 
made  subject,  for  their  sentiments  or  sympathies,  to  the  unrestricted  jurisdic- 
tion of  an  Austrian  military  court,  then  may  a  signal  punishment  be  con- 
stantly suspended  orer  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  civilized  world. 

The  undersigned  answered  that  communication  by  such  arguments  and 
suggestions  as  seemed  to  him  just  and  appropriate.  If  topics  were  necessa- 
rily introduced  which  the  government  does  not  feel  bound  or  inclined  to 
debate,  it  should  be  remembered  the  discussion  was  forced  upon  him  and  the 
responsibility  is  not  his. 

He  turns  from  it  with  pleasure  to  repeat  to  hb  Excellency  the  assurances 
of  his  distinguished  consideration.

Austrian  Legation, 
Washington,  ^ipril  29,  1852. 

Mr.  SflCRETAKY  OP  State:  On  my  return  from  Havanna,  very  lately, 
I  found  that  the  moment  had  arrived  for  carrying  out  the  intentions  of  my 
government  in  regard  to  my  oflSciai  relations  with  the  government  of  the 
United  States.  The  Secretary  of  State  has  not  thought  proper  to  reply  to 
the  note,  which  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  address  him^  imder  date  of  December 
13th,  relative  to  the  reception  and  military  honors  which  had  been  paid  to 
Kossuth  by  the  federal  authorities. 

The  Secretary  of  State  had  induced  me  to  hope  that  my  interviews  with 
bim  at  the  Department  oi  State  would  no  longer  be  commented  upon  in  a 
style  of  derision,  in  certain  newspapers  of  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia. 
These  assurances  which  had  been  given  me  in  writing  even,  were 
immediately  burlesqued  in  those  very  sheets,  and  have  only  led  to  fresh 
Tirulent  attacks,  which  have  been  continued  in  a  journal  very  largely 
circulated  in  New  Orleans,  and  during  my  passage  through  that  city,  I  was 
made  the  subject  of  demonstrations  of  an  extremely  disagreeable  character. 

I  thought  it  my  duty  then  (the  21st  of  November  last)  to  inform  the 
President  of  these  improprieties,  so  singularly  countenanced ;  and  thereupon 
the  Secretary  of  State  declared  to  me,  (on  the  28th  of  November)  that 
henceforth  his  intercourse  with  me  must  be  exclusively  in  writing. 

On  the  7th  of  January  last,  the  Secrptary  of  State  thought  it  fit  to 
deliver  publicly,  and  in  the  presence  of  Kossuth,  a  revolutionary  address, 
in  which  he  openly  held  out  encouragement  to  Hungary,  spurring  her  on 
to  a  new  rebellion,  and  formally  proposed  a  toast  for  the  speedy  emancipation 
of  that  kingdom.  This  demonstration  partook  of  so  strange  a  character, 
it  was  so  much  at  variance  with  the  most  common  international  courtesy, 
and  the  positive  promises  you  had  given  me  at  the  Department  of  State, 
that  I  thought  it  incumbent  on  me  to  apply  at  once  to  the  highest  authority 
of  the  republic,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  address  in  question 
embodied  the  sentiment  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

I  consider  myself  fortunate  in  being  able  to  say  that  the  Imperial 
government,  approving  of  the  step  I  had  taken,  has  fully  appreciated  the 
declaration  the  President  thought  proper  to  make  to  me,  on  the  12th  of 
January  last,  in  favor  of  maintaming  friendly  relations  between  Austria  and 
the  United  States. 

These  verbal  assurances  have  not  been  followed  since  by  any  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  order  to  corroborate,  officially,  the 
declaration  of  the  President  and  to  effect  a  satisfactory  reconciliation. 

After  having  specified  with  a  great  deal  of  caution  the  hostile  proceedings 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  after  having  demonstrated  the  false  and 
disagreeable  position  which  has  been  the  result  of  such  proceedings,  I 
think  it  my  duty  to  declare,  from  motives  of  ])ropriety  very  palpable,  that 
my  government  could  not  allow  me  to  remain  here  any  longer,  to  continue 
an  ofiScial  intercourse  with  the  principal  promoters  of  the  much  to  be 
lamented  Kossuth  episode. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  tender  my  respectful  thanks  tOr  the 
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President  for  his  invariably  obliging  (sonduct  towards  me.  M.  August 
Belmont,  Consul  General  of  Austria  m  New  York,  will  continue  to  perform 
his  functions  until  further  orders.

Sir:  I  transmit  a  copy  of  a  note  of  the  29th  April  last, addressed  to  me 
by  the  Chevalier  Hulsemann,  announcing  his  intention  of  returning  to  Aus- 
tria. This  note  reached  me  in  Baltimore,  I  being  then  bound  on  a  visit  to 
Massachusetts,  from  which  I  have  now  lately  returned.  On  receiving  it, 
I  directed  Mr.  Hunter  to  return  the  answer,  a  copy  of  which  is  also  here- 
with enclosed. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  tenor  of  all  his  recent  communications  to  this 
Department,  that  the  Chevalier  Hillsemann's  experience  in  the  diplomatic 
service  of  his  government  has  not  instructed  him  accurately  in  the  nature 
and  lunits  of  his  official  functions,  and  that,  notwithstanding  his  long  resi- 
dence in  this  country,  he  is  quite  uninformed  as  to  the  character  of  our 
institutions  and  the  responsibilities  of  public  men  in  the  United  States,  for 
their  acts  or  their  sentiments  in  a  private  capacity  in  regard  to  foreign 
powers. 

The  Chevalier  Hulsemann  came  hither  in  1838,  as  Secretary  of  Lotion 
under  the  highly  accomplished  Baron  de  Mareschall,  who  was  accredited 
as  Envoy  Extraordinary  of  his  Imperial  Majesty,    ^vej  ^^^  the  retire- 
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ment  of  that  gentleman  he  has  acted  as  charge  d'affaires,  but,  so  far  as 
we  are  aware,  without  any  regular  commission  from  his  government.  It  is 
certain  that  he  has  never  been  accredited  to  this  department  by  the  Aus- 
trian Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

The  Chevalier  Hiilsemann,  it  appears,  has  yet  to  learn  that  no  foreign 
government  or  its  representative  can  take  just  offence  at  anything  which 
an  officer  of  this  government  may  say  m  his  private  capacity.  Official 
communications  only  are  to  be  regarded  as  indicating  the  sentiments  and 
views  of  the  government  of  the  United  States.  If  tnose  communications 
are  friendly  in  their  character,  the  foreign  government  has  no  right  or  reason 
to  infer  that  there  is  any  insincerity  in  them,  or  to  point  to  other  matters 
as  showing  the  real  sentmients  of  the  government. 

You  win  see  from  the  Chevalier  Hiilsemann's  note  that  he  made  an 
appeal  to  the  President  against  what  he  calls  newspaper  improprieties,  and 
unofficial  remarks  of  the  nead  of  this  department.  Tne  President,  actuated 
by  a  benevolent  desire  to  preserve  unimpaired  the  friendly  relations  between 
the  two  governments,  waived  ceremony  and  unofficially  listened  to  his 
remarks.  In  pursiiing  this  course,  however,  he  by  no  means  intended  to 
allow  the  Chevalier  Uiilsemann  to  suppose  that  he  was  not  well  aware  of 
his  official  position.  The  Chevalier  Uiilsemann  should  know  that  a  charge 
d'affaires,  whether  regularly  commissioned  or  acting  as  such  without  com- 
mission, can  hold  official  intercourse  only  with  the  Department  of  State.  He 
has  no  right  even  to  converse  with  the  President  on  matters  of  business, 
and  may  consider  it  as  a  liberal  courtesy  that  he  is  presented  to  him  at  all. 
I  take  it  for  granted  that  if  you  should  imagine  the  Austrian  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  had  offended  you,  you  would  claim  no  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Emperor.  Although  usually  we  are  not  rigid  in  these  matters,  yet  a 
marked  disregard  of  ordinary  forms  implies  disrespect  to  the  government 
itself. 

I  shall  not,  of  course,  notice  the  specific  subjects  of  complaint  of  Chev- 
alier Hulsemann.  Whatever  is  personal  to  him  must  be  allowed  to  pas» 
without  observation.  You  are  at  liberty  to  read  this  despatch  to  the  Aus- 
trian Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs.

The  Secretary  of  State,  in  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the 
31st  of  January,  1851,  requesting  him  to  communicate  to  that  bodj'  ^^any 
information  which  he  may  possess,  touching  the  expediency  of  adopting  *  a 
graduated  scale  of  diplomatic  salaries,'  based  upon  the  combined  consideia- 
tions  of  the  importance  of  the  mission  and  the  expenses  of  residence,"  has 
the  honor  to  submit  a  copy  of  the  circular  letter  on  the  subject  which  was 
addressed  by  him  to  the  respective  diplomatic  representatives  of  the  United 
States  in  foreiijn  countries,  together  with  a  copy  of  their  replies,  so  far  as 
the  same  have  been  received  at  this  department.  A  copy  of  a  despatch 
under  date  of  the  7th  of  November,  18-30,  irom  the  Minister  of  the  United 
States  at  Paris,  upon  the  same  subject,  is  also  herewith  transmitted  ;  and  \k 
statement  of  the  salaries  paid  by  the  French  government  to  its  diplomatic 
agents  in  certain  countries  in  the  years  1847  and  1851,  respectively,  and 
proposed  to  be  paid  to  them  in  the  year  1852.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circular 
despatch  of  the  4th  November  last,  communicating  to  me  the  resolutior. 
of  the  Senate  that  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  communicate  to 
that  body  any  information  which  he  may  possess  touching  the  expedienc} 
of  adopting  a  graduated  scale  of  diplomatic  salaries,  based  upon  the  com- 
bined considerations  of  the  importance  of  the  mission  and  the  expenses  oi 
residence. 

You  request  mc,  in  accordance  with  that  resolution,  to  transmit  to  you  a 
statement  of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  in  my  official  capacity 
in  London.  You  are  perhaps  aw»are  that,  possessing  private  means,  I  havf 
not  been  as  exact  in  my  expenses  as  I  should  have  been  had  I  been  obliged 
to  measure  them  by  the  amount  of  my  outfit  and  salary. 

The  house  I  occupy  is  in  a  situation  central  and  convenient  for  a  lega- 
tion. It  was  furnished  when  I  took  it,  with  the  exception  of  plate,  linen 
and  cutlery,  all  which  I  was  obliged  to  purchase,  together  with  some  glass 
and  china.  The  same  would  be  the  case,  probably,  with  any  house  that 
might  be  taken  by  a  foreign  minister.  I  have  esteemed  it  my  duty  to  enter- 
tain my  countrymen  to  a  moderate  extent,  and  to  maintain  the  hospitable 
courtesies  of  the  great  country  which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  But 
while  I  have  endeavored  to  perform  these  offices  without  ostentation,  and 
with  an  eye  to  judicious  economy,  I  am  free  to  confess  that  my  expenses  in 
these  particulars  should  not  be  taken  as  a  guide  in  fixing  the  salary  for  thi- 
mission.  Therefore,  without  troubling  you  with  them,  I  will  only  say, 
that  after  carefully  examining  the  items  of  my  expenditure,  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  the  cost  of  living  in  London  in  the  position  which  the  minister  of 
the  United  States  is  obliged  to  occupy,  I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  present  salary  is  inadequate. 

The  rent  of  a  furnished  house  in  London,  in  a  convenient  and  proper  loca- 
tion, would  not  be  less  than  from  £700  to  £900  a  year.  Horses  and  car- 
)4ages  would  cost  from  £225  to  £230  a  year.  And  to  meet  properly  these 
and  all  the  other  expenses  growing  out  of  the  position,  would  require,  in 
my  judgment,  an  annual  salary  of  twenty  thousand  dollars.  I  deem  it  pro- 
per to  add  that  my  own  expenses  have  exceeded  these  sums.

Sir  :  In  the  situation  in  which  I  am  placed  here,  I  feel  it  my  duty  with 
reference  to  the  interests  of  the  public  service,  to  present  to  you  some  con- 
siderations of  a  practical  character,  founded  on  my  own  experience  in  regard 
to  the  present  arrangements  of  our  diplomatic  establishment? 

The  total  inadequacy  of  the  pay  allowed  to  the  ministers  of  the  United 
States  at  the  two  principal  residences  in  Europe,  (London  and  Paris,)  to 
meet  the  necessary  and  unavoidable  expenses  of  their  official  position,  is  a 
fact  which  is,  I  believe,  universally  recognised.  But  the  injury  which 
thence  results  to  the  interests  of  the  countrj-,  in  its  various  relations  abroad, 
is  a  thing  which  is  r^ot  so  well  understood,  as  indeed  it  can  only  be  realised 
in  its  fuU  extent  by  those  who  are  pJaced  in  a  position  to  see  and  feel  it. 
The  three  items  alone  of  house-rent,  fuel  and  carriage-hire  nearly  absorb 
the  whole  pay  gf  the  minister  here,  leaving  him  dependent  upon  his  private 
means  for  the  ordinary  subsistence  antl  household  service  of  his  family ;  and 
if  to  this  be  added  the  expense  of  entertainments,  which  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  his  position  renders  unavoidable,  the  burden  becomes  insupportable 
to  any  but  a  man  of  very  large  private  fortune,  to  which  class  few  of  our 
public  men  in  America  belong,  and  to  which  it  is  certainly  not  the  policy 
of  our  institutions  to  confine  the  performance  of  high  public  trusts. 

^^ Social  intercourse^^  with  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and 
a  fortiori,  with  the  members  of  the  government  to  which  he  is  accredited^ 
both  as  a  means  of  information  and  of  peisonal  influence,  is  expressly 
enjoined  by  the  standing  instructions  which  an  American  minister  receives 
when  he  leaves  liis  native  shores;  and  yet  how  is  this  intercourse  to  be 
maintained  on  terms  consistent  with  his  self-respect,  or  the  dignity  of  the 
country  he  represents,  but  by  reciprocating  frf>m  time  to  time  the  eighties 
and  hospitalities  that  are  offered  to  him  in  the  form  which  the  usages  of 
so«iety  have  established. 

Besides  the  valuable  effect  of  these  mutual  courtesies  in  smoothing  the 
way  for  the  transaction  of  more  serious  concerns,  it  is  an  undeniable  fact  in 
the  present  age  of  the  world,  that  the  consideration  of  a  government  abroad, 
and  the  degree  to  which  it  may  be  able  to  impress  its  opinions  or  advance 
its  interests  in  the  general  conduct  of  international  affairs,  depends  in  no 
small  degree  on  its  social,  as  well  as  political  representation  in  the  great 
centres  of  modern  civilization,  letters  and  commerce.  Paris  and  London 
are  now  the  great  centres  of  our  intornational  intercourse,  as  they  are  of 
the  business  and  politics  of  the  world  ;  and  in  each  of  them  the  expenses  of 
an  official  residence,  and  the  variety  and  extent  of  our  relations,  have 
immeasurably  increased  with  the  prognissive  importance  of  our  country, 
since  our  present  diplomatic  arrangements  were  established  more  than  half 
a  century  ago.  This  change  of  circumstances  requires  a  corresponding 
change  in  the  provision  made  for  the  support  of  these  missions,  if  it  be 
intended  to  maintain  them  upon  a  footing  of  efficiency  equal  to  their 
importance. 

The  United  States  is  the  only  country  in  the  world  in  which  the  same 
standard  of  support  is  applied  indiscriminately  to  all  its  foreign  missions 
of  the  same  nominal  grade,  without  regard  to  their  relative  importance  or 
expensiveness.  In  England  they  have  a  graduated  scale  of  diplomatic 
salaries,  (and  for  the  most  part  m  the  same  rank  of  diplomatic  service,) 
ranging  from  £2,000  to  £10,000,  and  adjusted,  according  to  the  testimor^ 
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of  Lord  Palmerston,  '^upon  the  combined  considerations  of  the  importana 
ot  the  mission  and  the  expenses  of  residence."  If  our  di]>lomatic  establish- 
ment was  reformed  upon  the  same  principle,  its  aggregate  cost  to  the 
nation  would  probably  be  no  greater,  while  the  more  important  mihsioos 
would  be  rendered  doubly  efficienl  by  a  more  adequate  provision  for  their 
support.  ■ 

The  diplomatic  representative  of  England  here  receives  an  annual  salary 
of  £10,000,  with  a  large  furnished  hotel,  and  an  additional  allowance  of 
£4,000  every  three  or  Tour  years,  to  renew  the  furniture,  or  to  be  expended 
in  some  other  way,  at  the  discretion  of  the  incumbent.  Without  aiming  at 
so  high  a  standard  of  external  representationy  ought  not  (he  minister  of  (he 
United  States  to  have  an  annual  allowance  of  one-third,  al  least,  of  that 
amount,  to  enable  him  to  maintain  a  reciprocal  social  intercourse  with  the 
members  of  the  government  and  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  in  a  style  of  icanl) 
and  becoming  republiran  hospitrility,  equally  removed  from  the  meanness  o! 
parsimony  on  the  one  hand  ^nd  the  ostentation  of  extravagance  on  the 
other.  • 

The  United  States  have  now  taken  rank  with  the  most  powerful  nations 
of  the  earth,  and  the  just  pride  of  the  country  requires  that  its  equality 
should  be  recognised  by  some  of  the  more  usual  outward  and  conventioDal 
signs  of  national  influence  ar.d  power,  as  well  as  by  its  intrinsic  and  dor- 
mant energies.  Feeling  how  much  its  weight  abroad,  in  all  questions  whe- 
ther of  general  or  particular  interest,  would  be  increased  by  a  greater 
regard  to  these  consideraJtions,  I  hhve  brtn  urgtd  by  a  sense  of  public  duty, 
and  an  earnest  desire  to  see  the  dignity  and  ciiaiacter  of  tLe  country  suit- 
ably upheld  in  all  respects,  to  bring  this  subject  to  your  notice  an  one  of 
permanent  and  national  interest,  and  in  the  full  persuasion  that,  if  yoQ 
should  take  the  same  view  of  the  question  as  I  have  done,  a  measure  of  great 
and  generally  acknowledged  importance  to  the  public  .service  will  at  last 
receive  its  consummation  under  the  auspices  of  an  enlightened  and  respon- 
sible recommendation, that  cannot  fail  to  attract  the  attention  due  to  it. 

I  enclose*  herewith  the  examination  of  Lord  Palmerston  before  a  com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons,  (referred  to  above,)  as  containing  a  fuU 
exposition  of  the  system  upon  which  the  diplomatic  service  of  the  Aritisk 
government  is  organized  and  conducted,  and  as  embodying  in  a  very  strik- 
ing and  interestmg  manner  the  views  of  one  of  the  most  able  and  ex- 
perienced foreign  secretaries  in  Europe,  as  to  the  principles  and  considera- 
tions on  which  the  efficiency  ot  that  branch  of  the  public  service  depends. 
It  contains  also  very  ample  and  authentic  information  as  to  the  expenses 
of  a  diplomatic  residence  m  Paris,  and  shows  likewise  the  great  iaiportance 
attached  by  the  British  government  to  their  relations  with  France,  as  being, 
to  use  the  language  of  Lord  Palmerston,  "/*€  Aey*/ofi«  o/  their /9rttgti 
policy.^'  If  good  relations  with  France  be  of  such  vital  interest  to  Eng- 
land, it  concerns  us  no  less,  it  would  seem,  in  view^  of  the  vicissitudes  to 
»  which  our  relations  with  other  powers  are  more  or  less  necessarily  exposed, 
to  cultivate,  by  a  constant  exchange  of  kindly  offices,  the  friendship  of  oar 
ancient  ally.  ,

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Palmenfo^  on  diplomatic  salaries. 

The  following  is  a  portion  of  Lord  Palraerston^s  evidence  before  the 
committee  on  omciai  salaries,  upon  his  lordship's  first  examination : 

Chairman :  Your  lordship  has  held  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs  for  a  long  period  ? 

I  have. 

Your  lordship  has  also  filled  other  offices  before  that  ? 

I  was  Secretary  at  War. 

Having  reference  to  that  part  of  the  order  of  reference  to  this  committee 
which  relates  to  the  diplomatic  body,  will  your  lordship  he  good  enough 
to  state  to  the  committee  upon  what  principle  the  different  embassies  and 
missions  are  conducted  ;  whether  they  are  divided  into  classes,  or  whether 
the  salaries  are  allotted  with  reference  to  the  expenses  of  the  different 
stations  to  which  the  ministers  are  sent  ? 

The  diplomatic  body  is  divided  into  embassies  and  missions.  The  embas- 
sies are  at  present  reduced  to  three,  Paris,  Vienna  and  Constantinople ;  but 
we  are  going  to  reduce  the  embassy  at  Vienna  to  the  rank  of  a  mission.  ^ 
There  will  therefore  remain  only  two  embassies.  The  missions  are  divided 
into  classes,  according  to  the  lelative  importance  of  the  courts  at  which 
they  are  stationed  ;  and  of  course  the  expenses  of  the  missions  vary  also 
in  some  degree  with  relation  to  the  importance  of  the  place  and  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  country  to  which  the  ministers  are  accredited.  The  salaries 
therefore  vary  according  to  the  classes  in  which  the  ministers  are  arranged. 

What  are  those  classes  ? 

The  present  distribution  is  this :  There  are  the  three  embassies  I  have 
mentioned,  of  which  one  will  fall  into  the  first  class  missions.  Then  the 
first  class  missions  consist  of  Russia,  Spain,  Prussia,  the  United  States,  the 
two  Sicilies,  (that  is,  Naples,)  Portugal,  Brazil,  the  Netherlands  and  Bel- 
gium. The  next  class  comprises  Sardinia^  Bavaria,  Denmark,  Sweden, 
Hanover,  Frankfort,  Greece,  Wurtemberg,  Saxony,  Tuscany,  Switzerland, 
Mexico  and  Buenos  Ayres.  Then  there  is  another  class,  which  consists 
dimply  of  charges  d'affaires  combined  with  consular  appointments,  which 
applies  to  the  American  States  of  Venezuela,  New  Grenada,  Peru,  Chili, 
Monte  Video,  Bolivia  and  Central  America. 

That  comprises  the  whole  of  the  diplomatic  body  ? 

That  comprises  the  whole  except  the  Persian  mission,  which  is  arranged 
between  the  government  and  the  East  India  company,  and  the  expense  of 
which' is  defrayed  entirely  by  the  East  India  company. 

Mr.  Bright :  Is  there  any  mission  to  China  ? 

No,  there  is  none ;  the  Governor  of  Hong  Kong,  whose  salary  is  paid 
by  the  colonial  department,  has  a  commission  as  plenipotentiary,  but  no 
salary  as  such. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  state  the  several  salaries  ? 

The  ambassador  at  Paris  has  C10,000;  the  ambassador  at  Vienna, 
£9,000,  but  that  will  be  reduced  of  course  when  it  becomes  a  mission;  the 
ambassador  at  Constantinople  has  £7,000;  at  St.  Petersburg,  £6,000;  at 
Madrid,  £6,000;  at  Berlin,  £5,000;  at  Washington,  £4,500;  at  Naples, 
£4,000;  at  Lisbon,  £4,000;  at  Rio  Janeiro,  £4,000;  at  tlie  Hague, 
£3,600;  at  Brussels,  £3,600;  at  Turin,  £3,600;  at  Munich,  £3,000;  at 
Copenhagen,  £3,600;  at  Stockholm,  £3,000;  at  Hanover,  £3,000;  at 
Frankfort,  £2,600;  at  Athens,  £3,500;  in  Wurtemberg,  £2/J00;  in  Sax- 
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ony,  £2,000;  in  Tuscany,  £2,000;  in  Switzeilaad,  £2,000;  at  Mexico, 
:£3,600 ;  and  at  Buenos  Ayres,  v£3,000.  The  allowances  to  the  charges 
d'affaires  in  the  American  States  I  mentioned  is  £365  each.  It  is  a  dail} 
allowance  which  comes  to  that ;  it  is  £1  a  day  for  their  diplomatic  duties, 
in  addition  to  their  consular  salary. 

In  addition  to  those  salaries,  what  is  the  system  upon  which  pensions 
cire  granted  for  services  in  the  diplomatic  body  ? 

They  are  at  present  granted  under  the  act  of  the  second  and  third  Wil- 
liam IV,  c.  116,  which  received  the  royal  assent  on  the  16th  «f  Augi^tt 
1832,  which  says,  in  section  sixth,  ^'  that  no  new  diplomatic  pennon  \s\nch 
may  hereafter  be  granted  under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  exceed 
£1,700  per  annum  to  any  one  person  for  the  first  class,  £1,300  for  the 
second  class,  £900  lor  the  third  class,  and  £700  for  the  fourth  class." 

What  is  the  fourth  class  ? 

The  fourth  class  consists  of  persons  who  have  not  reached  the  rank  of 
minister  plenipotentiary,  the  secretaries  of  embassy,  the  secretaries  of  lega- 
tion, and  charges  d'affaires.  The  classes  are  eniunerated  as  follows  :  Fust, 
that  no  diplomatic  pension  whatever  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  until 
the  expiration  of  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  his  first  commission,  bo: 
unless  he  shall  have  actually  served  ten  years. 

Mr.  Beckett :  Must  the  service  be  continuous? 

It  need  not  have  been  continuous,  but  it  must  have  been  actual  servia 
as  distinguished  from  the  period  which  has  elapsed  from  his  first  commLs- 
sion.  He  must  have  been  actually  employed  for  ten  years.  It  is  providd, 
in  the  second  place,  **that  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  receive  a  pension 
of  the  first  class  unless  he  shall  have  actually  resided  three  years  as  ambas- 
sador at  some  foreign  court ;  thirdly,  that  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to 
receive  a  pension  of  the  second  class  who  shall  not  have  actually  resided 
five  years  as  an  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  at  some 
foreign  court ;  fourthly,  that  i\o  person  shall  be  qualified  to  receive  a  pen- 
sion of  the  third  class  who  shall  not  have  actually  resided  five  years  a? 
minister  plenipotentiary  or  minister  resident  at  some -foreign  court;  and 
fifthly,  that  pensions  in  the  remaining  class  shall  not  exceed  £7,000  per 
annum,  under  the  same  conditions  as  to  time  of  residence. 

Chairman :  Will  you  state  what  are  the  regulations  of  the  different 
embassies  for  the  payment  of  the  second  officer  m  the  embassy,  in  case  or 
the  absence  of  the  first ;  w^hat  additional  sum  is  allowed  to  the  second  in 
that  case  ? 

When  the  chief  is  absent  upon  leave,  and  not  upon  public  duty,  he  re- 
ceives only  half  his  salary,  and  out  of  the  remaining  half  an  allowance  b 
made  to  the  secretary  of  the  embassy,  or  the  secretary  of  legation,  for  the 
additional  duties  which  he  is  then  performing. 

Mr.  Ellice :  Will  you  also  explain  the  reason  of  the  great  dissimilarity 
existing  between  the  salaries  of  the  different  secretaries  of  legation ;  for 
example,  the  secretary  of  legation  in  Belgium  has  £337 ;  the  secretary  o! 
legation  in  Holland  has  £500 ;  the  secretary  of  legation  in  the  Swiss  Cm- 
tons  has  £1,100  ;  and  the  secretary  of  legation  in  Sweeden  has  £1,690  ? 

It  is  owing  to  the  length  of  service  ;  length  of  service  without  promw 
tion  gives  a  secretary  of  legation  a  claim  to  additionalsalary. 

Chairman:  By  the  second  and  third  William  IV,  c.  116,  it  is  enacte<' 
that  until  the  sum  of  £203,510,  at  which  the  salaries  and  pensions  sXoo^ 
at  that  time,  was  reduced  to  £180,00,  it  should  not  be  lawful  to  gran* 
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more  than  £2,000  in  one  year  in  pensions ;  I  presume  that  the  allowances 
and  pensions  as  granted  by  your  lordship  would  not  raise  the  sum  now  to 
that  amount  ? 

I  have  had  made  out  a  statement  of  the  actual  expenditure  in  each  year 
for  some  years  past,  as  compared  with  that  amount  of  £180,000,  and  the 
result  is,  that  the  whole  expense  of  salaries  and  pensions  has  of  late  fhllen 
short  of  that  £180,000;  last  year  it  was  about  £21,000  less  than  that 
sum,  so  that  it  is  reduced  far  below  the  amount  that  you  have  mentidned 
of  £308,000. 

Mr.  Cobden :  The  salary  of  our  ambassador  in  France  is  considerably 
higher  than  that  of  any  other  ambassador  ? 

It  is  somewhat  higher.  The  outfit  upon  the  first  appointment  is  £4,000. 
Then  it  an  ambassador  is  transferred  to  another  post,  or  is  re-appointed  within 
a  certain  period,  he  receives  either  two-thirds  or  one-half;  either  £2,500 
or  £2,000,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Upon  what  ground  is  the  very  high  salary  of  £10,000  a  year,  besides  a 
house  furnished,  and  an  outfit  of  B4,000  given  to  the  ambassador  at 
Paris? 

The  salary  was  originally  £12,000 ;  it  was  reduced  in  1831,  first  to 
11,000  and  then  to  £10,000 ;  and  the  ground  for  giving  that  high  salary 
is,  that  that  residence  is  very  expensive.  Then  France  is  the  country  with 
which  our  relations  are  the  most  important,  and  in  order  to  put  those  rela- 
tions upon  a  good  footing,  it  is  necessary  that  the  representative  of  Eng- 
land there  should  live  in  a  way  that  involves  a  ffood  deal  of  representation 
and  of  hospitality ;  and  the  number  of  Englisn  who  frequent  Paris,  and 
who  expect  more  or  less  to  be  entertained  by  the  ambassador,  is  greater 
than  in  any  other  continental  town.  The  house  is  not  only  the  residence 
of  the  ambassador,  but  it  is  also  the  office,  and  the  place  also  where  all 
transactions  respecting  passports  are  conducted,  and  a  portion  of  it,  there- 
fore, is  devoted  to  public  purposes ;  but  the  expense  of  servants,  and  light- 
ing and  warming,  falls  upon  him  for  that  part  of  the  house  as  well  as  for 
the  other. 

Mr.  Ellice :  Do  you  think  that  it  would  be  possible  for  the  ambassador 
to  live  at  Paris  in  the  hotel  now  occupied  by  our  minister  at  Paris,  with  the 
whole  expense  thrown  upon  him  of  lighting  and  warming  the  whole  estab- 
lishment, as  well  as  that  part  of  it  devoted  to  the  proper  business  of  the 
embassy,  upon  a  much  less  salary  than  £10,000  a  year? 

Not  only  my  belief,  but  my  knowledge  is,  that  that  salary  does  not  pay 
his  expenses,  and  that  no  man  can  live  in  Paris  as  British  ambassador, 
living  as  he  must  do,  without  adding  to  that  £10,000  a  year  considerably 
from  his  own  private  fortune  ;  I  know  that  Lord  Granville  spent  a  great 
deal  more. 

Mr,  Ellice :  Do  not  you  think  it  is  more  important  to  maintain  an  estab- 
lishment of  this  kind  at  Paris  than  in  any  other  part  of  Europe  ? 

I  think  our  relations  with  France  may  be  considered  the  keystone  of  our 
foreign  policy.  France  is  the  country  amorig  the  great  powers  that  is 
nearest  to  us,'with  which  we  have  the  most  important  relations,  and  with 
which  we  are  most  likely  to  come  into  collision  if  pains  are  not  taken  to 
avoid  it,  and  with  which  a  collision  must  inevitably  be  attended  with  the 
gravest  consequences.  I  therefore  think  that  a  perfectly  good  understand- 
ing with  France,  as  long  as  it  can  be  maintained  without  any  sacrifice  of 
interests  and  of  honor,  as  the  first  object  at  which,  in  regardJafcreign 
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relations,  the  British  governmeDt  should  aim.  Now,  in  order  to  preserve 
^ood  relations  with  a  country,  it  is  not  sufficient  simply  to  have  a  pereon 
livine:  in  a  town  as  cheaply  as  he  can  afford  to  exist,  hecause  the  social 
position  of  your  representative  is  a  very  important  element  in  his  power  to 
he  useful.  In  regard  to  his  intercourse  with  the  ministers  of  the  count?), 
great  facilities  and  great  means  of  good  understanding  are  ajBTorded  by  easy 
social  intercourse,  which  can  only  possibly  be  obtained  by  his  being  able  to 
receive  them,  as  well  also  as  being  received  by  them.  Again^it  is  of  great 
importance  that  your  ambassador  at  Paris  should  be  in  habits  of  social  in- 
tercourse with  the  public  men  not  in  office,  that  he  should  have  the  mea!i> 
of  receiving  them,  and  becoming  acquainted  with  their  views,  and  explaii- 
ing  to  them  the  views  and  policy  of  his  own  country.  Therefore,  I  think 
that  it  is  of  great  importance  to  this  country  that  your  representative  a: 
Paris  should  be  in  such  an  easy  position  with  regard  to  money  affairs  as 
may  enable  him  to  receive  hospitably  persons  of  all  kinds,  and  I  may  als») 
say,  of  different  nations  in  Paris,  fiesides  which,  as  I  have  stated,  the 
great  number  of  English  residents  who  are  there  expect  a  certain  amount 
of  civility  and  hospitality  on  the  part  of  the  representative  of  their  coud- 
try.  The  house  is  one  peculiarly  well  adapted  for  the  purpose ;  it  is  a  laive 
house,  in  a  good  part  of  Paris,  but.  At  the  same  time,*  from  its  size  it  in- 
volves very  large  expenses  in  the  domestic  arrangements  for  servants,  and 
lighting  and  warming,  and  every  body  knows  that  fuel  in  Paris  is  most 
inordinately  dear.  My  opinion,  therefore,  distuictly  is,  that  any  reductioo 
of  the  salary  of  the  ambassador  at  Paris,  would  diminish  injuriously  to  the 
interests  of  this  country  his*  means  of  being  useful  as  the  organ  of  England 
with  regard  to  France. 

Mr,  Bright:  Can  you  inform  the  committee  what  were  the  official 
incomes  of  the  chief  ministers  of  the  French  government  of  Louis  Phil- 
lippe ;  for  example,  M.  Guizot,  when  he  was  prime  minister  of  Fr9nce  ? 

I  think  he  had  <£4,000  a  year,  with  a  house  completely  furnished  and 
provided  with  everything.  1  remember  that  the  expression  that  was  made 
use  of  to  me  some  time  ago,  in  talking  of  a  member  of  the  government, 
was,  that  a  French  minister  upon  his  nrst  appointment  had  only  to  walk 
into  his  hotel  with  his  cook,  and  might  give  a  dinner  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Ellice:  The  plate,  the  linen,  tne  furpiture,  the  attendance,  thf* 
hghting  and  warming  were  paid  for  by  the  public  ? 

Everything  ;  all  his  expenses  except  his  table. 

Can  you  inform  the  committee  what  salaries  any  of  the  ambassadors  oi 
the  other  European  powers  have  at  Paris  ;  for  instance,  the  Russian,  the 
Prussian,  or  the  Austrian  ambassador  ? 

Foreign  governments  are  not  very  fond  of  telling  you  what  they  allow; 
but  I  believe  the  French  diplomatists,  before  the  late  revolution,  receifeJ 
very  much  the  same  salaries  at  the  different  courts,  as  our  ministers  and 
ambassadors  did  ;  and  I  believe  that  in  important  places  the  Russians  an* 
paid  much  about  the  same. 

Are  you  at  all  aw^are  what  is  the  salary  of  the  United  States  Ambassa- 
dor at  Paris  ? 

No,  I  am  not ;  the  United  States'  minister  here,  I  suppose  is  paid  abou: 
the  same  as  the  minister  at  Paris.  The  salary  of  the  United  States'  minister 
in  London  is  £2,000,  with  £2,000  for  an  outfit,  and  the  result  is,  that 
unless  the  minister  has  a  private  fortune  of  his  own,  he  seldom  stays  much 
above  two  years.     I  might  say,  that  I  do  not   think  that  the  practice  o* 
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the  United  States,  in  regard  to  their  diplomatic  scale,  is  applicable  to  this 
couniry,  or  to  any  other  European  country.  The. position  of  the  United 
States  renders  their  European  diplomacy  a  matter  to  them  of  Yery  second- 
ary im|)ortance.  They  are  separated  from  Europe  by  the  Atlantic ;  they 
have  no  direct  interest  in  most  of  the  things  that  pass  in  Europe,  and  the 
chief  thing  that  they  want  is  information. 

Is  not  the  necessity  for  a  man  of  great  talent  aod  experience  residing  at 
Paris,  to  act  for  the  government  at  home,  much  diminished  since  you  have 
been  enabled  to  communicate  in  the  course  of  a  day  with  Paris,  and  espe«- 
cially  with  the  prospect  of  having,  before  the  end  of  this  year,  the  electric 
telegraph,  liy  which  you  will  be  enabled  to  communicate  with  Paris  in  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  ? 

No,  I  do  not  think  it  is ;  I  think  it  is  equally  important  to  have  an  able 
agent  to  represent  you,  whether  he  is  one  day  or  four  or  more  days  off; 
perfaafis  when  he  is  at  a  great  distance  events  may  occur  which  may 
beyond  doubt  either  compel  him  to  take  greater  responsibility,  or  may  subn 
ject  him  to  delay  in  acting  till  he  can  get  instructions  ;  there  is  great  con- 
venience in  having  rapid  communication. 

You  can  send  two  couriers  a  day  from  London  to  Paris ;  you  could  ex- 
change couriers  every  day  for  much  less  than  you  pay  for  your  ambassador 
at  Paris.  Do  you  see  any  insuperable  obstacle  to  a  direct  communication 
being  made  between  the  foreign  office  in  London  and  the  foreign  office  in 
Paris,  seeing  that  they  are  only  twelve  hours  separated  ? 

That  is  a  practice  which  never  yet  has  existed.  I  apprehend  there  is  a 
very  important  difference  between  communications  carried  on  by  writing 
and  communications  carried  on  by  jpersonal  intercourse.  I  should  fear  that 
communications  carried  on  by  writing  would  be  much  more  likely  to  end  ill 
than  communications  carried  on  by  personal  intercourse. 

Formerl V,  when  the  present  system  of  ambassadors  and  foreign  ministers 
was  established,  the  news  obtained  by  one  court  from  another  6ame  very 
much  through  the  ambassador,  and  the  government  and  the  public  had  no 
means  of  learning  intelligence  from  other  countries,  except  through  the 
despatches  of  the  ambassador.  But  is  not  that  very  much  changed  since 
the  agency  of  the  press  has  been  so  much  extended.  Is  not  news  now  ob* 
tained  through  the  press  as  soon  as  the  foreign  office  obtains  it  ? 

I  should  be  very  sorry  to  have  to  rely  upon  the  atscounts  of  '^  our  own 
correspondent.'^  The  news  of  public  events  that  have  happened,  no  doubt 
comes  as  quickly  by  newspaper  accounts  as  by  official  despatches,  and  for 
this  obvious  reason,  that  the  newspapers  find  it  for  their  interest  to  make 
very  expensive  arrangements  for  obtaining  the  earliest  information  of  public 
eveqts  that  occur.  But  the  despatch  of  your  minister  or  ambassador  is 
not  so  much  to  tell  you  what  has  happened  as  to  inform  you  of  the  dispo- 
sition and  intentions  of  the  government  with  which  he  is  in  relation.  That 
information  you  cannot  receive  from  the  correspondents  of  the  newspapers. 

Mr.  Bright:  You  have  stated  that  you  do  n«t  think  it  would  be  advisa* 
ble  to  have  the  intercourse  between  the  government  of  this  country  and 
that  of  France  carried  on  altogether  by  written  communications  between 
the  foreign  office  here  and  the  foreing  office  at  Paris ;  would  it  not  be  prac- 
ticable to  transact  the  ordinary  business  between  the  government  here  and 
the  govcrnny3nt  in  Paris  in  that  way,  and  when  anything  arose  requiring  par- 
ticular attention,  to  have  a  special  mission  of  some  member  of  the  cabinet 
for  the  purpose  of  arranging  what  might  require  to  be  ^^^^fi^J^^r^]r> 
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I  do  not  think  it  would ;  there  are  daily  and  weekly  matters  that  re- 
quire personal  communication ;  everybody  must  know  the  extreme  differ- 
enoe  which  there  is  between  personal  communication  between  men  who  are 
in  habits  of  intercourse,  and  the  exchange  of  letters  written  by  men  who, 
perhaps,  never  saw  each  other.  The  practice  at  present  existing  in  diplomacy 
combines  the  two,  because  it  frequently  happens  that  a  despatch  is  written 
by  a  gOTemment  to  its  diplomatic  ageut  at  a  foreign  court,  whicn  d^atch 
he  is  to  communicate  to  the  court  just  as  it  is  written,  aceompanyingit  with 
such  verbal  explanations  as  he  may  be  instructed  also  to  give. 

Mr.  Bright:  Do  jou  consider  that  the  embassv  to  the  United  States  is  in 
some  degree  inferior  in  interest  and  in  labor  to  these  first  class  embassies  in 
Europe? 

That  question  really  means  what  is  the  relative  importance  of  our  rela- 
tions with  the  United  States  as  compared  with  our  relations  with  France, 
Austria  and  Russia.  I  consider  our  relations  with  the  United  States  as 
being  among  the  most  important,  no  doubt. 

But  you  give  to  the  United  States  minister  £4,500  a  year,  which  is 
£1,500  less  than  you  ffive  to  the  minister  in  Spain,  and  £1,500  a  year  If© 
than  you  give  at  St.  Petersburg,  and  £5,000  a  year  less  than  you  give  at 
Paris.     Now,  upon  what  principle  is  that  difference  made? 

The  salary  is  fixed  upon  a  combined  consideration  of  the  importance  of 
the  post,  and  what  are  considered  the  usual  expenses  of  the  station.  Cities, 
which  are  capitals  ot  monarchical  governments,  necessarily  are  places  wherr 
living  is  more  expensive  than  it  is  at  Washington. 

Thien  with  regard  to  the  representation  of  this  country  with  foreign 
States,  are  the  committee  to  understand  that  the  political  is  to  be  considered 
as  a  more  important  element  than  the  commercial  ? 

No  doubt.  The  primary  duties  of  a  minister  are  political.  Part  of  his 
political  duties  consist  in  protecting  our  commercial  relations,  in  so  far  as 
those  relations  may  be  jeopardized  by  political  events. 

Mr.  CdMun:  Do  you  think  that  if  the  salary  of  the  ambassador  at  Paris 
was  reduced  to  £5,000,  instead  of  £10,000,  which  would  be  more  than 
double  the  salary  which  the  American  minister  gets,  English  visitors  would 
be  so  likely  to  expect  the  costly  hospitalities  which  they  now  receive ;  would 
they  not  very  likely  be  as  contented  as  they  are  now  if  there  were  fewer 
parties  ^ven  and  fewer  invitations  to  dinner  ? 

No  ;  1  think  not.  I  think  they  would  reckon  our  ambassador  a  vers 
stingy  fellow,  and  would  abuse  him  all  over  Europe. 

Looking  at  the  fact  that  the  hospitality  shown  by  the  English  ambassa- 
dor at  Pans  is  pretty  much  confined  to  one  class,  and  that  a  privileged  class, 
and  that  the  amount  of  salary  paid  to  him  as  well  as  to  other  functionaries, 
c<nnes  out  of  the  expenditure  of  the  taxes  of  the  country,  which  certainly 
are  paid  very  much  by  the  working  and  the  middle  classes,  do  you  not 
think  that  such  a  salary  as  £10,000  a  year  advocated  partly  upon  the 
ground  of  enabling  the  ambassador  to  receive  visitors  at  Paris,  may  create 
considerable  discontent,  and  may  be  open  to  great  objections  in  the  opir- 
ion  of  the  public  ? 

No,  I  do  not  think  so.  First  of  all,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  privilege 
Uiat  belongs  to  any  particular  class.  Society  is  divided  into  certain  cksses, 
and  in  certain  classes  their  habits  and  associations  throw  them  m&te  together. 
It  could  not  be  expected  that  the  ambassador  should  keep  a  sort  of  table 
d'hote  for  the  10,000  or  20,000  English  who  from  time  tc^time  ap  found 
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in  Paris.  That  which  is  reasonably  expected  of  him  is,  that  he  should 
show  dvility  and  hospitality  to  those  persons  with  whom  he  would  be  in  the 
habit  of  associating  m  his  own  country. 

If  you  go  back  two  or  three  hundred  years  a^o,  when  there  were  no  news- 
papers ;  when  there  was  scarcely  such  a  thing  as  international  posial  communi* 
cation^  when  affairs  of  State  turned  upon  a  court  intrigue,  or  the  caprice  of  a 
mistress,  or  a  Pope's  bull,  or  a  marriage,  was  it  not  of  a  great  deal  more  con- 
sequence at  that  time  to  have  ministers  at  foreign  courts,  who,  in  the  first 
place,  could  furnish  you  with  all  necessary  information  of  what  was  going  on, 
and  who  could,  in  the  next  place,  influence  those  indiyiduals  upon  whose  will 
the  political  destinies  of  Europe  so  greatly  depended  ?  was  it  not  of  much 
more  importance  to  have  highly  paid  ministers  of  England  at  foreign  courts 
than  it  is  in  these  constitutional  times,  when  all  affairs  of  State  are  dis* 
cussed  in  the  public  newspapers  and  in  the  legislative  assemblies,  and  when 
every  incident  that  occurs  is  reported  in  the  Times  newspapers,  sooner  even 
than  you  can  have  it  in  the  foreign  office  by  your  ambassadors  or  couriers  ? 
under  these  circumstances,  are  not  the  functions  of  an  ambassador  less  im- 
portant now  than  they  were  two  or  three  hundred  years  agfo? 

I  should  humbly  conceive  that  they  are  more  important  on  account  of  the 
very  circumstances  which  have  just  'been  stated  ;  because  when  the  affairs 
of  a  country  were  decided  by  the  caprice  of  a  mistress,  by  a  back-stairs  in- 
trigue, or  by  a  Pope's  bull,  it  is  obvious  that  your  ambassador  could  have 
very  little  influence  in  directing  any  of  those  operating  causes.  Unless  he 
made  love  to  the  mistress,  or  associated  with  the  baok-sta^  agent,  or 
bribed  the  papal  authority,  it  is  evident  that  he  could  have  no  power  of  in- 
fluencing any  of  those  causes;  and,  therefore,  all  he  could  do  would  be  to 
let  you  know,  if  he  could  And  it  out,  how  those  secret  causes  were  acting. 
But  in  proportion  as  those  causes  were  secret,  it  was  more  difficult  for  him 
to  arrive  at  a  knowledge  of  them.  In  these  days,  as  is  well  stated  in  the 
question,  the  conduct  of  the  governments  is  influenced  by  public  opinion, 
by  what  passes  in  deliberative  assemblies,  and  by  international  considera- 
tions, rather  than  by  personal  caprices  and  passions;  and  it  is  precisely  that 
kind  of  considerations  which  an  ambassador  can  bring,  under  the  notice 
and  press  upon  the  attention  of  another  government.  Your  ambassador 
can  tell  the  minister  of  a  foreign  country  that  your  interests  are  so  and  so ; 
that  the  public  opinion  of  your  countiT^  runs  in  a  certain  direction,  and  has 
obtained  a  certain  height  ;*  that  there  are  certain  things  that  your  govern- 
ment cau  do,  and  certam  things  that  it  cannot  do:  and  by  making  the  min- 
ister of  that  other  country  aware  of  what  are  considered  the  interests  of 
England  and  what  is  the  prevalent  public  opinion  of  England  and  what  are 
the  influences  which  control,  direct,  or  interfere  with  tne  English  govern- 
ment he  places  under  the  consideration  of  the  government  to  which  he  is 
accredited  matters  which  may  greatly  influence  the  conduct  of  that  gov- 
ernment with  regard  to  things  which  may  involve  questions  of  peace  or 
war;  which,  at  all  events,  may  involve  questions  deeply  affecting  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  the  country.  And,  therefore,  I  should  think  that  the 
change  which  has  taken  place  with  regard  to  the  transaction  of  public 
affairs  in  Europe  tends  to  make  diplomatic  agents  of  more  importance 
rather  than  of  less  importance. 

Could  our  minister  at  Paris  have  access  to  any  sources  of  information  as 
to  the  tendency  of  public  opinion,  or  the  probable  future  direction  of  public 
opinion,  upon  any  question  which  the  government  of  Franoe>  would  not 
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have  access  to  without  the  information  of  the  minister?  does  not  the  very 
fact  of  consulting  public  opinion  imply  that  you  must  go  to  public  sources 
for  information  ? 

Oi  course  our  ambassador  at  Paris,  for  instance,  can  only  mak«  those 
statements  to  the  French  government  with  which  he  may  be  furnished  by 
the  government  at  home;  but  I  apprehend  that  the  responsible  government 
at  home  must  be  better  judges  of  public  opinion  in  England  than  a  diplo- 
matic agent  of  a  foreign  government  living  in  London. 

jS^tV  W.  Molesworth :  Do  not  you  think  that  the  arguments  which  have 
been  used  touching  the  abolition  of  the  vice-regal  government  of  Ireland 
apply  equally  to  the  ambassador  at  Paris?  will  it  not  be  as  easy  to  com- 
municate upon  all  subjects  with  Paris  by  means  of  the  electric  telegraph. 
etc.,  as  it  is  to  communicate  with  Dublin  ? 

No ;  I  take  the  cases  to  be  different  in  this  respect ;  with  regard  to  Ire- 
land, the  question  is  to  whom  the  orders  and  decisions  of  the  ExecatiTt 
government  in  that  portion  of  the  Queen's  dominions  shall  go ;  it  is  simply 
whether  the  action  of  the  crown  shall  take  effect  through  an  officer  resident 
in  England  ;  but  we  have  no  authority  of  that  kind  in  France.  Our  com- 
munications with  the  French  government  are  for  the  purpose  of  persuason, 
which  persuasion  is  best  effected  by 'personal  communications. 

Sir  John  Trollope :  Has  France  now  an  ambassador  to  this  country/ 

Yes ;  of  the  same  rank  as  our  ambassador. 

Mr.  Walter:  Are  not  the  fees  charged  for  official  passports  applied  to 
defray  the  consular  or  other  public  expenses  ? 

No  fees  are  charged  for  passports  at  Paris. 

Mr.  Bright:  What  are  their  duties?  Is  the  passport  business  included, 
or  is  the  whole  business  of  the  passports  transacted  by  the  consular  agent  \ 

The  business  of  the  passports  is  chiefly  transacted  by  one  of  the  attaches 
of  the  embassy.  The  other  business  of  the  attaches  of  the  embassy  may 
be  said  generally  to  be  this:  writing  the  despatches,  which  twice  a  week 
are  sent  from  Paris  here,  entering  copies  of  those  despatches  in  the  records 
of  the  embassjp;  and  recording  and  registering  the  despatches  which  are 
sent  from  hence. 

Is  it  the  same  number  weekly  ? 

Always  twice  a  week ;  but  in  addition  to  that  there  are  many  of  the 
missions  in  other  places  which  send  their  bags  home  through  Pstris.  They 
are  told  to  send  their  despatches  under  a  flying  seal,  that,  the  ambassador 
at  Paris  may  know  their  contents,  it  being  important  that  be  should  ]cao^ 
what  is  going  on  everywhere  ;  besides  that,  -^e  send  to  the  ambassador  at 
Paris  copies  of  all  despatches  regarding  political  matters  of  importance  in 
any  o)her  part  of  the  world,  where  that  which  passes  may  have  anytfaiiif; 
to  do  with  our  relations  with  France. 

Upon  the  average,  what  is  the  amount  of  the  official  foolscap  which  tbav? 
gentlemen  cover  in  the  despatches  to  the  foreign  office  here,  which  corner 
twice  a  week  ?  is  it  considerable  in  amount  ?  » 

It  is  considerable  and  annually  increasing.  I  have  here  a  statement  oi 
the  number  of  despatches  received  at  and  sent  out  from  the  foreign  office 
to  all  parts  of  the  world  in  different^  years ;  in  the  year  1829  for  instance, 
the  whole  number  was  10,760;  in  the  year  1849,  it  was  30,735. 

What  has  been  the  principal  cause  of  that  great  increase?  The  multi- 
plication of  transactions  and  the  greater  importance  of  events. 
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Chairman :  You  said  that  at  Vienna  the  embassy  is  to  be  reduced  to  a 
luission  ? 

Yes,  and  the  salary  will  be  reduced  to  £6,000. 

Will  that  involve  also  the  reduction  of  the  secretary  ? 

Yes,  he  will  be  secretary  of  legation,  instead  of  being  secretary  of  em- 
bassy. 

Nine  hundred  pounds  is  allowed  for  a  house  at  Vienna  ? 

Yes,  that  will  be  reduced  of  course,  with  the  salary,  it  will  be  kept  m  the 
same  proportion. 

Chairman :  In  Austria,  also,  in  addition  to  the  diplomatic  staff,  tkere 
is  a  consul-general  who  receives  £1,000  a  year  ? 

He  is  stationed  in  the  Lombardo- Venetian  provinces  at  Venice.  Ilis  dis- 
trict extends  over  Lombardy  as  well  as  the  Venetian  territory. 

Mr.  Deedee :  Do  the  duties  of  the  consul-general  require  him  occasion- 
ally to  reside  at  Milan? 

They  did,  when  Milan  was  the  seat  of  government ;  that  now  has  been 
transferred  to  Verona.  He  used  to  be  resident  at  Milan,  and  then  it 
was  found  more  convenient  to  transfer  him  to  Venice. 

Mr,  Bright :  Has  the  question  of  economy  at  all  entered  into  the 
reasons  which  induced  the  charge  about  to  be  made  ? 

No,  it  Hrose  from  the  circumstance  of  the  Austrian  goverment  reducing 
its  embassy  to  the  rank  of  mission,  and  therefore,  it  being  proper  according 
to  reciprocal  custom  that  we  should  not  continue  an  ambassador  there  nhen 
they  only  had  a  minister  here ;  these  ranks  are  generally  reciprocated. 

Chairman :  We  come  now  to  Turkey,  which  is  at  £8,000.  The  sec- 
retary of  the  embassy  at  Constantinople  is  put  down  in  the  finance  account 
at  £1,505.  Can  you  explain  the  reason  of  that  salary  being  so  much  larger 
than  the  others? 

The  salary  of  the  secretary  of  the  embassy  is  £800.  The  addition  must 
have  arisen  from  the  absence  of  his  principal. 

Chairman :  At  Constantinople  there  are  five  paid  attaches,  including 
the  secretary  of  the  embassy ;  how  many  unpaid  attaches  are  there? 

There  are  no  unpaid  attaches  in  Turkey.  The  embassy  at  Constantino- 
ple stands  on  peculiar  grounds  with  regard  to  that.  The  Turkish  ministers 
speak  Turkish  and  little  else,  and  the  practice  of  all  foreign  missions  and 
embassies  there,  has  been  to  communicate  by  a  set  of  people  called  drago- 
men— interpreters ;  and  those  interpreters  are  a  sort  of  class  by  themseivei^ 
people  whose  fa.milies  have  been  settled  in  Constantinople,  and  m»ny  of 
which  have  different  members  of  the  same  family  acting  as  interpreters  to 
different  missions.  It  has  been  lofUg  thought  that  it  was  desirable  that  the 
intercourse  between  our  ennbassy  and  the  Turkish  government  should  be 
carried  on  by  British  subjects ;  it  is  obviously  desirable  for  many  reasons. 
Many  of  those  communications  are  matters  of  a  very  confidential  nature, 
requiring  that  the  person  who  is  the  organ  of  communication  should  not 
only  be  perfectly  trustworthy,  (which  I  am  sure  these  existing  interpreters 
are,)  but  that  he  should  also  have,  by  national  feeling,  a  commo«i  interest 
and  corresponding  zeal  in  the  performance  of  that  duty ;  and  therefore,  I 
established  a  system  to  provide  for  instructing  a  certain  number  of  young 
Englishmen  in  the  Turkish  language  sufficiently  to  qualify  them  hereafter 
for  the  duties  of  interpreters,  and  that  accounts  for  the  number  of  paid 
attaches  there.     Some  of  these  are  young  men  studying  the  Turkish  laa- 
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guage  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  hereafter  official  interpreters  betiveen 
our  embassy  and  the  porte. 

Mr.  Bright :  There  is  also  an  oriental  secretary  ;  what  are  bis  particu- 
lar functions  ?  " 

His  duties  ^re  translating,  interpreting  and  instructing  those  young  men. 

Sir  J.  Trollape :  Is  not  Mr.  Layard,  who  is  engaged  in  researdies  at 
Nineveh,  borne  upon  the  strength  of  the  diplomatic  body  at  Constantinople  ? 

He  is  o)ie  of  the  paid  attaches. 

Then  residence  in  his  case  is  not  enforced  ? 

Not  for  the  time  that  he  is  employed  in  those  operations  at  Nineveh. 

Mr.  Bright :  At  the  bottom  of  the  estimate  I  see  there  is  the  sum  o! 
£2^950  for  the  establishment  of  dragomen  at  Constantmople ;  will  you 
explain  the  meaning  of  that  charge,  in  addition  to  the  secretary  and  the 
other  paid  officers  of  the  embassy? 

Those  are  men  who  have  been  for  a  great  lei^gth  of  time  in  the  serricc 
of  the  embassy ;  and  it  is  with  a  view  of  proviuing  British  subjects  to 
take  their  places  when  they  shall  retire,  that  those  young  men  are  under 
education.  The  committee  are  aware  that  the  Turkish  language  is  one  of 
verv  difficult  attainment,  and  one  which  requires  a  great  many  years  ot 
study  to  be  acquired  with  any  degree  of  fluency  for  the  purpose  of  inter- 
course. 

Are  those  dragomen  generally  Mahometans,  or  are  they  not  more  often 
Armenians  ? 

They  are  generiiUy  what  you  call  Greeks  of  the  Fanar.  There  is  the 
family  of  Pisani,  of  which  two  are  in  our  service,  who  have  been  a  great 
number  of  years  acting  in  that  capacity. 

Is  this  sum  of  £2,950  paid  to  only  two  of  the  interpreters  of  the  em- 
bassy at  Constantinople? 

I  think  there  are  three  ;  there  is  one  of  the  name  of  Chabert. 

Is  not  that  sum  of  £1,()00  a  year  very  much  over  the  rate  which  is  gen- 
erally paid  by  the  various  embassies  in  Turkey,  to  their  interpreters? 

I  am  convmced  that  our  interpreters  are  not  paid  more  highly  than  those 
of  other  embassies. 


[No.  122.]  T^EOATiON  OF  THE  United  States, 

Paris,  January  8,  1852, 

Sir  :  I  received  three  or  four  weeks  ago,  your  circular  of  the  4th  No- 
vetober  last,  communicating  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  relative  to  .the  ex- 
pediency of  adopting  a  graduated  scale  t)f  diplomatic  salaries  based  upon 
the  combined  considerations  of  the  importance  of  the  mission  and  the  ex- 
penses of  residence,  and  requesting  me  to  transmit  to  the  Department,  at 
ray  earliest  convenience,  a  statement  of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  resi- 
dence in  an  official  character  at  Paris.  The  late  important  political  events 
here,  have  for  a  time  diverted  my  attention  from  this  subject,  but  I  proceed 
now,  as  far  as  the  nature  of  the  subject  admits  of  it,  to  furnish  an  ansvrer 
to  your  inquiries. 

As  you  desire  that  the  information  should  be  "  specific  and  accurate,"  it 
will  be  necessary  to  enter  into  some  detail  of  the  principal  items  which 
enter  into  the  expense  of  a  residence  here.  The  first  and  most  importanf 
is  that  of  house  rent,  a  house^of  respectable  size  and  appearance,  neatly 
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but  ^nosteatatiou&ly  furnished,  cannot  be  rented  here  in  a  convenient  quar-^ 
ter  of  the  city,  for  less  than  from  three  to  four  thousand  dollars  a  year. 
The  hire  of  a  plain  carriage  and  pair  of  horses  hv  the  year  is  from  twelre 
to  fourteen  hundred  dollars.  The  expense  of  niel  is  also  a  rery  heavy 
charge  here ;  wood  alone»  for  the  most  part,  is  burnt  here,  and  the  price  of 
that  IS  from  fourteen  to  sixteen  dollars  the  cord.  Considering  the  length* 
ened  portion  of  the  year,  (from  eight  to  nine  months,)  during  which  fires 
are  kept  up  here,  the  expense  of  this  item  alone,  in  a  household  consisting 
of  half-a-dozen  persons,  with  the  usual  number  of  servants,  averages,  ac- 
cording to  my  experience,  about  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

The  expense  of  the  daily  subsistence  of  a  family  in  Paris  may  be  judged 
of  by  the  price  of  the  common  articles  which  enter  into  its  consumptioii  ] 
butchers'  meat,  for  example,  being  fifteen  cents  per  pound,  anri  double  that 
pi  ice  for  the  delicate  portions ;  ham  from  thirty  to  forty  cents  the  pound,  and 
a  pair  of  fowls  nine  francs,  or  a  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  of  the  currency 
of  the  United  States,  and  other  things  in  like  or  even  greater  proportion. 
According  to  this  scale  of  rigorous  and  unavoidable  expense,  the  mere 
ordinary  subsistence  of  a  household  constituted  as  above  mentioned,  couM 
not  be  short  of  the  annual  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

The  four  it^ms  above  mentioned,  of  house  rent,  carriage  hire,  fuel  and 
ordinary  subsistence,  forai  alone  an  aggregate  exceeding  the  annual  safairy 
allowed  to  a  minister  of  the  United  States.  But  to  these  must  be  added  as 
expeiiBes  equally  obligatory  and  inevitable,  the  annual  hire  and  clothing  of 
servants  which  cannot  be  estimated  at  less  than  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hun- 
<lred  dollars ;  the  expense  of  lights,  which,  during  the  lon^  nights  of  one 
half  of  the  year  in  this  latitude,  is  a  very  large  item  ;  washmg  and  common 
groceries  forming  together,  for  a  family  constituted  as  I  have  above  sup* 
posed,  another  aggregate  of  strictly  necessary  expense,  not  short  of  three 
thousand  dollars  annually. 

If  to  these  two  aggregates  be  further  added  the  personal  expenses  of  the 
Doinister  and  his  family,  which  in  a  capital  like  this  and  in  the  place  they 
must  occupy  in  its  society,  are  not  always  under  the  control  of  his  own 
tastes  or  choice,  and  the  expense  which  neither  bis  feelings  .nor  his  duty, 
allow  him  to  avoid  of  exercising  a  becoming  hospitality  to  nis  countrymen 
as  well  as  reciprocating  the  civilities  ofifered  to  him  by  his  colleagues  of  the 
diplomatic  corps,  and  the  public  functionaries  of  the  government  to  which 
he  is  accredited  (items  of  which  the  mimmumy  accordmg  to  my  experience, 
v^ould  be  another  annual  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,)  you  have  all  the 
data  it  is  in  my  power  to  supply  for  estimating  the  expense  incident  to  an 
official  residence  here  in  the  character  of  foreign  minister,  maintained 
within  as  modest  limits  as  a  decent  regard  for  his  position  permits.  ,

Sift:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledse  the  receipt  of  jcmr  drcularW 
ibe  4tfa  Nbrember  last.    In  giving  the  mformation  therein  rcmared.  IJabor 
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under  tbe  diiGculty  of  not  having  been  here  but  liftle  over  one  ye^r,  uh! 
therefore  have  not  made  a  full  test  of  th(*  expenses  of  living.  !fce:nd«  a  this, 
my  family  have  not  been  with  me,  except  a  portion  of  them,  and  that  ooly 
for  a  few  weeks  during  the  last  summer. 

My  expenses  during  the  first  year  were,  as  near  as  I  can  ^estimate  them, 
about  six  thousand  dollars.  In  this  were  embraced  some  articles  of 
a  permanent  nature,  which  will  not  have  to  be  purchased  again,  and  which 
will  operate  in  some  sort  as  a  credit  on  subsequent  years.  But  tlus 
will  be  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  increased  hospitality  which  eas- 
tern here  enforces  after  the  first  year's  residence. 

These  expenses  are  made  up  of  house  rent,  furniture  or  furniture  rent, 
carriages,  or  carriage  hire,  servant  hire,  living,  with  its  incidents,  and  extra 
clothing  adapted  to  the  climate,  all  of  wbich  items  count  more  thhn  either 
at  London  or  Paris.  I  regard  my  style  of  living  as  a  medium  one.  It 
*  would  be  difficult  to  reduce  it  with  respectability,  and  difficult  to  exceed  it 
without  bankruptcy.  With  my  family  here  my  expenses  would  absorb  mj 
'  whole  salary,  and  probably  exceed  it.  A  man  of  fortune  would  spend  morf 
than  the  salary,  and  not  be  considered  extravagant.  A  man  witboat  a 
fortune  is  compelled  to  measure  his  steps.  Making  all  these  allowauoes, 
and  considering  ^Iso  my  ill-health  during  the  greater  portion  of  last  winter 
which  confined  me  to  my  room,  I  state  that  my  expenses  have  been  aod 
will  be  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  probably  more.  This  is  as 
full  a  statement  as  I  am  able  to  make ;  and  1  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying,  that  from  a  proper  regard  to  the  usefulness  and  digisity  of  the  mis- 
sion,  as  well  as  justice  to  the  incumbent,  whoever  he  may  be,  the  salary 
ought  lo  be  increased.  If  the  information  sought  has  any  reference  to  thie 
Secretary  of  Legation,  I  state  that  he  does  not,  and  cannot  live  upon  the 
present  salary.  It  requires  and  will  continue  to  require  not  less  than  thrttt 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  tha:  office  at  this  court,  and  if  be 
have  a  family  it  will  require  moie.  St.  Petersbuig  is  emphatically  and  in 
every  respect  an  artificial  city — artificially  built  and  artificially  sustained. 
It  is  dependent  for  all  i^  supplies  on  distant  regions ;  the  necessaries  oi  life 
are  exorbitantly  high,  while  the  tastes  and  habits  of  the  place  are  ex- 
travagant.

Legation  op  the  Unitbd  States, 
St.  Petersburg^  February  29,  1852. 

In  mj  despatch  No.  13,  in  answer  to  your  circular  of  the  4th  November, 
1851.  It  was  not  jn  my  power  to  respond  in  a  manner  to  do  full  justice  to 
the  sui  ject.  Owing  to  the  rigor  of  the  climate,  I  had  abandoned  the  idea 
of  bringing  my  family ;  consequently  my  expense*  here  are  at  least 
third  le&s  if  not  more,  than  they  would  otherwise  be.     I  have  taken 
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pains  to  make  up  an  opinion  as  to  what  the  salary  ought  to  be,  consider- 
ing, in  the  language  of  the  Senate's  resolution,  "the  importance  of  the 
mission  and  the  expenses  of  residence,'*  and  supposing  that  every  minister 
will  either  have  or  ought  to  have  a  family,  to  be  supported  here  or  else- 
where, I  believe  he  could  not  do  fair  justice  to  the  claims  of  his  mission 
at  this  court  on  less  than  twelve  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  with  the. 
present  outfit  and  infit.  With  this  he  would  maintain  a  rank  becoming  his 
country,  and  could  without  doubt  make  himself  more  useful.  No  one 
knows,  but  those  who  have  tried  it,  the  restraints  which  the  present  rate  of 
pay  imposes  in  such  a  position.  The  minister  is  compelled  to  fall  back  on 
some  subordinate  rank  of  living,  or  draw  upon  his  own  fortune,  which  few 
of  our  public  men  can  afford. 

I  have  thought  proper  to  say  this  much  out  of  a  just  regard  for  the 
public  interest,  for  I  have  no  expectation  of  being  personally  benefited  by 
it  in  any  way.

Sir  :  I  herewith  transmit  a  statement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  me 
during  the  year  just  elapsed,  in  conformity  with  the  instructions  contained 
in  your  circular  of  the  4th  November  last. 

1  have  kept  an  accurate  account  of  my  disbursements,  and  can  vouch  for 
the  correctness  of  this  statement.  The  cost  of  living  is  probably  greater 
here  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  continent,  and  quite  equal  to  that  of 
London,  excepting  only  in  the  item  of  house-rent.  Every  article  of  mar- 
keting is  dear,  and  clothing  particularly  so.  But  the  Dutch  people  are 
great  economists,  and  consume  the  least  possible  quantity  of  everything 
necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  life.     By  this  means  they  reduce  the  ex- 

S^nses  of  living  to  the  limits  of  their  incomes,  which  are  generally  small, 
ut  the  effect  is  often  seen  in  the  unhealthy  aspect  of  the  people,  and 
especially  of  the  children.

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  am  in  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  21st  idt.,  ask- 
ing **  what  sum,  in  my  opinion,  would  be  sufficient  to  enable  a  minister  Or 
the  United  States  to  live  respectably,  yet  economically,  at  Canton,"  an 
in  reply  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  a  minister  might  live,  as  above  men 
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tioned,  for  the  sum  of  five  or  six  thousand  dollars ;  his  chief  difficulty  would 
be  in  procuring  a  suitable  residence,  as  all  the  houses  built  for  the  use  of 
foreigners,  by  the  Chinese,  are  constructed  only  for  mercantile  purposes, 
and  are  much  in  demand.  These  "  Hougs"  are  badly  adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses of  a  residence. 

JTou  are  aware  that  most  of  the  representatives  to  China,  of  foreign 

fovernments,  reside  at  Macao.  Russia  is  the  only  power  that  has  an  em- 
assy  at  the  court.  Spain  has  an  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  pleni- 
potentiary, who  resides  at  Macao,  and  has  for  the  last  three  years  been 
trying  to  effect  a  treaty  with  China ;  his  salary  is  sixteen  thousand  dollars, 
and  as  he  draws  it  from  the  Governor  of  the  Fhillipine  Islands,  it  is  secur^ 
to  him.  France  has  a  "  mmiitre"  who  resides  at  Macao,  with  a  salary  of 
sixty  thousand  "  francs."  The  governor  of  Macao  (which  you  are  aware, 
is  a  Portuguese  colony  on  Chinese  territory,)  is  also  the  representative  of 
Portugal  to  China,  salary  unknown,  and  most  likely  nominal. 

England  has  an  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  to 
Chba,  in  the  person  of  the  Governor  of  Hong  Kong,  for  which  joint  ser- 
vice he  receives  a  salary  of  six  thousand  pounds. 

It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  make  any  suggestions,  or  render  you  any 
service  in  my  power.

Sir  :  My  constant  and  urgent  occupations  at  this  legation  have  prevented 
an  earlier  reply  to  your  despatch,  No.  46,  on  the  suoject  of  the  expenses 
incident  to  a  residence  in  an  official  character  at  this  court.  1  have  now 
the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  statement  of  these  expenses,  as  requested 
in  that  communication.  It  will  be  seen  that  with  an  economy  scarcely 
compatible  with  the  great  interests  of  the  United  States  to  be  mamtained  at 
this  now  most  important  court,  the  present  allowance  to  a  minister  pleni- 
potentiary is  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditure  of  his 
official  residence  at  this  mission.  Having  endeavored  to  live  with  my 
family  here,  in  a  becoming  style,  and  to  support  a  fit  establishment  credita- 
ble to  the  government  and  coxmtry  I  have  the  honor  to  re])resent,  and  de- 
sirous by  social  intercourse  and  all  other  proper  means  to  secure  and  pre- 
serve that  personal  consideration  among  all  ranks  without  which  the 
highest  functionary  will  fail  in  that  just  influence  at  court  so  indispen- 
sable to  his  successful  mission,  I  can  declare  that  without  a  reliance  to  a 
considerable  extent  on  my  own  private  funds,  I  should  not  have  been  able 
thus  far,  with  my  mere  official  pay,  to  meet  the  expenses  and  liabilities  in- 
curred by  my  residence  in  this  city,  and  yet  I  do  not  conceive  that  I  have 
been  extravagant.  The  fact  is,  that  this  is  unquestionably  one  of  the 
dearest  capitals  in  Euroj)e  ;  even  the  necessaries  of  life  are  extremely  high 
in  price.  The  great  distance  from  the  coast  in  every  direction,  and  the 
universal  want  of  the  means  of  good  internal  communication,  added  to  the 
barrenness  of  the  immediate  locality,  contribute  greatly  to  ibis  statje  of 
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things  ;  the  pec'uliar  habits  of  the  nation,  so  far  behind  the  spirit  of  im- 
provement in  this  age,  their  general  prejudice  against  every  thing  forogn, 
their  indifference  and  even  coitent  with  the  stationary  condition  of  their 
country,  have  all  had  a  most  pernicious   influence  against  the  facility  o* 

f)rocuring  at  cheap  rates  even  the  necessaries,  much  more  the  comforts  Md 
uxuries  of  life.  Water  even,  which  is  here  carried'on  mens'  shoulders  U 
the  habitations  of  all,  is  very  dear;  wood,  so  often  indispensable  in  the  pe- 
culiar and  extraordinary  coolness  of  the  winter  months,  and  which  can, 
with  great  difficulty  be  procured  at  all  in  this  treeless  tabje-land,  is  near 
one  cent  per  pound,  tor  it  is  all  sold  by  weight ;  so  of  coal  and  oil,  the 
latter  in  such  universal  use  here  for  lights,  and  indeed  of  everything  else 
which  18  consumed  in  this  capital  and  whose  intrinsic  cost,  dear  enough 
from  the  distance  at  which  they  can  only  be  obtained,  and  the  enormous 
rates  of  transportation,  generally  on 'mule's  backs,  is  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  otierous  system  of  gate  duties  universally  prevalent  in  Spain.  As  a; 
illustration  ol  the  immense  cost  of  internal  transportation,  I  will  mcntioL 
that  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  transport  of  a  ^  carriage  purchased  for 
me  by  order  in  New  York,  from  Cadiz  to  Madrid,  was  three  hundred  dollars: 
yet  this  was  the  lowest  sum  for  which  this  service  could  be  obtained. 
though  the  cost  of  such  transport  from  New  York  to  Cadiz  was  only  fiih 
dollars. 

The  rates  of  transport  are  nearly  in  the  same  proportion  from  Paris,  an>i 
still  higher  from  London.  Horses,  too,  that  are  fit  to  be  driven  are  Ten 
dear,  and  their  maintenance  very  expensive.  Entertainments,  though  to  a 
certain  extent  indispensable,  whether  dinners  or  balls,  judging  from  my  own 
experience  at  this  court,  are  more  costly  than  at  London  or  Paris,  where 
there  are  such  facilities  for  procuring  everything  required  on  such  occa- 
sions. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  refer  to  the  sacrifices  in  the  sale  of  furniture  and 
other  effects,  which  are  unavoidably  made  by  foreign  ministers  on  their 
departure  from  this  as  well  as  other  courts,  and  with  which  the  department 
must  l»e  familiar.  Nor  is  any  reference  made  in  the  annexed  statement  to 
the  cost  of  indispensable  uniforms  and  dress  of  etiquette,  and  the  neces- 
sarily increased  personal  expenses  which  cannot  well  be  accurately  ascer- 
tained, and  which  are  as  much  at  least  at  this  as  any  other  court. 

It  will  be  recollected,  too,  that  at  this  legation  there  is  no  annual  allow- 
ance for  ©ffice  fCnt  or  furniture,  messenger,  &c.,  &c.,  as  i  t  London  and 
Paris. 

It  will  be  observed,  too,  that  house  rent  here  is  very  dear,  although  I 
regard  myself  as  having  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  -a  commodious  hoase 
at  a  comparatively  reasonable  rate.  The  whole  subject  is  respectlullj 
submitted.

Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Vienna f  December  6,  1851. 

SiB :  Your  letter  of  the  4th  ultimo  is  received.  I  regret  that  I  am  un- 
able to  give  you  much  information  of  my  own  knowledge  on  the  subject  to 
which  it  refers. 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  "boarding/'  or  indeed  as  a  public  table  known 
in  Vienna.  A  person  hires  his  room  by  the  day,  and  takes  his  meals  where 
he  pleases,  paymg  for  them  by  the  item.  When  I  first  came  here  I  paid 
for  two  small  rooms  in  a  principal  hotel  four  florins  per  day,  with  two  more 
for  fires  and  attendance,  being  at  the  rate  of  2,190  florins  per  year.  On 
the  arrival  of  my  daughter,  ten  florins  per  day  were  demanded  for  three 
suitable  rooms,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  3,650  florins  per  yeat.  Being  un- 
willing to  pay  that  sum,  I  took  rooms  in  a  large  private  house,  sufhcient 
for  two  persons  and  domestics,  for  which  I  am  paying  at  the  rate  of  2,556 
florins  per  year.  My  daughter  has  passed  much  of  the  summer  and  fall  at 
Gi  afenburg,  and  I  have  been  alone.  I  cannot,  therefore,  as  yet,  know  much 
personally  of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  official  residence  at  this  court. 
I  enclose  a  statement  by  Mr.  Schwarz,  the  American  consul,  which  is  pro- 
bably in  the  main  correct,  though  there  are  some  items  for  which  I  should 
not  expend  as  much  as  he  has  charged.  I  send  also  a  ^pamphlet  on  the 
subject  of  this  mission  which  I  found  here.  From  what  I  observed  of  the 
expenses  of  living  in  London  and  Paris,  I  think  there  is  not  much  diffijr- 
ence  between  those  capitals  and  Vienna,  Digitized  by  GoOqIc 
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Probably  many  of  the  items  which  will  be  embraced  in  the  estimate  for 
the  French  and  English  legation,  are  equally  necessary  here,  although  they 
may  not  have  been  mentioned  in  the  statement  of  Mr.  Schwarz.  Perhaps 
appearaaces  are  even  more  important  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  respect 
and  influence  here,  than  at  either  of  those  places.  It  will  be  observed  that 
no  calculation  has  been  made  for  postage,  stationery,  papers,  &c,,  &c., 
which  come  under  the  head  of  incidental  expenses. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  whatever  else  may  be  done,  a  gross  stun  should 
be  allowed  for  those  items. 

The  trouble  and  expense  of  keeping  a  minute  account,  and  procuring 
vouchers  for  every  bunch  of  quills  and  postage  of  a  letter,  makes  the  allow- 
ance of  a  less  sum  than  that  actually  expended  preferable  to  the  present 
systeA.         **#*  *^-*»  »*♦ 


Vienna,  December  7,  I80I. 
Honorable  Sir  :  It  will  always  afford  me  great  pleasiu-e  to  answer  your 
inquiries  as  accurate  as  possible;  but  your  present  question  respecting  the 
approximative  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  an  American  1  epresentative 
at  this  court  is  rather  difficult  to  answer.  Much  will  depend  on  the  number 
of  his  family,  and  still  more  whether  he  is  inclined  to  keep  up  an  establish- 
ment on  the  scale  of  the  ministers  of  other  powers. 

To  conaply,  however,  with  your  wish  in  some  respect,  I  subjoin  what 
would  suffice  for  the  representative  of  a  republican  government,  who  may 
be  allowed  to  be  more  economical  than  that  of  a  court,  and  which  may 
amount  to  about.

Which,  the  florin  at  forty-eight  and  a  half  cents,  is  equal  to  $6,862|-19,303. 
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No  particular  amount  can  be  fixed,  as  for  instance,  the  Russian  minister 
pays  for  his  house  sixteen  thousand  florins — English,  eleven  thomsand  florins, 
exclusive  of  furniture.  An  American  minister  at  this  court  paid  for  one 
entertainment  four  thousand  florins ;  and  nearly  all  the  foreign  ministers 
reside  out  of  the  city  during  the  summer. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  a  residence  in  Vienna,  though  not  so 
expensive  as  London  or  Pittsburg,  is  quite  as  dear  as  in  Paris  generally, 
since  the  year  1848 ;  and  to  give  some  idea,  I  put  down  the  prices  of  several 
articles  reckoned  in  American  weight  and  money : 

Seef  is  8  cents    per    English    pound. 
Ham  is  18  "  " 

Flour  from  4  to  6  cents  " 

Tea  from  «1  to  $3  " 

Coffee  from  19  to  30  cents  " 

Refined  sugar  from  14  to  17  cents     " 
Wood  is  from  S12  to  $12J  per  cord. 
Clothing  is  about  the  same  as  at  Paris,  and  house  rents  as  high  as  at 
London.

SiK :  •!  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  (circular) 
of  the  4th  November,  185^,  requesting  me  to  transmit  to  the  department  a 
a  statement  of  the  exp«)ses  incident  to  my  residence  in  my  official  character 
at  Berlin. 

In  my  reply  I  would  state  that  it  would  be  quite  impossible  for  me  to 
undertake  to  render  an  exact  account  in  detail  of  the  expenses  of  my  resi- 
dence in  Berlin.  I  can,  however,  make  a  general  statement,  which,  per- 
haps, may  answer  the  objects  of  the  department  quite  as  well. 

Up  to  the  3d  of  the  present  month  of  December,  just  one  year  from  my 
arrival  in  Berlin,  I  find  thtft  my  expenditures,  strictly  incidental  to  my 
residemre  here  for  that  period,  in  my  ofl^cial  character,  had  exceeded  my 
salary  by  about  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  Of  this  excess  it  is 
possible  I  may  get  back,  on  an  eventual  sale  of  my  household  effects,  one 
thousand  dollars. 

I  may  state  further,  that  with  a  small  family,  with  a  perfectly  simple  and 
unostentatious  style  of  living,  with  no  expensive  habits,  and  with,  at  most, 
a  very  meagre  show  of  hospitality  instead  of  that  more  liberal  hospitality 
which  would  be  fitting  and  desirable,  whether  in  reference  to  my  personal 
relations  to  the  society  in  which  my  official  character  places  me,  or  for  the 
advantage  of  the  public  interests  with  which  I  am  entrusted ;  with  all  this, 
enough  has  already  transpired  to  satisfy  me  that  all  the  government  will 
pay  me  in  outfit,  salary  and  home-fit,  will  not  be  found  sufficient  to  pay  my 
way,  and  convey  me  home,  at  the  end  of  even  a  short  service  of  two  and  a 
half  or  three  years.    I  expect  to  be  obliged  to  draw  to  a  considerable  ex- 
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tent  on  my  private  means.  A  minister  at  this  court  and  a  stranger,  is 
placed^  of  course,  under  every  possible  disadvantage  in  regard  to  economy 
m  his  expenditures. 

Some  of  the  European  governments  have  shown  what  they  think  of  the 
importance  of  the  missions  tliey  maintain  at  Berlin,  and  of  what  is  due  to 
those  who  represent  them  at  this  court,  by  the  salaries  they  allow. 

For  example ;  England  pays  her  minister  lour  thousand  pounds  sterling, 
with  a  very  large  allowance  besides  for  his  house. 

How  much  Russia  pays  her  minister,  I  do  not  know ;  but  the  emperor 
owns  and  supplies  him  with  a  palace  for  his  residence. 

The  salary  of  the  Turkish  minister,  I  understand,  is  one  hundred  thousand 
francs;  that  of  the  Austrian  and  French  ministers,  seventy  thousand  francs; 
even  the  Sardiniaui^mster  has  fifty-five  thousand  francs.  In  some  of  these 
cases,  if  not  in  a*tt^  extra  allowances  are  made  to  meet  extraordinary 
expenses.*

Stockholm,  December  10,  1851. 

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor,  yesterday,  to  receive  your  despatch  of  the  4th 
ultimo,  in  which  you  desire  me  to  transmit  to  the  department  a  statement 
of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  oflScial  residence  in  Stockholm,  and  in 
which  you  observe  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  information  be  specific  and 
accurate,  in  order  that  the  department  may  form  a  correct  ojunion,  and  so 
afford  the  information  desired  by  the  Senate. 

I  have  accordingly  drawn  up  a  statement  of  vSy  expenses  for  one  year. 

In  addition  to  this  I  presume  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  dcpaitaient 
1)e  furnished  with  observations  upon  the  mode  of  living,  and  the  relation* 
ships  and  requirements  which  the  society  of  the  place  and  the  ofiScial  posi- 
tion of  the  charge  d'affaires  appear  to  render  necessary. 

The  salary  having  been  established  at  $4500, 1  consequently  judge  the 
intention  of  the  government  to  be  that  the  appearance  of  its  agent  should 
correspond  with  that  sum.  Accordingly,  as  soon  as  possible  after  mj 
arrival,  I  rented  a  house — such  as  a  gentleman  in  Washington  under  similar 
circumstances  would  probably  inhabit.  And  I  should  add  that  the  journey 
with  my  family  from  home  and  the  furnishing  the  house  I  had  rented,  more 
than  absorbed  the  customary  outfit. 

The  1st  of  October  may  be  considered  the  commencement  of  the  domestic 
year  in  this  country.  It  is  the  date  of  almost  all  contracts  of  house-rent 
and  of  the  yearly  engagement  of  servants,  who  decline,  usually,  to  accept 
places  for  a  less  space  of  time. 

The  annual  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  can,  therefore,  best  be  es- 
timated from  my  account  book  after  the  1st  of  October  last  year  ;  and  the 
following  statement  I  compile  accordingly  from  exact  memoranda  : 
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October  1,  1850,  to  October  1,  1851.

Of  the  five  hundred  dollars  appropriated  for  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  legation,  there  was  expended  during  the  same  period  $348.44. 

House  rent  in  Stockholm  is  about  equal  to  that  of  Washington  ;  the 
same  sum  will,  I  believe,  provide  equal  comforts  in  both  cities,  and  I  think 
nothing  is  cheaper  in  Stockholm  than  in  Washington,  except  food ;  that  is 
bread,  meat  and  vegetables.  Luxurious  food  of  every  kind  is  much  dearer 
here. 

The  wages  of*  servants  are  less  than  in  the  United  States ;  but  an  Amer- 
ican servant  does  the  work  of  two  Swedish,  and  therefore  the  expenses 
are  about  the  same.  The  price  of  wood  averages  about  three  dollars  and 
eighty  cents  a  cord — considerably  less  thap  at  home — but  as  the  climate 
requires  a  much  larger  quantity,  this  expense  is  about  the  same.  I  should 
add,  also,  that  local  peculiarities  and  climate  require  the  very  constant  use 
of  a  carriage. 

I  have  felt  myself  called  upon  to  offer  the  hospitalities  of  the  legation  to 
all  of.  my  countrymen  who  have  done  me  the  favor  to  let  me  know  of  thefr 
arrival.  The  number  last  year  was  much  greater  than  before,  and  in  this 
.  regard  I  have  had  great  satisfaction.  The  diplomatic  corps  never  omit  us 
in  their  hospitalities,  and  the  very  important  reciprocation  of  such  attentions 
involves  no  inconsiderable  part  of  the  salary.  To  return  these  civilities 
promptly,  aiid  on  occasions  also  to  volunteer  them,  I  conceive  to  be  due 
to  the  dignity  of  the  legation.  A  sociable  acquaintance  also  with  the  gen- 
eral society  is  of  the  highest  importance  for  the  purposes  of  the  mission ; 
and  in  this  society,  among  whom  a  certain  show  of  hospitality  on  the  part 
of  the  diplomatic  corps  is  more  strictly  of  consequence  than  perhaps  in  any 
Capitol  in  Europe,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  it  is  well  nigh  impossible 
to  obtain  an  advantageous  footing  otherwjise. 

In  the  late  examinations  ordered  by  the  British  House  of- Commons  con- 
cerning diplomatic  salaries,  it  was  stoutly,  although  somewhat  ludicrously 
urged  by  several  of  the  witnesses  who  had  served  as  ministers  on  the  conti- 
nent of  Europe,  that  the  giving  of  dinners  was  a  highly  important  branch 
of  their  duties. 

The  diplomatic  corps  at  this  place  would  certainly  have  given  similar 
testimony  ;  and,  viewing  the  matter  seriously,  my  own  observation  and  ex- 
perience are,  that  no  address  or  management  could  perhaps  so  readily  obtain 
information,  procure  a  rare  copy  of  statistical  record,  or  perhaps  achieve 
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other  and  more  diplomatic  ends,  as  that  part  of  the  diplomatic  dutj  to  the 
importance  of  which  the  English  witnesses  testified. 

The  salaries  of  the  Danish,  Prussian,  French,  English  And  Russian  minis- 
ters at  this  court,  are  severally  equal  to  8,000,  10,000,  9,000,  18,000 
and  20,000  dollars.  The  ministers  resident  of  Belgium,  Holland  and 
Portugal  are  of  course  upon  a  lower  scale.  The  only  other  charge  d'af- 
faires IS  that  of  Spain ;  his  salary  is  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  chargt- 
d'affaires  of  the  United  States,  and  his  establishment  is  upon  the  same  footing. 

These  comparisons  may  assist  the  department  in  forming  an  opinion  of 
the  pecuniary  resources  proper  for  the  legation.  Little  idea,  however,  can 
he  conveyed  of  the  singular  importance  of  show  at  this  most  ceremonious 
and  unthriftv  court  in  Europe.  Consideration  and  a  certain  kind  of  infla- 
ence  are,  within  its  confines,  measured  by  appearances,  and  although  gen* 
erally  speaking  it  is  a  sort  of  importance  little  desirable  for  an  American, 
a  certain  degree  of  it  must  in  this  manner  be  purchased,  in  order  to  hart- 
occasional  access  to  what  in  many  cases  may  be  indispensable — the  ear  ot 
the  king. 

In  corroboration  of  this  I  take  the  liberty  to  say,  that  I  believe  a  con- 
versation which  I  had  an  opportunity  to  hold  with  his  Maiesty  Apon  the 
subject  of  Swedish  taxes  and  American  commerce,  has  hadf  and  will  hare 
more  effect  in  the  amelioration  of  the  Swedish  tariff,  than  all  the  arguments 
which  I  had  employed  during  the  preceding  six  months  at  the  foreign  office, 
and  with  other  members  of  me  government  and  of  the  diet. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  I  consider  the  resources  provided  for  the 
the  charg§  d'affaires  at  this  place  to  be  sufficient ;  and  I  would  add,  that 
in  my  belief  and  in  consideration  of  the  peculiar  structure  of  the  society, 
a  diminution  of  those  resources  might  impair  the  power  to  be  usefuK

From  Richard  H.  Bayard  to  the  Honorable  Daniel  Webster. 

[No.  8.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Brussels,  Jfovember  12,  1851. 

Sir  :  As  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  you  are  to  make 
a  report  to  that  body  at  the  ensuing  session,  in  relation  to  the  diplomatic 
agents  of  the  United  States,  will  you  permit  me  to  make  one  or  two  sug- 
gestions. 

When  the  first  act  of  Congress  in  reference  to  this  subject  was  passed 
in  Jul^,  1790,  there  were  but  three  classes  of  diplomatic  agents,  and  at 
that  time  ministers  resident  and  charge  d'affaires  belonged  to  the  third 
class  and  were  of  equal  rank.  This  classification  was  changed  by  the  rules 
adopted  at  the  Congress  of  Vienna,  19th  March,  1815,  and  that  subse- 
quently adopted  at  the  Congress  of  Aix-le-Chapelle,  21st  November,  181S, 
•*  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose.  By  these  rules^'which  are  now- 
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the  diplomatic  law  of  Europe,  ministers  resident  constitute  the  third  class 
of  diplomatic  agents,  and  cnarg6  d'affaires  are  reduced  to  iht  fourth. 

As  long  as  we  maintain  diplomatic  relations  with  Europe  we  must  con- 
form to  their  usages  and  prejudices,  and  in  the  highly  artificial  state  of 
European  society,  rank  is  everything. 

The  great  powers  now  usually  employ  diplomatic  agents  of  the  second 
class,  not  only  among  themselves,  but  also  at  the  courts  of  secondary  powers, 
having  regard  rather  to  what  is  due  to  their  own  dignity,  than  to  the  eti- 
quette of  sending  and  receiving  ministers  of  equal  rank. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  the  compensation  is  inadequate  to 
defray  the  ex|)enses  of  a  family,  and  that  it  was  fixed  ^  a  time  when  the 
government  was  in  its  infancv,  with  small  resources,  large  debts,  and  when 
the  cabinet  ministers  were  allowed  only  $3,500  per  annum.  As  applicable 
to  this  branch  of  the  subject,  permit  me  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  Mr.  Legare's  despatch  No.  3,  October  17, 1832.  "  I 
think  the  executive  ought  to  press  it  upon  the  consideration  of  Congress, 
that  it  is  far  from  being  an  a«lvantage  in  any  point  of  view  to  the  American 

fieople,  to  fend  its  representatives  abroad  with  inadequate  compensations, 
t  is  to  expose  them  to  continual  mortification,  and  to  make  their  whole  life 
a  painful  struggle  to  reconcile  inevitable  expenses  with  necessary,  however 
sordid  economy."

Brussels f  December  2,  1851. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of 
the  4th  November  last,  No.  4,  in  which  you  request  me  to  transmit  a  spe- 
cific and  accurate  statement  of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  in  tnis 
city  in  my  official  capacity,  to  enable  the  department  to  comply  with  a 
resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  adopted  on  the  31st  January 
last,  in  relation  to  a  graduated  scale  of  diplomatic  salaries. 

In  my  previous  despatch  of  the  12th  November  last,  No.  8,  recollecting 
that  you  had  engaged  to  make  a  report  to  the  Senate  at  the  present  session, 
on  the  subject  of  the  diplomatic  agents  of  the  United  States,  I  took  the 
liberty  to  make  one  or  two  suggestions  in  reference  to  their  rank,  as  well 
as  to  their  compensation. 

As  to  their  compensjation,  it  is  obvious  that  no  general  provision  can  be 
made  which  will  adapt  itself  precisely  to  the  expenses  of  each  minister, 
since  those  expenses  must  necessarily  vary  with  the  number  of  persons  who 
compose  his  family.  What  would  be  an  ample  provision  for  a  bachelor, 
would  be  a  very  insufficient  one  for  a  married  man,  with  a  wife  and  four  or 
five  children.  But  as  the  compensation  is  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  must 
therefore  be  general,  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  take  the  reasonable  expenses 
of  a  family  of  moderate  size  as  the  data  in  establishing  a  graduated  scale 
of  salaries. 

So  far  as  this  particular  legation  is  concerned,  I  would  remark  as  a  gene- 
ral fact,  which  will  derive  its  value  in  the  estimate^  which  (in^^l  made 
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from  the  experience  of  the  department,  that  Brussels  is  more  expensive  than 
Philadelphia,  tind  much  more  so  than  Washington.  It  is  mach  cheaper 
than  London,  and  much  more  so  than  Paris. 

In  compliance  "with  your  request  I  have  the  honor  to  tran^ut  a  state- 
ment, marked  A,  of  the  probable  expenses  of  my  family,  consisting  of  eight 
persons,  exclusive  of  servants,  for  one  year,  based  upon  the  actual  expenses 
for  six  months. 

The  item  for  rent  ofjurnished  house  is  what  I  should  have  been  obliged 
to  pay  for  ^ijurnished  house;  but  finding  that  in  the  end  it  would  amount 
to  the  same  thing,  I  preferred  renting  a  house  and  furnishing  it  myself. 
The  actual  rent  paid  is  eight  hundred  dollars  annum,  and  the  fiimiture  cost 
eight  thousand  dollars,  which,  allowing  for  the  interest,  wear  and  tear,  and 
ultimate  loss  on  sale,  will  give  an  average  equal  in  the  end  to  the  rent,  as 
stated,  of  a  furnished  house. 

The  same  remark  may  be  made  in  reference  to  the  item  of  hire  of  car- 
riage, horses  and  coachman.  The  amount  stated  is  what  I  should  have 
been  obliged  to  pay  per  month  for  a  voiteur  de  remise^  but  I  preferred  to 
purchase  a  carriage  and  horses,  which  cost  me  thirteen  hundrA  and  fifty 
dollars,  the  loss  upon  the  sale  of  which,  added  to  the  current  expenses  of 
coachman,  horses  and  repairs,  will,  if  no  accident  occurs,  amount  to  nearly 
the  same  average  expense  as  that  stated  for  their  hire.  I  need  scarcely 
say,  that  a  carriage  is  indispensable  in  a  city  where  there  are  few  side 
pavements,  and  where  it  rains  more  or  less  every  day  for  two  hundred  aad 
forty  days  oat  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five. 

You  will  perceive  from  the  statement  which  I  have  the  honor  to  trans* 
mit,  that  the  expenses  of  a  family  of  the  same  number  of  persons  as  mj 
own,  living  in  an  unostentatious  manner,  and  barely  reciprocating  the  civi- 
lities which  may  be  received,  will  amount  nearly  to  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  exclusive  of  the  ordinary  contingent  expenses  of 
stationery,  papers,  postage,  &c. 

In  addition  to  what  I  nad  the  honor  to  state  in  my  former  despatch,  No. 
8,  in  reference  to  the  rank  of  diplomatic  agents,  permit  me  to  make  one  or 
two  further  observations.  The  United  States  at  the  present  day  undoubt- 
edly rank  with  the  great  powers  of  Europe ;  and  although  the  modest  sim- 
plicity of  a  republican  government  may  not  require  the  same  scale  of  expen- 
diture on  the  part  of  their  diplomatic  agents,  and  therefore  a  less  amount 
of  compensation  may  suffice,  yet  the  dignity  of  their  character,  and  the  just 
pride  of  their  representatives,  require  that  their  diplomatic  agents  should 
enjoy  an  equal  rank  with  the  representatives  of  European  powers. 

The  great  principle  of  distinction  in  diplomatic  rank,  established  by  the 
rules  adopted  at  the  congress  of  Vienna  the  1 9th  of  March,  1815,  is  the  feet 
of  being  accredited  to  the  sovereign  rather  than  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs. 
The  first  article  covers  the  whole  ground  in  these  terms :  "Article  first, 
Diplomatic  agents  (employees)  are  divided  into  three  classes — that  of  stnt- 
bassadors,  legates  or  nuncios ;  that  of  envoys,  ministers  or  others  accre- 
dited to  the  sovereign  ;  that  of  charges  d'affaires  accredited  to  the  minister 
of  foreign  affairs." 

Under  the  terms  of  this  rule  a  minister-resident,  who  formerly  belonged 
to  the  same  class  with  the  charges  d'affaires,  would  have  been  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  a  minister  plenipotentiary  ;  but  as  it  was  convenient  to  distin- 

§uish  between  the  two,  it  was  determined  at  the  congress  of  Aix  la  Chapelle, 
ie  21st  of  November,  1818,  that  ministers-resident,  accredited  to  the 
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sovereign,  should  constitute  an  intermediate  class  between  ministers  pleni- 
potentiary and  charge  d'affaire5.  So  that  in  European  diplomacy  there  are 
in  point  of  fact  four  classes  of  diplomatic  agents  instead  of  three,  as  was 
the  case  at  the  organization  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  ;  and 
an  American  charge  d'affaires  no  longer  holds  the  same  rank  which  it  was 
designed  he  should  do  when  the  diplomatic  relations  of  the  government 
^were  first  established.  As  a  practical  evidence  of  this  fact  we  have  only  to 
refer  to  the  diplomatic  appointments  under  the  administration  of  General 
^Washington,  in  which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  1st,  1790, 
'%¥hich  speaks  only  of  ministers  plenipotentiary  and  charges  d'afi^ires,  David 
Humphreys  was  appointed  minister-resident  at  Lisbon,  and  William  Short 
minister-resident  at  the  Hague,  while  William  Carmichael  was  charge 
4l'afiaKes  at  Madrid;  each  of  whom  was  paid  fot^r  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  the  salary  limited  by  the  act  of  Congress  as  the  compen- 
sation of  charge  d'affaires.  (American  State  Papers  1,  Miscel.  37,  No.  34.) 
We  cannot  alter  the  usages  of  European  courts  nor  remove  the  prejudices 
of  European  society ;  and,  therefore,  if  we  continue  to  keep  up  an  inter- 
course with  them  we  must,  to  a  certain  extent,  either  conform  to  both,  or, 
as  the  consequence  of  disregarding  them,  experience  the  loss  of  that  con- 
sideration and  moral  influence  which  a  great  nation  like  the  United  States 
should  enjoy.  At  this  particular  court,  leavine  out  the  great  powers,  even 
Spain,  Portugal  and  Sardinia  are  represented  by  ministers  plenipotentiary, 
and  Denmark  by  a  minister-resident,  all  of  whom,  r.s  a  matter  of  course, 
take  precedence  of  an  American  charge  d'affaires. 

The  affair  of  the  rank  of  a  minister  is  a  question  of  national  and  personal 
dignity,  which,  under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  addresses  itself  ' 
tnore  particularly  to  the  consideration  of  the  executive  department ;  and, 
"with  a  graduated  scale  of  salaries  for  the  different  legations,  presents 
merely  the  naked  question  of  the  rank  and  title  of  the  representative,  since 
the  compensation  would  be  the  same  for  the  head  of  the  particular  legation 
let  this  rank  and  title  be  what  it  might. 

With  reference  to  the  matter  of  compensation  it  may  be  further  remarked 
that,  if  it  be  adjusted  upon  a  fair  and  liberal  scale,  the  aggregate  expense  of 
the  diplomatic  mtercourse  of  the  United  States  would  be  but  little  increased 
beyond  what  is  now  incurred  from  the  frequent  changes  which  an  inadequate 
compensation  renders  necessary. 

The  result  of  the  whole  is  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  United  States  should 
be  represented  in  Europe  by  ministers  plenipotentiary,  with  salaries  grad- 
uated to  the  reasonable  expenses  of  a  family  incident  to  a  residence  at  the 
seat  of  the  particular  legation,  or  at  all  events  by  ministers  accredited  to 
the  sovereign. 

With  your  eminent  ability  and  knowledge  of  the  subject,  you  have  it  in 
jour  power  to  place  the  matter  in  both  its  relations  upon  a  proper  footing, 
and  in  so  doing  to  render  an  important  service  to  the  country.

Sir  :  In  my  despatch  of  the  2cl  instant,  (No.  9,)  I  had  the  honor  to 
transmit  a  statement  of  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  in  this  place,  in 
my  oi&cial  capacity,  prepared  in  compliance  lyith  the  request  made  in  yoar 
despatch  of  the  4th  November  last,  (No.  4.) 

The  statement  presented  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expcTises  of  one  year, 
based  upon  the  actual  expenses  of  six  months. 

Just  as  it  was  completed  I  received  a  visit  from  William  H.  Vesey,  Esq., 
United  States  consul  at  Antwerp,  to  whom  I  showed  the  paper,  and  re- 
quested his  opinion  on  the  subject.  A  day  or  two  afterwards  I  received 
from  Mr.  Vesey  a  letter,  enclosing  one  from  Mr.  Max  Yandenburgh,  the 
vice-consul,  both  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  (marked  A  and  B,) 
and  which  you  will  perceive  confirm  the  accui^acy  of  my  estimate.

,    Dear  Sir  :  In  reference  to  the  conversation  which  I  bad  the  honor  to 
hold  with  you  at  Brussels,  on  the  subject  of  expense  of  living  in  this 
country,  I  beg  to  say  that,  after  mature  reflection,  I  am  satisfied  that  no 
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man  can  live  like  a  ^qtleman,  and  support  a  family  in  Brussels  or  Antwerp, 
for  less  than  from  eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year.  A  residence  of  fire 
years  in  this  country  convinces  me  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  any 
diplomatic  agent  to  make  more  than  a  decent  and  becoming  appearance,  or 
to  keep  up  an  establishment  called  for  by  the  nature  of  his  position,  for  less 
than  the  befor^  mentioned  amount. 

My  friend,  Mr.  Max  Vandenburgh,  (who  has  been  f<ir  years  our  vice- 
consul  in  Antwerp,)  is  an  unmarried  man.  He  lives  in  a  genteel,  quiet 
manner,  and  nothing  more.  His  note  to  me,  in  reply  to  one  of  mine,  I 
now  beg  to  hand  you  as  corroborating  m}^  estimate  of  the  annual  expense 
of  a  gentleman  of  family  residing  in  Selgium.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of 
the  4th  ultimo,  which  came  to  hand  on  the  5th  instant,  and  I  hasten  to 
reply  by  the  first  mail. 

My  residence  in  this  city  has  been  c^uite  too  short  to  enable  me  to  fur- 
nish the  department  with  any  proper  information  derived  from  my  own 
experience  upon  the  subject  of  the  expense  of  living  here. 

The  advice  which  I  received  from  our  consul  and  others  to  whom  I  had 
letters  of  introduction,  and  my  own  ignorance  of  the  language  and  customs 
of  the  place,  determined  me  to  take  lodgings  instead  of  keeping  house  for 
the  present ;  indeed  I  did  not  dare  to  run  the  risk  of  attempting  to  live  in  , 
any  other  way  upon  my  income.  I  accordingly  engaged  a  suite  of  respect- 
able apartments  at  a  private  boarding-house,  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand 
dollars  a  year,  about  three-fourths  of  the  expense  of  less  comfortable 
rooms  at  the  prbcipal  English  hotel  in  the  city.  For  this  sum  we  have 
furnished  rooms,  fire,  food  and  washing. 

For  extra  dinners  or  entertainments,  or  wine,  if  my  habits  required  it, 
additional  charges  are  made.  The  price  of  a  very  rude  carriage  is  from 
three  to  five  dollars,  according  to  the  number  of  hours  it  is  employed ;  and 
a  carriage^  especially  for  ladies,  is  mudh  more  necessary  here  than  in  any 
other  place  in  which  I  have  resided.  ,  ;  r^  T 
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During  the  summer  months  the  court  is  at  Cintra,  sixteen  miles  distant, 
and  it  is  the  practice  of  the  diplomatic  corps  to  follow  and  remain  there 
till  her  Majesty  returns  to  town.  To  persons  who  keep  house  this  involves 
additional  expense,  as  rent  is  to  he  paid  and  furniture  provided  in  both 
places. 

As  specimens  of  incidental  expenses,  incapable  of  course  of  being  ex- 
actly calculated,  1  may  mention  that  I  have  paid  out  in  quite  unavoidable 
charities  and  contributions  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  hundred  tloUars  a 
year ;  and  for  expenses  occasioned  by  the  sickness  and  decease  of  a  mem- 
ber of  my  family,  about  two  hundred  dollars. 

The  foregoing  statements  embrace  all  that  I  may  be  said  personally  U 
know  of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  in  my  official  capacity  m 
Lisbon. 

I  thought  it  might  aiford  additional  satisfaction  to  the  department,  if  I 
could  also  furnish  you  with  the  views  of  other  ^entlamen,  long  resident 
here,  well  acquainted  with  our  former  ministers  ana  with  most  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps,  and  known  personally  or  in  their  official  capacities  at  Wash- 
ington, 1  therefore  addressed  notes  of  inquiry  to  J.  Martin,  esq.,  consu- 
lar agent,  C.  H.  Hutchens,  esq.,  vice  consul,  and  A.  T.  Donnet,  of  the 
house  of  Hutchens  &  Co.,  and  for  some  time  acting  charge  d'affaires  of 
the  United  States  at  this  court,  and  have  the  honor  to  enclose  their  several 
replies. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  refer  the  department  to  the  despatch  of  the  Hoa. 
Mr.  Hopkins,  one  of  my  most'  distinguished  and  able  predecessors,  date^i 
July  2d,  1849,  and  numbered  24.  In  the  opinions  expressed  in  that  com- 
munication, and  deriving  very  sreat  weight  from  the  intelligence  and  sound 
judgment  of  the  writer,  as  well  as  from  his  experience  here,  I  fully  concur. 


Consulate  of  the  United  States  of  Amebic  a, 

Lisbon,  December  4,  1851. 

Sir  :  In  leply  to  your  inquiry  relative  to  the  amount  likely  to  be  expended 
annually  by  the  representative  or  diplomatic  agent  of  a  foreign  govern- 
ment at  this  court,  I  have  to  submit  the  following,  which  is  derived  partly 
from  information  collected  from  others,  and  partly  from  my  own  personal 
experience,  after  a  residence  in  this  city  of  upwards  of  twenty  years. 

I  must  remark  that  much  would  depend  upon  the  gentleman's  bein^angk 
or  married ;  but  I  shall  conclude  that  he  is  married,  and  that  he  has  his 
family  with  him.  I  must  therefore  assume  the  rent  of  a  house  to  be  six 
hundred  dollars,  and  this  calculation  is  based  on  the  average  rent  actuallj 
•  paid  by  gentlemen  at  present  residing  in  Lisbon,  and  representing  foreign 
governments. 

The  "  cuisine"  and  every  thing  appertaining  to  the  house-keeper's  de- 
partment, where  the  family  is  not  larffe,  and  when  it  is  not  considered 
necessary  to  incur  expense  in  what  is  understood  by  the  term  ''entertaining/* 
ought  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  floUars  per  month,  or  equal  to  S2,4M) 
per  annum. 

The  item  necessary  for  servants  would  of  course  be  influenced  by  the 
style  or  manner  of  living ;  however,  presummg  the  establishment  to  lie  free 
from  anything  bordering  on  ostentatious  display,  I  should  place  the  amoaot 
for  domestic  servants  at  six  hundred  dollars.  r^  t 
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The  expense  of  mamtainin^  a  carriagey  (which  is  ahnost  indispensable, 
and  perhaps  more  economicai  than  hinng  an  equipage,)  would,  at  a  low 
estimate,  be  seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

The  amount  necessary  to  be  expended  on  articles  of  dress  must,  in  a  case 
where  ladies  are  concerned,  be  considerable,  because  fashion  is  rather  arbi- 
trary, particularly  when  a  lady  has  to  appear  at  court  as  the  wife  or 
daughter  of  the  representative  of  another  nation ;  but  still,  keeping  in 
Tiew  a  medium  course  or  rate  of  expenditure,  I  should  mention  the  sum  of 
91,000  per  annum,  which  would  be  increased  according  to  the  number  of 
ladies  in  the  family.  It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  gentleman  resid- 
.ing  here  in  a  diplomatic  capacity  is  laid  under  contribution,  if  I  may  use 
the  expression,  for  charitable  and  other  purposes,  and  it  would  not  be  easy 
to  avoid  expending  in  this  way  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Now  taking  these  sums  collectively,  they  would  form  a  sum  total  of 
95,800  per  annum ;  and  in  estimating  the  gross  expenditures  at  that 
amount,  I  have  had  due  regard  to  economy,  and  I  hare  considered  that  the 

{gentleman  whose  case  I  have  investigated  would  be  living,  little  more  or 
ess,  with  the  exception  of  having  to  appear  at  court,  in  the  same  unosten- 
tatious manner  as  he  would  live  were  ne  in  his  own  country ;  but  in  anj 
case  where  the  government  he  represented  expected  him  to  entertain  his 
own  countrymen  or  foreigners  at  dinner  or  evening  parties,  or  to  maintain 
a  similar  style  of  living  or  expenditure  to  that  of  the  higher  class  of  society 
in  this  capital,  a  much  larger  yearly  sum  than  $5,800  would  be  required  to 
defray  the  expenses.

This  would  be  the  annual  expense,  if  liying  in  a  retired  manner;  but  as 
it  would  be  expected  that  he  would  return  in  a  suitable  manner  all  favors 
received  from  his  colleagues,  and  hve  on  a  friendly  footing  with  them,  in 
accordance  with  the  appointment  he  holds,  and  with  due  respect  to  the 
country  he  represents,  a  greater  expense  would  indispensably  be  incurred ; 
and  I  am  fully  convinced  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  he  would  find  himself 
minus  of  $7,000.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  your  despatch 
No.  11,  communicating  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
"  touching  the  expediency  of  a  graduated  scale  of  diplomatic  salaries," 
and  requesting  "  a  statement  of  the  expenses  incidental"  to  my  official 
residence  at  lurin. 

As  it  is  said  to  be  desirable  that  the  information  should  be  specific 
and  accurate,  in  order  that  the  department  may  form  a  correct  opinion 
on  the  subject,  I  am  led  to  infer  that  it  is  its  desire  to  have  such  a  compu- 
tation as  will  enable  it  to  form  a  just  judgment  of  what  may  be  fairly 
regarded  as  the  average  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  ordinary  families  living 
here  in  diplomatic  relations,  rather  than  those  which  any  individual  taste 
or  experience  might  show  to  be  incident  to  such  an  oflScial  residence.  I 
beg  leave,  therefore,  to  submit  the  following  statement  as  the  lowest  esti- 
mate that  I  have  been  able  to  make  after  careful  inquiry,  and  some  personal 
observation  and  experience  in  official  and  private  intercourse: 

Rent  of  furnished  apartments  ...  -     §1,200  00 

Cariiage  hire  by  the  year  ....  720  00 

Ordinary  household  expenses,  food,  fuel,  servant's  wages,  &c.        2,480  00

This  estimate  includes  nothing  beyond  what  must  be  generally  regarded 
as  the  most  necessary  and  indispensable  expenses  of  a  small  faniiTy,  do 
aljowance  being  made  for  clothuig,  medical  attendance,  the  services  of  a 
secretary,  dinners,  soirees,  the  opera  or  entertainments  of  aay  sort.  whicL 
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are  usually  reckoned  as  incidents  to  the  diplomatic  service  in  Europe.  It  is 
in  truth  much  below  anything  that  I  have  found  to  be  consistent  with  any 
system  of  living  that  has  seemed  to  me  to  be  practicable,  and  is,  I  have 
reason  to  believe,  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  amount  expended  by  either 
of  the  full  European  missions  here.  Yet  it  is,  perhaps,  possible  that  an 
American  family  preserving  rigidly  its  own  domestic  economy,  might  bring 
its  expenses  withm  the  estunate  without  discredit. 

The  rate  of  living  here,  it  may  be  remarked  in  general,  is  probably  at  pres- 
ent higher  than  in  raris  or  in  either  ol  the  chief  Atlantic  cities  of  the  United 
States,  owing  to  an  overflow  of  pop'ilation  occasioned  by  a  constant  immi- 
gration from  the  oppressed  Italian  States,  and  the  augmentation  of  prices 
which  increased  demand,  prevailing  prosperity  and  the  renewal  of  court 
entertainments  after  a  season  of  war,  have  introduced  into  every  sphere  of 
life.  Then  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  are  subject  to  higher 
rents  than  permanent  residents,  or  even  than  the  ministers  of  most  other 
powers,  in  consequence  of  the  brief  and  uncertain  term«  of  their  sojourn.

SiK  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  12, 
relative  to  the  expenses  incident  to  my  official  residence  at  this  court;  and 
I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  statement  in  reply. 

Owing  to  the  rise  of  rent^,  and  the  greater  influx  of  strangers,  the  ex- 
penses of  residence  at  Naples  within  the  last  two  years  have  been  so  much 
augmented,  that  it  must  now  be  considered  one  of  the  most  extravagant 
cities  of  continental  Europe. 

The  price  of  apartments  ranges  from  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  to 
tvro  hundred  dollars  per  month.  At  the  former  rate,  my  house  rent  amounts 
to  $1,500  per  anpum:  the  wages  of  three  servants,  at  tbirty-fivc;  dollars 
per  month,  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum:  coc#k  ^nd  kitchen 
expenses  at  one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  $1,200  per  annum.  Carriage 
hire  per  month  at  sixty  dollars,  aibounts  to  seveij,  hundred  and  twenty  dol- 
lars per  annum.  Incidental  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  household  at  least 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  .Clothing  stufl's,  particularly  those  of 
female  apparel,  exceed  by  one-fourth,  if  not  one-half,  the  prices  of  similar 
articles  in  the  United  States,  England  and  France. 

The  court  and  diplomatic  society  of  Naples,  being  very  gay  and  showy, 
expenses  are  much  larger  here  than  at  smaller  and  less  frequented  and  less 
important  political  capitals. 

The  present  salary  of  thb  mission  is  not  adequate  to  the  support  of  a 
family,  except  upon  an  almost  entirely  private  scale,  n  gulated  by  the 
strictest  economy.  The  interchange  of  diplomatic  civilities,  such  iis  din- 
ners and  balls,  of  course  cannot  be  included  within  the  existing  othcia!  in- 
come. 

This  misaion  beiag  theonly  one  located  immediately  on  the  Mediterranean

shore,  in  the  metropolis  of  the  largest  Italian  kingdom,  with  which  we  have 
an  extensive  and  constantly  increasing  commerce,  almost  eqtii-distant  be- 
tween the  Levant  and  Western  Europe,  with  developing  facilities  of  com- 
munication between  the  Mahommedan  and  Christian  extremities  of  one  o! 
the  most  important  seas  of  the  world,  cannot  but  be  re^rarded  as  of  a  su- 
perior character  and  significance,  both  for  its  actual,  and  its  probably  futuw 
more  extended  relations. 

The  ports  of  the  Two  Sicilies  offer  excellent  harbors  for  the  winter  an- 
chorage of  the  United  States  squadron,  and  they  are,  especially  Naples, 
also  visited  by  great  numbers  of  American  traTellers. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  consideration  in  which  this  position  is  re^rded  bj 
the  English  government,  I  be^  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  an  'Rngligli  plm~ 
potentiary  is  maintained  at  this  court,  who  is  allowed  a  salary  of  ^8,000 
per  annum.

Constantinople,  December  17, 1851. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
November  4,  1851,  (No.  17,)  communicating  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Senate  on  the  31st  of  January  last,  and  asking  specific  and  accurate  infor- 
mation respecting  the  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  in  m j  oflkial 
character  at  Constantinople. 

In  replying  to  this  communication,  I  may  be  permitted  to  premise  ^ner- 
ally,  that  both  from  my  own  obserf  ation  and  from  the  concurrent  testimoay 
of  the  entire  diplomatic  corps  at  Constantinople,  I  belieye  the  necesBaij 
expenses  of  living  are  considerably  greater  at  this  city  than  at  any  European 
capital,  with  the  possible  exception  of  St.  Petersburg,  respectmg  wmch  I 
have  no  detailed  information.  The  reason  of  this  is  to  be  found  partly  in 
the  low  state  of  agriculture  and  manufactures  in  Turkey,  and  partly  in  the 
established  modes  of  life  at  the  capital,  to  which  every  person  in  a  respect- 
able political  or  social  position,  and  especially  every  foreign  readent,  is 
obliged  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  to  conform. 

In  consequence  of  the  almost  total  want  of  facilities  of  communicatioD 
between  Constantmople  and  the  interior,  nearly  every  article  of  domestic 
use  or  consumption,  excepting  the  barest  necessaries  of  animal  life,  bat 
including  many  of  the  commonest  vegetables  fl  may  instance  the  potato 
and  asparagus,)  and  all  the  products  of  the  dairy,  as  well  as  hinisekold 
furniture  of  every  description  and  every  material  for  clothing,  is  brought 
from  distant  couatries,  and  of  course  sold  at  far  higher  rates  than  at  the 
place  of  its  production,  and  I  can  safely  estimate  the  expense  of  supplying 
a  table  and  providing  for  the  other  ordmary  wants  oi  a  family  at  Oxistan- 
tinople  at  twice  or  thrice  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  like  estal>Iislimeiit  at 
Washington.  It  is  true  the  ordinary  market  pnce  of  the  necessaries  of 
life  would  perhaps  not  indicate  a  difference  so  considerable  as  I  hare  stated ; 
but  no  article  of  sale  has  h?re  a  fixed  and  regular  value,  and  eTerything 
purchased  on  account  of  a  foreign  minister  or  other  person  of  diStiBCtioa 
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muSl  be  paid  for  at  rates  somewhat  proportioned  to  the  seller's  estimate  of 
tie  rank  and  means  of  the  purchaser. 

I  alluded  above  to  the  established  modes  of  life  at  Constantinople  as 
involving  extraordinary  expense.  It  is  difficult  to  enter  into  explanations 
on  this  subject  without  going  much  into  wearisome  and  petty  detail;  but  I 
may  mention  the  necessity  of  keeping  a  much  larger  number  of  servants 
than  are  elsewhere  required  as  an  important  item.  Servants  heie  are  trained 
to  a  narrow  range  of  duties,  beyond  which  they  cannot  be  prevailed  upon 
to  go,  and  even  in  their  own  departments  they  in  general  [.erform  much 
less  than  persons  of  their  class  in  the  United  States.  The  nominal  wages 
or  servants  are  quite  as  high  here  as  at  Washington,  but  they  expect  fre- 
quent presents  in  addition,  and  they  claim  and  receive  a  commission  upon 
all  purchases  made  by  them  for  their  employers,  and  I  find  the  expense  of 
this  part  of  my  household  to  be  at  least  four,  and  I  think  five  tinves  as 
great  as  it  was  with  a  family  of  the  same  average  number  (exclusive  of 
servants)  at  Washington. 

I  deem  it  due  to  myself  to  say  that  in  fixing  the  number  of  my  servants 
I  have  not  exceeded  the  limits  of  strict  necessity,  and  have  waived  all 
attempt  at  complying  with  that  custom  of  the  country  which  makes  a  large 
retinue,  as  well  as  many  other  forms  of  display,  essential  to  respectability 
in  the  eyes  of  the  as  yet  but  half  civilized  inhabitants  of  the  Turkish  cap- 
ital. 

The  largest  single  item  in  the  expenses  of  living  at  Constantinople  is 
house-rent.  With  the  exception  of  the  representatives  of  two  or  three  of 
the  less  important  European  powers,  all  the  foreign  ministers  are  provided 
by  their  respective  governments  with  winter  palaces  at  Pera,  (in  ffreat  part 
furnished,)  and  summer  residences  at  Buyuludere,  Therassia  or  elsewhere. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Porte  reside  in  the  country  in  summer,  and  at 
Constantinople  in  the  winter,  and  every  reason  of  official  convenience,  as 
well  as  of  health  and  comfort  requires  a  corresponding  change  of  residence 
on  the  part  of  the  foreign  ministers. 

With  the  exception  of  the  dij)lomatic  residences,  the  number  of  houses 
at  Pera,  at  all  smtable  for  a  foreign  minister,  ^r  indeed  for  a  person  of  any 
condition,  accustomed  to  the  comforts,  conveniences  and  decencies  of  Euro- 
pean and  American  life,  is  very  small ;  ^d  a  house  as  good  as  the  average 
of  those  occupied  by  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  at  Washington, 
or  of  our  own  cabinet,  could  not  be  hired  at  Pera  for  less  than  twenty-five 
hundred  or  three  thousand  dollars  a  year.  Rents  in  the  country,  though 
lower^  are  still  very  high.  For  my  own  house,  a  plain,  small  and  cheap 
wooden  structure,  at  Therassia,  I  paid,  at  first,  one  hundred  dollars  per 
month,  and  it  was  only  by  engaging  it  for  a  term  of  a  year  and  a  half,  in- 
cluding two  winters — a  period  when  country  houses  usually  remain  unten- 
anted— that  I  was  able  to  reduce  the  rent  to  about  eight  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  * 

It  was  with  much  reluctance  that  I  determined  upon  renouncing  a  winter 
residence  at  Pera,  and  occupying,  for  the  entire  year,  a  situation  in  many 
respects  so  inconvenient  and  so  remote  from  town  ;  but  the  lowest  rates  at 
which  I  could  find  a  habitable  mansion  nearer  Constantinople  were  from 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  to  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum, 
and  this  payable  in  advance. 

I  ought  perhaps  to  add,  that  I  speak  throughout  of  the  rent  of  houses 
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not  only  unfurnished,  but — in  the  country  at  least — unproTided  with  fire- 
places, stoves  or  even  chimneys. 

Another  expensive  item  is  fuel.  The  climate  of  the  BosphoruSy  donne 
the  winter  months,  is  not  unlike  that  of  the  city  of  New  Yorlc,  but  the  cold 
weather,  though  somewhat  less  severe,  is  of  longer  continuance;  coal  grates 
and  coal  stoves  are  not  in  use,  except  in  two  or  three  of  the  diplomatic 
residences,  and  of  course  wood  and  charcoal  must  be  resorted  to. 

Wood,  as  well  as  charcoal,  is  sold  by  weighty  and  the  price  of  the  for-  . 
mer,  (even  when — as  is  seldom  the  case — it  is  found  dry;  and  no  difFerence 
in  price  is  made  on  this  account,)  including  the  expense  of  cutting  and 
storing,  is  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars  per  cord, 

I  may  add  that  the  day-wages  of  common  laborers,  the  price  of  triflioe 
services  of  every  description,  the  cost  of  every  species  of  mechanical 
labor,  the  expense  of  boat  and  carriage  hire,  of  medical  attendance,  and 
in  short  of  all  the  contingent  outgoes  of  domestic  life,  are  much  higher 
here  than  in  any  part  of  Lurope  or  the  United  States,  and  I  have  accord- 
ingly found,  as  might  be  supposed  from  the  statement  I  have  given,  my 
salary  entirely  inadequate  to  defray  the  expenseis  of  an  establishment  suited.. 
I  will  not  say  to  my  official  position,  but  to  that  of  a  private  gentleman. 

The  salaries  of  the  high  officers  of  the  Turkish  government,  and  of  the 
European  diplomatic  corps  at  the  Porte,  are,  I  believe,  qonsiderablj  higher 
than  at  any  European  court ;  and  these  functionaries  all  receive,  in  ad- 
dition, numerous  large  allowances,  elsewhere  unknown,  to  cover  the  extra- 
ordinary expenses  to  which  the  peculiar  circumstances  and  conditions  of 
public  and  private  life  at  Constantinople  expose  them.  I  am  far  from  add- 
ing or  advocating  a  oorresponding  rate  of  compensation  for  the  representa- 
tive of  the  United  States  at  the  Porte ;  but  at  the  same  time  I  must  be  par- 
doned for  saying  that  I  believe  no  person  acquainted  with  the  actual  state 
of  things  here  can  doubt,  that  both  justice  to  the  incum«>ent  and  the  honor 
and  interests  of  the  American  government  would  be  best  ccmsulied  by  a 
considerable  increase  of  the  salary  now  allowed  to  the  minister  at  Con- 
stantinople.

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  acknowledge,  in  my  last  despatch,  the  receipt 
of  your  circular  of  the  4th  November  last,  communicatmg  the  resolution 
passed  by  the  Senate  on  the  31st  January,  1851,  and  requesting  me  to 
transmit  a  statement  of  the  expenses  incident  to  my  residence  in  my  oiEcial 
character  at  this  court. 

I  have  not  yet  been  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  long  enough,  perhaps,  to  be  able 
to  distinguish  clearly  and  precisely  between  all  the  items  of  the  cost  oi"  liv- 
ing necessarily  and  regularly  to  be  incurred,  and  those  expenses  incident 
to  obtnining  experience  in  the  first  year.  I  have  made,  however,  a  close 
and  accurate  calculation,  and  I  find  that,  after  exhausting  a  sum  equal  to 
the  outfit,  in  the  purchase  of  furniture,  carriage,  horses,  a^d  whatever  is 
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rxeceasa)r^  for  living  comfortably  and  respectably,  and  in  a  fair  degree  in 
conlormity  with  my  position  and  rank  as  the  representative  of  the  United 
States,  I  have  thus  far  spent  beyond  that  in  the  cost  of  living  merely,  and 
supporting  my  household,  at  the  rate  of  about  six  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  a  year. 

That,  1  think,  may  be  fairly  taken  as  the  average  annual  sum  it  will  cost 
me  to  continue  my  residence  here ;  it  certainly  cannot  be  less.  It  will 
probably  be  more,  when  I  come  to  add  something  for  occasional  hospitali- 
ties and  entertainments  to  be  extended  to  my  diplomatic  colleagues  and 
other  persons,  besides  my  countrymen,  to  whom  the  little  I  have  yet  been 
atble  to  do  in  that  way  has  thus  far  been  confined. 

For  your  better  understanding  ot  this  estimate,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
state  upon  what  it  is  based  :  I  am  here  without  any  family.  I  am  house- 
Ifeeping  for  myself,  with  no  more  than  the  usual  and  necessary  number  of 
servants.  The  secretary  of  the  legation  lives  with  pie,  but  that  does  not 
add  materially  to  my  expenses ;  I  have  no  other  guest  or  inmate  resdding 
in  my  house.  I  keep  a  carriage  and  a  pair  of  horses,  and  one  saddle-horse. 
Altogether  my  establishment  is  modest  and  moderate,  and  on  a  smaller 
scale  than  that  of  any  other  minister  of  my  grade.  I  occupy  at  present  a 
house  larger  than  I  require,  Of  can  afford^  for  which  I  have  to  pay  a  rent  of 
eleven  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  I  am  about  to  remove,  however,  into 
a  smaller  one,  which  I  must  make  answer  my  purposes,  and  for  which  I  will, 
pay  only  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  that  will  be  from  two  hundred  to 
eleven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  less  per  annum  than  is  paid  for  house-rent 
by  any  other  minister  at  this  court.  Other  items  of  household  expense  and 
subsistence  correspond  with  this ;  from  which  you  will  perceive  that  the 

Srice  of  everything  is  very  considera.bly  higher  than  in  mo8t.partSyOr  per- 
aps  in  any  part  of  our  own  cpuntry . 

I  could  certainly  live  much  cheaper  at  a  hotel  or  in  a  hoarding-house,  or 
if  I  would  seclude  myself  to  a  great  extent  from  social  intercourse  with  my 
colleagues  and  others.  But  the  estimate  and  statement  I  furnish  are  made 
nvith  a  view  to  keeping  up  a  comfortable  and  respectable  home,  proper  for 
the  residence  of  a  gentleman  occupying  such  oflicial  position,  becommg  the 
dignity  of  the  government  I  represent,  and  %here  my  countrymen  and  all 
others  majT  be  received  and  treated  with  the  respect  and  attention  to  which, . 
when  visiting  me,  they  will  be  entitled*  Less  than  this  I  think  my  govern 
ment  should  not  expect.  Anything  short  of  this  would  certainly  not  satisfy 
my  own  sense  of  propriety.  If  I  aimed  at  more,  and  took  for  my  standard 
the  style  of  living  which  other  governments  enable  their  representatives  to 
adopt,  I  should  make  my  expenses  considerably  exceed  the  salary  allowcJ. 

Out  of  my  nine  thousand  dollars  salary  you  will  perceive  that,  upon  the 
estimate  I  have  given  you,  I  may  save  from  two  thousand  to  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  But  my  little  family  of  children,  whom  I  had 
to  leave  behind  me  in  the  United  States,  are  to  be  supported  and  educated 
out  of  this.  The  residue,  of  course,  cannot  be  very  large.  It  is  obviously 
proper,  though,  that  the  fixed  allowance  to  a  diplomatic  representative 
shouM  be  made  with  a  view  to  his  family  accompanying  and  residing  with 
him  abroad. 

There  are  some  incidents  peculiar  to  a  residence  here  which  tend  to 
increase  the  necessary  expenses  of  a  minister.  Among  these  I  may  note 
that  he  cannot  live  within  the  limits  of  the  city  proper,  and  near  the  only 
market  there  is,  but  nHisI  take  his  house  in  a  healthier  and  more  airy  subur- 
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tan  quarter.  This,  together  with  the  frequent  occasions  he  will  be  under 
of  attending  court  at  the  palace,  and  going  to  the  forei^  ofl5c«,  makes  the 
keeping  of  a  carriage  and  horses  of  liis  own,  or  otherwise  a  large  expendi- 
ture for  hiring  them  at  a  livery  stable,  not  a  luxury  but  absomtely  mdis- 
pensable. 

The  accumulation  of  books  and  archives  at  this  legation,  the  amount  and 
character  of  its  business,  and  the  accommodation  of  the  secretary  of  the 
legation,  make  it  unavoidably  necessary  to  have  a  spacious  apartment  to 
be  exclusively  used  and  occupied  as  a  public  office.  This  your  minister  is 
required  to  provide  and  pay  for,  for  the  public  benefit,  at  his  own  cost.  I 
believe  no  other  government  in  the  world,  represented  at  this  court,  thus 
taxes  its  minister.  A  liberal  allowance,  on  the  contrary,  is  made  by  each 
of  them  to  meet  this  among  the  contingent  items,  notwithstanding  there  is  not 
one  of  their  ministers,  as  far  as  I  am  informed,  who  has  not  a  salary  and  other 
allowances,  much  exceeding  the  pay  given  by  our  government ;  nor  is  there 
one  of  the  legations  which,  from  the  nature  of  its  business,  its  supplies  of 
books  and  public  documents,  and  the  extent  of  itsx^ommercial  relations  and 
interests,  has  as  much  need  of  a  public  office  as  this,  except  it  may  be  that 
of  Great  Britain. 

I  have  entered  into  these  details  and  explanations  the  more  fiilly  because, 
in  communicating  to  me  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  you  remark  that  **  it 
is  desirable  that  the  information  should  be  specific  and  accurate.'' 

I  do  not  know  that  my  own  conclusion  as  what  would  be  the  proper  com- 
pensation is  desired ;  but  I  will  venture  to  add  it.  My  opinion,  from  a 
survey  of  the  whole  groimd,  is  that  the  outfit  should  be  increased  to  ten 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  salary  raised  to  twelve  thousand  dollars  a  year. 
This  opinion  is  founded  upon  the  supposition  that  while  the  government  of 
the  United  States  ought  not  to  exceed,  in  ihe  provision  to  be  made  for  the 
support  ot  its  ministers  at  this  or  any  other  court,  a  just  and  wholesome 
economy,  it  is  not  expedient,  on  the  other  hand,  to  place  the  incumbent  in 
a  position  less  advantageous  than  he  would  find  any  of  the  ordinary  pro- 
fessions or  pursuits  at  home,  or  to  keep  him  by  a  close  and  ntgcrardly  cal- 
culation, reduced  to  a  standard  of  compensation  which  must  prevent  him 
from  Ropporting  that  appearance  which  adds  not  a  little  to  his  influence  in 
the  country  in  which  he  resides,  while  it  is  becoming  to  the  dignity  and 
liberality  of  the  great  nation  which  he  represents.

P.  S.  Since  writing  the  above  despatch,  I  have  inquired  of  some  of 
the  most  intelligent  and  respectable  residents  of  this  city,  merchants  in  the 
principal  American  houses,  that  I  might  know  how  their  views  and  esti- 
mates would  correspond  with  or  sustam  my  own. 

They  state  the  necessary  expenses  at  very  much  more  than  I  do.  The  cost 
of  maintaining  a  minister  respectably  at  this  court,  in  the  opinion  of  every 
one  of  them,  would  be  at  least  twelve  thousand  dollars,  with  four  thousand 
more  to  be  added  for  a  family  ;  and  these  amounts  to  be  exchisive  of  any 
expenditure  for  entertainments. 

They  add  that  '<it  is  generally  concealed  that,  so  far  as  living  is  con- 
cerned, there  are  few  more  expensive  places  than  Rio  de  Janeiro  at  the 
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E resent  *day."     At  my  request  all  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  consulted 
ave  united  in  a  written  statement  of  their  opinion,  and  I  enclose  it  herewith. 
But  I  still  think  my- own  estimate  is  about  right.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circular,  dated 
Washington,  November  4, 1851,  transmitting  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  (adopted  on  the  31st  of  January,  1851)  and  requesting 
me  to  furnish  the  department  with  a  statement  of  the  expenses  incident  to 
ttiy  residence,  in  my  official  character,  in  Lima.  In  compliance  therewith, 
I  submit  the  following  note  of  my  yearly  house  expenses,  since  I  have  re- 
sided m  this  capital.

The  above  statement  contains  only  those  items  of  expenditure  which  do 
not  vary  with  circumstances,  and  does  not  include  clothing,  wines,  medical 
attendance,  repairs  of  house,  and  a  number  of  minor  expenses  incidental  to 
housekeeping  which  it  is  impossible  to  specify,  but  wnich  at  a  moderate 
estimate  amount  to  upwards  of  $1,000  per  annum. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  principal  and  indispensable  items  in  housekeeping 
are  far  more  expensive  in  Lima  than  in  any  part  of  the  United  States. 
The  single  item  of  servants  is  enormous  ;_and,  oesides  the  high  wages  paid 
to  them,  the  number  required  in  a  Lima  house  is  double  to  that  in  the 
United  States  or  Europe ;  because,  one  domestic  with  us  will  do  treble  the 
work  of  a  Peruvian  servant — the  climate  naturally  rendering  the  latter  en- 
ervated and  indolent ;  and  lazy  people  in  that  class  of  society,  are  in  all 
countries  the  dearest.  The  same  observation  will  apply  to  the  washing. 
In  Lima  all  house  repairs  are  at  the  cost  of  the  tenant,. the  landlord  does 
nothing;  and  when  a  house  is  rented,  the  lessee  usually  finds  it  necessary 
to  expend  from  one  to  three  thousand  dollars  to  make  it  habitable.  Au 
this  serves  to  swell  the  amount  of  house-expenses,  and  it  falls  much  heavier 
on  foreigners  than  natives.  Even  with  this  outlay,  it  is  impossible  to  show 
to  citizens  of  the  United  States  that  hospitality  which  they  have  a  right  to 
expect  from  the  representative  of  the  nation,  and  wj^ich  is  so  acceptaole  to 
the  stranger.  Nor  have  I  been  able  to  make  a  return  to  the  President,  the 
ministers  and  others,  for  the  many  civilities  shown  by  them  to  myself  and 
family. 
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I  have  neither  wish  nor  taate  for  display,  but  it  has  always  been  my  aim 
to  place  the  legation  upon  a  footbg  of  propriety  and  moderation,  befittii^ 
the  dignity  of  the  country  I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  Following  this 
principle,  I  have  formed  my  establishment  upon  an  economical  scale.  And 
that  it  is  so  will  appear  by  a  reference  to  the  annexed  letters  from  citizens 
of  the  United  States  who  have  resided  for  many  years  in  Lima,  and  are 
well  acquainteJ  with  the  cost  of  housekeeping  in  this  city. 

My  establishment  as  well  as  my  salary,  is  inferior  to  those  of  my  col- 
leagues. For  instance :  The  British  consul-general  and  charge  d'affaires 
receives  a  salary  of  £2,365,  equal  to  $11,446  60,  and  fees;  with  anjallow- 
ance  of  $726  (il50J  for  a  secretary. 

The  French  consul-general  and  charge  d'affaires  eight  thousand  dollars, 
with  an  allowance  for  a  chancellor  (chancelier)  and  one  or  two  clerks. 

The  Chilian  charge  d'affaires  receives  seven  or  eight  thousand  dollars, 
with  an  allowance  for  a  secretary. 

The  salary  of  a  charge  d'affaires  of  ths  United  States  bemg  S4,S00, 
and  the  expense  of  my  omcial  residence  $7,354,  it  follows  that  I  serve  the 

fovemment  at  a  cost  to  myself  of  about  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
'his  causes  me  embarrassment,  at  times,  and  unless  the  salary  or  the  rank 
of  this  legation  should  be  raised,  I  would  much  prefer  being  tran^rred  to 
a  post  of  at  least  equal  rank  in  Europe. 

Lima  is  one  of  the  most  expensive  cities  in  the  world,  and  the  salaries 
given  by  other  governments  to  their  diplomatic  agents  here,  show  that  they 
are  aware  of  the  fact. 

In  making,  therefore,  the  *' graduated  scale  of  diplomatic  salaries,  based 
upon  the  combined  considerations  of  the  importance  of  the  mission  and  the 
expenses  of  residence,"  contemplated  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  the 
salary  of  the  diplomatic  agent  at  Lima  should  be  at  least  $9,000,  with  a 
corresponding  outfit ;  under  which  sum  no  representative,  who  is  married, 
can  live  in  a  proper  manner. 

The  influence  of  a  foreign  agent  in  Peru  is  proportionate  with  the  rank 
he  bears  and  the  way  in  which  he  is  enabled  to  live.  This  and  other  reasons 
may  be  adduced  to  show  that  the  United  States  should  be  represented  in 
Peru  by  an  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary,  instead  of  a 
charge  d'affaires* 

The  revolution  which  the  annexation  of  Upper  California  to  the  United 
States  has  caused  in  the  affairs  of  the  countnes  bordering  on  the  Pacific 
ocean,  by  which  their  commercial  relations  have  been  further  advanced  within 
the  last  three  years  than  during  a  century  before,  has  had  its  effect  on  Peru. 
Lima  being  the  most  central  capital,  and  possessing,  in  Callao,  the  safest 
and  best  harbor  on  the  coast,  is  4aily  increasing  in  commercial  importance, 
population  and  influence.  It  has  advantages  of  position  over  Valparaiso ; 
and  in  the  inexhaustible  deposits  of  guano  and  the  fertility  of  the  provinces 
east  of  the  Cordillera,  Peru  possesses  sources  of  wealth  and  prosperity 
beyond  any  republic  of  South  America.  These  have  been  gradually  devel- 
oped, notwithstanding  the  repeated  revolutions  whidh  have  distracted  the 
country  and  the  systematic  mal-administration  of  successive  rulers.  From 
its  having  been  the  residence  of  the  Spanish  viceroys,  there  is  also  9.  prestige 
and  artificial  reputation  attached  to  the  city  of  Lima,  ^vhich  cause  it  to 
be  regarded  with  especial  respect  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighboring 
republics ;  and  although  they  no  longer  receive  the  decrees  of  government 
from  hence,  yet  the  remembrance  of  its  former  grandeur  has.  not  passed 
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away  and  carries  a  certain  indescribable  influence  with  it.  Lima  is  there- 
fore still  the  first  city  of  the  Pacific.  The  United  States  are  regarded  as 
the  great  republic  of  the  western  hemisphere,  and  the  model  from  which 
the  States  of  South  America  have  copied  their  institutions.  It  is  to  the 
United  States  that  they  would  look  for  piotection  were  their  political  exist- 
ence threatened  by  a  foreign  power,  and  from  whose  example  they  hope  to 
advance  in  the  career  of  improvement  and  civilization.  A  sound  policy 
would  therefore  seem  to  demand  that  the  representative  of  the  United  States 
should  hold  the  highest  rank  in  this  capital. 

An  additional  reason  for  a  change  in  the  rank  of  this  legation  is,  that 
neither  the  government  nor  the  people  of  Peru  appear  to  be  aware  of  the 
distinction  in  the  grades  of  foreign  agents  below  that  of  minister.  This  has 
been  caused  by  the  appointment  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  and  France  of 
agents  bearing  the  titles  of  consuls-general  and  charges  d'affaires ;  a  kind  of 
mixed  representatives  unknown  in  the  service  of  other  nations,  but  who 
take  precedence  of  the  charges  d'affaires  of  the  United  States  should  the 

Presentation  of  their  letters  of.  credence  have  been  of  anterior  date.  The 
*eruvian  public  almost  invariably  address  the  charges  d'affaires  with  the 
appellation  of  consul,  and  their  standing  and  influence  in  the  country  are 
thus  proportionably  diminished.  It  is  but  due  to  the  dignity  of  the  United 
States,  that  their  representative  should  maintain  the  highest  place  in  tie 
opinion  of  the  people  of  these  republics,  and  that  they  should  not  be  con- 
founded with  agents  of  other  countries  holding  virtually  a  lower  rank.

Dear  Sir  :  Having  no  objection  to  state  to  you,  in  reply  to  yours  on 
the  subject,  what  have  been  my  household  expenses  during  the^oast  three 
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years,  I  have  referred  to  my  little  book  of  such  accounts^  and  find  tliat 
they  were —

In  18S0,    11,333,  >  average  $11,360  per  annum. 
In  1851,    12,116,) 
below  which  I  should  be  sorry  to  have  to  reduce  them. 

My  family  is,  as  you  are  aware,  composed  6f  vnfe  and  five  children, 
from  eight  years  of  age  dovmward.  I  never  have  had  an  evening  party, 
and  my  extra  expense  for  dinner  invitations  does  not  exceed  three  to  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  I  pay  near  two  thousand  dollars  a  year  for 
servants'  wages  alone,  and  for  washing  not  far  from  one  thousand  more, 
the  price  for  every  thing  here  being  extravagant  to  a  degree  unknown  in 
other  countries,  viz  :  three  dollars  for  washing  a  single  table-cloth  or  coun- 
terpane of  large  size ;  eggs,  when  cheap,  five  for  a  quarter  of  a  dollar — 
more  often  six  and  a  quarter  cents  a  piece ;  a  turkey,  three  or  four  dollars ; 
a  full  grown  fowl,  one  dollar  and  a  quarter ;  a  chicken,  sixty-two  and  a 
half  cents ;  fire- wood,  per  day,  for  kitchen  only,  from  four  and  a  half  to 
five  reals,  {56 j^  to  62 1  cents,)  having  always  to  buv  extra  charcoal  or 
wood  when  a  warm  bath  or  anything  extra  is  required  beyond  daily  fiimily 
breakfast  and  dinner. 

My  household  staff  is  composed  of— 

One  cook $25  per  month.

One  headwaiter -- 17  "  **

Two  wet  nurses,  at  $17  each, 34  "  "

$147  per  month. 

By  suppressing  carriage  and  coachman  and  one  wet  nurse  I  should  save 
about  one  thousand  dofiars  per  annum ;  but  below  the  figures  that  would  then 
remain  it  would  be  hard  to  come  without  inconvenience. 

Answering  )rour  other  query,  I  would  say  that  with  your  small  family, 
without  any  display,  and  keeping  no  other  vehicle  than  a  eaUsaf  and  a 
mule,  you  might  manage  to  live  creditably  as  diplomatic  agent  upon  nine 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  not  less. 

If  you  wish  any  other  particulars  I  will  be  happy  to  furnish  them.

Sib  :  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  this  date.  In  it 
you  request  me  to  state  the  sum  of  money  per  annum  I  consider  a  diplo- 
matic agent  of  the  United  States  would  have  to  expend  (if  married)  in 
order  to  represent  his  country  in  a  proper  manner  in  this  capital. 

In  reply  I  have  to  remark  housekeeping  is  very  expensive^  and  such  an 
'establishment  as  it  would  be  expected  the  American  minister  should  keep, 
could  not  be  sustaihed  with  a  salary  less  than  nine  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  I  have  only  to  enumerate  a  very  few  items  of  necessary  expendi- 
ture to  show  my  estimate  is  not  a  high  one.  His  house-rent  would  be 
twelve  hundred  dollarsper  annum ;  servants'  wages  one  hundred  and  two 
dollars  per  month;  washing  fifty  dollars  per  month;  bread  seventy-five 
cents  per  day.  A  fowl  costs  one  dollar  to  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents ; 
a  turkey  two  dollars  to  three  dollars;  eggs  four  for  twenty-five  cents; 
beef  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  pound.

high  rents  of  Lima,  savants'  wages  and  the  cost  of  all  the  means  of  living 
here  being  also  much  oeyond  what  is  usual  or  even  known  in  any  part  of 
the  United  States,  that  from  eight  thousand  to  eierht  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum  would  be  the  least  on  which  he  couhl  live  in  a  mana^r 
becoming  his  position,  or  in  such  a  way  as  I  think  needful  to  his  proper 
standing  with  the  Peruvian  government  and  with  these  people.

Sir  :  I  have  before  me  your  highly  esteemed  favor  of  the  4th  instant, 
requesting  me  to  state  what  I  consider  the  very  least  sum  of  money  which 
a  diplomatic  agent  of  the  United  States  must  expend  (if  married)  m  order 
to  represent  his  country  in  a  proper  manner  in  this  capital.  In  answer 
thereto  I  take  the  liberty  to  give  my  opinion  as  follows :  I  consider  nine 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  to  be  the  least  sum  which  any  diplomatic  agent 
of  the  United  States  (if  married)  can  expend  in  this  capital,  to  live  m  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  importance  of  his  station,  and  to  represent  vAih 
that  unembarrassed  freedom  and  liberty  which  the  dignity  of  his  character 
and  the  honor  of  our  country  demand. 

I  may  add  that  the  capital  of  Peru  has  the  proverbial  and  well  merited 
reputation  of  bein^  one  of  the  most  expensive  places  of  residence  in 
every  respect.  This  cannot  less  than  be  confirmed  by  all  residents — par* 
ticularly  foreign — but  more  especially  by  diplomatic  agents,  whose  elevated 
rank  in  society  exacts  a  conformity  with  the  estaolished  conventional 
etiquette  of  the  plac«.  It  may  ;iot  be  foreign  to  the  object  of  your  letter 
to  mention  here,  that  the  British  agent  here  has  the  annual  pay  of  £2,000 
sterling,  or  thereabouts.

[No.  5.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Buenos  Ayresy  January  27,  1832. 

SiK :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  by  the  last  arrival  from  the  United 
States  your  circular  letter  qf  the  4th  of  November,  1851. 

It  requires  me  to  slate  what  is  the  amount  of  expense  incident  to  my 
.official  residence  at  this  court. 

I  take  leave  in  the  first  place,  very  respectfully  to  suggest  that  you  have 
a  conversation  with  Mr.  William  A.  Harris,  my  immediate  predecessor. 
He  lived  here  for  years  and  can  explain  fully  the  whole  subject,  and  par- 
ticularly the  effect  on  any  given  amount  of  salarv,  of  the  strange  fluctua- 
tions of  currency  peculiar  to  this  country.  He  is  in  Washington  I  suppose ; 
at  any  rate  he,  will  be  there  occasionally  if  not  permanently  during  the 
present  year. 

I  have  been  here  just  five  months.  I  am  so  far  living  within  my  salary 
hy  perhaps  a  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  viz :  I  think  that  thirty-five 
hundred  dollars  will  probably  cover  all  niy  expenses.  To  do  this,  however, 
I  have  to  leave  my  family  in  the  United  States  ;  to  take  just  so  manv  rooms 
as  I  am  obliged  to  have  for  my  own  personal  accommodation  and  that  of 
one  servant,  my  own  slave,  whom  I  brought  from  the  United  States ;  to 
breakfast  at  my  own  quarters  and  to  dine  at  a  hotel. 

I  do  not  keep  a  carriage  of  any  sort,  and  do  not  pretend  to  that  system 
of  hospitality  and  entertainments  maintamed  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  by 
all  diplomatic  persons  of  all  governments  of  which  I  have  ^any  knowledge^ 
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except  such  of  those  of  the  United  States  as  are  not  able,  or  being  ablesR 
not  willing  to  draw  liberally  upon  their  private  means. 

In  order  to  a  perfectly  clear  statement,  I  may  add  that  a  better  economiit 
than  myself,  living  as  I  do,  might  confine  his  expenses  perhaps  to  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum.  1  do  not  think  tjjat  any  young  g^entlcmaa 
living  here,  either  for  busmess  or  pleasure  and  associating  in  the  tirst  clasi 
of  society,  can  or  does  live  for  less.         ,     ,      .  .  ,  .  „ 

I  suppose  that  double  the  sum  I  expend,  that  is  seven  thousand  dollars  a 
year  is  the  very  lowest  amount  for  which  a  diplomatic  agent  of  any  grade 
could  live  in  this  city,  as  a  gentleman  of  such  rank  should  live,  liaving  a 
a  medium  sized  family,  occupying  a  respectable  house  in  the  best  part  and 
healthiest  of  the  city,  with  appropriate  furniture,  a  carnage  and  single  ^ 
of  horses,  and  observing  in  all  things  as  much  economy  as  could  possibly 
be  practised  without  incurring  the  imputation  of  meanness,  which,  however 
it  might  be  despised  by  a  private  gentleman,  very  materiaUy  affects  the  in- 
fluence of  an  official  one  in  these  countries. 

But  as  I  take  your  object  and  that  of  the  Senate  to  be,  rather  to  know 
what  ought  to  be  allowed  than  how  little  can  be  got  along  upon,  I  hafe 
requested  som%  American  gentlemen,  old  residents  knd  men  of  the  highest 
standing  to  make  a  statement  for  me.  I  have  no  intimation  whatever  of 
the  opinion  of  any  one  them  as  yet.  As  soon  as  their  report  is  made  to  me 
I  will  enclose  it  with  this  despatch,  ;  r.,     .      • 

There  is  another  point  comprehended  I  suppose  m  the  range  ot  the  inqmrj 
of  the  Senate,  on  which  I  can  speak  with  more  confidence ;  for  the  reasoa 
that  having  resided  officially  at  two  of  the  courts,  and  having  been  very 
weU  acquainted  at  several  others  in  South  America,  I  have  had  more  than 
ordinary  opportunities  to  form  a  correct  opinion.    ^  ,     ^.  ^ 

I  think  that  the  nominal  rank  of  the  mission  is  of  the  highest  importance 

at  all  these  courts.  . ,       .  /.  «      l 

A  minister  plenipotentiary  or  minister  resident  has  at  any  court  of  South 
America  being  merely  a  decent  man,  more  influence  (the  mere  evidence  of 
his  official  raSc)  than  any  degree  whatever  of  talent  •r  addre^  can  m- 
sure  for  any  man  of  the  grade  of  charge.  And  therefore  I  hold  it  to  be 
more  important  to  elevate  the  grade  than  to  increase  the  salary.  For 
if  Concress  continue  the  policy  of  compelling  all  the  diplomatic  agents  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States  to  live  upon  their  own  means,  or  to 
to  live  so  merely  as  to  be  the  subjects  of  unpleasant  criticism,  it  is  still  m 
my  opinion  better  for  the  public  interest  that  the  grade  be  raised,  as  the 
government  can  much  more  easily  find  men  with  money  than  with  Ulenti 
Ld  learning ;  and  it  is  hardly  possible  to  find  one  so  low  in  intellect  ^  not 
to  be  able,  with  the  advantage  of  rank,  to  be  more  useful  m  these  Sooth 
American  courts  than  charges,  be  their  mtelligcnce,  address  or  vigilance 

^  The  English  government  understands  this  perfectly,  and  has  profited  and 
is  profiting  by  continuing  to  keep  its  ministers  always  in  a  position  of  pre- 

^^A?this  court  it  has  during  the  whole  period  of  the  Argentine  confedera- 
tion kept  a  minister  plenipotentiary  with  a  liberal  salary,  and  has  for  the 
whole  time  not  only  influenced  but  controlled  the  administration. 

Having  made  a  most  favorable  and  perpetual  treaty,  she  has  just  now 
changed  her  mission  without  changing  its  position,  for  the  point  of  prece- 
dence is  still  kept. 
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Tbe  new  diplomat  is  charge  d'affaires  and  consul-general,  with  a  salary 
in  his  first  character  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  pounds  sterling,  and  in 
all  not  less  than  sixteen  or  seventeen  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

A  minister  resident  would  rank  him^  and  this,  with  a  respectable  compen- 
sation, would  be  the  ajlpl-opriate  arrangement  for  this  court,  as  also  for 
Chili  and  Peru.

DxAR  Sir  :  We  have,  as  requested,  made  very  carefully  an  estimate  of 
the  unavoidable  expenses  of  such  an  establishment  as  you  suggest,  and  find 
that  the  sum  of  seven  tliousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  the  lowest  for  which^ 
in  our  opinion,  a  foreign  minister  of  any  grade  could'  expect  to  live  re- 
spectably. 

In.  thLi  calculation  we  have  made  no  estimate  whatever,  nor  added  a  , 
farthing  for  extraordinary  expenses,  diimers,  parties,  &c. ;  tiiat  depending 
so. much  on  the  taste  and  habits  of  the  person  who  miglit  occupy  such  a 
position  that  we  know  no  rule  by  which  to  calculate ;  but  they  would 
be  generally  about  as  expensive  as  the  same  things  in  other  places,  and 
greater  or  lesa  as/they  might  be  rare  or  frequent.

Bogota^  January  29,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circillar  ot 
the  4th  of  November  last,  which  did  not  come  to  hand  until  the  day  before 
yesterday. 

I  am  directed  to~  transmit  to  the  department  **  a  statement  of  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  my  residence  in  my  official  character  at  Bogota."  I 
cannot  better  comply  with  this  requisitioif  than  by  giving  a  statement  of 
my  expenses  from  New  York  to  this  place,  including  those  incurred  since 
my  arrival  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  them.  Taking  this  data 
you  will  be  able  to  form  some  opinion  of  the  annual  expenses  incident  to 
this  mission. 

House  rent  in  Bogota  ranges  from  thirty  to  seventy  dollars  per  montk 
according  to  the  size,  comfort  and  locality  of  the  dwelling.  I  pay  sixty 
dollars  per  month  for  the  one  in  which  I  reside.  In  its  selection  I  had 
reference  not  only  to  my  own  comfort  and  convenience,  but  to  the  saietj  ot 
the  archives,  books  and  effects  of  the  legation,  two  apartments  of  which 
are  approjjriated  exclusively  to  this  purpose. 

Owing  to  the  inaccessibility  of  this  place,  and  the  high  rate  of  transpor- 
tation, 1  had  to  pay  lor  self,  wife  and  son  from  New  York  here  about  the 
sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  which  I  paid  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  for  freight  on  articles  purchased  in  New  York,  making  in 
the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

My  expenses  for  living,  in  which  are  included  house  rent,  servant-hire, 
fuel,  &c.,  &c.,&.c.,  amount  to  about  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  ten  dollars 
per  month.  . 

Furniture  of  all  kinds  is  exceedingly  dear,  and  but  little  is  gained  by  its 
purchase  in  New  York,  owing  to  the  high  rates  of  transportation.  To 
furnish  a  house  decently  and  comfortably,  not  extravagantly y  it  would  re- 
quire from  $1,500  to  $2,000. 

There  are  of  course  many  other  expenses  incident  to  the  mission,  (aad 
which  are  not  included  in  the  above  statement,)  such  for  instance  as  wines, 
&c.,  which  one  is  obliged  to  provide  at  entertainments ;  these,  owing  to 
breakage  and  the  high  rate  of  transportation,  cost  very  high.- 

I  have  thus  answered  as  succinctly  as  I  can  your  letter,  which  I  hope 
may  be  satisfactoiy  to  the  department. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  transmit  you  my  account  for  salary 
up  to  the  31st  of  December  last.  On  the  23d  of  this  month  I  drew  a  draft 
in*favor  of  John  A.  Bennet,  esq.,  for  five  hundred  dollars  in  part  of  salary, 
leaving  due  me  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.

withput  the  slightest  at  tern  rt  at  evtravi.'r-nce  (>r  di^piay  in  my  mode  of 
living.  On  the  contrary,  ma!;inir  some  allowance  tor  the  unposilions  to 
which  all  foreigners  in  olHcir.l  p^^iticjs  are  suhj'^<^'*"d,  i.ere  a:^  'l^cwhere.  I 
believe  my  houseliold  couM  i  (,{  h  i/e  luen  iiiui.itaiiitil  on  a  n  SjM'Ctable  foot- 
ing at  a  less  cost.  It  may  le  pr(^;'er  to  add  that  my  f.'uiily  is  very  small,

A  house  fit  for  the  resideir-e  of  tlie  representative  oT  ihe  United  States 
cannot  he  obtained  for  less  than  seventy  or  eighty  dollais  ot  this  currency 
per  month.  Carnages  afe  scarcely  used  here  at  ail,  but  it  is  absolutely- 
necessary  to  keep  one  or  two  saddle-horses,  and  tlie  expense  of  these  is 
nearly  as  much  again  as  in  the  United  States.  The  hire  of  servants  who 
have  any  knowledge  of  their  business,  is  about  the  same  as  in  the  United 
States,  but  the  custom  of  the  country  makes  it  necessary  to  employ  a 
greater  number  ot  them.  As  to  the  supj)lies  ot  a  family,  such  as  wine-, 
groceries,  clothing,  &c.,  they  are  all  very  hii'h  in  the  shops  here,  and  even 
to  one  who  imports  them  for  his  own  use,  free  of  duty,  as  I  ^(Mier«illy  do, 
they  cost  about  one-third  more  than  they  do  iu  the  United  States,  1  fiiul 
it  absolutely  necessary,  as  I  bclie\e  my  predecessors  have  also  done,  to  em- 
ploy a  competent  person  to  copy  and  record  the  rorif  s^.o^dciice,  &c.,  of  the 
legation;  aiul  for  this  st^rvice  I  pay  between  A-ur  [\x:u  five  hundico  dollars 
of  this  currency. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  result  of  my  experience  h^re  i^  tli.',  a  cjiarge 
d'affaires  of  the  United  ^States  who  does  not  rein.iin  longer  x'  .  '  •«•  or 
four  years,  niay,  by  the  exercise  of  strict  economy,  live  resj  e-itably,  ti^-j  -h 
in  a  very  plain  man^it-r,  on  his  outfit  and  salary.  To  a- .' oni^-ll-h  this  it 
will  be  nec(s>ary  that  he  should  alr>!ain  f.om  gi.in'Tlar^e  or  In. cpiert  e!iter- 
tainraents,  and  sho. iM  limit  himself  to  such  phiin  hospit.dity  as  niay  be  reri- 
dered  absolutely  necessary  by  the  presence  of  his  countrymen,  aiul  the  social 
relations  he  may  have  formed  in  this  city.  Upon  tie  salary  alone,  without 
some  aid  from  his  outfit,  I  do  not  think  he  can  live  respectably.

Sir  :  That  I  have  the  requisite  qualifications  I  have  not  the  vaOfity  to 
pretend,  but  I  am  happy  to  believe  I  am  on  excellent  terms  with  all  tho6t 
who  have  the  most  influence  in  the  government  here,  the  king  and  chiefs 
incliuled.  From  the  allowance  of  an  additional  $3,000  to  Mr.  Saaes^ 
my  immediate  predecessor  in  the  appropriation  bill  of  1850,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  Mr.  Ten  Eyck  for  nearly  all  the  same  time,  I  am  led  to  suppose 
the  department  fully  understands  the  inadequacy  of  the  salary,  and  I  only 
write  lest  my  case  should  be  overlooked  for  want  of  a  friend  at  Washihgtoa 
to  brmg  it  to  your  notice. 

In  this  connection,  perhaps,  it  is  my  duty  to  say  that  as  Mr.  Earaesnerc: 
came  to  the  islands,  tliere  are  no  papers  left  here  by  him  except  a  letter  tc 
Mr.  Ten  Eyck,  dated  at  San  Francisco,  November  1,  apprising  Mr.  Tec 
Eyck  ol  Eanus'  appointment,  upon  the  Receipt  of  which,  (December  12, 
IH49,)  Mr.  Ton  Eyck  resigned,  to  take  effect  on  the  31st  December,  1849. 
Also,  a  letter  from  Hon.  John  M.  Clayton  to  Mr.  Eames,  dated  Decembef 
31,  IS 49,  accepting  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Eames,  to  take  effect  on  the 
12th  February,  18')0. 

This  letter  of  Mi'.  Clayton  is  No.  4  from  the  department.  I  do  not  find 
numbers  1,  2  and  3 ;  they  should  be  in  the  box  left  by  Mr.  Ten  Eyck. 
The  first  and  second  probably  were  his  commission  and  letter  of  credence ; 
the  third  probably  his  instructions  about  a  treaty,  which  in  his  (Mr.  EV) 
letter  to  Ten  Eyck  he  laid  he  had  negociated  wilh  Dr.  Judd  at  San  Fran- 
cisco ;  of  that  treaty  nothing  is  on  record  here  that  I  can  find.  Perhaps 
lie  did  not  forward  it,  for  the  reason  that  his  treaty  was  supereeded  by  ano- 
ther negotiated  at  Washington  by  Mr.  Clayton  and  Mr.  Jarvis  ;  the  last  is 
the  one  which  was  ratified.

Mr.  Eameo'  resignation  took  effect  12th  February,  1850,  being,  i  sup- 
pose, one  year  after  his  appointment,  so  that  there  appears  to  have  been 
paid  for  commissioners  to  these  islands  for  1849,  nearly  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, if  I  understand  the  matter.  I  shall  be  satisfied  with  much  less  for 
1850,  but  feel  confident  I  ought  to  have  more  than  threethausand.  If  I  do 
not,  I  apprehend  I  shall  have  to  borrow  money  to  pay  my  passage  kome. 
I  have  a  head  v  drawn  upon  my  private  means,  which  are  not  great.
